ARTICLE  XIII  -  FLOOD  PLAIN  DISTRICT 

13.1  FLOOD  PLAIN  DISTRICT 

The  Flood  Plain  District  is  herein  established  as  an  overlay  district  to  all  other  dis- 
tricts and  includes  all  special  flood  hazard  areas  designated  as  Zone  A,  AE  and  Zone  X  - 
Shaded  on  the  Flood  Insurance  Rate  Maps,  Norton  Massachusetts;  {community  panel  num- 
bers 250060  —  0001  C  through  0010  C}  dated  June  18,  1987  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk, 
Board  of  Health,  Planning  Board,  Conservation  Commission  and  Building  Inspector.  These 
maps  as  well  as  the  accompanying  Norton  Flood  Insurance  Study,  dated  June  18,  1987  are 
incorporated  herein  by  reference. 

13.2  PURPOSE 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  By-Law  to  promote  public  health,  safety,  and  general  welfare 
and  to  minimize  public  and  private  losses  due  to  flood  conditions  including  the  desire  to: 

a.  protect  human  life  and  health 

b.  minimize  expenditure  of  public  money  for  costly  flood  control  projects  ll 

c.  minimize  the  need  for  rescue  and  relief  efforts  associated  with  flooding 

d.  minimize  prolonged  business  interruptions 

e.  minimize  danger  to  public  utilities  and  facilities 

f.  insure  that  potential  buyers  are  notified  that  the  property  is  in  an  area  of  special 
flood  hazard 

g.  ensure  that  those  who  occupy  the  areas  of  special  flood  hazard  assume  respon- 
sibility for  their  actions. 

13.3  DEFINITIONS 

For  the  purpose  of  this  by-law  the  following  definitions  shall  be  applied: 

a.  Area  of  Special  Flood  Hazard:  The  land  in  the  floodplain  which  is  subject  to  f 
a  one  percent  or  greater  chance  of  flooding  in  any  given  year.  The  areas  are  ( 
designated  as  Zone  A  or  AE. 
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b.  Base-Flood:  The  flood  having  a  one-percent  chance  of  being  equaled  or  ex- 
ceeded in  any  given  year;  also  referred  to  as  the  100  year  flood  level. 

c.  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency  (FEMA):  The  agency  that  admin- 
isters the  National  Flood  Insurance  Program  (NF1P).  FEMA  provides  the  map- 
ping study  program,  and  the  regulatory  standards  for  development  in  the  spe- 
cial flood  hazard  areas. 

d.  Flood:  A  general  and  temporary  condition  of  partial  or  complete  inundation  of 
normally  dry  land  areas  from: 

1 .  overflow  of  inland  waterways 

2.  the  unusual  and  rapid  accumulation  or  runoff  of  surface  water  from  any 
source 

e.  Floodway:  The  channel  of  river  or  other  water  course  and  adjacent  land  areas 
that  must  be  reserved  in  order  to  discharge  the  base  flood  without  increasing  the 
total  water  surface  elevation. 

f.  Flood  Insurance  Rate  Map  (FIRM):  The  official  map  on  which  FEMA  has 
delineated  both  the  areas  of  special  flood  hazard  and  floodways 

g.  Structure:  A  walled  and  roofed  building,  mobile  home  and  for  the  puipose  of 
flood  plain  control,  a  gas  or  liquid  storage. 

h.  Substantial  Improvement  or  Structural  Change:  Any  repair,  reconstruction 
or  improvement  of  a  structure  the  cost  of  which  equals  or  exceeds  50%  of  the 
market  value  either  1 .)  before  the  improvement,  structural  change,  or  repair,  or 
2.)  if  the  structure  has  been  damaged,  before  the  damage  occurred.  This  does 
not  include  any  improvement  necessary  to  comply  with  state  and  local  health 
codes. 

13.4  PERMITTED  ACTIVITIES 

The  following  activities  are  permitted  by  right  in  the  Flood  Plain  district  provided 
they  are  permitted  in  the  underlying  district: 

a.  Public  parks,  playgrounds  and  outdoor  recreational  areas; 

b.  Agricultural,  Forestry,  horticultural  and  other  farm  uses  provided  that  any  new 
buildings  or  associated  structures  are  located  outside  of  the  Flood  Plain  District 
unless  authorized  by  a  special  permit  from  the  Planning  Board. 

c.  Conservation  and  Nature  Study  Areas. 

d.  Homes,  buildings  and  uses  existing  prior  to  adoption  of  this  by-law  and  minor 
alterations  so  as  not  to  increase  the  floor  space  area  of  the  structure. 

13.5  SPECIAL  PERMITS 

The  Planning  Board  may,  after  a  duly  advertised  public  hearing  grant  a  special  permit 
for  a  building  structure  or  use  in  a  Flood  Plain  district  provided  that  such  building,  structure 
or  use  is  permitted  in  the  underlying  district  and  subject  to  the  following  limitations: 
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No  permit  shall  be  issued  to  proposed  filling,  excavating  or  building  including 
substantial  improvement  or  change  to  an  existing  structure,  in  the  Floodway. 
In  Zones  A,  and  AE  the  proposed  use  including  filling  or  excavating  when  com- 
bined with  all  existing  uses  shall  not  increase  the  water  surface  elevation  of  the 
100  year  flood  more  than  zero  (0)  inches  at  any  point.  This  is  to  be  so  certified 
to  the  Planning  Board  by  a  Registered  Professional  Engineer  upon  application 
for  a  special  permit. 

Base  flood  elevation  data  is  required  for  subdivision  proposals  or  other  devel- 
opments greater  than  5  lots  or  5  acres,  whichever  is  the  lesser,  within  unnum- 
bered A  zones. 

In  Zones  A,  and  AE,  all  new  construction,  substantial  improvement  or  change, 
filling  in  or  excavating  shall  be  carried  out  in  compliance  with  the  State  Build- 
ing code  requirements  for  areas  of  Flood  Hazard  and  all  other  relevant  permits 
pursuant  to  the  Town  of  Norton  Zoning  by-law. 

Within  Zone  A,  where  the  base  flood  elevation  is  not  provided  on  the  FIRM,  the 
applicant  shall  produce  any  already  existing,  base  flood  elevation  data  and/or 
be  required,  pursuant  to  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act  Regulations,  presently 
310  CMR  10:57  (2)(a)  to  perform  engineering  studies  to  determine  the  base 
flood  elevation. 

In  Zone  A  and  AE,  along  watercourses  that  have  not  had  a  regulatory  floodway 
designated,  the  best  available  Federal,  State,  local  or  other  floodway  data  shall 
be  used  to  prohibit  encroachments  in  floodways  which  would  result  in  any  in- 
crease in  flood  levels  within  the  community  during  the  occurrence  of  the  base 
flood  discharge. 

In  all  Flood  Zones  it  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  owner  or  builder  to  notify 
prospective  owners,  in  writing,  of  the  Flood  Plain  designation  and  the  avail- 
ability of  Flood  Insurance. 

In  a  riverine  situation,  it  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  owner  or  builder  to 
notify  the  following  parties,  whenever  an  alteration  or  relocation  of  a  water- 
course is  proposed: 

1 .  Adjacent  Communities; 

2.  NFIP  State  Coordinator 
Massachusetts  Office  of  Water  Resources 
1 00  Cambridge  Street 

Boston,  MA  02202; 

3.  NFIP  Program  Specialist 
FEMA  Region  I,  Rm  462 

J.W.  McCorrnack  Post  Office  &  Courthouse 
Boston,  MA  02109 

No  occupancy  permit  for  new  construction  or  complete  renovation  shall  be 
issued  for  a  permitted  use  under  13.5  until  the  Building  Inspector,  Board  of 
Health,  Conservation  Commission  and  Planning  Board  have  received  a  certi- 
fied plan  showing  the  foundation  and  flood  elevation  of  the  completed  con- 
struction and  all  requirements  of  the  permit  are  satisfied. 
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13.6  ADMINISTRATION 


a.  Administration  of  this  section  shall  be  in  accordance  with  Article  X  Section 
10.8. 

b.  The  issuance  of  a  Special  Permit  does  not  exempt  the  applicant  from  all  other 
permits  necessary  prior  to  construction. 

c.  All  development  in  the  district,  including  structural  and  nonstructural  activi- 
ties, whether  permitted  by  right  or  by  special  permit  must  be  in  compliance 
with  Chapter  131,  Section  40  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  and  with  the 
following: 

1 .  Section  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Building  Code  which  addresses  flood- 
plain  areas  (currently  780  CMR  2102.0  "Flood  Resistant  Construction"!; 

2.  Wetlands  Protection  Regulations,  Department  of  Environmental  Protec- 
tion (DEP)  (currently  310  CMR  10.00); 

3.  Inland  Wetlands  Restriction,  DEP  (currently  302  CMR  6.00); 

4.  Minimum  Requirements  for  the  Subsurface  Disposal  of  Sanitary  Sew- 
age, DEP  (currently  310  CMR  15,  'Title  5"); 

Any  variances  from  the  provisions  and  requirements  of  the  above  referenced  state 
regulations  may  only  be  granted  in  accordance  with  the  required  variance  procedures  of 
these  state  regulations. 

13.7  EXEMPTIONS  TO  FLOOD  PLAIN  DISTRICT 

Where  the  proposed  property  and/or  use  falls  into  the  Flood  Plain  district  but  the 
applicant  feels  that  his  particular  property  does  not,  the  Planning  Board  may  exempt  the 
applicant  from  Flood  Plain  regulations  without  formal  hearing  provided  that  the  applicant 
can  prove  through  documentation  of  the  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency  (FEMA) 
or  its  designated  state  representative,  {refer  to  section  13.5  (h)}  that  the  parcel  in  question  is 
at  an  elevation  higher  than  that  of  the  flood  plain  district  in  that  area  therefore  should  be 
exempt.

ARTICLE  XIV  -  WATER  RESOURCE  PROTECTION  DISTRICT 

14.1  PURPOSE  AND  SCOPE 

14.1.1  PURPOSE 

The  Water  Resource  Protection  District  is  intended  to  provide  protection  for  the  water 
supply  of  the  Town  of  Norton  from  harmful  and  hazardous  pollutants  and  contaminants  by 
preventing,  within  the  district,  the  degradation  of  surface  and  groundwater  supplies. 

14.1.2  SCOPE 

The  Water  Resource  Protection  District  is  an  overlay  district  superimposed  on  the 
zoning  districts.  This  overlay  district  shall  apply  to  all  new  construction,  reconstruction,  or 
expansion  of  existing  buildings  and  to  new  or  expanded  uses.  Applicable  activities  or  uses 
in  a  portion  of  one  of  the  underlying  districts  which  fall  within  the  Water  Resource  Protec- 
tion District  must  additionally  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  district.  Uses  that  are 
prohibited  in  the  underlying  zoning  districts  shall  not  be  permitted  in  the  Water  Resource 
Protection  District. 

14.2  DEFINITIONS 

For  the  purposes  of  this  section  the  following  words  and  phrases  shall  have  the  fol- 
lowing meanings: 

Aquifer  Geologic  formation  composed  of  rock,  sand  or  gravel  that  contains 

significant  amounts  of  potentially  recoverable  water. 
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Water  Resource 
Protection  District 


Shall  be  defined  as  the  area  defined  as  Zone  I,  Zone  II  and  Zone  III 
delineated  as  such  on  the  map  titled  "Water  Resource  Protection 
District"  prepared  by  "Dufresne  -  Henry  Inc."  and  dated  "April  - 
1996" 


Impervious  Surface 


Material  or  structure  on,  above,  or  below  the  ground  that  does  not 
allow  precipitation  or  surface  water  to  penetrate  directly  into  the 
soil. 


Minim 


The  removal  or  relocation  of  geologic  materials  such  as  topsoil, 


sand,  gravel,  metallic  ores  or  bedrock. 


Recharge  Areas 


Areas  that  collect  precipitation  or  surface  water  and  cany  it  to  aqui- 
fers. Recharge  areas  may  include  areas  designated  as  Zone  I,  Zone 
II,  or  Zone  III. 


Toxic  or  Hazardous 
Materials 


Zone  I 


Any  substance  or  mixture  of  physical,  chemical,  or  infectious  cha 
acteristics  posing  a  significant,  actual  or  potential  hazard  to  water 
supplies  or  other  hazards  to  human  health  if  such  substance  or 
mixture  were  discharged  to  the  land  or  water  of  the  Town  of 
Norton.  Toxic  or  hazardous  materials  include,  without  limitation, 
synthetic  organic  chemicals,  petroleum  products,  heavy  metals, 
radioactive  or  infectious  wastes,  acids  and  alkalis  and  all  sub- 
stances defined  as  Toxic  or  Hazardous  under  Massachusetts 
General  Laws  (MGL)  Chapter  (c.)  21C  and  21E  and  310  Code  of 
Massachusetts  Regulations  (CMR)  30.00,  and  also  include  such 
products  as  solvents  and  thinners  in  quantities  greater  than 
normal  household  use. 

The  protective  radius  required  around  a  public  water  supply  well  or 
well  field. 


Zone  II 


The  area  of  an  aquifer  which  contributes  water  to  a  well  under  the 
most  severe  pumping  and  recharge  conditions  that  can  be  realisti- 
cally anticipated  (180  days  of  pumping  at  safe  yield  with  no  re- 
charge from  precipitation),  as  defined  in  310  Code  of  Massachu- 
setts Regulations  (CMR)  22.00. 


Zone  III 


The  land  area  beyond  the  area  of  Zone  II  from  which  surface  water 
and  groundwater  drain  into  Zone  II  as  defined  in  310  CMR  22.00. 


14.3 


ESTABLISHMENT  AND  DELINEATION 


A  Water  Resource  Protection  District  is  hereby  established  within  the  Town  of  Norton 
as  shown  on  a  map  entitled,  "Water  Resource  Protection  District"  prepared  by  "Dufresne  - 
Henry  Inc."  and  dated  April,  1996,  on  file  in  the  Office  of  the  Town  Clerk.  Said  district  is 
hereby  made  a  part  of  the  Norton  Zoning  Map  adopted  April  16,  1974,  amended  June  26, 
1978,  et  seq. 
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14.4  DISTRICT  BOUNDARY  DISPUTES 


If  the  location  of  the  District  boundary  in  relation  to  a  particular  parcel  is  in  doubt, 
resolution  of  boundary  disputes  shall  be  determined  by  the  Permit  Granting  Authority  un- 
der the  procedures  set  forth  in  Article  /X  of  this  by-law.  Any  application  made  under  this 
section  shall  be  accompanied  by  adequate  documentation,  certified  by  a  registered  profes- 
sional land  surveyor. 

The  burden  of  proof  shall  be  upon  the  owner(s)  of  the  land  in  question  to  show  where 
the  bounds  should  properly  be  located. 

14.5  USE  REGULATIONS 

In  the  Water  Resource  Protection  District  the  following  regulations  shall  apply  re- 
garding uses: 

14.5.1  PERMITTED  USES 

The  following  uses  are  permitted  in  the  Water  Resource  Protection  District  providing 
that  all  necessary  permits,  orders,  or  approvals  required  by  local,  state,  or  federal  law  are 
also  obtained. 

a.  Conservation  of  soil,  water,  plants,  and  wildlife; 

b.  Outdoor  recreation,  nature  study,  boating  (non-petroleum  powered),  fishing, 
and  hunting  where  otherwise  legally  permitted; 

c.  foot,  bicycle  and/or  horse  paths,  and  bridges; 

d.  normal  operation  and  maintenance  of  existing  water  bodies  and  dams,  splash 
boards,  and  other  water  control,  supply  and  conservation  devices 

e.  maintenance,  repair,  and  enlargement  of  any  existing  structure,  subject  to  Sec- 
tion 14.5.2  (Prohibited  Uses)  and  Section  14.5.4  (Special  Permit  Uses); 

f.  residential  development,  subject  to  Section  14.5.2  (Prohibited  Uses)  and  Sec- 
tion 14.5.4  (Special  Permit  Uses); 

g.  farming,  gardening,  nursery,  conservation,  forestry,  harvesting,  and  grazing, 
subject  to  Section  14.5.2  (Prohibited  Uses)  and  Section  14.5.4  (Special  Permit 
Uses): 

h.  construction,  maintenance,  repair,  and  enlargement  of  drinking  water  supply 
related  facilities  such  as,  but  not  limited  to,  wells,  pipelines,  aqueducts,  and 
tunnels,  underground  storage  tanks,  excepting  those  designed  as  water  storage 
tanks,  related  to  these  activities  are  not  categorically  permitted. 

14.5.2  PROHIBITED  USES 

The  following  uses  are  prohibited  in  the  Water  Resource  Protection  District. 

a.  Landfills  and  open  dumps  as  defined  in  310  CMR  19.006; 

b.  Landfilling  of  sludge  and  septage,  as  defined  in  310  CMR  32.05; 
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c.  Automobile  graveyards  and  junkyards,  as  defined  in  MGL,  Ch  140B,  1; 

d.  Stockpiling  and  disposal  of  snow  and  ice  removed  from  highways  and  streets 
located  outside  of  Zone  II  that  contain  sodium  chloride,  chemically  treated  abra- 
sives or  other  chemicals  used  for  ice  and  snow  removal; 

e.  Treatment  or  disposal  works  for  non-sanitary  wastewaters  that  are  subject  to 
310  CMR  5.00  except  the  following: 

1 .  Replacement  or  repair  of  an  existing  system(s)  that  will  not  result  in  a 
design  capacity  greater  than  the  design  capacity  of  the  existing  system(s) 
and; 

2.  Treatment  works  approved  by  the  Department  designed  for  the  treatment 
of  contaminated  surface  waters. 

f.  Facilities  that  generate,  treat,  store,  or  dispose  of  hazardous  waste  subject  to 
MGL  Ch.  21C  and  310  CMR  30.0000,  except  the  following; 

1 .  Very  small  quantity  generators  as  defined  under  310  CMR  30.000; 

2.  Household  hazardous  waste  collection  centers  and  events  operated  pur- 
suant to  310  CMR  30.390; 

3.  .  Waste  oil  retention  facilities  required  by  MGL  Ch.  21,  52A;  and 

4.  Treatment  works  approved  by  the  Department  designed  in  accordance 
with  314  CMR  5.00  for  the  treatment  of  contaminated  ground  or  surface 
waters. 

14.5.3       PROHIBITED  USES  UNLESS  CERTAIN  CRITERIA  ARE  MET 

The  following  uses  are  prohibited  in  the  Water  Resource  Protection  District  unless 
certain  criteria  are  met. 

a.  Storage  of  sludge  and  septage,  as  defined  in  3 10  CMR  32.05,  unless  such  stor- 
age is  in  compliance  with  310  CMR  32.30  and  310  CMR  32.31; 

b.  Storage  of  sodium  chloride,  chemically  treated  abrasives  or  other  chemicals 
used  for  the  removal  of  ice  and  snow  on  roads,  unless  such  storage  is  within  a 
structure  designed  to  prevent  the  generation  and  escape  of  contaminated  runoff 
or  leachate; 

c.  Storage  of  commercial  fertilizers,  as  defined  in  MGL  Ch  128,  64  unless  such 
storage  is  within  a  structure  designed  to  prevent  the  generation  and  escape  of 
contaminated  runoff  or  leachate; 

d.  Storage  of  animal  manure,  unless  such  storage  is  covered  or  contained  in  accor- 
dance with  the  specifications  of  the  US  Soil  Conservation  Service: 

e.  Storage  of  liquid  hazardous  materials,  as  defined  in  MGL  Ch.  2 1 E,  unless  such 
storage  is  either  in  a  free  standing  container  within  a  building  or  in  a  free  stand- 
ing covered  container  above  ground  level  with  protection  adequate  to  contain  a 
spill  the  size  of  the  container's  total  storage  capacity; 

f.  The  removal  of  soil,  loam,  and  gravel  or  any  other  mineral  substances  within 
four  feet  of  the  historic  high  groundwater  table  elevation,  as  determined  from 
monitoring  wells  and  historical  water  table  fluctuation  data  compiled  by  the 
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United  States  Geological  Survey,  unless  the  substances  are  redeposited  within 
45  days  of  removal  on  site  to  achieve  a  final  grading  greater  than  four  feet 
above  the  historical  high  water  mark  and  except  for  excavations  of  building 
foundations  or  the  installation  of  utility  works; 

g.  Storage  of  liquid  petroleum  products  of  any  kind,  except  those  incidental  to; 

1 .  Normal  household  use  and  outdoor  maintenance  or  the  heating  of  a  struc- 
ture, 

2.  Waste  oil  retention  facilities  required  by  MGL,  Ch.  21,  52A, 

3.  Emergency  generators  required  by  statute,  rule  or  regulation,  or; 

4.  Treatment  works  approved  by  the  Department  designed  in  accordance 
with  314  CMR  5.00  for  the  treatment  of  contaminated  ground  or  surface 
waters,  providing  that  such  storage  listed  in  310  CMR  22.21  (2)(b)7.  a. 
through  d,  is  either  in  a  free  standing  covered  container  above  ground 
level  with  protection  adequate  to  contain  a  spill  the  size  of  the  container's 
total  storage  capacity;  however  replacement  of  existing  tanks  or  systems 
for  the  keeping,  dispensing  or  storing  of  gasoline  is  allowed  consistent 
with  state  and  local  requirements;  and 

h.  Land  uses  that  result  in  the  rendering  impervious  of  more  than  15%  or  2,500 
square  feet  of  any  lot,  whichever  is  greater,  unless  a  system  for  artificial  re- 
charge of  precipitation  is  provided  that  will  not  result  in  the  degradation  of 
groundwater  quality. 


14.5.4       SPECIAL  PERMIT  USES 


The  following  uses  and  activities  are  permitted  only  upon  the  issuance  of  a  Special 
Permit  by  the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  (SPGA)  under  such  conditions  as  they 
may  require: 


a.  Enlargement  or  alteration  of  existing  uses  that  do  not  conform  to  the  Water 
Resource  Protection  District. 

b.  The  application  of  pesticides,  including  herbicide,  insecticides,  fungicides,  and 
rodenticides,  for  non-domestic  or  non-agricultural  uses  in  accordance  with  state 
and  federal  standards.  The  Special  Permit  shall  be  granted  if  such  standards  are 
met.  If  applicable,  the  applicant  should  provide  documentation  of  compliance 
with  a  Yearly  Operating  Plan  (YOP)  for  vegetation  management  operations 
under  333  CMR  1 1 .00  or  a  Department  of  Food  and  Agriculture  approved  Pes- 
ticide Management  Plan  or  Integrated  Pest  Management  (IPM)  program  under 
333  CMR  12.00; 

c.  The  application  of  fertilizers  for  non-domestic  or  non-agricultural  uses.  Such 
applications  shall  be  made  in  a  manner  so  as  to  minimize  adverse  impacts  on 
ground  water  due  to  nutrient  transport,  deposition  and  sedimentation; 

d.  Those  activities  that  involve  the  handling  of  toxic  or  hazardous  materials  in 
quantities  greater  than  those  associated  with  normal  household  use,  otherwise 
permitted  in  the  underlying  zoning  (except  as  prohibited  in  under  Section  14.5.2). 
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Such  activities  shall  require  a  Special  Permit  to  prevent  contamination  of  ground 
or  surface  water; 

e.  The  construction  of  dams  or  other  water  control  devices,  ponds,  pools  or  other 
changes  in  waterbodies  or  courses,  created  for  swimming,  fishing,  or  other  rec- 
reational uses,  agricultural  uses,  or  drainage  improvements.  Such  activities  shall 
not  adversely  affect  water  quality  or  quantity; 

f.  Any  use  that  will  render  impervious  more  than  15%  or  2500  square  feet  of  any 
lot  whichever  is  greater.  A  system  for  ground  and  surface  water  recharge  must 
be  provided  which  does  not  degrade  ground  or  surface  water  quality.  For  non- 
residential uses,  recharge  shall  be  by  stormwater  infiltration  basins  or  similar 
system  covered  with  natural  vegetation,  and  dry  wells  shall  be  used  only  where 
other  methods  are  infeasable.  For  all  non-residential  uses,  all  such  basins  and 
wells  shall  be  preceded  by  oil,  grease  and  sediment  traps  to  facilitate  removal 
of  contamination.  Any  and  all  recharge  areas  shall  be  permanently  maintained 
by  the  owner. 

14.6  ADMINISTRATION 

14.6.1  SPECIAL  PERMITS 

The  Norton  Planning  Board  is  hereby  established  as  the  Special  Permit  Granting  Au- 
thority for  the  purpose  of  this  Section. 

The  applicant  shall  file  1 1  copies  of  a  site  plan  and  attachments.  The  site  plan  shall  be 
at  an  appropriate  scale  as  determined  by  the  SPGA  and  be  stamped  by  a  Registered  Profes- 
sional Engineer.  All  additional  submittals  shall  be  attested  by  qualified  registered  profes- 
sionals. The  site  plan  and  its  attachments  shall  at  a  minimum  include  the  following  informa- 
tion where  pertinent; 

a.  A  complete  list  of  chemicals,  pesticides,  herbicides,  fertilizers,  fuels  and  other 
potentially  hazardous  materials  to  be  used  or  stored  on  the  premises  in  quanti- 
ties greater  than  those  associated  with  normal  household  use,  together  with 
estimated  average  quantities  and  maximum  storage  capacities; 

b.  For  those  activities  using  or  storing  such  hazardous  materials,  a  hazardous  ma- 
terials management  plan  shall  be  prepared  and  filed  with  the  Local  Emergency 
Planning  Commission,  Fire  Chief,  and  Board  of  Health.  The  plan  shall  include; 

1 .  Provisions  to  protect  against  the  discharges  of  hazardous  materials  or 
wastes  to  the  environment  due  to  spillage,  accidental  damage,  corrosion, 
leakage,  or  vandalism,  including  spill  containment  and  clean  up  proce- 
dures; 

2.  Provisions  for  indoor,  secured  storage  of  hazardous  materials  and  wastes 
with  impervious  floor  surfaces; 
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3.  Evidence  of  compliance  with  the  Regulations  of  the  Massachusetts  Haz- 
ardous Waste  Management  Act  3 10  CMR  30,  including  obtaining  an  EPA 
identification  number  from  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Environ- 
ment Protection. 

c.  Proposed  down  gradient  location(s)  for  groundwater  monitoring  well(s),  should 
the  SPGA  deem  the  activity  a  potential  groundwater  threat. 

The  SPGA  may  grant  the  required  Special  Permit  only  upon  finding  that  the  proposed 
use  meets  the  following  standards,  those  found  in  Section  14.5  of  this  by-law  and  any  regu- 
lations or  guidelines  adopted  by  the  SPGA.  The  proposed  use  must: 

a.  In  no  way,  during  construction  or  thereafter,  adversely  affect  the  existing  or 
potential  quality  or  quantity  of  water  that  is  available  in  the  Water  Resource 
Protection  District,  and 

b.  Be  designed  to  avoid  substantial  disturbance  of  the  soils,  topography,  drainage, 
vegetation,  and  other  water-related  natural  characteristics  of  the  site  to  be  de- 
veloped. 

The  SPGA  shall  not  grant  a  Special  Permit  under  this  section  unless  the  petitioner's 
application  materials  include,  in  the  opinion  of  the  SPGA,  sufficiently  detailed,  definite, 
and  credible  information  to  support  positive  findings  in  relation  to  the  standards  given  in 
this  section.  The  SPGA  shall  document  the  basis  for  any  departures  from  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  other  Town  Boards  or  agencies  in  its  decision. 

14.6.2  ENFORCEMENT 

Written  notice  of  any  violations  to  this  Article  shall  be  given  by  the  Building  Inspec- 
tor to  the  responsible  person  as  soon  as  possible  after  detection  of  a  violation  or  continuing 
violation.  Notice  to  the  assessed  owner  of  the  property  shall  be  deemed  notice  to  the  respon- 
sible person.  Such  notice  shall  specify  the  requirements  of  restriction  violated  and  the  na- 
ture of  the  violation,  and  may  also  identify  the  actions  necessary  to  remove  or  remedy  the 
violations  and  a  schedule  of  compliance.  A  copy  of  such  notice  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Board  of  Health,  Conservation  Commission,  Planning  Board  and  the  Board  of  Water  and 
Sewer  Commissioners.  The  cost  of  containment,  clean-up,  or  other  action  of  compliance 
shall  be  borne  by  the  owner  and  operator  of  the  premises. 

For  situations  that  require  remedial  action  to  prevent  adverse  impact  to  the  water 
resources  within  the  Water  Resource  Protection  District,  the  Town  of  Norton,  the  Building 
Inspector,  the  Board  of  Health,  or  any  of  their  agents  may  order  the  owner  or  operator  of  the 
premises  to  remedy  the  violation.  If  said  owner  and/or  operator  does  not  comply  with  said 
order,  the  Town  of  Norton,  the  Building  Inspector,  the  Board  of  Health,  or  any  of  its  agents, 
if  authorized  to  enter  upon  such  premises  under  the  terms  of  the  Special  Permit  or  other- 
wise, may  act  to  remedy  the  violation.  The  remediation  cost  shall  be  the  responsibility  of 
the  owner  and  operator  of  the  premises. 
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14.7  SPECIAL  PROVISIONS 


a.  Where  the  Water  Resource  Protection  district  boundary  line  divides  a  lot  of 
record  in  any  underlying  Residential,  Residential-Agricultural  District  contain- 
ing at  least  thirty-thousand  square  feet,  but  less  than  sixty-thousand  square  feet, 
the  requirements  of  the  Norton  Zoning  by-law  applicable  to  the  less  restrictive 
district  shall  apply  provided  any  underground  waste  disposal  system  shall  be 
located  on  the  portion  of  the  lot  in  the  less  restrictive  district. 

b.  Where  the  Water  Resource  Protection  district  boundary  line  divides  a  lot  in  an 
underlying  Commercial  or  Industrial  zone,  the  uses  and  regulations  pertinent  to 
the  less  restrictive  district  may  be  applied  to  the  development  of  such  lot  pro- 
vided that  the  subject  lot  contains  sufficient  square  footage  in  the  less  restric- 
tive district  which  would  ordinarily  allow  development  and  further  provide  that 
all  structures  and  waste  disposal  systems  are  located  in  that  portion  of  the  lot 
lying  in  the  less  restrictive  district. 

14.8  SEVERABILITY 

A  determination  that  any  portion  or  provision  of  the  overlay  protection  district  is 
invalid  shall  not  invalidate  any  other  portion  or  provision  thereof,  nor  shall  it  invalidate  any 
Special  Permit  issued  thereunder.

ARTICLE  24:  Motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Fiore  and  seconded  that  the  Town  approve 
the  following  Inter-Municipal  Agreement  which  was  voted  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on 
January  10,  1996  meeting:  (Mr.  Fiore  requested  to  waive  reading  of  the  entire  article  as  it 
appears  correctly  in  the  Warrant.  Request  was  approved  by  the  Moderator.) 
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This  Inter-Municipal  Agreement  is  made  and  entered  into  as  of  this  10th  day  of  Janu- 
ary, 1996  (herein  the  "Effective  Date")  among  the  governmental  units  listed  on  Schedule  A 
attached  hereto  together  with  any  additional  governmental  unit  which  applies  for,  is  ap- 
proved as  a  member,  and  which  executes  and  delivers  a  counterpart  of  this  Agreement 
(individually  a  "Local  Government"  or  "Member",  and  collectively  "Local  Governments" 
or  "Members"). 

BACKGROUND 

A.  The  Local  Governments  have  determined  that  the  solution  of  certain  problems 
facing  them  and  the  provision  of  certain  municipal  services  for  which  they  are 
responsible  can  be  accomplished  most  expeditiously  through  the  joint  activities 
of  Local  Governments. 

B.  Chapter  40  Section  4A  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  authorizes  a  gov- 
ernmental unit  therein  described  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  one  or  more 
other  governmental  units  "to  perform  jointly  any  services,  activities  or  under- 
standings which  any  of  the  contracting  units  is  authorized  by  law  to  perform...". 

C.  Several  years  ago  the  cities  and  towns  listed  on  Schedule  A  lying  in  the  counties 
of  Norfolk,  Plymouth  and  Bristol  began  an  informal  arrangement  to  explore 
and  facilitate  the  possibilities  of  providing  regional  solutions  and  services.  These 
communities  applied  for  and  received  a  Municipal  Incentive  Grant  from  the 
Executive  Office  of  Communities  and  Development  to  engage  a  professional 
public  administrator  to  deliver  a  program  of  such  solutions  and  services. 

D.  That  pilot  program  has  been  successful  and  there  is  now  both  a  need  and  desire 
to  formalize  the  existing  program  and  to  provide  a  flexible  structure  capable  of 
accommodating  regional  initiatives  particularly  as  additional  programmatic 
funding  for  regional  approaches  occurs. 

1.  CREATION  AND  PURPOSE 

Accordingly,  the  Local  Governments  executing  and  delivering  this  Agreement  in  con- 
formance with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  40  Section  4A  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws 
hereby  create  the  Southeastern  Regional  Services  Group  ("SERSG")  to  be  flexible  entity 
governed  by  its  constituent  Local  Governments.  The  mission  of  SERSG  includes  but  is  not 
limited  to:  1)  to  operate,  coordinate  and  expand  joint  purchasing  programs,  2)  to  provide 
participating  communities  with  personnel  administration  services.  3)  to  explore  and  de- 
velop alternative  models  for  regional  service  provision  and  Organization  through  public 
forums,  4)  to  organize  training  programs  for  participating  communities,  and  5)  to  facilitate 
the  solution  of  common  problems  and  the  provision  of  certain  municipal  services  through 
joint  action  pursuant  to  this  Agreement. 
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2.  TERM 


This  Agreement  shall  be  for  an  initial  term  of  three  years  and  for  successive  terms  of 
one  year  thereafter  unless  terminated  by  a  vote  of  the  SERSG  Board  subject  always,  how- 
ever, to  the  rights  of  members  to  withdraw  as  hereafter  provided. 


3.  GOVERNANCE 


A.  SERSG  shall  be  governed  by  a  Board  of  Directors  who  shall  have  general  su- 
perintendence and  control  over  the  affairs  of  SERSG. 

B.  The  SERSG  Board  shall  be  composed  of  one  Director  from  each  Local  Gov- 
ernment which  now  or  hereafter  is  a  party  to  this  Agreement  and  has  not  with- 
drawn or  is  not  "Delinquent"  as  hereafter  defined,  the  Executive  Director  of  the 
Old  Colony  Planning  council  C'OCPC)  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  para- 
graph 1 3  hereof,  and  the  SERSG  Regional  Administrator  as  ex  officio  member. 
A  Director  shall  be  appointed  by  the  appointing  authority  of  each  Local  Gov- 
ernment and  shall  serve  until  the  appointing  authority  of  that  Local  Govern- 
ment shall  notify  SERSG  that  such  Director  no  longer  represents  the  Local 
Government.  It  is  anticipated  that  Local  Governments  will  appoint  the  chief 
administrative  officer  of  that  Local  Government  as  its  SERSG  Director. 

C.  The  SERSG  Board  shall  have  a  Chairman  and  a  Vice  Chairman  and  the  Re- 
gional Administrator  or  her  designee  shall  serve  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Board. 
The  Chairman  and  Vice  Chairman  shall  be  elected  annually  from  and  by  the 
Directors  and  shall  serve  for  one  year  terms.  The  Chairman,  or  in  the  Chairman's 
absence  the  Vice  Chairman,  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board  and  the 
Secretary  (or  such  designee  of  the  Chairman  if  the  Secretary  is  absent)  shall 
keep  the  minutes. 

D.  The  Board  shall  meet  regularly  at  such  time  as  the  Board  may  determine  and 
otherwise  at  the  call  of  the  Chairman  or  on  the  petition  of  any  five  Directors 
delivered  in  writing  to  the  Secretary. 

E.  A  quorum  shall  consist  of  a  majority  of  SERSG  Directors.  All  votes  except  a 
vote  under  Section  17  hereof  shall  be  by  a  majority  of  the  Directors  present. 

F.  The  Directors  shall  elect  annually  from  among  their  number  three  Directors 
who  together  with  the  Chairman.  Vice  Chairman  and  Regional  Administrator 
ex  officio  shall  constitute  the  Administrative  Committee  to  which  the  Board 
may  delegate  certain  discretion  to  act  on  behalf  of  the  Board  between  meetings 
of  the  Board.

3.  REGIONAL  ADMINISTRATOR 


The  Board  shall  select  and  retain  a  Regional  Administrator  who  shall  be  qualified  by 
professional  training,  background  and  experience  to  provide  day-to-day  leadership  to  SERSG. 
(It  is  anticipated  although  not  required  that  the  Regional  Administrator,  in  addition  to  pos- 
sessing a  Bachelor's  Degree  would  possess  an  additional  Degree  in  Public  Administration. 
Law,  Business  or  other  related  academic  area. )  No  currently  serving  elected  official  or  chief 
administrator  of  a  SERSG  community  shall  be  eligible  for  appointment  as  Regional  Ad- 
ministrator. The  Regional  Administrator  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board  which  shall 
fix  the  compensation  and  working  conditions  of  the  position  and  may  enter  into  an  employ- 
ment agreement  with  the  incumbent  for  a  term  not  to  exceed  three  years  and  subject  to 
annual  funding. 

The  Board  shall  cause  the  Regional  Administrator  or  any  other  SERSG  employees  to 
become  part  of  a  public  employee  pension  system  of  the  Commonwealth  or  of  one  of  its 
political  sub-divisions  or  instrumentalities. 

Subject  to  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  Board,  the  Regional  Administrator 
shall  manage  the  day-to-day  affairs  of  SERSG  including  without  limitation  all  personnel 
matters,  business  relationships,  relationships  with  all  governmental  entities  including  the 
Local  Governments  and  all  relationships  with  the  public  and  the  press. 

4.  BUDGETS  AND  RECORDS 

The  Regional  Administrator  shall  prepare  on  or  before  January  1  of  each  year  an 
annual  budget  specifying  estimated  receipts  and  disbursements  and  an  annual  assessment 
for  each  Local  Government  for  the  next  fiscal  year.  Such  budget  and  annual  assessment 
shall  be  subject  to  approval  by  the  Board. 

The  Regional  Administrator  shall  cause  to  be  kept  accurate  and  comprehensive  records 
of  all  SERSG  activities  and  transactions  as  shall  comply  with  generally  accepted  govern- 
mental accounting  standards  and  w  ith  any  requirements  of  Section  4A  of  Chapter  40  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws  as  in  force  from  time  to  time.  The  Regional  Administrator 
shall  cause  a  regular  audit  of  the  books  and  records  to  be  performed  periodically  and  shall 
also  cause  to  be  distributed  to  all  SERSG  members  not  less  frequently  than  annually  finan- 
cial statements  of  SERSG. 

5.  BASIC  SERVICES 

As  part  of  the  budget  process,  the  SERSG  Board  annually  shall  determine  the  pro- 
gram of  Basic  Services  SERSG  shall  make  available  to  all  of  the  Local  Governments  in 
consideration  of  their  annual  assessment.  This  list  may  be  changed  at  any  time  during  the 
year  upon  a  majority  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 
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6.  SPECIAL  SERVICES 


Many  regional  initiatives  may  be  of  interest  to  only  a  few  SERSG  members.  Thus 
while  it  is  important  that  SERSG  facilitate  the  study  and  implementation  of  these  initiatives 
by  providing  services  (herein  "Special  Services"),  it  would  be  inequitable  for  all  SERSG 
Local  Governments  to  bear  the  cost  of  these  SERSG  Special  Services.  Such  initiatives  may 
involve  the  application  for  grants,  the  administration  of  such  grants  and  in  some  circum- 
stances, the  participation  of  federal,  state  or  counties  or  of  non-SERSG  governmental  enti- 
ties, regional  planning  agencies  and  other  public  or  not-for-profit  entities. 

Accordingly,  the  Local  Governments  agree  that  two  or  more  of  their  number  by  an 
agreement  supplemental  hereto  among  such  Local  Governments  and  SERSG  and,  in  some 
instances,  other  governmental  units  may  undertake  specialized  regional  initiatives  ("Spe- 
cial Initiatives")  on  the  following  terms: 

a.  The  Special  Initiative  must  involve  more  than  one  SERSG  Local  Government 
and  must  be  consistent  with  the  purposes  of  SERSG. 

b.  The  role  of  SERSG  and  the  remuneration  SERSG  is  to  receive  must  be  spelled 
out  in  a  written  agreement  (the  "Supplemental  Agreement**)  among  SERSG 
and  the  Local  Governments  involved  in  the  initiatives. 

c.  The  Supplemental  Agreement  must  be  consistent  with  this  Agreement  and  must 
be  approved  by  the  SERSG  Board  in  its  discretion. 

d.  The  Supplemental  Agreement  in  the  written  judgment  of  the  Regional  Admin- 
istrator delivered  to  the  Board  must  provide  that  neither  SERSG  nor  the  Local 
Governments  not  a  party  to  the  Supplemental  Agreement  will  incur  unreimbursed 
expenses  or  liability  arising  out  of  the  Supplemental  Agreement. 

The  Local  Governments  intend  that  this  provision  constitute  authorization  for  such 
Supplemental  Agreements  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  40  Section  4A  of 
the  Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

7.  COOPERATION  WITH  SERSG 

Each  Local  Government  having  joined  SERSG  agrees  hereby  that  if  it  is  contemplat- 
ing an  initiative  including  more  than  one  Local  Government,  it  will  communicate  with 
SERSG  concerning  such  initiative  and  afford  SERSG  a  reasonable  opportunity  to  assist  in 
the  study  and  implementation  of  that  regional  initiative. 

8.  SERSG  CONTRACTING  AUTHORITY 

In  providing  either  Basic  Services  or  services  for  Special  Initiatives,  SERSG  may 
apply  for  grants  or  other  financial  assistance,  or  grants  or  stipends  providing  for  in-kind 
provision  of  goods  or  services  or  the  like.  SERSG  may  enter  into  contracts  or  agreements 
with  Local  Governments,  other  governmental  units  or  private  parties  to  provide  or  procure 
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goods  or  services  to  or  on  behalf  of  SERSG  provided  that  any  such  contract  shall  provide 
that  no  Local  Government  shall  have  liability  under  such  contract  in  excess  of  its  current 
annual  assessment  or,  with  respect  to  a  contract  relating  to  a  Special  Initiative,  in  excess  of 
its  liability  under  such  Supplemental  Agreement. 

9.  ANNUAL  ASSESSMENT 

On  or  before  January  15  of  each  year  as  part  of  the  annual  budget  process,  the  Board 
shall  determine  the  annual  assessment  for  the  next  fiscal  year.  The  Regional  Administrator 
shall  provide  written  notice  of  such  assessment  promptly  to  the  Local  Governments.  As- 
sessments are  due  from  Local  Governments  not  later  than  September  1  of  the  next  fiscal 
year.  Local  Governments  not  having  paid  such  assessment  or  made  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Board  satisfactory  provision  for  the  payment  of  such  assessment  may  thereafter  by  vote  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  be  determined  to  be  a  Delinquent  Member.  A  Delinquent  Member 
shall  no  longer  have  a  right  to  a  vote  on  the  Board  until  such  delinquency  shall  be  cured. 
The  determination  of  a  Delinquent  Member  shall  also  be  deemed  to  be  notice  of  With- 
drawal of  such  Member  as  of  the  date  of  Delinquent  Member  determination. 

10.  WITHDRAWAL 

A  Local  Government  may  withdraw  as  a  member  of  SERSG  (a  "Withdrawal")  by 
filing  with  the  Regional  Administrator  written  notice  of  withdrawal  not  less  than  sixty  days 
prior  to  the  commencement  of  a  fiscal  year.  A  Local  Government  shall  no  longer  be  a  mem- 
ber upon  the  commencement  of  the  next  fiscal  year  beginning  more  than  sixty  days  from 
the  date  of  giving  of  withdrawal  notice  except  that  if  such  Local  Government  shall  have 
signed  a  Supplemental  Agreement,  such  withdrawing  Member  shall  continue  to  be  a  Mem- 
ber for  the  limited  purpose  of  fulfilling  its  obligations  under  the  Supplemental  Agreement 
but  shall  not  be  entitled  to  appoint  a  Director  or  otherwise  participate  in  the  affairs  of  SERSG. 

11.  ADDITIONAL  MEMBERS 

Any  governmental  unit  which  is  located  in  Norfolk,  Plymouth  or  Bristol  County  and 
which  may  include  a  governmental  unit  which  has  previously  withdrawn  from  SERSG, 
may  in  writing  apply  to  become  a  Local  Government  herein.  The  Board  shall  promptly 
consider  such  application  and  if  a  majority  of  the  board  so  votes,  may  approve  the  admis- 
sion of  such  governmental  unit  as  a  Local  Government  effective  as  of  the  beginning  of  the 
fiscal  year  commencing  after  the  date  of  its  application  provided  that  prior  to  such  date,  it 
shall  have  executed  and  delivered  a  counterpart  of  this  Agreement  and  shall  have  paid  its 
assessment  for  the  coming  fiscal  year. 
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12.  AUTHORITY  TO  CREATE  ENTITY 


If  the  Board  shall  hereafter  so  determine,  it  may  create  an  independent  legal  entity 
either  by  creating  a  not-for-profit  corporation  or  by  petitioning  the  General  Court  for  a 
Special  Act  creating  a  public  instrumentality  or  otherwise.  Any  such  entity  shall  contain  in 
its  official  name  the  words  "Southeastern  Regional  Services  Group",  shall  contain  gover- 
nance provisions  substantially  similar  to  those  contained  herein  and  shall  provide  for  limi- 
tation of  liability  to  the  Local  Governments  substantially  similar  to  those  contained  in  this 
Agreement. 

13.  RELATIONS  WITH  OTHER  REGIONAL  ORGANIZATIONS 

Some  SERSG  communities  are  served  by  one  of  the  following  regional  planning 
agencies:  The  Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council  ("MAPC")  OCPC,  and  The  Southeast- 
ern Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Development  District  ("SRPEDD").  It  is  the  policy 
of  SERSG  and  the  aforesaid  planning  agencies  to  avoid  if  possible  offering  duplicative 
services.  Accordingly,  the  SERSG  Regional  Administrator  is  authorized,  subject  to  SERSG 
Board  approval  to  enter  into  memoranda  of  understanding  with  such  agencies  to  foster 
cooperation  and  avoid  duplication  where  possible. 

Because  of  the  historic  and  continuing  role  that  OCPC  plays  in  the  life  of  SERSG, 
OCPC  is  accorded  special  member  status  with  a  voting  seat  on  the  SERSG  Board  of  Direc- 
tors which  status  and  vote  shall  continue  as  long  as  a  majority  of  the  Board  (excluding  the 
vote  of  the  OCPC  Executive  Director)  determines  that  the  value  of  in-kind  OCPC  contribu- 
tion to  SERSG  is  roughly  equivalent  to  the  value  of  the  annual  assessment  for  member 
communities. 

14.  LIMITATION  OF  LIABILITY 

SERSG  shall  incur  no  contractual  obligations  to  third  parties  which  are  not  reason- 
ably projected  to  be  covered  by  the  annual  assessments  or  by  the  obligations  of  Local  Gov- 
ernments under  Supplemental  Agreements.  Any  such  Supplemental  Agreement  shall  con- 
tain a  provision  indemnifying  SERSG  Members  not  a  party  to  the  Supplemental  Agree- 
ments from  claims  and  liabilities  arising  under  the  Agreement.  In  other  respects  liability  of 
Local  Governments  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  Chapter  40  Section  4A  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

15.  INDEMNITY 

Members  of  the  SERSG  Board  (including  ex  officio  members)  and  any  employees  of 
SERSG  shall  be  defended,  indemnified  and  held  harmless  by  SERSG  and  the  Local  Gov- 
ernments in  the  manner  and  to  the  extent  provided  in  Chapter  40  Section  4A  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts General  Laws  from  any  and  all  claims,  demands,  suits  or  the  like  arising  out  of  or 
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related  to  their  activities  on  behalf  of  or  relating  to  SERSG  unless  and  except  a  final  judg- 
ment shall  have  determined  that  such  indemnified  person  acted  wantonly,  willfully  or  with 
gross  negligence. 


16.  TRANSITIONAL  RULE 


The  cities  and  towns  listed  on  Schedule  A  shall  be  and  remain  voting  members  of 
SERSG  for  a  period  of  twenty-four  months  from  the  Effective  Date  so  long  as  such  Local 
Governments  pay  when  due  their  Annual  Assessments.  Thereafter,  if  any  Local  Govern- 
ment shall  not  have  executed  and  delivered  a  counterpart  of  the  SERSG  InterMunicipal 
Agreement  or  an  Amendment  thereto,  the  Local  Government  shall  become  an  Associate 
Member.  An  Associate  Member  so  long  as  it  pays  its  Annual  Assessment,  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  SERSG  services  but  shall  not  have  a  seat  on  the  SERSG  Board  of  Directors  and 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  membership  on  the  Executive  Council. 


17.  AMENDMENTS 


This  Agreement  may  be  modified  in  minor  respects  (a  "Minor  Amendment")  only  by 
the  unanimous  vote  of  the  SERSG  Directors,  provided  however,  that  no  such  amendment 
shall  increase  the  financial  obligation  or  liability  or  diminish  the  rights  of  any  Local  Gov- 
ernment hereunder.  Any  proposed  amendment  which  would  increase  the  financial  obliga- 
tion or  liability  or  diminish  the  rights  of  any  Local  Government  shall  be  considered  a  Major 
Amendment  which  must  be  approved  by  each  Local  Government  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  4A  of  Chapter  40  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws.

ARTICLE  3:  Motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Fiore  and  seconded  that  the  town  provide  a 
local  property  tax  increment  financing  plan  to  promote  economic  development  in  accor- 
dance with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  19  and  Chapter  1 10  of  the  Acts  of  1993  and  to  approve 
the  following  agreement  between  the  Town  and  Plantation  Products.  Inc.  (Mr.  Fiore  moved 
to  dispense  with  the  reading  of  the  entire  article  as  it  appeared  correctly  in  the  w  arrant.  This 
was  approved  by  the  Moderator.) 

This  AGREEMENT  is  entered  into  this  18th  day  of  April,  1996,  by  and  between  the 
Town  of  Norton  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Town")  and  Plantation  Products,  Inc.  (here- 
inafter referred  to  as  "Plantation  Products"). 

WHEREAS,  the  relocation  and  expansion  of  Plantation  Products  will  create  fifteen 
j(15)  new,  permanent  full-time  jobs,  of  which  approximately  eighty  percent  (80%)  will  be 
residents  of  Norton,  and 
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WHEREAS,  the  project  will  result  in  the  construction  of  a  new  100,000  square  foot 
building  and  inclde  a  total  investment  of  over  $2,300,000  during  the  timespan  of  the  Tax 
Increment  financing  Agreement,  and 

WHEREAS,  Plantation  Products  is  seeking  a  Tax  Increment  Financing  Exemption 
from  the  Town,  in  accordance  with  M.G.L.  c.  40  s.  59  and  M.G.L.  c.  59  s.  5,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Town  strongly  supports  increased  economic  development  as  a  means 
to  expand  the  commercial  and  industrial  tax  base,  provide  additional  employment  opportu- 
nities for  residents  of  Norton,  and  develop  a  healthy,  balanced  economy  and  stronger  tax 
base,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  proposed  project  is  located  within  the  Greater  Taunton  Economic 
Target  Area,  more  specifically  identified  as  Assessors  Map  25,  Lot  6  in  the  Town  of  Norton, 
and 

WHEREAS,  the  proposed  project  is  located  within  the  boundaries  of  an  area  desig- 
nated as  an  Economic  Opportunity  Area  (EOA)  by  the  Massachusetts  Economic  Assistance 
Coordinating  Council,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  project  furthers  the  economic  development  goals  established  for  the 
Economic  Target  Area  and  meets  the  criteria  for  designation  as  an  EOA,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  project  property  is  currently  generating  $4,254.51  in  annual  prop- 
erty taxes  to  the  Town. 

NOW  THEREFORE  IT  IS  HEREBY  AGREED  THAT: 

The  Town,  as  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  Thursday,  April  18,  1996, 
hereby  enters  into  a  Tax  Increment  Financing  Agreement  for  the  property  located  on  202 
South  Washington  Street,  described  as  Assessor's  Map  25  Lot  6. 

1 .  The  term  of  the  Tax  Increment  Financing  Agreement  is  ten  ( 10)  years  and  the 
commencement  date  for  the  property  exemption  is  fiscal  year  1998. 

2.  The  Tax  Increment  Financing  Exemption  formula  for  the  project  property  will 
apply  to  the  incremental  difference  in  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  property 
between  the  base  valuation  in  the  base  year,  fiscal  year  1998,  and  the  assessed 
valuation  of  the  property  for  the  next  eleven  (11)  years. 

The  base  valuation  is  the  assessed  value  of  the  property  in  the  fiscal  year  imme- 
diately prior  to  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  property  becomes  eligible  for  a  tax 
increment  exemption.  The  base  valuation  is  presently  $272,900.00  for  fiscal 
year  1996. 
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The  base  valuation  will  be  adjusted  annually  by  an  adjustment  factor  which 
reflects  increased  commercial  and  industrial  properties  within  the  community, 
as  defined  in  75 1  CMR  1 1 .00.  The  increased  value,  or  "increment",  created  by 
the  project  and  its  construction,  is  that  amount  eligible  for  exemption  from 
taxation. 


Specifically,  the  Tax  Increment  Financing  Agreement  calls  for  an  exemption 
from  taxation  of: 


Years  1  &  2  July  I,  1997  -  June  30,  1999  90  %  of  the  increment: 

Years  3  &  4  July  1,  1999  -  June  30,  2001  80  %  of  the  increment: 

Years  5  &  6  July  1 ,  2001  -  June  30.  2003  70  %  of  the  increment; 

Years  7  &  8  July  1 ,  2003  -  June  30,  2005  60  %  of  the  increment; 

Years  9  &  10  July  1 .  2005  -  June  30,  2007  50  %  of  the  increment; 

4.  The  Town  is  granting  the  Tax  Increment  Financing  Exemption  in  consideration 
of  Plantation  Products*  commitment  to: 

a)  create  fifteen  (15)  new,  permanent  full-time  jobs  of  which  approximately 
80%  will  be  residents  of  the  Town  of  Norton,  who  will  be  recruited  by 
exclusive  advertising  in  the  Norton  Mirror,  the  Attleboro  Sun  Chronicle 
and  Norton  Local  Government  Cable  Channel  at  least  two  weeks  before 
any  other  media  are  used;  if  evidence  of  due  diligence  shows  that  Norton 
residents  can  not  be  found,  then  the  80%  quota  may  be  filled  by  residents 
of  the  Greater  Taunton  ETA.  and 

b)  invest  approximately  $2.3  million  in  real  estate  and  personal  property 
improvements  into  the  subject  property,  and 

c)  cooperate  with  the  Norton  School  Department  by  providing  educational 
support  on  a  regular,  mutually  convenient  schedule  (i.e.  arranging  on-site 
field  trips). 

5.  Plantation  Products  agrees  to  submit  annual  reports  on  job  creation,  retention 
and  new  invest-  investment  to  the  town  of  Norton  by  June  30  of  each  fiscal 
year.  Reports  shall  be  submitted  for  the  year  starting  July  1 ,  1997  and  for  every 
year  thereafter  for  the  duration  of  the  Tax  increment  Financing  Exemption.  The 
annual  report  shall  include: 

a)  the  number  of  new.  permanent  full-time  jobs  created  and  the  number  of 
people  hired  from  within  the  Town  of  Norton  for  the  annual  reporting 
period  and  on  a  cumulative  basis; 

b)  the  value  of  capital  improvements  invested  in  the  project  by  Plantation 
Products  for  the  annual  reporting  period  and  on  a  cumulative  basis,  and 

6.  If  Plantation  Products  fails  to  meet  the  job  creation  and  investment  commit- 
ments described  in  Paragraphs  4  (a)  and  4  (b)  herein,  the  town,  acting  through 
its  Board  of  Selectmen,  may  at  its  sole  discretion,  take  action  to  request  decer- 
tification of  the  project  by  the  Economic  Assistance  Coordinating  Council.  Upon 
decertification,  the  Town  shall  discontinue  the  Tax  Increment  Financing  Ex- 
emption benefits  described  in  Paragraph  3  herein,  commencing  with  the  fiscal 
year  after  which  Plantation  Products  did  not  meet  its  commitments. 

7.  If  Plantation  Products  ceases  to  be  an  operating  entity  during  the  term  of  this 
agreement,  the  Town  shall  request  decertification  of  this  project. 
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8.  Plantation  Products  is  not  precluded  from  applying  in  the  future  for  a  new  T.I.F. 
agreement  if  further  expansion  is  planned. 

9.  Plantation  Products  acknowledges  that  this  agreement  is  binding  upon  subse- 
quent owners  of  the  subject  property.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


In  the  Town  Election  of  April  24,  1995,  William  Gouveia  rejoined  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen and  Robert  Kimball.  Jr.  became  a  Selectman  for  the  first  time.  Under  the  chair- 
manship of  Ronald  Almeida,  the  Board  pursued  a  series  of  initiatives  and  policies,  which 
would  shape  the  services,  programs,  and  institutions  of  Norton  into  the  21s"  century.  To- 
ward this  end,  they  were  able  to  become  better  informed  about  the  public's  interests  and 
goals  with  the  completion  of  the  Town's  first  comprehensive  and  scientific  Community 
Needs  Survey. 

In  the  Fall  of  1995.  the  Board  energetically  opposed  a  proposal  by  Governor  Weld, 
and  the  MBTA  to  extend  a  commuter  rail  line  through  town  which  would  carry  60  trains  per 
day.  Recognizing  that  this  project  posed  a  major  threat  to  the  Town's  quality  of  life,  the 
Board  led  a  group  of  well-organized  citizens  in  vigorous  opposition,  with  the  strong  support 
of  our  state  representatives.  The  Board  remains  vigilant  and  determined  in  its  opposition. 

Another  issue,  which  occupied  the  Board's  attention  and  leadership  throughout  the 
year,  would  have  the  opposite  effect  of  greatly  enhancing  the  future  quality  of  life.  The 
Community  Needs  Survey  clearly  showed  that  people  want  more  park  and  recreational 
land,  so  the  Selectmen  entered  into  negotiations  to  acquire  Jackson  Nursery.  In  September 
1995,  an  agreement  to  purchase  this  land  gave  Norton  a  unique  opportunity  to  develop  this 
centrally  located  parcel  for  a  variety  of  recreational  and  educational  needs  for  our  rapidly 
growing  community. 

The  Selectmen  hired  a  skilled  consultant  to  begin  the  re-ncgotiations  of  the  Cable  TV 
contract  that  expires  in  December  1997.  We  want  to  make  sure  our  cable  service  improves. 
We  also  commissioned  a  comprehensive  study  of  the  Municipal  Building.  The  consultant 
recommended  the  building  of  a  new  Police  Station  and  a  total  renovation  of  the  Town  Hall. 
The  Board  continued  to  support  our  strong  liquor  license  enforcement  policy.  The  Board 
continued  their  support  of  curbside  trash  pick-up  and  recycling.  Our  town  recycling  rate  is 
one  of  the  highest  in  the  state. 

The  entire  Town  joined  fire-fighting  professionals  throughout  the  state,  and  a  grateful 
Norton  citizenry  in  honoring  Chief  George  Burgess  for  25  years  of  service  as  Norton's  Fire 
Chief.  And  finally,  the  Board  re-instituted  the  tradition  of  awarding  the  Boston  Post  Cane 
to  Angeline  Guevremont  who  turned  99  in  February  1996,  as  Norton's  oldest  resident. 

I  want  to  personally  thank  my  fellow  Selectmen  and  Town  Manager  Walter  Lindberg 
for  working  together  to  improve  the  quality  of  life  in  our  Town.

REPORT  OF  THE  ASSESSORS 


"  January  1,  1996  Appraisal  Consultants  of  New  England  (ACONE)  began  the  update 

y      of  values  for  mandated  triennial  certification  by  the  Department  of  Revenue.  This  involved 

363  permits  issued  for  calendar  1995  and  rechecks  of  the  unfinished  permits  as  of  1/1/95. 

One  hundred  and  three  permits  for  new  dwellings  and  no  new  commercial  buildings  per- 
,e      mits  were  issued. 

They  performed  a  complete  sales  and  cost  to  build  analysis  and  developed  new  land 
and  building  schedules  that  were  applied  to  all  parcels.  ACONE  had  all  materials  back  to 
the  Assessors  in  July.  The  Assistant  Assessor  and  DOR  field  representative  reviewed  the 
spreadsheets  for  consistancy  of  application  and  they  were  approved  by  the  assessors.  Docu- 
mentation was  submitted  to  the  Department  of  Revenue  and  on  August  2nd  preliminary 
certification  was  received.  The  books  of  values  were  made  available  to  the  public  at  the 
Norton  Library  and  Town  Hall  for  their  review.  Quite  a  few  people  looked  at  the  books  but 
very  few  came  to  the  office  with  questions.  The  values  were  then  submitted  to  the  DOR  for 
final  review  and  certification.  We  received  final  Certification  September  1 8th,  Town  Meet- 
ing was  September  29th,  Tax  rate  set  October  10th  and  bills  were  mailed  October  18th  due 
and  payable  November  20,  1996. 

The  result  of  the  revaluation  was  a  4%  overall  increase  in  the  value  of  the  town.  The 
total  value  of  the  Town  is  now  $768,571,300  and  a  tax  rate  of  $15.79  per  thousand  dollars 
of  value.  At  the  classification  Hearing  the  Selectmen  voted  to  adopt  one  tax  rate  for  all 
classes  of  property.  The  Town  is  classified  as  86.03%  residential  and  13.97%  commercial/ 
industrial/personal  property,  therefore  there  would  be  no  advantage  to  shifting  the  tax  bur- 
den. 

The  Town  also  experienced  an  increase  in  the  volume  of  Motor  Vehicle  excise  bills, 
j  with  over  16000  bills  issued  for  the  calendar  year  1996. This  reflects  the  fact  that  103  new 
home  permits  were  issued  in  1995. 

We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  our  office  staff.  Jean  Kantelis.  Assess- 
ing Technician;  Kathy  Petersen.  Department  Secretary  and  our  Assistant  Assessor,  Rose 
Bevis  for  their  cooperation  and  support  in  completing  all  the  complex  tasks  that  produce  the 
Value  and  the  Tax  Rate,  the  ultimate  purpose  of  the  Assessing  Department.  We  would  also 
like  to  thank  the  other  departments  who  contribute  to  the  successful  operation  of  the  Asses- 
sors Office.  A  special  "thank  you"  to  Lorraine  Reilly,  our  DOR  field  representative  for  her 
expert  services  that  helped  this  office  receive  a  timely  certification.

REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


1996  has  proven  to  be  a  promising  year  for  the  police  department.  The  department  is 
experiencing  a  resurgence  from  our  years  of  a  depleted  staff.  We  presently  have  five  offic- 
ers training  at  the  police  academies  and  two  new  officers  in  the  patrol  unit.  These  educated 
and  highly  trained  young  police  officers  bring  modern  law  enforcement  skills  to  the  com- 
munity, insuring  the  best  in  police  technology  and  interaction  with  our  town  residents  .  The 
funding  for  these  officers  is  the  result  of  $300,000  in  federal  grant  monies  awarded  to  the 
town  of  Norton. 

Architectural  design  for  the  new  police  station,  funded  at  the  June  town  meeting,  is 
progressing  rapidly  with  the  appointment  of  a  police  station  building  committee.  We  are 
confident  this  much  needed  police  facility  will  be  opening  in  the  year  1997. 

Crime  activity  is  changing:  statistics  show  a  7%  reduction  in  breaking  &  entering 
crimes  but  a  50%  increase  in  drug  violations,  (keeping  in  mind  this  increase  includes  non- 
resident activity).  We  have  seen  a  6%  increase  in  assault  &  batteries.  Overall  arrests  have 
increased  31%.  It  is  imperative  we  continue  with  our  D.A.R.E.  and  community  policing 
programs  to  secure  positive  relationships  between  Norton  citizens  and  their  police  officers.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
FIRE/RESCUE  DEPARTMENT 

CHIEF  GEORGE  F.  BURGESS 
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The  Norton  Fire  &  Rescue  Departments  1996  annual  report  contains  a  brief  descrip- 
tion of  the  activities  of  the  Norton  Fire  Rescue  Service.  I  have  reflected  over  the  last  25 
years,  as  chief  of  this  department  the  increasing  duties  and  responsibilities  which  have  been 
placed  on  the  fire  and  rescue  service,  of  not  only  Norton  but  of  fire  services  every  where. 

The  Town  of  Norton  has  been  very  fortunate  as  we  have  fire  personal  in  our  depart- 
ment who  have  aggressively  met  these  challenges  and  are  trained  and  recertified  to  accept 
the  roles  and  the  ever  changing  duties  of  a  firefighter. 

The  following  pages  will  present  you  with  a  brief  view  of  the  1996  activities  of  the 
Norton  Fire  Department. 

The  present  role  of  the  fire/rescue  service  requires  a  higher  degree  of  professional- 
ism. One  person  serves  2  position,  firefighter  and  emergency  service,  pre-hospital  treat- 
ment, administering  drugs,  IV's,  defibulation,  etc.,  this  is  only  the  beginning  as  the  continu- 
ing problems  of  medical  insurance,  policy  changes  and  responsibilities  increase.  "You  call, 
we  haul,  that's  all'*,  is  no  longer  our  primary  mission. 

The  other  role,  Hazardous  Materials,  mandates  town,  state  and  federal  by  laws  in 
handling  the  migration  of  these  materials,  as  well  as  mandatory  enforcement,  inspections, 
plan  reviews,  etc.. 

The  requirements  of  being  a  firefighter/emt  has  changed  immensely,  today's  firefighter/ 
ftnt  must  attend  classes  and  special  schooling  in  order  to  obtain  certification  in  specific- 
areas  in  order  to  fulfill  his  obligation. 

The  Town  of  Norton  is  extremely  fortunate  that  we  have  the  personnel  who  aggres- 
sively embrace  these  challenges  in  the  most  professional  manner.

The  decrease  in  the  total  fire  loss  reflects  the  effectiveness  of  early  warning  protec- 
tion systems  such  as  sprinklers  and  heat  detectors.  Careless  smoking  is  the  cause  of  38%  of 
the  fire  deaths. 


Facts  are  generated  by  the  Massachusetts  fire  incident  reporting  system.  This  system 
helps  us  focus  on  specific  fire  problems  in  the  state,  to  measure  our  progress  in  prevention 
and  to  identify  new  problems  as  they  arise. 

APPARATUS  STATUS 

The  condition  of  the  present  fleet  of  apparatus  is  at  a  standard  which  is  acceptable  to 
today's  needs  of  the  Norton  Fire  Department.  The  capitol  improvements  committee  has 
been  very  active  in  implementing  these  present  conditions  as  well  as  attendance  at  town 
meetings.  With  this  type  of  vigilance  prevailing  our  intrastructure  should  be  in  top  notch 
condition.

Squad  2  -  1977  Ford  mini  pumper  250  GPM  assigned  to  Station  2,  needs  to  be  refurbished 
in  1997.  this  would  allow  10-15  years  more  of  service. 

Forest  Fire  1  -  1953/65  Ford  500  GPM,  primarily  used  for  brush  fires  (see  note). 

Forest  Fire  2  -  1954  Dodge  military  truck  (see  note). 

Tanker  1  -  A  military  vehicle  of  the  60's,  built  by  members  of  the  department,  this  truck 
should  last  us  for  many  years.  When  the  need  to  replace  this  truck  occurs  the 
town  may  be  all  built  up  with  developments  and  we  will  not  need  this  type  of 
vehicle. 

NOTE:  When  these  trucks  become  unusable  and  not  feasible  to  refurbish  they  should 
be  replaced  with  a  4  wheel  drive  vehicle,  thus  eliminating  both  vehicles  -  1998.

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CAPITOL  IMPROVEMENTS 


I  have  three  recommendations  tor  this  year: 

#1  The  replacement  of  the  chassis  of  Squad  2.  The  present  condition  of  the  chassis 
is  of  serious  concern,  as  this  truck  is  a  4  wheel  drive  vehicle  and  has  seen  over 
20  years  of  tough  use  in  the  off  the  road  terrain.  The  plans  call  for  replacing  the 
chassis  with  a  new  one  and  keeping  the  pump  body  and  related  equipment.  We 
will  see  a  minimum  of  8-10  more  years  of  service  out  of  this  vehicle. 

#2.    The  replacement  of  the  1983  pick-up  truck  with  a  new  4  wheel  drive  pickup. 

#3.  Replace  Rescue  II  under  the  lease  program.  This  has  been  the  most  feasible 
route  to  take  in  the  purchasing  of  our  rescue  vehicles. 

TRAINING  DIVISION 
LIEUTENANT  RICHARD  J.  GOMES 


The  new  Firefighter  I/I  1  training  program  was  started  this  year.  It  is  a  program  estab- 
lished by  the  Massachusetts  Fire  Academy  based  on  up-to-date  procedures  for  firefighters, 
meeting  national  standards,  and  taught  in  the  fire  station  by  department  instructors.  It  is  a 
lengthy  course  that  will  take  in  excess  of  a  year  to  complete. 

There  was  large  increase  in  training  the  paid-on-call  firefighters  due  to  the  new  train- 
ing program,  and  the  addition  of  five  new  call  firefighter  recruits.  Call  training  hours  more 
than  tripled  from  222  last  year  to  691  hours  this  fiscal  year.

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There  was  no  actual  decrease  in  in-house  training.  The  EMS  training  records  are  now 
kept  by  the  EMS  division  and  are  no  longer  accounted  for  in  the  suppression  training  branch. 
The  larger  decrease  in  outside  agency  training  is  due  in  part  to  the  records  change,  but 
mainly  because  no  new  firefighters  have  been  hired  to  attend  the  recruit  training  class  at  the 
state  academy.  Last  year  this  accounted  for  some  600  hours. 

In  a  continuing  effort  to  improve  knowledge,  skills,  and  professional  standing,  per- 
sonnel have  earned  fourteen  more  State  and/or  National  certifications.  This  now  brings  the 
total  to  ninety.

We  were  fortunate  to  obtain  a  building  for  a  live  burn  training  drill  again  this  year.  As 
lucky  timing  would  have  it,  WPRI-TV,  Channel  12  Providence  was  interested  in  being 
involved  in  our  training.  Their  motivation  was.  as  ours  always  is,  to  increase  fire  safety 
awareness  and  decrease  human  suffering  from  the  ravages  of  fire.  The  result  was  a  five  part 
fire  safety  series  entitled  "GETTING  OUT  ALIVE".  We  were  also  invited  to  the  studio  to 
answer  callers  questions  on  their  phone  lines.  Five  Norton  Firefighters  participated.  Any 
town  resident  interested  in  viewing  the  video  tape  may  call  the  fire  department.  It  may  be 
helpful  to  families,  civic  groups  or  baby  sitters. 

The  live  burn  drill,  conducted  on  So.  Washington  Street  is  always  useful  for  fire 
operations  training,  especially  this  year  with  the  new  call  recruits.  It  was  extremely  helpful 
to  the  training  division  to  have  the  new  pumper  that  the  town  recently  purchased.  We  were 
finding  it  difficulty  to  take  a  pump  for  training,  when  only  two  were  available  to  cover  the 
entire  town. 

Thanks  to  all  fellow  firefighters  and  officers,  town  workers  and  citizens  for  their 
assistance.

The  Norton  EMS  Division  continues  to  be  the  leader  in  pre-hospital  care  in  our  area. 
With  the  implementation  of  Advanced  Life  Support  in  the  late  1970's  we  have  continued  to 
provide  the  highest  level  of  care  and  professionalism  to  the  citizens  of  Norton. 

1996  was  a  busy  year  for  the  EMS  Division.  We  answered  1 100  EMS  calls.  We  re- 
sponded to  over  200  calls  utilizing  our  back  up  Rescue  while  the  first  Rescue  was  on  an- 
other emergency.  If  the  second  Rescue  was  unable  to  be  manned  by  off  duty  personnel,  the 
response  time  from  another  bordering  city  or  town  would  have  doubled  the  time  of  arrival 
for  the  emergency  unit.  48  patients  were  transported  by  mutual  aid  rescues  while  our  own 
personnel  were  on  other  emergency  calls. 

We  operated  with  1 1  career  EMT's  ,  5  EMT-Intermediates  and  3  EMT  Paramedics 
utilizing  2  full  Advanced  Life  Support  Ambulances.  On  the  call  department  we  have  9 
EMT's,  1  EMT-Intermediate  and  2  EMT-Paramedics.  All  of  our  EMT's  are  certified  in  the 
use  of  the  Semi-Automatic  Defibrillator  and  Epi-Pen,  two  skills  that  have  saved  several 
lives  in  Norton. 

Ongoing  EMS  training  has  focused  on  infectious  diseases  and  also  the  recertification 
requirements  for  EMS  personnel.  Each  EMT  is  required  by  the  commonwealth  to  complete 
an  average  of  60  hours  to  recertify  as  an  EMT,  advanced  life  support  personnel  require  an 
average  of  120  hours  to  recertify.  With  the  installation  of  a  washer  and  dryer  at  fire  head- 
quarters, and  specific  training,  we  are  in  100%  compliance  with  OSHA  guidelines  on  infec- 
tion control. 

The  EMS  division  has  been  visiting  the  schools  to  teach  children  how  to  properly  use 
911.  We  have  also  been  in  the  schools  teaching  CPR  and  safety  around  the  home. 

From  an  EMS  perspective  we  feel  that  the  Chartley  and  Winnecunnet  fire  stations 
should  be  opened  in  the  near  future.  A  patient  in  cardiac  arrest,  or  one  who  is  critically 
injured,  statistically  will  do  very  poorly  if  emergency  care  is  not  initiated  within  4  minutes. 
With  these  stations  closed  response  times  are  regularly  in  excess  of  8  minutes.  We  have  the 
skill,  training  and  expertise  to  handle  these  emergencies  but  without  the  ability  to  arrive  in 
a  reasonable  amount  of  time  our  resources  are  limited.  This  is  something  our  residents 
should  carefully  evaluate. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  citizens  of  Norton  for  their  support  and 
especially  members  of  the  Norton  Fire  Department  for  their  dedication  to  the  Town  of 
Norton  and  it's  citizens,  and  for  their  everyday  actions  that  always  go  above  and  beyond  the 
call  of  duty.

The  year  1996  was  relatively  quiet  although  we  had  1  serious  brush  and  woods  fire  in 
May  which  consumed  over  25  acres  of  wood  land.  This  fire  showed  the  interface  of  brush 
fires  with  structure  fires.  The  buildings  of  today,  being  built  in  close  proximity  to  the  wood 
lands  is  of  serious  concern  to  fire  officials  in  southern  Massachusetts.  We  were  fortunate  we 
did  not  lose  any  buildings  although  several  were  in  danger.  We  utilized  5  towns,  and  Bristol 
and  Norfolk  County  forest  fire  personnel,  under  our  mutual  aid  plan,  to  contain  this  fire. 

We  gave  out  over  4 100  permits  during  our  burning  season,  unfortunately  several  resi- 
dents will  not  be  allowed  to  burn  again  because  of  their  reckless  concern  and  total  disregard 
for  following  the  guide  lines.  January  15th.  through  May  1st.  is  our  regular  burning  season. 

I  would  like  to  thank  those  residents  who  always  respect  the  permit  which  is  issued 
and  do  not  require  our  assistance. 

Remember,  if  you  see  any  sign  of  smoke  in  the  woods  do  not  hesitate  to  call  the  fire 
department  at  once.  Better  safe  than  sorry!

The  fire  alarm  system  within  the  Town  of  Norton  continues  to  expand.  When  a  builder 
decides  to  put  in  a  sub-division  in  town,  one  of  the  first  things  he  finds  out  is  that  he  has  to 
install  fire  alarm  boxes  at  the  entrance  to,  and  within,  the  proposed  subdivision.  The  cost  of 
any  equipment,  and  related  installation,  are  born  by  the  developer.  In  this  way  we  have  been 
able  to  expand  in  the  areas  of  town  affected  by  growth.  The  fire  alarm  division  is  respon- 
sible for  the  maintenance  of  over  35  miles  of  fire  alarm  cable  and  upwards  of  five  hundred 
plus  fire  alarm  boxes,  both  street  boxes  and  master/digitize  boxes  on  buildings.  We  are 
constantly  changing  over  "double  poles"  set  by  Nynex  in  their  effort  to  provide  fiber  optic 
phone  service  in  town.  Mass  Electric's  upgrading  of  older,  smaller  poles  also  keeps  the  fire 
alarm  division  busy  doing  change  overs. 

The  fire  alarm  division,  in  addition  to  the  maintenance  of  the  town's  municipal  cable 
network,  is  also  responsible  for  the  overseeing  and  inspection  of  commercial  fire  alarm 
installations  in  Norton.  As  new  buildings  are  built,  as  older  buildings  are  modernized,  time 
is  spent  meeting  with  the  architects,  engineers,  electricians  and  contractors.  The  fire  alarm 
systems  that  they  lay  out  are  getting  increasingly  more  sophisticated  and  complex,  requir- 
ing additional  man  hours  for  working  out  all  the  details.  Many  of  these  fire  alarm  systems 
are  interfaced  with  HVAC  systems  and  fire  suppression  systems.  Upon  completion,  these 
systems  have  to  be  completely  inspected.  The  personnel  in  the  fire  alarm  division  are  con- 
tinuing to  attend  seminars  and  training  conferences  to  stay  abreast  with  modern  technology. 

Two  such  systems  that  the  division  has  been  working  on,  since  this  past  spring,  are 
the  proposed  middle  school  on  West  Main  Street  and  Plantation  Products  on  South  Wash- 
ington Street.  Both  of  these  buildings  will  be  using  state  of  the  art  technology  in  the  design 
of  their  fire  alarm  systems,  including  "addressable"  panels  and  "smart"  devices.  This  will 
vastly  improve  both  the  performance  of  the  system  with  regard  to  detection  and  notifica- 
tion, as  well  as  in  the  maintenance  and  trouble  shooting  of  the  systems.  These  detectors 
actually  communicate  with  the  fire  alarm  panel,  even  telling  the  panel  when  they  are  in 
need  of  a  "cleaning".  This  should  equate  to  less  "needless"  alarms  being  generated.  The 
new  Norton  Medical  Center  on  Taunton  avenue  is  another  example  of  a  modern  small  sys- 
tem with  a  computerized  "addressable"  fire  alarm  panel. 

As  has  been  the  case  for  the  past  several  years,  the  management  at  Wheaton  College 
has  continued  with  their  efforts  towards  upgrading  all  the  fire  detection  systems  on  campus. 
This  past  year  they  upgraded  the  remaining  "older  houses"  on  Howard  Street  that  are  used 
as  dormitories.  They  also  installed  a  new  fire  alarm  system  in  the  "Doll's  House"  next  to  the 
Balfour-Hood  center.  Wheaton  College  continues  to  be  a  strong  supporter  of  not  only  fire 
safety  on  campus,  but  of  the  fire  department  as  a  whole,  and  we  applaud  them  for  their 
efforts  and  support. 
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As  we  were  working  in  one  of  the  newer  sub-division  in  town,  a  gentleman  approached 
the  fire  alarm  truck  and  asked  if  the  "red  boxes"  really  did  work.  This  box  had  been  in  front 
of  his  house  for  the  past  couple  of  years.  He  figured  the  developer  had  set  them  in  place  but 
did  not  bother  "wiring"  them.  We  would  like  to  assure  each  and  every  resident  in  town  that 
the  boxes  are  "tied  into"  the  fire  station  by  the  alarm  division.  These  fire  alarm  boxes  are 
not  solely  for  the  puipose  of  reporting  a  fire,  but  can  be  utilized  to  summons  help  in  any  real 
"emergency".  This  is  especially  important  to  remember  if  your  telephone  should  become 
inoperable  (i.e..;  severe  storms,  accidents,  etc.).  If  you  see  an  emergency,  don't  "assume" 
that  help  is  on  the  way,  utilize  the  BOXES"! !  Another  big  concern  of  the  fire  alarm  divi- 
sion is  when  electrical  power  lines  are  down,  this  could  happen  because  of  hurricanes,  snow 
and  ice  storms,  car  accidents,  etc.,  please,  STAY  CLEAR  OF  ANY  DOWNED  WIRES, 
they  may  look  innocent  enough,  but  could,  and  should,  be  considered  LIVE  and  ENER- 
GIZED and  not  toughed  in  any  instance.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


The  Board  of  Health  consists  of  three  members,  who  are  appointed  for  three  year 
terms.  The  staff  consist  of  one  part-time  Health  Agent,  one  Public  Health  Nurse,  and  one 
part-time  secretary.  The  Health  Agent  oversees  the  day-to-day  operations  of  all  matters 
related  to  Public  Health  and  is  directly  responsible  to  the  Board  of  Health.  The  Public 
Health  Nurse  offers  and  manages  public  clinics  and  investigates  communicable  diseases. 
The  secretary  is  responsible  in  overseeing  general  office  procedures.  Because  of  the  rapid 
residential  growth  and  Title  V  septic  management  duties,  the  Board  expects  to  have  a  full 
time  Agent  in  the  near  future. 

The  Board  of  Health  issues  in  excess  of  500  permits  and  licenses  for  regulating  food 
service  establishments,  septic  system  installations,  septic  system  installers,  engineers,  rub- 
bish disposal  companies,  septage  hauling  companies,  mobile  home  parks,  piggeries,  stables, 
massage  establishments,  public  and  semi-private  swimming  pools,  pet  stores,  the  sale  of 
tobacco  products,  temporary  trailers,  recreations  camps,  potable  and  non-potable  wells,  and 
tanning  salons.  In  addition,  the  Health  Agent  inspects  all  food  service  establishments  at 
least  twice  per  year,  which  include  supermarkets,  restaurants/cafeterias,  nursing  homes, 
and  mobile  food  servers. 

A  record-breaking  number  of  septic  systems  are  being  installed.  Each  system  re- 
quires a  valid  percolation  test,  plans  and  application  for  review  and  approval,  and  a  mini- 
mum of  three  inspections  by  the  Health  Agent  during  installation  before  final  approval.  In 
addition,  all  wells  are  recorded  and  tested  for  safety  and  capacity  before  they  are  approved 
for  use  in  private  dwellings. 

Housing  inspections  to  qualify  for  the  housing  subsidy  program  are  being  made  by 
the  Health  Agent  as  required  by  the  State  Welfare  Department. 

The  Public  Health  Nurse  has  had  an  active  year  administering  approximately  1000 
influenza  vaccinations,  and  over  150  other  immunizations  such  as  polio,  tetanus,  and  Hepa- 
titis B.  She  has  coordinated  and  conducted  public,  institutional,  and  individual/private  clin- 
ics such  as  blood  pressure  clinics,  cholesterol  testing  clinics,  diabetic  screening  clinics,  lead 
testing  clinics,  and  tuberculosis  testing  clinics.  Furthermore,  she  manages  newborn  baby 
visits,  performs  Maternal/Child  Health  follow-up  telephone  calls,  provides  DARE  presen- 
tations, and  investigates  all  reported  communicable  diseases,  which  this  year  saw  an  in- 
crease in  Pertussis  cases. 

The  Board  of  Health,  although  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  is  an  autono- 
mous Board,  which  acts  under  the  authority  of  Chapter  III,  §  31  of  the  Massachusetts  Gen- 
eral Laws.

Kathy  Romero  of  the  D.E.R  Water  Supply  gave  a  slide  presentation  discussing  water 
supply  protection  issues. 

Jeff  Hanson  of  Bluestone  Energy  Services  Inc.  gave  a  slide  presentation  of  the  pro- 
posed desalinization  plant  to  be  built  along  the  Taunton  River. 

Martha  White.  Easton's  Grant  Writer,  spoke  to  the  Committee  about  possible  grant 
opportunities  for  the  Committee. 

John  Post  from  the  Division  of  Fisheries  &  Wildlife  and  Co-Chair  of  the  Taunton 
River  Basin  Team  spoke  to  the  Committee  on  the  history  of  the  Watershed  Initiative. 

Leonard  Flynn  is  Chair  of  a  subcommittee  to  develop  a  Greenbelt  along  the  Canoe 
River.  Letters  have  been  sent  to  the  Conservation  Commissions  in  each  community  to  assist 
us  with  this  project.  Grants  have  been  applied  for  (with  the  help  of  Martha  White  from 
Easton)  and  maps  are  being  prepared  to  delineate  parcels  abutting  the  River. 

Rob  Hurst  of  Mansfield  has  put  in  many  hours  developing  a  video  presentation  for 
the  Committee  to  use  on  local  cable  networks. 

A  Shoreline  Training  Seminar  was  held  on  April  10,  1996  at  the  Martin  Institute, 
Stonehill  College,  presented  by  Joan  Kimball,  (Adopt-A-Stream  Coordinator)  of  the  Mass. 
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Department  of  Fisheries,  Wildlife  &  Environmental  Law  Enforcement.  Teams  were  formed 
by  21  volunteers  and  they  surveyed  the  entire  Canoe  River. 


On  May  11,  1996,  the  Ninth  Annual  Canoe  River  Awareness  Day  was  held  in  con- 
junction with  the  Norton  Water  Department  Open  House  at  their  new  Pumping  Station  on 
Plain  street  in  Norton. 

Dan  Callahan,  Norton  Water  Superintendent,  gave  a  tour  of  his  new  facility.  The 
Norton  Board  of  Selectman  presented  the  Committee  with  a  Proclamation. 

Presentations  were  made  by  the  Norton  Water  &  Sewer  Commission. 

Speakers  included:  State  Senator  William  Keating;  State  Representative  Barbara 
Hyland;  Joan  Kirnball,  Adopt-A-Stream  Coordinator;  and  reports  from  the  Shoreline  Sur- 
vey Teams. 

Plans  were  made  to  hold  the  10th  Annual  Canoe  River  Awareness  Day  on  May  17, 
1997  at  the  Mansfield  Fish  &  Game  Club  and  to  invite  all  former  members  and  officials  that 
have  helped  the  Committee  over  the  past  ten  years.

In  FY  96  residential  development  remained  strong  as  a  result  of  Norton's  location 
near  major  highways  allowing  commuting  to  both  Providence  and  Boston.  New  residential 
development  was  spread  geographically  throughout  the  town.  In  addition,  the  strong  economy 
has  led  to  the  start  up  of  several  projects  approved  a  number  of  years  ago.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL  SERVICES  GROUP 

During  this  year  the  formalization  of  the  Southeastern  Regional  Services  Group  was 
accomplished  through  the  adoption  of  an  Inter-Municipal  Agreement  by  fourteen  of  the 
eighteen  participating  municipalities  including  the  Town  of  Norton.  This  Agreement  sets 
out  the  governance  provisions  for  SERSG  and  establishes  how  the  yearly  assessment  (FY96- 
$3100)  will  be  set.  With  the  expiration  of  the  state  MIGS  grant,  this  program  is  now  fully 
funded  by  the  member  municipalities. 

SERSG  initiatives  in  1996  fall  into  two  categories-  procurement  and  personnel.  In 
the  area  of  cooperative  procurements,  the  SERSG  Regional  Administrator  prepared  three 
procurements  that  the  Town  participated  in.  They  were  for  DPW  supplies,  DPW  services 
and  office  supplies.  We  estimate  that  the  Town  saved  $32,208.30  through  the  cooperative 
DPW  procurements.  Through  the  office  supplies  cooperative  IFB  the  Town  was  able  to 
purchase  office  supplies  at  a  53%  discount. 

SERSG  provided  training  in  Team  Building  in  the  Spring  of  1996  for  department 
heads  and  managers.  The  fall'  of  1995  was  dedicated  to  preparing  the  Town  for  the  imple- 
mentation of  the  Omnibus  Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991.  This  federal  law 
requires  all  employers  of  drivers  of  commercial  motor  vehicles  to  adopt  a  drug  and  alcohol 
policy,  train  their  supervisors  as  to  the  behavioral  signs  of  drug  and  alcohol  addiction,  and 
to  test  their  drivers  of  commercial  motor  vehicles  for  drug  and  alcohol  use.  With  the  assis- 
tance of  a  SERSG  Request  for  Proposals,  member  municipalities  graded  proposals  and 
selected  a  firm  to  conduct  these  required  tests  and  perform  the  training.  The  drug  and  alco- 
hol testing  program  has  been  running  smoothly  since  its  inception  in  1996. 

Now  in  its  fourth  year  of  existence,  SERSG  has  proved  its  worth  to  member  munici- 
palities through  its  various  Initiatives  which  are  chosen  and  directed  by  the  municipal  man- 
agers. SERSG's  grass-roots  approach  to  regionalism  allows  its  members  to  act  jointly  to 
solve  governmental  problems  or  to  deliver  services  to  their  citizens  more  effectively  or 
efficiently.  Services  are  offered  on  a  menu  basis  and  each  municipality  may  choose  the 
services  that  it  needs.  We  look  forward  to  continued  savings  on  our  cooperative  purchases 
and  efficiencies  in  providing  training  to  municipal  personnel.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS  OF  THE  SOUTH- 
EASTERN REGIONAL  PLANNING  AND  ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENT  DISTRICT  (SRPEDD) 

The  Town  of  Norton  continued  its  participation  in  the  Southeastern  Regional  Plan- 
ning and  Economic  Development  District  during  1996.  SRPEDD  (pronounced  sir-ped)  is  a 
locally  governed  regional  agency  serving  twenty-seven  cities  and  towns  in  southeastern 
Massachusetts.  We  are  funded  by  federal  and  state  grants  and  local  assessments.  For  1996, 
the  Town  of  Norton  paid  $2, 1 39.75  for  our  services,  based  upon  an  assessment  of  1 5  cents 
per  capita. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Town  of  Norton  was  represented  on  the  SRPEDD  Commis- 
sion by  Peter  Couming  and  Mark  Sweeney.  The  Joint  Transportation  Planning  Group  rep- 
resentatives were  Kim  Norman,  Jan  Lemaire  and  Heather  Graf. 

Some  of  SRPEDD's  more  significant  accomplishments  during  1996  were: 

•  Completion  and  certification  of  the  annual  Transportation  Improvement  Pro- 
gram (TIP)  which  set  regional  priorities  for  federal  transportation  funds.  The 
TIP  sets  priorities  for  $234  million  in  federal  and  state  dollars  for  regional  trans- 
portation projects  over  the  next  3  years. 

•  SRPEDD  completed  a  Handbook  to  assist  proponents  and  local  officials  to  de- 
velop and  promote  the  aquaculture  industry  in  southeastern  Massachusetts. 

•  SRPEDD  worked  with  the  region's  cities  and  towns  and  the  MBTA  to  assist  in 
the  development  of  plans  for  commuter  rail  service  to  Taunton,  Fall  River  and 
New  Bedford.  SRPEDD  is  continuing  to  seek  a  regional  consensus  on  alterna- 
tive routes,  and  is  assisting  the  MBTA  to  evaluate  the  Attleboro,  Stoughton  and 
Middleborough  alternatives. 

•  Southeastern  Massachusetts  joined  the  Internet  with  the  debut  of  SRPEDD's 
web  site  in  August.  The  site  contains  data  and  information  about  every  city  and 
town  in  the  region,  and  can  be  reached  at  http://www.srpedd.org. 

•  SRPEDD  approved  $  1 ,583,559  in  grants  from  our  regional  transportation  allo- 
cation for  five  "enhancement"  projects.  Included  were  three  bicycle  paths 
(Fairhaven,  New  Bedford  and  Swansea),  restoration  of  the  ship  Ernestina  in 
New  Bedford  and  a  region  road  runoff  inventory  project. 

•  A  Regional  Housing  Needs  Study  was  completed  that  includes:  Needs  Assess- 
ment; Handbook  of  Resources;  Fiscal  Impact  Analysis;  Opportunities  for  Re- 
gional Cooperation;  and  Survey  of  Conditions/Social  Service  Agencies. 

•  An  Intermodal  Transportation  Report  was  prepared  by  SRPEDD  for  the  New 
Bedford  Area  Chamber  of  Commerce  that  addresses  and  makes  recommenda- 
tions for  the  linkage  of  the  airport,  seaport,  rail,  bus  and  highway  modes  of 
travel  and  freight  transfer. 
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•  The  SRPEDD  Commission  approved  a  Regional  Land  use  Policy  Plan  and  suc- 
cessfully applied  for  a  grant  for  implementation  in  1997.  The  plan  sets  forth 
guidance  for  optimal  use  of  our  most  precious  resource  -  our  land. 

•  The  region's  Overall  Economic  Development  Program  was  completed  and  cer- 
tified by  the  U.S.  Economic  Development  Administration,  making  the  region 
eligible  for  federal  economic  development  grants  from  EDA. 

•  SRPEDD  conducts  a  district-wide  traffic  counting  program  and  maintains  a 
computer  file  of  all  available  traffic  count  data  throughout  the  region.  SRPEDD 
undertook  counts  at  85  locations  this  year. 

•  SRPEDD  also  compiled  computerized  accident  records  for  seven  communi- 
ties, including  Norton.  This  data  is  used  to  publish  the  region's  25  most  danger- 
ous intersections  and  road  segments.  This  information  helps  with  the  redesign 
of  the  dangerous  areas. 

SRPEDD  worked  with  the  two  regional  transit  authorities,  GATRA  and  SRTA, 
on  issues  such  as  route  evaluations,  marketing,  service  to  elderly  and  handi- 
capped persons  and  overall  data  compilation  and  analysis. 

•  SRPEDD  continued  its  affiliation  with  the  South  Eastern  Economic  Develop- 
ment (SEED)  Corporation,  which  makes  loans  to  small  businesses  for  expan- 
sion. In  1 996  SEED  made  loans  to  1 1 8  small  businesses  in  the  amount  of  $  1 2.6 
million.  These  loans  are  projected  to  create  632  new  jobs. 

•  SRPEDD  operates  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Data  Center,  providing  in- 
formation to  businesses,  cities  and  towns,  and  individuals. 

SRPEDD  also  received  in  1996  evaluation  of  Outstanding  from  two  federal  agencies 
for  planning  work  done  in  the  region:  the  Department  of  Transportation  and  the  Economic 
Development  Administration. 

In  addition,  municipal  assistance  was  provided  to  Norton  in  the  following  areas: 

•  Application  for  an  Economic  Opportunity  Area 

•  Medical  Building  Traffic  Impact  Review 

•  Map  Analysis  for  Zoning  Change 

SRPEDD  was  created  to  serve  the  cities  and  towns  of  southeastern  Massachusetts. 
We  are  governed  by  elected  and  appointed  officials  from  all  the  cities  and  towns.  We  look 
forward  to  serving  you  in  the  future.

The  following  is  the  1995-1996  Fiscal  Year  Report  of  the  Norton  "IDC" 

The  Industrial  Development  Commission  was  able  to  accomplish  the  following  ob- 
jectives in  the  latest  fiscal  year. 

( 1 )  At  the  Town  Meeting  the  town  approved  the  Economic  Target  areas  and  also 
the  writing  or  the  Economic  Opportunity  Application  that  was  then  forwarded 
to  the  State.  The  State  then  later  approved  this  as  well.  Norton  is  now  an 
Official  Economic  Target  are  in  Southeastern  Massachusetts. 

(2)  At  Town  Meeting  the  first  official  project  "Plantation  Products"  was  approved 
after  the  Selectmen's  endorsement  to  be  the  first  project  to  gain  assistance  un- 
der this  program. 

(3)  An  initial  list  of  all  Town  Businesses  was  compiled  with  the  help  of  Wheaton 
College  Interns  to  continue  a  business  retention  survey.  This  survey  is  to  be 
completed  in  the  next  fiscal  year  by  the  contacting  each  business  in  town  and 
compiling  the  needs  of  the  business  community  in  the  Town  of  Norton. 

(4)  Additional  businesses  were  met  with  on  an  ongoing  basis  at  the  bi-weekly  IDC 
meetings  throughout  the  year.  Some  of  these  were  ongoing  projects  with  the 
Flatley  Co.  in  the  Norton  Commerce  Center.  The  Atlantic  Development  Project 
in  the  Old  Great  Woods  Flea  Market,  and  the  renewed  interest  to  Spearhead  a 
new  town  masterplan. 

(5)  With  the  purchase  of  a  computer  the  IDC  also  made  initial  inquiries  in  getting 
the  Town  of  Norton  on  the  Internet  in  the  Southeastern  New  England  Business 
page  that  is  sponsored  by  SRPEDD. 

(6)  In  addition,  3  new  members  were  added  to  the  IDC  to  bring  the  board  up  to  it's 
full  strength  of  15  members.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SELF  HELP  INCORPORATED 


During  the  program  year  ending  September  30,  1996,  Self  Help,  Inc.,  received  a  total 
funding  of  approximately  $8.6M  and  provided  direct  services  to  17,202  limited  income 
households  in  the  area. 

In  the  town  of  Norton  SHI  provided  services  totaling  $165,230  to  735  households 
during  program  year  1996. 

The  total  funding  of  $8,615,509  does  not  tell  the  real  value  of  human  services  deliv- 
ered to  the  area  as  a  whole.  Self  Help's  funding  enabled  us  to  mobilize  an  additional 
$1,258,647  of  other  community  resources  such  as.  contributions  from  the  towns,  volun- 
teers, donations  of  space,  and  private  donations  in  the  form  of  goods  and  services.  There- 
fore, the  gross  value  of  Self  Help,  Inc..  during  the  past  program  year  was  $10,143,470. 

Self  Help  currently  employs  248  individuals,  many  for  whom  are  of  limited  income, 
minorities,  and  who  reside  in  our  service  area. 

We  feel  that  October  1,  1995  through  September  30,  1996  was  a  successful  program 
year  for  us  because  we  were  able  to  assist  as  many  limited  income  individuals  and/or  fami- 
lies as  we  did.  in  spite  of  the  challenges  and  uncertainties  with  which  we  were  faced,  and 
decreases  in  funding  we  experienced. 

We  thank  all  the  volunteers,  Boards  of  Selectmen,  and  their  representative(s)  to  our 
Board  of  Directors,  representatives  of  the  limited  income  sector,  and  representatives  of  the 
private  sector  for  helping  to  make  Fiscal  Year  1996  a  success.

1996  Fiscal  year  saw  the  hurricane  season  start  early,  end  late  and  feature  a  record 
number  of  hurricanes  and  tropical  storms  come  up  the  east  coast  into  New  England..  While 
most  contained  heavy  rainfall  and  high  winds,  no  major  damage  or  flooding  occurred  to 
warrant  evacuation  of  areas  or  sheltering  OF  residents.  Some  of  our  neighbor  communities 
(Brockton,  Abington  and  Whitman)  were  not  so  fortunate  and  got  hit  with  severe  microbursts 
(downward  wind  gusts)  that  required  evacuation. 

In  October  we  participated  in  the  Fire  Department's  Open  House.  We  distributed 
storm  precaution  booklets  and  showed  our  Global  Positioning  Satellite  (GPS)  and  National  Tl 
Weather  Service  computer  systems.  pi

The  winter  season  also  dumped  on  us  record  amounts  of  snowfall  but  due  to  the 
diligence  of  the  Highway  Department  the  impact  was  minimized.  Power  outages  were 
minimal  and  the  longest  outage  was  on  a  Saturday  during  the  daylight.,  negating  the  need 
for  sheltering  people  without  heat. 

We  truly  believe  in  the  four  phases  of  Emergency  Preparedness,  1-MITIGATION- 
eliminating  or  reducing  the  impact  a  natural  or  man  made  hazard  has  on  a  Community.  2- 
PREPAREDNESS-training,  planning  education,  public  information  as  to  how  to  handle  or 
what  to  do  when  an  incident  is  imminent.  3-RESPONSE-the  most  visible  phase,  sirens, 
lights  flashing  a  blizzard  raging,  pounding  winds  and  rain,  the  rush  of  flood  waters,  the 
cloud  of  noxious  gases  are  all  indicators  to  the  populace  that  someone  is  in  trouble  and 
Local  Government  should  be  helping  to  protect  the  residents.  4-RECO VERY- feeding  and 
sheltering  those  affected,  damage  assessment,  bringing  in  supplemental  resources  to  aug- 
ment local  resources,  rebuilding  damageD  areas  and  infrastructure  and  application  for  and 
administering  Disaster  Assistance  funds. 

These  are  all  functions  of  your  Emergency  Management  Agency.  We  continually 
practice  phase  one  and  two,  and  are  sometimes  needed  for  phase  three  and  four.  The  very 
nature  of  our  mission  dictates  not  if  but  when.

During  Fiscal  '96.  the  Board  collected  $1,280.00  in  fees  ($80.00  per  application). 
The  Salary  expense  of  the  Board  for  Fiscal  '96  totaled  $975.04.  and  there  were  no  supplies 
purchased.  Due  to  the  requirements  of  a  fee  being  collected  and  the  postage  used  being 
reimbursed,  the  Board  is  self  funding.

Fiscal  Year  1996  found  both  the  Water  and  Sewer  Department's  existing  projects 
coming  to  a  close.  Well  number  six  will  receive  complete  State  approval  as  soon  as  the 
SCADA  System  is  fully  operational.  The  newly  acquired  leak  detection  equipment  and 
program  was  implemented  and  completed,  as  well  as  the  annual  cross  connection  control 
and  hydrant  flushing  programs.  We  would  like  to  thank  the  Town's  people  for  their  contin- 
ued support  regarding  the  Water  Department's  Capital  Improvement  Agenda.  Future  water 
projects  for  which  planning  has  begun  in  FY96  include  a  new  office  facility,  a  town  wide 
source  survey  (well  #7),  and  a  much  needed  elevated  water  storage  tank. 

The  Sewer  Department  received  the  State's  approval  to  close  out  the  Grove  Sewer 
Contracts,  betterments  were  assessed  and  recorded  at  the  Taunton  Registry  of  Deeds.  The 
Water/Sewer  Commission  in  FY96  began  actively  seeking  additional  sewerage  capacity  to 
accommodate  existing  and  future  needs  as  well  as  alternative  sources. 


During  the  year  the  attention  of  the  Historic  District  Commission  has  been  directed 
almost  exclusively  to  its  suit  against  the  Mansfield  Cooperative  Bank  over  the  driveway 
constructed  illegally  by  the  Bank  within  the  Historic  District.  An  Agreement  for  Judgment 
has  been  finally  reached,  but  the  Bank  has  as  yet  failed  to  carry  out  the  actions  stipulated  by 
the  Agreement  or  sign  the  "Covenant"  agreed  to  therein.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SOLID  WASTE 
ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 


The  town  of  Norton  has  completed  its  second  year  with  a  trash  and  recycling  program 
that  has  been  called  "exemplary**  by  the  Secretary  of  Environmental  Affairs.  The  curbside 
program,  which  started  in  January  of  1995.  now  has  approximately  2500  participating  house- 
holds, or  almost  two-thirds  of  the  town.  State  Environmental  Officials  ranked  Norton  among 
the  top  recycling  communities  in  Massachusetts,  granting  Norton  an  "A+**  rating.  Monthly 
curbside  recycling  rates  ranged  from  35%  to  40%  throughout  this  year. 

State  DEP  grants  for  home  compost  bins  and  public  education  materials  have  again 
been  received.  The  town  is  also  requesting  metal  storage  containers  from  DEP  in  hopes  of 
setting  up  a  permanent  Household  Hazardous  Products  collection  center  for  paint,  chemi- 
cals and  other  toxic  materials. 

Waste  Management,  Inc.  has  completed  its  first  year  of  a  three  year  contract  to  collect 
all  trash  disposed  of  in  purple  bags,  all  recycling,  and  manage  billing  of  the  fixed  cost  to 
each  participating  household.  The  transition  to  Waste  Management  handling  the  billing  of 
the  $84/year  fix  cost  for  the  program  has  reduced  the  responsibility  from  town  employees 
and  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  has  been  able  to  continue  to  improve  the  program  by  adding  to  the  list 
materials  which  can  be  recycled.  Residents  can  now  recycle  plastic  containers  labeled  1-7 
(including  Styrofoam),  empty  aerosol  containers,  juice  and  milk  cartons,  and  books.  The 
Recycling  Coordinator  has  continued  the  compost  program  for  school  children  and,  the  Hill 
Street  Landfill  recycling  area  is  now  taking  yardwaste  materials  for  composting. 

FY'97  goals  for  the  Solid  Waste  Advisory  Committee  are: 

•  continue  to  increase  participation  rates  for  the  program, 

•  continue  to  add  to  the  types  of  materials  that  can  be  recycled. 

•  continue  to  provide  educational  information  and  materials  to  the  residents  of 
Norton, 

•  assure  the  smooth  operation  of  the  contract  with  Waste  Management  Inc..  and 

•  establish  a  permanent  collection  program  for  the  reuse  and  disposal  of  paint, 
chemical  and  other  hazardous  household  products.

REPORT  OF  THE  RECREATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  year  ending  June,  1996,  was  a  very  successful  one  for  the  Norton  Recreation 
Commission.  The  Summer  Program  had  an  increased  enrollment  of  sixty  to  eighty  children 
per  week  under  the  direction  of  Lori  Dennis.  She  was  assisted  by  five  senior  and  four  junior 
councillors.  The  swim  program,  private  lessons,  and  weekend  rentals  were  administered  by 
Carrie  Zawislake. 

Adult  co-ed  softball  boasted  eight  teams  which  competed  on  Sunday  mornings  at  the 
Middle  School  and  various  fields  in  Attleboro.  The  players  ranged  in  age  from  18  to  60. 

Other  popular  events  and  activities  included  tennis  lessons,  canoe  trips  on  the  Snake 
and  Canoe  Rivers,  trips  to  Waterland,  and  white  water  rafting  to  round  out  our  summer 
recreation  program. 

As  you  recall  the  abundant  snowfall  of  last  winter,  you  will  readily  understand  the 
popularity  and  success  of  our  ski  trips  for  teens  and  adults.  Two  buses  were  filled  each  trip 
to  destinations  in  Massachusetts,  Vermont,  New  Hampshire  and  Maine,  including  a  week- 
end in  Canada. 

Among  the  spring  events  were  the  Easter  Egg  hunt  in  which  300  children  partici- 
pated, and  a  road  race  which  attracted  50-60  runners  from  all  age  groups.  Tennis,  basket- 
ball, and  Time  for  Tots  were  offered,  and  we  collaborated  with  Together  We  Can  and  Wheaton 
College  in  a  Family  Day. 

Our  special  thanks  is  directed  to  our  Recreation  Director  Jerry  Bishop  for  promoting 
the  growth  and  quality  of  our  programs,  and  to  his  wife  Joanne  for  her  support  and  hard 
work.  We  also  appreciate  the  contribution  of  June  Congdon,  Paul  Farrington,  and  the  other 
chaperones  at  the  different  functions  and  trips.  Their  efforts  made  the  entire  recreation 
program  a  well  rounded  success.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CULTURAL  COUNCIL 


The  Norton  Cultural  council  is  a  group  of  volunteers  appointed  by  the  Norton  Select- 
men to  act  as  the  local  agents  of  the  Massachusetts  Cultural  Council.  Each  year  the  Massa- 
chusetts Cultural  Council  receives  funds  from  the  state  lottery,  which  it  distributes  to  towns 
throughout  the  state  on  the  basis  of  population  and  need.  We  then  regrant  Norton's  share  of 
this  money  to  organizations  and  individuals  in  the  community,  following  the  Massachusetts 
Cultural  Council  guidelines.  The  Norton  Cultural  Council  accepts  and  reviews  applica- 
tions for  projects  in  the  arts,  humanities,  and  interpretive  sciences  benefiting  the  Norton 
community. 

For  1996  the  Norton  Cultural  Council  awarded  19  grants  to  institutions  and  individu- 
als totaling  $16,712.

CHAIRMAN  AND  PRESIDENTS  REPORT 

If  success  for  our  United  Way  can  be  measured  by  campaign  results,  allocations  to 
agencies,  number  of  volunteers,  quality  of  information  and  referral  services,  it  may  not  be 
presumptuous  to  state,  "It  was  a  very  good  year." 

Under  the  general  leadership  of  Clarence  Gdowski,  our  second  annual  campaign  was 
very  successful.  Campaign  volunteers  and  staff  exceeded  their  goal  by  raising  15%  more 
than  the  previous  year.  This,  of  course,  had  a  most  positive  impact  on  agency  allocations 
which  were  increased  by  13%. 

We  had  the  opportunity  to  address  funding  requests  from  non-member  agencies.  A 
total  of  $48,500  was  awarded  through  our  grant  process  to  St.  Francis  Samaritan  House, 
The  Literacy  Center,  Handi-Kids,  Taunton  Department  of  Human  Services,  Attleboro  Mu- 
seum, Catholic  Social  Services  and  the  Taunton  Family  Leaning  Center. 

This  was  the  year  of  expansion  of  member  agencies  when  The  Literacy  Center  and  St. 
Francis  Samaritan  House  were  admitted  as  member  Agencies.  They  will  be  eligible  for 
funding  generated  by  the  1996  annual  campaign. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  our  Planning  Committee,  a  diverse  group  of  volunteers 
and  staff  met  in  April  to  develop  a  mission  statement.  The  statement  that  evolved  was  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Early  in  the  year,  we  cooperated  with  the  Summer  Olympic  Committee  in  the  appli- 
cation process  for  "Community  Heroes."  Later,  we  assisted  in  organizing  the  North  Attleboro 
Torch  Relay  Committee,  which  planned  a  community  celebration  for  the  day  the  Torch 
came  through  the  North  Attleboro  area. 


At  the  close  of  the  year  preparations  began  for  our  own  "Success  by  6"  program,  a 
community-based  initiative  to  address  the  needs  of  children  from  0-6  years  of  age  in  order 
to  give  them  the  best  opportunity  for  a  healthy,  productive  start  in  life. 

We  extend  our  gratitude  to  all  of  our  volunteers,  agencies,  staff  and  donors.  You  have 
exemplified  the  true  meaning  of  "team  spirit."  May  that  spirit  be  our  strength  and  motiva- 
tion for  all  that  the  future  may  hold.

It  has  been  a  very  busy  time  for  the  Site  Committee  w  ith  the  accelerated  schedule  set 
for  the  building  of  the  new  middle  school.  The  Site  Committee  and  the  School  Building 
Committee  met  many  times  to  work  out  a  plan  for  the  new  school  and  the  recreational  fields 
needed  by  the  youth  of  Norton. 

Working  with  the  plan  presented  at  Town  Meeting  and  data  gathered  in  the  commu- 
nity survey,  the  committee  set  out  to  develop  a  site  that  will  provide  for  both  active  and 
passive  recreation  and  benefit  the  residents  of  Norton  tor  years  to  come 

In  November  a  final  plan  was  presented  for  the  active  recreational  fields  to  be  built  in 
conjunction  with  the  new  middle  school.  The  area  to  be  developed  will  allow  for  soccer, 
football,  baseball  and  softball  fields  as  well  as  tennis  and  basketball  courts.  Boccie  ball 
courts,  horseshoe  pits  and  a  long  jump  pit  will  also  be  included.  This  plan  will  be  part  of  the 
bid  specifications  for  the  school  project.  The  great  news  is  the  cost  will  be  78%  reimbursed 
by  the  state 

The  Jackson  Property  project  will  continue  to  be  a  priority.  The  committee  will  con- 
tinue to  meet  to  develop  plans  for  the  passive  recreational  portions  of  the  property  such  as 
nature  walks  bike  paths  and  picnic  areas.  Alternative  funding  sources  will  also  be  pursued, 
such  as  grants,  in-kind  contributions  and  donations. 

The  Committee  would  like  to  thank  everyone  for  their  valuable  input.  We  look  for- 
ward to  the  continued  support  of  the  community  in  this  very  exciting  endeavor.

This  is  the  101st  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Norton  and  my 

27th. 


At  the  beginning  of  this  school  year,  we  undertook  a  school  facility  and  planning 
study  which  was  released  to  the  public  in  December.  The  current  enrollment  for  the  Town  of 
Norton  school  district  is  2,572.  The  projected  enrollment  in  five  years  is  3,220  and  in  ten 
years  3,750.  As  a  result  of  this  study,  the  Norton  Middle  School  Planning  Committee  was 
formed.  The  Norton  School  Committee  appointed  the  following  as  members:

The  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Norton  Middle  School  Principal  Stanley  Koss,  and 
Director  of  Facilities  James  Neveu  were  voted  exofficio  nonvoting  members.  Mrs.  Maureen 
Gendrolius,  Chairman  of  the  Norton  School  Committee,  also  attends  all  meetings. 

Mrs.  Myers  was  elected  chairman,  and  on  March  4th  the  firm  of  Symmes  Maini  & 
McKee  Associates  (SMMA)  of  Cambridge  was  hired.  SMMAis  currently  building  a  senior 
high  school  in  Mashpee,  is  in  the  process  of  constructing  the  Lynn  Classical  High  School, 
and  has  built  numerous  buildings  in  the  Town  of  Dedham. 

At  the  April  8th  Special  Town  Meeting,  the  building  of  a  new  middle  school  was 
successfully  passed  at  2 1 .8  million  dollars,  and  the  Jackson  Nursery  property  purchased  for 
1.4  million  dollars. 

1  want  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  citizens  who  voted  for  the  new  middle  school 
which  will  alleviate  overcrowded  conditions  for  many  years. 

Also,  I  want  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  members  of  the  Norton  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen, Town  Manager  Mr.  Walter  Lindberg,  and  to  the  members  of  the  various  town 
boards  for  their  cooperation.  The  effort  of  the  town,  including  those  involved  with  recre- 
ation, for  the  school  to  be  located  on  the  Jackson  property  would  not  have  been  possible 
without  the  foresight  and  leadership  of  the  selectmen,  the  cooperation  and  expertise  of  Mr. 
Lindberg,  as  well  as  the  cooperation  of  all  the  town  departments.  The  town  can  be  very 
proud  of  its  local  officials. 
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In  accordance  with  the  article,  the  Norton  School  Committee  appointed  the  following 
to  the  Norton  Middle  School  Building  Committee:

Mrs.  Myers  was  elected  chairman,  Mrs.  Regan  vice-chairman,  and  Mrs.  McEttrick 
secretary. 

Between  April  8th  and  June  1st,  the  Norton  Middle  School  Building  Committee  worked 
very  diligently  to  submit  the  necessary  documentation  to  the  Massachusetts  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education  to  be  placed  on  the  approved  list.  I  am  pleased  to  indicate  this  was 
accomplished,  and  the  Town  of  Norton  will  receive  78%  reimbursement  on  the  construc- 
tion of  this  new  school. 

Last  year's  capital  improvements  within  the  Norton  School  Department  involved  the 
refurbishing  of  the  boys'  locker  room  in  the  Norton  Middle  School,  as  well  as  the  conver- 
sion of  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School  boilers  to  gas  and  the  removal  of  the  underground  storage 
tank  which  is  required  by  law  to  be  removed  by  1999. 

In  order  to  accommodate  the  transfer  of  grades  5  and  8,  two  transition  teams  were 
formed.  The  Norton  Middle  School  Transition  Team  consisted  of  Mrs.  Janet  Andreasen, 
Mrs.  Mary  E.  R.  Brown,  Mrs.  Janice  Burkhart,  Mrs.  Kathryn  Forrester,  Chairman  Mr.  Stanley 
Koss,  Dr.  Sandra  Robinson,  Mrs.  Linda  Thomasian,  and  Dr.  Richard  Zusman. 

Included  in  their  final  report  was  the  relocation  of  fifth  graders  to  the  present  eighth 
grade  wing  of  the  Norton  Middle  School.  There  was  no  change  in  the  organizational  phi- 
losophy for  fifth  graders.  Grouping  will  remain  a  modified  heterogeneous  pattern  in  read- 
ing and  language  arts.  The  reading  groups  will  be  by  homerooms.  Mathematics,  science, 
and  social  studies  will  also  be  heterogeneously  grouped,  although  teachers  will  be  able  to 
identify  advanced  math  students. 

Various  general  curriculum  issues  were  reviewed,  as  well  as  lunch,  recess,  progress 
reports,  report  cards,  counseling,  placement  of  students  new  to  Norton,  detention  sessions, 
field  trips,  extracurricular  activities,  D.  A.R.E.,  science/culture  fair,  library,  technology,  ex- 
tra help,  parent  volunteers,  honor  roll,  student  of  the  month,  Olympic  Day,  conferences, 
furniture,  and  special  needs.  Orientation  was  emphasized  so  parents  and  students  will  be 
well  aware  of  the  change.  This  includes  newsletters,  student  visits,  and  parent  orientation. 

The  Middle  School/High  School  Transition  Team  membership  included:  Mr.  Fredric 
Bartek,  Mrs.  Roberta  Burke,  Chairman  Miss  Susan  Carney,  Mr.  Stanley  Koss,  Mrs.  Natalie 
MacDonald,  Mrs.  Elaine  McLaughlin,  Dr.  Sandra  Robinson,  Mrs.  Mary  Ann  Zern,  and  Dr. 
Richard  Zusman.  They  listed  their  recommendations  as  follows: 
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Academics:  The  format  for  grade  8  will  remain.  Team  leaders  will  continue  to  func- 
tion in  their  current  role,  Dr.  Zusman  and  Dr.  Robinson  will  continue  working  with  grade  8 
instructional  staff,  and  students  will  follow  the  same  six-day  cycle  as  grades  9-12.  The 
academic  offerings  will  be  as  follows:  mathematics  (students  will  be  offered  an  experience 
in  pre-algebra),  English,  science,  social  studies,  reading  (1/2  year),  and  the  introduction  to 
world  cultures/language  ( 1/2  year).  Also,  specials  in  art,  music,  physical  education,  health, 
and  a  new  half-year  course  for  keyboarding. 

Extracurricular  Activities:  These  will  include  Math  Team,  Debate  Team,  newspa- 
per, Literary  Magazine,  Science  Olympiad  (B  level),  peer  leadership,  Greenpeace,  Am- 
nesty International.  Drama  Club,  Student  Council,  and  cheerleading. 

Athletics:  Eighth  graders  will  be  allowed  to  participate  on  freshmen  level  teams  only. 
Currently  Norton  has  boys'  basketball  and  football.  The  committee  recommended  the  addi- 
tion of  freshmen  girls'  basketball  and  softball,  and  boys'  baseball.  Eighth  graders  will  be 
allowed  to  participate  on  the  cross-country  and  track  teams. 

Social  Activities:  Welcome  dance  in  September  for  grades  8  and  9;  eighth  graders 
will  not  be  allowed  to  attend  the  semi-formal,  the  prom,  or  regular  high  school  dances. 

Staffing  Requests:  Staffing  was  discussed,  including  coaching  needs.  Recommen- 
dations are  for  a  world  culture  language  teacher,  one  business  teacher  for  keyboarding,  as 
well  as  specialists. 

Net  school  spending  was  determined  by  the  Department  of  Revenue  and  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education.  For  the  Norton  School  Department,  it  is  $12,350,000.  The  budget  pre- 
sented exactly  meets  this  requirement  and  is  a  9.6  percent  increase  over  fiscal  1996.  The 
increase  is  for  direct  services  to  students  and  is  in  the  2000  series.  The  2000  series  reflects 
an  1 1 .94  percent  increase.

For  the  past  two  years  Norton  High  School  has  prepared  for  the  evaluation  by  the 
New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges,  Inc.  The  committee  was  chaired  by 
n-    Mrs.  Diane  Martin  and  Mrs.  Joan  Vital.  The  Norton  staff  members  put  a  tremendous  amount 
as    of  time  and  effort  in  preparing  for  the  Visiting  Team,  and  great  leadership  was  provided  by 
the  Steering  Committee.  Many  recommendations  and  commendations  were  received  in  the 
report.  One  concern  was  raised  over  the  fact  the  Norton  High  School  librarian  has  dual 
ft-    responsibilities,  not  only  to  the  high  school,  but  to  the  district.  This  has  been  reviewed  and 
e-    changed.  Over  the  next  few  years  the  Norton  High  School  staff  will  be  working  on  the 
he    various  recommendations  made  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges, 
ts  i  Inc.  to  improve  the  learning  environment  at  Norton  High  School.  The  report  was  extremely 
favorable  and  Norton  High  School  was  granted  continued  accreditation. 

Under  personnel  matters,  the  Norton  School  Committee  has  been  involved  in  nego- 
tiations, and  I  am  pleased  to  announce  that  three  year  contracts  have  been  agreed  to  with  the 
i  following  groups:  Norton  principals,  Norton  Administrators'  Association,  Norton  Teach- 
|    ers'  Association,  Norton  Cafeteria  Employees,  Norton  Custodial  Association,  Norton  Cleri- 
I  cal  Association,  Confidential  Employees,  Bus  Drivers,  Director  of  Facilities,  and  Cafeteria 
j  Director.  All  contracts  were  for  three  years  at  3%,  3.75%,  and  3.75%. 

The  following  resignations  were  received: 

Mrs.  Patricia  Baker  retired  May  31,  1996,  after  21  years  of  service  with  the  Norton 
Public  Schools,  9  of  which  were  as  Cafeteria  Director. 

Mr.  Raymond  Patenaude  retired  as  Attendance  Officer,  March  1,  1996,  after  14  years 
i  of  service  in  this  capacity.  Mr.  Patenaude  will  be  relocating  out  of  state. 
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Mr.  William  MacMullen  retired  in  June  after  36  years  of  teaching,  23  of  which  were 
in  Norton.  We  have  all  been  impressed  with  the  accomplishments  of  the  Norton  Lancer 
Marching  Band,  as  well  as  the  Music  Department  and  all  the  various  activities  and  concerts 
Mr.  MacMullen  has  scheduled  over  the  years. 

We  would  like  to  thank  Mrs.  Baker,  Mr.  Patenaude,  and  Mr.  MacMullen  for  their 
dedication  to  the  students  of  Norton. 

We  were  sad  to  learn  of  the  death  of  Mr.  Williston  Holbert  who  passed  away  February 
10,  1996.  Mr.  Holbert  began  his  teaching  career  as  a  5th  and  6th  grade  instructor  at  the 
BaiTowsville  School  and  then  became  the  teaching  principal  of  that  facility.  He  always  had 
a  great  interest  in  special  education  even  prior  to  Chapter  766  and  was  responsible  for  that 
program  for  many  years  within  the  school  system.  He  was  first  appointed  principal  of  the 
Norton  Elementary  School  and  then  the  L.  G.  Nourse  Elementary  School.  He  was  then 
promoted  to  a  central  office  position,  Director  of  Elementary  Education,  until  his  retirement 
in  1974.  Willie,  as  he  was  known,  was  a  true  educator  and  great  supporter  of  the  Norton 
Public  Schools. 

The  following  is  a  brief  update  of  the  academic  endeavors  within  the  school  system. 
This  is  the  third  year  under  the  state  educational  reform  legislation.  The  utilization  of  the 
Wednesday's  released  time  concentrated  on  the  implementation  of  these  initiatives. 

In  early  summer,  the  following  Mission  Statement  for  the  Norton  Public  Schools  was 
developed: 

The  Norton  Public  Schools  will  provide  a  quality  education  for  all  students  that: 

•  Maximizes  academic  achievement. 

•  Promotes  social  development. 

•  Emphasizes  family  and  community  values. 

•  Develops  their  abilities  to  succeed  in  a  diverse  and  changing  society. 

This  past  summer,  teachers,  parents,  and  administrators  formed  a  District  Action  Re- 
form Team  (D.A.R.T.)  and  attended  a  week-long  institute  presented  by  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Education  on  the  "Systematic  Implementation  of  Education  Reform."  The 
institute  featured  presentations  and  working  group  sessions  on  the  Curriculum  Frameworks, 
PALMS,  the  change  process,  and  the  preparation  of  a  District  Action  Plan. 

The  D.A.R.T.  agreed  its  responsibilities  for  the  1995-1996  school  year  were  to  plan 
and  provide  leadership  for  the  implementation  of  changes  related  to  the  educational  reform 
initiatives  and  Curriculum  Frameworks.  Specifically,  D.A.R.T.  focused  upon  the  Guiding 
Principles  and  the  Content  Chapters.  To  accomplish  this,  D.A.R.T.  developed  the  follow- 
ing: 
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1.  Detailed  Action  Plan  for  1995-1996  by  December,  1995. 

2.  Preliminary  draft  of  a  long-range  Action  Plan,  3  to  5  years. 

3.  Lead  activities  in  the  implementation  of  the  Action  Plan. 

The  initial  goal  of  the  D.A.R.T.  was  to  facilitate  the  implementation  of  the  educa- 
tional reform  initiative.  In  October  and  November,  Dr.  Sandra  Robinson  and  Dr.  Richard 
Zusman  presented  the  Guiding  Principles  to  the  entire  faculty. 

GUIDING  PRINCIPLES 

•  Each  and  every  student  is  held  to  high  standards  and  expectations. 

•  Students,  teachers,  administrators,  and  staff  use  a  variety  of  strategies  and  ap- 
proaches to  enhance  learning. 

•  Students,  teachers,  and  administrators  use  classroom  assessment  as  a  process 
and  a  tool  for  the  evaluation  and  improvement  of  work. 

•  Curriculum,  instruction,  and  assessment  are  based  on  inquiry,  problem  solving, 
discovery,  and  application  of  essential  issues  and  concepts. 

•  Curriculum,  instruction,  and  assessment  point  to  connections  within  and  across 
disciplines. 

•  Students,  teachers,  administrators,  and  staff  use  knowledge  to  define  meaning 
and  purpose  in  their  lives. 

•  Collaboration,  cooperation,  and  partnerships  among  students,  families,  schools, 
and  the  community  are  critical  to  the  success  of  education. 

Purposes  of  the  D.A.R.T.  during  the  1995-1996  school  year: 

Establish  a  climate  of  exploration,  experimentation,  and  reflection  in  the  Norton  Pub- 
lic Schools  related  to  the  Massachusetts  Curriculum  Frameworks  and  the  Guiding  Prin- 
ciples. To  stimulate  student  and  teacher  learning,  we  will  promote: 

•  Active  and  interactive  learning. 

•  Use  of  a  variety  of  instructional  strategies  and  materials. 

•  Assessment  linked  to  learning. 

•  Communication  and  cooperation  across  disciplines  and  levels,  between  and 
among  educators  and  community  members. 

Subcommittees  of  D.A.R.T.: 

•  Staff  awareness  of  Guiding  Principles  and  Curriculum  Frameworks. 

•  Classroom  implementation  of  strategies  consistent  with  the  Guiding  Principles. 

•  Community  awareness,  especially  parents,  of  the  Guiding  Principles. 
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For  scheduled  Wednesday  released  days,  commencing  January  10,  1996,  study  groups 
on  the  seven  Curriculum  Frameworks  were  formed.  Beginning  January  10th,  there  was  no 
extra  help  sessions,  allowing  greater  time  for  curriculum  renewal. 

The  Curriculum  Frameworks  Committee's  prioritized  goals  are: 

1 .  The  familiarization  of  the  content  area  within  the  Curriculum  Frameworks. 

2.  Review  the  current  curriculum  in  terms  of  the  Curriculum  Frameworks  in 
relationship  to  scope,  sequence,  and  content. 

3.  To  later  develop  the  connections  among  and  between  the  various  disciplines 
within  the  school  department,  in  relationship  to  the  Curriculum  Frameworks. 

The  Curriculum  Content  Area  Study  Groups  will  be  organized  by  levels.  They  will 
include: 

English/Language  Arts         Mathematics  The  Arts 

Social  Studies  Science/Technology  Health 

World  Language 

1  can't  help  but  reflect  on  some  of  the  year's  events,  such  as  the  prom,  graduation, 
senior  week,  Norton  Middle  School  Culture  Fair,  science  fairs.  D.A.R.E.  program,  J.  C. 
Solmonese  School  Arts  Festival,  athletic  events,  award  ceremonies.  Norton  Middle  School 
Student  of  the  Month  program,  honor  roll,  and  L.  G.  Nourse  School  Math  Day.  These  ac- 
tivities alone  indicate  a  full  and  comprehensive  year  requiring  tremendous  time  and  effort 
by  each  staff  member. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  numerous  staff  members  have  been  involved  with  profes- 
sional development,  and  I  would  like  to  compliment  the  work  of  the  D.A.R.T.  Committee 
for  the  leadership  members  provided.  Also,  I  have  been  extremely  impressed  with  the  knowl- 
edge the  PALMS  teachers  have  provided  the  district  and  the  work  the  Norton  High  School 
staff  accomplished  for  the  evaluation.  The  teaching  staff  is  to  be  commended  for  the  numer- 
ous teaching  strategies  implemented  in  their  classrooms  and  their  willingness  to  undertake 
these  initiatives. 

From  my  report  and  those  of  the  building  principals,  it  is  certainly  obvious  it  has  been 
an  extremely  busy  year  for  the  Norton  School  Department,  one  of  which  the  town  can  be 
extremely  proud. 

The  following  are  the  school  principals'  reports  showing  the  numerous  activities  within 
their  buildings:

In  September,  we  welcomed  158  members  of  the  Class  of  1999  who  quickly  became 
an  integral  part  of  our  school  community.  Our  ten  year  evaluation  process  brought  the  Vis- 
iting Committee  to  us  from  October  15-18,  1995  with  its  recommendation  for  our  contin- 
ued accreditation.  The  1995-1996  school  year  brought  a  myriad  of  academic,  social,  ath- 
letic, and  cultural  activities  and  achievements. 

The  English  Department  has  completed  an  interdisciplinary  multiculturalism  pilot 
project  with  ninth  grade  students  as  part  of  a  Bridgewater  State  College  grant.  Students 
studied  the  literature  of  many  cultures  and  participated  in  three  interactive  assemblies  in- 
cluding African  storytelling,  the  Irish  immigrant,  and  the  Japanese  internment  camps  all 
sponsored  by  the  Norton  Arts  Lottery. 

Department  members  have  been  involved  in  improving  their  instruction  by  taking 
technology,  cooperative  learning,  and  authentic  assessment  courses,  rewriting  curriculum, 
and  attending  writing  workshops.  Members  have  served  as  class,  society,  and  play  advisers. 
Mrs.  Jacqueline  Hensley  was  selected  to  participate  in  a  collaborative  effort  between 
SMARTS  and  Bridgewater  State  College  entitled  "Arts  Infusion",  which  will  incorporate 
the  arts  into  academic  classes  at  the  secondary  level. 

The  Norton  High  School  team  of  Mrs.  Veronica  Gagnon,  Mrs.  Kim  Honey,  and  Mrs. 
Dolores  Robbins  has  been  accepted  to  participate  in  ARTSLINK,  a  partnership  grant  through 
UMASS/Dartmouth  and  SMARTS.  It  is  an  innovative  program  linking  the  arts,  learning, 
technology,  and  curriculum  design. 

In  the  Norton  High  School  Guidance  Department,  Mr.  Rene  Tellier  retired  in  June 
after  18  years  as  a  counselor.  In  August,  Mrs.  Elaine  McLaughlin  joined  the  department  as 
the  third  counselor.  The  structure  of  the  department  was  revamped  with  the  three  counselors 
sharing  the  responsibility  for  post-secondary  planning,  counseling,  scheduling,  and  the  many 
other  activities  related  to  the  role  of  guidance  counselor.  Students  were  divided  alphabeti- 
cally amongst  the  three  counselors.  Mrs.  Claire  Ford  continues  in  her  role  as  766  chairper- 
son. Mr.  John  Kieser  retains  his  responsibility  for  the  creation  of  the  master  schedule.  Mrs. 
Ford  and  Mrs.  McLaughlin  recently  completed  a  16  week  course  entitled  "Creating  Safety 
for  All  Students"  presented  by  The  Massachusetts  Prevention  Center,  Metro  Southeast. 

In  October,  75  juniors  took  the  PSAT,  NMSQT  at  Norton  High  School.  Four  students 
earned  scores  which  qualified  them  to  receive  either  commended  student  or  semifinalist 
honors  in  the  fall  of  1996  from  the  National  Merit  Corporation.  In  May,  juniors  and  seniors 
took  66  Advanced  Placement  exams.  Of  the  95  graduating  seniors  in  the  Class  of  1996, 
69.4%  plan  to  continue  their  education  in  post-secondary  program. 
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The  World  Language  Department  returned  to  the  size  it  was  in  1991  (three  teachers) 
when  a  significant  number  of  additional  students  elected  to  study  French  and  Spanish.  The 
search  for  the  new  teacher  lasted  from  June  to  October  before  Mrs.  Irene  Titmas,  a  graduate 
of  Norton  High  School,  was  appointed.  In  the  meantime,  Mrs.  Barbara  Silvia  was  the  able 
substitute  who  kept  the  classes  going. 

The  Spanish  Honor  Society  inducted  20  new  members  at  the  combined  ceremony  in 
April.  The  inductees  are:  senior  David  Young,  juniors  Amy  Robinson,  Jedediah  Pittman, 
Wayne  Reavill,  Todd  Casagni,  sophomores  Amanda  Galante,  Jessica  Fyfe,  Lauren  Do  Vale, 
Carol  Devine,  Shanna  Cullinane,  Brooke  Crossman,  Colleen  Belmonte,  Eric  Barker,  Rebecca 
Anufrom,  Adam  Pellerin,  Eric  Paulus,  Jill  Murphy,  Kelli  Morton,  Shaun  McQuaid,  and 
Marcy  Wagner.  There  were  also  two  honorary  members  admitted  to  the  society:  Assistant 
Principal  Felipe  Gorman  and  retired  Guidance  Counselor  Rene  Tellier. 

The  Norton  High  School  Social  Studies  Department  grew  this  academic  year  with  the 
addition  of  Mrs.  Kimberly  Honey  to  our  staff.  This  reflects  the  growing  enrollment  of  this 
school  and  the  social  studies  department.  The  department  was  extremely  pleased  with  this 
year's  state  assessment  test  results.  The  social  studies  test  results  indicate  our  students  scored 
among  the  top  echelons  in  the  area,  well  above  the  state  norms.  In  summary,  the  test  results 
indicated  the  Norton  public  school  system  was  among  the  best  in  southeastern  Massachu- 
setts. We  are  currently  enjoying  this  success,  but  realize  that  continued  success  relies  upon 
hard  work  from  the  professional  staff  and  a  continued  long  term  parental  commitment  to 
their  children  that  commences  at  birth  and  extends  to  their  adulthood. 

The  school  and  department  also  underwent  the  final  stages  of  the  ten  year  evaluation 
process.  The  process  was  very  grueling  yet  enlightening.  It  forced  the  department  to  criti- 
cally evaluate  itself  and  be  judged  by  outside  evaluators.  The  final  evaluation  was  very 
complimentary  and  leads  us  to  conclude  that  Norton  High  School  students  receive  excellent 
educational  opportunities  that  prepare  them  well  for  their  future  endeavors. 

Students  continue  to  participate  in  the  Massachusetts  State  Student  Government  Pro- 
gram, Girls'  and  Boys'  State,  Law  Day,  Voice  of  Democracy  Contest.  Century  Three  Lead- 
ership Conference,  and  The  Hugh  O'Brien  Leadership  Conference.  Student  field  trips  vis- 
ited the  State  House,  Freedom  Trail,  a  live  theatrical  performance  of  Moliere's  "Middle 
Class  Gentleman",  and  the  Norfolk  prison.  Live  performances  were  also  brought  to  the 
school  and  included  a  performance  from  Plimoth  Plantation  and  Louisa  May  Alcott  which 
were  funded  from  grants  through  the  Arts  Lottery  Council.  The  Memorial  Day  Program 
was  again  conducted  by  the  social  studies  department  with  Mrs.  Eleanor  Mackinder  as 
director. 

The  course  offerings  in  the  Mathematics  Department  remained  unchanged  for  the 
school  year  1 995/1996.  Major  changes  were  proposed  and  adopted  for  the  next  school  year. 
The  Computer  Applications  course  will  be  offered  on  a  semester  basis.  In  addition,  Con- 
sumer Mathematics  has  been  expanded  from  a  one  year  course  to  four  nonsequential  se- 
mester offerings. 
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The  Data  General  computer  equipment  was  moved  to  the  English  Department  area 
and  replaced  by  18  Macintosh  computers.  Four  ImageWriter  printers  and  one  LaserWriter 
printer  complete  the  new  equipment  acquisitions.  The  computer  applications  classes  and 
Pascal  were  offered  in  this  new  math  computer  lab.  Basic  Programming  was  moved  to  the 
Business  Department  computer  lab. 

The  new  laboratory  has  been  utilized  by  staff  as  well  as  students.  Mrs.  Joan  Vital, 
systemwide  technology  supervisor,  has  offered  two  graduate  level  courses  "Technology  for 
Teachers"  through  Bridgewater  State  College.  She  was  assisted  by  Mrs.  Eileen  Kieser, 
Mathematics  Department  chairman.  Sixteen  members  of  the  high  school  staff,  including 
four  members  of  the  Mathematics  Department,  took  the  course.  As  a  direct  result  of  this 
course,  many  teachers  throughout  the  school  have  encouraged  their  students  to  develop 
reports  and  presentations  using  HyperStudio,  a  multi-media  presentation  software  package. 
These  projects  have  been  well  received  by  teachers  and  students. 

Members  of  the  department  continue  to  take  advantage  of  professional  development 
opportunities  offered  in  Norton  as  well  as  outside  the  system.  Mrs.  Edna  Meserve  and  Mrs. 
Kieser  took  the  course  in  Cooperative  Learning  offered  at  the  end  of  the  1994-1995  school 
year.  Mrs.  Kieser  also  took  the  course  offered  in  Authentic  Assessment  during  the  present 
school  year.  Mrs.  Meserve  plans  to  take  a  course  in  the  use  of  Geometer's  Sketchpad  being 
offered  by  Key  Curriculum  Press  at  Tufts  University  this  summer.  Mrs.  Karen  Boucher  and 
Mrs.  Kieser  are  planning  to  take  a  course  offered  at  Dean  College  this  summer  on  the  use  of 
the  graphing  calculator  in  advanced  math  and  calculus  classes.  Mrs.  Vital  will  once  again  be 
journeying  to  Rutgers  University  tq  continue  her  work  in  their  Discrete  Math  program.  As 
part  of  that  program,  she  taught  a  one  week  course  in  Discrete  Math  in  Virginia  during  July, 
1995  and  will  be  teaching  a  similar  one  week  course  in  Rhode  Island  this  July.  Mrs.  Kieser 
continues  to  work  with  Dr.  Sandra  Robinson  and  Dr.  Richard  Zusman  on  the  Professional 
Development  Committee  to  insure  that  the  many  professional  educational  opportunities  we 
have  all  enjoyed  will  continue  in  the  future. 


The  Norton  High  School  Math  League  competed  in  both  the  Southeastern  Massachu- 
setts League  and  the  New  England  Math  League.  Coaches  Matthew  Boutell  and  Karen 
Boucher  report  that  the  team  finished  third  overall  in  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Math 
League.  Results  from  the  New  England  Math  League  were  not  available.  Senior  Virginia 
Jerome  distinguished  our  team  by  placing  in  the  top  three  individual  scorers  in  three  of  the 
four  meets. 
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In  the  Science  Department,  the  following  activities  and  achievements  took  place:  the 
plaque  for  the  highest  science  average  over  the  course  of  four  years  was  presented  to  Vir- 
ginia Jerome,  the  JFK  award  in  science  was  presented  to  Kerry  O'Connell,  the  Armed  Forces 
award  in  science  and  math  was  presented  to  Virginia  Jerome,  The  Bausch  and  Lomb,  was 
awarded  for  the  highest  science  average  for  three  years  to  Christopher  Henson,  and  the 
Rensselaer  award  for  the  highest  science  and  mathematics  average  for  three  years  was  pre- 
sented to  junior.  Heather  Bramwell. 

In  order  to  address  the  PALMS  philosophy,  members  of  the  science  department  are 
participating  in  workshops,  mini-sabbaticals,  graduate  courses,  and  summer  programs. 

Mr.  Brassard  attended  a  series  of  summer  workshops  in  Macintosh  Technology,  Learn- 
ing Styles,  Interdisciplinary  Curriculum,  and  Conflict  and  Resolution.  He  also  participated 
in  the  PALMS  Institute  at  Bridgewater  State  College  during  the  month  of  June  and  attended 
a  NASA  workshop  in  Aeronautics  during  the  month  of  July.  During  the  school  year,  Mr. 
Brassard  worked  on  the  Curriculum  Frameworks  and  attended  a  multimedia  seminar  con- 
ducted by  Apple. 

Mrs.  DiModica  took  a  course  on  hazardous  waste,  participated  in  a  NASA  seminar  on 
flight  and  attended  a  summer  program  at  MIT  for  math  and  science  teachers  which  will 
have  follow-up  this  coming  summer.  She  also  attended  two  seminars  during  the  school 
year;  one  on  writing  across  the  curriculum  and  the  other  on  block  scheduling.  She  has  also 
worked  on  the  Curriculum  Frameworks  Committee. 

Mr.  Holster  participated  in  a  summer  field  study  program  centered  on  harbor  explora- 
tions in  Boston.  He  will  attend  the  second  year  of  this  harbor  explorations  with  Mr.  Peter 
Leddy  this  coming  summer.  Last  summer,  Mr.  Holster  also  attended  an  eight  hour  seminar 
at  the  National  Weather  Center  located  in  Taunton  to  study  the  Doppler  radar  for  the  area. 
Mr.  Holster  will  also  attend  a  four  day  Interdisciplinary  Summer  Institute  at  Clark  Univer- 
sity with  Mr.  Leddy  to  study  "Local  Perspectives  on  a  Global  Environment".  During  the 
course  of  the  school  year  Mr.  Holster  also  worked  on  the  Curriculum  Frameworks  Commit- 
tee. 

Mr.  Leddy  participated  in  the  Global  Science  System  Institute  at  the  University  of 
California  at  Berkeley  last  summer.  In  addition,  he  participated  in  geology  field  studies  in 
Northern  Arizona.  This  coming  summer  he  will  be  part  of  a  team  with  Mr.  Holster  both  in 
the  Harbor  Explorations  project  in  Boston,  as  well  as  the  Summer  Institute  at  Clark  Univer- 
sity on  "Local  Perspectives  on  a  Global  Environment".  During  the  school  year.  Mr.  Leddy 
also  worked  on  the  Curriculum  Frameworks  Committee. 

Mrs.  Martin  took  two  graduate  courses  during  the  school  year.  Authentic  Assessment 
and  Technology  for  Teachers.  She  also  participated  in  several  summer  workshops  -  Learn- 
ing Styles,  Technology,  and  Interdisciplinary  Curriculum  and  took  a  follow-up  graduate 
course  in  Cooperative  Learning.  During  the  course  of  the  year  she  attended  several  semi- 
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runs  -  Bridging  the  Gap  Between  Texts  and  Technology,  Writing  Across  the  Curriculum, 
and  Blockbusters  -  Techniques  for  Block  Scheduling.  Mrs.  Martin  also  served  as  the  facili- 
tator for  Science/Technology  Curriculum  Frameworks  meetings. 

In  addition  to  continuing  their  professional  development,  members  of  the  science 
department  served  in  many  other  capacities  for  the  Norton  school  system.  Mr.  Brassard 
served  as  a  Senior  Class  advisor  and  was  an  integral  part  of  the  Financial  Support  Standard 
for  the  N.E.A.S.C.  evaluation. 

Mrs.  DiModica  served  as  Senior  Class  advisor,  the  advisor  to  the  Norton  High  School 
Science  Olympiad,  as  well  as  Director  for  the  Massachusetts  Science  Olympiad.  In  addi- 
tion, Mrs.  DiModica  served  on  the  Restructuring  Committee  and  was  a  member  of  the 
Curriculum  and  Instruction  Standard  for  the  N.E.A.S.C.  evaluation.  Mrs.  DiModica  also 
served  as  the  co-advisor  for  the  high  school  yearbook. 

Mr.  Holster  served  on  the  original  Statement  of  Purpose  Committee  as  well  as  on  the 
Statement  of  Purpose  Standard  for  the  N.E.A.S.C.  evaluation. 

Mr.  Leddy  served  as  a  member  of  the  School  Site  Council.  In  addition  Mr.  Leddy 
coached  both  volleyball  and  softball.  He  served  as  chairman  for  the  Library  and  Media 
Standard  for  the  N.E.A.S.C.  evaluation. 

Mrs.  Martin  served  as  co-chair  for  the  N.E.A.S.C.  evaluation.  Mrs.  Martin  also  serves 
as  co-chair  of  the  Flower  Fund  for  Norton  High  School.  During  the  school  year,  Mrs.  Mar- 
tin has  been  a  member  of  the  Professional  Development  Committee  and  has  worked  on  the 
Science  Curriculum  Revision  (K  -12)  Committee. 

In  addition  to  the  above  activities,  members  of  the  department  also  belong  to  many 
professional  organizations. 

Students  of  Mrs.  DiModica  visited  the  New  England  Aquarium  and  Roger  Williams 
Park  Zoo.  Mr.  Leddy  sponsored  a  field  trip  to  Cape  Cod  to  study  geological  features.  Mrs. 
Martin's  advanced  biology  class  participated  in  a  DNA  technology  workshop  at  the  Boston 
Museum  of  Science. 

The  Science  Department  continues  to  address  changes  in  educational  strategies  by 
providing  many  hands-on  activities,  by  trying  to  assign  interdisciplinary  projects,  by  trying 
to  assign  projects  which  will  help  students  to  relate  the  science  disciplines  to  their  daily 
lives,  by  using  alternative  assessment  techniques,  and  by  trying  to  address  various  learning 
styles  through  creative  assignments. 

The  Norton  High  School  band  and  chorus  performed  its  annual  holiday  concert.  In 
the  spring,  the  high  school  chorus  gave  a  combined  concert  with  the  middle  school  choruses 
and  the  high  school  band  performed  their  spring  concert  a  week  later  with  the  Norton  Middle 
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School  band  and  all  of  the  5th  grade  instrumentalists.  On  April  24th,  we  held  our  Annual 
Solo/Ensemble  Concert  with  auditioned  performers  with  a  large  audience  in  attendance. 
There  were  many  outstanding  students  who  participated  in  the  District  Music  Festival  and 
the  SEMSBA  Music  Festivals  this  year.  After  successfully  auditioning  for  those  festivals, 
the  following  students  were  chosen  to  perform:  Senior  High  District:  Jeremy  Anufrom  and 
Phillip  Claflin  both  basses  in  the  chorus.  Then  Phil  went  on  to  audition  for  All  State  and  was 
chosen  to  participate  in  the  All  State  Festival  in  Danvers  at  the  Massachusetts  Music  Educa- 
tors conference  in  March.  Those  participating  in  the  High  School  SEMSBA  Festival  at 
Sharon  High  School  were:  sopranos:  Caroline  Horton,  Emily  Larocque,  and  Cheryl  Temple; 
alto:  Leslie  Comperchio;  tenor:  Jed  Pittman  and  basses:  Jeremy  Anufrom  and  Phillip  Clafin. 
Instrumentalists  were:  Elizabeth  Charpentier,  flute;  Amber  Peters,  oboe;  Christine  Ravinski, 
bassoon;  Christopher  Henson,  clarinet;  and  Sara  Pray,  tenor  saxophone.  Jonathan  Ohlson, 
freshman  trombone  auditioned  successfully  for  the  Junior  High  SEMSBA  Festival  and  par- 
ticipated in  the  Middleboro  High  School. 

The  Norton  Band  Parents  sponsored  four  trips  this  year:  The  annual  trip  to  UMASS 
Band  Day  in  October,  the  two  Youth  Symphony  Concerts  to  the  Boston  Symphony  Orches- 
tra in  October  and  May,  and  the  Exchange  Concert  in  April  with  Bourne  and  Weymouth 
High  School  bands  at  Bourne  High  School. 

The  chorus  and  band  performed  at  the  Annual  Memorial  Day  assembly  and  the  band 
marched  in  their  last  parade  of  the  season  on  Memorial  Day.  The  department  concluded 
their  performances  for  the  year  at  graduation,  May  3 1st. 

The  most  honor  came  to  the  marching  band  when  they  performed  in  the  Annual  Christ- 
mas Parade  in  Quincy  this  year  and  received  four  out  of  five  1st  place  trophies;  Best  Drum 
Major  (Amber  Peters),  Best  Music,  Best  Color  Guard,  Best  General  Effect  and  Best  Over- 
all-Massachusetts &  New  England  Champion. 

The  fall  athletic  season  concluded  with  the  girls'  volleyball  team  and  the  boys'  soccer 
team  qualifying  for  the  state  sectional  tournament.  The  volleyball  team  finished  the  regular 
season  with  a  record  of  14  wins  and  4  losses.  Although  losing  to  Westport  in  the  sectional 
tournament,  the  girls  should  be  proud  of  a  fine  season. 

The  boys'  soccer  team  finished  the  regular  season  with  an  1 1  and  7  record.  This  is  the 
best  record  in  the  young  history  of  soccer  at  Norton  High.  The  team  won  an  exciting  open- 
ing round  match  against  Abington,  but  lost  in  the  next  round  to  top  seeded  Medway  High 
School.  Congratulations  to  Coach  Ramsey  for  being  selected:  "Coach  of  the  Year"  in  the 
Attleboro  Sun  Chronicle. 

The  winter  season  brought  continued  success  for  our  girls'  basketball  team.  Under 
first  year  coach  David  Mollica,  the  girls  finished  with  a  record  of  1 1  and  9  and  qualified  for 
state  sectional  tournament  play.  They  lost  an  opening  round  game  to  Bishop  Stang  High 
School.  Stang  went  on  to  win  the  South  Sectional  Tournament  Championship. 
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The  winter  season  also  marked  Norton  High's  first  year  of  winter  track.  Boys  and 
girls  competed  in  the  Pilgrim  Conference  under  the  guidance  of  coach  Mike  Smith.  The 
team  competed  at  Boston  University,  Wheaton  College,  and  the  new  Reggie  Lewis  Center. 
The  first  year  of  this  program  was  a  great  success. 

The  spring  season  is  still  in  progress  at  this  writing.  The  baseball  team  has  again 
finished  as  champions  of  the  South  Shore  League.  This  marks  the  third  straight  year  that  the 
team  has  claimed  first  place.  The  team  begins  state  sectional  play  at  weeks  end.  Congratu- 
lations to  Coach  Mollica  and  the  baseball  team  for  a  job  well  done. 

The  girls'  softball  team  finished  the  regular  season  in  third  place  with  a  record  of  14 
and  6.  They  also  have  qualified  for  state  sectional  play.  Mr.  Gibson  and  the  girls'  softball 
team  have  continued  to  maintain  a  high  standard  of  success,  and  I  am  sure  they  will  do  quite 
well  in  the  tournament. 

In  closing,  it  is  also  appropriate  to  mention  the  success  of  the  golf  team  under  the 
guidance  of  John  Kieser.  The  team  qualified  for  team  sectional  tournament  play  and  also 
qualified  one  member  of  the  team.  Steve  Gendrolius.  for  the  state  sectional  individual  tour- 
nament. Good  luck  to  Steve  and  to  Coach  Mollica  and  Coach  Gibson  in  their  up-coming 
tournaments. 

The  Norton  High  School  Student  Council  was  involved  in  many  school,  community, 
and  service  activities.  The  officers  for  1995-1996  were:  President  Jennifer  Sireci,  Vice- 
president  Kerry  O'Connell,  Secretary  Cheralyn  Limpus,  and  Treasurer  Shannon  Clegg.  The 
advisor  was  Assistant  Principal  Philip  R.  Gorman. 

Safe  Prom  Week,  Homecoming,  Spirit  Week,  Senior  Semi-Formal,  and  Santa  Drive 
were  some  of  the  activities.  Over  $600  was  donated  to  the  Norton  Fire  Department  for 
needy  families  during  Christmas  week.  On  May  22nd.  the  council  sponsored  the  Annual 
Senior  Lunch.  On  May  28th,  the  council  awarded  its  second  scholarship,  doubling  the  amount 
from  the  previous  year.  Also,  council  members  served  as  N.E.A.S.C.  guides  during  the 
evaluation/accreditation  visit,  as  well  as  guides  for  grade  7  and  grade  8  orientations  for  both 
students  and  parents. 

In  the  area  of  family  and  consumer  science,  we  added  a  two  semester  Life  Skills 
course  taught  by  Mrs.  Katherine  Swanson  a  new  member  of  the  staff.  The  course  focused 
on  personal  finance,  job  search  skills,  consumer  education,  nutrition,  and  other  family  liv- 
ing issues. 

In  the  Special  Needs  Department,  Miss  Elizabeth  M.  Dziejma  successfully  completed 
the  Certificate  of  Advance  Graduate  Study  (C.A.G.S.)  Leadership  Program  at  Bridgewater 
State  College  in  May,  1996.  As  part  of  the  C.A.G.S.  program.  Miss  Dziejma  interned  with 
Mr.  John  B.  Atwood,  Special  Needs  Director,  from  September.  1995  to  May.  1996.  Miss 
Dziejma  also  researched  and  developed  a  three-year  systemwide  Inclusion  Model  for  the 
Norton  public  school  system  as  part  of  her  graduation  requirements. 
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Librarian  Elaine  Sumner  reports  that  the  T.O.M.  (Text  On  Microfiche)  will  now  have 
its  resource  list  on  CD-ROM  instead  of  tape.  This  resource  is  helpful  for  current  research 
projects,  and  students  will  be  able  to  print  out  citations  and  articles  with  the  new  format  and 
microfiche  reader  printer. 

The  magazine  room  has  been  cleared  of  all  materials  collected  pre- 1990.  This  was 
done  to  save  space  and  to  include  current  materials,  only  those  printed  in  the  last  five  years. 

Old  and  useless  audio  visual  equipment  will  also  be  disposed  of  to  make  room  for  the 
necessary  wiring  for  the  computer  lab  going  into  the  library's  back  room. 

The  library  installed  a  new  circulation  system  that  became  operational  in  January, 
1996.  The  students  also  have  access  to  the  Internet  through  T.I.A.C.  (The  Internet  Access 
Company)  our  current  Internet  provider.  Surf  Watch  has  been  installed  to  prevent  student 
access  to  undesirable  sites. 

Plans  are  underway  to  automate  the  card  catalog  in  the  fall.  A  LAN  (Local  Area 
Network)  will  be  established  to  provide  students  with  access  to  the  library's  collection  through 
on-line  terminals.  The  card  catalog  can  become  a  planter!

During  this  school  year  a  great  deal  of  time  and  effort  was  expended  to  successfully 
implement  the  new  Massachusetts  Curriculum  Frameworks.  During  the  summer  staff  mem- 
bers from  the  middle  school,  along  with  the  other  three  schools  and  Superintendent  Dr. 
Maurice  J.  Splaine,  Jr.,  attended  a  week  long  Education  Reform  Institute  conducted  by  the 
State  Department  of  Education  to  develop  plans  to  properly  implement  the  new  state  guide- 
lines. Upon  concluding  this  seminar  a  District  Action  Reform  Team  (D.A.R.T.)  was  estab- 
lished that  met  on  a  regular  basis  during  the  school  year.  D.A.R.T.'s  purpose  was  to  estab- 
lish a  climate  of  exploration,  experimentation,  and  reflection  in  the  Norton  Public  Schools 
related  to  the  Curriculum  Frameworks  and  their  Guiding  Principles.  To  stimulate  student 
and  teacher  learning,  the  following  principles  were  promoted:  active  and  interactive  learn- 
ing, use  of  a  variety  of  instructional  strategies  and  materials,  assessment  linked  to  learning 
and  communication,  and  cooperation  across  disciplines  and  grade  levels.  Dr.  Splaine  ad- 
dressed the  importance  of  these  issues  at  the  opening  of  schools  staff  meeting  in  September. 
During  the  year  professional  workshops  were  provided  to  the  staff  and  Wednesday  release 
time  was  utilized  by  curriculum  study  groups  comprised  of  all  school  staff  to  review  proce- 
dures to  implement  the  Curriculum  Frameworks  and  Guiding  Principles.  A  good  base  was 
established  in  the  middle  school  to  insure  effective  implementation  and  continued  progress 
during  the  upcoming  years. 

This  year  also  saw  the  introduction  of  seven  new  academic  clubs  made  available  to 
students  after  school.  They  included  the  following:  art.  community  service,  computer,  de- 
bate, newspaper,  TV  media,  and  creative  writing.  These  club  opportunities  resulted  from 
the  work  of  the  Norton  Middle  School  Site  Council.  Using  a  core  value  of  communication, 
the  council  recommended  to  the  Norton  School  Committee  that  these  clubs  be  provided  to 
students.  Many  students  took  advantage  of  these  new  clubs,  actively  participating  in  them 
during  the  year.  In  addition,  the  Norton  Middle  School  Site  Council  recommended  that 
opportunities  in  the  study  of  world  language  be  again  available  for  middle  school  students, 
reflecting  the  guidelines  being  established  by  the  state's  Curriculum  Frameworks.  As  a 
result,  world  language  studies  will  be  offered  to  grade  8  students  in  1996-97,  and  tentative 
plans  are  to  provide  instruction  in  these  areas  to  grades  6  and  7  students  beginning  in  the 
1998-99  school  year.  The  site  council's  plans  for  1996-97  include  providing  more  opportu- 
nities to  explore  conflict  resolution.  A  three  day  unit  will  be  taught  to  the  students  in  their 
health  classes  on  this  topic,  and  workshops  for  staff  and  parents  will  also  be  provided. 
Members  of  the  Norton  Middle  School  Site  Council  this  past  year  included  parents  Mrs. 
Donna  Olson.  Mrs.  Noel  McEttrick,  and  Mrs.  Ellen  Thomas;  teachers  Mrs.  Roberta  Burke 
and  Mrs.  Patricia  Olken;  citizen-at-large  Mr.  Peter  Couming,  and  principal  Mr.  Stanley 
Koss.  The  members  worked  diligently  and  are  to  be  commended  for  their  service  to  our 
students  and  school. 
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In  August,  five  of  our  teachers  attended  a  "Teaching  with  Technology  Institute"  held 
at  Bridgewater  State  College  and  sponsored  by  WGBH.  Channel  2.  They  included  Mrs. 
Roberta  Burke,  Miss  Kathleen  Carney,  Miss  Kendra  Duffy,  Mrs.  Kathryn  Forrester,  and 
Mrs.  Patricia  Kalicki.  At  this  institute  the  teachers  learned  how  technology,  such  as  CD- 
ROM  interactive  video  disk  and  online  communication,  can  enrich  teaching  and  enhance 
student  learning.  Each  teacher  created  a  teaching  unit  integrating  these  technologies  into 
the  classroom.  As  the  year  progressed,  WGBH  donated  ten  computers  to  our  school.  In 
addition,  our  Parent  Advisory  Board  provided  funds  to  purchase  additional  computers  and 
software  to  enhance  the  overall  curriculum. 


Our  school  remained  actively  involved  with  the  Southeast  Middle  School  Alliance 
which  consists  of  18  middle  schools  and  Bridgewater  State  College  collaborating  to  pro- 
vide the  best  in  educational  opportunities  in  early  adolescent  education.  This  alliance  spon- 
sored many  professional  development  opportunities  attended  by  many  Norton  Middle  School 
staff  members.  Besides  attending  these  workshops  as  "students",  our  staff  also  developed 
and  prepared  workshops  for  the  other  member  schools.  Art  teacher  Mrs.  Sally  Greer  and 
music  teacher  Mrs.  Karen  Schofield  presented  a  workshop  in  Sturbridge.  Mrs.  Roberta 
Burke  and  Miss  Kendra  Duffy  presented  a  workshop  in  which  70  teachers  participated  at 
the  New  England  League  of  Middle  Schools  Conference  in  Providence.  Working  closely 
with  professional  peers  enables  teachers  to  become  aware  of  and  use  instructional  tech- 
niques that  have  proven  to  be  effective  in  other  schools.  This  close  collaboration  is  a  main 
emphasis  of  the  middle  school  alliance.  We  are  pleased  to  be  included. 

As  part  of  the  State  Department  of  Education's  guidelines  to  work  towards  including 
special  needs  students  in  regular  classroom  settings,  a  special  Inclusion  Committee  was 
convened  at  the  middle  school  to  address  this  issue.  Staff  members  visited  other  schools  in 
which  inclusion  had  begun  and  was  successful  along  with  spending  many  hours  reviewing 
this  issue  at  our  own  school.  Staff  development  workshops  were  attended  by  the  entire  staff. 
This  concept  was  successfully  introduced  this  year  at  the  sixth  grade  level  and  will  advance 
to  the  seventh  grade  level  next  year.  Through  the  efforts  of  all  involved,  the  inclusionary 
model  is  being  successfully  implemented. 

Also,  introduced  this  year  was  a  new  computerized  report  card  under  the  leadership 
of  Mrs.  Patricia  Olken,  guidance  counselor,  ably  assisted  by  Mrs.  Theresa  Nason.  guidance 
secretary.  This  new  format  enables  us  to  be  much  more  efficient  in  keeping  track  of  all 
student  grades,  creating  honor  rolls,  and  providing  ready  information  for  record  keeping  or 
record'  transfers. 

Besides  students  being  actively  involved  in  daily  grade  level  class  instruction,  many 
school  wide  activities  crossed  all  grade  and  team  levels.  For  example,  this  year's  Culture 
Fair  involved  all  students  culminating  in  a  special  evening  program  for  parents  and  ex- 
tended families.  Student  Culture  Fair  projects  included  such  diverse  topics  as  the  Art  and 
Architecture  of  Ancient  Egypt  to  Suni  Art.  The  goals  of  the  fair  are  for  students  to  become 
better  independent  researchers  while  also  learning  more  about  other  cultures.  Once  again 
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we  conducted  a  full  school  spelling  bee  with  the  spelling  bee  champion  of  each  of  our  six 
teams  competing  for  the  school  championship  in  front  of  the  entire  student  body.  This  year's 
winner  was  Melissa  Barney.  The  Attleboro  chapter  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus  sponsored 
its  annual  essay  contest  for  seventh  and  eighth  grade  middle  school  students  from  Attleboro 
and  Norton.  Our  school  had  eight  winners  who  received  a  total  of  $950  in  United  States 
savings  bonds  as  their  prizes.  The  winners  included:  Danielle  Braga.  Steven  Crogan,  Nicholas 
Desmarais,  Sean  Gerlich,  Nathan  Gouveia,  Margaret  Innes,  Elizabeth  Lombard,  and  Colin 
Whooten.  A  site  council  sponsored  essay  and  art  contest  entered  by  many  students  culmi- 
nated in  a  special  recognition  program  in  January.  Winners  were:  Christopher  DeNicola, 
Margaret  Innes.  and  Hortensia  Mitura  who  were  awarded  peace  silver  dollars  minted  in 
192 1 .  These  were  generously  donated  by  Mr.  Peter  Couming.  Many  students  participated  in 
Mrs.  Priscilla  Lovell's  bowling  and  skating  clubs.  All  these  activities  provided  students 
opportunities  to  grow  and  excel  in  many  different  structures  and  settings.  Our  student  coun- 
cil, which  is  also  open  to  all  students,  was  active  and  busy  under  the  direction  of  Norton 
Middle  School  Assistant  Principal  Brian  Friary,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Saundra  Perez  and  Mrs. 
Pauline  Solmonese.  Russell  Childers  served  as  president.  Council  activities  included  a 
Magazine  Drive,  Pizza  Party.  Secret  Santa's  Turkey  Shoot.  Canned  Goods  for  the  Needy, 
Hat  Day,  Spirit  and  Pride  Week,  Secret  Valentines,  Student  Exchange  with  Somerset  Middle 
School,  and  guides  for  parent  visitations  and  orientation.  Donations  were  sent  to  the  Norton 
Santa  Fund.  Heart  Fund,  canned  goods  to  the  Jaycees  Via  Mr.  Edward  Beatty.  Pine  Street 
Inn,  and  C.A.R.E. 

All  students  actively  participated  in  our  D.A.R.E.  (Drug  Abuse  Resistance  Educa- 
tion) program  again  under  the  direction  of  Lieutenant  Stanley  Walasavage  of  the  Norton 
Police  Department  and  Trooper  David  Paine  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Police.  Their  regu- 
lar presence  in  our  school  sends  a  positive  image  of  police  officers  to  our  students  as  they 
teach  about  the  harmful  effects  of  the  misuse  of  drugs  and  alcohol. 

Once  again  emphasis  was  placed  on  recognizing  the  positive  efforts  and  achieve- 
ments of  our  students.  Eighty-four  students  were  honored  as  students  of  the  month  at  spe- 
cial recognition  programs  at  which  the  students"  families  were  able  to  attend.  Guest  speak- 
ers included  former  New  England  Patriot's  standout  Andre  Tippett.  Town  Manager  Walter 
Lindberg.  and  Norton  High  School  senior  scholar/athlete  Kerry  O'Connell.  In  June,  197 
students  were  honored  for  their  academic  performance  at  a  special  breakfast  and  were  ad- 
dressed by  Dr.  Splaine.  Finally,  special  awards  assemblies  at  the  end  of  the  year  recognized 
students  for  a  wide  range  of  achievements.  Special  thanks  is  given  to  the  Norton  Middle 
School  Parent  Advisory  Board.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  Green  of  Honey  Dew  Donuts,  and  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Richard  Olson  of  McDonald  s  restaurant  for  their  support  of  these  activities. 

The  parents  of  our  Middle  School  Parent  Advisory  Board  had  another  successful  year 
positively  contributing  in  many  ways  to  the  overall  quality  of  opportunities  for  students.  In 
late  September  they  sponsored  a  very  successful  magazine  drive  raising  over  $13,000.  In 
October,  they  sponsored  a  Halloween  envelope  sale  during  the  Annual  Town  Halloween 
Parade.  Chartley  Postmaster  Mr.  Peter  Couming  arranged  this  special  commemorative  en- 
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velope  raising  over  $400  for  student  activities.  A  successful  spring  raffle  also  raised  funds. 
The  bulk  of  the  funds  raised  was  used  to  purchase  computer  supplies,  assist  in  the  funding 
of  student  field  trips,  and  help  students  attend  summer  programs.  In  addition  the  board 
sponsored  a  number  of  enrichment  assemblies  for  students,  along  with  supporting  student 
recognition  programs  during  the  year.  The  efforts  and  contributions  of  these  parents  are 
much  appreciated. 

Students  are  organized  in  interdisciplinary  grade  level  teams  at  our  school.  Students 
on  each  team  participated  in  many  activities,  a  few  of  which  are  highlighted. 

TEAM  6A:  Aside  from  Mitsonubu  Tatayama's  visit  in  September,  students  were 
also  visited  by  Mr.  Kurt  Paul  from  WGBH-TV,  by  Dr.  Robert  Schock  from  Boston  Univer- 
sity who  addressed  the  students  on  the  topic  of  Ancient  Egypt,  and  Mr.  Joshua  Nelson  of  the 
Norton  Solid  Waste  Management  Committee  who  discussed  the  topics  of  recycling  and 
composting.  Dr.  Joel  Relihan  from  Wheaton  College  also  visited,  providing  a  presentation 
on  hieroglyphics  and  the  Greek  alphabet.  The  year  ended  with  a  field  trip  to  the  Worcester 
Science  Museum. 

TEAM  6B:  Many  students  from  6B  were  involved  in  The  Enchanted  Wings  dance 
and  drama  coordinated  by  Mrs.  Schofield.  This  was  a  very  educational  experience  where 
students  learned  a  great  deal  about  Asian  culture.  Because  of  student  creativity.  Team  6B 
won  the  wall  decorating  competition  during  Spirit  and  Pride  week.  Each  student  read  a 
Gary  Paulsen  book  in  reading  class  and  then  made  a  square  with  a  summary  of  their  book 
on  it.  The  squares  were  then  arranged  on  the  wall  by  Mrs.  Eileen  Sejkora's  room  to  display 
a  "Gary  Paulson  quilt."  This  was  a  very  enjoyable  reading  activity.  Mr.  Thomas  Ruest's 
science  classes  worked  in  small  groups  and  constructed  a  model  of  the  ocean  floor.  When 
completed,  each  group  gave  an  oral  presentation  on  what  they  had  learned.  The  students 
were  fascinated  by  this  experience.  In  connection  with  this,  the  students  did  a  math  activity 
where  they  calculated  the  depth  of  the  ocean  using  data  involving  echo  sounding.  This  data 
was  then  placed  on  a  graph.  Team  6B  also  ended  its  year  by  visiting  the  Science  Center  in 
Worcester. 

TEAM  7A:  Students  participated  in  all  school  activities.  In  addition,  they  were  of- 
fered French  and  Spanish  as  an  enrichment  program  by  Mrs.  Saundra  Perez  one  period  a 
week.  Mrs.  Perez  received  a  grant  which  funded  this  program.  The  students,  mcntorcd  by 
several  of  the  team  teachers,  also  took  part  in  out  of  school  competitions.  In  March.  Wendy 
Winslow.

The  staff  and  students  of  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School  returned  on  Wednesday.  September 
6,  1995  to  numerous  changes  in  the  building.  The  computer  lab  was  equipped  with  30  new 
Macintosh  computers.  Two  bathrooms  had  been  refurbished  to  make  them  handicap  acces- 
sible. New  furniture  was  installed  in  grades  1  and  5.  Finally,  the  oil  fired  boilers  and  under- 
ground oil  tank  had  been  removed  and  the  school  is  now  heated  by  gas.  These  physical 
changes  are  part  of  the  capital  improvement  program  established  for  the  system. 

The  staff  had  significant  changes  with  the  addition  of  a  new  grade  2  and  grade  3 
classroom,  which  had  been  authorized  by  the  Norton  School  Committee  to  address  the 

school's  increasing  population.  Mrs.  Virginia  Charpentier  was  assigned  to  grade  2,  and  a 

Mrs.  Amy  Berdos  was  assigned  to  grade  3.  Mr.  Dennis  Richards  was  transferred  from  the  K 

middle  school  to  a  Title  I  reading  position.  Instructional  assistants  transferred  from  the  J.  C.  o 

Solmonese  School  were  Mrs.  Patricia  Everson  and  Mrs.  Elsie  Souza.  The  hiring  of  Mrs.  ai 
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Noel  McEttrick  and  Mrs.  Margaret  Signoriello  as  instructional  assistants  completed  the 
staffing  changes  for  the  school.  The  L.  G.  Nourse  School  had  18  regular  classroom  teach- 
ers, 4  special  subject  teachers,  and  5  special  needs  teachers  for  its  465  students. 

The  staff  is  to  be  commended  for  the  large  number  of  graduate  and  in-service  courses 
taken  after  school  and  during  the  summer.  These  courses  are  a  direct  result  of  changes  in 
educational  theory  and  instructional  techniques  over  the  past  several  years.  Mrs.  Janet 
Andreasen,  Mrs.  Patricia  Day,  and  Mrs.  Ann  Precourt  completed  and  received  their  mas- 
ters* degree. 

The  school's  two  parent  boards,  the  P.T.A.  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Freddie 
Desrosier  and  Mrs.  Lynne  LaRochellc.  and  the  School  Site  Council  chaired  by  Mrs.  Lori 
Salotto,  worked  to  the  benefit  of  all  the  children.  The  P.T.A.  provided  hours  of  volunteer 
service  to  the  classes,  supervised  field  trips,  assisted  at  field  day  and  provided  financial 
support  for  many  activities.  The  P.T.A.  conducted  the  traditional  fall  fund-raiser,  held  a 
Winter  Carnival,  Breakfast  with  Santa,  Santa  Holiday  Shoppe  and  the  Ice  Cream  Social,  all 
involving  parents  and  teachers  working  together.  The  P.T.A.,  in  cooperation  with  the  Norton 
Arts  Lottery  Commission,  sponsored  seven  assemblies  for  the  children,  supported  scholar- 
ships at  the  high  school,  underwrote  money  for  field  trips,  and  provided  donations  to  teach- 
ers for  classroom  supplies.  The  P.T.A.  s  generosity  of  money  and,  more  importantly,  time 
are  resources  the  children  and  staff  at  L.  G.  Nourse  sincerely  appreciate.  We  express  our 
thanks  to  all  who  have  assisted  the  school. 

The  L.  G.  Nourse  School  Site  Council  has  provided  the  opportunity  for  numerous 
dialogues  between  staff  and  parents  on  numerous  educational  issues.  The  council's  theme 
of  community  and  communication  were  utilized  throughout  the  year.  The  Site  Council  and 
P.T.A.  worked  together  on  a  Math  Day  for  the  entire  school.  The  council  worked  closely 
with  staff  on  developing  in-service  programs  for  the  school  and  community.  The  council 
sponsored  a  coaches  clinic  in  April  where  the  four  Norton  Youth  League  coaches  discussed 
the  issues  of  coaching  today  s  children.  The  year  ended  with  Mrs.  Jackie  Etter  and  Mrs. 
Marge  Scotti  leaving  the  council  after  three  years.  We  thank  them  for  their  energies  the  past 
three  years. 

The  grade  1  unit  led  by  Mrs.  Joyce  Cody  had  a  busy  year  with  many  community 
activities,  some  of  which  included  lunch  with  parents,  Pilgrim-Indian  Breakfast,  field  trip 
to  Boston  to  relive  the  Make  Way  for  Ducklings  journey,  parents  sharing  their  occupations/ 
talents  with  the  children,  development  of  units  on  the  home,  animals,  and  Christmas  cus- 
toms around  the  world. 

The  grade  2  and  3  unit,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Gloria  Gregg,  saw  grade  2  spend 
a  great  deal  of  time  studying  the  ocean,  culminating  in  a  field  trip  to  the  New  England 
Aquarium.  Units  were  developed  on  fairy  tales  to  compare  and  contrast  stories  and  numer- 
ous hands-on  activities  in  math  and  science.  The  third  grade  continued  its  study  of  Norton 
and  Old  Sturbridge  Village  with  a  trip  to  the  historical  village,  a  letter  writing  campaign  to

teacher,  many  children  in  this  unit  learned  how  to  play  the  recorder,  a  musical  instrument. 
Grade  5  had  the  17  week  D.A.R.E.  program  in  the  fall  and  as  a  culminating  activity,  the 
children  attended  the  circus  in  Providence. 

School-wide,  D.A.R.E.  officers  Lt.  Walasavage  and  Trooper  Paine  conducted  classes 
in  grades  I,  3  and  5,  but  were  available  for  all  students.  The  Norton  Fire  Department  con- 
ducted fire  assemblies  for  all  grades,  then  returned  in  the  spring  for  a  special  program  on 
homes  for  grade  h  The  AMTRAK  police  spoke  to  all  the  children  regarding  safety  around 
railroad  crossings.  Mr.  Robert  Rukstalis,  our  physical  education  teacher,  conducted  a  bas- 
ketball shoot-a-thon  for  Easter  Seals.  The  grade  4  and  5  children  participated  in  the  Annual 
Multiple  Sclerosis  Read-A-Thon,  (while  many  children  learned  the  concept  of  volunteering 
and  donating  to  others).  In  conjunction  with  the  Norton  Public  Library,  the  school  partici- 
pated in  the  "T.V.  Turn  Off"  week.  All  children  had  the  opportunity  to  attend  Great  Woods 
for  a  live  musical  presentation.  Finally,  Annual  Memorial  Day  activities  certainly  brought 
to  mind  the  sense  of  a  community  passing  on  the  customs  and  traditions  from  one  genera- 
tion to  the  next.

The  J.  C.  Solmonese  School  staff,  in  conjunction  with  the  Solmonese  Parent  Organi- 
zation, worked  to  provide  various  special  programs  and  enrichment  activities  for  the  entire 
student  body  during  the  course  of  the  year.  The  student  enrollment  this  year,  including 
preschool  to  grade  5,  reached  a  total  of  1 ,004  students;  the  highest  since  the  school  was  built 
in  1978.  Numerous  parent  volunteers  and  homeroom  mothers  assisted  all  year.  Their  help 
was  greatly  appreciated. 

This  year  we  serviced  66  students  in  Project  Early,  our  preschool  program.  Unfortu- 
nately, due  to  a  crowding  situation,  Project  Early  will  be  moving  to  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School 
and  Grade  5  will  be  located  at  the  Norton  Middle  School  starting  the  1996-97  academic 
year.  Mrs.  Kirsten  Sedell  was  hired  this  year  to  teach  kindergarten.  This  extra  position  was 
added  since  our  kindergarten  enrollment  increased.  Mrs.  Wendy  Quinlan  was  hired  as  our 
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new  computer  teacher,  and  Miss  Cindy  Clark  replaced  Mrs.  Rosemary  Murphy  in  Project 
Early. 

The  following  events  took  place  during  the  1995-96  school  year:  In  September.  Kin- 
dergarten Screening  was  held  for  all  incoming  students.  Kindergarten  Orientation  for  stu- 
dents and  parents  was  also  held.  Our  Annual  Open  House  was  held  on  September  27th  for 
Grades  3-5.  Each  teacher  met  their  homeroom  students*  parents  to  explain  the  curriculum 
and  their  expectations.  On  September  28th.  grades  1  and  2  students  brought  their  parents  to 
school  and  introduced  his/her  teacher  to  them.  Everyone  enjoyed  this  relaxed  format.  Kin- 
dergarten Curriculum  presentation  was  held  during  the  early  part  of  October.  Fire  Preven- 
tion assemblies  were  held  on  October  13th.  School  pictures  were  taken  in  the  middle  of 
October.  Parent-Teacher  Conferences  were  held  in  November  and  April.  A  high  percentage 
of  parents  attended  both  conferences.  Kindergarten  Fire  Prevention  Program  was  given  on 
November  1st.  Both  the  Starfish  and  Seahorse  Units  went  to  Plimoth  Plantation  in  Novem- 
ber. On  November  1 1th,  over  100  parents  volunteered  their  services  to  build  a  new  kinder- 
garten playground  and  refurbish  the  existing  equipment  which  was  funded  by  the  Solmonese 
Parent  Organization.  The  Grade  5  D.A.R.E.  program  started  November  13th.  Grade  3  'Tm 
In  Charge"  program  took  place  during  the  month  of  December.  A  special  holiday  program 
given  by  Scott  Cannon  was  held  in  December.  Kindergarten  students  switched  sessions 
towards  the  end  of  January.  February  was  a  busy  month  with  a  special  program.  "What  Is 
Science?"  for  grades  3-5,  New  England  Music  Ensemble,  New  England  Electric  Program 
for  grade  4,  J.C.S./L.G.N.  Skating  Party  and  "Together  We  Can".  Joseph  C.  Solmonese 
Day,  in  recognition  of  Mr.  Solmonese  for  whom  the  school  was  named,  was  held  in  March. 
A  special  assembly,  coordinated  by  Mrs.  Monteiro  was  held  during  the  early  part  of  the  day 
for  all  grade  1  students  and  anyone  new  to  the  school  system.  Kindergarten  had  a  special 
dental  presentation  while  grade  1  started  their  weekly  Fire  Safety  Program.  Mr.  Ron  Lippette, 
a  former  Patriot  player  came  to  speak  to  the  4th  and  5th  graders  through  the  D.A.R.E. 
program.  The  S.P.O.  held  a  very  successful  Spring  Pancake  Breakfast  in  March.  Our  An- 
nual Science  Fair  was  held  on  March  27th  with  200  participants.  Grades  4  and  5  students 
attended  the  Jason  project  at  Bridgewater  State  College  in  April.  May  was  also  a  very  busy 
month  with  class  trips.  Grade  5  went  to  the  Providence  Civic  Center  for  the  Circus,  grade  3 
went  to  Sturbridge  Village,  A.M.  and  P.M.  Kindergarten  went  to  Boston  Children's  Mu- 
seum, grade  4  went  to  Boston's  Science  Museum,  and  Project  Early  to  Roger  Williams 
Park.  Other  happenings  in  May  were:  Middle  School  Band  Presentation.  Grade  I  Fire  Pro- 
gram and  special  ceremony.  Grade  5  D.A.R.E.  ceremony,  J.C.S.  Fair,  Uncommon  Theatre 
Presentation  of  Peter  Pan.  Memorial  Day  Program,  incoming  Kindergarten  parent  s  orien- 
tation, and  the  Art  and  Music  Festival.  Motorola  Company  graciously  donated  its  time, 
energy  and  materials  and  painted  a  large  map  of  the  U.S.  on  the  playground  blacktop.  Field 
days  for  all  students  were  held  during  the  month  of  June.  Since  the  fourth  graders  will  be 
attending  the  Norton  Middle  School  next  year,  we  had  a  special  assembly  for  them  on  June 
20th  and  had  our  Annual  Grade  5  Awards  Assembly  on  June  21st.  During  the  months  of 
March  and  May,  the  Taunton  Daily  Gazette  provided  enough  newspapers  and  materials  for 
grades  1-5.  A  great  deal  of  learning  took  place  with  these  newspapers. 
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It  is  with  great  sadness  that  we  note  the  loss  of  a  very  precious  student,  Benjamin  Joseph. 
He  and  his  family  demonstrated  courage  and  strength  to  all  of  us  at  the  Solmonese  School 
and  he  will  be  greatly  missed.  Our  deepest  sympathy  is  extended  to  his  family. 
The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  the  events  from  each  unit: 

KINDERGARTEN  -  MINNOWS  UNIT: 

The  kindergarten  unit  was  larger  this  year  than  in  the  past.  Under  the  supervision  of 
six  teachers  and  two  instructional  assistants,  almost  300  children  enjoyed  a  very  busy  and 
successful  year.  Fully  one-third  of  the  kindergarten  parents  volunteered  their  time  by  help- 
ing out  in  the  classroom,  or  by  acting  as  homeroom  parents  from  their  homes.  Their  assis- 
tance was  recognized  by  a  Thank  You  Breakfast  in  June.  All  children  did  many  activities 
this  year  to  enhance  reading  readiness  and  math  skills.  Our  curriculum  also  included  a 
variety  of  social  studies  and  science  units,  such  as  self-concept,  safety,  seasons,  Pilgrims 
and  Indians,  holidays,  dinosaurs,  birds,  magnets,  nutrition,  planting,  five  senses,  transporta- 
tion, animals,  and  community  helpers.  Various  speakers  came  to  our  school  to  talk  to  the 
children  about  their  jobs,  including  a  pediatric  dental  hygienist.  and  Mrs.  Elaine  Jackson  of 
the  Norton  Public  Library's  Children's  Room.  Literature  based  integrated  lessons  included 
a  presentation  of  'The  Gingerbread  Man".  A  copy  of  this  teacher-made  unit  was  given  to 
every  kindergarten  teacher  along  with  several  manipulative  games  to  use  and  keep  in  each 
classroom.  Two  teachers  attended  the  Lesley  College  Kindergarten  Conference  in  Novem- 
ber and  returned  with  samples  of  new  ideas  and  lessons  to  try.  All  teachers  in  the  unirtook 
part  in  several  seminars,  workshops,  and  graduate  courses  in  efforts  to  stay  current  in  their 
fields  and  to  meet  the  requirements  of  Massachusetts'  educational  reform.  The  Solmonese 
Parent  Organization  built  a  beautiful  new  playground  especially  geared  toward  primary 
children.  The  kindergarten  children  eagerly  look  forward  to  using  the  outdoor  equipment 
each  day.  The  playground  was  assembled  in  record  time,  proving  that  many  hands  make 
light  work!  End-of-year  activities  included  an  interesting  visit  to  first  grade,  and  a  full  day 
field  trip  to  the  Boston  Children's  Museum,  made  possible  by  a  grant  from  several  founda- 
tions. Ice  cream  sundae  parties  were  held  in  each  classroom,  as  well  as  an  exciting  field  day. 

GRADES  1  &  2-  SEAHORSE  UNIT: 

This  year  we 
participated  in  and  enjoyed  sharing  the  following:  Fall:  Open  House  with  the  parents  and 
students,  Halloween  Costume  Parade.  Plimoth  Plantation  Field  Trip  and  Thanksgiving  Feast. 
Winter:  Christmas  Around  the  World  Unit,  collected  canned  goods  for  New  Hope  Shelter, 
100  Day  activities,  shared  thematic  units  by  grade  level  and  the  grade  1  D.A.R.E.  program. 
Spring:  Easter  Egg  Hunt,  Hat  Parade,  Re-Using  Day,  Grade  1  Fire  Program,  Memorial  Day 
Program,  Field  Day,  Teddy  Bear  Picnic,  Ice  Cream  &  Bubble  Party. 
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GRADES  1  &  2-  STARFISH  UNIT: 

The  following  activities  took  place  which  centered  around  these  specific  themes.  "All 
About  Me",  Five  Senses,  Dinosaurs,  Fall.  Apples,  Spiders,  Bats  and  Mammals.  Plimoth 
Plantation,  Indians,  Pilgrims.  Thanksgiving.  "Crazy  over  Cranberries,"  Birds.  Christmas 
Around  the  World.  Winter,  Eskimos.  Penguins.  Dragons.  Maps.  Reptiles.  Chinese  New 
Year.  100  Day  Celebration,  Presidents,  Amphibians,  Fire  Prevention  program  for  grade  1. 
Rainbows.  Prisms,  Spring.  Weather.  Fish.  TV  Turn  off  Week,  Bears,  Butterflies,  Insects, 
Memorial  Day  Assembly.  Peter  Pan.  Field  Days,  Farm,  and  Beach. 

GRADE  3-SEAL  UNIT: 

The  following  are  brief  highlights  of  activities  of  the  Seal  Unit:  On  September  22nd, 
a  summer  reading  celebration  was  held  in  the  library  to  recognize  those  students  who  read 
12  plus  books  during  the  summer.  Certificates  were  awarded  and  bookmarks  given  to  all 
participants.  On  September  27th,  we  held  our  Annual  Open  House  for  the  purpose  of  meet- 
ing parents,  and  explaining  the  third  grade  curriculum  and  goals  to  them.  At  the  end  of  each 
month  of  the  year,  an  activity  period  called  "Seal  of  Approval"  was  held.  The  purpose  was 
to  reward  good  behavior  for  the  previous  month  and  consisted  of  such  activities  as  outdoor 
games,  videos,  indoor  board  games,  art  activities,  or  a  bingo  game.  On  November  22nd.  we 
held  a  Unit  Feast.  Each  class  prepared  some  food,  such  as  popcorn  and  pumpkin  bread 
which  was  shared  with  everyone  in  the  unit.  On  December  15th.  Norton  Firefighter/EMT

Chargin's  room,  spoke  to  the  students  about  her  country  of  Finland.  The  Heinola  family  is 
living  here  for  two  years  while  Mr.  Heinola  works  at  a  Finnish  Company  in  Canton.  Her 
talk  was  very  interesting  as  she  compared  living  in  Norton  to  life  in  Finland.  On  consecu- 
tive Fridays,  from  March  15th  to  April  26th,  Officer  Walasavage  and  Officer  Paine  spoke  to 
the  children  about  drug  awareness  (D.A.R.E.  program).  During  the  month  of  April,  students 
participated  in  several  activities  that  helped  them  learn  about  life  in  the  mid  1800*s  in  New 
England.  This  prepared  them  for  the  field  trip  to  Sturbridge  Village.  The  students  made  shoe 
box  dioramas  depicting  life  in  the  mid  ISOO's.  They  saw  a  video  called  "Old  Sturbridge 
Village".  Miss  Ruth  Gould,  from  the  Norton  Historical  Society  gave  a  slide  presentation  on 
the  History  of  Norton.  We  held  our  Annual  Nutrition  Picnic  outside.  Students  brought  in 
various  foods  from  the  four  basic  food  groups.  Sandwiches,  along  with  fruit  and  vegetable 
salads  were  made  and  enjoyed  by  all.

Fourth  grade  field  trip 
to  Boston  Science  Museum.  Buy  an  acre  of  rain  forest  and  create  rain  forest  for  Art  Show.

The  Massachusetts  Education  Reform  Act  challenges  educators  to  improve  student 
performance  so  that  all  students  in  the  Commonwealth  are  prepared  to  be  active  and  pro- 
ductive citizens  in  the  21st  century.  The  implementation  of  Education  Reform  has  educa- 
tors re-examining  numerous  aspects  of  school  programs,  structures,  curriculum,  perfor- 
mance standards,  finance,  professional  preparation  and  administrative  requirements.  Changes 
in  standards  for  students,  teachers,  organizational  policy  and  structures  have  all  been  made 
as  a  result  of  the  Education  Reform  Act.  These  changes  have  had  an  impact  on  all  school 
districts  and  school  programs,  including  vocational/technical  education. 

This  past  June  the  Southeastern  Regional  School  District  completed  its  twenty-ninth 
year  of  operation.  Southeastern  offers  twenty-four  secondary  and  seven  post-secondary  tech- 
nical training  programs.  On  October  1 ,  1995  there  were  1262  students  enrolled  in  the  school 
district. 

Norton's  share  of  the  $1 1,655,758  fiscal  97  school  budget  is  $148,189.  This  is  5.15% 
of  the  assessment  and  represents  sixty-five  students. 

Federal  grants  such  as  Carl  Perkins,  Title  1, 94-142,  ompetitive  Displaced  Homemak- 
ers,  and  Regional  Employment  Board  grants  were  used  to  offset  equipment  and  personnel 
costs. 

The  school  district  was  fortunate  to  receive  donations  of  equipment,  computers,  and 
supplies  from  district  businesses.  The  automotive  department  received  new  Saturn,  Chrysler 
and  Ford  automobiles.  These  donations  will  allow  our  students  to  remain  current  working 
on  new  vehicles  and  state-of-the-art  technology. 

Our  students  continue  to  excel  in  the  Vocational  Industrial  Clubs  of  America  and 
Cosmetology  students  were  sent  to  the  national  VICA  competition.  Students  also  partici- 
pate in  peer  counseling,  peer  mediation,  American  Diversity  Dynamics  Club,  peace  week 
activities,  and  Commercial  Foods  students  visited  the  Culinary  Institute  of  America  in  Hyde 
Park,  New  York. 

Corrine  Williams,  a  Commercial  Art  student  from  Brockton,  ranking  first  in  her  class, 
was  chosen  our  Most  Outstanding  Vocational  Student  and  received  an  award  and  scholar- 
ship that  were  presented  to  her  at  Mechanics  Hall  in  Worcester 
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The  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  Fifth-Year  Focus  Accredita- 
tion Visit  occurred  this  past  October.  The  evaluation  committee  will  present  their  findings 
to  the  New  England  Commission  in  May  of  1997.  The  Medical  Laboratory  program  re- 
ceived a  three  and  one  half  year  accreditation  based  upon  progress  reports  submitted  in 
compliance  with  nationally  stated  requirements.  Our  Licensed  Practical  Nurse  program 
was  also  re-accredited  by  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Accreditation 

Southeastern  had  an  extensive  on-site  facility  assessment  by  the  Department  of  Envi- 
ronmental Protection  who  enforces  laws,  regulations,  orders,  licenses,  permits  and  approv- 
als in  regards  to  hazardous  waste  materials  and  air  pollution  control.  The  final  report  of  the 
Executive  Office  of  Environmental  Affairs  found  no  non-compliance  issues  for  the  school 
district. 

A  Teacher  Technology  Center  was  established  to  provide  area  teachers  with  high 
quality,  low  cost  instruction  in  classroom  applications  of  computers. 

The  demand  for  high  school  and  technical  institute  graduates  continues  to  be  very 
strong  and  our  annual  placement  rale  exceeds  95%. 

Southeastern  is  appreciative  for  the  cooperation  and  support  received  from  the  resi- 
dents of  Norton.

They  come  to  see  and  participate  in  special  programs  offered  free  of  charge  at  the  Library. 
They  come  to  use  the  internet.  They  come  to  enroll  their  children  in  story  hours,  they  come 
to  learn  about  new  technologies,  to  use  newer  and  more  sophisticated  software  products 
designed  to  help  all  of  those  seeking  information  of  any  kind.  They  come  to  attend  meet- 
ings in  comfortable  surroundings.  They  come  to  sit  and  relax  in  a  safe  and  comfortable 
environment  where  they  can  speak  to  friends  while  browsing  through  magazines  and  catch 
up  on  what  is  happening  in  town. 

The  Board  of  Directors,  and  the  staff  of  the  Norton  Public  Library  continue  to  strive 
to  deliver  the  finest  possible  service  to  a  community  that  has  shown  almost  total  support  for 
the  Library.  The  extended  hours  that  were  instituted  last  year  have  allowed  us  to  offer 
additional  services  and  programs,  not  simply  longer  hours.  The  staff  of  dedicated  individu- 
als who  give  their  utmost  to  serve  the  residents  of  Norton  deserve  acknowledgement,  they 
include  Bette  Richmond,  Elaine  Jackson,  Janet  Pane,  Kay  Ashley,  Denise  McDermott, 
Deborah  Dinsel,  Annette  Phillips,  Karen  Kelleher,  Amanda  Kenefick,  Kerryn  Frazier  and 
Michael  Feneck. 

In  addition  we  must  commend  the  continued  support  that  the  Library  receives  from 
the  "Friends  of  the  Library."  This  group  is  always  there  for  this  Library  and  this  commu- 
nity. Their  generous  gifts  allow  us  to  offer  far  more  to  our  patrons  than  would  otherwise  be 
possible.

REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

July  1,  1995  to  June  30,  1996 

The  seven  appointed  members  of  the  Norton  Conservation  Commission  voluntarily 
administer  the  Massachusetts  Wetlands  Protection  Act,  which  states  that  any  work  in  or 
within  100  feet  of  a  wetland  (water  body,  swamp,  etc.)  must  first  be  reviewed  and  approved 
by  them.  If  you  are  planning  any  projects,  please  contact  our  Director  for  assistance.  Dur- 
ing the  past  fiscal  year,  the  members  reviewed  106  requests  for  new  permits,  several  hun- 
dred requests  for  other  regulatory  documents,  and  worked  with  applicants  to  resolve  dozens 
of  enforcement  actions.  The  Conservation  Director  routinely  inspected  over  one  hundred 
projects  for  compliance  with  permit  conditions,  and  responded  to  several  hundred  requests 
for  services  or  information. 

The  third  and  final  workshop,  funded  in  part  by  a  DEM  Lakes  and  Ponds  Grant, 
which  related  specifically  to  the  Norton  Reservoir  Renovation  project  (as  outlined  in  the 
Norton  Reservoir  Diagnostic/Feasibility  Study,  1/1994,  by  B.E.C.,  Inc.)  was  held  on  Sep- 
tember 23,  1995.  To  recap,  the  study  recommends  in-lake  dredging  and  watershed  manage- 
ment to  reduce  the  conditions  which  cause  algae  blooms. 

Baystate  Environmental  Consultants,  Inc.  (B.E.C.,  Inc.)  was,  after  careful  review, 
chosen  in  June  1996.  over  two  other  experienced  firms,  to  provide  professional  blueprint 
plans  and  to  prepare  an  Environmental  Impact  Report  (required  by  the  MEPA/ENF  permit 
process)  for  the  proposed  Norton  Reservoir  Dredging  Project. 

Volunteers  from  the  Lake  Winnecunnet  Residents  Association  harvested  and  removed 
aquatic  vegetation  from  the  edge  of  the  lake  using  the  Town's  Aquatic  Weed  Harvester. 

The  Conservation  staff  voluntarily  participate  in  a  Federal  Emergency  Management 
Agency  (FEMA)  program,  which  results  in  a  5%  reduction  of  residents  flood  insurance 
premiums.  The  Conservation  Department  conducted  a  floodplain  awareness  workshop  as 
part  of  this  program.  Flood  plain  determinations  can  be  obtained  by  contacting  the  Conser- 
vation office. 

Commission  members  operate  the  Chartley  Pond  and  Norton  Reservoir  dams  through- 
out the  year  for  flood  control,  and  conduct,  with  the  help  of  additional  volunteers,  the  re- 
pairs and  routine  maintenance  needed  at  those  areas.  In  addition  to  three  large  water  bodies, 
the  Commission  maintains  over  420  acres  of  public  conservation  land  within  the  town. 
Groups  of  youngsters  and  adults  often  conduct  trash  clean-ups  on  town  owned  properties. 
Wheaton  College  students  participated  in  Service  Day  by  cleaning  the  Red  Mill  open  space 
area.  Volunteers  are  always  needed  to  work  on  special  projects. 
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The  members  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  inform  the  public  that  Carlos  T.B. 
Fragata,  was  hired  in  July  of  1995  as  Conservation  Director. 

Also,  new  Commissioner  Patrick  D.  Corcoran  and  former  Commissioner  Robert 
Medeiros  were  appointed  to  replace  the  vacancies  left  by  Mark  Gaboury  and  Brian  Langevin. 

The  members  encourage  public  participation  in  their  regulatory  process.  Regular 
meetings  are  held  at  the  Town  Hall,  at  7:30  P.M.,  on  the  2nd  and  4th  Monday  nights  of  each 
month  (or  the  Tuesday  following  a  Monday  Town  Meeting  or  Holiday). 

Our  thanks  go  out  to  all  the  Town  boards,  commissions  and  department  personnel  that 
provided  assistance  to  this  Commission  on  a  day  to  day  basis  throughout  this  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BRISTOL  COUNTY  MOSQUITO 
CONTROL  PROJECT 


On  June  30,  1996  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  completed  thirty- 
seven  years  of  service  to  the  cities  and  towns  of  Bristol  County. 

The  mosquito  control  project  works  year-round  in  its  efforts  to  reduce  the  mosquito 
breeding  sites  and  adult  mosquito  populations.  The  Project  uses  several  different  measures 
of  control  in  its  never  ending  fight  against  mosquitos. 

Winter  Pre-Hatch  —  To  treat  breeding  areas  that  are  accessible  only  on  the  ice 
during  the  winter  months. 

Spring  and  Summer  Larviciding  —  To  reduce  the  emergence  of  adult  mosquitos  in 
areas  where  mosquito  larvae  is  present. 

Catch  Basin  Treatment  —  To  stop  mosquito  emergence  from  rain-filled  catch  ba- 
sins and  storm  drains. 

Light  Trapping  Program  —  To  monitor  mosquito  populations  as  to  their  type  and 
number  -  a  program  necessary  in  encephalitis  surveillance.  Light  trapping  of  mosquitos  is 
also  useful  to  determine  what  areas  have  high  mosquito  populations  and  should  be  sprayed. 

Water  Management  —  A  year  round  endeavor  to  clean  and  construct  mosquito  drain- 
age ditches  in  lowland  swamps  to  reduce  their  favorability  as  breeding  sites  for  mosquito 
larvae. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  to  use  pesticides  that 
are  environmentally  safe  so  that  the  safety  of  the  people  and  environment  are  not  jeopar- 
dized. We  use  as  many  of  the  biological  insecticides  as  are  practical  with  the  environmental 
conditions  present  in  the  New  England  area.  We  are  presently  using  three  different  formu- 
lations of  B.T.I,  in  our  larviciding  program. 

All  of  our  spray  equipment  is  calibrated  periodically  in  order  to  insure  that  dosage 
rates  remain  at  safe  levels  but  are  adequate  to  reduce  mosquito  populations.  The  operators 
of  our  spray  equipment  are  state  certified  pesticide  applicators  that  are  required  to  attend 
classes  on  pesticide  safety  on  a  yearly  basis. 

The  1996  mosquito  season  got  underway  with  the  hatching  of  mosquito  larvae  in 
early  March.  Water  levels  were  higher  this  spring  than  it  had  been  in  the  past  several  years. 

Our  adulticiding  program  began  in  late  May.  The  project  received  many  calls  for 
spray  due  to  the  large  number  of  mosquitos,  with  many  residents  complaining  the  mosqui- 
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tos  were  so  unbearable  that  any  outdoor  activities  were  impossible. 


The  weather  pattern  during  the  latter  part  of  the  season  did  not  help  the  mosquito 
situation  as  tropical  storms  along  with  heavy  rain  caused  coastal  flooding  and  thus  pro- 
duced some  of  the  largest  saltmarsh  mosquito  populations  ever.  Our  foggers  were  kept 
busy  all  season  in  order  to  reduce  the  mosquitos  to  tolerable  levels. 

Although  the  mosquito  population  was  higher  than  in  the  past  several  years  there 
were  no  EEE  isolates  found  in  the  state  of  Massachusetts.  Rhode  Island,  Connecticut  and 
New  York  all  had  a  number  of  EEE  isolates  with  Rhode  Island  having  the  most.  With 
Rhode  Island  bordering  several  towns  in  Bristol  County,  the  Massachusetts  Public  Health 
Dept.  and  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  kept  a  close  watch  in  those  areas.  Addi- 
tional surveillance  and  testing  for  EEE  virus  was  done  to  insure  the  safety  of  residents  in 
Bristol  County. 

The  Project  answered  all  requests  for  spraying  along  with  our  regular  spraying  of 
known  infested  areas  for  a  total  of  4. 109  sprayed  acres. 

During  the  spring  and  summer  months  14  acres  of  breeding  wetlands  were  larvicided. 

During  the  fall  and  winter  months  a  total  of  1,000  feet  of  drainage  ditch  was  re- 
claimed. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  town  officials  and  the  people  of  Norton  for  their  continued 
support  and  cooperation  and  look  forward  to  serving  them  in  the  coming  year.  Should 
anyone  have  a  question  as  to  what  might  be  done  to  relieve  a  mosquito  problem  in  their 
area,  whether  it  is  water  management  work,  treatment  of  a  breeding  site,  or  just  hav  ing  an 
area  checked,  please  feel  free  to  call  our  office.

Mrs.  Martin  was  a  member  and  Officer  of  the  Providence  Watercolor  Club.  Her  work  was  exhibited  at  the 
Attleboro  Museum,  Morton  Hospital,  the  Fuller  Museum,  and  at  the  Brockton,  Taunton  and  Foxborough  Art 
Associations.  Her  work  won  many  prizes  at  area  art  shows.

Ralph  Rubin 

Born  October  11,  1914  on  family  homestead  (Seth  Hodges  Farm)  at  7  Hodges  Street,  now  known  as  1 14  East 
iHodges  Street,  Norton. 

The  third  of  four  sons  of  Joseph  and  Ida  Rubin,  he  attended  Pratt  Grammar  School  in  Taunton.  A  graduate  of 
Norton  High  School  in  1931  and  graduated  from  Boston  University  in  1937  with  a  degree  in  Physical  Education 
and  History. 

His  first  job  was  as  a  professional  organizer  for  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America  and  has  remained  a  lifelong  scouting 
executive  and  active  member  of  Anawon  Council  B.S.A. 

In  1941,  he  married  Evelyn  Woolf  of  Dorchester.  Their  daughter  Judith  was  born  in  1943;  daughter  Linda  was 
born  in  1947. 

In  1943,  he  was  drafted  by  the  US  Army  and  served  overseas  in  infantry  in  France,  Belgium,  and  England.  He 
landed  on  Normandy  Beach  on  D-Day  and  was  also  awarded  the  Purple  Heart.  Ralph's  military  experiences  as 
described  in  letters  to  his  brother,  Arthur  were  published  by  his  family  in  a  book  entitled  "Why  Civilian  Life  is 
to  be  Preferred  to  a  Military  Career". 

Officer  and  insurance  executive  for  Bristol  County  Farm  Bureau,  and  co-owner  and  manager  of  two  family 
poultry  businesses:  Birch  Brook  Farms  and  Rubin  Farms  1948-1961. 
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In  1963,  he  earned  his  masters  degree  from  Bridgewater  State  College.  From  1962-1978,  he  was  a  teacher  at 
Norton  Middle  and  High  Schools  and  taught  history,  social  studies,  driver  education,  and  coached  varsity  track. 
He  is  the  former  president  of  the  Norton  Historical  Society  and  a  member  of  the  Harold  Healy  Post  222 
American  Legion.    Until  1996,  he  remained  an  active  substitute  teacher  in  Norton  and  is  probably  most 
remembered  by  students  for  his  annual  Memorial  Day  address  to  the  schools. 


A  proud  grandfather  of  three  and  still  continues  sharing  his  love  of  history  and  patriotism  by  specking  to  groups 
of  all  ages. 


Joseph  £.  Fernandes 


Joseph  Fernandes  was  born  in  a  poor  rural  village  of  Arco  de  Calheta  on  the  island  of  Madeira,  500  miles  off 
the  southwest  coast  of  Portugal.  Joe,  the  only  son,  was  the  third  born  in  his  family,  two  sisters  being  bom 
before  him. 

Joe's  father  had  a  dream  of  a  better  life  for  his  family  and  in  1924  when  Joe  was  13  months  old,  his  father 
finally  convinced  his  mother,  Rosa  Fernandes,  who  is  now  84  years  old,  to  pack  up  the  children  and  their 
belongings  and  make  the  long  voyage  to  the  United  States.  The  voyage  took  1 3  days  and  they  were  delayed  for 
an  additional  three  weeks  on  Ellis  Island  because  his  sister,  Bemvinda,  had  contracted  chicken  pox.  When  the 
family  was  released,  they  journeyed  to  Norton,  Massachusetts,  a  small  town  of  about  3,000  people  where  they 
were  to  settle  on  a  farm  owned  by  their  uncle  affectionately  known  as  "John  the  Farmer". 

In  addition  to  his  job  in  the  local  woolen  mill  and  on  the  railroad,  Joe's  father  would  periodically  buy  cattle  and 
butcher  the  meat  for  sale  to  his  friends.  By  1936,  the  family  had  saved  enough  money  to  build  a  house  with  a 
small  grocery  store  and  butcher  shop  on  the  first  floor.  Joe  became  involved  in  this  small  business  at  a  very 
early  age.  The  business  interested  him  and  the  possibilities  for  the  future  fascinated  him.  As  did  his  father,  Joe 
had  dreams  of  bigger  and  better  things. 

Thus,  he  entered  Boston  University's  College  of  Business  Administration.  His  studies  were  interrupted  for 
nearly  three  years  with  the  outbreak  of  World  War  II  when  he  served  with  distinction  on  the  US  Army  Hospital 
Ship  "Arcadia".  He  then  resumed  his  studies  at  Boston  University  graduating  in  1947.  That  same  year,  he 
became  an  American  citizen,  a  great  event  in  his  life. 


Under  Joe's  direction  and  guidance,  the  first  Fernandes  Super  Market  was  opened  in  1947  across  the  street  from 
the  family  home  and  original  grocery  store.  Since  that  time,  31  additional  supermarkets  have  been  opened  in 
Southeastern  Massachusetts.  Annual  sales  for  the  chain  are  now  over  120  million  dollars  and  the  company 
employs  over  2600  people. 

Joe,  as  Chairman  of  the  Board,  directed  the  activities  of  his  growing  retail  food  business.  In  less  than  thirty 
years,  he  has  built  a  successful  supermarket  chain  from  a  small  family  grocery  store.  Fernandes  Super  Markets 
were  once  the  largest  privately  held  supermarket  chain  in  New  England. 

Joe  married  Annabelle  Watson  in  1954  and  they  are  the  parents  of  three  children  -  Joseph,  Marcia,  and  Donna. 

Mr.  Fernandes  has  found  the  time  to  involve  himself  in  many  charities,  the  boards  of  local  colleges,  and  in 
numerous  civic  groups,  including  the  Norton  Historical  Commission.  He  has  been  thankful  for  the 
opportunities  which  this  country  afforded  his  family  and  is  always  ready  and  willing  to  help  others  achieve  their 
goals  especially  people  with  the  same  ethnic  origin  who  seek  opportunities  in  the  United  States.

Section  1.  Definitions. 

A)  For  the  purpose  of  this  By-law  the  following  terms,  phrases,  words  and  their 

derivations  shall  have  the  meanings  given  herein.  When  not  inconsistent  with  the  context,  words  used  in  the 
present  tense  include  the  future;  words  used  in  the  plural  number  include  the  singular  number;  and  words  in  the 
singular  number  include  the  plural  number.  The  word  "shall"  is  always  mandatory  and  not  merely  directory. 

1)  The  term  "Private  Alarm  System"  means  an  assembly  of  equipment  and  devices  or  a  single  device 
such  as  solid  state  unit  which  plugs  directly  into  a  1 10  volt  AC  line,  arranged  to  signal  the  presence  of  a  hazard 
requiring  urgent  attention  or  an  incident  which  Police  customarily  or  reasonable  are  expected  to  respond.  Fire 
Alarm  Systems  and  alarm  systems  which  monitor  temperature,  smoke,  humidity  or  any  other  condition  not 
directly  related  to  the  detection  of  an  unauthorized  intrusion  into  a  premises  or  an  attempted  robbery  at  a 
premises  are  specifically  excluded  from  the  provisions  of  this  by-law.  The  provisions  of 

Section  3  of  this  by-law  shall  not  be  applicable  to  municipal,  county  and  state  agencies. 

2)  False  Alarm  means: 

i.  )  The  activation  of  an  alarm  system  through  mechanical  failure,  malfunction,  improper  installation  or 
negligence  of  the  user  of  an  alarm  system  or  of  his  employees  or  agents. 

ii.  )  Any  signal  or  oral  communication  transmitted  to  the  Police  Department  requesting  or  requiring,  or 
resulting  in  a  response  on  the  part  of  the  Police  Department  when  in  fact  there  has  been  no  unauthorized 
intrusion,  robbery,  or  burglary,  or  attempt  thereat.  For  purposes  of  this  definition  activation  of  alarm  systems  by 
acts  of  God,  including  but  not  limited  to  power  outages,  hurricanes  tornadoes,  earthquakes  and  similar  weather 
or  atmospheric  disturbances  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  a  false  alarm. 

Section  2.  Control  and  Curtailment  of  Signals  Emitted  by  Alarm  Systems 

a)  Every  alarm  system  user  shall  submit  to  the  Chief  of  Police  the  names  and  telephone  numbers  of  at 
least  two  persons  who  are  authorized  to  respond  to  an  emergency  transmitted  by  the  alarm  system,  and  who  can 
open  the  premises  wherein  the  alarm  system  is  installed. 

b)  All  audible  alarm  systems  installed  after  the  effective  date  of  this  By-law  which  use  an  audible  horn 
or  bell  shall  be  equipped  with  a  device  that  will  shut  off  such  horn  or  bell  within  ten  (10)  minutes  of  the 
activation  of  the  alarm  system. 

c)  Any  alarm  system  emitting  a  continuous  and  uninterrupted  signal  for  more  than  fifteen  (15)  minutes 
which  cannot  be  shut  off  or  otherwise  curtailed  due  to  the  absence  or  unavailability  of  the  alarm  user  or  those 
persons  designated  under  paragraph  (a)  of  this  section  and  which  disturbs  the  peace  comfort,  or  repose  of  a 
community,  a  neighborhood,  or  a  number  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  area  where  the  alarm  system  is  located  shall 
constitute  a  public  nuisance. 

Upon  receiving  complaint  of  such  a  continuous  and  uninterrupted  signal,  the  Chief  of  Police  shall  endeavor  to 
contact  the  alarm  user,  or  members  of  the  alarm  user's  family,  or  those  persons  designated  by  the  alarm  user 
under  paragraph  (A),  in  an  effort  to  abate  the  nuisance.  If  such  efforts  do  not  result  in  the  silencing  of  the  alarm 
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within  thirty  (30)  minutes  of  its  activation,  the  Police  Chief  may,  at  the  expense  of  the  owner,  order  its 
deactivation  using  whatever  means  may  be  appropriate  to  the  occasion.  The  Police  Chief  shall  cause  to  be 
recorded  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  complainants,  and  the  time  of  each  complaint. 

Section  3.  Penalties. 

Upon  receipt  of  five  or  more  false  alarms  within  a  calendar  year 
1  )  The  Police  Chief  may  order  the  user 

a)  to  discontinue  use  of  the  alarm 

b)  to  disconnect  any  direct  connections  to  the  Police  Department 

c)  to  ensure  that  further  connections  to  the  communications  console  in  the  Police  Department  will  be 
contingent  upon  the  user  equipping  any  alarm  system  with  a  device  that  will  shut  off  any  audible  horn  or  bell 
within  ten  (10)  minutes  after  activation  of  the  alarm  system. 

2)  The  user  shall  be  assessed  $25.00  as  a  false  alarm  service  fee  for  each  false  alarm  in  excess  of  five  occurring 
within  a  calendar  year.  All  fees  assessed  hereunder  shall  be  paid  to  the  Town  Treasurer  for  deposit  to  the 
General  Fund.

WHEREAS  the  project  will  result  in  the  reopening  of  a  40,000  square  foot  building  and 
include  a  total  investment  of  approximately  $56,000  dollars  during  the  time  span  of  the 
Tax  Increment  Financing  Agreement  and 
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WHEREAS  South  Shore  Mill  Works  is  seeking  a  Tax  Increment  Financing  Exemption 
from  the  Town  in  accordance  with  M.G.L.  c.  40  s.  59  and  M.G.L.  c.  59  s.  5,  and 

WHEREAS  the  Town  strongly  supports  increased  economic  development  as  a  means  to 
expand  the  commercial  and  industrial  tax  base,  provide  additional  employment 
opportunities  for  residents  of  Norton,  and  develop  a  healthy  balanced  economy  and  a 
stronger  tax  base  and 

WHEREAS  the  proposed  project  is  located  within  the  Greater  Taunton  Economic  Target 
Area  more  specifically  identified  as  Assessors  Map  26,  Parcel  251  in  the  Town  of 
Norton  and 

WHEREAS  the  project  furthers  the  economic  development  goals  established  for  the 
Economic  Target  Area  and  meets  the  criteria  for  designation  as  an  EOA,  and 
NOW  THEREFORE  IT  IS  HEREBY  AGREED  THAT 

The  Town  as  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  Thursday,  April  1 7,  1 997  hereby 
enters  into  a  Tax  Increment  Financing  Agreement  for  the  property  located  on  7  Maple 
Street  described  as  Assessors  Map  26  Lot  251. 

1.  The  term  of  the  Tax  Increment  Financing  Agreement  is  ten  (10)  years  and  the 
commencement  date  for  the  property  exemption  is  fiscal  year  1999. 

2.  The  Tax  Increment  Financing  Exemption  formula  for  the  project  property  will  apply  to 
the  incremental  difference  in  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  property  between  the  base 
valuation  in  the  base  years  fiscal  year  1999  and  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  property  for 
the  next  eleven  (11)  years. 

3.  The  base  valuation  is  the  assessed  value  of  the  property  in  the  fiscal  year  immediately 
prior  to  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  property  becomes  eligible  for  tax  increment 
exemption.  The  base  valuation  is  presently  $325,000  dollars  for  fiscal  year  1997. 

The  base  valuation  will  be  adjusted  annually  by  an  adjustment  factor  which  reflects 
increased  commercial  and  industrial  properties  within  the  community,  as  defined  in  75 1 
CMR  1 1.00.  The  increased  value  or  "increment",  created  by  a  project  and  its  construction 
is  that  amount  eligible  for  exemption  from  taxation. 

Specifically,  the  Tax  Increment  Financing  Agreement  calls  for  an  exemption  from 
taxation  of: 

Years  1  through  5    July  1 ,  1 998  ™  June  30,  2003  65%  of  the  increment; 

Years  6  through  1 0  July  1 ,  2003  —  June  30,  2008  1 0%  of  the  increment; 

4.  The  Town  is  granting  the  Tax  Increment  Financing  Exemption  in  consideration  of 
South  Shore  Mill  Works  commitment  to: 
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a)  create  4  new  permanent  full  time  jobs  of  which  approximately  4  will  be  residents  of  the 
Town  of  Norton,  who  will  be  recruited  by  exclusive  advertising  in  the  Norton  Mirror,  the 
Sun  Chronicle  and  Norton  Local  Government  Cable  Channel  at  least  two  weeks  before 
any  other  media  are  used;  if  evidence  of  due  diligence  shows  that  Norton  residents  can 
not  be  found  then  the  remaining  positions  may  be  filled  by  residents  of  the  Greater 
Taunton  Area  and, 

b)  invest  approximately  $56,000  in  real  estate  and  personal  property  improvements  into 
the  subject  property. 

c)  cooperate  with  the  Norton  School  Department  by  providing  educational  support  on  a 
regular,  mutually  convenient  schedule  (i.e.,  arranging  on-site  field  trips). 

5.  South  Shore  Mill  Works  agrees  to  submit  annual  reports  on  job  creation,  retention  and 
new  investment  to  the  Town  of  Norton  by  June  30,  of  each  fiscal  year.  Reports  shall  be 
submitted  for  the  year  starting  July  1,  1998  and  for  every 

year  thereafter  for  the  duration  of  the  Tax  Increment  Financing  Exemption  The  annual 
report  shall  include 

a)  the  number  of  new  permanent  full  time  jobs  created  and  the  number  of  people  hired 
from  within  the  Town  of  Norton  for  the  annual  reporting  period  and  on  a  cumulative 
basis  and 

b)  the  value  of  capital  improvements  invested  in  the  project  by  South  Shore  Mill  Works 
for  the  annual  reporting  period  on  a  cumulative  basis,  and 

6.  If  South  Shore  Mill  Works  fails  to  meet  job  creation  and  investment  commitments 
described  in  paragraphs  4  (a)  and  4  (b)  herein,  the  town,  acting  through  its  Board  of 
Selectmen  may  at  its  sole  discretion,  take  action  to  request  decertification  of  the  projects 
by  the  Economic  Assistance  Coordinating  Council.  Upon  decertification  the  Town  shall 
discontinue  the  Tax  Increment  Financing  Exemption  benefits  described  in  Paragraph  3 
herein,  commencing  with  the  fiscal  year  after  which  South  Shore  Mill  Works  did  not 
meet  its  commitments. 

7.  If  South  Shore  Mill  Works  ceases  to  be  an  operating  entity  during  the  term  of  this 
agreement,  the  Town  shall  request  decertification  of  this  project. 

8.  South  Shore  Mill  Works  is  not  precluded  from  applying  in  the  future  for  a  new  Tax 
Increment  Financing  Agreement  if  further  expansion  is  planned.

97.  The  Committee  is  charged  with  advising  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  a  New  Police  Station. 

first  item  of  business  was  to  complete  the  negotiations  with  The  Preservation  Partnership  of  New  Bedford,  MA 
designer  services.  The  Committee  met  numerous  times  over  the  next  several  months  with  the  architect  and  his 
>ineers  to  finalize  the  plans  and  specifications  incorporating  into  the  plans  such  items  as  a  state  of  the  art 
jking  and  holding  area,  firing  range,  a  communications  area  and  in  general  providing  the  Norton  Police 
ipartment  with  an  up-to-date,  safe  and  efficient  working  environment  with  sufficient  room  for  growth  and 
bansion  over  the  next  20  years. 

total  of  182  bidding  documents  were  issued  and  sub-bids  were  received  June  30,  1997,  with  general  bids 
leduled  for  July  11,  1997.  The  sub-bids  came  in,  totaling  an  amount  which  fair  exceeded  the  architect's 
imate.  As  a  result,  the  Committee  recommended  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that  the  bidding  process  be 
minated. 

i present,  the  project  is  being  redesigned  -  at  no  cost  to  the  town  as  provided  for  in  the  contract  negotiated  with 
:  architect  -  to  reduce  construction  costs  by  revising  certain  specified  construction  materials  while  not 
niinating  any  of  the  essential  elements  contained  in  the  original  design.

riergency  communications  have  been  available  in  some  form  since  the  advent  of  emergency  services, 
jlecommunicators  have  long  been  the  vital  link  between  the  public  and  emergency  responders.  In  the  early  80's, 
evision  shows  such  as  Rescue  9-1-1  and  Emergency  launched  the  public's  expectations  for  paramedic  services 
d  pre-hospital  care.  Today,  "Rescue  9-1-1  has  molded  the  public's  perception  of  the  telecommunicator  as 
pther  profession  in  their  link  to  public  safety  services. 

cent  events,  media  scrutiny  and  public  concern  have  alerted  local  public  safety  officials  that  there  is  a  lack  of 
indardized  training  in  the  public  safety  telecommunications  arena.  Because  training  has  been  historically 
consistent  throughout  the  state  of  Massachusetts,  the  need  for  a  training  standard  is  becoming  prominent. 

e  are  in  the  process  of  implementing  Standard  Operating  Guidelines  and  are  setting  higher  training  standards  in 
r  Communications  Center.  All  employees  of  the  Communications  Center  have  to  be  CPR  certified,  E-911 
■tified  and  have  a  40-hour  basic  telecommunicator  certification.  We  are  1  of  15  dispatch  centers  in  the  state  that 
s  the  National  Warning  System  (NAWAS),  which  enables  the  Communications  Center  to  talk  direct  with  state 
d  federal  agencies  in  reference  to  emergencies,  severe  weather  watches  and  warnings  and  Hazardous  materials 
tifications  and  coordinations.  We  dispatch  for  the  Bristol  County  Task  Force;  which  enables  us  to  (with  the 
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push  of  a  button)  activate  26  towns  on  our  fire  frequency.  Both  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  have  been 
computerized  and  all  dispatchers  are  trained  on  the  Fire/Police  Server  System. 

As  the  population  increased  in  the  past  couple  of  years  from  15,000  to  over  18,000  the  number  of  personnel  has 
remained  the  same  in  the  Communications  Center.  One  way  to  help  assist  the  dispatcher  was  by  going  to  a  voice 
mail  system.  It  takes  the  general  public  call  time  away  from  the  dispatcher  and  allows  him/her  the  time  to  spend 
on  the  more  serious  calls.  In  order  to  operate  at  the  professional  level  and  to  be  trained  in  Emergency  Medical 
Dispatching  we  are  going  to  have  to  look  at  our  manpower  level. 

Operating  24  hours  a  day,  the  Communications  Center  handled  over  200,000  Business  calls,  approximately  3,500 
Rescue/Fire  calls  and  over  2,500  police  emergency  calls  during  the  past  year. 

The  Communications  Center  has  had  Enhanced  9-1-1  since  Nov  1995.  Prior  to  the  town  had  basic  91 1  since  the 
mid  70's.  Many  people  still  are  not  sure  when  to  dial  911.  You  should  dial  91 1  to  save  a  life  or  to  report  a  fire. 
For  all  other  calls  please  dial  the  numbers  listed  below:

The  Communications  Commission  in  previous  years  was  responsible  for  the  Communications  Center.  Voters  at 
the  Spring  Town  Meeting  voted  to  abolish  the  Communications  Commission  and  put  it  under  the  Town  Manager, 
with  the  Fire  Chief  and  Police  Chief  as  policy  advisors. 

At  this  time  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Communication  Commission  for  their  help  over  the  past  years  to  make  the 
Communications  Center  what  it  is  today.  I  would  especially  like  to  thank  Charles  Thomae,  Howard  Baker  and 
Carl  Jacobs  for  their  many  years  of  assistance  and  guidance. 

I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  Norton  for  their  continued  support,  the  town  hall  employees 
for  their  help  over  the  past  year,  and  most  especially  the  employees  of  the  Communications  Center  for  their 
loyalty,  dedication  and  professionalism.  And,  last  but  not  least,  the  Fire  and  Police. 


FIRE/RESCUE  DEPARTMENT

The  1997  Fiscal  year,  which  covers  July  1996  through  June  1997  is  as  follows: 

The  annual  town  meeting  generously  voted  to  hire  four  additional  firefighter/EMT's.  This  will  allow  the  fire 
department  to  open  Station  I  in  Chartley.  Reopening  this  Station  alleviates  a  serious  void  in  our  fire  and  rescue 
defenses.  This  will  assure  greater  service  for  not  only  the  Chartley/Barrowsville  area,  but  the  entire  Town  of 
Norton,  relative  to  Fire  and  EMS  service. 

The  Winnecunnet  station  will  be  addressed  in  the  future.  I  am  considering  reopening  this  station,  and  placing  a 
piece  of  equipment  there.  Because  of  the  number  of  call  and  career  personnel,  who  are  available  for  calls  in  this 
area,  it  would  be  a  wise  move.  It  would  alleviate  a  problem  in  our  firc/rcscue  defenses  in  the  Winnecunnet  area. 
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The  continued  growth  in  both  residential  and  commercial  properties  is  rapidly  appearing  in  all  areas  of  out  of  town. 
The  demands  placed  on  not  only  fire  and  rescue  services,  but  all  departments,  is  becoming  very  evident  in  all 
ispects  of  the  towns  services. 
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rhe  Norton  Fire/Rescue  Department  has  had  another  busy  year,  not  only  in  responding  to  emergency  calls  but 
iilfilling  the  constant  changes  which  challenge  the  department. 

hazardous  materials  to  confined  rescue  service  has  been  challenged,  and  through  the  aggressiveness  of  our 
irefighter/EMT's  we  have  met  the  challenges  and  continue  to  fulfill  our  responsibilities  so  the  residents  of  our 
fown  will  be  well  served  in  their  time  of  need,  whatever  they  may  face.

NOTE:  $237,765.00  of  the  collected  arnbulance  receipts  were  applied  to  the  fire  department  budget. 

The  fire  calls  and  rescue  calls,  as  well  as  inspections,  remain  pretty  much  constant.  The  increase  in  fire  lo 
reflects  several  structure  fires  which  were  costly.  This  value  loss  is  the  figure  paid  by  the  insurance  companies  fi 
claims. 

The  increase  in  permit  fees  is  based  on  the  comprehensive  plans  for  commercial  properties  which  require  approv 
of  the  fire  protection  systems,  as  well  as  an  increase  in  home  inspections  which  the  bank  requires.  The  ambulant 
fees  continue  to  increase  as  our  advanced  medical  treatment  increases.  Fines  reflect  the  culprits  who  like  to  pit 
false  alarms,  we  have  been  very  successful  in  this  area. 
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APPARATUS  STATUS 

The  condition  of  the  present  fleet  of  apparatus  is  at  a  standard  which  is  acceptable  to  today's  needs  of  the  North 
Fire  Department.  The  capitol  improvements  committee  has  been  very  active  in  implementing  these  present 
conditions  as  well  as  attendance  at  town  meetings.  With  this  type  of  vigilance  prevailing  our  infrastructure  should 
be  in  top  notch  condition.

JVOTE:  When  these  trucks  become  unusable  and  not  feasible  to  refurbish  they  should  be  replaced  with  a  4  wheel  drive 
vehicle,  thus  eliminating  both  vehicles  -  1998.

CAPITOL  IMPROVEMENTS 

I  have  three  recommendations  for  this  year: 

1.  The  replacement  of  the  1983  pick-up  truck  with  a  new  4  wheel  drive  pickup.  Our  present  vehicle  could  be 
recycled  to  other  departments. 

2.  Replace  Rescue  II  under  the  lease  program.  This  has  been  the  most  feasible  route  to  take  in  the  purchasing  of 
our  rescue  vehicles. 

3.  Replace  the  Chiefs  car,  it  can  then  be  used  by  as  the  Deputy's  car.  It  will  be  replacing  a  vehicle  with  close  to 
300,000  miles  on  it. 

TRAINING  DIVISION 

LIEUTENANT  RICHARD  J.  GOMES 

The  new  Firefighter  I/II  training  program  was  started  this  year.  It  is  a  program  established  by  the  Massachusetts 
Fire  Academy  based  on  up-to-date  procedures  for  firefighter,  meeting  national  standards,  and  taught  in  the  fire 
station  by  department  instructors.  It  is  a  lengthy  course  that  will  take  in  excess  of  a  year  to  complete. 

Our  training  resources  expanded  this  year  by  taking  advantage  of  a  program  provided  by  the  Massachusetts 
Firefighting  Academy  called  "Impact"  training.  The  courses  offered  are  very  relevant  to  modern  fire  and  rescue 
practices,  and  valuable  in  augmenting  our  in-house  training  program.  This  opportunity  provided  a  substantial 
increase  in  outside  agency  training,  as  well  as  the  fact  that  three  new  firefighters  attended  the  lengthy  recruit 
training  program  at  the  state  training  facility. 

Training  of  the  paid-on-call  firefighters  remained  fairly  steady  at  492  hours.  This  is  a  decrease  from  last  year,  duet 
mainly  to  two  firefighters  being  hired  full  time.

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Again  this  year  we  were  able  to  attend  a  live-burn  training.  This  was  sponsored  by  the  Seekonk  Fire  Department, 
and  held  in  their  town.  We  are  grateful  to  them,  and  appreciate  this  chance  to  attain  such  important  hands-on 
experience.  Due  to  stringent  restrictions  placed  on  fire  agencies  in  the  commonwealth,  it  is  difficult  to  burn 
buildings  for  training.  After  the  inability  to  have  live  burn  training  for  about  six  years,  we  have  now  held  or 
attended  live  burns  for  three  consecutive  years.  This  can  only  be  done  through  the  cooperation  of  the  area  mutual 
aid  departments,  who  are  willing  to  share  valuable  training  resources. 

We  have  mutually  beneficial  training  relations  with  the  fire  departments  of  Attleboro,  Easton,  Seekonk  and 
Taunton.  I  thank  them  for  their  continued  support. 

Thanks  to  all  fellow  firefighters  and  officers,  town  departments,  and  citizens  for  assistance  this  year. 

EMS  DIVISION 

MICHAEL  E.  WILSON,  DIRECTOR 

The  Norton  Fire  Rescue  Department  still  remains  on  the  forefront  of  EMS  in  this  area.  This  year,  we  saw  an  1 1% 
increase  in  EMS  related  calls.  This  is  just  above  the  average  rise  of  10%,  which  we  have  seen  in  the  past  3  years. 
We  are  slightly  above  the  national  average  for  Advanced  Life  Support  calls  with  an  average  of  40%  of  our  calls 
requiring  this  advanced  care. 

We  operate  two  Advanced  Life  Support  Rescues,  staffing  them  with  12  EMT's,  six  EMT/Intermediates,  and  five 
EMT/Paramedics.  We  supplement  this  with  seven  EMT's  from  our  Call  Department.  We  also  operate  a  Suburban 
as  a  rapid  response  unit  to  help  other  surrounding  towns  when  a  need  for  Advanced  Life  Support  arises.  On-going 
EMS  training  is  mandatory  from  the  Commonwealth  and  each  level  of  EMT  requires  a  certain  amount  of  training. 
On  average,  every  EMT  trains  a  minimum  of  80  hours  per  year.  This  transfers  to  approximately  2400  man  hours 
per  year  in  EMS  training. 

We  currently  have  one  EMT  completing  Paramedic  training  and  one  EMT  completing  Intermediate  training.  Both 
should  be  certified  by  January  of  1998.  In  addition  to  this,  we  have  one  EMT  starting  Paramedic  training  and  one 
EMT  starting  Intermediate  training  and  should  be  certified  by  January  of  1999.  These  four  EMT's  will  complete 
over  3200  hours  of  training  respectively  when  they  have  all  successfully  completed  these  programs. 


With  emergency  medical  calls  on  the  rise  nationwide,  EMS  has  become  one  of  the  most  important  functions  of 
Fire  Departments  within  the  United  States.  The  Norton  Fire  Rescue  Department  is  no  exception  to  this.  With  the  ^ 
future  opening  of  the  Chartley  Station  this  will  enable  us  to  do  what  the  citizens  of  Norton  want,  a  quicken 
response  to  which  begins  with  you,  the  bystander,  knowing  CPR  and  First  Aid,  and  being  able  to  administer  thiss 
care  prior  to  the  departments  arrival.  In  closing  I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the  Norton  Fire  Rescue 
Department  for  their  loyalty  and  dedication  to  the  citizens  of  this  town,  and  to  also  thank  the  citizens  for  their  past 
and  continued  support  to  the  EMS  Division  of  the  Norton  Fire  Department.

The  fire  alarm  system  within  the  Town  of  Norton  continues  to  expand.  When  a  builder  decides  to  put  in  a  sub- 
ivision  in  town,  one  of  the  first  things  he  finds  out  is  that  he  has  to  install  fire  alarm  boxes  at  the  entrance,  and 
within,  the  proposed  sub-division.  The  cost  of  any  equipment,  and  related  installation,  are  born  by  the  developer. 
In  this  way  we  have  been  able  to  expand  in  the  areas  of  town  affected  by  growth.   The  fire  alarm  division  is 
Responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  over  35  miles  of  fire  alarm  cable  and  upwards  of  five  hundred  plus  fire  alarm 
With tli  ^oxes,  both  street  boxes  and  master/digitize  boxes  on  buildings.  We  are  constantly  changing  over  "double  poles" 
qui*  set  by  Nynex  in  their  effort  to  provide  fiber  optic  phone  service  in  town.  Mass  Electric's  upgrading  of  older,  small 
poles  also  keeps  the  fire  alarm  division  busy  doing  changeovers. 


The  fire  alarm  division,  in  addition  to  the  maintenance  of  the  town's  municipal  cable  network,  is  also  responsible 
for  the  overseeing  and  inspection  of  commercial  fire  alarm  installations  in  Norton.  As  new  buildings  are  built,  as 
older  buildings  are  modernized,  time  is  spent  meeting  with  the  architects,  engineers,  electricians  and  contractors. 
The  fire  alarm  systems  that  they  lay  out  are  getting  increasingly  more  sophisticated  and  complex,  requiring 
additional  man-hours  for  working  out  all  the  details.  Many  of  these  fire  alarm  systems  are  interfaced  with  HVAC 
systems  and  fire  suppression  systems.  Upon  completion,  these  systems  have  to  be  completely  inspected.  The 
personnel  in  the  fire  alarm  division  are  continuing  to  attend  seminars  and  training  conferences  to  stay  abreast  with 
modern  technology. 

Two  such  systems  that  the  division  has  been  working  on,  since  this  past  spring,  are  the  proposed  middle  school  on 
West  Main  Street  and  Plantation  Products  on  South  Washington  Street.  Both  of  these  buildings  will  be  using  state 
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of  the  art  technology  in  the  design  of  their  fire  alarm  systems,  including  "addressable"  panels  and  "smart"  devices. 
This  will  vastly  improve  both  the  performance  of  the  system  with  regard  to  detection  and  notification,  as  well  as  in 
the  maintenance  and  trouble  shooting  of  the  systems.  These  detectors  actually  communicate  with  the  fire  alarm 
panel,  even  telling  the  panel  when  they  are  in  need  of  a  "cleaning".  This  should  equate  to  less  "needless"  alarms 
being  generated.  The  new  Norton  medical  Center  on  Taunton  Avenue  is  another  example  of  a  modern  small 
system  with  a  computerized  "addressable"  fire  alarm  panel. 

As  has  been  the  case  for  the  past  several  years,  the  management  at  Wheaton  College  has  continued  with  their 
efforts  towards  upgrading  all  the  fire  detection  systems  on  campus.  This  past  year  they  upgraded  the  remaining 
"older  houses"  on  Howard  Street  that  are  used  as  dormitories.  They  also  installed  a  new  fire  alarm  system  in  the 
"Doll's  House"  next  to  the  Balfour-Hood  Center.  Wheaton  College  continues  to  be  a  strong  supporter  of  not  only 
fire  safety  on  campus,  but  of  the  fire  department  as  a  whole,  and  we  applaud  them  for  their  efforts  and  support. 

As  we  were  working  in  one  of  the  newer  sub-divisions  in  town,  a  gentleman  approached  the  fire  alarm  truck  and 
asked  if  the  "red  boxes"  really  did  work.  This  box  had  been  in  front  of  his  house  for  the  past  couple  of  years.  He 
figured  the  developer  had  set  them  in  place,  but  did  not  bother  "wiring"  them.  We  would  like  to  assure  each  and 
every  resident  in  town  that  the  boxes  are  "tied  into"  the  fire  station  by  the  alarm  division.  These  fire  alarm  boxes 
are  not  solely  for  the  purpose  of  reporting  a  fire,  but  can  be  utilized  to  summons  help  in  any  real  "emergency". 
This  is  especially  important  to  remember  if  your  telephone  should  become  inoperable  (i.e..;  severe  storms, 
accidents,  etc.)  If  you  see  an  emergency,  don't  "assume"  that  help  is  on  the  way,  utilize  the  "BOXES"!!  Another 
big  concern  of  the  fire  alarm  division  is  when  electrical  power  lines  are  down.  This  could  happen  because  of 
hurricanes,  snow  and  ice  storms,  car  accidents,  etc.  Please  STAY  CLEAR  OF  ANY  DOWNED  WIRES.  They 
may  look  innocent  enough,  but  could,  and  should,  be  considered  LIVE  and  ENERGIZED  and  not  touched  in  any 
instance. 


BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


The  Board  of  Health  consists  of  three  members,  who  are  appointed  for  three-year  terms.  The  Board  of  Health, 
although  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  is  an  autonomous  Board,  which  acts  under  the  authority  of  Chapter 
III,  §  31  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws.  Current  members  arc  Chairman,  Paul  Farringlon,  Vice-Chairman 
Dr.  Timothy  Donovan,  and  Clerk,  Frederick  Watson.  Employed  for  the  Board  is  one  full-lime  Health  Agent 
Robert  Curry,  one  part-time  Assistant  Health  Agent,  Alex  Thompson,  one  part-time  Public  Health  Nurse,  Colleen 
Berg,  RN,  BSN,  and  one  full-time  secretary,  Melissa  Randall. 

The  Health  Agent  oversees  the  day-to-day  operations  of  all  matters  related  to  Public  Health  and  is  directly 
responsible  to  the  Board  of  Health.  The  Assistant  Health  Agent  mainly  manages  licensing  inspections  and 
complaints.  The  Public  Health  Nurse  offers  and  manages  public  clinics,  coordinates  with  regional  hospitals  and' 
medical  clinics  on  public  health  issues,  and  investigates  communicable  diseases.  The  secretary  is  responsible  in 
overseeing  office  procedures,  assisting  the  public,  and  maintaining  the  appointments,  correspondence,  and! 
schedules  for  each  of  the  members  of  the  Board,  Health  Agents,  and  Public  Health  Nurse. 

The  Board  of  Health  issues  in  excess  of  750  permits  and  licenses  for  regulating  food  service  establishments,  septic 
system  installations,  septic  system  installers,  engineers,  rubbish  disposal  companies,  septage  hauling  companies, 
mobile  home  parks,  piggeries,  stables,  massage  establishments,  public  and  semi-private  swimming  pools,  pet 
stores,  the  sale  of  tobacco  products,  temporary  trailers,  recreation  camps,  potable  and  non-potable  wells,  and 
tanning  salons.  The  Board  of  Health  has  received  $82,021.00  in  fees  for  services  performed  in  1997. 
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The  Assistant  Health  Agent  inspects  all  food  service  establishments  at  least  twice  per  year,  which  include 
supermarkets,  restaurants/cafeterias,  nursing  homes,  and  mobile  food  servers.  This  year,  he  has  inspected  more 
than  100  food  service  establishments.  Investigations  of  complaints  and  enforcement  of  orders  are  also  handled  by 
the  Assistant  Health  Agent. 

This  year,  there  has  been  in  excess  of  105  new  Disposal  Works  Construction  Permits  issued  by  the  Board,  and 
more  than  100  repairs  to  existing  disposal  systems  have  been  performed.  Each  system  requires  a  valid  percolation 
test,  plans,  and  application  for  review  and  approval,  and  a  minimum  of  three  inspections  by  the  Health  Agent 
during  installation  before  final  approval.  There  has  been  approximately  300  percolation  tests  conducted  this  year. 
In  addition,  the  Board  has  revised  and  passed  new  regulations  pertaining  to  Title  V  (310  CMR  15.000).  All  wells 
are  recorded  and  tested  for  safety  and  capacity  before  they  are  approved  for  use  in  private  dwellings. 

Housing  inspections  to  qualify  for  the  housing  subsidy  program  are  being  made  by  the  Health  Agent  as  required  by 
the  State  Welfare  Department. 

The  Public  Health  Nurse  has  had  an  active  year  administering  in  excess  of  1000  influenza  vaccinations,  and  over 
500  other  immunizations  such  as  polio,  tetanus,  and  measles/mumps/rubella.  She  has  coordinated  and  conducted 
public,  institutional,  and  individual/private  clinics  such  as  blood  pressure  clinics,  cholesterol  testing  clinics, 
diabetic  screening  clinics,  lead  testing  clinics,  and  tuberculosis  testing  clinics.  In  addition,  she  provides  the  State- 
sponsored  Hepatitis  B  immunization  program  at  the  Norton  Middle  School  for  sixth  graders,  which  is  a  three-part 
vaccination  per  participant.  Furthermore,  she  manages  newborn  baby  visits,  performs  maternal/child  health 
follow-ups,  provides  DARE  presentations,  and  investigates  all  reported  communicable  diseases,  as  required  by  the 
Commonwealth,  for  which  Norton  has  demonstrated  an  increase  in  Pertussis  cases  this  year.  She  is  also  required 
to  attend  ongoing  Center  for  Disease  Control  conferences  for  immunization  updates,  policy  changes,  and 
information  on  newly  discovered  bacteria-resistant  communicable  diseases. 

The  Board  has  hired  a  full-time  secretary,  Melissa  Randall,  to  manage  the  office  and  streamline  operational 
procedures.  The  office  has  since  updated  all  applications  and  procedures  for  licensing,  devoted  a  considerable 
amount  of  time  to  computerize  all  pertinent  day-to-day  information  to  make  records  easily  available,  and  is  in  the 
process  of  reviewing  and  arranging  all  existing  Disposal  Works  Construction  Permits  on  file.  A  majority  of  the 
office  has  been  upgraded  technologically  and  aesthetically  to  maximize  efficiency  and  uniformity.  In  addition,  the 
office  has  increased  business  hours  to  include  Thursday  nights  to  further  meet  the  needs  of  the  residents. 

The  Board  has  implemented  a  Title  V  Betterment  Loan  Program  for  the  residents  to  upgrade  failed  disposal 
systems.  Town  meeting  generously  voted  to  approve  up  to  $1  million  in  Title  V  system  upgrades.  Currently,  the 
program  has  approximately  35  participants,  and  appears  to  have  a  favorable  future.  The  Board  of  Health  has  also 
conducted  a  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day  in  October.  Due  to  the  inclement  weather  conditions 
and  lack  of  participation,  the  Board  intends  to  offer  another  Collection  Day  in  the  spring  of  1998. 

NMS  TOBACCO  CONTROL  PROGRAM 

HISTORY 

Serving  the  towns  of  Norton,  Mansfield,  and  Sharon,  the  Tobacco  Control  Program  is  funded  by  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public  Health  from  a  $.25  tax  on  each  pack  of  cigarettes  sold  in  Massachusetts.  The  program  staff 
consist  of  one  full-time  Program  Coordinator,  Karen  Doucette,  and  one  part-time  Health  Educator,  Gretchen 
Elliott.  The  staff  works  with  Boards  of  Health  and  their  agents  in  each  of  the  towns  to  increase  public  awareness 
about  the  numerous  issues  concerning  the  sale  and  use  of  tobacco  products.  The  Program  Coordinator  has  been 
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given  the  authority  by  the  Board  of  Health  to  ensure  each  business  establishment  in  the  Town  is  in  compliance 
with  the  regulations  pertaining  to  the  sale  and  distribution  of  tobacco  products. 

ACTIVITIES 


Merchant  awareness  and  education  forums  were  conducted  in  each  of  the  towns  to  make  individual  retailers 
conscious  of  state  and  municipal  regulations  regarding  the  saie  and  use  of  tobacco  products.  Using  adult  and  youth 
volunteers,  compliance  checks  where  conducted  to  determine  if  merchants  were  selling  tobacco  products  to  youths 
under  18  years  of  age.  Spot  checks  were  repeated  with  violators,  warnings  issued,  and,  where  applicable,  fines 
imposed. 

In  September,  new  Federal  and  State  conforming  regulations  pertaining  to  the  sale  and  distribution  of  tobacco 
products  were  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Health.  These  regulations  include,  but  are  not  limited  to,  the  positive 
identification  of  individuals  under  27  years  of  age  purchasing  tobacco  products,  the  prohibition  of  vending 
machines  in  establishments  which  allow  minors,  and  restriction  of  self  service  tobacco  displays. 

Smoking  cessation  programs  were  also  held  within  the  three  towns.  The  various  programs  were  well-attended  and 
resulted  positively.  Residents  of  each  of  the  towns  are  encouraged  to  utilize  the  wide  variety  of  information  and 
resources  about  tobacco  available  through  the  program. 
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INSPECTION  DEPARTMENT 


Over  the  past  several  years,  the  Town  of  Norton  has  experienced  rapid  growth  in  both  residential  and  commercial 
construction.  This  year  was  no  exception  and,  although  the  number  of  permits  issued  was  consistent  with  the 
previous  year,  the  value  of  construction  projects  more  than  doubled.  This  increase  in  the  value  of  projects  is  ai 
strong  indicator  that  homes  and  businesses  are  getting  larger  in  size. 

It  is  the  Inspection  Department's  responsibility  to  oversee  this  construction  through  the  enforcement  of  building, 
electrical,  gas,  and  plumbing  codes,  as  well  as  the  enforcement  of  Norton's  Zoning  By-laws.  This  year,  our 
department  performed  approximately  3325  required  inspections  through  the  permitting  process,  which  was  a  25% 
increase  from  FY96. 

I'd  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  my  staff,  the  town  departments,  and  the  public  for  making  my  first  year  in 
Norton  an  enjoyable  one.  Your  help  and  support  was  appreciated!

A  formal 
ertification  of  Appreciation"  was  presented  to  those  who  have  assisted  or  worked  with  the  Committee  since  its 
;eption.  Other  awards,  displays  and  program  events  made  the  day  a  memorable  one. 

long  time  goal  of  CRAAC  came  closer  to  fruition  during  the  year.  Creating  a  publicly  owned  greenbelt,  or 
getated  corridor  along  the  river,  would  provide  enormous  benefits  to  the  long-term  health  of  the  aquifer. 
>wever,  with  no  operating  or  capital  budget,  it  was  clear  that  the  Committee's  role  would  be  limited  to  being  a 

ilitator.  Acknowledging  such,  the  Committee  initiated  the  creation  of  a  database  consisting  of  potential 
jperties  suitable  for  future  acquisition.  Under  the  guidance  of  member  Leonard  Flynn,  a  list  was  started  for  each 

the  five  communities.  Preliminary  mapping  was  also  begun  with  the  assistance  of  Maurice  Goulet  for  the 
ston  Engineering  Department. 
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Soon  thereafter,  CRAAC  wad  delighted  to  receive  a  $38,500  grant  award  from  the  Department  of  Environmental 
Protection  to  continue  this  important  work.  CRAAC  was  one  of  only  eleven  applicants  to  receive  funding  within 
this  highly  competitive  grant  program.  The  funds  were  designated  to  develop  a  state-of-the-art  Geographic 
Information  System  (GIS)  incorporating  all  of  the  parcel-based  information  within  the  riparian  corridor.  CRAAC 
entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  University  of  Massachusetts  at  Dartmouth,  which  will  complete  the  work  and 
provide  the  necessary  services.  This  activity  will  continue  into  1998  and  will  include  producing  a  comprehensive 
data/software  package  for  each  of  the  communities  within  the  aquifer. 

The  year  also  saw  John  DeVillars,  Regional  Administrator  of  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA),  present 
CRAAC  with  the  New  England  Environmental  Award.  This  prestigious  award  was  "...for  contributing  to  the 
improvement  in  the  quality  of  the  environment  in  New  England."  Chairman  Wayne  Southworth  gratefully 
received  the  award  at  a  ceremony  in  Boston.  All  members  were  pleased  to  receive  this  acknowledgment  of  their 
dedicated  work  on  behalf  of  the  Canoe  River  aquifer.

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SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL 
SERVICES  GROUP 


The  Southeastern  Regional  Services  Group  (SERSG)  is  a  consortium  of  sixteen  cities  and  towns  located  in 
Southeastern  Massachusetts  who  have  signed  an  Inter-Municipal  Agreement  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a 
voluntary  regional  association.  Members  pay  a  yearly  assessment  of  $3,100.00  per  year.  The  Board  of  Directors 
of  SERSG  design  a  yearly  work  plan  of  shared  services  that  member  communities  will  receive.  Continuing 
SERSG  projects  include:  cooperative  purchasing  (which  continues  to  save  members  thousands  of  dollars),  shared 
personnel  training,  monitoring  of  the  de-regulation  of  electric  utility  industry,  drafting  of  a  model  street  opening 
by-law  for  the  purpose  of  assuring  that  public  ways  are  properly  restored  following  excavations,  and  grant  writing 
for  joint  applications.  The  Boards  of  health  of  the  Towns  of  Easton,  East  Bridgewater,  Raynham  and  Stoughton 
asked  SERSG  to  organize  a  Board  of  health  collaborative  and  to  write  a  grant  application  on  their  behalf  for  a 
grant  from  the  Massachusetts  Tobacco  Control  Program.  This  collaborative  was  funded  by  the  dept.  of  Public 
Health  for  three  years.  These  communities  will  benefit  from  shared  tobacco  cessation  services,  health  education 
and  technical  assistance  with  drafting  regulations. 

SERSG  is  assisted  with  it's  mission  by  three  advisory  Councils.  The  SERSG  Academic  Council  is  composed  of 
distinguished  political  scientists  from  area  institutions  of  higher  education.  It  met  twice  during  1997  at  Stonehill 
College  in  March  and  at  Northeastern  University  in  September.  We  shared  our  luncheon  at  NU  with  former  Gov. 
Michael  Dukakis  who  now  teaches  in  their  political  science  department.  Our  Legislative  Council  consists  of  those 
members  of  the  U.S.  House  of  Representatives,  the  Mass  State  Senate  and  the  Mass  House  of  Representatives 
whose  districts  include  SERSG  communities.  Our  Legislative  Council  met  one  in  May  with  our  featured  speaker 
being  Congressman  Barney  Frank  who  spoke  about  the  changes  that  will  result  from  balancing  the  federal  budget. 
The  SERSG  Executive  Council,  consisting  of  all  of  the  serving  chief  executive  officers  of  each  SERSG  member 
community,  had  its  inaugural  meeting  in  October  at  the  Martin  Institute.  Our  speaker  at  that  meeting  was  Paul 
Trane,  former  Communications  Director  for  the  City  of  Somerville,  who  spoke  about  Telecommunications 
Planning. 

The  SERSG  Program  is  flourishing  and  your  municipality  is  receiving  great  value  for  its  investment.  We  look) 
forward  to  new  and  additional  opportunities  to  serve  your  community  in  the  upcoming  year. 
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SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL 
PLANNING  &  ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENT  DISTRICT 


Town  of  Norton  continued  its  participation  in  the  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic 
velopment  District  during  2997.  SRPEDD  is  the  regional  agency  serving  27  cities  and  towns  in  southeastern 
assachusetts.  We  are  governed  by  a  commission  of  local  mayors,  selectmen,  planning  board  members  and  at- 
ge  members.  We  are  funded  by  federal  and  stated  grants  and  local  assessments.  For  1997,  the  Town  of  Norton 
id  $2,139.75  for  our  services,  based  upon  an  assessment  of  15  cents  per  capita.  During  the  past  year,  the  Town 
is  represented  on  the  SRPEDD  Commission  by  Peter  Couming,  Mark  Sweeney,  and  Heather  Graf.  The  Joint 
iansportation  Planning  Group  representative  was  Jan  Lemaire. 

>me  of  SRPEDD's  more  significant  accomplishments  during  1997  were: 

•  SRPEDD  compiled  and  published  119  "priority  development  areas"  and  60  "priority  protection  areas" 
as  areas  nominated  by  cities  and  towns  where  development  is  appropriate  and  encouraged  or  areas 
where  preservation  is  important. 

•  SRPEDD  organized  the  region  wide  Vision  2020  Project  to  address  growth  issues  in  the  50  city  and 
town  areas  of  Southeastern  Massachusetts.  A  Task  Force  of  regional  civic  leaders  has  been  organized 
to  guide  this  effort. 

•  We  completed  the  annual  Transportation  Improvement  Program  (TIP)  which  set  regional  priorities  for 
$229  million  of  federal  transportation  funds  over  three  years. 

•  SRPEDD  worked  with  the  two  regional  transit  authorities,  GATRA  and  SRTA,  on  issues  such  as  route 
evaluations,  marketing,  service  to  elderly  and  disabled  persons,  ridership  data  evaluation,  welfare  to 
work  initiatives,  and  special  Transportation  Demand  Management  grants  for  Wareham  service  and 
summer  festival  service  for  New  Bedford  and  Fall  River. 

•  SRPEDD  maintains  a  web  site  which  contains  data  and  information  about  every  city  and  town  in  the 
region  -  we  can  be  reached  at  http://www.srpedd.org.  SRPEDD  also  operated  the  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  Data  Center,  providing  information  to  businesses,  cities,  towns,  and  individuals. 

•  SRPEDD  approved  $1,437,000  for  six  Transportation  Enhancement  projects  in  the  region. 

•  SRPEDD  conducts  a  district-wide  traffic  counting  program  and  maintains  a  computer  file  of  all 
available  traffic  count  data  throughout  the  region.  SRPEDD  undertook  over  one  hundred  24  hour 
automatic  traffic  counts  throughout  southeastern  Massachusetts,  many  of  which  included  a  calculation 
of  the  speed  of  traffic  and  vehicle  classification. 

•  SRPEDD  also  compiled  computerized  accident  records  for  13  communities.  This  data  is  used  to 
publish  the  region's  25  most  dangerous  intersections  and  road  segments.  This  information  helps  with 
the  redesign  of  the  dangerous  areas. 

•  SRPEDD  prepared  the  1997  Regional  Transportation  Plan  which  identified  future  transportation  needs 
in  the  region,  and  has  just  released  a  region  wide  Congestion  management  Study  which  seeks  to  reduce 
traffic  congestion. 

•  SRPEDD  prepared  the  Regional  Traffic  Accidents  1994-96  report  identifying  the  100  most  dangerous 
intersections  and  50  most  dangerous  roads  in  the  region. 
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•  SRPEDD  maintained  a  computerized  Travel  Demand  Model  that  projects  traffic  volumes  to  the  year 
2020. 

•  SRPEDD  continued  it  affiliation  with  the  South  Eastern  Economic  Development  (SEED)  Corporation, 
which  makes  loans  to  small  businesses  for  expansion.  IN  1997,  SEED  approved  loans  to  118  small 
businesses  in  the  amount  of  $15  million.  These  loans  leveraged  another  $25  million  in  bank  financing 
and  are  projected  to  create  600  new  jobs.

INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT 
 COMMISSION  

1997  was  an  important  year  for  the  Town  of  Norton  and  the  IDC.  Residents  passed  the  recommendation  of  the 
IDC  to  give  the  Town  it's  first  approved  project  as  an  economic  target  zone.  This  was  accomplished  when  the 
town  voted  to  approve  of  Plantation  Products  as  it's  first  recipient  under  this  Massachusetts  business  Opportunity 
Program  during  town  meeting. 

With  several  other  business  owners  coming  to  the  IDC  to  seek  information  on  moving  a  business  into  Norton,  or 
expanding  a  current  business  in  town,  it  looks  as  if  1998  will  be  even  busier  for  the  IDC  and  the  town. 

The  IDC,  under  Peter  Mackesey  and  Joan  Jager,  also  sponsored  a  Town  Board  Workshop  to  help  aid  the 
organization  of  the  current  Town  Master  Plan  Committee.  This  was  done  in  conjunction  with  Dr.  Mullin  of 
UMass.  As  this  Master  Plan  Steering  Committee  continues  to  work  towards  the  New  Town  Master  Plan,  the  IDC, 
along  with  other  town  boards,  continues  to  work  with  the  committee  to  insure  the  future  of  Norton  is  planned 
correctly. 

With  new  development  projects  going  into  the  Great  Woods  and  the  Norton  Industrial  Park  for  1998  and  beyond, 
the  IDC  will  continue  to  help  create  a  healthy  partnership  for  both  business  and  the  Town  of  Norton.

This  fiscal  year  saw  another  active  hurricane  season.  The  National  Weather  Service  in  Taunton  indicated  that  this 
rend  may  continue  until  the  end  of  the  century.  Thankfully,  no  major  damage  was  reported  during  this  season. 
The  winter  snow  season  proved  just  as  daunting  and  was  culminated  by  the  appropriately  named  "Aprils'  Fools 
Day  Storm".  This  storm  caught  everyone  by  surprise.  The  citizens  of  Norton  however,  heeded  the  warnings, 
adhered  to  the  declared  state  of  emergency,  and  stayed  off  the  streets.  This  allowed  the  town  crews  to  do  their  jobs 
and  keep  strandings  to  a  minimum.  The  power  outage  caused  by  the  heavy  snow  and  fallen  trees  lasted  most  of  the 
jay  and  proved  to  be  an  inconvenience  to  most  residents. 

\Ve  continue  to  support  the  National  Weather  Service  Skywarn  program  and  maintain  both  radio  and  computer 
ontact  with  them  during  periods  of  storm  watches  or  warnings.  We  work  closely  with  Massachusetts  Emergency 
Management  Agency  Area  II  headquarters  in  West  Bridgewater  by  participating  in  their  monthly  drills.  We  also 
attend  their  training  sessions  to  stay  current.  The  town's  other  public  safety  agencies  are  also  invited  to  take  part  in 
these  sessions  in  order  to  form  a  joint-agencies  response  to  emergencies. 

Through  a  cooperative  program  this  year,  E.M.A.  presented  the  Norton  School  Department  with  a  Weather 
Warning  Alert  radio  to  alert  the  schools  to  weather  conditions  that  would  warrant  early  dismissal. 

As  the  new  Middle  School  is  being  built  and  the  new  Police  Station  being  planned,  it  is  this  agency's  goal  to 
provide  input  that  will  insure  these  facilities  dual  capability  of  sheltering  and  operations  in  an  emergency. 
Being  a  volunteer  agency,  we  always  welcome  more  hands.  If  you  have  skills  or  equipment  that  could  help  in  a 
situation,  please  call  us. 


ZONING  BOARD  OF  APPEALS 


The  purpose  of  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  is  to  grant,  upon  appeal,  a  variance  to  the  Zoning  By-Laws  where, 
owing  to  special  conditions  effecting  the  land,  a  literal  enforcement  of  the  Zoning  By-Law  would  involve 
substantial  hardship  and  where  the  relief  would  not  substantially  derogate  from  the  intent  and  purpose  of  the 
Zoning  By-Law. 

The  Board  of  Appeals  holds  hearings  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  the  month  as  required  by  caseload,  and  additional 
meetings  may  be  scheduled,  as  the  circumstances  require.  During  Fiscal  Year  1997:

WATER 

The  summer  of  1996  dramatically  pointed  to  the  fact  that  our  storage  capacity  is  inadequate  for  the  demand.  The  : 
water  is  in  the  ground  but  the  department  is  limited  by  its  pumping/withdrawal  capacity  and  DEP  withdrawal  limits 
to  meet  the  demand.  The  department  "Thanks"  those  that  cooperated  during  the  dry  weather  periods.  The  water 
storage  level  is  indicated  on  the  visual  display  in  the  center  of  Town  (East  Main  St).  With  town  meeting  approval, 
and  school  department  consent,  plans  are  being  readied  for  the  Barrows  Street  ground  storage  facility. 

The  ongoing  leak  detection  program  is  showing  results.  Last  year  we  had  15%  of  pumped  water  unaccounted  as 
compared  with  the  previous  year  at  19%  and  three  (3)  years  ago  when  there  was  25%  of  unaccounted  for  water 
pumped.  Other  than  leaks  causes  of 'unaccounted'  water  are  hydrant  use  during  the  flushing  program,  hydrant  use 
by  the  Fire  Department  for  fighting  fires,  and  water  main  breaks.  The  reduction  in  annual  gallons  is  from  the  leak 
detection  program  and  users  installing  water  saving  devices  and  otherwise  practicing  water  conservation. 

The  future  well  site  test  borings  were  completed  and  are  being  evaluated  by  the  Dufresne  Henry  Engineers. 

The  new  Utility  truck  was  put  into  service  in  April  (97)  and  is  showing  its  value  to  the  department  during  water 
main  breaks  and  in  the  infamous  sewer  disaster  of  Memorial  Day. 

All  employees  of  the  Water  Division  are  now  state  certified  'Drinking  Water  Operators'.  There  are  2-grade  4 
(Water  Management),  1 -grade  3,  1 -grade  2  and  3-grade  1  (Basic  Drinking  Water)  with  minimum  1  year 
employment. 


SEWER 

Sewer  connections  are  slowly  coming  on  line.  The  Memorial  weekend  disaster  was  bad  for  those  that  were 
damaged  by  good  for  the  sewer  division  as  it  pointed  up  several  errors  in  initial  construction  and  our  own 
weaknesses.  All  of  which  are  to  be  corrected. 

There  needs  to  be  a  concerted  effort  to  get  households  on  line  and  the  low  interest  loan  should  help  some  to  make 
the  move.  The  proposed  Sewer  Master  Plan  was  rejected  at  Town  Meeting.  Although  this  was  to  have  been  a  plan 
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to  encompass  the  whole  town,  a  beginning  was  to  protect  Lake  Winnccunnct  from  infiltration  of  household 
systems.  Outside  aid,  if  any,  is  predicated  on  a  Master  Plan  in  place.  The  initial  thrust  of  the  plan  was  to  start  with 
the  Lake  Winnecunnet  area  as  most  properties  around  the  lake  will  not  meet  Title  5  requirements.  The  Lake 
Winnecunnet  Association,  pursing  the  idea  of  a  clean  lake,  have  contributed  50%  of  the  local  funding  toward  a 
grant  to  study  the  lake  condition  and  propose  a  solution  for  sewage.  This  report  is  due  in  the  Fall  of  1997. 


HISTORIC  DISTRICT  COMMISSION 


During  the  past  year,  the  Commission's  litigation  with  the  Mansfield  Cooperative  Bank  over  the  bank's  illegal 
Construction  of  a  driveway  within  the  District  was  finally  settled.  As  part  of  the  settlement,  the  bank  erected  on  its 
Taunton  Avenue  property  and  inscribed  handsome  stone  memorial,  two  stone  benches,  and  an  encircling  stone 
wall  designed  by  the  Commission,  to  the  1798  Norton  Academy  Building  that  stood  there  until  its  demolition  a  few 
years  ago.  This  entire  memorial  with  plot  was  deeded  in  perpetuity  to  the  Town.  The  bank  is  responsible  for  its 
maintenance.  It  also  held  a  joint  meeting  with  member  of  the  Norton  Historical  commission  and  the  Norton 
Historical  Society. 


RECREATION  DEPARTMENT 
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The  Recreation  Department  experienced  unforeseen  staffing  changes  toward  the  end  of  FY  1996.  This  left  a 
vacancy  in  the  department  for  over  eight  months,  creating  many  challenges  for  the  Recreation  Commission  and  the 
volunteers  that  support  the  recreation  programs.  We  feel  we  met  these  changes  and  obstacles  with  much  success, 
providing  the  residents  of  Norton  a  full  schedule  of  programs  and  activities. 

In  July  and  August,  the  Summer  Program  was  directed  by  Melanie  Kiely  and  Carrie  Zawislak.  An  average  of  100 
children  per  week  attended  the  program.  Included  in  the  summer  program  were  two  sleepovers,  swim  lessons,  and 
field  trips.  Another  successful  event  this  summer  was  the  annual  road  race,  coordinated  by  Mary  Ellen  Stentiford 
and  her  volunteers.  In  addition,  a  white  water  rafting  trip  was  held;  Paul  Farrington  took  charge  and  led  the 
program.

Needing  necessary  leadership  and  direction,  Commission  member  Janice  Thompson  organized  the  ski  program, 
preventing  this  popular  program  from  being  postponed  a  year.  In  February,  Ron  Almeida  and  Judy  Rubicine 
assisted  Janice  with  registering,  organizing  and  chaperoning  trips.  Skiers  enjoyed  three  months  of  skiing. 
Contrarily,  it  was  decided  at  this  time  to  postpone  the  annual  Easter  Egg  Hunt  until  spring  of '98. 

At  the  September  Town  Meeting,  town  members  voted  to  hire  a  full-time  Park  and  Recreation  Director  for  Norton. 
At  the  same  time,  the  Recreation  Commission  became  the  Norton  Park  and  Recreation  Commission.  In  December, 
applicants  began  to  express  interest  in  the  full-time  director  position.  Many  applications  were  previewed  and  in 
January  interviews  were  arranged  for  seven  candidates.  After  much  research  and  discussion,  Norton  native, 
Kristen  Helmreich  was  hired  as  Norton's  first  full-time  director  in  15  years.  Filling  a  position  vacant  since  June 

1996,  she  began  working  part-time  in  February  organizing  the  office  and  overseeing  the  ski  program.  Kristen 
joined  us  full-time  in  March  1997.  The  priorities  for  this  position  were  quite  clear:  establish  a  full-time  budget; 
create  a  partnership  with  the  schools  and  youth  leagues  in  town;  improve  and  expand  the  recreation  facilities,  focus 
on  the  summer  program;  increase  the  program  offerings,  and  hire  a  staff. 

With  Kristen  on  board,  an  Adult  Recreational  Basketball  Program  was  added  to  the  program  offerings  in  April 

1997.  Jack  Nicolas  volunteered  as  Program  Director  for  this  activity.  The  pre-school  program,  Time  for  Tykes, 
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was  re-structured  and  Lisa  Varney  was  hired  as  the  Program  Director.  And  in  May,  again,  Mary  Ellen  Stentiford 
and  Peter  Cummings  held  the  annual  "Run  to  Fill  the  Pool"  road  race  with  great  success.  Also,  the  department 
received  funding  for  its  first  computer. 

In  the  late  spring,  Kristen  acquired  funds  for  much  needed  renovations  at  the  Everett  Leonard  Complex.  Although 
she  just  had  broken  her  wrist,  Kristen  also  organized  a  Volunteer  Day  for  clean  up  and  maintenance  of  the  Everett 
Leonard  Complex  before  the  summer  program  began.  Over  forty  volunteers  cleaned,  painted,  mowed  lawns, 
raked,  and  installed  electricity  that  day  and  many  continued  their  services  throughout  the  season. 

In  June,  town  meeting  approved  a  new  budget  geared  for  a  full  time  department,  transferred  funds  from  an  obsolete 
article  to  one  that  supports  designs  and  engineering  for  parks,  and  voted  in  an  article  for  new  playground 
equipment.  Although,  many  facility  renovations  at  the  Everett  Leonard  Complex  were  in  progress,  the  summer 
staff  was  hired,  and  registrations  for  the  Summer  Program  and  Swimming  Lessons  were  taken,  with  great 
anticipation  for  the  summer. 

Special  thanks  to  all  who  assisted  the  Park  and  Recreation  Department  this  past  fiscal  year,  especially  Janice 
Thompson,  who  resigned  in  June  after  serving  3+  years  on  the  Recreation  Commission.  In  addition,  thanks  to  the 
voters  of  Norton,  the  Finance  Committee,  the  Police,  Fire,  and  Highway  Departments.  We  are  looking  forward  to 
the  best  year  yet  for  the  Norton  Park  and  Recreation  Department.  Our  goals  include  expanding  passive  recreation 
programs  for  all  ages,  including  more  trips,  improving  playgrounds,  and  more  utilization  of  town  facilities  for 
recreation.

Some  on-campus  summer  projects  included  re-roofing  of  various  warehouses,  new  sidewalks  for  handicap  access, 
and  general  maintenance  within  the  building.  Off-campus  projects  included  installing  handicap  ramps;  cabinets, 
countertops,  and  conference  tables  for  various  town  halls.  Currently  we  are  now  involved  in  constructing  a  40  x  80 
addition  to  the  Brockton  High  School  field  house. 

Student  organizations  continue  to  thrive  and  increase.  Students  participate  in  Distributive  Education  Club  of 
America  (DECA)  program,  the  Vocational  industrial  Clubs  of  America  (VICA)  program,  and  this  past  spring  state 
gold  medal  award  winners  in  Cosmetology  and  Graphic  Arts  competed  in  the  national  VICA  competition  at 
Kansas  City,  Missouri. 

In  June  of  1997,  the  school  district  graduated  approximately  200  students.  Placement  records  indicate  that  over 
90%  of  the  Class  of  1997  were  placed  in  full-time  jobs  or  had  elected  to  further  their  education. 

Southeastern  is  always  seeking  new  and  different  ways  of  conducting  its  educational  programs  at  minimal  costs  to 
the  taxpayers  of  the  district.  We  are  very  appreciative  for  the  cooperation  and  the  support  received  from  the 
residents  of  the  school  district. 


LIBRARY 


This  year  has  been  a  busy  one  for  the  Norton  Public  Library.  Circulation  increased  by  almost  4000  items  over  last 
year.  Number  of  programs,  attendance  at  events,  and  new  patron  registrations  have  also  increased.  Our  monthly 
daytime  adult  programs,  which  began  in  1994,  have  continued  to  gain  a  loyal  audience  enjoying  varied 
entertainment  ranging  from  music  to  gardening.  The  Friends  of  the  Norton  Senior  Center  provide  and  serve 
refreshments  and  the  Friends  of  the  Library  donate  coffee  and  paper  goods  each  month.  We  have  tried  to  keep  up 
with  the  demand  for  children's  programs  by  offering  story  times  for  toddlers  through  kindergarten  age.  Jr.  Friends 
of  the  Library,  for  students  in  Grades  4-6,  has  been  very  popular,  as  has  the  Young  Adult  Club  for  seventh  through 
ninth  graders.  Over  6000  children  have  been  present  at  343  programs  throughout  the  year.  That's  more  than  one 
program  per  day  on  the  days  that  we  are  open!  We  are  very  grateful  to  the  Norton  Cultural  Council  and  the 
Friends  of  the  Library  for  funding  several  of  our  programs  for  both  children  and  adults  and  to  local  businesses  for 
their  support  of  the  library  golf  outing  and  the  children's  summer  reading  program. 

No  library  can  run  smoothly  without  a  dedicated  staff  and  we  are  fortunate  to  have  the  best:  Bette  Richmond,  head 
of  Circulation,  and  Janet  Pane,  Technical  Services;  circulation  assistants,  Kay  Ashley,  Denise  McDermott, 
Deborah  Dinsel,  Annette  Phillips,  and  Linda  Chorney;  Amanda  Kenefick,  and  Kerryn  Frazier,  our  pages;  Mike 
Feneck  who  keeps  the  facility  in  order,  and  story  hour  leader,  Karen  Kelleher.  With  support  from  our  Board  of 
Directors,  the  library  team  works  diligently  to  provide  the  finest  possible  service  to  our  patrons. 

The  golf  outing,  which  was  supposed  to  be  held  in  May,  was  rained  out  and  rescheduled  for  Fall.  Open  meetings 
were  held  to  get  public  input  regarding  suggestions  for  the  creation  and  implementation  of  a  park  on  the  library 
grounds.  Plans  and  fund-raising  activities  are  forthcoming.  Community  involvement  in  this  project  is  welcome  as 
we  hope  the  park  will  be  enjoyed  by  all  for  its  beauty  and  serenity  as  well  as  for  the  special  programs  that  will  be 
held  there. 
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CONSERVATION 


The  seven  appointed  members  of  the  Norton  Conservation  Commission  voluntarily  administer  the  Massachusetts 
Wetlands  Protection  Act,  which  states  that  any  work  in  a  floodplain,  or  in  or  within  100  feet  of  a  wetland  (pond, 
swamp,  bog,  marsh  or  wet  meadow)  must  first  be  reviewed  and  approved  by  them.  A  new  law  called  the  Rivers 
Protection  Act,  amended  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act  (effective  August  7,  1996)  and  now  extends  the 
Commission's  jurisdiction  to  "Riverfront  Areas".  These  areas  extend  outward  200  feet  on  each  side  of  a  perennial 
river.  If  you  are  planning  any  projects,  please  contact  our  Director  for  assistance.  During  the  past  fiscal  year,  the 
members  reviewed  93  requests  for  new  permits  compared  to  the  previous  fiscal  year  of  70,  several  hundred 
requests  for  other  regulatory  documents,  and  worked  with  applicants  to  resolve  several  enforcement  actions.  The 
Conservation  Director  routinely  inspected  over  one  hundred  projects  for  compliance  with  permit  conditions,  and 
responded  to  hundreds  of  requests  for  services  or  information. 

As  part  of  their  contract  for  the  proposed  Norton  Reservoir  Dredging  project,  Baystate  Environmental  Consultants, 
Inc.  (B.E.C.,  Inc.)  continued  its  work,  provided  a  professional  blueprint  plan  draft,  a  Findings  Report,  and  are 
preparing  a  Draft  Environmental  Impact  Report  (DEIR).  Once  a  final  EIR  is  prepared,  and  a  Section  61  Findings 
is  issued  through  the  Mass.  Environmental  Policy  Act  (MEPA)  process,  the  next  step  will  be  Finding  a  contractor 
to  dredge  the  Reservoir. 

Volunteers  from  the  Lake  Winnecunnet  Residents  Association  harvested  and  removed  aquatic  vegetation  from  the 
edge  of  the  lake  using  the  Town's  Aquatic  Weed  Harvester,  which,  to  date,  they  have  been  servicing  and  repairing, 
excluding  parts,  at  no  cost  to  the  Town. 

The  Conservation  staff  voluntarily  participated  in  a  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency  (FEMA)  program, 
which  results  in  a  5%  reduction  of  residents  flood  insurance  premiums.  The  Conservation  Department  conducted  a 
floodplain  awareness  workshop  as  part  of  this  program.  Floodplain  determinations  can  be  obtained  by  contacting 
the  Conservation  office. 

The  Commission  is  continuing  to  pursue  acquisition  of  surplus  Route  495  land  from  the  state.  This  land  is  part  of 
a  large  naturally  vegetated  "Greenbelt"  along  the  Canoe  River.  The  Commission  is  working  with  the  Land 
Preservation  Society  of  Norton  and  the  Canoe  River  Aquifer  Advisory  Committee  towards  this  common  goal. 

Commission  members  operate  the  Chartley  Pond  and  Norton  Reservoir  dams  throughout  the  year  for  flood  control, 
and  conduct,  with  the  help  of  additional  volunteers,  the  repairs  and  routine  maintenance  needed  at  those  areas.  In 
addition  to  three  large  water  bodies,  the  Commission  maintains  over  420  acres  of  public  conservation  land  within 
the  Town.  Groups  of  youngsters  and  adults  often  conduct  trash  clean-ups  on  town  owned  properties.  Girl  Scouts 
from  Camp  Edith  Read  (Plymouth  Bay  Girl  Scout  Council,  Inc.)  organized,  cleared  debris  and  cleared  the  1/5  Mile 
Orange  Trail  at  the  Leo  Yeile  Conservation  Area  on  Freeman  Street.  The  Commission  hopes  that  this  and  the 
other  two  trails  can  be  maintained  as  part  of  a  maintenance  program.  Volunteers  are  always  needed  to  work  on 
special  projects. 

The  Commission  teamed  up  with  the  Solmonese  School  and  Mass.  Audubon  Society  on  a  week-long  trail  and 
education  project  at  the  North  Worcester  Conservation  Area. 

The  Conservation  Commission  certified  4  new  "Vernal  Pools"  with  the  Mass.  Natural  Heritage  Program  (MNHP) 
of  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Wildlife.  These  Vernal  Pools  are  temporary/seasonal  ponding  areas  where  certain 
amphibians  and  other  animals  breed.  Wheaton  College  students  have  started  a  program  to  certify  and  study  these 
"special  places".  Please  contact  the  Director  if  you  are  interested. 

The  members  encourage  public  participation  in  their  regulatory  process.  Regular  meetings  are  held  at  the  Town 
Hall,  at  7:30  P.M.,  on  the  2nd  and  4th  Monday  nights  of  each  month  (or  the  Tuesday  following  a  Monday  Town 
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Meeting  or  Holiday).  Please  contact  the  Conservation  Director,  Carlos  Fragata  at  (508)  285-0275  to  become 
involved.

BRISTOL  COUNTY 
MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 

On  June  30,  1997  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  completed  thirty-eight  years  of  service  to  the  cities 
and  towns  of  Bristol  County. 

The  mosquito  control  project  works  year-round  in  its  efforts  to  reduce  mosquito  breeding  sites  and  adult  mosquito 
populations.  The  Project  uses  several  different  measures  of  control  in  its  never-ending  fight  against  mosquitoes. 

Winter  Pre-hatch  -  To  treat  breeding  areas  that  are  accessible  only  on  the  ice  during  the  winter  months. 

Spring  and  Summer  Larviciding  -  To  reduce  the  emergence  of  adult  mosquitoes  in  areas  where  mosquito  larvae  is 
present. 

Catch  Basin  Treatment  -  To  stop  mosquito  emergence  from  rain-filled  catch  basins  and  storm  drains. 

Light  Trapping  Program  -  To  monitor  mosquito  populations  as  to  their  type  and  number  -  a  program  necessary  in 
encephalitis  surveillance.  Light  trapping  of  mosquitoes  is  also  useful  to  determine  what  areas  have  high  mosquito 
populations  and  should  be  sprayed. 

Water  Management  -  A  year  round  endeavor  to  clean  and  construct  mosquito  drainage  ditches  in  lowland  swamps 
to  reduce  their  favorability  as  breeding  sites  for  mosquito  larvae. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  to  use  pesticides  that  are  environmentally  safe  so 
that  the  safety  of  the  people  and  environment  are  not  jeopardized.  We  use  as  many  of  the  biological  insecticides  as 
are  practical  with  the  environmental  conditions  present  in  the  New  England  area.  We  are  presently  using  three 
different  formulations  of  B.T.I,  in  our  larviciding  program. 

All  of  our  spray  equipment  is  calibrated  periodically  in  order  to  insure  that  dosage  rates  remain  at  safe  levels  but 
are  adequate  to  reduce  mosquito  populations.  The  operators  of  our  spray  equipment  are  state  certified  pesticide 
applicators  that  are  required  to  attend  classes  on  pesticide  safety  on  a  yearly  basis. 

The  1997  mosquito  season  got  underway  with  mosquito  larvae  appearing  in  many  wetland  areas  by  mid-March. 
Mosquito  breeding  sites  were  much  larger  than  previous  years  due  to  the  extremely  high  water  levels.  This 
resulted  in  unusually  large  broods  of  adult  mosquitoes. 

We  began  our  adult  mosquito-fogging  program  the  last  week  of  May.  The  demand  for  our  service  was  intense  as 
the  residents  were  concerned  about  the  safety  of  their  children's  health.  Media  coverage  of  a  possible  EEE  threat 
for  the  1997  season  alarmed  many  residents  that  bordered  wetlands.

Our  calls  for  service  this  mosquito  season  were  the  highest  ever.  It  was  mid-July  before  we  finally  knocked  the 
mosquito  population  down  to  tolerable  levels. 

Throughout  Southeastern  Massachusetts  this  season  a  total  of  23  isolates  of  EEE  Virus  were  found  in  non-human 
biting  mosquitoes.  Although  the  virus  was  found  in  two  areas  of  Bristol  County,  there  were  no  human  cases. 

The  Massachusetts  Dept.  of  Public  health  and  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  keep  a  close  watch  on  the  EEE 
virus  activity  to  help  insure  the  safety  of  the  residents  of  Bristol  County. 

The  Project  answered  all  requests  for  spraying,  along  with  our  regular  spraying  of  known  infested  areas,  for  a  total 
of  4,985.5  sprayed  acres. 

During  the  spring  and  summer  months  16.75  acres  of  breeding  wetlands  were  larvicided. 

During  the  fall  and  winter  months  a  total  of  2,500  feet  of  brush  was  cut  and  4,100  feet  of  drainage  ditch  was 
reclaimed. 


I  would  like  to  thank  the  town  officials  and  the  people  of  Norton  for  their  continued  support  and  cooperation  and 
look  forward  to  serving  them  in  the  coming  year.  Should  anyone  have  a  question  as  to  what  might  be  done  to 
relieve  a  mosquito  problem  in  their  area,  whether  it  is  water  management  work,  treatment  of  a  breeding  site,  or  just 
having  an  area  checked,  please  feel  free  to  call  our  office.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
TO  THE  NORTON  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


This  is  the  102nd  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Norton  and  my  28th. 

As  school  opened  in  September,  the  Norton  School  Department  was  in  receipt  of  a  $150,000 
grant  from  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  to  offset  school  growth.  This  grant  was 
subject  to  town  appropriation.  It  was  received  under  Chapter  70,  is  nonreoccurring,  and  does 
not  contribute  to  net  school  spending.  The  original  purchase  and  sale  agreement  between  the 
Town  of  Norton  and  Jackson  Nursery  provides  that  Jackson  Nursery  will  be  on  site  until 
December  1997,  providing  one  more  year  of  business  for  the  firm.  If  it  is  possible  for  the  Norton 
Middle  School  Building  Committee  to  begin  construction  next  spring,  there  would  be  a  savings 
of  at  least  $500,000  due  to  inflation  caused  by  one  year's  delay.  Because  of  this,  site 
modification  was  worked  out  between  Jackson  Nursery  and  the  Town  of  Norton. 

At  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  on  September  30,  1996,  the  Norton  Board  of  Selectmen 
recommended  $80,000  of  the  $150,000  grant  be  utilized  to  aid  Jackson  Nursery  in  relocating  its 
products  and  business  in  order  to  have  the  nursery  and  construction  coexist  for  that  year.  The 
site  modification  will  allow  Jackson  Nursery  to  continue  in  business  and  construction  to  begin 
in  the  spring  of  1997.  The  remaining  $70,000  was  recommended  to  be  utilized  for  technology. 
The  Norton  School  Committee  unanimously  endorsed  the  utilization  of  the  $80,000  for  the 
purpose  of  saving  at  least  $500,000  in  construction  costs  and  the  $70,000  for  technology.  The 
$80,000  will  be  used  to  move  stock,  establish  a  new  irrigation  system,  and  remove  much  of  the 
stockpile  of  nursery  material.  The  original  sale  price  still  remains  at  1.4  million  dollars.  This 
concept  was  successfully  passed  at  the  town  meeting,  and  the  middle  school  construction  is 
currently  underway. 

On  January  9,  1997,  the  Norton  School  Committee  and  Norton  Middle  School  Building 
Committee  members  met  with  the  Norton  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  the  purchase  and  sale 
agreement,  as  well  as  the  warrant  for  the  Jackson  property,  were  signed. 

On  January  16,  1997,  the  town  received  the  deed,  and  the  land  was  transferred  and  filed. 
Also,  on  January  16th,  129  filed  sub  bids  were  opened  with  quoted  figures  approximately  in  the 
projected  cost  range.  The  general  bids  were  opened  on  January  23rd.  The  low  general  contract 
bid  was  from  Westcott  Construction  Company  of  North  Attleboro  for  $18,099,000.  The  building 
committee  awarded  the  contract  to  the  low  bidder  at  the  above  mentioned  figure  with  five 
additional  alternates  totaling  $92,640,  for  a  grand  total  of  $18,191,640.  Due  to  the  finalization  of 
the  Jackson  property  purchase,  the  Department  of  Education  approved  the  entire  school  project 
and  authorized  the  construction  of  the  Norton  Middle  School  to  begin.  The  Norton  Middle 
School  Building  Committee  hired  Mr.  James  Byrne  of  South  Dennis  as  Clerk  of  the  Works, 
currently  the  clerk  at  the  Mashpee  Junior-Senior  High  School. 

A  preconstruction  meeting  was  held  on  March  26,  1997,  with  all  subcontractors  and  the 
general  contractor  in  attendance.  The  project  was  officially  underway.  Immediately,  the 
general  contractor  began  the  access  road,  as  well  as  the  site  and  foundation  work. 
Groundbreaking,  which  involved  students  doing  the  actual  groundbreaking,  took  place  on 
Friday,  May  2,  1997. 

At  this  time,  the  school  construction  is  on  schedule.  The  section  of  the  facility  known  as  the 
community  side,  referred  to  in  the  plans  as  the  B  and  C  aspect  involving  the  cafeteria, 
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auditorium,  and  gymnasium,  has  the  foundation  work,  steel  erection,  columns,  and  the  roof 
decking  in  place,  plus  the  cement  floors  are  currently  being  poured. 

It  is  expected  that  the  entire  steel  aspect  of  the  job  will  be  completed  by  the  end  the  summer. 

I  want  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  citizens  for  their  support  and  for  the  dedication  of 
the  Norton  Middle  School  Building  Committee  members  and  Mrs.  Myers  for  their  unselfish 
effort  in  making  this  project  a  reality.  Also,  a  special  thanks  to  Town  Manager  Walter  Lindberg, 
who  projected  much  inspiration,  guidance,  and  financial  help  through  this  project.  This  is 
something  the  community  can  be  very  proud  of,  which  would  not  have  been  possible  without 
the  cooperation  of  numerous  boards  and  town  officials.  It  has  been  truly  an  enjoyable  project 
that  has  reflected  the  cooperation  and  help  of  the  entire  town.  Members  of  the  Norton  Board  of 
Selectmen  should  be  praised  for  their  leadership  in  the  purchase  of  the  land,  the  determination 
of  recreational  areas,  and  the  support  they  provided  the  Norton  Middle  School  Building 
Committee  through  this  process.  Also,  I  want  to  compliment  the  Norton  School  Committee 
members  for  their  interest  and  support.

On  an  academic  note,  in  order  to  handle  the  growth  factor  and  alleviate  the  overcrowded 
conditions  within  the  Norton  Public  Schools,  when  the  school  year  began  in  September  1996, 
the  following  organizational  changes  were  adopted:  Grade  5  was  moved  from  the  elementary 
level  and  placed  in  the  Norton  Middle  School,  Project  Early  was  moved  from  the  J.  C.  Solmonese 
School  to  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School,  and  grade  8  was  moved  to  Norton  High  School.  This 
balanced  the  student  population  with  a  more  even  distribution  per  building  and  helped 
alleviate  the  overcrowding,  especially  at  the  elementary  levels. 

Also,  in  connection  with  the  administration  of  the  school  department,  all  personnel 
received  a  three-year  contract  at  10.5%  over  three  years. 

The  Norton  School  Committee  approved  the  transfer  of  five  acres  of  land  on  Barrows  Street 
to  the  Water  and  Sewer  Department  for  the  construction  of  a  water  tank,  and  this  was  voted  at 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Reading  Department  began  the  process  of  selecting  a  new  reading 
language  arts  textbook  to  replace  the  current  reading,  phonics,  spelling,  and  English  textbooks. 
The  pilot  program  was  in  kindergarten  through  grade  5  and  utilized  16  teachers.  Two  series 
piloted  were  the  Silver  Burdett  and  Houghton-Mifflin.  The  philosophy  of  this  committee  was 
that  reading  is  the  cornerstone  of  primary  education,  the  textbook  should  be  a  combination  of 
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honics  and  whole  language,  and  the  curriculum  should  also  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
/lassachusetts  Curriculum  Frameworks.  The  approved  recommendation  was  for  the 
loughton-Mifflin  series  in  grades  K-5.  The  new  curriculum  will: 

•  Stress  the  connections  between  reading,  writing,  spelling,  and  phonics,  rather  than 
teaching  them  separately. 

•  Challenge  students  at  all  levels  using  the  same  basic  theme  and  core  literature. 

•  Ensure  the  literature  is  varied  and  authentic. 

•  Stress  more  active  learning  and  thinking,  problem-solving,  and  more  application  to  real 
life. 

•  Include  a  kindergarten  program  that  builds  a  firm  background  for  phonics  instruction. 

•  Provide  many  supplementary  materials,  as  well  as  professional  development.

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The  Norton  School  Department  is  very  appreciative  of  the  work  and  dedication  of  the 
teachers,  which  is  demonstrated  by  the  success  of  these  test  results. 

This  is  also  the  first  year  the  two  elementary  schools  joined  the  Alliance  for  Elementary 
Schools,  which  is  developed  under  the  Department  of  Education.  It  allows  networking  and  an 
exchange  of  ideas  among  many  elementary  schools  and  provides  a  great  deal  of  in-service  and 
professional  development.  Currently,  we  are  members  of  a  middle  school  alliance  and  a  high 
school  alliance,  which  enables  our  staff  to  interact  on  a  professional  level  and  keep  current  on  a 
state  wide  basis. 

For  the  past  three  years,  Norton  High  School  has  been  studying  methods  to  meet  the  990 
academic  hours  required  by  the  Department  of  Education.  This  group  was  called  the 
Restructuring  Committee,  and  it  began  meeting  in  the  fall  of  1995.  Its  membership  includes 
administrators,  teachers,  school  committee  representative,  parents,  and  students.  The 
philosophy  of  the  Restructuring  Committee  is  based  upon  improved  teaching  and  learning  by 
reorganizing  the  school  day  into  longer  periods  or  blocks  of  instruction.  The  areas  discussed 
were: 

•  The  4x4  semester  block  in  which  students  take  three  major  courses  plus  one  elective 
for  a  double  period  each  day  for  one  semester.  During  the  second  semester  they  take 
three  new  courses,  plus  another  elective. 

•  The  alternating  day  or  A/ B  is  a  year  long  block  schedule. 

•  A  third  option  was  also  considered  by  the  Restructuring  Committee  as  a  Hybrid 
schedule  involving  two  extended  blocks  of  classes  and  three  classes  of  traditional 
length.  The  Hybrid  allows  people  to  transition  into  a  block  experience  while 
experimenting  with  innovative  and  improved  teaching  and  learning  strategies. 

Two  public  hearings  were  held,  and  much  time  was  spent  on  this  project. 

In  February,  the  Norton  School  Committee  again  discussed  the  Restructuring  Committee's 
recommendations  and  unanimously  voted  to  implement  the  Hybrid  schedule.  This  will  allow 
for  two  block  schedules  on  a  rotating  seven  day  cycle,  providing  one  block  per  section  in  each 
cycle.  This  meets  the  990  hour  requirement  and  allows  for  all  classes  to  meet  all  year.  It  is 
easier  for  transfer  students  to  adjust,  absences  are  not  as  difficult  to  make  up,  science  labs  are 
easily  accommodated,  and  it  allows  students  and  teachers  transition  into  the  block  concept. 
Instructional  methodology  will  still  be  diverse  and  can  be  reviewed  at  a  later  date  to  determine 
whether  a  complete  block  is  desirable. 

In  connection  with  the  block  scheduling  recommendations  and  implementation,  the 
following  changes  were  adopted: 

•  Change  the  course  leveling  designations  to  Advanced  Placement,  Honors,  Level  1, 
Level  2,  and  remove  Basic. 

•  Graduation  requirements  include  that  students  take  six  majors  per  year  and  amass  112 
credits  over  four  years  to  be  awarded  a  diploma  from  Norton  High  School. 

•  Seniors  must  pass  at  least  five  major  subjects,  one  of  which  must  be  English. 

•  Seniors  must  also  pass  physical  education. 
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•  New  graduation  requirements  will  be  phased  in. 

•  The  final  112  credits  will  be  for  the  year  2001. 

•  Promotion  requirements,  by  grade  level,  will  require  28  credits  for  grade  10;  56  credits 
for  grade  11;  and  84  credits  for  grade  12;  a  total  of  112  credits  for  graduation. 

•  The  proposed  policy  for  determining  class  rank  will  be  as  follows:  Class  rank  will  be 
calculated  at  the  end  of  grade  11  and  at  the  end  of  the  first  semester  of  grade  12.  Rank 
will  be  based  on  five  of  the  six  majors  that  a  student  takes  in  each  of  his/her  four  years 
of  study.  The  five  courses  selected  annually  by  the  student  to  be  used  in  rank 
calculation  will  be  English  and  four  other  majors  selected  by  the  students.  The 
following  courses  must  be  included  in  the  calculation  of  students'  career  rank:  4 
English,  3  math,  3  science,  and  3  social  studies.  The  courses  which  a  student  selects  for 
rank  determination  must  be  identified  at  the  beginning  of  a  school  year.  It  is  also  noted 
that  physical  education  and  health  are  not  included  in  rank  determination. 

•  A  proposed  addition  to  the  summer  school  policy  is  that  a  student  may  not  take  more 
than  two  courses  in  any  one  summer  and  a  maximum  of  five  courses  over  four  years.

Business:  Windows  95,  Microsoft  for  Windows,  Excel  for  Windows,  and 

Retailing 

English:  Drama    Workshop,   Journalism,    Creative    Writing,    Speech,  and 

Yearbook  Course 
Foreign  Language:  Latin  I 
Mathematics:  Discrete  Math 

Social  Studies:        Current  Events  and  Sociology 

After  a  public  hearing,  the  Norton  School  Committee  again  voted  not  to  participate  in 
School  Choice  Program.  The  reason  is  the  shortage  of  space  within  the  school  system  and  the 
fact  that  allowing  students  from  other  districts  to  attend  would  compound  this  shortage. 

The  Norton  School  Committee  approved  the  fiscal  1998  school  budget  at  $13,422,000  and 
$424,000  for  capital  improvements  to  repair  the  high  school  roof  and  repave  the  middle  and 
high  school  parking  lots. 

This  has  been  an  extremely  rewarding  year  for  the  Norton  Public  Schools  highlighted  by 
construction  beginning  for  the  new  Norton  Middle  School,  the  adoption  of  the  language  arts 
and  science  curriculums,  plus  the  study  and  implementation  next  year  of  block  scheduling  at 
Norton  High  School.  In  addition  to  these  accomplishments,  Norton  High  School  is  preparing 
for  the  follow-up  study  with  the  New  England  Association  of  Secondary  Schools  and  Colleges. 
The  Norton  Public  Schools  continues  to  provide  quality  education  to  its  students  with  many 
activities,  such  as  science  fairs,  art  festivals,  athletic  events,  senior  week,  project  fairs,  math 
nights,  school  plays,  and  musicals.  Also,  many  events  and  fund-raisers  were  held  in 
conjunction  with  parent-teacher  activities,  such  as  the  Ice  Cream  Social  and  fairs.  I  wish  to 
express  my  appreciation  to  the  staff  members  who  contributed  so  much  to  the  success  of  the 
Norton  Public  Schools.

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NORTON  HIGH  SCHOOL

In  September,  we  welcomed  192  eighth  graders  and  162  ninth  graders,  increasing  our  total 
school  population  to  768.  Both  grades  quickly  adapted  to  the  new  environment  and  became  an 
integral  part  of  the  high  school  community. 

Due  to  this  increased  size  of  the  student  population  and  retirements,  ten  new  full  and  part- 
time  teachers  joined  the  faculty  in  addition  to  the  eight  teachers  of  the  eighth  graders.  Two  long 
time  department  chairmen  retired:  Mr.  William  MacMullen,  music,  in  June,  and  Mr.  Robert 
Maher,  world  language,  in  February. 

We  received  our  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  (NEASC)  Report  from 
the  Visiting  Committee  and  the  follow-up  committees  have  been  working  to  address  the 
recommendations.  In  addition,  many  hours  were  dedicated  to  the  evaluation  of  potential  new 
schedule  formats  for  the  fall  of  1997.  The  1996-97  school  year  included  a  wide  variety  of 
academic,  social,  athletic  and  cultural  activities,  and  achievements. 

SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT 

In  order  to  address  the  PALMS  philosophy,  members  of  the  science  department  are 
participating  in  workshops,  mini-sabbaticals,  graduate  courses,  and  summer  programs. 

The  Science  Department  continues  to  address  changes  in  educational  strategies  by 
providing  many  hands-on  activities,  by  trying  to  assign  interdisciplinary  projects,  by  trying  to 
assign  projects  which  will  help  students  to  relate  the  science  disciplines  to  their  daily  lives,  by 
using  alternative  assessment  techniques,  and  addressing  various  learning  styles  through 
creative  assignments. 

MATHEMATICS  DEPARTMENT 

The  course  offerings  in  the  Mathematics  Department  underwent  changes  during  the  school 
year  1996-1997.  The  Computer  Applications  course  was  offered  on  a  semester  basis  rather  than 
every  other  day.  Trigonometry,  Advanced  Algebra,  and  Consumer  Mathematics  also  were 
offered  on  a  semester  basis.  In  addition,  Consumer  Mathematics  was  expanded  from  a  one  year 
course  to  four  non-sequential  semester  offerings.  A  Discrete  Mathematics  course  was  proposed 
for  next  school  year.  The  curriculum  for  this  course  was  approved  by  the  school  committee. 
The  course  will  be  a  one  semester  course  and  will  be  taught  by  Mrs.  Joan  Vital  who  has  had 
many  years  of  experience  as  a  lead  teacher  in  the  Rutgers  University  Discrete  Math  Program. 
No  other  changes  are  proposed  for  the  upcoming  school  year.  The  change  to  the  modified  block 
schedule  has  been  a  focus  for  members  of  the  department  during  this  year.  Many  techniques 
and  strategies  have  been  shared  among  members  of  the  department.  As  a  whole,  the 
department  is  looking  forward  to  the  adoption  of  the  new  schedule. 

The  Macintosh  computer  laboratory  was  utilized  by  staff  as  well  as  students.  Mrs.  Joan 
Vital,  Supervisor  of  Technology,  offered  two  graduate  level  courses  in  "Technology  for 
Teachers"  through  Bridgewater  State  College  on  Thursday  evenings.  She  was  assisted  by  Mrs. 
Eileen  Kieser,  Mathematics  Department  Chairman.  In  addition,  a  second  graduate  level  course 
entitled  "Integrating  Technology  and  the  Internet  into  the  Curriculum"  was  offered.  As  a  direct 
result  of  these  courses,  many  teachers  throughout  the  school  have  encouraged  their  students  to 
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develop  reports  and  presentations  using  PowerPoint,  a  presentation  software  package.  These 
projects  have  been  well  received  by  teachers  and  students. 

Mrs.  Vital  and  Mrs.  Kieser  have  worked  on  the  NEASC  Follow-up  Committee  during  this 
school  year.  This  committee,  chaired  by  Miss  Susan  Carney,  is  preparing  the  response  to  the 
recommendations  made  by  the  visiting  team  when  they  visited  the  school  in  October,  1995. 
This  report  is  due  in  October,  1997.  Mrs.  Meserve  and  Mrs.  Boucher  continued  their  work  as 
chairpeople  of  two  of  the  Standards  Committees. 

The  Norton  High  School  Math  League  competed  in  both  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts 
League  and  the  New  England  Math  League.  Coaches  Matthew  Boutell  and  Andrew  Carter 
report  that  the  team  finished  third  overall  in  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Math  League. 
Results  from  the  New  England  Math  League  were  not  available.  The  coaches  indicate  a  strong 
interest  among  the  underclassmen  and  look  forward  to  the  upcoming  years.  In  addition,  four 
students  competed  in  the  Computer  Programming  Contest  at  Providence  College,  where  the 
students  placed  in  the  top  twenty  percent  of  all  schools  participating. 

ENGLISH  DEPARTMENT 

The  department  provided  students  with  several  enrichment  activities  including  theater 
field  trips  and  Multicultural  assemblies  for  grades  9-12  from  Norton  Lottery  Arts  grants.  They 
include:  Valerie  Tutson,  Kwanzaa  storyteller;  Living  Voices:  The  New  American;  Inca  Sun,  a 
South  American  instrumental  group;  and  Justice  at  War,  an  interactive  drama  about  the 
Japanese  Interment  Camps. 

FOREIGN  LANGUAGE 

Mr.  Paul  Elias  joined  the  staff  as  a  part-time  teacher  of  Spanish  and  Mrs.  Patricia  Penza 
was  appointed  Foreign  Language  Department  Chairman.  Mr.  Robert  Maher  retired  from  the 
Foreign  Language  Department  in  February  of  1997.  Mrs.  Lorna  Russell  and  her  French  students 
traveled  to  Providence  for  a  production  of  LeBourgeois  Gentilhomme,  and  Mrs.  Irene  Titmas  and 
her  Spanish  students  attend  the  Ballet  Folklorico,  also  in  Providence.  Mrs.  Titmas  and  Mrs. 
Russell  developed  cross-cultural  activities  for  their  students  based  on  the  celebrations  of  el  Dian 
de  los  Muertos  and  Mardi  Gras.  Brian  Curran  and  Rhiannon  Kirby  were  inducted  into  the 
National  Spanish  Honor  Society.  Honor  Society  activities  included  the  annual  fund-raising 
dinner  and  two  service  projects:  "Warmth  for  Winter"  based  in  Attleboro  and  financial  support 
for  a  child  in  Ecuador. 

SOCIAL  STUDIES  DEPARTMENT 

A  great  effort  has  been  expended  during  this  academic  year  in  preparation  for  major 
changes  next  year.  The  major  adaptations  for  next  year  include  the  commencement  of  block 
scheduling,  and  an  additional  social  studies  staff  member  (to  be  shared  with  the  English 
Department),  and  the  addition  of  several  new  courses.  These  new  course  offerings  will  be 
Sociology  and  Current  Events. 

Department  members  were  also  involved  in  the  two  year  follow  up  reports  concerning  the 
Norton  High  School's  recent  ten  year  evaluation  process.  This  procedure  involved  several 
release  time  periods  and  was  submitted  for  final  review  by  the  NEASC  Follow-up  Committee  in 
May. 

During  the  past  year,  several  special  events  were  sponsored  by  the  Social  Studies 
Department.  Mr.  Bartek  and  Mr.  Hickey  were  both  awarded  cultural  council  grants  in  order  to 
bring  live  performances  to  their  students.  Mr.  Bartek's  grant  was  used  to  bring  Teddy  Roosevelt 
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to  Norton  High.  Teddy  was  played  by  Ted  Zalewski  and  his  presentation  "Teddy  Roosevelt: 
Mind,  Body  and  Spirit"  combined  education,  fun,  and  drama.  Mr.  Hickey's  grant  was  utilized 
to  bring  to  Norton  a  live  performance  of  the  Plimoth  Plantation.  The  department  was  also 
involved  in  an  interdisciplinary  unit  with  the  English  Department  on  the  Japanese  Internment 
Camps  of  World  War  II.  Theater  Espresso  appeared  at  the  school  and  involved  students  in  a 
very  dramatic  presentation  of  what  it  was  like  to  be  a  Japanese-American  during  World  War  II. 
Students  also  participated  in  the  Voice  of  Democracy  Contest,  the  Hugh  O'Brien  Leadership 
Conference,  and  Girls'  and  Boys'  State  Programs.  Field  trips  to  Boston  and  the  Heritage  Trail 
were  taken. 

Commendations  were  given  to  the  record  number  of  social  studies  students  taking 
Advanced  Placement  tests.  Forty-four  students  took  the  AP  test  this  year.  Norton  High  also 
placed  seven  students  in  the  honor  category  of  AP  exams.  This  was  the  greatest  number  of  all 
eight  schools  in  the  South  Shore  Alliance.  Mr.  Hickey  is  commended  for  guiding  his  students 
through  the  law  making  process  and  gaining  much  recognition  for  his  students  by  having  the 
Boston  Creme  Pie  become  the  official  State  Dessert  as  a  result  of  his  students'  efforts.  He  is  also 
thanked  for  directing  the  excellent  Memorial  Day  Assembly.  Ms.  Honey  is  commended  for  her 
involvement  in  the  interdisciplinary  Art  Links  Project.  Her  enthusiasm  is  praiseworthy. 

BUSINESS  DEPARTMENT 

Students  in  the  Business  Law  class  attended  a  program  at  Norfolk  State  Prison.  The  state 
and  local  police  also  spoke  to  this  class  on  several  occasions.  This  class  also  successfully 
completed  a  mock  trial. 

WordPerfect  students  applied  what  was  learned  in  this  class  and  did  an  excellent  job. 
Students  used  several  applications  of  Word  Perfect  as  well  as  graphics.  Students  were  also  able 
to  complete  many  advanced  applications  of  WordPerfect. 

Entrepreneurship  was  offered  for  the  first  time  during  the  fall  semester.  Students 
successfully  completed  a  business  plan.  They  also  heard  from  individuals  who  own  their  own 
business.  There  were  many  opportunities  for  students  to  express  their  creativity  as  they 
prepared  commercials  for  their  business,  created  bumper  stickers,  and  planned  an  opening  day 
celebration  complete  with  a  newspaper  advertisement. 

Students    had    the    opportunity    to   hear    speakers    discuss    the    following  topics: 
Professionalism,  Listen  Up!,  and  Decisions!  Decisions! 

During  the  1997-98  school  year,  the  following  new  courses  will  be  offered:  Windows  95, 
Microsoft  Word,  Microsoft  Excel,  and  Retailing. 

ATHLETIC  DEPARTMENT 

The  fall  athletic  season  concluded  with  the  girls'  volleyball  team  and  the  boys'  soccer  team 
qualifying  for  the  State  Sectional  Tournament.  The  volleyball  team  finished  their  season  with  a 
14  and  4  record,  but  unfortunately  lost  to  Trinity  Catholic  in  their  first  tournament  match. 

The  boys'  soccer  team  finished  its  season  with  the  best  record  (15-4-1)  in  the  sports  young 
history  at  Norton  High  School.  Qualifying  for  the  State  Sectional  Tournament  they  won  their 
first  game,  defeating  Westport  High  School,  but  lost  the  second  game  to  a  strong  Norwell  team. 

The  winter  season  brought  a  return  of  the  boys'  basketball  team  to  the  state  sectional 
tournament.  The  boys  finished  their  regular  season  with  a  record  11  wins  and  9  losses,  but  lost  ; 
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to  a  superb  Martha's  Vineyard  squad.  The  girls'  basketball  team  also  finished  with  an  11  and  9 
record  and  qualified  for  the  state  tournament.  They  won  their  first  tournament  game  against 
Ursuline  Academy,  but  lost  the  next  game  to  a  very  strong  Westwood  High  team. 

The  winter  season  also  marked  Norton's  second  year  of  winter  track.  Boys  and  girls 
competed  in  the  Pilgrim  Conference  with  meets  held  at  Boston  University,  Wheaton  College, 
and  the  Reggie  Lewis  Track  facility. 

The  spring  season  is  still  in  progress  with  the  softball,  baseball,  girls'  tennis,  and  track 
teams  involved  in  post  season  play.  A  special  note  of  congratulations  must  be  made  to  the  girls' 
softball  team.  They  won  their  first  South  Shore  League  championship  and  first  softball 
championship  in  that  sport's  history  at  Norton  High  School.  Best  of  luck  to  the  girls  in  the  state 
tournament.  The  baseball  team  has  also  enjoyed  another  successful  season  under  the  direction 
of  Coach  Mollica.  At  this  writing  they  have  a  record  of  13  wins  and  6  losses  and  will  once  again 
participate  in  the  State  Sectional  Tournament. 

MUSIC  DEPARTMENT 

The  Music  Department  has  undergone  some  major  changes  during  the  1996-1997  school 
year,  not  the  least  of  which  is  having  a  new  Supervisor  of  Music.  Mr.  William  MacMullen  has 
retired,  and  Ms.  Paula  Remick  has  assumed  the  position  of  Supervisor  of  Music,  along  with 
teaching  the  instrumental  music  lessons  in  the  school  system. 

Ms.  Remick  previously  taught  in  Swansea,  Scituate,  Old  Orchard  Beach,  Maine,  Sturbridge, 
and  Blackstone.  She  has  her  bachelor  of  music  degree  from  Ithaca  College,  and  master  of  music 
degree  from  Northwestern  University. 

The  Music  Department  has  participated  in  a  variety  of  concerts,  assemblies  and  other 
musical  activities  during  the  past  school  year.  The  Norton  High  School  Marching  Band 
participated  in  the  home  football  games  with  half  time  shows  under  the  direction  of  Drum 
Majors  Rebecca  Anufrom  and  Melissa  Betts,  with  assistance  from  Guard  Captain  Joey 
Habersack,  Co-Captain  Melissa  Parks,  and  Majorette  Captains  Rebecca  Bischoff  and  Krisha 
Suydan.  The  marching  band  traveled  to  Amherst  once  again,  to  participate  in  the  UMASS  Band 
Day,  where  members  performed  during  half  time  of  the  UMASS-B.U.  football  game  with 
approximately  1,200  other  band  students  from  across  the  state.  They  also  participated  in  the 
soccer  and  Halloween  parades,  as  well  as  the  town's  observances  of  Veterans'  Day  and 
Memorial  Day.  Members  of  the  6th  and  7th  grade  band  joined  the  high  school  band  to  perform 
in  the  Memorial  Day  Parade. 

Both  the  middle  school  and  high  school  performed  in  holiday  concerts,  with  each  school's 
band  and  chorus  participating.  On  March  19th,  the  high  school  held  its  Annual  Solo/Ensemble 
Concert  with  a  large  audience  in  attendance. 

The  Norton  High  School  Concert  Band  traveled  to  Foxboro  High  School  on  April  6th,  to 
participate  in  the  Massachusetts  Instrumental  Conductors'  Association  Concert  Band 
Evaluation  Festival  and  were  awarded  a  bronze  medal  for  its  performance.  This  is  a  great 
accomplishment,  as  the  band  has  not  participated  in  the  festival  for  several  years. 

A  jazz  band,  which  meets  on  a  weekly  basis  after  school,  was  established  at  Norton  High 
School  and  made  its  debut  performance  at  the  Spring  Concert,  where  they  were  very  well 
received.  They  were  also  used  as  the  "pit  band"  for  the  Senior  Class  Play  "Rock  and  Roll". 
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The  Norton  High  School  Chorus  participated  in  the  "Together  We  Can"  festival,  held  at  the 
Great  Woods  Center  for  the  Performing  Arts  on  Sunday,  May  4th. 

The  Norton  Band  Parents  sponsored  several  trips  this  year,  the  annual  trip  to  UMASS  Band 
Day  in  October,  three  youth  symphony  concerts  in  the  Boston  Symphony,  and  they  also 
provided  funding  needed  to  enable  students  to  attend  the  MICA  Concert  Band  Festival. 

The  Norton  High  School  Band  performed  at  the  Memorial  Day  ceremonies  on  the  Friday 
before  Memorial  Day  and  concluded  its  performances  at  graduation  on  May  30th. 

LIBRARY 

The  library  has  concentrated  its  efforts  this  year  in  the  areas  designated  most  important  to 
improve  by  the  NEASC  recommendation.  The  library  is  now  open  three  days  a  week  after 
school  until  2:45  p.m.  to  allow  students  to  use  the  facility  and  its  resources.  An  open  house  was 
conducted  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  acquaint  teachers  with  the  new  materials  purchased 
and  to  have  them  become  familiar  with  new  resources  and  technology.  Lastly,  a  new  selection 
policy,  first  implemented  in  1975,  is  being  revised  to  take  into  account  the  technological 
innovations  that  have  taken  place  and  to  plan  for  additional  acquisitions. 

The  library  now  has  a  dedicated  network  as  part  of  the  school's  larger  network.  Our 
students  can  access  the  Internet  at  four  locations  in  the  library  on  this  network.  This  has 
prompted  the  need  for  an  Internet  Access  Acceptable  Use  Policy,  which  Joan  Vital  has  created 
for  use  throughout  the  school  system.  Bess  has  been  installed  to  serve  as  a  filter  to  undesirable 
sites  as  part  of  this  plan.  This  year  we  will  concentrate  on  how  to  install  student  records 
indicating  whether  this  policy  has  been  signed  and  accepted  by  students  and  parents  through 
the  library's  automated  circulation  system. 

Automation  of  the  card  catalog  has  been  delayed  because  of  memory  and  operating  system 
upgrades.  Upgrading  the  operating  system  will  be  the  last  piece  that  is  needed  to  complete  this 
project.  We  are  now  able  to  access  the  public  library's  collection  and  its  twenty-five  affiliate 
libraries  through  our  Internet  access.  The  State  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  has  granted 
the  high  school  access  to  an  on-line  database,  SearchBank,  provided  by  the  Information  Access 
Company.  SearchBank  brings  a  full  range  of  reference  resources  including  periodicals, 
newspapers,  directories,  handbooks,  encyclopedias,  and  investment  reports  and  will  provide 
more  comprehensive  answers  to  research  questions. 

The  state  has  licensed  the  use  of  these  databases  for  six  months.  They  are  free  of  charge  to 
all  libraries  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  who  have  access  to  the  Internet  and  who 
have  requested  access.  These  databases  have  been  very  useful  to  our  English,  Social  Studies  and 
Science  Departments. 

The  library  added  300  books  to  its  collection.  With  our  new  circulation  system  in  place,  we 
are  now  able  to  provide  accurate  statistics  regarding  the  circulation  of  the  collection.  The 
circulation  totaled  2,363  from  September  through  the  end  of  May.  During  the  year,  305  classes 
visited  the  library  for  study  and  research  on  various  topics  in  all  subject  areas.  This  represents  a 
32%  increase  in  class  use  from  the  previous  year.  New  teaching  methodologies  and 
approaches,  plus  the  addition  of  the  eighth  grade  to  the  high  school,  have  contributed  to  this 
increase.  In  the  course  of  two  years,  the  use  of  the  library  by  individual  classes  has  risen  83%. 
This  would  indicate  that  the  library  is  providing  materials  that  support  and  enrich  the 
curriculum.  The  library  answered  90%  of  the  students'  reference  questions  this  year. 
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The  media  room  in  the  library  has  been  converted  to  a  Macintosh  computer  lab  staffed  by 
Mrs.  Janet  Farrell.  The  lab  served  a  total  of  200  classes  this  school  year  on  a  daily  basis.  In 
addition,  individual  students  used  the  lab  to  create  school  projects  in  all  subject  areas.  This 
room  also  contains  our  satellite  transmission  equipment  as  well  as  our  cable  feed.  We  are  able 
to  tape  any  educational  program  televised  on  satellite  or  cable.  These  can  then  be  broadcast  to 
any  school  in  the  district  at  the  school's  request. 

This  past  year  we  received  editing  equipment  from  TCI  Cable  before  it  was  purchased  by 
Cox  Cable.  This  equipment  enables  us  to  duplicate  copies  of  programs  that  we  have  permission 
to  tape  so  that  more  than  one  class  will  have  the  use  of  the  curricula  materials  at  the  same  time. 
In  addition,  several  students  were  trained  in  the  use  of  the  video  editing  equipment.  It  is  hoped 
that  we  will  have  several  more  students  trained  to  assist  in  this  very  valuable  training  program 
next  year. 

GUIDANCE  OFFICE 

There  were  no  changes  in  the  structure  or  staffing  of  the  Guidance  Department  this  year.  In 
October,  62  juniors  took  the  P.S.A.T.'s  at  Norton  High  School.  Three  students,  Shaun  McQuaid, 
Kristy  Kuplast,  and  Elizabeth  Charpentier  earned  scores  which  will  qualify  them  to  receive 
either  commended  student  or  semi-finalist  honors  in  the  fall  of  1997.  A  mini  college  fair  was 
also  held  in  early  October  at  the  high  school.  Over  30  college  and  military  representatives  were 
available  to  meet  with  senior  students.  In  May,  juniors  and  seniors  took  71  advanced 
placement  exams.  Of  the  105  graduating  seniors,  82.47%  plan  to  continue  their  education  at  a 
post-secondary  program. 

STUDENT  COUNCIL 

The  Norton  High  School  Student  Council  was  involved  in  many  school,  community,  and 
service  activities.  The  officers  for  1996/97  were:  Craig  Wencis,  President;  Krisha  Suydan,  Vice 
President;  Thuy  Anh  Nguyen,  Secretary;  and  Nicole  Green,  Treasurer.  The  advisor  was 
Assistant  Principal  Philip  R.  Gorman.  Safe  Prom  Week,  Homecoming,  Spirit  Week,  Senior 
Semi-Formal,  and  Santa  Drive  were  some  of  the  activities.  Over  $500  was  donated  to  the  Fire 
Department  for  needy  families  during  Christmas  week. 

On  May  14th,  the  council  sponsored  the  Annual  Senior  Lunch,  and  on  May  27th,  the 
council  awarded  its  second  scholarship,  increasing  the  amount  to  $500. 

The  S.E.M.A.S.C.  Fall  and  Spring  Conferences  were  attended  at  Foxboro  High  School  and 
Canton  High  School  respectively. 

Elections  for  next  year's  officers  will  be  held  on  June  13,  1997. 

TEAM  8A 

Team  8A  had  an  interesting  year  at  the  high  school  this  year.  The  classes  were  grouped 
with  one  advanced  class,  and  the  rest  of  the  students  were  heterogeneously  mixed.  For  the 
majority,  this  was  a  successful  experience. 

Our  students  were  able  to  continue  some  of  the  eighth  grade  activities  they  have  always 
enjoyed;  the  class  trip  to  New  York,  an  eighth  grade  end-of-year  dance,  the  Gettysburg  Address 
contest  (winners  included:  Jessica  Melendy,  Sarah  Belkner,  and  Stephen  Walasavage);  Jessica 
Melendy  recited  the  Address  at  the  8th-9th  grade  Memorial  Day  assembly,  and  Kathy  Devlin 
received  a  writing  scholarship  from  the  SMARTS  Summer  Institute. 
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This  was  a  fast-paced  yet  productive  year.  It  contained  unique  challenges,  some  of  which 
need  to  be  evaluated  and  addressed  for  the  1997  school  year. 

TEAM  8B 

The  Environmental  Club,  under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Karen  Silvi,  came  in  first  in 
competition  with  11  new  teams.  The  team  placed  sixth  overall  in  competition  with  30  teams. 
The  following  members  were:  Katie  Lovett,  Kevin  Buckley,  Ryan  St.  Aubin,  Laura  Fahey,  Sarah 
Brunelle,  and  Shana  Cullinane. 

Team  8B  teachers  and  students  went  on  two  class  trips.  The  first  trip  was  to  the  Lowell 
National  Historical  Park  in  Lowell.  The  teachers  and  students  experienced  how  the  Industrial 
Revolution  brought  about  dramatic  change  in  the  19th  century  and  how  it  had  a  profound 
impact  on  the  lives  of  the  American  people.  The  second  class  trip  was  to  New  York  City.  The 
trip  was  a  wonderful,  exciting,  rewarding,  and  educational  experience. 

NORTON  MIDDLE  SCHOOL 
Mr.  Stanley  J.  Koss,  Principal

The  school  year  1996-1997  was  a  year  of  many  changes  in  the  Norton  Middle  School,  a 
reflection  of  our  fast  growing  community.  Two-thirds  of  the  596  students  who  arrived  in 
September  were  new,  those  being  the  students  in  grades  5  and  6  who  were  formerly  students  in 
both  elementary  schools.  This  occurred  because  of  the  need  to  alleviate  overcrowding  at  the 
elementary  schools  by  moving  grade  5  to  the  middle  school  and  moving  grade  8  to  the  high 
school.  By  doing  this,  besides  creating  more  space  at  the  elementary  schools,  we  were  able  to 
hire  two  additional  grade  5  teachers  to  reduce  excessively  high  class  size.  By  providing  the 
additional  staffing  for  grade  5,  class  size  was  reduced  from  35  to  26,  a  much  better  situation  for 
meaningful  instruction.  The  two  new  grade  5  teachers  appointed  to  staff  these  positions  were 
Miss  Jenifer  Chapman  and  Miss  Kristie  Hupe.  In  addition,  a  part  time  Title  I  reading  teacher, 
Miss  Dianne  Woodbine,  was  appointed  to  provide  18  hours  of  weekly  reading  services  to  grade 
*"  5  students. 

Other  new  staff  appointed  included:  Mrs.  Jacqueline  Belham,  a  speech  and  language 
teacher  whom  we  share  with  the  high  school,  along  with  Miss  Paula  Remick,  Supervisor  of 
Music /Band  Director,  who  directs  the  band  program  at  both  the  middle  school  and  high  school. 
Mrs.  Eileen  Sejkora  was  appointed  to  teach  grade  7  English/social  studies.  Instructional 
assistants  appointed  included  Marjorie  Bettencourt,  Carol  Bramwell,  and  Jean  Gouveia.  During 
the  year,  Mrs.  Bramwell  took  another  position  and  was  replaced  by  Mrs.  Lisa  Scudere. 

Mrs.  Debra  Jenkins,  who  was  granted  a  maternity  leave  two  years  ago,  submitted  her 
resignation  to  remain  home  with  her  growing  family. 

Grade  5's  transition  to  the  middle  school  was  smooth  and  efficient.  Through  careful 
preparation,  the  fifth  grade  felt  right  at  home.  The  students  and  teachers  felt  comfortable  from 
the  first  day.  The  students  experienced  the  same  programs  offered  to  them  at  the  elementary 
schools.  Lieutenant  Stanley  Walasavage  and  Trooper  David  Paine  continued  the  D.A.R.E. 
(Drug  Abuse  Resistance  Education)  program.  Pilgrims,  compliments  of  our  Parent  Advisory 
Board,  came  to  visit  grade  5  classrooms  from  Plimoth  Plantation,  and  a  culminating  field  trip  to 
the  circus  in  Providence  was  enjoyed  by  all.  Some  new  experiences  offered  to  the  fifth  grade 
were  the  Culture  Fair  and  the  mock  trial.  The  Culture  Fair  afforded  students  the  opportunity  to 
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research  and  work  on  their  projects  in  school  with  a  mentor.  These  projects  were  related  to  their 
study  of  United  States  history,  and  they  helped  to  reinforce  and  enrich  what  students  had 
learned  during  the  year.  The  mock  trial  was  presented  by  the  Bristol  County  District  Attorney's 
office.  District  Attorney  Paul  Walsh  presided,  and  the  entire  fifth  grade  took  part  as  courtroom 
participants. 

Piloting  two  new  reading  programs  this  year  were  Mrs.  Marjorie  Scotti  and  Mrs.  Kathleen 
Stejakoski.  Houghton-Mifflin  will  be  implemented  in  grades  1-5  in  September. 

Other  fifth  grade  activities  included  the  following:  Biography  Day,  Spelling  Bee,  Wellness 
Week,  Pride  and  Spirit  Week,  D.A.R.E.  Essay  and  Poster  Contest,  and  the  Indian  Cultural  Dance 
and  Art  Exhibit. 

All  in  all,  grade  5  experienced  a  very  successful  and  rewarding  year  at  the  middle  school. 
We  look  forward  to  welcoming  our  new  fifth  graders  in  the  fall. 

Grade  6  students  also  experienced  an  exciting  and  meaningful  year.  As  a  culminating 
activity  of  their  study  of  the  Middle  Ages,  the  students  took  a  field  trip  to  the  Higgins  Armory 
Museum  in  Worcester.  The  students  viewed  demonstrations  of  how  knights  dressed  for  battle 
during  this  period  along  with  having  the  opportunity  to  actually  dress  in  clothes  typical  of  this 
time.  Several  students  were  coached  by  the  armory  staff  and  performed  a  short  play  for  their 
peers.  Everyone  truly  enjoyed  the  day. 

Besides  the  day  to  day  academic  program,  much  effort  has  been  extended  to  provide 
additional  after  school  extracurricular  opportunities  for  our  students.  Our  club  program 
provides  additional  opportunities  for  students  to  become  involved  in  art,  community  service, 
writing,  student  newspaper,  drama,  computer,  and  TV/media.  Students  can  also  participate  in 
an  expanded  intramural  program,  which  now  includes  winter  and  spring  activities.  Each 
month,  a  student  games  day  is  held  attracting  around  50  participants.  Many  students  also 
participate  in  our  Peer  Leader  Program,  which  develops  leadership  skills  in  the  participants 
who  develop  special  programs  for  lower  grade  students.  The  students  who  take  part  in  these 
activities  have  the  opportunity  to  develop  their  interests  in  special  areas,  and  there  is  a  great 
deal  of  student  participation  in  these  activities. 

In  the  area  of  reading  and  language  arts,  the  major  curriculum  efforts  were  focused  on  four 
parallel  thrusts.  The  first  was  to  become  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  Massachusetts  English, 
Language  Arts  Curriculum  Frameworks  approved  by  the  State  Department  of  Education  in 
February.  Secondly,  our  curriculum  in  this  area  will  have  to  be  adjusted  to  reflect  the 
frameworks,  and  steps  have  been  initiated  to  do  this.  Thirdly,  a  new  reading/language  arts 
program  was  selected  for  grades  1-5  after  a  year  of  piloting  two  different  programs.  Finally, 
professional  development  activities  took  place  during  the  year  with  the  staff  to  support  the 
implementation  of  the  new  curriculum /frameworks,  the  new  Massachusetts  assessment  testing 
program  and  the  new  reading/language  arts  program. 

A  Math-Science  Night  was  held  to  make  parents  more  aware  of  the  different  approaches 
utilized  now  to  teach  these  subjects.  The  presentation  led  by  students  and  teachers  was  well 
attended,  and  many  positive  comments  were  received.  Another  significant  accomplishment 
was  the  development  of  a  Mathematics  Study  Group.  This  group  met  on  a  weekly  basis 
beginning  in  February  to  carefully  analyze  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education's 
Mathematics  Curriculum  Frameworks.  The  study  group  is  also  examining  the  Curriculum 
Standards  from  the  National  Council  of  Teachers  of  Mathematics  and  will  then  revise  our 
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mathematics  curriculum  based  upon  these  two  important  documents.  Finally,  in  the  area  of 
math,  Dr.  Richard  Zusman,  Coordinator  of  Elementary  Math,  Science,  and  Social  Studies, 
administered  the  Project  PALMS  grants,  organized  the  New  England  Math  League  tests  in 
grades  5-7,  and  prepared  a  successful  Toyota  mathematics  grant  proposal. 

In  the  area  of  science,  the  school  committee  formally  accepted  the  newly  revised  science 
curriculum  guide  based  upon  the  new  Curriculum  Frameworks.  This  guide  emphasizes  a 
hands-on  experimental  approach  by  all  teachers  and  includes  an  innovative  interdisciplinary 
water  unit  for  grades  5-9.  During  the  year,  a  computer  weather  station  was  also  purchased  for 
our  school.  This  station  will  be  tied  into  the  Channel  4  (WBZ)  weathernet. 

Our  school  has  also  continued  to  move  ahead  in  providing  technology  to  enhance  the 
educational  progress  of  our  students.  Norton's  five  year  technology  plan  was  approved  by  the 
state  in  the  fall  of  1997  and  is  used  as  our  guide  to  maintain  currency  in  this  fast  changing  field. 
During  this  past  year  additional  multimedia  computers  were  purchased  providing  teachers 
and  students  with  class  access  to  software  with  appropriate  curriculum  emphasis.  Our 
building  has  a  modem  with  an  Internet  Service  Provider  to  allow  for  Internet  access  and  all 
administrators  and  designated  classroom  teachers  have  been  provided  with  email  and  Internet 
access  accounts.  A  wide  variety  of  professional  education  opportunities  in  this  field  has  been 
made  available  through  the  efforts  of  Mrs.  Joan  Vital,  our  technology  coordinator.  Every  effort  is 
being  made  to  provide  our  staff  with  the  knowledge  and  skills  needed  to  effectively  guide  our 
students  into  the  21st  Century.  Courses  have  been  offered  around  topics  of  integrating  word 
processing,  graphics,  database,  digital  photography,  multimedia  using  HyperStudio,  and  using 
CD-ROM  technology  among  others. 

As  the  year  progressed,  efforts  and  attention  continued  to  remain  focused  around  the 
successful  implementation  of  the  education  reform  law.  Staff  in-service  was  conducted  on  the 
new  assessment  testing  program  that  will  be  administered  by  the  state  to  ensure  that  our 
instruction  and  curriculum  match  the  goals  of  the  Curriculum  Frameworks.  In  addition, 
middle  school  staff  were  members  of  the  systemwide  D.A.R.T.  (District  Action  Reform  Team) 
which  oversees  the  entire  system's  efforts  with  this  reform.  Special  attention  this  year  has  been 
focused  around  the  concept  of  maintaining  high  expectations  for  students,  staff,  and  parents. 
Only  when  we  expect  the  best  from  ourselves  will  we  receive  the  best. 

This  past  year  has  been  an  especially  exciting  one  for  the  entire  middle  school  staff 
knowing  the  town  approved  construction  of  a  new  middle  school  to  address  the  needs  of  a 
rapidly  increasing  student  enrollment.  In  the  past  five  to  ten  years,  more  and  more 
communities  are  building  schools  designed  specifically  to  meet  the  needs  of  early  adolescent 
students.  Every  staff  member  of  the  school  met  with  the  architects  to  provide  input  into  the 
building's  design.  In  late  April  of  1997,  the  first  concrete  was  poured  and  construction  began  in 
earnest.  A  groundbreaking  ceremony  in  May  was  highlighted  by  over  50  children  participating 
in  the  program  reminding  all  of  us  that  it  is  their  education  and  growth  that  spearheaded  this 
project.  We  all  look  forward  to  the  opening  of  this  fine  school  building. 

Providing  quality  instruction  to  almost  600  students  on  a  daily  basis  requires  a  great  deal 
of  team  work.  The  teachers,  instructional  assistants,  clerical,  cafeteria,  custodial  staff,  and  bus 
drivers  all  contribute  to  a  good  day  for  students.  Their  efforts  are  recognized.  Their 
commitment  along  with  the  positive  leadership  of  the  Norton  School  Committee  creates  the  best 
environment  for  all  our  students.

L.  G.  NOURSE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL

The  opening  of  the  L.  G.  Nourse  Elementary  School  on  September  4,  1996  saw  a  change  in 
class  organization,  new  staff  members,  and  some  interesting  improvements.  With  the 
reorganization  of  the  system,  the  grade  5  classes  were  transferred  to  the  Norton  Middle  School 
and  the  Project  EARLY  program  was  transferred  from  the  J.  C.  Solmonese  Elementary  School 
into  the  vacant  classrooms.  Project  EARLY  is  a  program  for  3  -  4  year  old  children  with  special 
needs,  and  tuition  children  from  the  community.  The  teachers,  Mrs.  Nora  Broughton-Jestus 
and  Miss  Holly  Emery,  along  with  the  instructional  assistants  Mrs.  Mary  Lou  Brooks,  Mrs. 
Cheryl  Cekanavich,  Mrs.  Lynette  Maloney,  and  Mrs.  Jody  Sears,  coordinate  activities  for  the 
youngsters  that  match  the  special  needs  and  unique  characteristics  of  preschool  children.  New 
staff,  in  addition  to  Miss  Holly  Emery  in  Project  EARLY,  were  Mrs.  Sheila  Diestel  as  guidance 
counselor,  Miss  Carolyn  Lubell  in  a  new  position  of  elementary  psychologist,  and  Miss  Erin 
Fracassa  and  Mrs.  Sharon  Roberts  to  grade  3.  The  following  internal  transfers  occurred:  Ms. 
Nancy  Gallagher  was  transferred  from  grade  3  to  grade  4,  and  Mr.  Dennis  Richards  was 
transferred  from  Title  1  to  grade  4.  The  grade  level  configuration  of  the  school  is  grades  1  to  4, 
with  four  teachers  in  each  grade  and  two  Project  EARLY  homerooms. 

Summer  improvements  included  new  furniture  for  the  grade  1  homerooms,  and  half  of  the 
furniture  in  grades  2  and  3  replaced,  with  the  remainder  being  replaced  during  the  summer  of 
1997.  A  course  in  conjunction  with  the  Massachusetts  Audubon  Society  was  held  at  the  L  G. 
Nourse  last  summer.  A  nature  trail  was  created  in  the  woods  behind  the  school.  This  project 
has  been  used  all  year  to  expand  our  science  lessons  with  a  live  classroom  in  the  woods.  It 
affords  students  opportunities  to  observe  changes  in  nature  all  year  long.  Finally,  the  last  of  a 
three-year  project  saw  the  marker  boards  installed,  making  the  LGN  a  school  without 
chalkboards. 

The  school  participated  in  several  cooperative  projects  (with  other  school  systems)  funded 
by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education.  The  Southeast  Elementary  School  Alliance 
(SEESA)  is  a  collection  of  13  elementary  schools  that  meet  on  a  monthly  basis  and  coordinate 
in-service  training  for  staff  members  in  the  communities  through  courses  and  guest  speakers. 
The  alliance  visited  in  April  and  were  very  impressed  with  the  programs,  appearance,  and 
atmosphere  of  the  school.  Miss  Sara  Horton  provided  leadership  to  the  Professional 
Development  Committee  of  SEESA  and  represented  the  system  in  all  state  meetings.  The 
Hockomock  Collaborative  Partnership  is  a  program  to  upgrade  the  delivery  of  services  to 
preschool  children  by  providing  staff  training,  certification  of  programs,  exchange  of  ideas, 
scholarship  programs,  and  a  forum  for  the  public  schools,  day  care  providers,  and  private 
preschools.  The  eight  towns  in  the  program  are  supported  by  th  i  grant  managed  by  Self  Help, 
Inc.  of  Brockton.  Towns  included  besides  Norton  are:  Mansfield,  Foxboro,  North  Attleboro, 
Plainville,  Wrentham,  Norfolk,  and  Franklin.  Both  of  these  projects  expand  the  system's 
knowledge  of  preschool  education  and  provide  valuable  learning  experiences  for  the  children. 

Staff  development  continues  to  be  a  major  component  of  the  education  reform  legislation. 
Staff  members  achieving  advanced  degrees  this  year  were:  Mrs.  Sheila  Diestel,  who  completed 
her  Certificate  of  Advanced  Graduate  Studies  (CAGS)  from  Tufts  and  Miss  Sara  Horton,  who 
received  her  masters  degree  from  Leslie  College.  In  addition,  six  of  the  teachers  participated  in  a 
year  long  evaluation  and  usage  of  a  new  reading  series.  The  efforts  resulted  in  the  selection  of 
Houghton-Mifflin's  Literacy  Program  as  the  new  reading  language  arts  program  for  the  system, 
which  will  be  initiated  in  K-5  in  the  fall  of  1997.  Finally,  we  congratulate  the  following  staff 
who  achieved  professional  status  under  the  provisions  of  the  Massachusetts  Education  Reform 
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Legislation:  Mr.  Dennis  Ferguson,  Mrs.  Deanna  Gillooly,  Miss  Susan  Goldstein,  Miss  Sara 
Horton,  and  Mrs.  Judy  LaConte. 

The  children  had  an  extremely  busy  year  with  numerous  activities  to  enhance  the  core 
curriculum.  The  P.T.A.  and  the  Norton  Arts  Lottery  Commission  co-sponsored  six  assemblies 
during  the  year.  These  opportunities  bring  live  theater  to  the  children.  The  Norton  Police 
Department  provided  the  D.A.R.E.  program  for  grades  1  and  3,  as  well  as  a  public  safety 
assembly  for  the  entire  school.  The  Norton  Fire  Department  presented  several  safety  assemblies 
for  the  entire  school.  The  school's  Science  Fair  afforded  the  entire  school  the  opportunity  to  see 
science  through  the  eyes  of  their  classmates.  Finally,  on  May  29th,  a  day  of  public  safety 
demonstrations  was  coordinated  by  the  Massachusetts  State  Police  in  tribute  to  Trooper  James 
Malloy,  a  parent  volunteer  and  friend  of  the  L.G.N.,  who  passed  away  in  January.  In 
conjunction  with  the  Norton  Police  and  Fire  Departments,  the  three  agencies  provided  the 
children  with  information  and  demonstrations. 

The  first  grade  unit  experienced  a  variety  of  activities  this  year.  We  started  out  early  in  the 
year  with  the  D.A.R.E.  program  with  Officer  Stanley  Walasavage.  We  then  scared  all  with  the 
'96  version  of  the  Horribles  Parade.  Our  Annual  Pilgrim-Indian  Thanksgiving  Breakfast,  multi- 
cultural celebration  in  December,  and  the  grades  1-4  sharing  party  rounded  out  1996.  The  new 
year  highlights  included  a  trip  to  the  Roger  Williams  Park  Zoo,  a  "bring  your  pet  to  school  day" 
which  was  with  pictures  due  to  two  rain  outs  for  the  live  version.  The  Teddy  Bear  picnic  was 
"teddy-rific"  and  heavily  attended  by  bears  of  every  size,  shape,  and  variety.  A  beary  good  time 
was  had  by  one  and  all.  The  year  was  also  very  productive  with  the  piloting  of  two  literacy 
programs  in  two  of  the  first  grades.  Our  unit  was  involved  in  receiving  funding  for  three  mini 
grants:  "Changes  in  the  Weather"  by  Joyce  Cody  and  Grace  Zeneski;  and  "The  Nature  Trail" 
and  "Oceans"  by  Grace  Zeneski  and  Nancy  Grant. 

The  second  and  third  grade  teachers  had  an  exciting  school  year.  We  first  welcomed  Mrs. 
Roberts  and  Miss  Fracassa  to  our  unit.  Three  teachers  piloted  the  new  literature  based  reading 
programs.  The  stories  were  exciting,  and  all  subject  areas  were  integrated  using  this  new 
program.  All  classes  enjoyed  the  Nature  Trail  observing  the  differences  of  nature  during  the 
different  seasons.  The  second  grade  went  on  a  field  study  to  the  Boston  Aquarium  to  observe 
marine  life  after  a  presentation  by  Mrs.  Hartel  on  the  life  of  an  oyster.  Taking  a  step  back  in 
time,  the  third  graders  observed  the  farming  community  at  Old  Sturbridge  Village.  After  an 
intense  study  of  Norton  in  the  1830's,  the  students  also  took  a  trip  around  town  to  observe 
historical  sites.  The  Science  Fair  was  enjoyed  by  many  third  graders.  A  celebrity  Reader  Week 
was  set  aside  to  honor  National  Reading  Week.  Many  community  members  read  their  favorite 
story  to  the  students.  Math  and  Science  Nights  were  enjoyed  by  the  community.  A  tree  was 
planted  by  a  forest  ranger  from  Mansfield  in  honor  of  Arbor  Day.  This  program  was  sponsored 
by  Miss  Silvi  and  her  high  school  students.  Each  child  was  given  a  seedling  to  plant.  Field  Day 
was  enjoyed  by  all  the  students.  The  Massachusetts  State  Police  program  was  very  educational. 
Thank  you  to  the  Malloy  Family! 

The  fourth  grade  became  an  ending  grade  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School.  The  fifth  graders  left 
the  building  to  head  to  the  Norton  Middle  School.  Mr.  Dennis  Richards  left  a  Chapter  I  reading 
specialist  position  to  become  a  fourth  grade  teacher.  Ms.  Nancy  Gallagher  advanced  from  grade 
three  to  grade  4  to  become  Unit  Leader.  Mrs.  Barbara  Rukstalis  and  Miss  Sara  Horton  rounded 
out  the  fourth  grade  unit.  The  new  Nature  Trail  was  in  frequent  use  with  fourth  graders  often 
guiding  first  graders  in  exploration.  They  continued  with  their  first  grade  buddies  hosting  a 
Christmas  sharing  party.    The  hallway  corridor  became  a  rain  forest  and  an  underwater 
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exploratory  study  as  science  and  language  became  integrated  into  the  curriculum.  The  class 
field  trip  to  the  Boston  Museum  of  Science  was  an  educational  and  enjoyable  trip. 

The  school  year  began  in  September  with  an  enrollment  of  413  children  and  closed  with  a 
number  of  438.  This  figure  is  very  indicative  of  the  change  that  is  ongoing  in  our  community.

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Kindergarten:  Minnows  Unit: 

Parent  volunteers  played  an  integral  part  in  our  kindergarten  program.  One  hundred  and 
eight  parents  helped  us  all  year  whether  in  school  or  as  homeroom  parents  from  home.  It  is 
obvious  that  many  hands  make  our  kindergarten  program  run  smoothly.

A  mock  election  was  held.  Students  used  official  ballots  to  vote  for  United  States  President 
and  United  States  Senators.  The  unit  enjoyed  a  Thanksgiving  feast  and  shared  cornbread, 
popcorn,  and  cranberry  juice.  We  also  listened  to  Geoffrey  Moran  from  the  Norton  Recycling 
Center  who  spoke  about  the  importance  of  recycling  and  the  importance  of  earthworms  to  the 
soil. 
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Patriots'  Spirit  Day  was  held  to  show  our  support  for  the  New  England  team  prior  to  the 
Super  Bowl.  Mr.  Lester  McClelland  gave  a  talk  on  the  Northwest  Indians  to  supplement  a  unit 
on  the  Indians  in  our  social  studies  class. 

The  unit  had  a  speaker  from  Massachusetts  Electric.  The  children  learned  a  lot  about  the 
benefits,  as  well  as  the  dangers  of  electricity.  We  met  with  Mr.  Mindes'  and  Mrs.  O'Connell's 
classes  in  the  library  for  this  very  informative  program. 

The  unit  spent  a  few  weeks  learning  about  life  in  the  early  1800's.  Some  of  the  students 
made  shoebox  dioramas  depicting  life  at  that  time.  The  students  also  learned  about  crafts  of  the 
early  1800's.  Miss  Ruth  Gould,  from  the  Norton  Historical  Society,  showed  slides  of  Norton  in 
the  early  1800's  and  brought  several  items  that  were  used  by  families  150  years  ago.  The  Sun 
Chronicle  came  and  took  pictures  of  the  students  participating  in  the  early  crafts.  All  of  these 
activities  led  up  to  our  trip  to  Old  Sturbridge  Village. 

In  conjunction  with  Earth  Day,  we  had  a  program  outside  with  Smoky  the  Bear  and 
someone  from  the  Forestry  Department.  The  students  learned  the  importance  of  trees  to  the 
environment.  A  white  spruce  tree  was  planted  on  the  school  grounds,  and  each  third  grader 
was  given  a  white  spruce  to  take  home  to  plant.  A  Nutrition  Picnic  and  Sundae  Party 
culminated  the  year. 

Whale  Unit: 

This  has  been  a  very  exciting  and  busy  year  for  the  Whale  Unit.  It  was  great  having  all  the 
fourth  grade  classes  together  again.  The  students  participated  in  and  benefited  from  many 
integrated  units. 

The  students  started  the  year  by  reading  many  different  trade  books.  Some  classes  put  on 
plays,  others  did  choral  readings,  and  some  wrote  and  performed  their  own  commercials. 

In  October  and  continuing  through  November,  students  learned  about  the  election  process. 
They  studied  and  learned  about  the  process  as  well  as  the  candidates.  They  had  a  mock  debate 
complete  with  newspaper  reporters,  banners,  and  posters. 

The  children  were  involved  in  many  other  unit  activities.  They  had  a  Thanksgiving  feast, 
complete  with  traditional  foods.  The  students  learned  about  helping  others  during  the  holiday 
season  by  donating  food  to  others  less  fortunate.  Many  of  the  fourth  graders  were  involved  in 
the  chorus  presentation. 

In  January  we  had  our  week  of  scientists.  Students  learned  about  many  jobs  requiring 
science.  They  met  a  male  nurse  and  a  female  engineer.  We  also  had  a  meteorologist  from  Fox 
TV  speak  to  the  students. 

The  fourth  graders  began  an  extensive  study  of  rain  forests.  They  read  many  books  and  did 
many  activities  on  this  theme.  We  had  a  Rain  Forest  Hat  Parade.  The  students  paid  $.50  to 
wear  a  homemade  hat  with  the  rain  forest  theme.  We  adopted  two  acres  of  rain  forest  in  Brazil 
with  the  money  collected.  We  culminated  the  unit  by  turning  our  hall  into  a  rain  forest  with 
plants  and  animals  made  by  the  students.  We  are  participating  in  the  Art  and  Music  Festival 
and  will  be  having  a  book  swap.  A  talent  show  is  also  in  the  making.  Throughout  the  year, 
many  students  participated  in  the  tutoring  program.  Students  volunteered  to  give  up  one  recess 
each  week  to  help  in  another  teacher's  class.  We  also  had  many  wonderful  parent  volunteers 
and  would  like  to  thank  them.

During  the  1996-97  school  year,  major  curriculum  efforts  in  reading/language  arts  were 
cused  on  four  parallel  thrusts: 

Becoming  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  Massachusetts  English  Language  Arts  Curriculum 
Frameworks  finally  approved  in  February,  1997.  The  Language  Arts  Curriculum 
Committee  studied  the  proposed  Frameworks  at  every  step,  closely  following  changes  as 
they  occurred.  Finally  they  have  become  familiar  with  the  approved  version. 

Continuing  to  rewrite  the  district  K-12  English  Language  Arts  Curriculum  so  that  it  is 
closely  aligned  with  the  new  state  standards  and  prepares  the  students  of  Norton  for  the 
Massachusetts  Comprehensive  Assessment  System  (MCAS)  to  be  administered  in  1998. 
The  Language  Arts  Committee  has  continued  to  work  throughout  the  year  to  develop 
materials  for  the  curriculum  which  will  be  distributed  in  the  fall,  1997. 

Choosing  a  new  integrated  reading/language  arts  program  for  grades  K-5  that  matches 
the  standards  and  requirements  of  the  Massachusetts  English  Language  Arts  Curriculum 
Frameworks  and  Norton's  district  language  arts  curriculum.  Two  programs  were  selected 
and  piloted  or  taught  in  sixteen  classrooms  K-5  to  determine  which  best  met  our  needs  in 
Norton.  The  Houghton-Mifflin  Invitations  to  Literacy  program  was  selected.  Full 
implementation  will  take  place  in  grades  K-5  in  September,  1997. 

Providing  for  professional  development  to  support  the  implementation  of  the  new 
Massachusetts  Curriculum  Frameworks,  the  MCAS  assessment,  and  the 
reading /language  arts  program.  Numerous  consultant  visits  and  meetings  with  pilot 
teachers  took  place  during  the  year  to  ensure  their  success.  Meetings  were  conducted  to 
familiarize  the  faculty  and  staff  as  a  whole  with  the  new  materials  and  approaches. 
Graduate  level  courses  in  literacy  as  well  as  workshops  on  specific  topics  were  provided 
both  during  the  spring  1997  and  at  the  Summer  Institute. 

Mrs.  Joan  Vital,  Coordinator  of  Technology 

The  Norton  Public  Schools  has  continued  to  move  ahead  in  providing  technology  to 
thance  the  educational  process  of  our  students.  Norton's  five  year  technology  plan  was 
^proved  by  the  state  in  the  fall  of  1997,  and,  as  a  result,  we  have  received  an  Educational 
chnology  Bond  Grant  of  $77,160  to  be  used  to  update  infrastructure  and  to  prepare  our  school 
iildings  for  full  networked  capability.  Additionally,  Nynex  awarded  us  a  $2,000  grant  to 
sist  with  our  Net  Day  activities.  Norton  participated  in  both  the  October,  1996,  and  the  April, 
J97,  Net  Day.  During  those  days,  BankBoston  provided  volunteer  help  to  assist  us  in 
cpanding  the  network  at  Norton  High  School.  Mr.  Theodore  Cole,  a  Norton  resident,  has  been 
istrumental  in  organizing  the  volunteer  effort  and  in  facilitating  the  acquisition  of  used,  but 
ot  obsolete,  technology  equipment  donations  from  BankBoston.  During  this  past  year,  the 
hool  budget  has  supported  the  purchase  of  new  multimedia  computers  for  all  grade  levels, 
ms  providing  teachers  and  students  with  classroom  access  to  software  with  appropriate 
irriculum  emphasis. 

Current  District  Networking 

Currently,  Norton  High  School  has  a  LAN  with  a  Macintosh  Power  PC  server  and  25 
rminals  including  five  in  the  library.    The  library  computers  are  also  on  a  LAN  which 
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provides  electronic  circulation  and  card  catalog  access.  These  LAN's  are  connected  to  a  router 
and  a  56Kb  dedicated  line  for  simultaneous  Internet  access.  Software,  in  conjunction  with  an 
Internet  Service  Provider,  is  utilized  to  provide  Internet  access  for  staff  and  students,  and  all 
high  school  teachers  and  administrators  have  Internet  email  accounts.  The  entire  high  school 
has  been  wired  with  Category  5  plenum  unshielded  twisted  pair.  With  donated  PC-386  servers 
and  with  school  department  purchased  hubs,  we  are  in  the  process  of  establishing  a  school 
wide  area  network  which  will  accommodate  our  multi-platformed  Macintosh,  Windows  3.1, 
and  Windows  95  environment.  The  future  plan  at  the  high  school  is  to  provide  Internet  and 
internal  email  access  to  all  classrooms  and  to  maintain  our  own  web  server.  Internet 
homepages  have  been  developed  and  are  in  continuous  revision.  Our  Internet  address  is 
http:  /  /  www.norton.mec.edu 

The  standards  designated  for  the  high  school  will  be  utilized  in  the  future  networking  of 
the  two  elementary  schools,  the  current  middle  school,  as  well  as  the  new  middle  school  facility. 
Each  of  the  other  buildings  currently  have  modems  with  an  Internet  Service  Provider  to  allow 
for  Internet  access.  All  administrators,  technology  teachers,  Palms-initiative  teachers  and 
designated  classroom  teachers  have  been  provided  with  email  and  Internet  access  accounts. 

Professional  Development 

In  conjunction  with  Bridgewater  State  College,  between  November,  1995  and  February, 
1997,  three  sections  of  a  three  graduate  credit  course  entitled  Technology  in  the  Classroom  were 
offered  to  staff  members  of  the  Norton  Public  Schools.  These  courses  were  completed  by  more 
than  50  teachers  and  administrators  from  grades  K-12.  Included  topics  were:  integrating  word 
processing,  graphics,  database,  and  spreadsheets;  digital  photography;  multimedia  using 
HyperStudio;  and  using  CD-ROM  technology. 

Also  during  the  1996-97  academic  year,  a  series  of  workshops  has  included  more  in  depth 
work  with  word  processing,  database  and  spreadsheet;  Super  Print  Posters,  Banners  Cards  and 
Calendars;  workshops  to  expose  teachers  to  the  software  that  is  available  on  their  classroom 
computers;  creating  bulletin  boards  using  computers;  using  Internet  electronic  mail(email); 
using  a  gradebook  program,  Grade  Machine,  for  grades  5-12;  more  work  with  HyperStudio; 
outlining  and  mail  merge,  incorporating  clip  art  into  documents,  telecommunications;  and 
using  the  Internet  effectively  in  the  curriculum.  Administrators  have  or  are  scheduled  to 
participate  in  workshops  on  the  presentation  software  PowerPoint,  email  using  Eudora,  and  the 
Graphical  User  Interface  (GUI)  based  Internet  access  software  Netscape.  During  our  professional 
development  summer  week,  technology  workshops  will  be  offered  on  Windows  95,  creating  a 
spreadsheet  for  inventory  control,  using  the  Internet  effectively  in  the  curricula,  and  PowerPoint. 

As  a  sequel  to  the  previously  mentioned  graduate  course,  Technology  in  the  Classroom, 
Bridgewater  State  College  again  provided  graduate  credit  for  a  second  course,  Incorporating 
Technology  and  the  Internet  into  the  Curricula.  This  course  was  available  to  K-12  teachers, 
administrators  and  staff  of  the  Norton  Public  School  system  and  focused  on  the  incorporation  of 
the  Internet,  presentation  programs,  World  Wide  Web  home  page  development,  and  desktop 
publishing  software  (PageMaker)  into  curricula  interdisciplinary  projects. 

It  has  always  been  the  belief  of  the  Norton  Public  Schools  that  professional  development  is 
a  vital,  active,  and  ongoing  process.  This  is  particularly  true  in  the  ever-changing  world  of 
technology,  and  every  effort  is  bein^  made  to  provide  the  teachers  and  staff  of  our  school  system 
with  the  knowledge  and  skills  needed  to  effectively  guide  our  students  into  the  21st  Century.

Another  extremely  busy  year  has  passed.  Many  projects  were  completed  at  all  schools  in 
addition  to  our  normal  cleaning  and  maintenance  schedules. 

At  the  L.  G.  Nourse  Elementary  School,  marker  boards  were  installed  in  the  14  remaining 
classrooms.  This  completes  the  project  that  was  started  last  year.  Carpeting  was  installed  in 
the  main  office  as  well  as  several  small  offices. 

At  the  J.  C.  Solmonese  Elementary  School,  new  gas  fired  burners  and  hot  water  heaters 
were  installed,  converting  this  building's  heat  to  natural  gas.  The  underground  oil  storage  tank 
was  removed.  Also,  a  partition  was  constructed  in  the  multi-purpose  room. 

At  the  Norton  Middle  School,  there  was  a  complete  replacement  of  the  boilers  and  burners, 
and  hot  water  heaters  were  installed  which  converts  this  building  to  natural  gas.  The 
underground  oil  storage  tank  was  also  removed  from  this  building. 

At  Norton  High  School,  Room  137  was  partitioned  off  and  made  into  two  special  needs 
classrooms.  The  graphic  arts  room  was  completely  renovated  and  converted  into  an  additional 
art  room.  Marker  boards  were  installed  in  several  classroom  at  this  school  as  well. 

Painting  was  done  in  various  locations.  The  gym  floors  at  the  middle  and  high  schools 
were  completely  refinished.  The  grounds  have  been  entirely  landscaped,  involving  the  pruning 
of  trees  and  tree  removal,  as  well  as  mulch  in  landscaped  areas.

Exempt  properties  bear 
a  value  of  $181,133,200.  The  total  value  of  Norton  for  Fiscal  1997  is  $949,704,500. 

As  required  by  the  law,  the  Town  was  revalued  based  on  sales  and  the  cost  to  build  resulting  in  a 
4%  increase  in  the  value  and  2.3%  in  the  tax  rate.  The  Town  is  $86.03%  Residential  and  13.97% 
commercial/industrial/personal  property  with  one  tax  rate  for  all  classes. 

January  1,  1997  Appraisal  Consultants  of  New  England  (ACONE)  began  the  maintenance  of  our 
records  for  certification  of  values  for  FY98.  Ninety  two  single  family,  one  5  unit  condo,  and 
thirty  commercial  permits  and  over  two  hundred  additions,  renovations,  etc.,  plus  all  the 
unfinished  from  last  year  were  measured  and  listed.  All  updated  property  records  were  returned 
to  this  office  for  compiling  the  figures  for  the  Fiscal  1998  growth  and  tax  rate. 

The  Assessors  have  begun  the  mandated  ten  year  measure  and  list  procedure  that  must  be 
completed  by  December  31,  1998  for  the  year  2000  Recertification  of  values.  The  requests  for 
proposal  were  advertised,  three  requests  for  the  specs  were  received  and  two  proposals  were 
returned.  Donna  L.  Putt,  MAA  was  the  successful  bidder  and  will  begin  the  project  sometime  in 

August. 

This  year  we  said  goodbye  to  Ed  Childs,  who  decided  not  to  run  for  another  term.  We  wish  him 
luck  as  director  of  assessing  in  Sandwich.  He  is  missed.  In  turn  we  welcome  our  newly  elected 
assessor,  Ellen  Rubin-O'Hearn.  Ellen  is  very  enthusiastic  and  has  already  passed  the  Course  101 
and  Classification  Workshop  required  and  is  certified  by  the  D  O  R. 

The  Assessors  would  like  to  express  their  appreciation  to  Rose  Bevis,  Assistant  Assessor.  Jean 
Kantelis  Assessing  Technician,  and  Kathy  Petersen.  Department  Secretary.  We  would  also  like 
to  extend  our  appreciation  to  all  the  departments  that  contribute  to  the  successful  operation  of  the 
Assessors  Office.

Jill  Ann  Clark 


Jill  Ann  Clark  was  born  on  June  7,  1944.  Her  maiden  name  was  Cotterill.  She  is 
married  to  Walter  Clark  a  retired  Sergeant  from  the  Norton  Police  Department.  Jill  has 
one  son,  Arnold,  and  at  this  time,  one  granddaughter. 

Jill  worked  for  the  Town  of  Norton  for  26  years.  She  first  worked  as  the  assistant  Town 
Treasurer  and  then  was  the  first  woman  elected  to  be  Tax  Collector  and  Treasurer.  She 
served  in  this  positions  for  16  years.  In  running  her  office  as  treasurer  of  the  town,  she 
used  a  strong  investment  system,  making  thousands  of  dollars  for  the  town. 

Jill  was  also  elected  member  of  the  Norton  Town  Charter  Commission.  She  served  as 
trustee  and  treasurer  of  the  Cyrus  Hicks  Fund.  Under  her  tenure  she,  along  with  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  tripled  the  amount  of  the  trust  fund. 
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John  Patrick  Wright,  Jr. 


John  Patrick  Wright,  Jr.  was  born  in  Taunton  Massachusetts  on  February  11,  1921 .  His 
parents,  John  and  Margaret,  were  first  generation  Irish  immigrants.  John  has  2  sisters, 
Mary  Ellen  and  Frances  and  he  had  1  brother,  William. 

John  worked,  as  most  of  the  youth  did  in  those  Depression  years,  as  a  meat  cutter  at  a 
market  known  as  Benny's.  When  World  War  II  broke  out  John,  like  many  other  young 
men  at  this  time,  found  him  drafted.  John  spent  time  at  a  variety  of  military  camps 
throughout  the  United  States  before  he  was  shipped  overseas.  He  was  assigned  to  a 
ship  in  the  Mediterranean  Sea.  He  was  removed  from  this  ship  because  another  ship 
was  in  need  of  a  meat  cutter.  John's  ability  to  cut  meat  saved  his  life  because  the  ship 
that  he  was  taken  off  of  was  hit  by  the  enemy,  and  1 000  men  that  John  served  with 
were  thrown  into  the  sea. 

John  was  a  member  of  the  96th  Signal  Battalion,  which  maintained  and  operated  signal 
communications  in  the  jungle  side  by  side  with  the  Merrill  Marauders.  John  served  in 
4  campaigns  while  he  served  in  the  army.  When  the  war  was  over,  John  was  one  of  the 
lucky  men  to  come  home. 

On  September  21,  1946  John  married  Helen  Christine  Coyle  and  they  had  three 
daughters,  Donna,  Theresa  and  Patricia. 
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In  1957,  John  left  Benny's  Market  and  took  a  position  as  an  electronics  technician  in 
the  language  laboratory  at  Wheaton  College.  Within  one  year,  the  late  President  A. 
Howard  Meneely  appointed  him  Director  of  Household.  Later  he  was  appointed 
Superintendent  of  Building  Services.  In  1972  he  was  appointed  as  Director  of  Physical 
Plant  and  Assistant  to  the  Vice  President  for  Business  Affairs. 

John  retired  from  Wheaton  College  in  June  of  1982.  John's  professionalism,  good 
judgement,  unselfishness,  sense  of  humor  and  above  all,  good  old  common  sense  were 
never  to  be  forgotten.  Not  only  by  Wheaton  but  also  by  the  Norton  Fire  and  Police 
Department's.  In  the  seventies,  John  made  it  possible  for  both  departments  to  grow  by 
letting  them  use  the  college  facilities  for  free.  We  used  mostly  Chase  Square  and 
Round.  Through  his  efforts,  the  fire  department  became  a  very  close  knit  department, 
by  working  on  projects  and  fundraisers  to  purchase  equipment  for  the  fire  department. 
Without  John's  generosity  and  understanding,  many  things  that  the  fire  and  police 
departments  accomplished  would  not  have  been  possible.  John  gave  us  the  helping 
hand  we  needed  in  a  difficult  transition  period  and  that's  why  the  town  is  where  we  are 
today  in  those  departments. 

John  now  lives  in  Pocasset  and  has  become  a  true  Cape  Codder,  gardening,  fishing  and 
working  as  a  part  time  butcher  and  doing  his  most  favorite  thing,  working  Bingo  on 
Thursday  nights.  John  served  as  a  member  of  the  Lions  Club  and  past  Grand  Knight  of 
the  Knights  of  Columbus.  The  town  wishes  him  well  in  his  retirement  and  thanks  for 
many  efforts  in  promoting  the  good  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  of  the  Town  of 
Norton. 
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Carl  E.  Jacobs 


Carl  was  born  on  September  3,  1939.  He  was  the  second  of  ten  children,  5  brothers 
and  4  sisters,  born  to  George  and  Arline  (Jess)  Jacobs. 

He  attended  Norton  Schools  and  started  working  for  the  Town  of  Norton  in  1956.  In 
1960  Carl  was  drafted  and  went  into  an  Army  transportation  unit  in  which  he  served 
his  two  years. 

In  1962  Carl  returned  to  work  for  the  town.  In  1971  he  became  Highway 
Superintendent  and  served  until  1998,  when  he  retired  after  a  total  of  40  years. 

When  Carl  was  offered  the  job  of  Highway  Superintendent  in  1971  he  refused  and  the 
Selectmen  at  the  time  simply  said,  "You're  the  right  man  for  the  job  and  as  of  tonight 
you  are  the  Highway  Super." 

Carl  was  a  financial  miser,  only  buying  new  equipment  that  was  desperately  needed, 
but  always  having  the  knowledge  to  repair  any  piece  of  equipment  to  keep  it  running. 

At  the  time  of  Carl's  retirement,  he  was  in  charge  of  D.P.W.,  the  Cemetery 
Department  and  the  Tree  and  Parks  Department  and  did  it  all  with  the  greatest  of  ease. 
During  a  night  of  storms  you  could  find  Carl  sleeping  in  the  Highway  Garage  waiting 
for  the  snow  to  accumulate  so  he  could  call  the  men  in  and  no  matter  how  long  the 
storm  lasted,  Carl  never  went  home  until  the  job  was  done  and  all  the  men  were  in.

Section  1 .  The  offices  of  Fire  Chief  and  Chief  of  Police  of  the  Town  of  Norton  shall  be  exempt 
form  the  provisions  of  Chapter  thirty-one  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  and  all  rules 
adopted  thereunder;  provided,  however,  that  the  present  incumbent  of  such  offices  who  are 
subject  to  said  Chapter  thirty-one  shall  continue  to  be  subject  to  said  chapter. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  for  acceptance  to  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Norton  at  an 
annual  Town  election  called  for  that  purpose  m  the  form  of  the  following  question  which  shall 
be  placed  upon  the  official  ballot  to  be  used  for  the  election  of  town  offices  at  said  election: 
"Shall  an  Act  passed  by  the  Massachusetts  General  court  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  ninety 
eight  entitled:  "Act  Providing  That  The  Offices  of  Fire  Chief  and  Chief  of  Police  of  the  Town  of 
Norton  Shall  be  Exempt  From  Civil  Service  Law  and  Rules"  be  accepted?  If  a  majority  of  the 
voters  vote  in  the  affirmative  on  this  question,  this  act  shall  thereupon  take  full  effect,  but  not 
otherwise.

ARTICLE  XVII       WIRELESS  COMMUNICATIONS  FACILITIES 
A  PURPOSE 

This  regulation  is  designed  to  provide  guidance  for  the  installation  of  towers,  antennas,  and  other 
communication  structures  for  all  types  of  wireless  communication  within  the  Town  of  Norton. 
This  regulation  establishes  standards  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  general  public,  provide  for 
public  safety,  and  minimize  visual  and  environmental  impacts  on  the  Town  of  Norton 

B  DEFINITIONS 

1  AG.  Above-ground  elevation  at  base  of  mounting  structure 

2  ANTENNA.  A  device,  attached  to  any  structure  for  the  purpose  of  transmitting  receiving 
wireless  communication. 

3  ART.  Above-rooftop  of  supporting  building,  including  any  penthouse,  parapetor  other 
similar  sturcture  extending  above  the  rooftop. 
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4  MONOPOLE.  The  type  of  mount  that  is  self-supporting  with  a  single  shaft  of 
wood,  steel  or  concrete  and     a  platform  (or  racks)  for  panel  antennas  arrayed  at  the 
top. 

5  SPGA.  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority 

6  TOWER.  Any  structure  to  which  an  antenna  may  be  attached  for  the  purpose  of 
transmitting  or  receiving  wireless  communications,  including  lattice  or  monopole  towers,  water 
towers  and  church  steeples 

7  WIRELESS  COMMUNICATIONS  FACILITY(WCF):  Any  structure  or  device  that 
is  used  for  the  express  purpose  of  conducting  wireless  communication  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  antennas,  monopoles,  satellite  dishes  over  one  meter  in  diameter,  or  other 
such  equipment  for  transferring  wireless  transmissions  with  or  without  a  building  to 
house  and/or  maintain  such  equipment. 

C   GENERAL  REQUIREMENTS 

No  Wireless  Communication  Facility  (WCF)  which  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to, 
monopoles,  satellite  dish(es)  over  one  meter  in  diameter  and  antennae,  shall  be  erected  or 
installed  except  in  compliance  with  the  provision  of  this.  By-Law: 

(1)  No  freestanding  monopole  with  associated  antenna  and  panels  shall  be  erected  or  installed, 
nor  shall  any  such  monopole  be  extended  in  height,  or  replaced,  nor 

shall  an  addition  of  cells  antennae  or  panels,  be  made  to  such  freestanding  monopole 
vithout  a  Special  Permit  from  the  Norton  Planning  Board. 

(2)  No  WCF  located  on  an  existing  structure  other  than  a  freestanding  monopole  shall 
hereafter  be  erected,  installed  or  enlarged,  including  any  increase  in  height,  except  in 
conformity  with  a  endorsed  Site  Plan  from  the  Norton  Planning  Board. 


2  CONDITIONS 

(a)  To  the  extent  feasible  all  service  providers  shall  co-locate  on  a  single  tower.  Towers 
shall  be  designed  to  structurally  accommodate  the  maximum  number  of  foreseeable 
users  (within  a  ten-year  [10]  period)  as  is  technically  practicable. 

(b)  New  wireless  communication  facilities  may  be  approved  upon  a  finding  by  the 
SPGA  that  existing  facilities  or  facilities  under  construction  cannot  accommodate  the 
wireless  communications  equipment  planned  for  any  proposed  facility. 

(c)  Existing  on-site  vegetation  shall  be  preserved  to  the  maximum  extent  practicable. 
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(d)  All  wireless  communications  facilities  shall  minimize,  to  the  extent  feasible, 
adverse  visual  effects  on  the  environment.  The  SPGA  may  impose  reasonable 
conditions  to  ensure  this  result,  including  painting  and  fighting  standards 

(e)  Traffic  associated  with  the  tower  and  accessory  facilities  and.  structures  shall  not 
aversely  affect  abutting  ways. 

(f)  Applicants  proposing  to  erect  a  wireless  communications  facility  on  municipally- 
owned  land  or  structures  shall  provide  evidence  of  contractual  authorization  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  conduct  wireless  communication  services  on  municipally-owned 
properties  prior  to  issuance  of  a  building  permit. 

(g)  Only  freestanding  monopoles,  with  associated  antenna  and/or  panels,  are  allowed. 
Monopoles  shall  not  be  located  on  buildings,  The  SPGA  shall  not  grant  a  Special 
Permit  for  lattice  towers  and  similar  facilities  requiring  three  (3)  or  more  legs  and/or 
guy  wires  for  support. 

(h)  WCF  shall  not  be  located  in  wetlands.  Locating  of  WCF  in  wetland  buffer  areas  shall  be 
avoided  whenever  possible  and  disturbance  to  wetland  buffer  areas  shall  be  minimized. 

(i)  No  hazardous  waste  shall-be  discharged  on  the  site  of  WCF.  If  any  hazardous 
materials  are  to  be  used  on  site,  there  shall  be  provisions  for  full  containment  of  such 
materials.  An  enclosed  containment  area  shall  be  provided  with  a  sealed  floor, 
designed  to  contain  at  least  110%  of  the  volume  of  the  hazardous  materials  stored  or 
used  on  the  site. 

(j)  Ground  mounted  equipment  for  WCF  shall  not  generate  noise  in  excess  of  50  db  at 
the  line.  Roof  mounted  or  side  mounted  equipment  for  WCF  shall  not  generate  noise  in 
excess  of  50  db  at  ground  level  at  the  base  of  the  building  closest  to  the  antenna. 

3  MAINTENANCE 

The  landowner  of  record  shall  be  responsible  for  ongoing  proper  maintenance  of  the  Wireless 
Communication  Facility.  Verification  of  maintenance  and  structural  integrity  shall  be  required 
at  the  request  of  the  Building  Inspector  by  a  certified  structural  engineer  on  a  biannual  basis. 

4  REMOVAL 

Any  wireless  communication  facility  shall  be  removed  within  three  [3]  months,  of 
abandonment  or  discontinuation  of  use.  At  such  time  that  a  licensed  carrier  plans  to  abandon  or 
discontinue  a  WCF,  such  carrier  will  notify  the  town  by  certified  mail  of  the  proposed  date  of 
abandonment  or  discontinuation  of  operations.  Such  notice  shall  be  given  no  less  than  30  days 
prior  to  abandonment  or  discontinuation  of  operations.  If  a  carrier  fails  to  remove  a  WCF 
within  3  months  of  abandonment  or  discontinuation  of  use,  the  Town  shall  have  the  authority  to 
enter  the  subject  property  and  physically  remove  the  facility.  Physically  remove  shall  include, 
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but  not  be  limited  to  the  following:  1)  removal  of  antennas,  mount,  equipment  shelters  and 
security  barriers  from  the  subject  property:  2)  proper  disposal  of  the  waste  materials  from  the 
site  in  accordance  with  local  and  state  solid  waste  disposal  regulations,  3)  restoring  the  location 
of  the  WCF  to  its  natural  condition,  except  that  any  landscaping  and  grading  shall  remain  in  the 
after  condition.  If  a  carrier  fails  to  remove  a  WCF  in  accordance  with  this  section  of  this  By- 
law, the  town  shall  have  the  authority  to  enter  the  subject  property  and  physically  remove  the 
facility.  The  Planning  Board  may  require  the  applicant  to  post  a  bond  at  the  time  of 
construction  to  cover  costs  for  the  removal  of  the  WCF  in  the  event  the  Town  must  remove  the 
facility. 

5  EXEMPTIONS 

The  following  types  of  wireless  communications  facilities  are  exempt  from  the  Special 
Permit  requirement  of  this  By-Law  and  may  be  constructed,  erected,  installed,  placed 
and/or  used  within  the  Town  subject  to  the  issuance  of  a  building  permit  by  the  Building 
Inspector. 

(a)  Amateur  radio  towers  used  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  any  amateur  radio 
service  license  issued  by  the  Federal  Communication  Commission,  provided  that  [1]  the 
tower  is-not  used  or  licensed  for  any  commercial  purpose,  [2]  the  tower  must  have  a  or 
replacement  value  of  less  than  $10,000.00;  [3]  if  the  tower  is  a  free-standing  device  such 
a  device  may  be  installed  in  the  rear  yard  only;  and  [4)  the  tower  must  be  removed  if  the 
use  is  discontinued  for  three  [3]  months. 

(b)  Towers  used  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  M.G.L.  C.40A,  Section  3. 

(c)  Wireless  Communication  Facilities  such  as  antennas  and  panels  installed  on  other 
structures,  provided  that  such  Wireless  Communication  Facility  including  its  support  is: 

1  finished  in  a  manner  designed  to  be  aesthetically  consistent  with  the  exterior  finish  of  such 
structure; 

2  mounted  in  such  a  manner  so  that  it  does  not  obscure  any  window  or  other  exterior 
architectural  feature  and  extend  above  the  highest  point  of  the  roof  by  more  than  twenty- 
five[25]  feet, 

3  comprised  of  devices  which  do  not  individually  or  in  the  aggregate  have  a  front 
surface  facing  surrounding  streets  and  adjacent  properties  that  exceeds  fifty  (50)  square 
feet  in  area. 

All  applications  for  a  building  permit  shall  include  color  photographs  of  the  existing 
structure  to  which  the  WCF  will  be  attached  and  a  color  photograph  or  rendition 
illustrating  the  WCF. 
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D   DIMENSIONAL  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  WIRELESS  COMMUNICATION  FACILITIES 


1  A  Wireless  Communication  Facility  shall  comply  with  the  dimensional  requirements 
applicable  to  structures  for  the  District  in  which  it  is  located,  provided,  however,  that  the  height 
and  setback  limitations  for  a  Wireless  Communication  Facility  shall  supersede  any  limitations 
for  the  District. 

2  Height  Requirement 

(a)  The  SPGA  shall  limit  the  tower  height  to  the  minimum  height  necessary  to  accommodate 
the  transmitter  and  receiver  for  the  purpose  of  service. 

(b)  Any  building  mounted  Wireless  Communication  Facility  shall  not  exceed  (25)  feet  ART, 
and  the  total  height  from  ground  level  to  top  of  the  facility  shall  not  exceed  (125)  feet  AG. 

(c)  Any  freestanding  WCF  shall  not  exceed  (125  )  feet  AG 

3  Setback  Requirements 

(a)  Any  building-mounted  WCF  shall  conform  to  setback  requirements  as  set  forth  in 
Section  VI-6.2  of  the  By-Laws. 

(b)  The  setback  of  a  free-standing  WCF  from  a  residential  structure  or  property  line  of 
the  lot  on  which  it  is  located  shall  be  at  least  equal  to  the  height  of  the  structure  plus 
twenty  (20)  feet.  The  setback  of  any  such  facility  shall  be  a  minimum  of  three  hundred 
(300)  feet  from  a  residential  lot  line. 

4  Except  for  the  replacement  of  an  existing  WCF,  the  SPGA  shall  not  grant  a  Special  Permit 
for  a  WCF  in  residential  zones. 

E    APPLICATION  PROCEDURE 

All  persons  desiring  to  erect  or  modify  a  WCE  shall  apply  for  a  Special  Pemit  or  Site  Plan 
Review  in  accordance  with  this  By-Law: 

1  No  application  shall  be  accepted  or  acted  upon  until  all  the  required  information  as  set  forth 
in  this  By-Law  is  provided  by  the  applicant  and  all  required  fees  are  paid. 

2  All  applications  for  either  a  Special  Permit  or  Site  Plan  Review  shall  include  the  following: 

(a)  A  locust  plan  at  a  scale  of  1"  =  40'  for  each  proposed  communications  structure 
showing  setbacks  of  the  wireless  communications  facility  from  surrounding  lot  lines 
and  indicating  buildings  if  any  and  colors,  landscape,  lighting,  and  fencing,  and  all 
residential  districts  within  three  hundred  (300)  feet  of  the  facility. 

(b)  Certification  by  a  professional  engineer  that  Federal  Communications  Commission 
(FCC),  Federal  Aviation  Administration  (FAA),  Massachusetts  Aeronautics 
Commission,  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  and  the  American  National 
Standards  Institute  (ANSI)  standards  insofar  as  they  are  applicable  have  been  met, 
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(c)  Specifications  for  construction,  lighting  and  wiring  in  accordance  with  state 
building  codes,  including  a  description  of  the  capacity  of  the  WCF  including  the 
number  and  types  of  panels,  antennae  and/or  transmitter  receivers  that  it  can 
accommodate  and  the  basis  for  these  calculations; 

(d)  A  statement  of  the  services  to  be  supported  by  the  proposed  communications 
structure. 

(e)  Evidence,  if  applicant  is  sole  user  of  a  structure,  that  all  reasonable  means  of  co- 
location  for  multiple  use  of  antennae  elsewhere  have  been  exhausted; 

(f)  Assessor's  plan  showing  proposed  locus; 

(g)  A  completed  application  form; 

3  Fees  for  permits  shall  be  established  and  amended  from  time  to  time  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen 

4  The  owner  of  the  WCF  shall  provide  to  the  Town  a  certificate  of  insurance  on  a 
Commercial  General  Liability  (CGL)  form.  The  CGL  insurance  must  be  on  an 
occurrence  basis  and  at  a  limit  as  established  and  as  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time 
by  the  Town  of  Norton. 

DESIGN  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  SPECIAL  PERMITS 

The  following  guidelines  shall  be  used  when  preparing  plans  for  the  siting  and  construction  of 
all  WCF  requiring  either  a  Special  Permit  or  Site  Plan  Approval. 

1 .  Any  facility  shall  be  designed  to  be  constructed  to  accommodate  its  anticipated  and 
future  use  and  shall  be  designed  to  accommodate  the  maximum  number  of  users 
technologically  practicable.  The  intent  of  this  requirement  is  to  reduce  the  number  of 
facilities  which  will  be  required  to  be  located  within  the  community. 

2.  All  WCF's  shall  be  sited  in  such  a  manner  that  the  view  of  the  facility  from 
adjacent  abutters,  residential  neighbors  and  other  areas  of  the  Town  shall  be  as  limited 
as  possible.  All  monopoles  and  dishes  shall  be  painted  or  otherwise  colored  so  as  to 
blend  in  with  the  landscape  or  the  structure  on  which  they  are  located.  A  different  color 
scheme  shall  be  used  to  blend  the  structure  with  the  landscape  below  and  above  the  tree 
or  building  line 

3.  Satellite  dishes  and/or  antennae  shall  be  situated  on  or  attached  to  a  structure  'n  such  a 
manner  that  they  are  screened,  preferably  not  being  visible  from  abutting  streets.  Free-standing 
dishes  or  antennae  shall  be  located  on  the  landscape  in  such  a  manner  so  as  to  minimize 
visibility  from  abutting  streets  and  residences  and  to  limit  the  need  to  remove  existing 
vegetation.  All  equipment  shall  be  colored,  molded  and/or  installed  to  blend  into  the  structure 
and/or  the  landscape. 

4.  Fencing  shall  be  provided  to  control  access  to  WCF's  and  shall  be  compatible  with 
the  character  of  the  district. 
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5.  There  shall  be  no  signs,  except  for  announcement  signs,  "No  Trespassing"  signs  and 
a  required  sign  giving  the  telephone  number  where  the  owner  may  be  reached  on  a 
twenty-four-hour  (24-hr.)  basis.  All  signs  shall  conform  with  the  Sign  By-Law. 

6.  Lighting  shall  be  limited  to  that  needed  for  emergencies  and/or  as  required  by  the 
FAA,  local,  state  or  federal  authorities,  and  shall  be  directed  in  such  a  way  as  to 
minimize  glare,  and  cause  the  least  amount  of  interference  with  and  light  spillover 
onto  neighboring  properties. 

7.  There  shall  be  a  minimum  of  one  (1)  parking  space  for  each  WCF  to  be  used  in 
connection  with  the  maintenance  of  the  site  and  not  to  be  used  for  the  permanent  storage 
of  vehicles  or  other  equipment. 

8.  Accessory  uses  shall  be  limited  to  one  (1)  structure  per  use  per  WCF,  but  shall  not 
exceed  six  (6)  structures  per  WCF.  If  more  than  one  use,  the  accessory  building  shall  be 
connected  by  a  common  wall.  Each  structure  shall  not  exceed  four  hundred  (400) 
square  feet  in  size  and  ten  (10)  feet  in  height  and  shall  be  designed  to  architecturally 
blend  in  with  the  surrounding  buildings  or  structure 

PERMIT  TO  CONSTRUCT 

Upon  receipt  of  a  special  permit  from  the  SPGA,  an  applicant  shall  apply  to  the  Building 
Inspector  for  a  permit  to  construct  a  WCF  and  shall  provide  written  evidence  that  all  pre- 
construction  conditions  as  may  be  part  of  the  special  permit  decision  have  been  satisfied.

This  will  be  remembered  as  one  of  the  busiest  years  in  recent  memory  for  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  There  were  many  projects  and  issues  dealt  with  this  year.  The  election  this 
year  also  brought  a  new  member  to  the  board.  Mr.  John  Sears  replaced  Mr.  William 
Gouveia.  Mr.  Robert  Kimball  was  reelected  to  serve  his  second  term. 

The  Board  hired  Mr.  Christopher  J.  McCabe  to  serve  as  our  new  Town  Manager, 
replacing  outgoing  Town  Manager  Mr.  Walter  Lindberg.  Mr.  McCabe  has  many  years 
experience  as  a  municipal  manager  in  Massachusetts.  He  served  as  Executive 
Secretary/ Administrator  in  the  Town  of  Braintree  from  1989  to  1998  and  Executive 
Administrator  in  the  Town  of  Hull  from  1979  to  1989.  Mr.  McCabe  began  his  term  of 
office  as  Norton  Town  Manger  August  1,  1997. 

One  of  the  most  exciting  projects  underway  is  the  construction  of  the  new  middle 
school.  All  is  progressing  well  and  everyone  anxiously  awaits  the  opening  in 
September,  1998. 

The  discussion  and  planning  for  a  new  Police  Station  also  continued  this  year.  After 
much  discussion  about  the  layout  and  location  of  the  new  station,  bids  were  accepted 
and  construction  started. 
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Water  and  sewer,  especially  in  the  Winnecunett  area  of  town,  continue  to  be  a  priority. 
All  possibilities  are  being  studied  and  reviewed.  Discussions  with  the  City  of  Taunton 
began  regarding  the  feasibility  of  connecting  the  Winnecunett  area  to  Taunton's 
treatment  plant.  Mansfield  is  at  full  capacity  and  for  now  will  not  accept  any  additional 
gallonage  at  its  plant  on  Hill  Street. 

In  addition  to  overseeing  the  building  projects  in  town,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  reached 
an  agreement  with  the  Town  of  Mansfield  for  the  Town  of  Norton  to  pay  $482,000  over 
a  five  year  period  for  unpaid  FY90-95  sewer  assessments  on  the  Great  Woods 
development  site.  At  the  same  time,  negotiations  were  completed  with  Bank  Boston 
relating  to  water  and  sewer  service  to  the  Great  Woods  site.  Under  that  agreement  Bank 
Boston  paid  $250,000  of  the  unpaid  sewer  assessments. 

The  Board  was  also  busy  discussing  the  possibility  of  an  Interchange  at  Rt.  495  and  Rt. 
140.  The  Board  met  with  Mass.  Highway,  SRPEDD,  Rep.  Hyland's  office,  Mansfield 
officials,  as  well  as  residents  and  neighbors  from  both  Mansfield  and  Norton,  to  come  up 
with  a  viable  plan  to  give  the  Town  of  Norton  access  to  Rt.  495  both  North  and  South. 

Overall,  things  are  progressing  very  well  in  the  Town  of  Norton.  A  new  school,  a  new 
police  station,  new  land  for  recreation  and  the  bright  possibility  for  some  much  needed 
commercial  development  at  Great  Woods  are  just  a  few  things  of  which  we  can  all  be 
proud.  Through  careful  planning  and  sound  fiscal  management  we  are  accomplishing 
our  goals  and  still  holding  our  tax  rate  well  below  the  levy  limit. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  would  like  at  this  time  to  offer  our  sincere  thanks  to  all  of  the 
Dept.  Heads,  boards,  commissions,  committees  and  support  groups  for  all  of  their 
outstanding  dedication  and  hard  work  throughout  the  year.  For  without  this  cooperation 
and  sincere  desire  to  work  toward  a  better  Norton,  nothing  could  ever  be  accomplished. 

Finally  we  would  like  to  express  our  deepest  thanks  to  our  Town  Manager,  Mr. 
Christopher  McCabe.  Mr.  McCabe  had  to  "hit  the  ground  running"  when  he  came  to 
Norton.  His  experience  and  knowledge,  his  thoughts  and  ideas  have  been  invaluable  to 
us  in  our  effort  to  complete  our  goals.

The  total  number  of  taxable  parcels  is  6341  and  616  exempt  properties.  Exempt 
properties  bear  a  value  of  $182,920,900.  The  total  value  of  Norton  for  Fiscal  1998  is 
$969,139,500 

As  required  by  law  the  Town  was  revalued  based  on  sales  and  the  cost  to  build  resulting 
in  a  2%  increase  in  the  value  and  1.2%  in  the  tax  rate.  The  Town  is  $86.18% 
Residential  and  13.82%  commercial/industrial/personal  property  with  one  tax  rate  for  all 
classes. 

January  1,  1998  Appraisal  Consultants  of  New  England  (ACONE)  began  the 
maintenance  of  our  records  for  certification  of  values  for  FY99.  Ninety  two  single 
family  ,  one  5  unit  condo,  and  thirty  commercial  permits  and  over  two  hundred 
additions,  renovations,  etc.,  plus  all  the  unfinished  from  last  year,  were  measured  and

listed.  All  updated  property  records  were  returned  to  this  office  for  compiling  the  figures 
for  the  Fiscal  1999  growth  and  tax  rate. 

The  Assessors  have  begun  the  mandated  ten  year  measure  and  list  procedure  that  must 
be  completed  by  December  31,  1998  for  the  year  2000  Recertification  of  values.  The 
requests  for  proposal  were  advertised,  three  requests  for  the  specs  were  received  and  two 
proposals  were  returned.  Donna  L  Putt,  MAA  was  the  successful  bidder  and  has 
completed  the  project  in  July.  Each  property  was  visited  and  data  was  checked  against 
existing  records.  Any  changes  were  noted  and  will  be  reflected  in  the  fiscal  2000 
revaluation  assessments. 

This  year  we  said  good-bye  to  Rose  Bevis,  who  decided  to  retire  from  the  Town  of 
Norton  as  Assistant  Assessor  but  will  remain  active  as  an  elected  Assessor  in  the  Town 
of  Bridgewater.  James  McCloskey  M  A  A  has  been  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Assessors 
to  replace  Rose  in  the  position. 

The  Assessors  would  like  to  express  their  appreciation  to  Rose  Bevis,  Assistant 
Assessor,  Jean  Kantelis,  Assessing  Technician  and  Kathy  Petersen,  Department 
Secretary.  We  would  also  like  to  extend  our  appreciation  to  all  the  departments  that 
contribute  to  the  successful  operation  of  the  Assessors  office.

As  Acting  Chief  of  Police  for  the  Town  of  Norton  Police  Department  I  am  pleased  to 
present  the  following  report  for  Fiscal  Year  1998: 

During  the  summer  Police  Chief  Benton  W.  Keene,  Jr.,  announced  his  retirement  after 
37  years  with  the  department;  22  years  as  its  Chief   He  has  left  me  a  highly  educated 
and  professionally  trained  department  the  Town  of  Norton  can  be  proud  of.  I  also  want 
to  extend  my  thanks  to  these  officers  for  giving  me  their  full  support  during  this  change 
of  command. 

In  1997,  the  police  department  welcomed  the  addition  of  two  new  police  officers  to  the 
patrol  division.    These  two  well  educated  young  men  graduated  from  the  Police 
Academy  in  the  Spring  and  have  been  doing  a  commendable  job  serving  the  residents  of 
our  town. 

Our  extensive  Community  Policing  and  D  A  R  E,  programs  are  running  smoothly  and  I 
intend  to  expand  them  by  seeking  additional  grant  funding.   The  additional  funding  will 
allow  us  more  opportunities  to  serve  the  young  people  and  residents  of  our  town.  We 
currently  have  3  D  A  R  E.  Officers  in  our  local  schools  teaching  the  children  and  young 
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adults  the  dangers  of  alcohol  abuse,  drug  abuse,  and  peer  pressure.  We  have  conducted 
child  fingerprinting,  Citizen  Police  Academies,  and  Senior  Citizen  Breakfasts,  to  name  a 
few;  and  our  Bicycle  Unit  is  constantly  in  the  community  interacting  with  the  residents 
and  businesses. 

We  are  looking  forward  to  leaving  our  basement  quarters  of  23  years  and  moving  into  a 
state  of  the  art  modern  police  facility  currently  under  construction. 

The  statistics  for  the  last  three  years  are  shown  below.  As  you  can  see,  domestic 
violence  incidents  are  on  the  decline  but  drunk  driving  arrests  continue  to  rise 
dramatically.  Total  arrests  are  up  57.6  percent  over  the  1995  figure  of  240  clearly 
showing  the  continuing  growth  of  the  town  and  the  subsequent  workload  it  creates  for 
the  police  department.

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POLICE  STATION 
BUILDING  COMMITTEE 


The  past  year  was  very  productive  and  rewarding  for  the  Police  Station  Building 
Committee  -  the  redesign  was  completed,  the  project  was  put  out  to  bid,  and  as  the  fiscal 
year  came  to  a  close  the  Town  had  voted  to  award  the  general  building  construction 
contract. 

The  redesign  of  the  building  resulted  in  a  number  of  enhancements  being  incorporated 
into  the  design  and  numerous  changes  to  previously  specified  items  which  will  result  in 
a  more  efficient  and  functional  facility.  The  most  significant  change  was  the  elimination 
of  the  third  floor,  which  was  included  in  the  original  design  solely  to  provide  the  space 
for  future  expansion.  The  redesigned  station  is  engineered  so  that  there  are  a  number  of 
ways  in  which  to  expand  the  station  in  the  future  as  the  Town's  needs  dictate. 

Over  150  general  contractors,  subcontractors  and  material  suppliers  obtained  bidding 
documents.  After  a  very  competitive  bidding  process  and  a  thorough  review  and 
analysis  of  the  low  bidders  qualifications  and  bid  this  Committee  made  the 
recommendation  to  award  the  general  building  construction  contract  to  the  low  bidder. 

The  general  contractor  anticipates  a  July  1998  start  of  actual  construction  and  projects  a 
substantial  completion  date  of  April  1999.  We  look  forward  to  being  able  to  turn  this 
building  over  to  the  Norton  Police  Department  and  Norton  Communications  Department 
in  the  Spring  of  1999. 
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COMMUNICATIONS  CENTER 


The  Communications  Center,  operating  24  hours/day  handled  over  50,000 
business  calls  this  past  year.    The  dispatchers  were  responsible  for  receiving  and 
dispatching  approximately  15,500  calls  for  the  police  department  and  approximately 
iscal     3,500  rescue/fire  calls  for  the  Fire  Department. 

This  past  year  the  Communications  Center  has  experienced  some  changes  in 

personnel.  Jason  Robbins  transferred  into  the  Fire  Department  and  Dave  Ruskey 
:d      transferred  into  the  Police  Department.  Christopher  Campbell  and  Scott  Eisnor  were 
tin     hired  to  replace  them.  We  have  additional  part-time  help,  Karen  Bumpus,  Kevin 
lion  !  Maloney  and  Christine  Gordon.  Our  full-time  staff  remains  the  same  as  it  has  been  since 

1991.  We  have  stressed  our  resources  to  the  limit  and  we  are  now  in  the  beginning  stages 
of     of  looking  at  adding  two  dispatchers  around  the  clock.  The  population  has  gone  from 

approximately  13,000  people  in  1991  to  over  18,000  in  1999,  and  is  still  growing. 

During  day  shift,  we  have  a  population  of  well  over  20,000,  with  businesses  operating 

during  the  hours  of  9am  to  5pm.  Now  with  the  additional  requirements  being  put  on 
i  dispatchers,  more  certifications,  as  in  Emergency  Medical  Dispatching,  etc  ,  the 

dispatcher  must  remain  on  the  line  with  the  caller  and  be  able  to  assist  with  some 
r      medical  attention  while  dispatching  the  emergency  apparatus.  The  necessity  for  a 

dispatcher  to  stay  on  the  9 1 1  line  with  a  caller  has  become  more  evident  in  the  last  year 
sa     or  so. 

ient  The  Communications  Center  is  in  the  process  of  relocating  to  the  new  Police 

Station.  In  the  initial  planning  stages,  it  was  determined  that  the  first  floor  area  in  the 
new  station  was  conducive  to  emergency  dispatching.  In  addition,  more  room  has  been 
allocated  for  the  Dispatcher  Center 

This  was  my  first  year  working  directly  for  the  Town  Manager,  and  working  with 
both  the  Police  Chief  and  the  Fire  Chief.  It  has  been  a  smooth  transition  thanks  to  Chief 
Burgess,  Chief  Finch  and  Christopher  McCabe.  We  were  able  to  purchase  a  repeater 
system  for  the  Police  Department  and  are  currently  looking  at  purchasing  a  new  radio 
system  for  the  Fire  Department,  which  will  include  repeaters  for  them  as  well. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  dispatchers  for  their  dedication 
and  professionalism  over  the  past  year.  With  a  small  staff  and  coverage  needed  24  hours 
a  day  it  has  not  always  been  an  easy  task  to  handled,  but  with  your  support  and  dedication 
we  have  been  able  to  give  the  Town  of  Norton  the  best  help.  I  would  also  like  to  thank 
the  residents  of  Norton  for  their  continued  support  and  understanding,  especially  during 
those  power  outages,  etc.  And  last  but  not  least  I  would  like  to  thank  the  other 
departments.  Working  together  as  a  team  helped  to  get  us  through  another  year  and 
helped  to  make  this  the  town  that  it  is.

I  hereby  submit  the  1998  Annual  Report  of  the  Norton  Fire-Rescue  Service.  The 
year,  1998,  was  a  very  interesting  year.  The  fire  department  faced  many  challenges, 
although  we  had  a  quiet  Winter  and  Spring  relative  to  fires.  We  aggressively  faced  the 
Spring  floods  and  were  able  to  learn  many  things  about  our  waterways. 

The  reopening  of  the  Chartley  fire  station  was  an  important  milestone  in  the 
present,  and  future  capabilities  of  the  fire  service  and  the  town.  In  the  last  12  months 
three  (3)  lives  were  saved  and  several  minor  fires  were  extinguished  before  they  became 
serious.  The  town's  people  made  a  good  investment  in  reopening  this  station,  their 
investment  is  now  paying  off. 

The  East  end  of  town,  the  Winnecunnet  area,  will  need  to  be  addressed  in  the 
future,  after  the  municipal  building  refurbishing  has  been  completed.  A  short  term 
solution  for  the  Bay  Road  Fire  Station  would  be  to  repair  it  and  utilize  it  as  a  call  station. 
The  long  range  plan  would  require  the  building  of  a  new  station  which  would  be  manned 
24  hours  a  day,  and  it  should  house  both  fire  and  rescue  apparatus. 

We  had  several  changes  in  personnel  last  year.  Lawrence  S.  Lamey,  who  had 
been  acting  Deputy  Fire  Chief  left  for  greener  pastures,  as  Chief  in  the  town  of 
Stoneham.  The  departure  of  D  C.  Lamey  led  to  the  promotion  of  Lieutenant  Richard  J. 
Gomes  to  the  full  time  position  of  Deputy  Fire  Chief.  Deputy  Gomes  has  proven  an 
excellent  choice,  both  in  fire  prevention  and  administration. 
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Firefighter  Kent  D.  Campbell  was  named  Lieutenant  and  assumed  the  duties 
formerly  held  by  DC  Gomes,  our  training  officer.  Campbell,  who  is  a  state  certified  fire 
instructor  at  the  Mass  Fire  Academy,  as  well  as  a  Hazardous  Materials  Technician,  has, 
and  will  continue  to,  bring  many  talents  to  the  fire  service. 

We  hired  five  (5)  additional  fire  personnel,  Michael  Haueisen,  Todd  Jones, 
Robert  Crowley,  Scott  White  and  Jason  Robbins.  They  continue  the  tradition  of  doing 
an  outstanding  job  for  the  Norton  Fire-Rescue  service. 

We  had  one  retirement,  Firefighter  Russell  Hagstrom,  who  retired  after  36  dedicated 
years  of  as  a  member  of  our  department.  Firefighter  Hagstrom  served  with  a  high 
degree  of  professionalism.  He  will  be  missed  for  his  great  sense  of  humor  and  coolness 
in  time  of  emergencies  and  stress  full  situations. 

NORTON  FIRE-RESCUE  APPARATUS: 

The  Norton  Fire-Rescue  Department  performs  many  various  tasks  of  emergency 
operations  and  must  depend  on  a  large  array  of  equipment  and  tools  to  function  on  a 
high  level.  Hazardous  materials  incidents,  drowning's,  and  confined  space  rescues  are 
just  a  few  of  the  many  incidents  that  require  specialty  tools  and  equipment.  When  a 
resident  calls  our  department  we  answer  100%  of  their  calls  and  solve  99.5%  of  their 
problems,  for  the  other  .05%  we  use  outside  resources  but  supervise  the  incident. 

The  members  of  the  fire  department  have  built,  rebuilt  and  refurbished  90%  of 
our  brush  fire  equipment  by  using  surplus  equipment  from  the  government  or  unused 
obsolete  fire  equipment.  The  state  of  this  equipment  will  rely  heavily  on  the  use  of  these 
vehicles,  which  for  the  most  part  are  off  road  vehicles. 

The  condition  of  the  present  fleet  is  at  an  acceptable  standard  for  today's  needs. 
We  feel  a  Capital  Improvements  committee,  which  remains  active,  will  meet  the  needs 
of  tomorrow. 

STRUCTUAL  -  3  ENGINES,  1  LADDER 

Engine  1  -  1984  1250  GPM  Pumper:  This  truck  should  be  refurbished  in  1999,  and 
replaced  in  2002.  It  should  be  assigned  to  the  Winnecunnet  Station  or  as  a  reserve  .  It  is 
presently  assigned  to  the  Chartley  Station. 

Engine  2  -  1989  1500  GPM  Pumper:  This  truck  is  assigned  to  headquarters,  it  should  be 
replaced  in  the  year  2008  if  necessary. 

Engine  3  -  1995  1250  GPM  Pumper:  This  truck  is  assigned  to  headquarters.  It  should 
be  replaced  in  the  year  2010  if  necessary. 

Aerial  1  -  1979  Mack  100'  Ladder:  This  is  a  high  priority  for  replacement,  with  the 
construction  of  a  new  school  and  several  new  large  buildings  in  town.  This  truck  is 
assigned  to  headquarters. 

BRUSH  FIRE  APPARATUS  - 

Engine  5  -  1964  Ford,  w/1953  Body,  w/1948/Pump:  (I  think  they  named  a  folk  song 
after  this  one).  This  truck  was  built  in  house  by  the  firefighters. 

Squad  1  -  1977  Ford  500  GPM  Pumper:  This  truck  serves  multi  purposes,  haz-mat, 
brush  fires,  etc.,  it  should  be  replaced  in  the  year  2000  with  a  newer  squad. 
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Squad  2  -  1977  Ford:  This  truck  was  completely  refurbished  in  house  last  year  by  the 
fire  fighters.  This  truck  will  have  to  be  replaced,  but  hopefully  through  government 
excess  property  we  will  be  able  to  build  this  in  house. 

Forest  Fire  I  -  1954  Military  Truck:  This  truck  holds  200  gallons  of  water,  it  is  a  small 
pumper  rebuilt  and  restored  in  house  by  our  firefighters. 

Tanker  I  -  1960  Military  Truck:  This  truck  holds  1 100  Gallon  of  water  and  is  used  as  a 
pumper  for  off  road  ,  it  was  built  by  our  firefighters  in  house. 

EMERGENCY  MEDICAL  VEHICLES: 
Rescue  281  -  1995  Freightliner:  Replace  in  2003 

Rescue  282  -  1990  Ford:  This  will  be  a  reserve  Rescue  when  our  new  Rescue,  which 
was  voted  for  at  the  98  town  meeting,  arrives. 

We  will  have  two  (2)  Rescues  in  service  with  the  third  (3rd.)  Rescue  being  used  as  a 
backup  when  one  of  the  others  is  down. 

SUPPORT  VEHICLES: 

Car  20  -  1995  Chiefs  car,  replace  in  1999 

Car  201  -  1985  Deputy  Chiefs,  Fire  Prevention  car,  replace  in  1999  with  Chiefs  car. 
Car  291  -  1983  3A  ton  pickup,  replace  ASAP  with  a  4  wheel  drive  truck  with  a  slide-in 
tank  and  pump. 

Car  3  -  1996  Suburban,  replace  year  2006 
Car  4-  1992 

Special  Operations  290  -  1986  Ford,  this  unit  is  used  for  underwater  diving  equipment 
and  specialized  equipment. 

Fire  Alarm  271  -  1977  Ford  with  a  telescoping  boom  used  for  overhead  fire  alarm  repair 
and  installation. 

Hovercraft  and  Boat  -  Both  in  good  shape,  new  motor  for  the  boat  purchased  two  years 
ago,  there  is  no  time  table  on  replacing  either  of  these  vehicles. 

CAPITOL  IMPROVEMENTS: 

I  have  four  recommendations  for  this  year: 

1.  The  replacement  of  the  1983  pick-up  truck  with  a  new  4  wheel  drive  pickup.  Our 
present  vehicle  could  be  recycled  to  other  departments. 

2.  Replace  the  Chiefs  car,  it  can  then  be  used  as  the  Deputy's  car.  It  will  be  replacing 
a  vehicle  with  close  to  200,000  miles  on  it. 

3.  Replace  the  1979  Aerial  Ladder  Truck.  Because  of  the  age  of  this  truck  and  the 
amount  of  money  it  would  cost  to  bring  this  vehicle  into  compliance  we  must  replace 
this  truck.  I  would  suggest  a  five  (5)  year  lease  purchase. 

4.  Purchase  a  Zodiac  Boat  and  Trailer.  Because  of  the  inability  to  reach  our  waterways 
and  the  restriction  placed  on  the  new  bridges  we  cannot  launch  our  boat  in  a  quick, 
efficient  way  when  conduction  a  search  or  rescue.

NOTE:  $272,376.00  of  the  collected  ambulance  fees  were  applied  to  the  fire 
department's  budget,  relative  to  Emergency  Medical  Services. 

Fire  calls  and  rescue  calls  reflect  a  minor  increase  and  decrease,  however  they 
relatively  remain  the  same,  a  trend  we  certainly  wish  to  maintain. 

The  decrease  in  fines  levied  reflects  the  decrease  in  people  pulling  false  alarms 
and  maliciously  tampering  with  fire  alarm  systems. 

The  increase  in  fire  loss  reflects  the  increased  amount  of  insurance  paid  on  fire 
loss  coupled  with  the  increased  value  of  property.  The  25%  increase  does  not  reflect  an 
increase  in  fires,  which  is  our  main  objective. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  personally  thank  the  officers  and 
firefighters,  both  call  and  career,  for  their  dedication  and  devotion  to  the  Town  of 
Norton.

TRAINING  DIVISION 


LIEUTENANT  KENT  D  CAMPBELL 


The  Norton  Fire  Department  is  continually  training  to  meet  the  changes  and  demands 
placed  on  the  fire  service.  The  Firefighter  I/II  program  which  was  started  last  year  is 
still  in  progress.  This  training  is  utilized  to  teach  new  techniques  and  to  maintain 
previously  learned  skills. 

The  department  requires  all  new  members  to  attend  the  Massachusetts  Firefighting 
Academy's  recruit  training  program.  This  is  an  extensive  1 1  week  program  covering 
over  450  hours  of  training.  All  the  members  that  attended,  successfully  completed  the 
program  and  our  congratulations  goes  out  to  them.  Welcome  aboard. 

The  Massachusetts  Firefighting  Academy's  "Impact  Program"  was  utilized  again  this 
year.  These  programs  offer  up  to  date  techniques  in  firefighting.  The  programs  are 
presented  to  each  shift  by  an  academy  instructor.  Emergency  Elevator  Procedures  and 
Confined  Space/Trench  Rescue  Awareness  were  the  programs  presented  this  year. 

With  the  cooperation  of  area  departments,  we  were  able  to  attend  two  live  burn  drills 
this  fiscal  year.  They  were  held  in  the  towns  of  Rehoboth  and  Seekonk.  We  thank 
these  departments  for  the  training  opportunities. 

The  department's  members  receive  training  in  many  different  areas.  This  training 
consists  of  in-house  training,  presented  by  department  members,  or  by  members 
attending  outside  agencies.  All  of  the  call  department  members  attended  an  in-house 
24  hour  hazardous  materials  course.  Most  of  the  outside  agency  training  is  attended  by 
members  off  duty  without  receiving  compensation.  Some  of  the  training  topics  covered 
in  the  past  year  consists  of:

The  Norton  Fire  Rescue  Department  still  remains  on  the  forefront  of  EMS  in  this  area. 
This  year  we  saw  an  12%  increase  in  EMS  related  calls  which  is  just  above  the  average 
rise  we  have  seen  in  the  past  3  years.  We  are  slightly  above  the  National  average  of 
Advanced  Life  Support  Calls  with  an  average  of  40%  of  our  calls  requiring  this 
advanced  care.  We  operate  2  Advanced  Life  Support  Rescues  Staffing  them  with  1 5 
EMT's,  7  EMT-Intermediates,  and  6  EMT-Paramedics.  We  supplement  this  with  5 
EMT's  from  the  Call  Department.  We  also  operate  a  Suburban  as  a  rapid  response  unit 
to  help  other  surrounding  towns  when  a  need  for  Advanced  Life  Support  arises.  On 
going  EMS  training  is  mandatory  from  the  Commonwealth  and  each  level  of  EMT 
requires  a  certain  amount  of  training.  On  average,  every  EMT  trains  a  minimum  of  80 
hours  per  year.  This  transfers  to  approximately  2400  man  hours  per  year  in  EMS 
training.  We  currently  have  one  EMT  in  Paramedic  training.  With  emergency  medical 
calls  still  on  the  rise  Nationwide,  EMS  continues  to  be  one  of  the  most  important 
functions  of  the  Norton  Fire  Rescue  Department.  With  the  opening  of  the  Chartley  Fire 
Station,  this  has  cut  some  response  times  in  the  Chartley  area  in  half.  This  is  very 
important  due  to  the  fact  that  in  some  emergencies  even  seconds  will  count.  Keep  in 
mind  that  this  is  only  a  small  part  in  the  whole  system  which  begins  with  you,  the 
bystander,  knowing  CPR  and  First  Aid,  and  being  able  to  administer  this  care  prior  to 
the  department's  arrival.  In  closing  I  would  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the  Norton  Fire 
Rescue  Department  for  there  loyalty  and  dedication  to  the  citizens  of  this  town,  and 
also  thank  the  citizens  for  your  past  and  future  support  to  the  EMS  Division.

Our  primary  concern  in  town  is  the  building  of  homes  adjacent  to  heavy  woodlands  in 
town  (there  is  not  much  open  land  left),  should  a  fire  start  in  this  area  we  could  be  faced 
with  serious  concerns. 

In  closing,  burning  permits  are  still  free,  we  just  ask  that  you  obtain  one  and  follow  the 
rules  as  you  have  in  the  past.

The  Norton  Fire  Rescue  Department  received  for  the  third  consecutive  year,  the  Student 
Awareness  of  Fire  Education  (SAFE)  Grant.  This  grant  was  made  possible  by  the 
additional  taxes  on  the  sale  of  cigarettes  in  Massachusetts.  We  have  received  $3000 
respectively  each  year  and  have  used  this  to  supplement  the  Fire  Prevention  Division. 
This  grant  money  supplies  materials  for  Fire  Prevention  week  and  for  additional  visits 
to  the  school  systems  during  the  year.  We  have  been  focusing  mainly  on  the  K-4 
grades.  This  year  we  also  started  a  Fire  Prevention  program  with  the  elderly  and  hope 
to  continue  this  program  in  the  future  With  anticipated  future  funds  we  will  be  able  to 
enhance  the  highly  successful  Fire  Prevention  Program,  and  continue  to  prevent  fires. 


FIRE  ALARM  DIVISION

The  Fire  Alarm  system  within  the  Town  of  Norton  continues  to  expand.  When  a 
builder  decides  to  put  in  a  sub-division  in  Town,  one  of  the  first  things  he  finds  out  is 
that  he  has  to  install  fire  alarm  boxes  at  the  entrance  to  and  with  in  the  proposed  sub- 
division. The  cost  of  any  equipment  and  related  installation  are  born  by  the  developer. 
In  this  way,  we  have  been  able  to  expand  in  the  areas  of  Town  affected  by  growth. 
There  are  over  seven  new  sub-divisions  currently  under  construction  within  the  Town. 

The  Fire  Alarm  Division  is  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  over  35  miles  of 
Fire  Alarm  cable  and  upwards  of  five  hundred  plus  Fire  Alarm  boxes,  both  street  boxes 
and  master/digitize  boxes  on  buildings  .  We  are  constantly  changing  over  "double 
poles"  set  by  Nynex  in  their  effort  to  provide  fiber  optic  phone  service  in  Town.  Mass. 
Electric' s  upgrading  of  older,  smaller  poles,  also  keeps  the  Fire  Alarm  Division  busy 
doing  change  overs. 

The  Fire  Alarm  Division,  in  addition  to  the  maintenance  of  the  Town's 
municipal  cable  network,  is  also  responsible  for  the  overseeing  and  inspection  of 
commercial  fire  alarm  installations  in  Norton.  As  new  buildings  are  built,  as  older 
buildings  are  modernized,  time  is  spent  meeting  with  the  architects,  engineers, 
electricians,  and  contractors.  The  fire  alarm  systems  that  they  lay  out  are  getting 
increasingly  more  sophisticated  and  complex,  requiring  additional  man-hours  for 
working  out  all  the  details.  Many  of  these  fire  alarm  systems  are  interfaced  with  HVAC 
systems  and  fire  suppression  systems.  Upon  completion,  these  systems  have  to  be 
completely  inspected.  The  personnel  in  the  Fire  Alarm  Division  are  continuing  to  attend 
seminars  and  training  conferences  to  stay  abreast  with  modern  technology. 
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Two  such  systems  that  have  been  recently  completed  are  the  Middle  School  on 
West  Main  Street  and  the  Norton  Place  Assisted  Living  Complex  on  Mansfield  Ave. 
Both  of  these  buildings  are  using  state  of  the  art  technology  in  the  design  of  their  fire 
alarm  systems,  including  "addressable"  panels  and  "smart"  devices.  This  has  vastly 
improved  both  the  performance  of  the  system  with  regard  to  detection  and  notification, 
as  well  as  in  the  maintenance  and  trouble  shooting  of  the  systems.  These  detectors 
actually  communicate  with  the  fire  alarm  panel,  even  telling  the  panel  when  they  are  in 
need  of  a  "cleaning".  This  has  equated  to  less  "needless"  alarms  being  generated. 

We  currently  have  three  major  building  projects  underway,  The  largest  being 
the  new  Polaroid  Facility.  This  building  is  over  330,000  square  feet.  It  will  incorporate 
12  sprinkler  zones  ,  a  fire  pump,  numerous  beam  detectors,  as  well  as  other  "smart 
devices".  The  second  project  is  the  Town's  new  Police  Station.  This  building  is  also 
being  alarmed  with  the  latest  technology.  It  is  also  going  to  house  the  Communications 
Center  for  the  Town.  As  part  of  this  move  to  the  new  Center,  the  Fire  Alarm  Receiving 
equipment  is  being  upgraded.  This,  coupled  with  our  modern  cable  plant,  gives  us  an 
extremely  dependable  fire  alarm  system  to  be  proud  of! 

I  would  like  to  remind  you  that  these  Fire  Alarm  boxes  are  not  solely  for  the 
purpose  of  reporting  a  fire,  but  can  be  utilized  to  summons  help  in  any  real 
"emergency".  This  is  especially  important  to  remember  if  your  telephone  should 
become  inoperable  (i.e.,  Severe  Storms,  Accidents,  Etc.)  If  you  see  an  Emergency, 
don't  "assume"  that  help  is  on  the  way,  utilize  the  Boxes! !  Another  big  concern  of  the 
Fire  Alarm  Division  is  when  electrical  power  lines  are  down.  This  could  happen 
because  of  hurricanes,  snow  and  ice  storms,  car  accidents,  etc.  please  STAY  CLEAR 
OF  ANY  DOWNED  WIRES.  They  may  look  innocent  enough,  but  could,  and  should, 
be  considered  LIVE  and  ENERGIZED  and  not  touched  in  any  instance! ! ! 
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LOCAL  EMERGENCY  PLANNING  COMMITTEE 

The  local  Emergency  Planning  Committee  consists  of  various  town  officials, 
including  our  public  safety  departments.  We  are  in  the  process  of  updating  all  of  our 
potentially  troublesome  areas  in  town.  Included  are  rivers,  streams  and  lakes,  as  well  as 
any  property  which  has  a  possible  component  which  could  be  considered  troublesome. 

This  committee  has  met  informally  over  the  past  year,  relative  to  the  heavy  rains  of 
this  past  June,  and  for  several  informal  meetings  when  a  potential  incident  has  occurred. 

EMERGENCY  SHELTER  COMMITTEE 

The  emergency  shelter  committee  fortunately  had  a  quiet  year  relative  to  severe 
hurricanes  and/or  snow  storms.  We  met  on  several  occasions  as  a  precautionary  measure. 
There  was  one  incident  requiring  the  relocation  of  several  families,  these  folks  were 
relocated  to  a  local  motel. 

We  now  have  the  new  middle  school  as  the  designated  emergency  shelter. 
Previously  we  had  to  utilize  the  old  middle  school,  which  had  very  little  to  offer,  relative 
to  generators  and  other  facilities.  We  would  like  to  thank  James  Neveu,  who  retired  this 
year,  as  head  custodian  of  the  Norton  School  system.  Jimmy  was  an  invaluable  asset  to 
this  community. 

RIGHT  TO  KNOW  COORDINATOR 

As  Chief  of  the  fire  department  I  am  also  the  Right-to-know-Coordinator  for  the 
town.  Basically  the  Norton  Fire/Rescue  Department  oversees  inspections  of  building  in 
Norton  and  therefore  has  a  listing  of  all  hazardous  materials,  that  may  be  stored,  in  these 
buildings.  This  list  is  readily  available  at  all  times. 

The  Right-to-Know,  and  the  L.E.P.C.  basically  operate  in  tandem  with  the  Norton 
Fire/Rescue  Department. 
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BOARD  OF  HEALTH

The  Board  of  Health  consists  of  three  members,  who  are  appointed  for  three-year  terms. 
There  is  one  full-time  Health  Agent,  one  part-time  Assistant  Health  Agent,  one  Public 
Health  Nurse,  and  one  full-time  secretary.  The  Health  Agent  oversees  the  day-to-day 
operations  of  all  matters  related  to  Public  Health  and  is  directly  responsible  to  the 
Board  of  Health.  The  Assistant  Health  Agent  mainly  manages  licensing  inspections 
and  complaints.  The  Public  Health  Nurse  offers  and  manages  public  clinics  and 
investigates  communicable  diseases.  The  secretary  is  responsible  in  overseeing  office 
procedures,  assisting  the  public,  and  maintaining  the  appointments,  correspondence, 
and  schedules  for  each  of  the  members  of  the  Board,  Health  Agents,  and  Public  Health 
Nurse. 

The  Board  of  Health  issues  in  excess  of  700  permits  and  licenses  for  regulating  food 
service  establishments,  septic  system  installations,  septic  system  installers,  engineers, 
rubbish  disposal  companies,  septage  hauling  companies,  mobile  home  parks,  piggeries, 
stables,  massage  establishments,  public  and  semi-private  swimming  pools,  pet  stores, 
the  sale  of  tobacco  products,  temporary  trailers,  recreation  camps,  potable  and  non- 
potable  wells,  and  tanning  salons.  The  Board  of  Health  has  received  $84,004.00  in  fees 
for  services  performed  in  the  fiscal  year  1998. 
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The  Assistant  Health  Agent  inspects  all  food  service  establishments  at  least  twice  per 
year,  which  include  supermarkets,  restaurants/cafeterias,  nursing  homes,  and  mobile 
food  servers.  This  year,  he  has  inspected  more  than  100  food  service  establishments. 
The  Assistant  Health  Agent  also  handles  investigations  of  complaints. 

This  year,  as  of  October,  there  has  been  in  excess  of  105  new  Disposal  Works 
Construction  Permits  issued  by  the  Board  and  more  than  75  repairs  to  existing  disposal 
systems  have  been  performed.  Each  system  requires  a  valid  percolation  test,  plans,  and 
application  for  review  and  approval,  and  a  minimum,  of  three  inspections  by  the  Health 
Agent  during  installation  before  final  approval.  There  has  been  approximately  285 
percolation  tests  conducted  this  year.  In  addition,  the  board  has  revised  and  passed  new 
regulations  pertaining  to  Title  V  (310  CMR  15.000).  All  wells  are  recorded  and  tested 
for  safety  and  capacity  before  they  are  approved  for  use  in  private  dwellings. 

Housing  inspections  to  qualify  for  the  housing  subsidy  program  are  being  made  by  the 
Health  Agent  as  required  by  the  State  Welfare  Department. 

The  Public  Health  Nurse  has  had  another  active  year  administering  in  excess  of  1100 
influenza  vaccinations,  and  over  400  other  immunizations  such  as  polio,  tetanus,  and 
measles/mumps/rubella.  She  has  coordinated  and  conducted  public,  institutional,  and 
individual/private  clinics  such  as  blood  pressure  clinics,  cholesterol  testing  clinics, 
diabetic  screening  clinics,  lead  testing  clinics,  and  tuberculosis  testing  clinics.  In 
addition,  she  provides  the  State- sponsored  Hepatitis  B  immunization  program  at  the 
Norton  Middle  School  for  sixth  graders,  which  is  a  three-part  vaccination  per 
participant.  Furthermore,  she  manages  newborn  baby  visits,  performs  maternal/child 
health  follow-ups,  provides  DARE  presentations,  and  investigates  all  reported 
communicable  diseases,  as  required  by  the  Commonwealth,  for  which  Norton  has 
demonstrated  in  increase  in  Lyme  disease  this  year.  She  is  also  required  to  attend 
ongoing  Center  for  Disease  Control  conferences  for  immunization  updates,  policy 
changes,  and  information  on  newly  discovered  bacteria-resistant  communicable 
diseases. 

The  Board  of  Health  Secretary  is  required  to  manage  the  office  and  streamline 
operational  procedures.  The  office  continues  to  have  increased  business  hours  to 
include  Thursday  nights  to  further  meet  the  needs  of  the  residents. 

The  Board  continues  to  implement  a  Title  V  Betterment  Loan  Program  for  the  residents 
to  upgrade  failed  disposal  systems.  As  of  October  1998,  thirty-four  systems  have  been 
improved  through  this  program.

History: 

Serving  the  towns  of  Norton,  Mansfield  and  Sharon,  the  Tobacco  Control  Program  is 
funded  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  from  a  $.25  tax  on  each  pack 
of  cigarettes  sold  in  Massachusetts.  The  program  staff  works  with  the  Boards  of  Health 
and  their  agents  in  each  of  its  towns  to  increase  public  awareness  about  the  numerous 
issues  concerning  regulations  regarding  the  sale  and  use  of  tobacco. 

Activities: 

Merchant  education  was  conducted  in  each  of  the  towns  to  make  individual  retailers 
aware  of  state  and  municipal  regulations  regarding  the  sale  and  use  of  tobacco  products. 
Using  adult  and  youth  volunteers,  compliance  checks  where  conducted  to  determine  if 
merchants  were  selling  tobacco  products  to  youth  under  18.  Spot  checks  were  repeated 
with  violators,  warnings  issued  and  where  applicable,  fines  imposed. 
Smoking  cessation  programs  were  also  held  within  the  three  towns.  The  various 
programs  were  well  attended  and  results  tended  to  be  positive.  Residents  of  each  of  the 
towns  are  encouraged  to  use  the  wide  variety  of  information  and  resources  about 
tobacco  available  through  the  program.

Over  the  past  several  years,  the  Town  of  Norton  has  experienced  rapid  growth  in 
both  residential  and  commercial  construction.  FY  98  was  no  exception  and  although 
the  number  of  permits  issued  was  consistent  with  the  previous  year,  the  value  of 
construction  projects  more  than  doubled.  This  increase  in  the  value  of  projects  is  a 
strong  indicator  that  homes  and  businesses  are  getting  larger  in  size. 

It  is  the  Inspection  Department's  responsibility  to  oversee  this  construction  through 
the  enforcement  of  building,  electrical,  gas,  and  plumbing  codes,  as  well  as  the 
enforcement  of  Norton's  Zoning  By-laws.  Last  year,  our  department  performed 
approximately  3500  required  inspections  through  the  permitting  process,  which  was  an 
increase  from  FY97.

The  loader 
purchased  was  a  Caterpillar  Model  928G;  however,  the  1977  truck  and  sander  still 
needs  replacing. 

•  The  Massachusetts  Highway  Department's  Rte.  123  Wading  River  Bridge 
Reconstruction  Project  is  on  schedule  and  the  contract  for  the  Barrows  Street 
Bridge  Reconstruction  Project  has  been  awarded. 
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CANOE  RIVER  AQUIFER 
ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 


The  Canoe  River  Aquifer  Advisory  Committee  (C.R.  A.A.C.)  held  1 1  meetings 
on  the  first  Thursday  of  each  month  with  the  exception  of  July.  These  meetings 
alternated  among  the  five  towns  on  the  Canoe  River  -  Easton,  Mansfield,  Norton, 
Foxborough,  and  Sharon. 

Taunton  River  Basin  Team  Members  Jack  Hamm,  Patrick  Rogers,  and  Leslie 
O'Shea  attended  several  of  our  meetings. 

Chairman  Southworth  gave  a  presentation  on  the  C.R. A.A.C.  to  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Norton  Historical  Society  and  Norton  Land  Preservation  Society.  There 
was  an  overflow  audience  at  the  Old  School  House  for  his  talk  and  slide  presentation. 

The  Committee  reviewed  and  commented  on  a  plan  for  a  proposed  1 7-lot 
subdivision  along  the  Canoe  River  in  Mansfield  near  their  Cate  Spring  Municipal  Well. 

Several  letters  of  concern  were  sent  by  the  Committee  to  State  and  Federal 
authorities  regarding  a  farming  and  pig  operation  along  Rte.  #495  within  the  Canoe 
River  Aquifer  in  Norton. 

The  Committee's  main  project  for  1998  has  been  the  development  of  a  Green 
Belt  along  the  Canoe  River.  The  Committee  applied  for  and  received  a  grant  from  the 
Mass.  D  E  P.  in  the  amount  of  $38,500  to  develop  a  map  and  database  of  all  the  parcels 
of  land  within  a  500  foot  corridor  along  both  sides  of  the  Canoe  River.  The  Committee 
subcontracted  with  the  University  of  Massachusetts/Dartmouth  to  develop  the  GIS 
Maps  for  this  project.  Professor  Neil  Fennessy  and  his  students  gave  an  excellent 
presentation  to  the  Committee  on  their  work. 

Tim  Higgins  designed  a  brochure  to  be  distributed  to  all  of  the  property  owners 
along  the  River  and  oversaw  the  printing  of  10,000  copies. 

CRAAC  co-sponsored  a  Stormwater  Management  Seminar  with  the  Department 
of  Environmental  Protection  on  March  25,  1998  at  the  Norton  Library.  Sixty  people 
from  various  organizations  attended,  including  many  local  engineering  firms  and  local 
town  officials. 

On  the  evening  of  April  2,  1998,  the  Committee  sponsored  a  seminar  on 
Riparian  Forest  Buffers  given  by  U.S.  Forester  Dave  Welsch  at  the  Norton  Library,  on 
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On  the  evening  of  April  2,  1998,  the  Committee  sponsored  a  seminar  on 
Riparian  Forest  Buffers  given  by  U.S.  Forester  Dave  Welsch  at  the  Norton 
Library,  on  the  value  of  streamside  forests  and  their  role  in  water  supply 
protection.  There  were  over  50  people  present  and  all  left  better  informed. 

The  1 1th  Annual  Canoe  River  Awareness  Day  was  held  on  Saturday, 
May  16,  1998  at  8:30  a.m.  to  noon  on  Red  Mill  Rd.  at  the  Norton/Easton  town 
line.  The  guest  speaker  was  Cynthia  Wood,  Mass.  State  Forester  who  gave  a 
walk  and  discussion  on  Riparian  Forests,  which  was  followed  by  a  canoe  trip. 

Leonard  Flynn  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  communicating  with  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Works  on  the  transfer  of  180  acres  of  land  in  Norton  from 
the  State 

back  to  the  Town  of  Norton.  This  was  originally  taken  as  a  part  of  the  laying  out  of 
Interstate  495.  It  abuts  the  Canoe  River  and  the  Town  wishes  it  to  be  returned  to  the 
Conservation  Commission. 

Suzanne  Erikson  worked  on  the  possible  acquisition  of  Johnson  acres  (57  acres 
on  North  Washington  Street)  by  the  Norton  Conservation  Commission.  This  important 
parcel  abuts  the  river  and  would  make  an  ideal  acquisition  as  a  part  of  the  proposed 
greenbelt. 

Chairman  Wayne  Southworth  toured  the  Canoe  River  with  two  photographers, 
courtesy  of  the  Hood  Blimp  with  arrangements  by  Ed  Tartufo.  Excellent  photos  and 
video  were  taken  and  are  available  for  public  viewing. 

Dorothy  Freeman  of  Norton  addressed  the  Committee  of  the  need  of 
establishing  a  land  bank  in  Norton. 

Kathy  Romero  from  the  State  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  gave  a 
presentation  to  the  Committee  on  the  new  Source  Water  Assessment  Program 
(SWAP).  She  is  expected  to  return  in  the  future  to  discuss  this  important  new  program.

Thus  for  the 
April  election  two  seats  were  vacant.  Mary  Ellen  Paravalos  and  Ronald  Champagne 
were  elected  to  fill  these  two  seats  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  Joanne  M. 
Haracz  to  fill  the  one  year  vacancy  left  by  the  election  of  John  Sears.

NON-RESIDENTIAL  DEVELOPMENT 

Along  with  residential  growth,  Norton  has  seen  renewed  interest  in  non-residential 
development. 

Norton  Place 

In  FY98  the  existing  Country  Haven  Nursing  Home  started  construction  on  a  three 
story  70  unit  assisted  living  facility  (called  Norton  Place)  attached  to  the  existing 
nursing  home  along  with  a  8  unit  expansion  of  the  nursing  facility.  The  new  facility 
was  open  for  occupancy  in  the  Fall  of  1998. 

Great  Woods 

Also  in  FY  1998,  the  Campanelli  Companies  announced  plans  to  develop  the  590  acre 
Great  Woods  parcel  (90  acres  are  located  in  Mansfield)  owned  by  BankBoston. 
Campanelli  anticipated  a  phased  project  with  the  development  of  265,000  square  feet  of 
mixed  business  park  as  the  first  phase.  Full  build  anticipated  up  to  2.5  million  square 
feet  of  commercial  development  and  35  to  40  residential  homes  off  Oak  Street. 
However,  toward  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  (May/June)  BankBoston  announced  a 
change  in  plan  whereby  they  would  developer  a  PGA  golf  course  with  1  million  square 
feet  of  commercial  and  no  residential  units.  As  of  this  writing,  BankBoston  was  in  the 
process  of  investigating  the  natural  environment  of  the  area  to  determine  if  the  land  was 
suitable  for  the  golf  course. 
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Polaroid 

Although  most  of  this  project  developments  took  place  in  FY  99  (after  June  30,  1998) 
initial  developments  occurred  in  FY  98.  Originally  (1995),  this  60+  acre  site  was 
anticipated  for  the  development  of  250,000  square  feet  of  retail  space.  Subsequently, 
the  site  was  divided  into  two  parcels  one  with  access  of  Route  140,  the  other  with 
access  off  Smith  Street.  The  Smith  Street  site  was  then  proposed  for  the  Great  Woods 
Retirement  Village  (still  on  hold).  The  parcel  off  Route  140  was  re-programmed  by 
Atlantic  Development  for  three  possible  alternatives,  one  of  which  was 
warehouse/distribution  space.  This  alternative  resulted  in  the  approval  of  a  336,000 
warehouse/distribution  facility  for  the  Polaroid  Corporation  (under  construction). 

Master  Plan 

The  Planning  Board  is  pleased  to  report  that  the  Master  Plan  was  completed  as  of 
September  1,  1998.  In  December  1997,  Martha  Thatcher  resigned  her  position  as  Chair 
of  the  Master  Plan  Steering  Committee  and  Joanne  Haracz,  a  member  of  the  MPSC 
from  its  inception,  was  elected  as  the  new  Chairperson.  Members  of  the  MPSC  has 
worked  hard  toward  the  completion  of  the  Master  Plan.  The  plan  contains  a  thorough 
analysis  of  the  current  development  situation,  residential  and  commercial  development 
trends  and  recommendations  for  future  implementation  -  all  designed  to  help  Norton 
get  the  type  and  amount  of  development  its  wants  and  to  preserve  the  essential 
character  that  makes  Norton  a  place  we  all  want  to  live  in.  The  Planning  Board 
anticipates  implementation  of  the  Plan  recommendation  starting  at  the  Spring  ATM 
1999.  The  Planning  Board  wishes  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the  Master  Plan  Steering

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NORTON  TOWN  COMMON 
COMMITTEE 


The  Town  Common  Committee  made  an  application  for  two  state  grants.  One  we 
didn't  get,  the  other  we  are  still  waiting  to  hear  about. 

The  small  piece  of  road  on  the  easterly  side  of  the  Common  was  eliminated  and  a 
garden  with  annuals  replaced  the  road. 

New  curbing  on  the  south  side  of  the  Common  was  replaced  and  brought  up  8"  higher. 

The  blacktop  sidewalk  on  the  south  side  of  the  Common  was  replaced  with  a  cement 
sidewalk,  and  also  permanent  handicapped  access  ramps  so  that  the  handicapped  can 
gain  access  to  the  Common  for  parade  events  as  well  as  other  events. 

We  have  purchased  two  lights  for  the  Common  and  are  in  the  process  of  purchasing 
five  more. 

We  are  also  in  the  process  of  receiving  bids  to  replace  the  rest  of  the  blacktop  walks 
around  and  in  the  Town  Common.

SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL 
SERVICES  GROUP 


FY'98  was  a  year  of  changes  for  the  Southeastern  Regional  Services  Group. 
Having  spent  four  years  as  a  guest  in  the  Easton  Town  Hall,  SERSG  leased  office  space 
at  106  Main  Street  in  downtown  Easton.  This  move  was  made  possible  by  the  receipt 
of  Department  of  Public  Health  grant  monies  to  fund  a  four-town  Tobacco  Control 
collaborative.  This  office  space  also  houses  two  Health  Educators  who  are  employed 
by  SERSG  specifically  to  work  for  the  SERSG  Tobacco  Control  Program. 
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Other  major  SERSG  activities  during  the  year  included  our  annual  cooperative 
procurements  for  DPW  Services  and  DPW  Supplies,  the  drafting  of  a  SERSG  model 
Street  Opening  and  Public  Works  Construction  License  By-Law  suitable  to  be  adopted 
as  a  general  by-law,  the  drafting  of  an  Inter-Municipal  Agreement  for  the  Sharing  of 
Water  in  the  event  of  a  Short-Term  Water  Emergency,  the  drafting  of  an  Inter- 
Municipal  Agreement  for  Equipment  Sharing  and  Customer  Service  Skills  Training  for 
municipal  staff. 

SERSG  continues  to  save  its  member  municipalities  at  least  as  much  as  the 
yearly  dues  through  its  cooperative  procurements.  Although  the  other  SERSG  projects 
benefit  the  members  indirectly,  Norton  receives  valuable  assistance  with  a  number  of 
projects.

•o     SRPEDD  initiated  the  Vision  2020  Project  with  the 
Old  Colony  Planning  Council  and  the  Metropolitan 
Area  Planning  Council  to  address  rapid  growth  in 
southeastern  Massachusetts.  The  Vision  2020 
Task  Force,  comprised  of  regional  leaders  from 
throughout  southeastern  Massachusetts,  has  been 
established  to  examine  how  to  insure  that  the 
growth  benefits  the  region.  The  Task  Force 
(officially  the  Task  Force  on  Growth  and  Change 
in  Southeastern  Massachusetts)  will  be  working 
w  ith  the  citizens  and  local  officials  of  the  region  to 
spell  out  a  vision  and  translate  that  vision  into  a 
series  of  policy  recommendations  to  those  w  ho 
influence  the  planning  and  development  process. 

The  Commission  restated  its  support  for  commuter 
rail  to  Fall  River  and  New  Bedford,  deferring  the 
choice  of  route  to  the  MBTA  and  the  legislature. 
The  MBTA  is  studying  the  feasibility  and 
environmental  impact  of  the  "Stoughton  route"  to 
serv  e  the  SouthCoast  region. 

The  Metropolitan  Planning  Organization  (MPO) 

was  officially  expanded  to  include  a  majority  of 
local  officials  by  adding  four  mayors  and  four 
selectmen.  The  MPO  is  responsible  for 
transportation  policy  and  federal  resource  allocation 
decisions  in  the  region,  and  it  had  long  been  a 
SRPEDD  priority  to  enlarge  the  committee  to 
achieve  sufficient  local  representation  to  balance 
state  interests. 
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EMERGENCY  MANAGEMENT 

AGENCY

The  fiscal  year  1998  was  a  year  of  testing  for  your  Emergency  Management 
Agency.  The  hurricane  season,  while  above  average  in  number  of  named  storms,  tested 
our  patience  and  perseverance  in  tracking  them  and  anticipating  the  track  they  would 
take.  Working  with  the  National  Weather  Service  and  its  '  SKYWARN  program  was 
an  educational  experience  and  rewarded  us  with  first  hand  information.  Through 
numerous  course  and  seminars  put  on  by  Massachusetts  Emergency  Management 
Agency  we  were  educated,  trained  ,  certified  and  otherwise  elevated  in  our  knowledge 
of  emergency  preparedness.  Our  membership  in  the  Southeast  Mass  E  M.  A.  Directors 
Association  helped  us  draw  on  the  resources  of  our  fellow  communities  and  learn  from 
their  experiences. 

We  participated  in  the  Fire  Dept's  Open  House  and  distributed  storm  preparedness 
booklets.  When  the  January  ice  storm  hit  we  were  extremely  fortunate  and  did  not 
suffer  the  long  term  power  outages  of  our  northern  neighbors.  According  to  power 
company  studies,  if  the  storm  had  moved  60  miles  further  south,  our  area  could  have 
experienced  power  outages  of  up  to  one  week  duration.  While  the  winter  and  spring 
were  fairly  mild  and  uneventful,  Mother  Nature  wasn't  through  with  us  yet. The  rainfall 
total  for  the  month  of  June  was  recorded  as  15  .43  inches.  The  biggest  problem  was 
that  between  9  and  1 0  inches  of  the  total  all  came  in  four  day  span. 
From  Friday  June  13th  thru  Tuesday  June  16th  this  agency  responded  to  22  areas  of 
town  that  were  experiencing  flooding.  The  most  severely  hit  areas  of  town  were 
Walker  St,  North  Worcester  St  and  West  Main  St.  from  the  Wading  River 
overflowing  its  banks.

This 
agency  deployed  over  1,000  sand  bags  in  order 

to  help  residents  divert  the  rising  waters.  It  was  rewarding  to  work  side  by  side  with 
the  town  professionals  who  serve  you  on  a  daily  basis.  The  cooperation  and 
camaraderie  shown  by  Firefighters,  Police  officers,  Highway  and  Water/Sewer 
workers  helped  us  all  to  rise  to  the  task  at  hand.  A  special  thank  you  to  all  those 
residents  who  pitched  in  and  spent  countless  hours  filling  sand  bags,  bailing  water  and 
building  dikes  to  help  protect  their  neighborhood  and  their  neighbor.  We  are  fortunate 
that  these  incidences  don't  happen  often.  It  is  assuring  to  know  that  when  they  do  we 
can  all  pull  together  . 

This  coming  year  will  present  new  challenges  for  E  M.  A.  as  the  new  Middle 
School  comes  on  line  and  we  plan  for  its  use  as  a  shelter  should  it  ever  be  needed.  As 
always  we  welcome  your  suggestions,  comments  and  most  of  all  your  help.

The  Norton  Water  department  for  the  previous  five  years  had  finished  in  the  top  20%  in 
the  large  water  system  classification  statewide.  This  year  the  department  was  awarded 
a  citation  for  being  rated  as  the  3d  best  (based  on  a  point  system  for  various  criteria- 158 
of  163)  in  the  Commonwealth  for  water  systems  in  its  class. 

A  water  storage  tank  is  scheduled  to  be  built  off  Mansfield  Avenue  on  land  of  Atlantic 
Development.  The  details  will  be  worked  out  by  the  end  of  1998.  This  is  estimated  to 
be  3  to  5  million-gal  ground  storage  tank  and  future  plans  call  for  additional  16"  water 
main  to  be  extended  from  the  tank  to  Oak  Street,  completing  a  loop  for  better 
circulation. 


The  proposed  office  building  was  turned  down  by  town  meeting.  The  King  Philip- 
Plain  Street'  road  water  main  project  was  passed  and  this  should  be  put  out  to  bid  so 
that  work  can  start  the  fall  of  1998.  This  is  part  of  the  continuing  water  main  upgrade 
replacing  aged  transite  pipe  with  larger  ductile  iron  for  greater  carrying  capacity.  A 
secondary  benefit  will  be  better  fire  flow  for  the  larger  pumping  capacities  of  the 
present  fire  apparatus.

The  future  expansion  of  the  Mansfield  sewer  facility  is  still  in  the  basic  planning  stage. 
Norton  and  Foxboro  Commissioners  are  meeting  to  discuss  common  ground  with 
Mansfield  and  then  to  collectively  meet  with  the  Mansfield  Commissioners.  In  this 
way,  it  is  hoped  that  all  parties  to  the  proposed  expansion  are  in  on  the  ground  floor'. 

The  recommendation  of  the  consultant's  report,  on  Lake  Winnecunnet,  indicates  that 
the  most  economic  solution  to  the  Winnecunnet  sewer  issue  is  to  try  to  tie  into  the 
Taunton  sewer  system. 

The  total  rainfall  for  June  was  14.53"and  9-10"  of  it  fell  within  a  three-day  period.  The 
severe  flooding  of  the  streams  and  lake  brought  excessively  high  water  around  the  lake 
homes.  It  becomes  imperative  that  some  action  be  undertaken  soon  to  keep  the 
inground  septic  systems  from  polluting  the  lake  and  what  ever  is  downstream  on  Snake 
River.

In  fiscal  year  1998,  many  positive  and  exciting  changes  took  place  for  the  Park  and 
Recreation  Department. 

With  acquired  funds  from  the  Town's  Reserve  Account,  our  expense  budget,  as  well  as 
private  donations,  we  were  able  to  fund  much  needed  renovations  at  the  Everett 
Leonard  Complex.  These  improvements  included  a  pool  shed,  handicap  accessible 
bathrooms,  installation  of  a  water  fountain,  ten  new  picnic  tables  and  a  new  fence 
around  the  pool.  The  pavilion  floor  was  stripped  and  repainted,  the  basketball  court  was 
sealed,  holes  in  the  field  were  filled  and  the  brush  was  cleared  along  the  street.  In 
addition,  French  drains  were  dug  around  the  pavilion,  new  lighting  and  wiring  was 
installed  and  a  new  water  heater  was  added.  Rotted  sills  were  replaced  and  the 
supporting  poles  were  raised  and  improved  to  fix  the  sagging  pavilion  roof.  Much 
work  is  still  needed,  but  the  future  looks  bright  at  the  Everett  Leonard  Complex.  Trees 
on  the  western  side  of  the  property  were  cleared  and  plans  have  been  developed  to  level 
the  fields  and  add  new  playground  equipment. 

Many  of  the  improvements  made  to  the  Everett  Leonard  Complex  would  not  have 
occurred  without  the  generosity  of  the  following  individuals:  Walter  and  Dennis 
Warchal  supplied  the  trench  digging  and  gravel;  Christopher  Kimball  and  Damon 
Parsons  donated  all  the  electrical  work;  Bob  Salvo  contributed  services  in  cutting  and 
cementing  the  bathroom  floors;  fertilizer  and  a  large  supply  of  paint  was  donated  by 
Bob  Kimball;  Eddy  Burgess  supplied  his  service  in  spray  washing  the  office  and 
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bathrooms;  and  Paul  Helmreich  gave  his  time  by  clearing  trees  along  the  westside  of 
the  property.  Many  volunteers  provided  many  hours  of  labor;  two  community  service 
days  with  over  70  students  from  Wheaton  College  also  contributed  greatly.

Thanks  to  a  dedicated  and  hardworking  staff  and  the  wholehearted  support  of  our  Board 
of  Directors,  our  year  of  transition  at  the  library  was  one  of  progress  rather  than  of 
marking  time. 

Our  collection  now  totals  42,349  items  including  books,  periodicals,  compact  discs,  and 
audio  and  video  cassettes.  Recently  we  initiated  a  circulating  collection  of  CD  ROMS 
for  both  children  and  adults,  and  we  have  added  more  books  on  tape  in  response  to 
increasing  requests.  In  October,  1997,  we  began  to  offer  access  to  the  Internet,  courtesy 
of  UltraNet.  Since  then,  we  are  also  providing  access  through  two  more  Internet 
stations  via  the  ABLE  network.  The  children's  room  now  has  two  stations  for  searching 
the  ABLE  database.  We  have  a  word  processor  available  for  public  use  and  several 
online  databases  yielding  full  text  periodical  articles,  biographical  and  science  material, 
and  college  information.  Our  Technology  Coordinator,  Denise  McDermott,  has  been 
instrumental  in  moving  us  forward  in  these  areas  as  well  as  continuing  our  book 
displays  each  month. 

We  are  very  proud  of  our  busy  library,  which  circulates  over  100,000  items  annually. 
Many  thanks  to  our  pages,  Amanda  Kenefick  and  Kerryn  Frazier,  who  put  all  of  those 
books  away!  We'll  miss  them  and  wish  them  well  as  they  begin  their  college  careers. 
Even  though  we  have  been  here  for  seven  years,  many  people  still  comment  on  the 
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beauty  of  our  building.  The  welcoming  attitude  of  our  friendly  staff  reflects  the 
brightness  of  this  inviting  facility,  adding  to  the  delight  of  our  visitors.  Although 
patrons  might  be  greeted  and  helped  by  any  of  us,  Assistant  Head  Librarian  and  Head 
of  Circulation,  Bette  Richmond,  and  her  assistants  Kay  Ashley,  Linda  Chorney  and 
Annette  Phillips  are  the  backbone  of  our  circulation  staff.  Janet  Pane,  Head  of 
Technical  Services,  sees  to  it  that  new  items  are  selected,  ordered,  catalogued,  and 
quickly  added  to  our  shelves.  Because  of  reciprocal  agreements  within  the  ABLE 
network,  our  patrons  are  able  to  borrow  items  from  24  communities,  including  some 
school  as  well  as  public  libraries.  Our  10,666  registered  borrowers  can  access  the 
ABLE  database  from  home  and  reserve  items  that  will  be  delivered  to  the  Norton 
Library  for  them.  Thanks  in  part  to  the  Friends  of  the  Library,  we  now  offer  eleven 
passes  to  area  parks  and  museums. 

In  February,  Lee  Parker  joined  our  staff  as  the  Youth  Services  Librarian.  Mrs.  Parker 
has  eagerly  continued  programs  such  as  Toddler  Time,  Jr.  Friends,  Young  Adult  Club, 
and  America  Reads,  a  program  sponsored  jointly  by  the  library  and  Wheaton  College. 
She  expanded  our  summer  reading  program,  both  in  numbers  of  children  participating 
and  unique  programs  offered.  She  managed  to  visit  every  class  from  Grades  1  through  5 
before  summer  began.  Behind  the  scenes,  Mrs.  Parker  selects  and  catalogs  all  of  the 
children's  materials.  Karen  Kelleher  continues  to  enthusiastically  lead  storytimes  for 
preschoolers. 

During  FY'98,  the  library  offered  352  children's  programs  to  audiences  totaling  6,776. 
We  are  beginning  to  hold  more  programs  for  adults,  continuing  our  monthly  morning 
series  and  adding  some  evening  workshops  and  a  book  discussion  group.  In  all,  689 
adults  attended  programs  here  during  the  year.  Several  local  artists  have  displayed  their 
creations  and  many  townspeople  have  chosen  to  show  their  collections  in  our  display 
case. 

The  Cancer  Resource  Center,  located  near  the  reference  section  in  the  library,  has  been 
funded  by  the  American  Cancer  Society,  Morton  Hospital  and  Medical  Center  and  the 
Norton,  Mansfield,  Sharon  Tobacco  Control  Program.  There  are  books,  periodicals, 
videos,  audiocassettes  and  many  pamphlets  available  with  cancer  information  for 
patients  and  their  families.  We  extend  our  thanks  to  these  organizations  for  their  initial 
and  on-going  support.  In  addition,  we  wish  to  thank  the  Friends  of  the  Library,  the 
Norton  Cultural  Council,  the  Friends  of  the  Norton  Senior  Center,  the  Norton  Women 
of  Today,  the  Chartley  Garden  Club,  and  the  many  businesses  and  individuals  who 
have  given  both  monetary  and  physical  support  to  the  library  over  the  past  year. 

The  Board  of  Directors  will  be  moving  on  with  the  Library  Park  project,  enlisting  the 
assistance  of  several  groups  and  individuals  from  the  community.  Hopefully,  that 
project  will  be  completed  in  the  fall  of  1999.  Continuing  fund-raisers  for  the  park  will 
include  theater  trips  to  New  York  City  and  the  sale  of  Library  Park  tee  shirts  and  caps.

The  seven  appointed  members  of  the  Norton  Conservation  Commission  voluntarily 
administer  the  Massachusetts  Wetlands  Protection  Act,  which  states  that  any  work  in  a 
floodplain,  or  in  or  within  100  feet  of  a  wetland  (pond,  swamp,  bog,  marsh  or  wet 
meadow)  must  first  be  reviewed  and  approved  by  them.  A  new  law  called  the  Rivers 
Protection  Act,  amended  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act  (effective  August  7,  1996)  and 
now  extends  the  Commission's  jurisdiction  to  "Riverfront  Areas".  These  areas  extend 
outward  200  feet  on  each  side  of  a  perennial  river.  If  you  are  planning  any  projects, 
please  contact  our  Director  for  assistance.  During  the  past  fiscal  year,  the  members 
reviewed  75  requests  for  new  permits,  hundreds  of  requests  for  other  regulatory 
documents,  and  worked  with  applicants  to  resolve  several  enforcement  actions.  The 
Conservation  Director  routinely  inspected  over  one  hundred  projects  for  compliance 
with  permit  conditions,  and  responded  to  hundreds  of  requests  for  services  or 
information. 

As  part  of  their  contract  for  the  proposed  Norton  Reservoir  Dredging  project,  Baystate 
Environmental  Consultants,  Inc.  (B.E.C,  Inc.)  continued  its  work  and  provided  a  Draft 
Environmental  Impact  Report  (DEIR).  This  DEIR  has  become  the  Final  EIR,  without 
revision,  a  credit  to  the  consultant  and  the  Town.  The  Secretary  of  Environmental 
Affairs  has  stated  that  the  hydraulic  (wet)  dredging  method  proposed  in  the  DEIR  is 
preferred  over  other  methods.  This  method  will  not  require  lowering  of  the  Reservoir's 
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water  level.  The  staging  and  dredge  disposal  area  identified  in  the  DEIRVFEIR  is  at  the 
Conservation  land  on  Route  140  (a  temporary  transfer  of  use  will  be  needed  to  allow 
the  project  to  proceed). 

Volunteers  from  the  Lake  Winnecunnet  Residents  Association  harvested  and  removed 
aquatic  vegetation  from  the  edge  of  the  lake  using  the  Town's  Aquatic  Weed  Harvester, 
which,  to  date,  they  have  been  servicing  and  repairing,  excluding  parts,  at  no  cost  to  the 
Town. 

The  Conservation  staff  voluntarily  participate  in  a  Federal  Emergency  Management 
Agency  (FEMA)  program,  which  results  in  a  5%  reduction  of  residents  flood  insurance 
premiums.  The  Conservation  Department  conducted  a  floodplain  awareness  workshop 
as  part  of  this  program.  Floodplain  determinations  can  be  obtained  by  contacting  the 
Conservation  office. 

The  Commission  is  continuing  to  pursue  acquisition  of  surplus  Route  495  land  from  the 
state.  This  land  is  part  of  a  large  naturally  vegetated  "Greenbelt"  along  the  Canoe 
River.  The  Commission  is  working  with  the  Land  Preservation  Society  of  Norton  and 
the  Canoe  River  Aquifer  Advisory  Committee  towards  this  common  goal.  The  Mass. 
Highway  Department  has  informally  stated  that  the  Town  has  been  identified  as  the 
potential  receiver  of  this  land. 


Commission  members  operate  the  Chartley  Pond  and  Norton  Reservoir  dams 
throughout  the  year  for  flood  control,  and  conduct,  with  the  help  of  additional

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volunteers,  the  repairs  and  routine  maintenance  needed  at  those  areas.  In  addition  to 
three  large  water  bodies,  the  Commission  maintains  over  420  acres  of  public 
conservation  land  within  the  town.  Groups  of  youngsters  and  adults  often  conduct  trash 
clean-ups  on  town  owned  properties.  Jeff  Kelly,  a  student  at  Dean  College,  Franklin, 
MA,  organized  a  clean-up  crew  targeted  at  the  Norton  Reservoir  Dam  area.  Eric 
Desrochers'  Eagle  Scout  project,  under  Boy  Scout  Troop  #61,  was  a  bridge  and  trail 
reconstruction  project  at  the  Everett  Leonard  Conservation  and  Recreation  complex  on 
Parker  Street.  Mark  Bradwin's  Eagle  Scout  project,  under  Boy  Scout  Troop  #12,  was  a 
bridge/walkway  reconstruction  project  at  the  North  Worcester  Street  Conservation  area 
(Rose  Farm).  The  bridge  was  built  to  last,  as  proven  by  its  surviving  the  June  14,  1998 
flood  event  that  hit  Norton.  Both  jobs  were  well  done.  Many  thanks  to  these  two 
people.  Volunteers  are  always  needed  to  work  on  special  projects. 

The  Conservation  Commission  worked  with  the  Wheaton  College  students,  who  have 
certified  4  new  "Vernal  Pools"  with  the  Mass.  Natural  Heritage  Program  (MNHP)  of 
the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Wildlife.  These  Vernal  Pools  are  temporary/seasonal 
ponding  areas  where  certain  amphibians  and  other  animals,  including  rare  and 
endangered  species,  breed  and  find  shelter.  The  Wheaton  College  student  program  to 
certify  and  study  these  "special  places"  has  increased  the  total  number  of  certified 
vernal  pools  in  Norton  to  10.  Please  contact  the  Director  if  you  are  interested. 

The  members  encourage  public  participation  in  their  regulatory  process.  Regular 
meetings  are  held  at  the  Town  Hall,  at  7:30  P.M.,  on  the  2nd  and  4th  Monday  nights  of 
each  month  (or  the  Tuesday  following  a  Monday  Town  Meeting  or  Holiday).  Please 
contact  the  Conservation  Director,  Carlos  Fragata  at  508-  285-0275  to  become 
involved.

On  June  30,  1998  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project 
completed  thirty-nine  years  of  service  to  the  cities  and  towns  of  Bristol 

County. 

The  mosquito  control  project  works  year-round  in  its  efforts  to  reduce 
mosquito  breeding  sites  and  adult  mosquito  populations.  The  Project 
uses  several  different  measures  of  control  in  its  never-ending  fight 
against  mosquitos. 

Winter  Pre-hatch  -  To  treat  breeding  areas  that  are  accessible  only  on  the 
ice  during  the  winter  months. 

Spring  and  Summer  Larviciding  -  To  reduce  the  emergence  of  adult 
mosquitos  in  areas  where  mosquito  larvae  is  present. 

Catch  Basin  Treatment  -  To  stop  mosquito  emergence  from  rain-filled 
catch  basins  and  storm  drains. 

Light  Trapping  Program  -  To  monitor  mosquito  populations  as  to  their 
type  and  number  -  a  program  necessary  in  encephalitis  surveillance. 
Light  trapping  of  mosquitos  is  also  useful  to  determine  what  areas  have 
high  mosquito  populations  and  should  be  sprayed. 
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Water  Management  -  A  year  round  endeavor  to  clean  and  construct 
mosquito  drainage  ditches  in  lowland  swamps  to  reduce  their 
favorability  as  breeding  sites  for  mosquito  larvae. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  to  use 
pesticides  that  are  environmentally  safe  so  that  the  safety  of  the  people 
and  environment  are  not  jeopardized.  We  use  as  many  of  the  biological 
insecticides  as  are  practical  with  the  environmental  conditions  present  in 
the  New  England  area.  We  are  presently  using  three  different 
formulations  of  B.T.I,  in  our  larviciding  program. 

All  of  our  spray  equipment  is  calibrated  periodically  in  order  to  insure 
that  dosage  rates  remain  at  safe  levels  but  are  adequate  to  reduce 
mosquito  populations.  The  operators  of  our  spray  equipment  are  state 
certified  pesticide  applicators  that  are  required  to  attend  classes  on 
pesticide  safety  on  a  yearly  basis. 

The  1998  mosquito  season  started  about  the  same  time  as  past  years  with 
larvae  appearing  in  most  wetland  areas  during  the  month  of  March. 

Adult  mosquitos  began  to  appear  in  many  areas  of  the  county  in  the  latter  part  of  April, 
however,  our  fogging  program  did  not  start  until  the  third  week  of  May  as  temperatures 
before  this  time  were  too  cold  for  early  morning  fogging. 

Mosquito  populations  varied  throughout  the  county.  Many  areas  that  had  extremely 
large  populations  of  adult  mosquitos  in  past  years  did  not  seem  as  bad  this  year  and 
areas  that  are  usually  quiet  turned  into  a  problem.  We  are  not  certain  what  caused  this 
situation  to  occur. 

The  calls  for  service  this  year  were  the  highest  yet,  probably  due  to  the  storm  that 
dumped  14  inches  of  rain  in  most  of  the  county.  Certain  types  of  mosquitos  were 
extremely  high  and  others  were  very  low.  Melanura  mosquitos,  which  play  an 
important  part  in  the  EE  cycle,  were  very  high.  There  were  a  number  of  EE  virus 
isolations  in  this  non-human  biting  mosquito  this  year  but  no  human  cases  were 
reported.  However,  the  virus  effected  two  flocks  of  emus  in  eastern  Massachusetts.  A 
total  of  30  emus  died,  19  in  Essex,  MA  and  11  in  Norton,  MA.  The  emus  that  were 
tested  at  the  State  Virus  Lab  tested  positive  for  EE. 

The  Project  sprayed  all  known  mosquito-infested  areas  and  answered  all  requests  for 
spraying,  for  a  total  of  4,276. 1  sprayed  acres. 

During  the  spring  and  summer  months  13.63  acres  of  breeding  wetlands  were 
larvicided.

During  the  fall  and  winter  months  a  total  of  2,950  feet  of  brush  was  cut  and  2,300  feet 
of  drainage  ditch  was  reclaimed.  Our  crawler  tractor  also  dug  1,480  feet  of  drainage 
ditch. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  town  officials  and  the  people  of  Norton  for  their  continued 
support  and  cooperation  and  look  forward  to  serving  them  in  the  coming  year.  Should 
anyone  have  a  question  as  to  what  might  be  done  to  relieve  a  mosquito  problem  in  their 
area,  whether  it  is  water  management  work,  treatment  of  a  breeding  site,  or  just  having 
an  area  checked,  please  feel  free  to  call  our  office.

This  is  the  103rd  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Norton  and  my  29th. 

The  Groundbreaking  Ceremony  at  the  Jackson  Nursery  property  for  the  construction  of  the  new  Norton 
Middle  School  took  place  on  Friday,  May  2,  1997.  September  9,  1998,  17  months  later,  the  school  was  completed 
and  occupied.  At  the  same  time,  the  new  school  organization  was  initiated;  kindergarten  to  grade  4  at  the  J.  C. 
Solmonese  Elementary  School,  grades  1-4  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  Elementary  School;  grade  5  at  the  Norton  Elementary 
School;  grades  6,  7,  and  8  at  the  new  Norton  Middle  School;  and  grades  9-12  at  Norton  High  School. 

During  this  last  17  months,  in  particular  this  summer,  much  work  has  been  accomplished  in  the  school  district 
in  order  to  implement  the  above  changes.  This  involved  moving  numerous  staff  members  from  various  locations 
into  their  new  classrooms,  the  arrival  and  inspection  of  new  furniture,  the  installation  of  technology,  and  the  setting 
up  of  not  only  the  new  Norton  Middle  School,  but  the  organization  for  the  new  Norton  Elementary  School.  Many 
people  have  been  instrumental  in  accomplishing  this,  and  the  town  should  be  very  proud  of  the  work  done  in  order 
to  provide  quality  education  to  the  students. 

In  addition  to  staff  members  working  busily  over  the  summer,  the  Norton  Middle  School  Building  Committee 
met  regularly  to  insure  the  smooth  transition.  I  would  like  to  single  out  the  custodial  work  force,  in  particular, 
Director  of  Facilities  Mr.  James  Neveu,  as  well  as  his  replacement  Mr.  Roy  Bain,  Clerk  of  the  Works  Mr.  James 
Byrne,  Supervisor  of  Technology  Mrs.  Joan  Vital,  Librarian  Mrs.  Elaine  Sumner,  Cafeteria  Director  Mrs.  Irene 
Stanovitch,  Principal  Mr.  Stanley  Koss,  and  Assistant  Principal  Mr.  Brian  Friary. 

As  always,  no  matter  what  reorganization  might  occur,  Norton  still  continues  to  implement  quality  education. 
The  class  sizes  in  Norton  are  excellent.  We  have  introduced  new  courses  such  as  world  language,  industrial 
technology,  and  life  skills  at  the  middle  school.  Last  year  was  the  first  year  of  a  new  language  arts  curriculum,  and 
new  courses  have  been  added  at  the  high  school.  All  the  schools  have  been  involved  in  educational  alliances,  keeping 
up  to  date  of  all  the  changes  in  the  field  of  education.  Each  building  is  now  wired  for  the  Internet. 

In  January,  I  announced  my  intent  to  resign  effective  October  30,  1998.  The  Norton  School  Committee 
formed  a  Superintendent  of  Schools'  Search  Committee  consisting  of  the  following  members:

In  June,  the  Norton  School  Committee  announced  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Lincoln  DeMoura,  currently 
Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Mashpee,  to  be  the  next  Superintendent  of  Schools,  effective  October  30,  1998. 

Mrs.  Margaret  Myers  announced  she  would  not  be  seeking  reelection  to  the  Norton  School  Committee. 
Mrs.  Myers  has  been  a  member  of  the  Norton  School  Committee  for  21  years  and  chairman  for  15.  She  is 
currently  chairman  of  the  Norton  Middle  School  Building  Committee.  Peg  will  be  sadly  missed  by  the  Norton 
Public  Schools.  Her  dedication,  caring  for  children,  and  unselfish  sacrifices  on  behalf  of  the  students  have  been 
greatly  appreciated  over  the  years.  She  has  been  an  excellent  representative  of  the  public  school  system,  always 
maintaining  the  highest  professionalism.  Norton  is  fortunate  to  have  her  in  this  leadership  position  for  so  many 
years. 
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Also,  Mr.  James  Neveu  announced  his  retirement  from  the  Norton  Public  Schools,  effective  January  11, 
1999.  Jim  is  Director  of  Facilities  and  currently  responsible  for  five  buildings,  custodial  personnel,  maintenance, 
budget,  and  the  maintenance  of  the  SPED  bus  fleet.  He  is  an  extremely  valuable  individual  whose  time  and  effort 
on  behalf  of  the  school  department  are  demonstrated  by  the  excellent  condition  in  which  the  buildings  are  kept. 
This  certainly  reflects  his  leadership  and  pride.  The  loss  of  Mr.  Neveu  and  Mrs.  Myers  is  not  easy  for  a  school 
system  to  accept. 

The  bus  transportation  bid  was  awarded  to  H  &  L  Bloom,  Inc.  of  Taunton.  Haskell  Bus  Service  provided 
service  for  the  past  three  years  and  was  an  excellent  bus  company. 

The  following  per  pupil  cost  was  released  for  fiscal  1996:

We  are  very  pleased  with  the  per  pupil  cost,  coupled  with  the  quality  of  education  it  provides.  The  Wall 
Street  Journal  commissioned  a  study,  and  it  was  determined  that  one  of  the  ten  best  high  schools  in  New  England 
was  Norton  High  School  for  its  high  test  scores  and  its  effective  per  pupil  cost.  They  listed  the  top  ten  in  New 
England,  and  Norton  was  one  of  three  from  Massachusetts. 

I  would  like  to  welcome  Mr.  Jonathan  O'Reilly  to  the  Norton  School  Committee,  who  was  elected  in  April 
to  succeed  Mrs.  Myers.  Jonathan  was  a  member  of  both  the  Superintendent  of  Schools'  Search  Committee  as  well 
as  the  Town  Manager  Search  Committee.  I  wish  him  well  in  beginning  his  career  as  a  school  committee  member. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  state  my  appreciation  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Norton  for  allowing  me  to  be 
Superintendent  of  Schools  for  the  past  28  years.  It  has  been  a  distinct  pleasure  and  privilege  to  be  in  charge  of  this 
school  system.  Also,  I  want  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  support,  confidence,  and  friendship  of  the  Norton 
School  Committee,  who  also  can  take  great  pride  in  the  accomplishments  of  this  school  system  over  the  years. 

Lastly,  I  value  the  contributions  of  the  administrators,  teachers,  and  supportive  staff,  as  well  as  town 
officials  who  have  made  my  task  easier.  I  will  truly  miss  the  Town  of  Norton,  my  colleagues,  friends,  and  the 
students. 

The  following  are  the  school  principals'  reports  showing  the  numerous  activities: 

NORTON  HIGH  SCHOOL 
Miss  Susan  C.  Carney,  Principal 
Mr.  Philip  R.  Gorman,  Assistant  Principal 

On  September  3,  1997,  we  welcomed  back  to  school  803  students  in  grades  8-12.  This  year  we  followed  a 
hybrid  schedule  which  is  a  mix  of  90  minute  and  51  minute  classes  that  rotate  on  a  daily  basis.  Adjusting  to  this 
change  has  been  a  challenge  for  students  and  staff  alike.  Generally,  the  first  year  on  this  schedule  went  well. 
Everyone  is  looking  forward  to  working  with  the  hybrid  in  year  two  when  experience  will  serve  as  a  positive  factor 
in  the  daily  operation  of  the  school. 

In  November,  the  faculty  submitted  its  NEASC  (New  England  Association  of  Schools  &  Colleges)  two-year 
report  which  was  favorably  received  by  the  Secondary  School  Commission.  The  faculty  will  continue  to  implement 
the  recommendations  made  by  the  NEASC  after  the  last  evaluation.  The  five-year  report  is  due  to  the  association 
in  March,  1999. 

May  turned  out  to  be  a  big  month  for  testing  at  Norton  High  School.  All  students  in  grades  8  and  10  took  the 
MCAS  (Massachusetts  Comprehensive  Assessment  System)  tests  for  the  first  time.  We  are  patiently  awaiting  the 
test  results  which  we  will  receive  in  November,  1998.  Also  during  May,  the  AP  (Advanced  Placement) 
examinations  were  administered  as  well  as  senior  final  exams. 
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As  the  end  of  the  1997-98  school  year  draws  to  a  close,  the  eighth  grade  teachers  are  preparing  to  move  into 
the  new  Norton  Middle  School.  The  high  school  staff  has  enjoyed  having  the  grade  eight  teachers  with  us  for  the 
past  two  years.  We  wish  them  well  as  they  move  to  their  beautiful  new  facility. 

Progress  continues  in  the  quest  of  the  Norton  Public  Schools  to  provide  effective  technology  to  enhance  the 
educational  process  for  all  our  students.  The  second  year  funding  of  the  state's  two  year  Educational  Technology 
Bond  Grant  has  facilitated  installation  of  a  school-wide  infrastructure,  thereby  providing  all  schools  with  network 
capability,  increased  Internet  access,  and  networking  necessities,  such  as  hubs,  switches,  and  NIC's  (networking 
interface  cards).  Additionally,  the  school  budget  has  supported  the  purchase  of  new  multimedia  computers  and 
effective  software  for  all  grade  levels,  thus  providing  teachers  and  students  with  classroom  access  to  software  with 
appropriate  curriculum  emphasis.  By  June  1998,  all  classrooms  will  have  access  to  at  least  one  computer, 
computer  labs  in  all  buildings,  and  all  rooms  in  grades  K-12  will  be  connected  to  the  wide  area  network. 

CURRENT  DISTRICT  NETWORKING 

Norton  High  School  has  a  LAN  (local  area  network)  with  a  building/systemwide  server.  All  computers  on  the 
building-wide  LAN  currently  are  connected  to  a  router  and  a  56Kb  dedicated  line  for  simultaneous  Internet  access  in 
all  classrooms  and  in  the  media  center.  During  the  summer  of  1998,  this  line  will  be  upgraded  to  a  Tl  line  which 
will  be  utilized  by  all  five  buildings  in  the  district.  Software,  in  conjunction  with  an  Internet  Service  Provider, 
provides  Internet  access  for  staff  and  students,  and  all  high  school  teachers  and  administrators  have  Internet  email 
accounts  as  well  as  Internet  communication/file  sharing  capabilities.  The  library  computers  are  also  on  a  LAN 
which  provides  electronic  circulation  and  card  catalog  access  throughout  the  building.  Internet  homepages  are  in 
continuous  revision,  and  our  Internet  address  is  http://www.norton.mec.edu 

The  standards  of  Category  5  Ethernet,  TCP-IP  Protocol  have  been  utilized  in  the  networking  of  Norton  High 
School,  as  well  as  the  J.  C.  Solmonese,  L.  G.  Nourse,  and  Norton  Elementary  School  buildings.  All  classrooms  in 
these  buildings  have  two  Ethernet  drops  in  each  classroom  and  access  to  the  Internet  will  be  through  ISND  lines 
which  will  be  connected  to  the  Tl  line.  All  digital  lines  will  be  installed  during  the  summer  of  1998.  The  new 
middle  school  facility  is  state-of-the-art  with  all  computers  having  Internet  and  local  access  to  appropriate  files  and 
school  wide  information.  Administrators  and  classroom  teachers  in  all  schools  will  be  provided  with  email  and 
Internet  access  accounts. 

PROFESSIONAL  DEVELOPMENT 

The  application  for  a  $10,000  Professional  Development  grant  from  the  State  of  Massachusetts  was  favorably 
accepted  in  the  fall  of  1997.  As  a  result,  numerous  Norton  Public  School  administrators,  faculty,  and  staff  have 
participated  in  technology  related  courses/workshops  during  the  1997-98  academic  year.  These  courses  have 
included  an  Introduction  to  the  World  Wide  Web;  Integrating  the  Internet  into  the  Curricula;  Webpage  Design;  An 
Introduction  to  Windows  '95;  Microsoft;  Troubleshooting  the  Macintosh  Environment;  Internet  Research 
Strategies;  Integrating  Mathematics,  Science  and  CBL  Technology  with  the  Graphing  Calculator;  Using  the  Program 
Inspiration  to  Create  Webs  and  Flowcharts  in  All  Grades;  Video  Production;  Curriculum  Software  in  Grades  K-4; 
Multimedia  Production  Using  PowerPoint;  and  Internet  Email  Using  Eudora. 

Through  an  arrangement  with  Merrimack  Education  Center,  staff  members  also  have  participated  in  more  than 
100  hours  of  Macintosh  and  Windows  based  workshops  which  were  conducted  at  their  Somerset  technology 
facility. 

It  continues  to  be  the  belief  of  the  Norton  Public  Schools  that  professional  development  is  an  essential,  active, 
and  ongoing  process.  This  is  particularly  true  in  the  ever-changing  world  of  technology.  Every  effort  is  being  made 
to  provide  the  teachers  and  staff  of  our  school  system  with  the  opportunity  to  update  the  knowledge  and  skills 
needed  to  effectively  guide  our  students  into  the  future. 

The  course  offerings  in  the  Mathematics  Department  remained  much  the  same  during  the  school  year  1 997- 
1998.  A  Discrete  Mathematics  course  was  offered,  but  the  subscription  was  low  because  of  many  scheduling 
conflicts.  The  course  has  been  offered  again  for  the  upcoming  school  year  and  has  been  well  subscribed.  The 
change  to  the  modified  block  schedule  has  been  a  focus  for  members  of  the  department  during  this  year.  The  many 
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techniques  and  strategies  which  we  had  shared  among  members  of  the  department  during  the  summer  of  1997 
proved  to  be  very  helpful  to  all.  As  a  whole,  the  department  has  adapted  well  to  the  new  schedule.  We  find  the 
curriculum  in  entry  level  courses  has  needed  more  modification  than  that  of  higher  level  courses. 

Changes  are  planned  in  the  curriculum  for  the  school  year  1998-1999.  The  Norton  School  Committee  has 
approved  a  change  from  Pre-Algebra  to  a  modified  Algebra  1  course  over  two  years.  This  course,  which  will  include 
introductory  work  in  Geometry,  will  align  with  the  Frameworks  and  prepare  those  students  who  otherwise  would 
not  have  had  any  exposure  to  Geometry  prior  to  taking  the  MCAS.  As  mentioned,  the  Discrete  Math  course  will 
be  offered.  A  new  course  in  C++  computer  programming  will  be  offered  at  an  honors  level,  while  Pascal  will 
continue,  but  as  a  Level  I  course.  BASIC  programming  will  no  longer  be  offered. 

Members  of  the  department  continue  to  take  advantage  of  professional  development  opportunities  offered  in 
Norton  as  well  as  outside  the  system.  Mrs.  Eileen  Kieser,  Mrs.  Diane  Martin,  and  Mrs.  Dolores  Robbins 
represented  Norton  High  School  at  workshops  offered  by  the  South  Shore  High  School  Alliance  which  were 
designed  to  prepare  schools  for  the  MCAS.  They  then  designed  and  presented  a  one  hour  workshop  for  the  high 
school  and  middle  school  staffs.  Mrs.  Kieser  also  worked  with  the  Systemwide  Mathematics  Review  Committee  to 
create  a  new  mathematics  curriculum  for  grades  K-10.  This  curriculum  directly  reflects  the  Mathematics 
Frameworks.  Mrs.  Boucher  and  Mrs.  Kieser  took  a  course  offered  at  Dean  College  during  the  summer  of  1997  on 
the  use  of  the  Tl-92  graphing  calculator  in  advanced  math  and  calculus  classes.  Mrs.  Vital  once  again  journeyed  to 
Rutgers  University  during  the  summer  of  1997  where  she  was  a  lead  teacher  in  the  Rutgers  University  DREI 
Program,  dealing  with  cryptography.  This  program  matched  educators  and  researchers  working  on  issues  of 
national  security.  Mrs.  Vital,  Mrs.  Kieser,  Mrs.  Boucher,  and  Mr.  Boutell  attended  a  one-day  workshop  at 
Bridgewater  State  College  on  new  trends  in  teaching  Calculus  and  Pre-Calculus.  Mr.  Boutell  attended  a  follow-up 
workshop  on  C++  and  the  use  of  the  Tl-92  calculators  to  enhance  mathematics  curriculum.  Mrs.  Kieser  continues 
to  work  with  Dr.  Sandra  Robinson  and  Dr.  Richard  Zusman  on  the  Professional  Development  Committee  to  insure 
that  the  many  professional  educational  opportunities  we  have  ail  enjoyed  will  continue  in  the  future.  She  also 
continued  her  work  with  PALMS  initiative. 

Mrs.  Kieser  and  Mrs.  Vital  traveled  to  Nashville,  Tennessee  in  March  to  attend  the  Teachers  Teaching  with 
Technology  Conference.  They  then  sponsored  a  workshop  held  at  Norton  High  School  later  that  month.  Chris 
Brueningsen  from  Greenwich,  Connecticut  presented  the  workshop,  entitled  Connecting  Math  and  Science. 
Members  of  the  entire  math  and  science  departments  were  in  attendance. 

Mrs.  Karen  Boucher  continued  to  serve  as  the  school's  liaison  with  Project  ERR,  attending  numerous 
meetings  and  workshops  during  the  year.  She  also  served  as  a  member  of  the  Site  Council.  She,  as  well  as  Mrs. 
Kellie  Hansen,  took  the  course  offered  by  Bridgewater  State  College,  entitled  Contemporary  Issues  in  Mathematics. 
Mrs.  Kieser  took  that  same  course  during  the  summer  of  1997.  Mrs.  Hansen  and  Mrs.  Mary  Taylor  attended  a  full 
day  workshop  on  Strategies  for  Teaching  Math  in  the  90-Minute  Block. 

Mrs.  Vital  and  Mrs.  Kieser  worked  on  the  NEASC  Follow-up  Committee  during  the  fall  of  this  year.  This 
Committee,  chaired  by  Miss  Susan  Carney,  finalized  the  response  to  the  recommendations  made  by  the  visiting 
team  when  they  visited  the  school  in  October,  1995.  This  report  was  submitted  to  the  NEASC  in  October,  1997. 

The  Norton  High  School  Math  League  competed  in  both  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  League  and  the  New 
England  Math  League.  Coaches  Matthew  Boutell  and  Kellie  Hansen  report  that  the  team  finished  third  overall  in 
the  New  England  Math  League,  with  Shane  Almeida  and  Mark  Bradwin  leading  the  scorers  for  Norton  High  School. 
The  results  from  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Math  League  were  not  as  good,  but  the  coaches  are  enthusiastic 
about  a  rebuilding  process  which  they  plan  for  their  team.  Four  students  competed  in  the  Computer  Programming 
Contest  at  Providence  College,  where  the  students  placed  in  the  top  ten  of  all  schools  from  New  England  and  New 
York  which  participated. 

STUDENT  COUNCIL 

The  Student  Council  at  Norton  High  School  was  in  attendance  at  the  Fall  Conference  at  Attleboro  High  School 
and  the  Spring  Conference  at  Middleboro  High  School.  The  Student  Council  sponsored  Spirit/Homecoming  Week 
and  co-sponsored  the  semi-formal  dance. 
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The  Annual  Santa  Drive  for  the  needy  was  a  huge  success  with  $1,100  raised  by  the  students.  As  in  the  past, 
a  five  hundred  dollar  scholarship  will  be  presented  by  the  Student  Council  to  a  deserving  graduate  on  Class  Night. 

The  officers  for  this  year  were:  President  Thuy-Anh  Nguyen,  Vice  President  Dan  Niedringhaus,  Secretary: 
Courtney  Maher,  and  Treasurer  Melissa  Betts. 

SOCIAL  STUDIES  DEPARTMENT 

This  past  academic  year  has  been  most  challenging  and  interesting.  The  implementation  of  block  scheduling 
has  been  a  most  interesting  experience.  Overall,  most  department  members  are  pleased  with  the  new  system.  They 
cite  the  flexibility  of  block  scheduling  and  the  change  in  routine  due  to  class  rotations  as  being  most  positive.  On 
the  other  hand,  some  instructors  feel  that  block  scheduling  results  in  less  time  on  task  and  less  subject  material  being 
covered.  However,  there  could  be  such  a  thing  as  less  is  better. 

Presently  a  great  effort  is  being  expended  in  attempting  to  revamp  the  social  studies  curriculum  to  meet  the 
expectations  of  the  new  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  history  and  social  science  Curriculum 
Frameworks.  The  new  guidelines  dictate  that  world  history  will  be  taught  two  years  (we  presently  offer  a  one  year 
course).  During  the  freshmen  year,  students  will  study  world  history  from  500  AD  to  1815.  This  alignment 
presupposes  that  students  have  studied  world  history  and  geography  from  prehistoric  time  to  700  AD  in  the 
seventh  grade.  During  the  sophomore  year,  all  students  will  take  Part  II  of  world  history,  covering  the  time  period 
1815  to  the  present.  The  junior  year  will  find  all  students  enrolled  in  a  United  States  History  course  covering  the 
period  from  the  Civil  War  to  the  present.  This  also  assumes  that  students  have  studied  U.S.  History  from  the 
constitutional  period  through  1877  in  grade  eight.  This  new  curriculum  will  commence  in  September,  1998. 

The  Social  Studies  Department,  as  usual,  was  involved  in  many  special  events  throughout  the  year.  The 
Annual  Memorial  Day  Assembly  was  under  the  direction  of  Ms.  Kimberly  Honey.  Ten  students  participated  in  the 
Girls'  and  Boys'  State  Programs.  Norton  students  participated  in  the  Student  Government  Day  at  the  State  House. 
Guest  speakers  were  utilized.  Class  trips  were  taken  to  the  Freedom  Trail,  Norfolk  State  Prison,  and  several  other 
areas. 

Live  performances  involved  Norton  social  studies  students  in  "Living  History."  These  performances  were  a 
result  of  grants  awarded  to  Mr.  Hickey  and  Mr.  Bartek.  One  performance  was  of  the  Plimoth  Plantation  and  Life  in 
Puritan  New  England,  the  other  was  performed  by  "Theater  Expresso"  and  the  subject  was  "The  Final  Days  of 
Abraham  Lincoln." 

WORLD  LANGUAGES  DEPARTMENT 
Mr.  Paul  Elias  became  a  full-time  member  of  the  staff,  increasing  the  World  Language  Department  to  four 
teachers  offering  French,  Spanish,  and  Latin.  The  creation  of  a  fourth  full-time  position  indicates  the  growth  and 
popularity  of  the  world  language  program  which  remains  an  elective  course  of  study  in  grades  9  through  12. 

In  October,  Spanish  and  French  students  alike  gathered  to  celebrate  "Dia  de  los  Muertos"  with  an  after-school 
program  of  music,  games,  and  presentations  by  native  speakers  of  Spanish.  In  February,  Dr.  Alvarez  Garcia  visited 
Spanish  classes  to  discuss  his  native  country  of  Colombia  and  the  value  of  speaking  a  second  language.  Also,  in 
February,  all  members  of  the  department  attended  a  technology  program  provided  by  professors  of  French  and 
Spanish  at  Wheaton  College.  Wheaton  students  Patrick  Beardsley  and  Erica  Stowell  visited  French  classes  to 
discuss  bilingualism  in  Canada  and  the  Junior  Year  Abroad  Study  Program  in  France. 

SCDZNCE  DEPARTMENT 

In  order  to  address  the  PALMS  philosophy,  members  of  the  Science  Department  are  participating  in 
workshops,  mini-sabbaticals,  graduate  courses,  and  summer  programs. 

Mr.  Brassard,  Ms.  Hartel,  and  Mr.  Holster  attended  a  workshop  on  Connecting  Math  and  Science  Using 
Graphing  Calculators. 
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Mrs.  DiModica  attended  two  workshops:  one  on  Using  the  Graphing  Calculator  and  a  second  on  Connecting 
Math  and  Science  Using  Graphing  Calculators. 

Mr.  Leddy  participated  in  a  SEA  Experience  (sea  education)  during  the  summer  of  1997.  In  addition,  he 
attended  workshops  at  Norton  High  School  called  Project  Wet  and  Project  Wild.  He  also  served  as  Norton's 
representative  at  a  workshop  on  the  Virtual  High  School  held  in  Hudson,  Massachusetts. 

Mrs.  Martin  took  a  graduate  course  during  the  summer  of  1997  "Techniques  of  Math  (Science)  in  the 
Classroom"  and  attended  a  workshop  on  Connecting  Math  and  Science  Using  Graphing  Calculators.  She  also 
participated  in  a  Health  Care  Symposium  at  Bristol  Community  College,  four  sessions  of  Assessment  -  MCAS  and 
the  Frameworks,  and  a  workshop  "Using  the  Internet  for  Interdisciplinary  Lessons." 

In  addition  to  continuing  their  professional  development,  members  of  the  science  department  served  in  many 
other  capacities  for  the  Norton  School  System. 

Mr.  Brassard  served  as  an  advisor  for  the  Class  of  2000  and  was  an  integral  part  of  the  Curriculum 
Frameworks  Committee  in  science  to  help  produce  strategies  to  prepare  the  students  for  the  MCAS. 

Mrs.  DiModica  served  as  a  member  of  the  Curriculum  Frameworks  Committee  in  science  to  help  produce 
strategies  to  prepare  the  student  for  the  MCAS. 

Ms.  Hartel  is  an  advisor  for  the  Class  of  2000  and  served  as  a  member  of  the  Curriculum  Frameworks 
Committee  in  science  to  help  produce  strategies  to  prepare  the  students  for  the  MCAS. 

Mr.  Holster  served  on  the  committee  in  science  to  help  produce  strategies  to  prepare  the  students  for  the 
MCAS. 

Mr.  Leddy  coached  both  volleyball  and  softball.  He  served  as  a  member  of  the  Curriculum  Frameworks 
Committee  in  science  to  help  produce  strategies  to  prepare  the  students  for  the  MCAS 

Mrs.  Martin  served  on  the  committee  to  complete  a  follow-up  report  for  the  NEAPS  evaluation.  Mrs. 
Martin  also  serves  as  co-chair  of  the  Flower  Fund.  During  the  school  year,  Mrs.  Martin  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Professional  Development  Committee,  the  PALMS  District  Action  Team,  and  has  worked  on  the  Science 
Curriculum  Revision  (K-12)  Committee  in  order  to  select  textbooks  for  grades  6,  7  and  8.  Mrs.  Martin  also  served 
to  chair  the  Science  Committee  to  produce  strategies  to  prepare  the  students  for  the  MCAS.  She  also,  along  with 
Mrs.  Dolores  Robbins  and  Mrs.  Eileen  Kieser,  designed  and  presented  a  program  on  MCAS  to  both  the  high  school 
and  middle  school  staff. 

In  addition  to  the  above  activities,  members  of  the  department  also  belong  to  many  professional  organizations. 

Mr.  Leddy  sponsored  a  field  trip  to  Cape  Cod  to  study  geological  features.  Mrs.  Martin's  advanced  biology 
class  participated  in  a  DNA  technology  workshop  at  the  Boston  Museum  of  Science. 

Dr.  Becker  spoke  to  honors  chemistry  classes  on  "Polymers."  MIT  sent  speakers  for  honors  and  college 
chemistry  classes  on  "Nuclear  Chemistry"  and  also  to  present  "Chemistry  Demonstrations." 

Projects  were  presented  by  Mrs.  DiModica's  chemistry  classes  to  the  eighth  grade  science  classes. 

Mr.  Leddy  presented  a  science  program  to  elementary  students. 

Mrs.  Martin  sponsored  two  programs  for  her  biology  classes  -  Birds  of  Prey  and  Reptiles  and  Raptors.  Mrs. 
Martin  served  as  a  cooperating  practitioner  for  a  student  teacher  in  biology  from  Bridgewater  State  College. 
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The  use  of  technology  has  increased  in  many  of  the  science  classes  -  laser  disc,  computers,  CD  ROM, 
HyperStudio  and  PowerPoint  projects  by  students,  and  the  use  of  the  Flex  Cam.  In  addition,  one  project  was 
completed  linking  CAD  and  environmental  science. 

The  Science  Department  continues  to  try  to  address  changes  in  educational  strategies  by  providing  many 
hands-on  activities,  by  trying  to  assign  interdisciplinary  projects,  by  trying  to  assign  projects  which  will  help 
students  to  relate  the  science  disciplines  to  their  daily  lives,  by  using  alternative  assessment  techniques  and  by 
trying  to  address  various  learning  styles  through  creative  assignments. 

On-going  ventures  include  the  implementation  of  the  Frameworks;  integration  of  science  in  grades  9  and  10; 
modifying  curriculum  to  address  hybrid  block  scheduling;  increased  use  of  technology  in  science  classes;  continued 
professional  development  of  department  members;  implementation  of  new  teaching  techniques  learned  from 
professional  development  in  order  to  meet  students  needs  associated  with  extended  blocks  of  class  time;  and  MCAS 
testing  and  its  ramifications  (curriculum,  time,  etc.). 

ATHLETICS 

The  fall  athletic  season  concluded  with  the  girls'  volleyball  team,  the  boys'  soccer  team  and  the  girls'  soccer 
team  all  qualifying  for  the  state  sectional  tournament.  The  volleyball  team  finished  its  season  with  a  fifteen  and  four 
record,  but  lost  to  Medfield  High  School  in  its  first  match  of  tournament  play. 

The  girls'  soccer  team  enjoyed  its  best  season  ever  in  the  sport's  young  history  at  Norton  High.  It  marked  the 
first  time  that  our  girls  have  qualified  for  state  sectional  tournament  play.  They  lost  their  first  match  to  Holbrook 
High  School,  but  returned  a  stronger  group  of  girls  for  next  season.  The  boys'  soccer  team  also  qualified  for  state 
sectional  play  and  advanced  further  into  the  tournament  than  ever  before.  They  lost  in  the  semi-finals  of  sectional 
play  to  a  fine  Dover-Sherborn  squad.  The  boys  finished  with  a  record  of  twelve  wins,  five  losses,  and  two  ties. 

The  boys'  cross  country  team  started  the  year  with  its  most  successful  season  ever  in  the  South  Shore  League. 
A  close  loss  to  Norwell  High  School  was  the  only  blemish  on  an  outstanding  seven  and  one  record.  A  second  place 
league  finish  and  a  near  miss  at  a  league  championship  ended  a  most  successful  season. 

The  winter  season  brought  continued  success  in  track.  A  five  and  three  record  in  the  Pilgrim  Conference  was 
our  best  record  to  date.  Several  individual  school  records  were  broken. 

The  boys'  and  girls'  basketball  teams,  while  not  qualifying  for  state  tournament  play,  provided  many 
afternoons  and  evenings  of  exciting  basketball  games.  They  both  look  forward  to  strong  seasons  next  year. 

The  spring  season  is  still  in  progress  with  our  baseball,  Softball,  boys'  and  girls'  tennis,  and  golf  team  all  with 
excellent  chances  of  qualifying  for  state  tournament  play. 

MUSIC  DEPARTMENT 

The  Music  Department  has  participated  in  a  variety  of  concerts,  assemblies  and  other  musical  activities  during 
the  past  school  year.  The  Norton  High  School  Marching  Band  participated  in  the  home  football  games  with  half- 
time  shows  under  the  direction  of  Drum  Majors  Rebecca  Anufrom  and  Melissa  Berts,  with  assistance  from  Guard 
Captains  Stephanie  Austin  and  Amanda  Kenefick,  and  Majorette  Captain  Kristy  Kuplast.  The  Marching  Band 
traveled  to  Amherst  once  again,  to  participate  in  the  UMASS  Band  Day,  where  it  performed  during  the  half-time  of 
the  UMASS/BU  football  game  with  approximately  1200  other  band  students  from  across  the  state.  They  also 
participated  in  the  Halloween  Parade,  as  well  as  the  town's  observances  of  Veterans'  and  Memorial  Day.  Members 
of  the  6th  and  7th  grade  band  joined  the  high  school  band  to  perform  in  the  Memorial  Day  Parade. 

Both  the  middle  school  and  high  school  performed  in  holiday  concerts,  with  each  school's  band  and  chorus 
participating.  On  March  19th,  Norton  High  School  held  its  Annual  Solo/Ensemble  Concert  with  a  large  audience  in 
attendance.  Spring  concerts  were  held  at  both  schools. 
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The  Norton  High  School  Concert  Band  traveled  to  Hopkinton  High  School  on  April  3rd,  to  participate  in  the 
Massachusetts  Instrumental  Conductors  Association  Concert  Band  Evaluation  Festival  and  were  awarded  a  bronze 
medal  for  its  performance. 

The  Jazz  Band,  which  meets  on  a  weekly  basis  after  school,  was  continued  at  Norton  High  School. 

The  Norton  Band  Parents  sponsored  several  trips  this  year,  the  Annual  UMASS  Band  Day  in  October,  and 
three  youth  symphony  concerts  to  the  Boston  Symphony. 

The  band  concluded  its  performances  at  graduation  on  May  29th. 

BUSINESS  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  Sean  LoPresti  was  welcomed  as  a  new  member  of  the  Business  Department.  He  taught  keyboarding  to 
grade  8  students  and  also  taught  retailing  and  life  skills  to  high  school  students. 

Windows  95,  Excel,  and  Microsoft  Word  were  taught  for  the  first  time  in  the  new  windows  computer  lab  of 
the  Business  Department.  These  courses  were  heavily  subscribed  and  students  in  these  courses  received  a  good 
foundation  in  these  programs.  With  their  new  computer  skills,  students  should  be  able  to  gain  entry  level 
employment  positions. 

Retailing  was  also  offered  for  the  first  time  as  a  semester  course.  Students  in  this  class  learned  about 
merchandising,  promotion,  and  selling  and  were  required  to  select  a  product  and  make  a  marketing  presentation  on 
that  product. 

Students  in  the  Business  Law  class  had  the  following  guest  speakers:  William  Gouveia  spoke  about  being  a 
selectman  in  the  Town  of  Norton.  Michael  Ryan,  a  member  of  the  Jury  Commission,  spoke  about  how  people  are 
chosen  for  jury  duty  and  what  their  duties  entail.  Lt.  Stanley  Walasavage  spoke  to  students  on  search  and  seizure 
and  DWI.  Business  law  students  also  attended  Law  Day  at  the  Attleboro  Court. 

LIBRARY 

The  library  has  concentrated  its  efforts  this  year  on  finishing  the  designated  areas  to  improve  by  the  NEASC 
recommendations.  The  library  is  now  open  four  days  a  week  after  school:  Monday  and  Tuesday  until  3:00  p.m., 
Wednesday  until  2:45  p.m.,  and  Thursday  until  3:30  p.m.  Lastly,  a  new  book  selection  policy,  first  written  in 
1975,  has  been  revised. 

The  library  now  has  a  dedicated  network  as  part  of  the  school's  larger  network.  Our  students  can  access  the 
Internet  at  four  locations  in  the  library  on  this  network.  There  is  additional  access  for  the  teachers  in  the  academic 
assistance  room.  Cyber  Patrol  has  been  installed  to  serve  as  a  filter  to  undesirable  sites  on  the  computers  available 
to  students. 

Automation  of  the  card  catalog  has  been  completed.  We  will  remove  the  physical  card  catalog,  and  students 
will  now  have  access  to  library  information  through  the  library's  on-line  catalog.  A  shelf  list  of  all  library  records 
will  be  maintained  as  the  paper  documentation  for  the  library  collection. 

This  year  the  library  has  joined  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Library  Regional  System  (SEMLS).  This 
will  give  the  high  school  and  all  school  libraries  Internet  access  and  the  ability  to  use  the  on-line  databases  that  the 
region  purchases.  This  is  free  for  all  member  libraries.  In  addition,  it  gives  each  library  interlibrary  loan  privileges 
for  any  materials  available  at  the  200+  libraries  who  are  also  members. 

Infotrac  SearchBank,  the  database  purchased,  brings  a  full  range  of  reference  resources  including  periodicals 
and  newspapers  updated  daily.  It  will  provide  more  current  information  and  help  students  answer  research 
questions.  In  the  past,  the  high  school  purchased  this  database  on  CD-ROM  at  a  cost  of  $2,600.00  per  year.  The 
region  is  also  considering  the  purchase  of  an  on-line  encyclopedia,  Britannica  On-line.  This  will  provide  updated 
encyclopedia  information  to  all  our  students  as  well.  This  is  expected  to  be  available  by  September  1998. 
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The  library  added  601  books  to  its  collection.  This  includes  a  1997  edition  of  the  McGraw-Hill  Science  and 
Technology  encyclopedia.  Our  previous  edition  was  1987.  The  cost  for  this  set,  $1,495.00,  is  too  prohibitive  to 
replace  on  a  more  frequent  basis.  The  collection  circulation  totaled  3,195  from  September  through  the  end  of  May. 
This  represents  a  26%  increase  in  circulation  from  the  previous  year. 

During  the  year,  286  classes  visited  the  library  for  study  and  research  on  various  topics  in  all  subject  areas. 
There  were  also  31  study  skills  classes  during  a  seven  day  rotation  who  learned  Internet  research  strategies  and  how 
to  access  Infotrac  SearchBank,  as  well  as  an  introduction  to  new  library  reference  materials.  The  library  answered 
95%  of  the  students'  reference  questions  this  year. 

As  a  sidelight  to  this  statistic,  Mrs.  Elaine  Jackson,  Director  of  the  Norton  Public  Library,  did  a  survey  of 
seniors  to  determine  what  areas  needed  attention  in  the  public  library.  1  have  not  received  a  hard  copy  of  the 
statistics  as  yet  but  she  reported  that  the  seniors  stated  "the  high  school  library  has  everything  they  needed  to 
complete  their  projects"  but  they  wanted  it  open  longer.  When  asked  for  a  time  frame  for  both  the  high  school  and 
public  library,  they  wanted  them  both  open  until  10:00  p.m.,  similar  to  Wheaton  College  library  hours.  During  the 
new  extended  hours  that  the  high  school  library  has  been  open  this  year,  1  have  done  a  body  count  to  determine  how 
many  students  have  been  staying  after  school  to  take  advantage  of  this.  On  any  given  day  there  were  no  more  than 
6  students  using  the  library  and  most  of  them  left  at  2:45  p.m.  to  go  to  a  sports  activity  or  work. 

The  Macintosh  computer  lab  staffed  by  Mrs.  Janet  Farrell  served  a  total  of  350  classes  this  school  year.  That 
is  an  increase  of  42%  from  the  previous  year.  Many  teachers  did  demonstrations  with  the  presentation  equipment 
available  in  the  lab  using  software  packages  they  wished  their  students  to  know.  Many  teachers  also  gave  their 
students  an  opportunity  to  word  process  their  reports  so  they  would  be  presentable  and  handed  in  promptly.  It  is 
clear  from  the  varied  uses  we  have  seen  this  year  that  the  lab  will  need  some  upgrading  of  equipment  to 
accommodate  the  new  software  programs  as  they  become  available  and  useful  to  teachers  and  students. 

TEAM  8  A 

June  of  1998  marks  the  end  of  the  housing  of  the  eighth  graders  at  the  high  school. 

Mrs.  Kendra  Hart  and  Mrs.  Robert  Burke  received  an  interdisciplinary  grant  from  Dr.  Richard  Zusman  and 
will  present  their  project  "Reaching  Great  Heights"  in  June.  Miss  Kathleen  Carney  and  Mrs.  Saundra  Perez 
attended  the  NELMS  Middle  School  Conference  in  March.  Mrs.  Hart  has  received  one  of  the  "School  to  Work" 
grants  for  this  summer  1998. 

Alexis  Jovanovic,  student,  has  entered  and  placed  in  two  writing  contests;  one  being  the  Annual  Knights  of 
Columbus  Essay  Contest  (Honorable  Mention).  The  award  was  given  on  March  27,  1998  at  the  Knights  of 
Columbus  Hall  in  Attleboro. 

The  students  went  on  their  annual  field  trip  to  New  York,  toured  the  city  and  saw  the  Statue  of  Liberty  on 
May  15,  1998. 

The  Annual  Eighth  Grade  Dance  is  scheduled  for  Tuesday,  June  16,  1998. 

TEAM8B 

Team  8B  teachers  and  students  went  on  two  class  trips.  The  first  trip  was  to  the  Lowell  National  Historical 
Park.  The  teachers  and  students  experienced  how  the  Industrial  Revolution  brought  about  dramatic  changes  in  the 
19th  Century  and  how  it  had  a  profound  impact  on  the  lives  of  the  American  people. 

The  second  trip  was  to  New  York  City  where  students  visited  the  Statue  of  Liberty  and  toured  the  city. 

HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 

The  nurses  treated  1 1,371  students  and  staff  members  in  the  four  buildings.  Medications  have  increased  to  64 
students,  some  two  or  three  times  a  day.  There  are  several  medically  involved  students  needing  assistance.  Vision, 
hearing,  height,  and  weight  screening  was  done  on  students  in  grades  K-12,  with  physician  referrals  as  needed; 
Scoliosis  screening  on  students  in  grades  5-9;  and  Pediculosis  checks  given  as  needed.  We  assisted  with  routine  and 
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sports  physicals  given  by  Dr.  Steven  Flood  and  Dr.  Elizabeth  Phalen.  Immunizations  were  given  according  to  state 
guidelines.  We  assisted  the  Public  Health  Department  with  a  voluntary  Hepatitis  B  vaccine  clinic  for  6th  grade 
students.  The  nurses  coordinated  the  free  and  reduced  lunch  and  breakfast  program  for  eligible  students. 


The  nurses  attended  seminars  and  workshops  and  acquired  necessary  CEU's. 


Staff  members  were  offered  influenza  vaccine  and  new  employees  were  given  the  Mantoux  tuberculosis  test. 

GUIDANCE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Guidance  Department  was  very  involved  this  year  with  the  new  Massachusetts  state  required  tests 
(MCAS).  In  November,  the  tryout  questions  for  the  English/language  arts  exam  were  given  to  all  grade  nine  and 
eleven  students.  In  May,  language  arts,  math  and  science  tests  were  administered  to  grades  eight  and  ten.  The 
students  also  participated  in  a  pilot  test  in  social  studies. 

In  October,  we  administered  the  P.S.A.T.  (Preliminary  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test)  to  74  juniors.  From  this 
group,  six  students  were  commended  for  their  high  scores  and  will  continue  in  the  National  Merit  Scholarship 
competition.  The  recognized  students  were:  Mark  Bradwin,  Lynda  Clare,  Vanessa  McGee,  Scott  Monaghan, 
Lindsay  Stares,  and  Nicole  Yukna.  From  the  senior  class  of  1998,  Shaun  McQuaid  was  a  National  Merit  finalist. 

In  May,  63  advanced  placement  exams  were  given  in  U.S.  History  (24)  English  Language  (21)  English 
Literature  (4)  European  History  (12)  Calculus  BC  (1),  Physics  C  (1)  and  Studio  Art  (1). 

We  hosted  a  mini-college  fair  in  October  at  which  45  colleges  and  military  branches  were  represented.  All 
seniors  met  with  their  counselors,  and  over  250  applications  and  275  transcripts  were  processed.  Seventy-nine 
percent  of  the  Class  of  1998  indicated  an  intention  to  continue  their  education  in  the  fall.  A  newsletter  was  sent 
home  to  parents  each  month  with  the  students. 

All  sophomores  and  juniors  were  given  the  opportunity  to  take  a  career  interest  survey  and  discuss  their  post 
secondary  plans.  Ninth  graders  met  with  their  counselors  to  review  high  school  policies  and  procedures. 

The  Norton  High  School-To- Work  Program  became  available  to  students  this  spring.  Career  Specialist  Jane- 
Ann  Brady  was  available  each  Wednesday  to  meet  with  students  and  to  assist  in  their  job  search. 

ENGLISH 

The  department  welcomed  Mr.  Stephen  Miller  as  the  new  drama/English  teacher.  As  the  Drama  Club  advisor, 
Stephen  was  instrumental  in  producing  an  exceptional  performance  of  "Fools."  His  classes  have  given  wonderful 
performances  for  the  high  school  and  middle  school.  He  took  his  classes  to  performances  of  "Oliver  Twist"  and 
"The  Fantasticks." 

The  department  also  welcomed  Mrs.  Carolyn  Smith  as  English/social  studies  teacher.  Carolyn  was  a  transfer 
from  the  middle  school. 


The  department  was  very  much  involved  in  MCAS  preparation.

NORTON  MIDDLE  SCHOOL 
Mr.  Stanley  J.  Koss,  Principal 
Mr.  Brian  F.  Friary,  Assistant  Principal 

The  school  year  began  with  a  school  enrollment  of  624  students.  New  teachers  included  Mrs.  Dianne  Bruno, 
grade  5;  Mrs.  Marilyn  Porell,  grade  6  reading;  Mrs.  Eileen  Sejkora  and  Mr.  Sean  Skenyon,  grade  7  English;  and  Mrs. 
Gail  Cannata,  special  needs.  In  addition,  a  new  instructional  assistant,  Mrs.  Andrea  Curelop,  and  a  nurse,  Mrs. 
Paula  Kimball,  were  appointed  to  provide  support  for  two  special  needs  grade  5  students. 

Rapid  growth  in  school  enrollment  once  again  dictated  a  number  of  priorities  for  this  school  year.  The  early 
part  of  the  year  was  spent  in  many  meetings  preparing  for  the  various  transitions  affected  by  the  construction  of 
the  new  middle  school.  Students  in  grade  5  will  remain  housed  in  the  "old"  middle  school  which  will  be  renamed  the 
Norton  Elementary  School.  A  transition  team  of  administrators  and  teachers  met  frequently  to  identify  the  various 
needs  of  this  "new  school."  It  was  the  intent  of  the  school  committee  to  continue  to  provide  as  comprehensive  an 
education  for  the  grade  5  students  in  the  Norton  Elementary  School  as  in  all  the  other  schools.  The  transition  team 
made  many  recommendations  to  the  school  committee  to  insure  this,  and  the  school  committee  adopted  these 
recommendations  along  with  appointing  Miss  Janice  Pomerleau,  assistant  principal  of  the  J.  C.  Solmonese 
Elementary  School,  to  be  the  Norton  Elementary  School  principal. 

In  the  meantime,  biweekly  meetings  were  held  by  the  Norton  Middle  School  Building  Committee  planning  the 
new  school.  This  new,  state-of-the-art  building,  has  been  designed  to  hold  900  students  in  grades  6,  7,  and  8.  The 
building  project  has  been  progressing  in  a  smooth  fashion,  and  the  building  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  as  school 
opens  in  September.  During  the  winter,  all  the  furniture,  fixtures,  and  equipment  bids  were  prepared,  distributed, 
and  awarded.  In  the  spring,  the  same  was  true  for  the  supply  items  needed  for  the  new  school.  New  educational 
programs  will  also  be  made  available  to  the  students.  They  include  studies  in  world  language  (French  and  Spanish); 
technology  education  and  family  and  consumer  science.  These  new  opportunities  for  students  reflect  the  goals  of 
the  new  Massachusetts  Educational  Frameworks  developed  by  the  State  Department  of  Education  and  will 
continue  to  provide  a  well  rounded  education  for  our  students.  The  role  of  our  computer  teacher,  Mr.  Charles 
Brown,  has  been  changed  from  computer  teacher  to  technology  facilitator.  In  place  of  teaching  separate  computer 
classes,  he  will  be  working  with  teachers  and  various  subject  classes  of  students  to  integrate  the  use  of  the 
technology  available  in  the  new  middle  school. 

To  be  moving  into  a  brand  new  facility  is  an  exciting  event  for  staff,  students,  and  parents.  You  can  be 
assured  that  our  new  facilities,  equipment,  and  material  will  be  used  to  provide  a  quality  education  for  each  and 
every  student.  To  familiarize  students  and  parents  with  the  building  prior  to  school  opening  in  September,  special 
open  house  programs  have  been  planned  for  three  evenings  in  August  to  review  school  programs  and  orient 
everyone  with  the  new  building.  Finally,  the  date  of  Sunday,  October  25th,  has  been  chosen  to  dedicate  the  new 
building.  We  look  forward  to  meeting  with  many  town  officials,  parents,  students,  and  general  public  on  this 
historic  day  for  the  community  of  Norton. 

While  all  these  preparations  and  activities  were  going  on,  school  activities  for  our  grades  5,  6,  and  7  students 
continued  earnestly  throughout  the  year.  One  of  the  main  themes  promulgated  throughout  our  school  this  year  was 
the  value  of  respect.  This  value  was  identified  by  our  School  Site  Council  after  surveying  parents  and  staff  as  a 
focal  point  of  the  school  year.  It  is  a  characteristic  of  any  successful  citizen  and  was  emphasized  and  reinforced  in 
many  ways  during  the  year  by  our  staff.  From  school  banners  emphasizing  the  importance  of  this  value  to  respect 
notes  written  by  staff  and  students  to  one  another,  the  council  feels  the  importance  of  this  value  was  internalized 
by  our  students.  Respecting  oneself,  peers,  teachers,  and  parents  can  only  make  a  student  feel  better  about  himself 
and  accordingly  develop  into  a  solid  young  man  or  woman.  This  was  a  good  value  to  emphasize  and  had  a  positive 
impact  in  our  school. 

The  Parent  Advisory  Board  of  our  school  once  again  was  an  active  and  integral  part  of  our  school 
environment.   Through  very  successful  fund-raising  efforts,  the  members  were  able  to  contribute  to  enriching 
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activities  for  the  students.  One  event  the  board  supported,  for  example,  was  an  "African  Art,  Music  and  Dance 
Sampler,"  a  special  activity  for  grade  7  students  coordinated  by  Mrs.  Sally  Greer,  art  teacher,  and  Mrs.  Karen 
Schofield,  music  teacher.  Professional  artists  and  dance  instructors  were  also  brought  to  the  school  to  assist 
students  in  this  program.  Ultimately,  all  the  students  benefited  when  grade  7  presented  a  special  assembly  to  them 
in  late  spring.  In  addition,  the  board  financially  supported  a  Plimoth  Plantation  Pilgrim  visit  to  our  school  for  grade 
5,  supported  student  socials,  Student  of  the  Month  Program,  and  the  Annual  Honors  Breakfast  for  our  students, 
along  with  providing  funds  for  many  middle  school  students  to  participate  in  enriching  summer  programs.  These 
activities,  among  others,  make  a  difference  in  the  lives  of  our  students,  and  we  are  grateful  to  the  many  hours  the 
parents  provide  to  our  students. 

Curriculum  work  also  continued  during  the  school  year.  Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Richard  Zusman,  our 
science/math/social  studies  coordinator,  a  new  and  up-to-date  curriculum  guide  was  developed  for  middle  school 
mathematics.  The  guide  includes  specific  instructional  objectives  for  each  grade  level  which  are  based  upon  the 
learning  standards  outlined  in  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education's  Mathematics  Curriculum  Frameworks. 
The  curriculum  guide  also  includes  a  series  of  basic  facts,  tests,  habits  of  the  mind,  guiding  principles,  and  a 
statement  about  the  use  of  calculators.  During  the  summer,  a  committee  will  select  two  mathematics  texts  to  pilot 
during  the  upcoming  school  year.  Besides  preparing  the  curriculum,  a  graduate  course,  "Current  Issues  in 
Mathematics,"  was  also  held  last  summer  and  during  the  fall. 


In  the  area  of  science,  monthly  PALMS  (Partnership  for  the  Advancement  of  Math  and  Science)  meetings  were 
held  and  attended  by  middle  school  science  and  math  teachers  and  Dr.  Zusman  to  help  orchestrate  a  series  of 
innovative  and  exciting  science  activities.  For  example,  a  "Family  Math  and  Science  Night"  took  place  in  May.  The 
the  !  curriculum  coordinator  presented  the  Projects  PALMS  portfolio  to  representatives  of  the  State  Department  of 
The  ji  Education  on  May  14,  1998,  and  the  portfolio  documented  the  impact  of  the  Project  PALMS  initiatives  throughout 
iool    the  school  and  school  system.

I  development  opportunities  for  the  entire  staff.  As  in  the  past,  the  series  included  a  number  of  graduate  courses, 
technology  in-service  workshops,  and  special  multi-day  presentations,  as  well  as  all  of  the  interdisciplinary  mini- 
jents  j  grant  curriculum  presentations  delivered  by  staff  who  developed  these  special  units. 


In  the  reading/languages  area,  a  new  program  implemented  in  grade  5  is  part  of  the  K-5  initiative.  Numerous 
meetings  were  held  to  discuss  and  refine  the  new  program.  Grade  5  teachers  developed  into  strong  teams  sharing 
materials  and  experiences  and  working  together  to  effectively  implement  the  new  program. 

The  curriculum  for  English/language  arts  also  is  being  rewritten  so  that  it  is  sequential,  consistent,  and  aligned 
with  the  Massachusetts  Language  Arts  Curriculum  Frameworks.  Draft  copies  were  distributed  in  January  and  were 
approved  by  the  school  committee  in  the  spring.  Appendix  materials  were  completed  during  on-going  committee 
meetings.  Final  documents  will  be  distributed  in  September. 
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Professional  developed  opportunities  were  also  made  available  to  address  teachers'  needs.  This  included 
topics  on  teaching  heterogeneously  grouped  classes,  using  open-ended  questions  in  content-area  classrooms,  and 
using/developing  rubrics  as  educational  tools. 

Finally,  work  is  being  conducted  to  rewrite  the  study  skills  curriculum  to  be  introduced  in  September,  1998. 

Our  student  council,  under  the  direction  of  assistant  principal  Mr.  Brian  Friary  and  grade  6  teacher  Mrs. 
Pauline  Solmonese,  experienced  a  successful  year.  Mr.  Daniel  Callahan  served  as  president,  and  school  activities 
included  the  magazine  drive,  Halloween  social,  turkey  shoot,  canned  goods  for  the  needy,  hat  day,  Spirit  and  Pride 
Week,  Valentine  social,  student  exchange  with  Dighton  Middle  School,  and  guides  for  parent  visitations  and 
orientation.  Donations  were  sent  to  the  Norton  Santa  Fund,  Heart  Fund,  canned  goods  to  the  Jaycees  via  Edward 
Beatty,  and  a  donation  to  the  Jonesboro,  Arkansas  Middle  School.  A  major  goal  of  the  student  council  is  to 
develop  leadership  skills  in  our  students.  The  opportunities  for  members  to  chair  committees  for  these  various 
activities  allows  this  growth  in  leadership  and  responsibility  to  develop. 

Many  grade  5  students  were  treated  to  several  guest  speakers  who  came  to  speak  on  topics  related  to  the 
themes  presented  in  the  reading  texts.  Mr.  Wesley  Teich,  an  inventor,  came  and  showed  students  his  original 
granola  maker.  Mrs.  Marge  Werner  spoke  about  her  experiences  during  a  plane  crash,  and  Mr.  Gene  Muller  spoke 
about  his  work  in  Cambodia.  Mrs.  Kathleen  Stejakowski  and  Mrs.  Linda  Thomasian  also  developed  a  unit  using 
media  to  enhance  the  new  language  arts  program. 

The  entire  fifth  grade  enjoyed  a  trip  to  the  Big  Apple  Circus  in  Boston  funded  by  the  parent  board. 

Grade  6  students  took  a  special  field  trip  to  the  Higgins  Armory  Museum  in  Worcester  where  they  had  an 
opportunity  to  dress  up  and  role  play  with  costumes  of  the  Middle  Ages.  Many  students  also  participated  in  the 
Drama  Club  advised  by  Miss  Nicole  Harring.  The  club  performed  the  play,  "The  Hobbit,"  for  the  entire  student 
body  in  addition  to  an  evening  performance  for  parents.  A  special  activity  that  many  students  also  participated  in 
was  an  architect-in-residence  program  led  by  Ms.  Jan  Hamm,  an  educational  architect.  During  a  two  week  unit, 
students  constructed  their  own  "box  city"  using  such  skills  as  scale  drawing,  sketching,  making  models,  and 
designing  a  model  city.  Our  box  city  developed  was  displayed  in  our  school's  main  foyer  for  three  weeks. 

Seventh  grade  students  enjoyed  visiting  the  North  Shore  Music  Theater  to  see  a  performance  of  "The 
Christmas  Carol"  to  reinforce  their  study  of  this  Charles  Dickens'  classic.  Students  also  created  original  myth  and 
fable  puppet  shows  which  they  presented  to  fifth  graders.  An  interdisciplinary  unit  studying  the  disaster  of  the 
Titanic  was  followed  by  a  trip  to  the  Marine  Maritime  Museum  in  Fall  River  to  view  artifacts  from  the  Titanic. 
Nancy  Ayon  submitted  material  to  a  publishing  company  which  was  included  in  a  book  entitled,  Girls  Rock  The 
World.  She  had  the  honor  of  signing  copies  of  this  book  in  the  spring  at  the  Lauriat  Bookstore  located  at  the  Silver 
City  Galleria  Mall.  Many  grade  7  students  also  participated  in  the  New  England  League  Math  test  and  also  had  the 
opportunity  to  take  the  SAT  tests  as  part  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Center  of  Talented  Youth  Program.  Various  guest 
speakers  also  enhanced  the  curriculum.  For  example,  Mrs.  Linda  Spiro  spoke  to  the  students  about  sign  language  in 
conjunction  with  the  reading  of  The  Miracle  Worker.  In  relation  to  an  integrated  unit  on  "over  comers,"  Dr.  Paul 
Kline,  a  psychologist  and  instructor  at  Boston  College  spoke  to  students  about  coping  with  day  to  day  problems. 
Students  were  also  visited  by  a  young  man  who  had  been  severely  injured  in  an  automobile  accident. 

As  noted  earlier  in  this  report,  this  is  an  exciting  time  for  the  students,  staff,  and  parents  of  the  middle  school. 
Since  1973,  middle  school  students  have  been  housed  in  the  former  elementary  school  and  high  school,  a  building 
designed  with  other  age  groups  in  mind.  This  coming  September  we  will  be  located  in  a  new  state-of-the-art  middle 
school  building  second  to  none.  This  building  was  designed  specifically  with  early  adolescents  and  middle  school 
programs  in  mind.  Every  teacher,  administrator,  secretary,  custodian,  and  cafeteria  worker  met  with  the  architects 
prior  to  the  building  design,  and  the  building  reflects  the  input  from  these  staff  members  who  work  with  middle 
graders  day  in  and  day  out.  It  will  certainly  enhance  the  educational  opportunities  for  all  our  students. 


L.  G.  NOURSE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 
Mr.  K.  Gerald  Smith,  Principal 
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The  L.  G.  Nourse  Elementary  School  began  in  September  with  new  staff,  new  programs,  and  new  challenges. 
We  welcomed  Miss  Amy  Rizzo  to  grade  3,  Mrs.  Deirdre  Greene  Beaupre  to  Project  EARLY,  SPED  Instructional 
assistant  Mrs.  Barbara  Smith,  and  cafeteria  worker  Mrs.  Joan  Bardsley.  Also  new  to  our  faculty  was  a 
collaborative  class  from  Project  SPOKE,  with  teacher  Mrs.  Carin  Tessier  and  instructional  assistants  Mrs.  Helen 
Arena  and  Mrs.  Margaret  Brown  along  with  their  seven  children.  The  388  (grades  1-4)  students  were  organized  in 
17  homerooms,  with  a  fifth  grade  one  classroom  opening  up  to  meet  the  continued  growth.  The  two  Project 
EARLY  rooms  and  their  64  children,  along  with  the  SPOKE  classroom  and  7  children,  gave  the  school  a  total 
student  population  of  459. 

The  school  system  selected  and  approved  two  new  curriculums  for  the  children.  A  major  change  in  reading 
and  language  arts  was  the  implementation  of  the  language  arts  materials  from  the  Houghton-Mifflin  Company.  This 
program  in  grades  K-5  meets  the  needs  of  our  students  by  integrating  language,  phonics,  reading,  and  spelling  into 
one  complete  program.  This  program  helps  align  our  language  arts  program  to  the  State  Curriculum  Frameworks  and 
reflects  in-service  course  work  given  in  the  professional  development  offerings  to  staff  over  the  past  several  years. 
A  new  science  curriculum  was  implemented,  which  strives  to  bring  hands-on  learning  experiences  to  all  of  our 
children.  The  science  program  incorporates  the  nature  trail  behind  the  school  as  one  of  its  major  components. 

The  staff  continued  to  change  as  the  year  progressed.  In  December,  Mrs.  Sharon  Roberts  went  out  on 
maternity  leave  and  was  replaced  by  Ms.  Carolann  McCarron.  Also,  Mrs.  Sheila  Diestel,  the  school  adjustment 
counselor,  relocated  out  of  state  in  December,  and  her  position  was  taken  over  by  Miss  Carrie  Wheeler.  Finally,  in 
March,  Mrs.  Doreen  Harlow  went  out  on  medical  leave,  and  her  position  was  filled  by  Mr.  Robert  Bielawa.  Due  to 
the  system's  reputation,  there  is  a  high  caliber  of  candidates  attracted  to  the  Norton  schools,  making  the  choice  of 
new  staff  very  competitive. 

For  the  first  time  at  the  elementary  level,  the  system  offered  a  before  and  after  school  program.  Selected  to 
provide  this  service  was  a  company  from  Maryland,  EXPLORE.  This  for-profit  company  provided  all  aspects  of 
the  after-school  program  and  is  a  welcome  opportunity  for  our  students. 


The  children  had  a  series  of  cultural  assemblies  co-sponsored  by  the  PTA  and  the  Norton  Arts  Lottery. 
These  included  Red  Grammer,  a  musician;  Michael  Cooper,  a  pantomime;  Rochel  Colemen,  a  storyteller;  The  Magic 
of  Lynn,  an  illusionist;  and  David  Parker,  a  vaudevillian.  These  programs  bring  live  performers  to  the  school  and  are 
integrated  into  the  children's  music,  art,  or  language  arts  classes.  In  addition,  the  Norton  Police  and  Fire 
and  j  Departments  provide  insightful  programs  for  children  in  the  areas  of  safety  and  the  DARE  program  regarding 
f  the  personal  safety  choices.  Community  Partnership  with  Massachusetts  Electric  and  Roche  Brothers  Supermarkets 
expanded  the  in-school  learning  opportunities  for  the  children. 

The  school-parent  education  opportunities  were  greatly  expanded  with  three  community  math  and  science 
nights.  These  evenings  afforded  over  100  families  with  an  opportunity  to  experience  the  hands-on  activities  utilized 
in  the  math  and  science  curriculum.  A  Literacy  Night  was  held  to  demonstrate  the  changes  in  the  language  arts 
program.  The  traditional  open  house,  parent  conferences,  and  science  fair  continued  to  bring  parents  and  teachers 
[together  to  work  cooperatively  to  benefit  the  children's  elementary  experiences.  In  May,  the  Second  Annual  Math 
I  Day  was  held,  and  the  entire  school  focused  on  the  area  of  math.  The  children  enjoyed  a  visit  by  a  hot  air  balloonist 
who  gave  the  children  numerous  math  situations. 


The  grade  4  children  participated  in  the  first  ever  MCAS  (Massachusetts  Comprehensive  Assessment 
System)  in  May,  and  the  grade  3  children  participated  in  the  IOWA  Test  of  Basic  Skills  in  Reading.  Both  of  these 
tests  are  mandated  by  the  state  and  will  allow  the  school  to  see  how  our  children  are  doing  in  relation  to 
achievement  in  other  schools  in  the  state. 

The  two  school  parent  boards  continue  to  work  to  provide  parental  influence  in  the  school,  advocacy  for  the 
children,  and  a  family  atmosphere  environment  for  the  children  at  school.  The  PTA,  under  the  direction  of  co-chairs 
Mrs.  Debbie  Aaronson  and  Mrs.  Valerie  Desmond,  brought  support  to  the  school  with  programs  such  as  the 
Holiday  Gift  Shoppe;  Breakfast  with  Santa;  Ice  Cream  Social,  and  numerous  volunteer  hours.  The  fund-raising 
activities  culminated  with  a  donation  of  a  $10,000  addition  to  the  playground  in  April  with  35  volunteers  adding  to 
existing  structure.  This  phase  brings  over  $50,000  donated  to  the  community  over  the  past  10  years  on  the 
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playground.  We  thank  the  PTA  for  its  generosity.  The  L.  G.  Nourse  School  Site  Council,  the  advisory  group 
mandated  by  the  Education  Reform  Act  of  1993,  continues  to  review  the  school's  day-to-day  operation.  This  year, 
a  great  deal  of  time  was  spent  in  reviewing  the  systemwide  homework  policy,  the  implementation  of  the  new 
language  arts  program,  and  monitoring  the  after-school  EXPLORE  program.  Both  parent  boards  are  to  be 
commended  for  their  advocacy  for  the  children  in  all  phases  of  their  schooling. 

The  Project  EARLY  program,  our  integrated  preschool  program,  was  notified  in  May  of  its  accreditation.  The 
accreditation  by  the  National  Academy  of  Early  Childhood  Programs  in  Washington,  DC,  recognized  the  program 
for  demonstrating  substantial  compliance  with  nationally  recognized  criteria  for  high  quality  early  childhood     \\  w 
programs.  The  nearly  year-long  process  recognizes  the  quality  of  the  Project  EARLY  program,  as  only  5%  of  the  )c 
programs  nationally  are  recognized  for  accreditation. 

Staff  development  continues  to  be  a  key  component  in  the  faculty's  success.  Mrs.  Judy  LaConte  received  her 
master's  from  Cambridge  College  and  Mrs.  Virginia  Charpentier  was  granted  professional  status.  The  staff  took 
courses  through  the  Southeast  Elementary  Alliance,  the  preschool  Hockomock  Community  Partnership,  and  the 
Norton  Schools'  Summer  Institute.  All  continue  to  challenge  staff  in  their  pursuit  of  life-long  learning. 

The  grade  1  unit  began  the  year  by  welcoming  Mrs.  Sharon  Roberts  as  the  fifth  grade  1  classroom  teacher. 

Mrs.  Roberts  left  for  maternity  leave  in  December  to  welcome  Abigail,  and  Ms.  Carolann  McCarron  finished  the  and

Throughout  the  year,  activities  took  place  recalling  and  celebrating  the 
history  of  the  site  and  school.  A  Solmonese  Day  in  March  has  been  an  annual  event  created  to  teach  new  students 
and  grade  1  students  about  the  life  of  Mr.  Joseph  Solmonese.  This  year  the  theme  for  the  Annual  Arts  Festival 
focused  on  the  20  year  history  of  the  school.  Under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Sondra  Armel,  art  teacher,  students 
created  life  size  sculptures  and  placed  them  in  significant  scenery  depicting  special  events  in  the  history  of  the 
school.  These  events  ranged  from  the  early  beginnings  of  the  original  site,  the  Rose  Farm  and  Devil's  Rock  to  the 
present  day  construction  housing  the  largest  population  of  school  aged  students  in  the  town.  This  year  student 
enrollments  reached  925  with  over  80  staff  members. 

In  June,  as  a  culminating  activity,  teachers  organized  a  20th  Anniversary  parade  with  floats,  a  Solmonese 
Day  picnic,  and  a  special  program.  Previous  administrators,  teachers,  and  students  shared  their  memories  with 
students.  A  special  poem,  which  will  hang  in  the  school  hallway,  was  framed  and  presented  to  Mrs.  Brown  to 
commemorate  the  day.  In  conjunction  with  the  historic  celebration,  Mrs.  Bush's  3rd  grade  class  created  a  historic 
Norton  quilt  under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Laurie  Hannan/parent.  Although  numerous  former  students  inquired 
about  the  school's  time  capsule  buried  in  1978,  it  was  decided  not  to  excavate  it  for  at  least  another  five  years. 

The  Solmonese  School  welcomed  new  staff  members  in  grade  one  this  year,  Miss  Linda  Andreola  and  Miss 
Kathleen  Kanuse.  Also,  other  new  staff  members  included  Mrs.  Rosemary  Brown  and  Mrs.  Carol  St.  John, 
educational  assistants.  Mrs.  Nora  Jestus  was  transferred  from  Project  Early  to  a  position  in  the  Learning  Center. 

The  Solmonese  Parent  Organization  continues  to  be  an  outstanding  support  to  the  Solmonese  School.  Parents 
have  provided  all  the  grades  with  two  wonderful  field  trips  each,  and  over  six  special  assemblies  with  groups  of 
performing  artists.  In  addition,  this  year  they  purchased  and  installed  a  new  state-of-the-art  sound  system  for  our 
stage  and  cafetorium.  The  group  purchased  numerous  materials  to  supplement  and  facilitate  the  use  of  the  new 
Literature  Based  Arts  Program.  Our  special  thanks  is  extended  especially  to  the  officers:  co-chairpersons  Mrs. 
Lynn  Ippoliti  and  Mrs.  Lisa  Varney;  secretary  Mrs.  Terry  Rand;  and  treasurer  Mrs.  Valerie  Staab. 

The  1997-1998  school  year  ended  with  some  significant  staff  changes.  Miss  Janice  Pomerleau,  assistant 
principal  for  the  past  eight  years,  was  named  principal  of  the  Norton  Elementary  School.  Miss  Pomerleau  has 
served  with  dedication  and  professionalism  as  a  teacher  and  later  as  assistant  principal.  Mrs.  Linda  Carter,  grade  1 
teacher  will  be  transferred  to  the  Norton  Elementary  School.  Both  staff  members  have  made  great  contributions  to 
the  Solmonese  School  and  will  be  missed. 

Numerous  activities  took  place  in  each  unit: 

SEAHORSE  UNIT 

This  year,  the  Seahorse  Unit  was  made  up  of  five  first  grade  classrooms.  We  participated  in  many  thematic 
units  and  holiday  activities  during  the  course  of  the  year. 
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In  the  fall,  we  learned  about  Pilgrims  and  Native  Americans,  enjoyed  a  field  trip  to  Plimoth  Plantation,  and 
culminated  our  activities  with  a  feast  and  activities  taught  by  unit  teachers.  At  Christmas,  we  celebrated  Christmas 
Around  the  World.  Each  teacher  devised  lessons  on  a  different  country's  customs  and  celebrations,  and  we  rotated 
through  each  classroom  in  our  unit. 

This  year  we  also  made  decorations  and  donated  them  to  Hasbro  as  part  of  a  program  that  gives  to  needy 
children.  Also  in  the  winter,  we  celebrated  the  100th  day  of  school  with  many  activities  involving  the  number  100. 

In  late  spring,  we  celebrated  Earth  Day  with  a  week  of  activities.  Children  donated  change  from  recycling  cans 
and  bottles  so  that  each  class  could  adopt  a  manatee  from  the  Save  the  Manatee  Club  of  Florida.  We  also  enjoyed  a 
second  field  trip  to  Southwick  Zoo.  This  tied  in  nicely  with  science  themes  involving  animals. 

We  ended  our  year  with  Field  Day,  a  Teddy  Bear  picnic,  and  an  Ice  Cream  Sundae  party.  As  usual,  we 
enjoyed  holiday  parties,  our  Halloween  costume  parade,  and  an  Easter  egg  hunt.  We  made  art  projects  to  help  with 
the  Arts  Festival.  We  also  rewarded  students  demonstrating  outstanding  behavior  and/or  effort  with  "Super 
Seahorse"  awards  presented  each  month  at  lunch  time  by  either  Mrs.  Brown  or  Miss  Pomerleau.  All  Seahorses, 
students  and  teachers  alike,  enjoyed  our  year  together. 

DOLPHIN  UNIT 

Our  multi-graded  unit  had  another  very  productive,  educational,  and  stimulating  school  year.  We  team 
taught  a  Thanksgiving  holiday  unit  on  Native  Americans  which  incorporated  all  areas  of  our  curriculum.  We  had  a 
terrific  Easter  egg  hunt  activity.  We  also  completed  a  recycle  unit  and  participated  in  a  recycled  hat  and  musical 
instrument  parade. 

All  of  us  implemented  the  new  Houghton-Mifflin  reading/language  arts  program,  and  second  grade  began  the 
new  math  program.  Three  of  us  served  as  cooperating  teachers  for  three  hard  working  student  teachers  and 
continued  to  be  actively  involved  in  the  SPO.  We  continued  our  successful  Dynamite  Dolphin  Monthly  Award  and 
Incentive  Program. 

The  second  graders  participated  in  a  nutrition  program  sponsored  by  Roche  Brothers  that  incorporated  good 
eating  habits  and  a  field  trip  to  the  market.  The  third  graders  attended  a  special  weather  presentation  by  Fox  TV  25 
that  coincided  with  a  reading  theme.  We  also  had  an  electricity  workshop  sponsored  by  Boston  Edison.  Both 
grades  experienced  an  opportunity  to  visit  the  theater  and  see  a  live  performance.  Both  grades  went  on  class  field 
trips,  and  the  third  grade  introduced  a  new  trip  around  Norton  that  incorporated  the  historical  landmarks  found 
around  town.  For  end  of  the  year  activities,  we  held  field  days,  a  talent  show,  and  an  Ice  Cream  Sundae  party. 

SEAL  UNIT 

This  past  year,  many  activities  were  held  in  the  Seal  Unit  in  conjunction  with  the  themes  in  our  new  reading 
program.  To  celebrate  the  theme  "OINK,  OINK,  OINK",  a  Hawaiian  Luau  was  held  on  October  17th,  consisting  of 
Hawaiian  food,  music,  and  dance. 

On  November  5th,  Mr.  Webberson,  a  postal  worker  from  Attleboro,  spoke  to  the  unit  about  his  job  in  the 
community.  On  November  17th,  two  Norton  police  officers,  Lt.  Waasavage  and  Officer  Dennett,  spoke  to  the  unit 
to  explain  their  jobs  in  the  community.  These  two  speakers  supplemented  the  theme,  "COMMUNITY  TIES". 

After  reading  "Titanic.  .  .  Lost  and  Found"  in  the  "DISASTER"  theme,  Mr.  Leonard  Rebello  from  LGN, 
shared  his  wealth  of  knowledge  about  the  Titanic,  in  a  presentation  on  January  21st.  The  students  were  actually 
separated  into  first,  second,  and  third  class  sections  during  the  presentation. 

Mr.  Patrick  Lee,  from  the  Island  of  Montserrat,  spoke  to  the  students  about  the  recent  volcano  that  erupted 
on  that  island,  and  the  destruction  that  it  caused.  He  had  pictures  and  a  video  of  the  volcano.  This  supplemented 
the  selection,  "Pompeii .  . .  Buried  Alive.  "  The  Sun  Chronicle  published  a  story  and  photo  of  his  visit. 
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To  culminate  the  "WEATHER  WATCH"  theme,  Mr.  Kevin  Lemanowicz,  a  senior  meteorologist  from  the 
Fox  TV  network  in  Boston,  gave  a  presentation  to  the  unit  on  April  9th.  The  Sun  Chronicle  printed  a  photo  of  his 
visit.  A  brief  video  of  the  students  was  shown  on  Kevin's  weather  segment  of  the  news  broadcast  that  night. 

During  the  "WHAT'S  COOKING?"  theme  in  February,  the  children  in  the  unit  made  Italian  panetonne 
bread,  which  consisted  of  many  ingredients.  This  correlated  with  the  selection,  "Tony's  Bread." 

WHALE  UNIT 

This  has  been  a  very  exciting  and  busy  year  for  the  Whale  Unit.  We  had  a  student  teacher  from  Stonehill 
College  and  later  in  the  year  there  were  two  from  Wheaton  College  and  one  from  Bridgewater  State  College.  We 
started  our  new  literacy  program.  The  students  participated  in  and  benefited  from  many  integrated  units. 
Throughout  the  year  there  were  varied  activities  and  Trade  Books  that  were  read  to  go  along  with  the  themes.  Some 
classes  put  on  plays,  and  others  did  choral  readings. 

In  October,  the  fourth  graders  began  the  "Helper  Program".  Many  students  volunteered  to  give  up  one 
recess  a  week  to  help  in  a  classroom.  This  has  continued  to  be  a  successful  program.  Miss  Pomerleau  presented  a 
program  to  the  children  on  "Bus  Safety". 

The  children  were  involved  in  many  other  unit  activities.  They  had  a  Rain  Forest  Thanksgiving  Feast, 
complete  with  foods  from  the  tropical  rain  forest.  The  children  participated  in  Rain  Forest  Hat  Day  and  raised 
money  to  adopt  two  acres  of  rain  forest.  The  students  learned  about  helping  others  during  the  holiday  season  by 
donating  food  to  others  less  fortunate.  Many  of  the  fourth  graders  were  involved  in  the  Chorus  Presentation. 

In  December  the  students  were  involved  with  Family  Math/Science  Night.  Each  class  created  a  graph  to  be 
used  at  the  program.  Many  fourth  grade  families  participated  in  the  hands-on  experience. 

January  is  also  when  we  had  our  week  of  scientists.  The  students  learned  about  the  many  jobs  that  require 
science.  They  met  a  male  nurse  and  a  female  engineer.  A  large  number  of  students  began  preparations  for  the 
Science  Fair.  The  students  spent  time  in  class  learning  about  the  scientific  method.  We  had  a  very  large 
participation  in  this  year's  fair. 

March  started  with  the  birthday  of  Dr.  Seuss.  Many  of  the  students  read  to  younger  students  to  help 
celebrate.  Our  students  participated  in  the  Math  League  Contest,  and  we  held  the  Annual  Science  Fair.  A  speaker 
from  Massachusetts  Electric  came  to  each  class  to  speak  about  electricity. 

The  students  took  the  MCAS  tests  in  May.  Also,  the  Art  and  Music  Festival  was  held,  and  students 
started  the  celebration  of  the  20  years  of  the  Joseph  C.  Solmonese  Elementary  School. 

The  end  of  the  year  is  as  exciting  as  the  beginning.  We  went  to  the  Big  Apple  Circus  for  our  field  trip.  We 
are  having  our  Annual  Field  Day  and  cookout. 


DR.  SANDRA  ROBINSON,  READING/LANGUAGE  ARTS  COORDINATOR 

During  the  1997-98  school  year,  major  curriculum  efforts  in  reading/language  arts  were  focused  in  the 
following  areas: 

•  Implementing  the  new  Houghton-Mifflin  reading/language  arts  program  in  grades  K-5.  Numerous  meetings  -- 
district-wide,  school,  grade  level,  and  unit  ~  were  held,  both  with  the  Houghton-Mifflin  consultant  and  with  me, 
to  discuss  and  refine  the  new  program.  The  teachers  developed  strong  teams  for  sharing  materials  and 
experiences,  for  problem-solving  when  concerns  arose,  and  for  creating  effective  ways  to  implement  the 
program.  Materials  were  developed  to  supplement  the  report  card  to  better  communicate  with  parents  their 
children's  progress  in  reading  and  language  arts. 
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Rewriting  Norton's  English  Language  Arts  Curriculum  for  grades  K-12  so  that  it  is  sequential,  consistent,  and 
aligned  with  the  Massachusetts  English  Language  Arts  Curriculum  Frameworks.  Draft  copies  were  distributed 
in  January  and  were  approved  by  the  School  Committee  in  the  spring.  Refinements  were  made  and  appendix 
materials  were  completed  during  the  on-going  committee  meetings  during  the  spring.  Completed  final 
documents  will  be  given  out  in  September,  1998  at  the  opening  of  school. 

Providing  leadership  and  materials  for  preparing  students  to  take  the  first  MCAS.  Workshops  were  presented 
to  both  teachers  and  parents  on  overview  information,  open-ended  questions,  and  the  use  of  rubrics. 

Planning  professional  development  to  strengthen  teachers'  knowledge  of  current  approaches  to  teaching  literacy 
and  dealing  with  heterogeneous  classrooms  through  flexible  grouping.  The  Summer  Institute  will  provide 
additional  graduate  literacy  courses,  as  well  as  workshops  in  teaching  the  gifted  and  talented  in  the 
heterogeneous  classroom  and  an  overview  of  the  Wilson  Language  Program  which  is  designed  for  students  with 
specific  special  needs. 

Coordinating  a  committee  to  research  and  select  a  new  district-wide  program  for  handwriting  instruction  in 
grades  K-5.  The  Zaner-Bloser  Simplified  Method  was  chosen. 

Organizing  a  committee  to  study  and  develop  a  new  report  card  that  will  better  reflect  current  instruction  and 
communicate  effectively  with  parents.  This  committee  will  be  on-going  and  hopes  to  have  a  new  report  card 
approved  during  the  1998-99  school  year. 

Coordinating  the  work  of  various  committees  who  developed  Summer  Reading  Programs  at  the  elementary, 
grade  5,  and  middle  school  levels. 

Exploring  mentoring  programs  to  help  successfully  transition  new  teachers  into  the  district  and  into  the 
profession.  Discussions  have  been  held  with  both  Bridgewater  State  College  and  Brown  University  about 
developing  such  programs.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 


Southeastern  offers  21  high  school  technical  training  programs  and  seven  technical 
institute  post-secondary  programs.  On  October  1,  1998,  1,156  students  were  enrolled  in  the  high 
school  and  166  students  were  enrolled  in  the  technical  institute. 

Norton's  share  of  the  total  FY99  $3,889,573  assessment  represents  65  students  at  a  total 
cost  of  $64,250. 

Grants  from  a  variety  of  state  and  federal  sources  augment  local  funds  to  improve  and 
expand  the  education  services  we  provide.  Southeastern  Regional  received  funds  from  federal 
programs  such  as  EDEA-Special  Education  Entitlement,  Special  Education  -  Supporting  Access 
to  the  Curriculum,  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower  -  Professional  Development,  Title  I  -  Safe  and  Drug 
Free  Schools,  Perkins  -  Occupational  Education  Vocational  Skills,  and  Tech  Prep. 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  grants  for  Health  Protection,  Essential  Skills  and  Technical 
Training  were  used  to  improve  instruction.  Collaboration  with  MY  TURN  provided  students 
with  increased  school  to  career  and  English  acquisition  activities. 

Southeastern  continued  to  serve  as  project  manager  for  a  statewide  Technology  Literacy 
grant.  Additional  grant  funds  were  used  to  support  a  special  project  for  single  parents.  We  were 
able  to  continue  a  Goals  2000  Preservice  grant  for  beginning  teachers.  This  grant  enables  the 
district  and  partners  to  match  senior  teachers  with  new  teachers,  to  provide  mentoring.  In 
concert  with  the  University  of  Massachusetts  at  Boston,  a  graduate  course  will  be  provided. 

We  are  excited  about  these  innovative  and  progressive  grants  that  have  the  potential  for 
sustained  and  profound  impact  on  the  performance  of  teachers  in  the  commonwealth. 

Massachusetts  Comprehensive  Assessment  System  (MCAS)  grades  for  tenth  grade 
students  indicate  the  need  to  continue  the  development  of  curriculum  frameworks  in  core  courses 
offered  at  Southeastern.  Students  as  well  as  teachers  explore  new  teaching  strategies  that 
promote  more  problem-solving  criteria,  improving  the  quality  of  instruction,  both  academically, 
as  well  as  vocationally. 

Some  off-campus  projects  included  building  a  40  x  80-foot  addition  to  the  Brockton  High 
School  Sports  Complex.  Masonry,  carpentry,  electrical  and  plumbing  students  participated  with 
their  instructors  on  the  yearlong  project.  Over  50,000  feet  of  fiber  optic  and  Category  5  wire 
were  installed  in  the  school  for  the  Internet  backbone.  Electronic  students  continue  to  connect 
hubs  throughout  the  facility.  Hopefully,  the  entire  school  will  be  hardwired  and  up  and  running 
on  the  Internet  by  June  of  1999. 

Student  organizations  continue  to  thrive  and  increase.  Students  participate  in  Distributive 
Education  Club  of  America  (DECA)  program  and  the  Vocational  Industrial  Clubs  of  America 
(VIC  A)  program.  One  of  our  students  represented  the  state  in  the  national  VIC  A  conference  and 
placed  second  in  the  country  in  the  area  of  baking.  Southeastern  is  very  proud  of  its  National 
Honor  Society.  We  are  in  our  second  year  as  a  chapter  and  have  inducted  over  75  students  to 
date. 
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In  May  of  1998,  we  had  the  privilege  to  be  visited  by  Dr.  John  Silber,  Chairman  of  the 
Massachusetts  Board  of  Education.  Dr.  Silber  discussed  various  educational  issues  and,  in 
particular,  MCAS  testing  as  it  relates  to  technical  schools.  He  later  wrote  that  Southeastern  is  "a 
truly  superb  high  school... that  is  not  only  outstanding  but  genuinely  inspiring".  Dr.  Silber 
nominated  Southeastern  as  one  of  the  best  technical  schools  in  the  country  to  the  editor  of  U.S. 
News  &  World  Report. 

In  June  of  1998,  the  school  district  graduated  210  students.  Placement  records  indicate 
that  98%  of  the  Class  of  1998  were  placed  in  full-time  jobs  or  had  elected  to  further  their 
education.

He  has  been  a  member  of  the  Republican  town  committee  for 
several  years  and  he  is  affiliated  with  the  Cohannet  Lodge  of  United 
Workmen  of  Taunton.

OREN  E.  WALKER,  son  of  William  and  Lydia  Walker,  born 
in  Dighton,  September  24,  1831.  He  came  to  Norton  when  about 
ten  years  of  age.  He  served  the  town  as  school  committee  for 
eleven  years,  1871  to  1882.  He  was  selectman,  assessor  and  over- 
seer of  poor  in  1S78  and  1879,  1881,  from  1883  to  1885  inclusive, 
1889,  1899  and  1900,  nine  years  in  all.

He  takes  an  active 
interest  in  town  affairs  and  is  greatly  esteemed  and  respected.  Is 
a  member  of  St.  James  Lodge,  Masons,  Keystone  Chapter, 
R.  A.,  Foxboro,  Bristol  Commandery,  Attleboro.

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Mr.  DeLuca  requested  to  waive  the  reading  since  the  agreement  was  as  printed  in  the 
warrant  with  the  following  exceptions:  8th  paragraph  date  should  read  September  17, 
1998  instead  of  April  17,  1997;  13th  paragraph,  2nd  line  dates  should  read  July  1.  1999 
-  June  30,  2002  instead  of  January  1,  1999  -  December  31  2001;  3rd  line  dates  should 
read  July  1,  2002  -  June  30,  2009  instead  of  January  1,  2002  -  December  31,  2008. 
The  Moderator  approved  waiving  the  reading. 

This  agreement  is  entered  into  by  and  between  the  Town  of  Norton  (hereinafter 
referred  to  as  the  "Town")  and  Rustic  Fire  Protection  Inc.  (hereinafter  referred  to  as 
"Rustic  Fire  Protection"). 

WHEREAS  the  project  will  result  in  the  reopening  of  an  approximately  10,000  square 
foot  building  and  include  a  total  investment  of  approximately  $250,000  during  the 
time  span  of  the  Tax  Increment  Financing  Agreement  and 

WHEREAS  Rustic  Fire  Protection  is  seeking  a  Tax  Increment  Financing  Exemption 
from  the  Town  in  accordance  with  MGL  c.  40  s.  59  and  MGL  c.  59  s.  5,  and 

WHEREAS  the  Town  strongly  supports  increased  economic  development  as  a  means 
to  expand  the  commercial  and  industrial  tax  base,  provide  additional  employment 
opportunities  for  residents  of  Norton,  and  develop  a  healthy  balanced  economy  and  a 
stronger  tax  base  and 

WHEREAS  the  proposed  project  is  located  within  the  Greater  Taunton  Economic 
Target  Area  more  specifically  identified  as  Assessors  Map  26,  Parcels  125  &  126  in 
the  Town  of  Norton  and 

WHEREAS  the  project  furthers  the  economic  development  goals  established  for  the 
Economic  Target  Area  and  meets  the  criteria  for  designation  as  an  EOA,  and 

NOW  THEREFORE  IT  IS  HEREBY  AGREED  THAT: 

The  Town  as  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  September  1 7,  1 998  hereby 
enters  into  a  Tax  Increment  Financing  Agreement  for  the  property  located  at  320  West 
Main  Street  described  as  Assessors  Map  26  Parcels  125  &  126. 

1.  The  term  of  the  Tax  Increment  Financing  Agreement  is  ten  (10)  years  and  the 
commencement  date  for  the  property  exemption  is  January  1,  1999. 

2.  The  Tax  Increment  Financing  Exemption  formula  for  the  project  property  will  apply 
to  the  incremental  difference  in  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  property  between  the 
base  valuation  in  the  base  years  fiscal  year  1 998  and  the  assessed  valuation  of  the 
property  for  the  next  ten  ( 1 0)  years. 
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3.  The  base  valuation  is  the  assessed  value  of  the  property  in  the  fiscal  year 
immediately  prior  to  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  property  becomes  eligible  for  tax 
increment  exemption.  The  base  valuation  is  presently  $200,400  dollars  for  fiscal  year 
1998. 

The  base  valuation  will  be  adjusted  annually  by  an  adjustment  factor  which  reflects 
increased  commercial  and  industrial  properties  within  the  community,  as  defined  in 
751  CMR  1 1.00.  The  increased  value  or  "increment",  created  by  a  project  and  its 
construction  is  that  amount  eligible  for  exemption  from  taxation. 

Specifically,  the  Tax  Increment  Financing  Agreement  calls  for  an  exemption  from 
taxation  of: 

Years  1  through  3    July  1 ,  1 999  —  June  30,  2002    1 00%  of  the  increment; 
Years  4  through  10  July  1,  2002  —  June  30,  2009    43%  of  the  increment; 

4.  The  Town  is  granting  the  Tax  Increment  Financing  Exemption  in  consideration  of 
Rustic  Fire  Protection  commitment  to: 

a)  create  10  new  permanent  full  time  jobs  of  which  approximately  10  will  be  residents 
of  the  Town  of  Norton,  who  will  be  recruited  by  exclusive  advertising  in  the  Norton 
Mirror,  the  Sun  Chronicle  and  Norton  Local  Government  Cable  Channel  at  least  one 
week  before  any  other  media  are  used;  if  evidence  of  due  diligence  shows  that  Norton 
residents  can  not  be  found  then  the  10  positions  may  be  filled  by  residents  of  the 
Greater  Taunton  Area  and, 

b)  invest  approximately  90%  in  real  estate  and  personal  property  improvements  into 
the  subject  property  within  the  first  1.5  years  of  the  plan  -  1-1-99  to  6-30-00. 

c)  cooperate  with  the  Norton  School  Department  by  providing  educational  support  on 
a  regular,  mutually  convenient  schedule  (i.e.,  arranging  on-site  field  trips). 

5.  Rustic  Fire  Protection  agrees  to  submit  annual  reports  on  job  creation,  retention  and 
new  investment  to  the  Town  of  Norton  by  June  30,  of  each  fiscal  year.  Reports  shall 
be  submitted  for  the  year  starting  July  1 ,  1 999  and  for  every  year  thereafter  for  the 
duration  of  the  Tax  Increment  Financing  Exemption  The  annual  report  shall  include 

a)  the  number  of  new  permanent  full  time  jobs  created  and  the  number  of  people  hired 
from  within  the  Town  of  Norton  for  the  annual  reporting  period  and  on  a  cumulative 
basis  and 

b)  the  value  of  capital  improvements  invested  in  the  project  by  Rustic  Fire  Protection 
for  the  annual  reporting  period  on  a  cumulative  basis,  and 
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6.  If  Rustic  Fire  Protection  fails  to  meet  job  creation  and  investment  commitments 
described  in  paragraphs  4  (a)  and  4  (b)  herein,  the  town,  acting  through  its  Board  of 
Selectmen  may  at  its  sole  discretion,  take  action  to  request  decertification  of  the 
projects  by  the  Economic  Assistance  Coordinating  Council.  Upon  decertification  the 
Town  shall  discontinue  the  Tax  Increment  Financing  Exemption  benefits  described  in 
Paragraph  3  herein,  commencing  with  the  fiscal  year  after  which  Rustic  Fire 
Protection  did  not  meet  its  commitments. 

7.  If  Rustic  Fire  Protection  ceases  to  be  an  operating  entity  during  the  term  of  this 
agreement,  the  Town  shall  request  decertification  of  this  project. 

8.  Rustic  Fire  Protection  is  not  precluded  from  applying  in  the  future  for  a  new  Tax 
Increment  Financing  Agreement  if  further  expansion  is  planned. 

9.  Rustic  Fire  Protection  acknowledges  that  this  agreement  is  binding  upon 
subsequent  owners  of  the  subject  property,  and  the  part  of  the  building  not  occupied  by 
Rustic  Fire  Protection,  the  TIF  savings  will  be  divided  in  commensurate  proportions  to 
the  tenants.

•  And  by  deleting  in  Article  VI-Dimension  Regulations,  Section  6.6,  the 
words 

"...Residential  I,  II  or  Residential- Agricultural  District..." 
and  replacing  them  with  the  words 
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"Residential  Eighty  (R-80),  Residential  Sixty  (R-60)  or  Residential 
Forty  (R-40)..." 

•  And  by  deleting  in  Article  VI-Dimension  Regulations,  the  existing  Section  6.7(a) 
and  replacing  it  with  the  following: 

a.  Within  the  water  Resource  Protection  District  the  minimum  lot  requirements 
shall  be  modified  as  follows:  within  Zone  II  the  minimum  lot  area  for 
residential  and  non-residential  uses  shall  be  80,000  square  feet  per  unit;  within 
Zone  III  the  minimum  lot  area  for  residential  and  non-residential  use  shall  be 
60,000  square  feet  per  unit  except  that  in  the  Village  Commercial  zoning 
district  the  minimum  lot  area  for  residential  and  commercial  uses  shall  be  as 
per  the  dimensional  requirements  of  the  Village  Commercial  district.

ARTICLE  XV  -  SITE  PLAN  APPROVAL 

15.1  PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  Site  Plan  Approval  is  to  insure  that  the  impacts  of  proposed 
developments  are  in  accord  with  the  purposes  of  the  Norton  Zoning  By-law;  that 
proposed  development  preserve  and  protect  the  natural  environment;  that  proposed 
development  adequately  provide  in  its  design  and  layout  for  the  transportation,  water 
supply,  drainage,  sewerage,  open  space,  recreation  and  amenity  needs  of  the 
occupants;  that  proposed  development  minimize  to  the  maximum  extent  feasible  any 
adverse  off-site  impacts  to  public  facilities  and  services;  and,  that  proposed 
development  is  in  harmony  with  the  existing  neighborhood  character  and  protect 
against  adverse  impacts  to  adjoining  landowners. 
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15.2  COMPLIANCE 

No  building  permit  shall  be  issued  for,  and  no  person  shall  undertake,  any  use, 
alteration  or  improvement  subject  to  this  article  unless  an  application  for  site  plan 
review  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  this  article  and 
unless  such  application  has  been  approved  by  the  Planning  Board,  including 
requirements  for  securing  the  performance  of  all  proposed  work  by  deposit  with  the 
Town's  Treasurer  of  a  performance  bond,  negotiable  security,  cash,  or  bank  passbook 
in  an  amount  determined  by  the  Planning  Board  to  be  sufficient  to  cover  the  cost  of  all 
or  any  part  of  the  improvements  required  as  conditions  of  approval. 

15.3  APPLICABILITY 

Certain  developments,  changes  in  use,  reconstruction,  alterations  or  extensions  of 
existing  uses  or  structures  shall  be  subject  to  either  Minor  Site  Plan  Review  or  Major 
Site  Plan  Review  if  they  exceed  a  specific  limit  in  any  one  of  the  following  categories: 
(1)  number  of  dwelling  units,  (2)  acreage,  (3)  square  feet  of  floor  space,  or  (4)  number 
of  parking  spaces.  Major  Site  Plan  Review  shall  require  a  Special  Permit  from  the 
Planning  Board.  The  chart  below  specifies  limits  in  four  categories  and  indicates  if  a 
development  will  be  subject  to  Minor  Site  Plan  Review  or  Major  Site  Plan  Review.

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15.4    OBJECTIVES  AND  STANDARDS 

The  proposed  development  shall  to  the  maximum  extent  feasible  achieve  the 
objectives  and  standards  listed  below.  In  evaluating  and  rendering  a  decision  on  a  site 
plan  the  Planning  Board  will  consider  the  degree  to  which  the  development  achieves 
such  objectives  and  standards  and  may  require  conditions  and  safeguards  deemed 
necessary  to  realize  those  objectives  and  standards. 

15.4.1  Natural  Environment: 

•  The  design  of  the  proposed  development  shall  minimize  the  destruction  of 
unique  natural  features;  shall  minimize  the  volume  of  cut  and  fill;  shall 
minimize  the  number  of  trees  removed;  shall  minimize  the  impact  on 
wetland  vegetation;  and,  shall  maximize  open  space  retention.  If 
established  trees  are  to  be  removed,  special  attention  shall  be  given  to  the 
planting  of  replacement  trees. 

•  The  design  of  the  proposed  development  shall  minimize  obstruction  of 
scenic  views  from  publicly  accessible  locations. 

•  The  proposed  development  shall  minimize  the  area  of  impervious  surface; 
shall  not  increase  the  potential  for  erosion,  sedimentation  or  flooding, 
either  on-site  or  on  neighboring  properties;  shall  not  increase  rates  of  runoff 
from  the  site;  and,  shall  reduce  the  potential  of  pollutants  to  reach  the  water 
table.  Provision  for  attenuation  of  runoff,  treatment  of  pollutants  and  for 
ground  water  recharge  shall  be  included  in  the  proposal  and  shall,  where 
appropriate,  utilize  the  Department  of  Environmental  Protection's  (DEP) 
Best  Management  Practices  (BMP's). 

•  The  proposed  development  shall  not  create  any  significant  emissions  of 
noise,  dust,  fumes,  noxious  gases,  radiation,  or  water  pollutants,  or  any 
other  similar  significant  adverse  environmental  impact. 

•  Outdoor  lighting,  including  lighting  on  the  exterior  of  a  building  or  lighting 
in  parking  areas,  shall  be  arranged  to  minimize  glare  and  light  spillover  to 
neighboring  properties 

•  All  outdoor  lighting  shall  be  designed  and  located  so  that  a  line  drawn  from 
the  height  of  the  luminaire  along  the  angle  of  cutoff  intersects  the  ground  at 
a  point  within  the  development  site;  except  that  this  requirement  shall  not 
apply  to  (a)  low-level  intensity  pedestrian  lighting  with  a  height  of  less  than 
ten  feet,  or  (b)  security  lighting  directed  off  the  wall  of  a  principal 
structure. 

15.4.2  Traffic  and  Pedestrian  Circulation:  Following  project  development  the 
"level  of  service"  (LOS)  of  any  impacted  intersections  and  streets  within  the  town 
affected  by  the  proposed  project  shall  not  be  reduced  below  LOS  "C"  for  local  or 
collector  intersections  or  streets  or  below  LOS  "D"  for  arterial  intersections  or  streets 
nor  shall  any  impacted  local  or  collector  intersections  or  streets  be  at  a  LOS  below  "C" 
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or  arterial  intersections  or  streets  be  at  an  LOS  below  "D."  For  the  purposes  of  this 

standard  the  following  definitions  apply: 

"level  of  service"  (LOS)  shall  be  determined  according  to  criteria  set  forth  by 
the  transportation  Research  Board  of  the  National  Research  Council; 
"impacted"  means  intersections  projected  to  receive  at  least  ten  per  cent  (10%) 
of  the  anticipated  average  daily  or  peak  hour  traffic  generated  by  the  proposed 
development; 

"local,  collector  and  arterial"  streets  shall  be  identified/defined  by  the 
Functional  Classification  System. 

•  Entrance  and  exit  driveways  shall  be  designed  and  located  to  achieve 
maximum  practicable  distance  from  existing  and  proposed  access 
connections  from  adjacent  properties. 

•  Where  possible  driveways  shall  be  located  opposite  similar  driveways. 

•  Sharing  of  access  driveways  by  adjoining  properties  and  uses  is 
encouraged. 

•  Left-hand  turns  and  other  turning  movements  shall  be  minimized. 

•  Driveways  shall  be  located  and  designed  to  discourage  the  routing  of 
vehicular  traffic  through  residential  areas. 

•  Pedestrian  and  bicycle  circulation  shall  be  separated  from  motor  vehicle 
circulation  as  far  a  practicable. 

•  Vehicular  and  pedestrian  circulation  shall  be  designed  to  reduce  traffic 
hazards  to  pedestrians  and  vehicles  both  on  and  off  the  site. 

•  Street  layouts  shall  be  designed  to  minimize  through  traffic  movement, 
excessive  vehicular  travel  and  excessive  speed. 

•  Local  streets  shall  not  be  over-designed  or  overbuilt  and  their  appearance 
shall  be  appropriate  to  their  use. 

•  Ingress  and  egress  points  shall  be  kept  to  a  minimum  along  major 
abutting  streets. 

•  A  minimum  amount  of  space  shall  be  devoted  to  streets  and  streets  shall  be 
constructed  to  minimize  cut  and  fill. 

•  Sufficient  off-street  parking  shall  be  provided  to  minimize  curb  parking. 

•  Sidewalks  shall  ordinarily  be  provided  along  streets  used  for  pedestrian 
access  to  schools,  park  and  shopping. 

•  Sidewalk  shall  be  separated  from  the  roadway  edge  by  a  vegetated  strip  of 
sufficient  width  to  provide  for  pedestrian  safety. 

•  Sidewalk  ramps  for  handicapped  accessibility  shall  be  provided  where 
appropriate. 

15.4.3  Parking 

•  Parking  areas  shall  be  designed  to  allow  the  movement  of  fire,  emergency, 
and  other  public  service  vehicles  without  requiring  excessive  backing 
distances  and  hazardous  turning  movements. 

•  Safe  pedestrian  movement  within  the  parking  area  shall  be  provided. 
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•  To  the  extent  feasible,  parking  areas  shall  be  located  to  the  side  or  rear  of 
structures. 

•  Sharing  of  parking  areas  with  adjacent  businesses  is  encouraged  when 
possible  and  appropriate 

•  Design  of  parking  areas  shall  minimize  the  visual  impact  from  adjacent 
land  uses  and  public  ways  by  the  use  of  vegetative  buffers,  berms, 
screening  such  as  fences  or  a  combination  of  the  above. 

•  Parking  areas  shall  provide  visual  relief  from  large  area  of  unbroken 
pavement  by  including  landscaped  islands  with  the  parking  area. 

•  Parking  areas  shall  be  designed  so  that  vehicles  shall  not  extend  beyond  the 
perimeter  of  parking  areas  onto  adjacent  properties  or  public  rights-of-way. 

15.4.4  Design  The  proposed  development  should  be  designed  to  enhance  the  natural 
and  aesthetic  qualities  of  the  Town,  conserve  the  value  of  land  and  buildings,  and 
protect  and  preserve  the  historic  and  cultural  heritage  of  the  Town. 

15.4.4.1  Design  Along  Main  Thoroughfares:  development  on  the  Town's  main 
thoroughfares  should  maintain  the  following  standards  when  possible  and  appropriate: 

Buildings:  the  height  and  scale  of  buildings  should  be  compatible  with  the 
architectural  style  and  character  of  the  surrounding  buildings;  the  relationship 
of  a  building  to  the  open  space  between  it  and  adjoining  structures  should  be 
compatible;  facades  should  blend  with  the  dominant  vertical  or  horizontal 
context  of  buildings  in  the  surrounding  area;  architectural  details  including 
signs,  materials,  colors  and  textures  should  enhance  and  preserve  the  character 
of  the  surrounding  area;  buildings  should  incorporate  energy  efficient 
technology  and  energy-conscious  design  with  regard  to  building  materials, 
orientation,  shading,  and  landscaping;  removal  or  disruption  of  historic, 
traditional  or  significant  uses,  structures  or  architectural  elements  should  be 
minimized  insofar  as  practicable. 

Roofline:  the  design  and  pitch  of  the  roof  should,  where  practicable,  be 
compatible  with  characteristics  of  New  England  style  architecture. 
Signs:  the  size,  location,  design  color,  texture,  lighting  and  materials  of  all 
permanent  signs  and  outdoor  advertising  structures  or  features  shall  not  detract 
from  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  the  proposed  buildings  and  structures  and  the 
surrounding  properties. 

Windows:  the  proportions  and  relationships  between  doors  and  windows 
should  be  compatible  with  the  architectural  style  and  character  of  the 
surrounding  area. 

15.4.4.2  Design  in  the  Village  Commercial  District:  development  within  the  Village 
Commercial  district  should  preserve  and  enhance  New  England  village  scale  and 
character.  To  accomplish  this  objective  to  the  maximum  extent  feasible,  the  following 
design  guidelines  should  be  observed: 

Buildings:  buildings  should  be  placed  close  to  the  road  and  sidewalk  to 
encourage  pedestrian  traffic;  parking  areas  should  be  placed  to  the  rear  of 
buildings;  long  horizontal  facades  should  be  avoided  by  change  in  the  vertical 
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plan;  entrance  ways  should  be  emphasized  by  use  of  rooflines,  changes  in 
materials,  landscape  treatments  or  other  architectural  elements;  franchise 
architecture  with  highly  contrasting  color  scheme,  non-traditional  forms, 
reflective  siding  and  roof  materials  should  be  avoided;  drive-through  elements 
should  be  architecturally  incorporated  into  the  building;  drive-thorough 
elements  generally  should  not  face  the  street;  the  architecture  of  mixed  use 
buildings  should  reflect  different  use  on  the  upper  floors  by  differences  in 
facade  treatment;  the  material  used  for  additions  should  complement  the 
materials  of  the  original  structure. 

Rooflines:  the  use  of  mansard  and  A-frame  roofs  should  be  avoided;  flat  roofs 
should  not  be  greater  in  length  than  50  feet  without  a  break;  plastic  roofing 
material  should  not  be  used;  roof  colors  should  be  earth  tones  or  a  color  that  is 
darker  than  the  facade;  garish  roof  colors  should  not  be  used;  visible  roofing 
materials  should  complement  the  color  and  texture  of  the  building's  facade; 
roof  mounted  mechanical  equipment  should  be  screened  from  public  view  or 
grouped  at  the  rear  of  the  structure  where  visibility  is  limited. 
Signs:  a  signage  plan  should  be  developed  by  design  professionals  with 
experience  in  commercial  signage;  simple  geometric  shapes  should  be  used  for 
signs;  signs  should  be  limited  to  two  or  three  contrasting  colors  that 
complement  the  colors  on  the  building;  garish  colors  should  be  avoided;  the 
materials  used  for  signs  should  have  a  matte  or  dull  finish  and  gloss  finishes 
should  be  avoided;  carved  wooded  signs  are  encouraged;  flat  signs  should  have 
a  trimmed  edge  or  frame  detailed  to  match  the  building  to  improve  the  finished 
appearance  of  the  sign;  internally  illuminated  signs  should  not  be  whole  panels 
that  are  lit,  thus  constituting  light  fixtures  in  their  own  right,  but  should  consist 
of  light  lettering  and/or  symbols  on  a  dark  background  that  cover  no  more  than 
40%  of  the  surface  area  of  the  sign;  lighting  fixtures  illuminating  signs  should 
be  located  so  light  is  directed  only  onto  the  sign  facade. 
Windows:  commercial  buildings  should  provide  an  appropriate  proportion  of 
the  first  floor  front  facade  as  windows,  doors  or  other  treatments  sufficiently 
transparent  to  provide  view  to  the  interior  of  the  building;  windows,  door 
openings  and  other  exterior  fenestration  should  be  trimmed  on  the  sides,  top 
and  bottom;  generally,  windows  should  be  vertical  in  orientation  or  square; 
shutters,  if  used,  should  be  sized  to  fit  the  opening  and  provide  for  all  windows 
on  a  given  wall;  awnings,  if  used,  should  be  designed  as  an  integral  part  of  the 
building  facade;  metal  awnings  are  discouraged. 

15.4.5  Landscaping: 

•  Visual  and  environmental  character  of  an  area  shall  be  maintained  and  enhanced. 

•  Use  of  existing  woodlands  or  properly  vegetated  and  maintained  landscaping  shall 
reduce  visual  or  noise  impacts. 

•  Appropriate  transition  and  screening  shall  protect  against  diminution  of  property 
values  due  to  adjacent  commercial  construction,  or  a  change  in  incompatible  land 
uses.  Exposed  machinery,  utility  structures,  areas  for  parking,  loading,  storage, 
service  and  disposal  shall  be  screened  from  adjoining  properties  and  streets. 
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•    Landscaping  shall  be  used  to  separate  and  screen  incompatible  land  to  reduce 
potential  nuisances  such  as  dirt,  dust,  litter,  noise,  glare  from  motor  vehicle 
headlights,  the  intrusion  from  artificial  light  including  the  ambient  glow  therefrom, 
signs,  or  the  view  of  unsightly  buildings  and  parking  lots. 

15.5  APPLICATION  AND  REVIEW  PROCEDURE 

15.5.1  Application 

The  applicant  shall  submit  to  the  Planning  Board  eight  (8)  copies  of  the  application 
and  the  required  fee  for  site  plan  approval,  conforming  to  the  requirements  of  this 
Article.  Upon  receiving  the  completed  application,  the  Planning  Board  shall  forthwith 
transmit  one  copy  each  to  the  Building  Inspector,  the  Police  Department,  the  Fire 
Department,  the  Conservation  Commission,  the  Board  of  Health,  the  Water  and  Sewer 
Commission,  Highway  Superintendent  and  such  other  departments  and  boards  as  the 
Planning  Board  may  determine  appropriate.  Such  agencies  shall,  at  their  discretion, 
report  to  the  Planning  Board  within  35  days  of  receiving  said  copy  on  the  following: 
(1)  the  adequacy  of  the  data  and  the  methodology  used  by  the  applicant  to  determine 
impacts  of  the  proposed  development;  and,  (2)  the  effects  of  the  projected  impacts  of 
the  proposed  development.  Said  agencies  may  recommend  conditions  or  remedial 
measures  to  accommodate  or  mitigate  the  expected  impacts  of  the  proposed 
development. 

15.5.2  Minor  Site  Plan  Review 

The  Planning  Board  shall  not  render  a  decision  on  a  Minor  Site  Plan  Review 
application  until  it  has  received  and  considered  all  reports  from  Town  agencies,  or 
until  the  35-day  period  has  expired,  whichever  is  earlier.  The  Planning  Board  shall 
file  a  decision  with  the  Town  Clerk  within  45  days  of  the  date  such  application  was 
filed  with  the  Town  Clerk. 

15.5.3  Major  Site  Plan  Review 

The  Planning  Board  shall  not  render  a  decision  on  a  Major  Site  Plan  Review 
application  until  it  has  received  and  considered  all  reports  form  Town  agencies,  or 
until  the  35-day  review  period  has  expired,  whichever  is  earlier.  The  Planning  Board 
shall  hold  a  public  hearing  on  any  properly  completed  application  for  Major  Site  Plan 
Review  in  accordance  with  Massachusetts  General  Law,  Chapter  40A,  Section  9- 
Special  Permits.  All  costs  of  the  associated  hearing  notice  requirements  shall  be  at  the 
expense  of  the  applicant. 

15.6  SUBMISSION  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  SITE  PLAN  APPROVAL 

The  existing  and  proposed  site  plans  shall  be  prepared  by  a  Registered  Architect, 
Registered  Landscape  Architect,  or  Registered  Professional  Engineer.  The  Planning 
Board  may  by  majority  vote  waive  the  requirements  of  a  professionally  prepared  plan 
and,  by  majority  vote,  may  waive  any  of  the  information  required  in  Section  15.6 
when,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Planning  Board  it  is  appropriate.  Such  waiver(s)  shall  be 
issued  in  writing  with  supporting  reasons.  Copies  of  the  site  plan  shall  be  submitted 
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drawn  at  a  scale  of  one  inch  equals  twenty  feet  ( 1  "=20*),  or  such  scale  as  may  be 
approved  by  the  Planning  Board  and  shall  contain  the  following  information: 

15.6.1  General  Information  Required:  The  following  information  shall  be 
submitted: 

•  Developer  name,  address,  telephone  number;  property  owner  name, 
address,  telephone  number 

•  Legal  relationship  between  developer  and  property  owner 

•  Date  of  application. 

•  Statement  briefly  describing  project. 

•  Locus  map  at  a  scale  of  1"=200';  scale,  north  point  and  date. 

•  Assessor's  map  and  parcel  numbers;  Registry  of  Deeds  book  and  page 
numbers. 

•  Location  of  property  to  surrounding  area  (this  plan  shall  show  at  a  scale  of 
not  less  than  1"=100'  the  general  characteristics  of  all  lands  within  200'  of 
the  proposed  site  and  shall  include  structures,  parking  areas,  driveways, 
pedestrian  ways  and  natural  characteristics). 

•  Zoning  and  overlay  districts. 

•  Total  area  of  project;  total  area  of  wetland;  wetland  delineation  line. 

•  All  contiguous  land  owned  by  the  applicant  or  by  the  owner  of  the 
property.

15.6.3  The  Development  Plan:  The  development  plan  shall  include  the  following 
i  information: 

)f  •    Lot  dimensions  and  area  in  square  feet  of  every  lot. 

•  Location  and  dimension  of  all  buildings,  gross  floor  area  of  buildings,  total 
lot  coverage  of  buildings  as  well  as  distances  from  all  buildings  to  lot  lines, 
streets  or  street  right-of-way. 

•  Building  elevations  (side,  front,  and  back)  showing  building  height  and  any 
proposed  wall  signs,  color  and  type  of  surface  materials. 

•  Locations  and  dimensions  of  all  driveways,  maneuvering  spaces  and  aisles, 
parking  stalls  and  loading  facilities  and  proposed  circulation  of  traffic. 

•  Location,  size  and  type  of  materials  for  surface  paving,  curbing  and  wheel 
stops. 

•  Location  of  pedestrian  areas,  including  sidewalks  showing  widths  and 
materials,  flow  patterns  and  access  points  and  provisions  for  handicapped 
parking. 

•  Storm  water  drainage  facilities  including  manholes,  catch  basins,  pipes, 
drainage  ditches,  detention/retention  basins  including  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Planning  Board  information  about  percolation  rates,  water  table  levels, 
and  storm  water  calculations 

•  Location  and  dimensions  for  all  open  space  (indicate  dedication  to  public 
or  private  use). 

•  Location,  dimension  and  designated  use  for  all  recreation  areas. 

•  Location,  dimension  and  type  of  materials  for  planting  and  buffers  where 
applicable. 

•  Outdoor  lighting,  indicating  fixture  type,  height,  location,  and  wattage. 

•  Location  and  size  of  utilities  including  water,  fire  hydrants  and  alarm 
system,  sewer,  waste  disposal,  electric,  telephone,  gas  and  cable. 


15.6.4  Development  Impact  Statement 

In  order  to  evaluate  the  impact  of  the  proposed  development  on  the  natural 
environment,  existing  development  and  on  town  facilities  and  services  there  shall  be 
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submitted  an  impact  statement  which  shall  describe  potential  positive  and  adverse 
impacts  of  the  proposed  development  and  shall  propose  an  acceptable  program  to 
prevent  or  mitigate  adverse  impacts.  The  Planning  Board  at  its  discretion  and  based  on 
a  preliminary  assessment  of  the  scale  and  type  of  development  proposed,  may  waive 
or  modify  the  requirement  for  submission  of  any  of  the  elements  of  the  development 
impact  assessment  listed  below.  Such  waiver  shall  be  issued  in  writing  with  supporting 
reasons.  The  Development  Impact  Statement  shall  consist  of  the  following 
information: 

15.6.4.1  Environmental  Impact  Assessment:  Describe  the  beneficial  and  adverse 
on-site  and  off-site  environmental  impacts  of  the  proposed  development  and 
mitigation  measures  with  regard  to  the  following: 

•  Ground  water  levels  on  site  and  on  adjacent  property. 

•  Storm  water/flood  control  and  management  (describe  the  impact  both  on 
site  and  off-site  to  water  quality  and  flood  storage  capability). 

•  Erosion  (describe  on  site  and  off  site  erosion  control  and  stabilization 
measure  to  be  taken  during  and  after  construction). 

•  Hazardous,  highly  flammable,  or  explosive  materials  (describe  any  storage 
or  transportation  of  hazardous  materials). 

•  Adverse  impacts  on  temperature  and  wind  conditions  on  the  site  and 
adjacent  properties. 

•  Impact  on  solar  access  of  adjacent  properties. 

•  Off-site  noise  levels  estimated  in  dBA's 

•  Evaluation  of  the  adequacy  of  existing  or  proposed  systems  and  services 
for  water  supply  and  disposal  of  liquid  and  solid  wastes. 

15.6.4.2  Traffic  and  Parking  Impact  Assessment:  The  traffic  and  parking  impact 
assessment  shall  include  the  following  information  for  all  roads  and  intersections 
likely  to  be  affected  by  the  development: 

•  Existing  Traffic  Conditions:  average  daily  and  peak  hour  volumes,  average  and 
peak  speeds,  sight  distances,  accident  data  and  levels-of-service. 

•  Projected  Traffic  Conditions:  projected  traffic  conditions  and  levels-of-service  in 
the  design  year  of  occupancy. 

•  Projected  Impact  of  the  Proposed  Development:  projected  daily  and  peak  hour 
volumes,  sight  lines  at  the  intersections  of  the  proposed  driveways  and  streets, 
existing  and  proposed  traffic  controls  in  the  vicinity  of  the  development,  projected 
post-development  traffic  volumes  and  levels-of-service 

•  Project  Impact  of  the  Proposed  Development  on  Parking:  existing  off-site 
neighborhood  parking  conditions,  including  identification  of  streets  likely  to  be 
affected  by  the  proposed  development. 

•  Description  of  measures  proposed  to  mitigate  any  adverse  impacts. 
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15.6.4.3  Community  Impact  Assessment:  The  applicant  shall  provide  the  following 
information  with  regard  to  the  impact  of  the  proposed  development  on  the  Town's 
visual  and  historic  character  and  development  goals: 

•  Evaluation  of  the  relationship  of  the  proposed  development  to  nearby  pre- 
existing structures  in  terms  of  character  and  intensity  of  use  (e.g.,  scale, 
materials,  color,  door  and  window  size  location,  setbacks,  roof  and  cornice 
line  and  other  major  design  elements). 

•  Location  and  configuration  of  the  proposed  structures,  parking  areas  and 
open  space  in  relation  to  neighboring  properties. 

•  Identification  of  the  impact  on  historic  properties  or  districts  or 
archaeological  resources  (if  any)  in  the  vicinity  of  the  proposed 
development. 

•  Evaluation  of  the  proposed  project's  consistency  with  existing  local  and 
regional  plans. 

•  Description  of  landscaping  and  screening  utilized,  including  a  plan  for 
protecting  plant  materials  during  and  after  construction. 

15.7  DECISION 

The  Planning  Board  shall  make  a  decision  on  an  application  for  Minor  Site  Plan 
Review  within  45  days  of  the  filing  of  that  application  with  the  Town  Clerk.  The 
Planning  Board  shall  make  a  decision  on  an  application  for  Major  Site  Plan  Review 
within  the  time  limits  established  pursuant  to  Massachusetts  General  Law,  Chapter 
40A,  Section  9-Special  Permits.  Extensions  of  time  within  which  the  Planning  Board 
must  file  a  decision  with  the  Town  Clerk  may  be  requested  in  writing  by  the  applicant 
and  may  be  granted  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Planning  Board. 

15.7.1  Specific  Findings  Required 

Prior  to  granting  approval  or  disapproval,  the  Planning  Board  shall  make  written 
findings  with  supporting  documentation  as  specified  below.  Such  finding  shall  pertain 
to  the  entire  proposed  development  including  any  site  plan  or  design  modifications 
imposed  by  the  Planning  Board  as  a  condition  of  its  approval  and  any  off-site 
improvements  proposed  by  the  applicant  or  required  by  the  Planning  Board  as  a 
condition  of  its  approval. 

15.7.2  Approval 

The  Planning  Board  shall  approve  an  application  based  on  its  review  of  the  projected 
development  impacts  and  the  proposed  methods  of  mitigating  such  impacts  upon  a 
finding  that  the  proposed  development  is  in  conformance  with  this  By-law.  The 
Planning  Board  may  impose  conditions  on  a  site  plan,  which  although  in  proper  form, 
depicts  a  use  or  structure  that  fails  to  comply  with  the  objectives  and  standards 
required  by  this  By-law  and  when,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Planning  Board,  such 
conditions  will  render  the  site  plan  in  compliance  with  the  objectives  and  standards  of 
this  By-law.  The  final  approved  site  plan  shall  be  valid  for  two  years  from  the  date  the 
decision  is  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk.  Failure  to  actively  begin  construction  within 
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that  time  period  and  proceed  continuously  to  completion,  except  for  good  cause  to  be 
determined  by  the  Planning  Board,  shall  require  a  new  submittal. 

Development  work  shall  conform  fully  to  the  approved  site  plan,  associated 
conditions,  limitations  and  safeguards.  Desired  change  must  be  submitted  for  review 
by  the  Planning  Board  before  such  change  is  made.  The  Planning  Board  may 
authorize  a  change  if  it  is  deemed  a  minor  change;  changes  deemed  major  shall  require 
resubmission  of  an  application  for  Site  Plan  Review.  An  order  of  Conditions  under 
Chapter  131,  Sec.  40  which  imposes  conditions  inconsistent  with  an  approved  site  plan 
shall  require  a  revision  of  the  site  plan. 

15.7.3  Disapproval 

The  Planning  Board  may  reject  a  site  plan  that  fails  to  furnish  the  information  required 
by  this  section  of  the  By-law.  The  Planning  Board  may  reject  a  site  plan  only  if  the 
subject  plan  depicts  a  use  or  structure  that  does  not  conform  to  the  permissible 
requirements  of  this  Bylaw. 

15.8    CONDITIONS,  LIMITATIONS  AND  SAFEGUARDS 

In  granting  approval  of  an  application  for  Site  Plan  Review  the  Planning  Board  may 
impose  conditions,  limitations  and  safeguards,  at  the  expense  of  the  applicant,  which 
shall  be  described  in  writing  and  shall  be  a  part  of  such  approval.  Such  conditions  may 
include,  among  other  matters  and  subjects,  the  following: 

•    Controls  on  the  location  and  type  of  access  to  the  site. 

•  Controls  on  the  number  of  vehicles  that  arrive  or  depart  during  the  morning 
and/or  evening  peak  hours  including  controls  on  the  maximum  number  of 
vehicles  which  may  use  the  off-street  parking  areas  during  said  periods. 

•  Requirements  for  off-site  improvements  to  improve  the  capacity  and  safety 
of  roads,  intersections,  pedestrian  ways,  water,  sewer,  drainage,  and  other 
public  facilities  which  are  likely  to  be  affected  by  the  proposed 
development. 

•  Requirements  for  the  dedication  of  land  for  right-or-way  improvements  to 
provide  for  future  roadway  and/or  intersection  widening. 

•  Requirements  for  securing  the  performance  of  all  proposed  work,  including 
proposed  off-site  improvements,  by  deposit  with  the  Town's  Treasurer  of  a 
performance  bond,  negotiable  security,  cash,  or  bank  passbook  in  an 
amount  determined  by  the  Planning  Board  to  be  sufficient  to  cover  the  cost 
of  all  or  any  part  of  the  improvements  required  as  conditions  of  approval; 

•  Conditions  to  minimize  off-site  impacts  on  traffic  and  environmental 
quality  during  construction. 

•  Requirements  for  reductions  in  the  scale  of  the  proposed  development, 
including  reduction  in  height,  floor  area,  or  lot  coverage,  provided, 
however  that  any  such  reduction  be  limited  to  that  which  is  reasonable 
necessary  to  reduce  the  level  of  impact  of  the  proposed  development  to  a 
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level  that  will  permit  the  Board  to  make  the  written  findings  required  for 
approval. 

•  Requirements  for  screening  parking  facilities  from  adjoining  premises  or 
from  the  street  by  walls,  fences,  plantings,  or  other  devices  to  mitigate 
adverse  impacts. 

•  Conditions  to  mitigate  adverse  impacts  to  the  neighborhood  and  abutters, 
including  but  not  limited  to  adverse  impacts  cause  by  noise,  dust  fumes, 
odors,  lighting,  headlight  glare,  hours  of  operation  or  snow  storage. 

The  applicant,  when  other  than  the  owner,  and  the  owner  of  land  will  be  responsible 
for  mitigation  measures  or  conditions  which  are  required  as  part  of  a  favorable 
decision  for  issuance  of  site  plan  approval. 

15.9  ADMINISTRATION 

The  Planning  Board  shall  establish  and  may  periodically  amend  rules  and  regulations 
relating  to  the  administration  of  this  section.  The  Planning  Board  shall  be  responsible 
for  deciding  the  meaning  or  intent  of  any  provision  of  this  article  which  may  be 
unclear  or  in  dispute. 

15.10  APPLICATION  FEE  AND  REVIEW  DEPOSIT 

15.1  OAs  part  of  any  application  for  Site  Plan  Review,  an  application  fee  shall  be 

required  to  offset  directly  expenses  the  Town  or  Planning  Board  may  incur  in  the 
administration  and  review  of  the  application.  The  application  fee  shall  be  applied 
to  costs  associated  with  the  administration  of  the  site  plan  application  and  may 
include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  costs  for  legal  notices,  advertising  costs,  and 
public  hearing  costs.  The  Planning  Board  shall  also  require  a  review  deposit  for 
plan  and  construction  review  of  developments  requiring  Major  Site  Plan  Review. 
The  Planning  Board  shall  establish  and  may  periodically  amend  a  schedule  of 
application  fees  and  review  deposits  for  all  applications  under  this  section.  No 
application  shall  be  considered  complete  unless  accompanied  by  the  required 
application  fees  and  review  deposits. 

15.10.1  Minor  Site  Plan  Review 

An  application  fee,  to  cover  the  cost  of  administration  and  review,  shall  be  determined 
by  the  Planning  Board  and  shall  be  submitted  at  the  same  time  the  application  is 
submitted  to  the  Planning  Board. 

15.10.2  Major  Site  Plan  Review 

An  application  fee  and  a  review  deposit  shall  be  required  for  Major  Site  Plan  Review 
and  shall  be  submitted  at  the  same  time  the  application  is  submitted  to  the  Planning 
Board.  The  Planning  Board  is  authorized  to  retain  professional  planners,  registered 
professional  engineers,  architects,  or  landscape  architects,  or  other  professional 
consultants  to  advise  the  Board  on  any  aspect  of  plan  review  or  construction  activity  of 
a  development  requiring  Major  Site  Plan  Review.  Such  costs  shall  be  borne  by  the 
applicant.  If  the  Planning  Board  finds  that  the  amount  of  the  review  deposit  is  not 
sufficient  to  cover  the  actual  costs  incurred  in  review  of  the  application  or  inspection 
of  construction  activity,  the  applicant  shall  be  required,  upon  written  notice,  to

forthwith  submit  additional  deposits  to  cover  such  review  costs.  Failure  to  submit 
such  additional  amounts  shall  be  deemed  a  violation  of  these  regulations  and  shall  be 
deemed  reason  to  deny  approval  of  the  application  or,  where  appropriate,  deem  the 
development  in  violation  of  the  conditions  of  approval.  If  the  actual  costs  incurred  by 
the  Town  or  Planning  Board  for  the  review  of  the  plan  or  inspection  of  construction 
activity  is  less  than  the  amount  of  deposit,  the  Planning  Board  shall  authorize  that  such 
excess  amount  be  refunded  to  the  applicant  upon  completion  of  plan  review  or 
inspection  of  construction  activity. 

15.11  APPEAL 

Any  person  aggrieved  by  a  decision  of  the  Planning  Board  with  regard  to  Site  Plan 
Review  may  appeal  such  decision  to  a  court  having  jurisdiction  in  accordance  with 
Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

15.12  SEPARABILITY 

The  invalidity  of  one  or  more  provisions  or  clause  of  this  section  shall  not  invalidate  or 
impair  the  section  as  a  whole  or  any  other  part  hereof,  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto.

The  purpose  of  this  Act  shall  be  to  enable  the  Town  of  Norton  to  impose  a  tax  on  sales  of 
real  property  (residential,  commercial,  and  land)  within  Norton,  the  proceeds  of  which 
shall  be  applied  to  open  space  acquisition  and  historic  preservation. 

Section  2-Definitions 

The  following  terms  utilized  in  this  Act  are  defined  in  the  sections  indicated. 
The  Community  Preservation  Committee  is  defined  in  Section  3. 
The  Community  Preservation  Plan  is  defined  in  Section  4. 
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The  Community  Preservation  Fund  is  defined  in  Section  5. 

Open  Space,  Management,  and  Recreational  Use  are  defined  in  Section  6. 

Section  3-The  Community  Preservation  Committee 

a.  A  Community  Preservation  Committee  shall  be  established  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  consisting  of  one  member  representing  the  Planning  Board,  one 
representing  the  Conservation  Commission,  one  representing  the  Historical 
Commission,  one  member  representing  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  and 
three  members  at  large.  The  members  shall  be  appointed  for  staggered  three-year 
terms. 

b.  The  Community  Preservation  Committee  shall  formulate  and  carry  out  a  Community 
Preservation  Plan  pursuant  to  Section  4,  and  it  shall  administer  the  Community 
Preservation  Fund  established  under  Section  5. 

Section  4-The  Community  Preservation  Plan 

a.  The  Community  Preservation  Committee  shall  formulate  a  Community  Preservation 
Plan  to  address  the  Town's  needs  for  open  space  preservation,  historic  preservation, 
and  management  of  open  space  lands,  historic  structures  and  landscapes,  which  said 
Plan  shall  set  forth  strategies  for  meeting  and  funding  these  needs. 

b.  The  Committee  shall  make  available  in  one  or  more  public  places,  including  the 
Town  Hall,  copies  of  the  plan,  and  shall  hold  one  or  more  public  informational 
hearings  on  the  Plan,  publicized  through  the  press  and  posting  conspicuous  notices. 
The  committee  shall  make  such  changes  to  the  Plan  as  it  shall  deem  appropriate  in 
light  of  the  public  hearings  and  comments  and  shall  approve  the  Plan  by  majority  vote 
and  submit  the  same  to  the  Town  Meeting  for  final  approval,  subject  to  such 
amendments,  if  any,  as  the  Town  Meeting  shall  adopt. 

c.  Amendments  to  the  Plan  shall  be  made  by  the  same  process  including  approval  at 
the  Town  Meeting. 

d.  The  Committee  shall  take  such  action  and  spend  such  funds  from  the  Community 
Preservation  Fund  as  are  necessary  or  desirable  to  carry  out  the  Plan;  provided, 
however,  that  (1)  in  any  year  the  Committee  shall  spend,  or  set  aside  for  later 
spending,  no  less  than  eighty  percent  of  the  available  funds  for  open  space  acquisition 
and  no  less  than  twenty  percent  for  acquiring,  renovating  and/or  preserving 
historically  important  structures  and  landscapes;  and  (2)  in  any  year  the  Committee 
may  spend  a  maximum  of  ten  percent  of  the  annual  revenues  on  management  of  open 
space,  historic  structures  and  landscapes,  consistent  with  management  goals  described 
in  the  Community  Preservation  Plan.  The  Committee  may  spend,  in  any  year,  a 
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maximum  of  twenty  percent  of  annual  revenues  on  management  of  open  space, 
historic  structures  and  landscapes,  provided  the  above  specified  minimum 
expenditures  for  open  space,  historic  structures  and  landscapes  are  met  and 
management  needs  exceed  acquisition  needs  as  described  in  the  Community 
Preservation  Plan.  The  Committee  may  spend,  or  set  aside  for  later  spending,  all 
remaining  funds  for  any  purpose  that  is  consistent  with  the  Community  Preservation 
Plan.  Funds  set  aside  shall  be  held  and  spent  in  later  years,  provided  that  funds  set 
aside  to  meet  the  above  specified  minimums  shall  be  spent  only  for  the  designated 
purposes.  Town  Meeting  approval  shall  be  required  before  purchase  of  property. 

The  Town  may  terminate  the  Plan  by  majority  vote  in  a  duly  authorized  local  ballot 
referendum.  Upon  such  termination  or  termination  of  the  Plan  by  its  own  terms,  the 
increased  levy  imposed  under  Section  5  below  shall  remain  in  effect,  both  with 
respect  to  unpaid  levies  on  past  transactions  and  with  respect  to  levies  due  on  future 
transactions,  until  all  contractual  obligations  incurred  by  the  Committee  to  carry  out 
the  Plan  shall  have  been  fully  discharged.  Upon  such  termination  and  discharge  of  all 
such  obligations,  the  Committee  shall  notify  the  register  of  deeds  in  each  registry 
district  in  which  the  Town  is  located,  whereupon  the  registry  shall  cease  to  collect  the 
increased  levy  imposed  by  Section  5. 

Section  5-The  Community  Preservation  Fund 

a.  Upon  approval  of  the  Community  Preservation  Plan  at  the  Town  Meeting,  the  1% 
increase  shall  be  assessed  on  the  buyer  of  the  real  property  (exempting  the  first 
$150,000  from  said  increased  levy),  and  the  computation  of  the  increase  in  the  levy 
imposed  by  General  Laws  Chapter  64D,  Section  1 ,  upon  any  deed,  instrument  or 
other  writing  relating  to  realty  in  the  Town,  shall  in  no  event  exceed  five  dollars  for 
every  five  hundred  dollars  or  fractional  part  of  the  consideration  for  such  deed, 
instrument  or  writing  in  excess  of  five  hundred  dollars.  The  Town  Meeting  may  at 
any  time  thereafter  amend  the  amount  and  computation  of  the  increased  levy  within 
the  limitations  set  forth  above,  provided  that  the  amount  thereof  must  at  all  times 
remain  sufficient  to  enable  the  Committee  to  discharge  fully  the  obligations  incurred 
pursuant  to  the  Plan. 

b.  Promptly  upon  approval  of  the  Plan  and  the  1%  levy,  or  any  amendment  thereto  by 
the  Town  Meeting,  the  Committee  shall  give  written  notice  thereof  to  the  register  of 
deed  in  each  registry  district  in  which  the  Town  is  located.  From  and  after  receipt  of 
such  notice  the  registers  of  deeds  shall  collect  such  increased  levy  in  the  amount  and 
according  to  the  computation  specified  in  the  notice  and  shall  pay  the  amounts  so 
collected,  not  less  frequently  than  monthly  to  the  Town's  Treasurer,  after  first 
deducting  and  retaining  from  the  amounts  so  collected  an  amount  equal  to  one-half 
percent  (1/2%)  thereof,  to  reimburse  the  registry  for  its  expenses  in  collecting  and 
remitting  such  levy.  The  register  of  deeds  shall  cause  appropriate  books  and  accounts 
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to  be  kept  with  respect  to  such  levy,  which  shall  be  subject  to  examination  by  the 
Town  upon  reasonable  request  from  time  to  time. 

c.  The  penalty  provisions  of  Section  6A,  7,  8  and  9  of  Chapter  64D  of  the  General  Laws 
shall  be  applicable  to  the  increased  levy  imposed  hereunder. 

d.  The  Town  Treasurer  shall  establish  two  revolving  fund  accounts  within  the  treasury, 
which  shall  constitute  the  Community  Preservation  Fund.  Deposits  in  said  accounts 
shall  include:  (i)  funds  appropriated  for  deposit  in  said  accounts  by  vote  of  the  Town; 
(ii)  voluntary  contributions  of  money  or  other  liquid  assets  to  the  Community 
Preservation  Fund;  (iii)  revenues  from  the  levy  established  under  Section  5  hereof; 
(iv)  proceeds  of  any  borrowing  permitted  under  Section  7  hereof;  and  (v)  proceeds 
from  disposal  of  realty  acquired  with  funds  from  the  Community  Preservation  Fund. 
All  expenses  lawfully  incurred  by  the  Town  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  Plan 
shall  be  evidenced  by  proper  vouchers  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  Town  Treasurer  only 
upon  submission  of  warrants  duly  approved  by  the  Community  Preservation 
Committee.  The  Town  Treasurer  shall  prudently  invest  available  assets  of  any  such 
accounts,  and  all  income  therefrom  shall  accrue  to  the  Community  Preservation  Fund. 

Section  6- Open  Space,  Management,  and  Recreational  Use-Defined 

a.  Open  Space:  land  to  protect  existing  and  future  well  fields,  aquifers,  and  recharge 
areas;  watershed  land;  agricultural  land;  forest  land;  fresh  water  marshes  and  other 
wetlands;  river,  stream,  lake  and  pond  frontage;  beaches;  land  to  protect  scenic  vistas; 
land  for  wildlife  or  nature  preserve;  land  for  hiking  or  biking  trails;  park  land;  or  land 
for  recreational  use. 

b.  Management:  management,  maintenance,  restoration,  or  rehabilitation  of  open  space, 
historic  structures,  and  landscapes. 

c.  Recreational  Use:  active  or  passive  recreation. 

Section  7-Borrowing*  (amendment  made  and  voted  deleting  Section  7) 
Section  8-Records  and  Accounts 

The  Community  Preservation  Committee  shall  keep  a  full  and  accurate  account  of  all 
actions,  including  a  record  as  to  when,  from  or  to  whom,  and  on  what  account  money  has 
been  paid  or  received  from  or  to  the  Community  Preservation  Fund,  and  as  to  when,  from 
whom  and  for  what  consideration  real  property  interests  have  been  acquired,  improved  or 
disposed  of.  Said  records  and  accounts  shall  be  public  records  and  shall  be  subject  to 
examination  by  the  director  of  accounts  or  his  agent  pursuant  to  section  forty  of  Chapter 
forty- four  of  the  General  Laws  as  amended  from  time  to  time. 
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Section  9-Other  Programs 

The  Town  shall  not  be  precluded  by  reason  of  this  Act  from  participating  in  other  state 
grant  programs.  Funds  in  the  Community  Preservation  Fund  may  be  made  available  and 
used  by  the  Community  Preservation  Committee  as  the  local  share  for  state  and  federal 
grants,  provided  that  such  grants  and  such  local  share  are  used  in  a  manner  consistent 
with  the  Community  Preservation  Plan. 

Section  10-Referendum  Required 

After  passage  of  this  act,  the  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  approval  by  a  majority  of  those 
voters  in  the  Town  of  Norton  voting  in  a  general  election.

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SELECTMEN 


It  has  been  a  very  busy  year  for  the  Board  of  Selectman.  Our  two-term  selectman  and 
friend,  Ronald  Almeida  decided  not  to  run  for  a  third  term.  Elected  to  fill  his  shoes  was 
James  Brown,  a  lifelong  resident  of  town.  Jim  brought  aboard  new  energy  and  has 
already  demonstrated  his  value  to  the  Board. 

We  have  remained  focussed  and  have  had  many  positive  accomplishments  this  year. 
Some  are  carryovers  from  previous  years  while  others  are  just  getting  started.  The 
development  of  the  Great  Woods  started  on  a  positive  note  with  the  construction  of  the 
new  336,000  square  feet  Polaroid  Logistics  Facility.  With  the  help  of  all  town  officials, 
this  facility  was  built  and  opened  in  record  time.  The  PGA\TPC  Golf  Course  was 
proposed  and  is  now  going  through  permitting.  We  have  had  extensive  dialogue  with  the 
town  of  Mansfield  to  work  together  to  get  a  southbound  slip  ramp  off  Mansfield  Avenue 
to  Route  495.  Both  towns  have  sent  letters  of  support  to  Mass  Highway  to  develop  this 
project. 

Other  on  going  projects  and  goals  of  the  Board  continued  to  come  to  fruition.  In  July  we 
had  our  groundbreaking  ceremony  for  our  new  Police  Station,  which  is  now  almost  80% 
complete.  In  September,  we  watched  our  joint  effort  with  the  School  Committee  become 
a  reality  with  the  opening  our  new  1000  student  Middle  School.  With  this  project  came 
much  needed  field  and  recreation  facilities.  The  State  funded  Barrows  Street  Bridge 
reconstruction  project  got  under  way. 

Through  the  efforts  of  many  people,  we  finalized  the  Open  Space  Plan.  With  the 
generosity  of  the  Fernandes  family  who  donated  land  on  West  Main  Street,  we  started 
doing  design  work  for  a  future  passive  recreational  park.  We  acquired  through  tax 
foreclosure  50+  acres  on  East  Main  Street  known  as  the  "White  Street  "sand  pit  to  be 
used  as  open  space  for  future  needs. 

We  continued  to  focus  on  water  and  sewer  issues.  On  land  donated  by  Polaroid,  we 
began  working  with  the  water  commissioners  to  design  and  build  a  5  million-gallon 
water  tank.  On  the  subject  of  sewerage  for  Lake  Winnecunnet,  we  met  with  the  City  of 
Taunton  to  see  if  it  was  feasible  to  tie  into  their  sewerage  treatment  facility.  After 
receiving  a  receptive  response,  we  went  on  to  do  design  work  and  seek  funding  to 
alleviate  the  serious  sewerage  problem  around  the  lake. 

Financially,  the  town  continued  to  prosper  and  improve  on  our  town  services  and  capital 
expenditures.  We  have  accomplished  some  major  projects,  kept  our  tax  rate  in  line,  set 
aside  money  for  future  needs  and  all  this  while  staying  under  our  tax  levy. 
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We  will  continue  to  improve  our  infrastructure  through  solid  conservative  planning.  We 
are  proud  to  see  Norton  move  into  the  next  millenium  in  a  positive  and  progressive  way. 
In  closing,  we  would  like  to  thank  the  residents  of  Norton  for  their  continued  support.

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TREASURER/TAX  COLLECTOR 


Report  of  the  Tax  Collector  -  Treasurer: 

Since  taking  office  in  November  1998,  after  the  retirement  of  long  time  Treasurer 
Jill  Clark,  this  office  has  underwent  a  major  modernization.  As  of  this  report,  all 
financial  systems  have  been  computerized,  and  all  tax  collection  systems  have  been 
also.  Analysis  continues  on  the  operations  of  the  office,  to  ensure  that  all  systems 
are  operating  efficiently  and  effectively. 

Some  of  the  major  changes  are: 

1.  Appointment  of  a  new  Deputy  Tax  Collector.  David  Alward  was  appointed  in 
November  1998  to  fulfill  these  duties;  Mr.  Alward' s  firm  operates  on  the  cutting 
edge,  ensuring  that  excise  tax  collections  are  completed  in  a  timely  fashion,  and 
ensuring  convenience  for  the  taxpayer,  since  his  office  is  located  in  Norton. 

2.  Restructuring  of  deposit  accounts  to  ensure  maximum  earned  interest. 

3.  Requiring  all  financial  firms  that  this  office  deals  with  to  provide  electronic 
processing  capabilities  to  the  Town  -  allowing  for  timely  processing  of  transfers, 
etc. 

4.  The  inception  of  a  strategic  plan  for  the  office  which  spans  a  five  year  period. 
This  plan  addressees  present  and  future  needs  of  this  office  and  the  financial 
needs  of  the  Town.  This  plan  includes  purchase  and  installation  of  a  new 
financial  data  processing  system  -  an  upgrade  that  is  desperately  needed. 

5.  Increased  cash  flow  management  -  removing  the  need  to  use  stabilization  funds 
for  cash  management,  resulting  in  increased  income  for  the  stabilization  fund.  It 
is  anticipated  that  there  will  be  no  need  to  dip  into  the  "rainy  day"  funds  for 
fiscal  2000  due  to  this  increased  cash  flow  management. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  staff  of  the  Tax  Collector  -  Treasurer's  office  for  their 
continued  hard  work  and  assistance,  and  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Norton  for  their 
support  of  their  elected  Tax  Collector  -  Treasurer.

The  total  number  of  taxable  parcels  is  6503  and  628  exempt  properties.  Exempt 
properties  bear  a  value  of  $219,749,500.  The  total  value  of  Norton  for  Fiscal  1999  in 
$1,228,743,300.  The  FY  2000  tax  rate  was  approved  as  a  single  tax  rate  at  $14.26  per 
thousand.  As  required  by  law  the  Town  was  revalued  based  on  sales  and  the  cost  to 
build  resulting  in  a  24%  increase  in  the  value  and  a  15.1%  decrease  in  the  tax  rate.  The 
Town  is  84.64%)  residential  and  15.36%  commercial/industrial/personal  property  with 
one  tax  rate  for  all  classes. 

The  Revaluation  figures  represent  the  corrected  property  characteristics  that  were 
collected  in  the  field  by  Donna  Putt  and  data  was  posted  in  the  ACONE  appraisal 
system  by  the  assessing  staff.  The  new  data  collected  represented  a  significant  portion 
of  the  new  growth  figure  approved  for  the  FY  2000  tax  rate.  The  new  growth  figure 
for  FY  2000  was  $56,861,000.00  in  value  or  $898,404.00  in  new  tax  dollars  over  the 
allowable  levy  limit.  Over  $20,000,00  of  this  growth  was  as  a  result  of  the  relisting  of 
the  town  and  demonstrates  the  value  of  a  consistent  and  routine  listing  program. 

January  1,  1998  Appraisal  Consultants  of  New  England  (ACONE)  began  the 
maintenance  of  our  records  for  certification  of  values  for  FY  2000.  Seventy-six  single 
family,  thirty-six  condo,  and  twenty  commercial  permits  and  over  one  hundred 
additions,  renovations,  etc.,  plus  all  the  unfinished  from  last  year,  were  measured  and 
listed.  All  updated  property  records  were  returned  to  this  office  for  compiling  the 
figures  for  the  Fiscal  2000  growth  and  tax  rate. 

The  Assessors  would  like  to  express  their  appreciation  to  James  McCloskey,  Assistant 
Assessor,  Jean  Kantelis,  Assessing  Technician  and  Kathy  Peterson,  Department 
Secretary.

As  Chief  of  Police  for  the  Town  of  Norton  Police  Department  I  am  pleased  to  present 
the  following  report  for  Fiscal  Year  1999: 

On  November  10,  1999,  we  moved  into  our  new  state-of-the-art  police  station  at  82 
East  Main  Street.  It  was  worth  all  the  delays  and  extensions  to  come  to  a  bright  and 
clean  working  environment.  We  are  still  in  a  transition  period  and  hope  to  host  an 
open  house  in  the  Spring  for  town  officials  and  Norton  residents. 

In  1999,  the  police  department  welcomed  the  addition  of  one  new  Police  Officer  to  the 
patrol  division  and  six  new  Special  Police  Officers,  including  two  female  officers. 

Our  extensive  Community  Policing  and  D.A.R.E.  programs  continue  to  run  smoothly 
and  I  intend  to  expand  them  again  this  year  by  seeking  additional  grant  funding.  We 
have  3  D.A.R.E.  Officers  in  our  local  schools  teaching  the  children  and  young  adults 
the  dangers  of  alcohol  abuse,  drug  abuse,  and  peer  pressure.  We  have  conducted  child 
fingerprinting,  Citizen  Police  Academies,  and  Senior  Citizen  Breakfasts,  to  name  a 
few;  and  our  Bicycle  Unit  is  constantly  in  the  community  interacting  with  the  residents 
and  businesses.  We  were  awarded  a  $13,002.00  Federal  Block  Grant  to  use  for  school 
programs.  We  conducted  a  Peer  Mediation  Class  in  the  High  School  and  have  many 
more  activities  planned  for  the  upcoming  year. 

Total  incidents  and  calls  answered  are  up  by  3.9%,  showing  the  continuing  growth  of 
our  town  and  the  workload  it  creates  for  the  Police  Department.  Both  drunk  driving 
and  domestic  violence  incidents  are  down,  proving  that  education  and  enforcement 
activities  do  make  a  difference. 
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I  wish  everyone  a  happy,  healthy  2000.

ARRESTS 
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POLICE  STATION 
BUILDING  COMMITTEE 


The  Police  Station  Building  Committee  was  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  in  January  1997  to  oversee  the  construction  of  the  new  facility;  beginning 
with  the  bidding  process  to  hire  the  general  contractors  through  the  final  phase  of  the 
actual  physical  move  from  the  old  station  to  the  new  plus  coordinate  with  the  move  of 
the  communications  center.  The  committee  is  made  up  of  five  members  from  the 
community  being;  Charlie  Thomae  (Chairman),  Suzanne  Jardin,  William  Darling, 
Richard  Townsend  (Clerk)  and  Chief  Bruce  Finch. 

The  Architect  Max  Ferro  of  The  Preservation  Partnership  designed  the  building 
and  worked  in  cooperation  with  the  general  contractors  G  &  R  Construction,  Inc.  of 
Maiden,  Massachusetts  to  construct  the  building.  Though  the  project  had  been 
delayed  a  few  times  due  to  unforeseen  events,  the  building  was  completed  and  opened 
in  the  Fall  of  1999.  As  Chief  Finch  and  his  men  will  tell  you  it  is  a  beautifully 
designed,  functional  and  well  equipped  facility.  It  was  built  with  the  future  expansion 
of  the  community  and  the  department  in  mind. 

The  facility  contains  a  public  education  room  where  the  department  can  hold 
classes  for  the  benefit  of  the  community.  The  detectives  unit  now  has  a  proper 
evidence  room  that  is  equipped  to  store  the  numerous  items  that  are  confiscated  on  a 
daily  basis.  It  also  hosts  an  indoor  firing  range  where  the  officers  can  practice  and 
train  on  a  regular  basis.  There  are  both  male  and  female  locker  rooms  to  accommodate 
the  nature  growth  of  the  department. 

The  communication  center  is  now  centrally  located  on  the  first  floor  of  the 
new  station  (it  is  the  heartbeat  of  the  community)  every  phone  call;  police,  fire, 
business  and  emergency  (911)  goes  through  them.  Also,  every  communication  with 
the  officers  on  the  street  goes  through  the  dispatchers.  The  relocation  of  the 
communication  center  was  very  complex  and  complicated;  there  was  no  room  for 
error;  the  safety  of  the  officers  and  the  community  was  at  stake.  This  could  not  have 
been  accomplished  but  for  the  countless  hours  and  expertise  of  our  Chairman  Charlie 
Thomae  who  worked  with  Patricia  Graney  to  accomplish  this  feat.  Thanks  also  to 
Richard  Townsend  who  also  spent  countless  hours  keeping  track  of  the  billings, 
receipts,  invoices,  and  bids;  without  his  help  this  project  would  not  have  come  in 
within  the  budgeted  $2.2million  dollars. 

To  save  costs  the  officers  along  with  the  civilian  employees  of  the  department 
and  some  committee  members  moved  the  entire  contents  of  the  old  station  to  the  new. 
Everyone  pulled  together  to  get  the  station  fully  operational.  There  are  some  minor 
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details  left  to  be  completed  which  Chief  Finch  is  working  on  with  Chris  McCabe. 
Overall  the  project  was  a  complete  success. 


With  the  population  in  the  Town  of  Norton  fast  approaching  20,000  residents; 
the  need  for  this  station  was  long  overdue.  The  Police  Officers  now  enjoy  the  type  of 
facility  they  more  than  deserve  for  their  service  to  our  community.  With  the  new 
Millennium,  we  now  have  a  State  of  the  Art  Police  Station  and  a  new  Police  Chief; 
both  will  serve  our  community  well  into  the  future.  Chief  Finch  will  be  announcing  a 
grand  opening  of  the  station  sometime  this  Spring  to  give  everyone  in  the  community 
a  chance  to  tour  the  new  station. 
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COMMUNICATIONS 


The  Communications  Center  budget  reflects  increases  in  both  the  salaries  and 
expense  portions  of  the  budget.  The  Expense  portion  is  largely  due  to  having  one 
central  department  for  equipment  expenses.  The  salary  portion  is  due  to  additional 
manpower,  which  includes  two  new  Public  Safety  Dispatcher  positions,  which  were 
desperately  needed  in  the  Communications  Center.  The  Communications  Center 
manpower,  until  now,  has  remained  at  the  same  level  since  1987.  The 
Communications  Center  long-term  goal  is  to  have  two  Public  Safety  Dispatchers  on 
every  shift.  A  goal,  which  we  are  hoping,  will  come  to  fruition  with  the  Millennium. 

The  Communications  Center  handles  all  emergency  and  routine  calls  for  and 
about  the  Town  of  Norton.  The  Public  Safety  Dispatcher  answers  a  call  every  two 
minutes  whether  it  is  for  something  simple  like  giving  directions  or  something  more 
complex  involving  life  and  death.  The  Police  Department  responded  to  over  16,000 
incidents  from  July  1998  to  June  1999.  The  Fire  Department  responded  to  over  5,000 
emergency  calls  during  that  same  period;  this  does  not  include  routine  calls, 
inspections,  etc.  This  means  the  Communication  Center  personnel  received  most  if 
not  all  of  those  calls  and  dispatched  the  proper  apparatus.  The  Fire  Department  issued 
over  1,500  burning  permits  from  January  15  to  May  1,  1998.  Which  means  once 
issued  a  permit  you  must  call  into  the  Communications  Center  daily  to  see  if  burning 
is  allowed  and  if  it  is  the  dispatcher  then  enters  the  information  into  a  database. 

The  Communications  Center  handled  over  3,500  9-1-1  calls  from  January  1 
through  December  31,  1998.  These  statistics  are  for  Enhanced  9-1-1  calls  only.  Calls 
are  received  on  the  seven  digit  lines,  which  are  also  terminated  in  the  9-1-1  program 
equipment,  are  not  included  in  these  stats.  With  the  advancement  of  Enhanced  9-1-1  it 
has  put  more  responsibility  on  the  dispatcher;  as  it  means  following  up  with  calls, 
checking  to  see  why  no  one  is  answering;  possibly  a  TTY  calls,  etc.  Some  of  these 
calls  would  mean  dispatching  both  Fire  and  Police  apparatus;  which  requires  the 
dispatcher  to  do  duplication  of  efforts  and  in  some  cases  requires  additional 
background  work.  With  one  dispatcher  on  duty  that  is  a  difficult  task  which  trying  to 
answer  the  9-1-1  lines  and  the  other  business  lines  coming  into  the  Center. 

As  I  am  writing  this  the  Communications  Center  is  now  located  in  the  new 
Police  Station,  a  move  that  has  been  a  long  time  coming.  The  Communications 
Center  is  now  a  state  of  the  art  center  with  the  latest  technology  and  preparing  us  for 
the  Millennium. 

We  are  very  proud  of  our  new  Communications  Center 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Communications  personnel 
for  their  dedication  and  devotion  to  the  Town  of  Norton.  For  the  many  times  they 
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were  called  in  during  their  off  time  and  holidays  and  for  the  many  unselfish  acts  they 
perform  behind  the  scenes. 

To  the  other  departments,  committees,  etc.  and  you  the  public  our  sincere 
thanks  for  your  help  and  support  over  the  past  year.

TOWN  REPORT  OF  THE 
NORTON  FIRE/RESCUE  DEPARTMENT 
Chief  George  F.  Burgess 

The  FY  1999  year  of  the  Norton  Fire/Rescue  Service  will  be  a  year  forever 
etched  in  the  minds  of  it's  officers  and  firefighters. 

The  year  started  tragically  in  July  with  a  search  and  the  recovery  of  three 
teenage  boys  who  drowned  when  swept  over  a  dam  in  the  flooded  river  in  Seekonk. 
The  Norton  Dive  team  and  support  personnel  were  the  first  in  and  the  last  out  at  this 
incident  and  were  successful  in  their  recovery  efforts. 

We  were  totally  unaware  that  this  tragedy  would  be  repeated  on  February  25, 
1999.  We  will  never  forget  the  tragedy  that  took  the  life  of  Cory  Anderson  who 
became  lost  during  a  blizzard.  This  tragedy  will  be  imbedded  in  the  minds  and  hears 
of  not  only  this  department  but  all  of  the  hundreds  of  searchers  who  participated  in  this 
valiant  operation  under  horrific  condition. 

This  incident  was  proceeded  by  a  propane  truck  explosion  on  East  Main  Street, 
but  for  the  grace  of  God  this  could  have  been  a  tragedy  encompassing  many  people, 
including  fire  and  police  personnel.  Our  continued  training,  once  again,  proved  worth 
every  penny. 

The  fire  department  had  2  retirements  last  year.  Firefighter  Russell  Hagstrom, 
he  will  be  sorely  missed  for  his  ability  to  remain  calm  and  collective  in  the  face  of  any 
emergency,  his  casual  joke  will  be  remembered  by  everyone.  Call  Firefighter  Howard 
Baker,  a  50  year  member  of  the  call  force.  Howard  served  the  Winnecunnet  station 
faithfully,  like  Russell  was  a  dedicated  employee. 

Two  new  personnel  were  added  to  our  department  this  year,  Shawn  Simmons 
of  Norton  was  hired  as  a  Firefighter  Paramedic  and  Daniel  Lenoci,  a  veteran  of  the 
highway  department,  was  hired  as  a  Firefighter  EMT.  Our  two  newest  members  are 
working  in  harmony  with  the  other  members  of  this  department.

FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

The  year  1 999  was  quite  year  where  the  weather  was  concerned,  it  appeared  all 
conditions  were  in  our  favor,  we  were  very  fortunate.

We  are  concerned  about  the  number  of  homes  being  built  close  to  the  woods, 
should  a  serious  fire  occur  we  would  find  these  houses  to  be  in  harms  way. 

This  year  we  will  be  asking  to  replace  old  and  obsolete  forest  fire  equipment  to 
better  enable  us  to  be  prepared  for  the  brush  and  forest  fire  season.

The  fire  prevention/code  enforcement  office  was  extremely  busy  this  year 
entering  data  in  the  computer  system  Fire  personnel  retrieved  data  from  the 
commercial  occupancies  in  town,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  an  information  base  for 
use  in  quick  recognition  of  hazards,  alarm  system  status,  and  owner/occupant 
notification.  This  process  is  ongoing,  as  data  will  need  updating  each  year,  and  the 
base  expanded  as  new  businesses  come  to  town. 

Another  goal  of  this  office  is  to  computerize  all  our  inspection  records. 
Progress  was  made  in  this  area,  in  not  only  having  an  inspection  database,  but  to  also 
reach  our  main  goal  of  reducing  the  amount  of  paper  we  use.  This  will  allow  quick 
retrieval  of  records,  save  storage  space  of  paper  records,  and  hopefully  require  fewer 
trees  be  destroyed.  We  have  also  developed  a  new  license  renewal  inspection 
checklist  that  will  enable  us  to  leave  a  carbon-less  copy  of  the  inspection  report  on 
site,  eliminating  the  use  of  envelopes,  postage,  and  time  on  the  computer. 

There  are  numerous  types  of  inspections  that  are  made  on  a  routing  basis. 
Massachusetts  General  Law  Chapter  148  and  527  Code  of  Massachusetts  Regulations 
requires  these  inspections.  Types  and  amount  of  inspections  are  listed  below.  These 
numbers  do  not  include  in-service  inspections  made  by  the  fire  fighters  to  review 
building  hazards,  and  perform  pre-fire  planning.

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Fire  prevention  has  traditionally  been  part  of  the  code  enforcement  function. 
Obviously  fires  are  prevented  by  enforcement  of  the  fire  and  building  codes.  Fire  and 
public  education  has  also  been  part  of  the  fire  prevention/code  enforcement  office.  We 
have  done  the  traditional  education  and  fire  awareness  programs  that  are  necessary  for 
the  good  of  the  community.  We  also  have  the  state  grant  from  the  tobacco  control 
program  that  has  started  the  SAFE  program.  Safe  is  the  acronym  for  Student 
Awareness  of  Fire  Education.  Grant  funds  are  made  available  from  tobacco  sales,  and 
distributed  by  the  state  fire  marshal's  office. 

Having  public  fire  education  in  the  fire  prevention  office  in  addition  to  the  state 
program  under  the  direction  of  the  SAFE  grant  officer  causes  overlap  and  duplication 
of  effort.  The  town  is  growing  dramatically  as  is  the  fire  department.  With  the  ever- 
increasing  workload  and  responsibility  in  the  code  enforcement  function,  we  should 
consider  an  additional  person  working  in  the  staff  who  could  perform  public  fire 
prevention  education  and  the  state  SAFE  grant  program.  The  person  in  this  position 
could  also  be  the  fire  department  training  officer.  Presently  our  training  officer  is  on  a 
shift,  not  working  a  regular  day  shift.  This  obviously  lacks  consistency  in  training  the 
four  on-duty  groups  and  the  call  fire  force.  Combining  public  education,  SAFE  officer 
and  training  officer  into  one  position  would  save  time,  materials,  and  money.  It  would 
also  increase  our  ability  to  provide  service  to  the  community. 

We  are  making  an  effort  to  expand  our  public  education  initiatives  by  finding  and 
utilizing  more  state  and  privately  funded  programs,  greater  use  of  cable  television  and 
news  media,  and  letting  civic  groups  and  other  organizations  know  of  our  willingness 
to  provide  them  with  information  and  programs.  Again,  this  would  be  greatly 
enhanced  and  expanded  by  the  creation  of  a  public  education/training  position. 

EMS  Division 
Michael  Wilson,  NREMT-P 
Director  of  Emergency  Medical  Services 

The  Norton  Fire  Rescue  Department  still  remains  on  the  forefront  of  EMS  in  this  area. 
This  year  we  saw  an  12%  increase  in  EMS  related  calls  which  is  just  above  the 
average  rise  we  have  seen  in  the  past  3  years.  We  are  slightly  above  the  National 
average  of  Advanced  Life  Support  Calls  with  an  average  of  40%  of  our  calls  requiring 
this  advanced  care.  We  operate  2  Advanced  Life  Support  Rescues  Staffing  them  with 
15  EMT's,  7  EMT-Intermediates,  and  6  EMT-Paramedics.  We  supplement  this  with  5 
EMT's  from  the  Call  Department.  We  also  operate  a  Suburban  as  a  rapid  response  unit 
to  help  other  surrounding  towns  when  a  need  for  Advanced  Life  Support  arises.  On 
going  EMS  training  is  mandatory  from  the  Commonwealth  and  each  level  of  EMT 
requires  a  certain  amount  of  training.  On  average,  every  EMT  trains  a  minimum  of  80 
hours  per  year.  This  transfers  to  approximately  2400  man  hours  per  year  in  EMS 
training.  We  currently  have  one  EMT  in  Paramedic  training.  With  emergency  medical 
calls  still  on  the  rise  Nationwide,  EMS  continues  to  be  one  of  the  most  important 
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functions  of  the  Norton  Fire  Rescue  Department.  With  the  opening  of  the  Chartley 
Fire  Station,  this  has  cut  some  response  times  in  the  Chartley  area  in  half.  This  is  very 
important  due  to  the  fact  that  in  some  emergencies  even  seconds  will  count.  Keep  in 
mind  that  this  is  only  a  small  part  in  the  whole  system  which  begins  with  you,  the 
bystander,  knowing  CPR  and  First  Aid,  and  being  able  to  administer  this  care  prior  to 
the  department's  arrival.  In  closing  I  would  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the  Norton 
Fire  Rescue  Department  for  there  loyalty  and  dedication  to  the  citizens  of  this  town, 
and  also  thank  the  citizens  for  your  past  and  future  support  to  the  EMS  Division.

TRAINING  DIVISION 

LIEUTENANT  KENT  D.  CAMPBELL 

The  Norton  Fire  Department  is  continually  training  in  order  to  provide  the  best 
possible  service  to  the  community.  Reinforcement  of  basic  techniques  along  with  new 
techniques  to  meet  present  challenges  are  the  focus  of  the  training.  Department 
members  and  outside  training  agencies  are  both  utilized  to  provide  instruction. 

The  department  requires  all  new  members  to  attend  the  Massachusetts  Firefighting 
Academy's  recruit  training  program.  This  program  is  an  extensive  1 1  week  program 
covering  over  450  hours  of  training.  A  wide  variety  of  topics  are  taught  during  this 
program  which  prepares  the  recruits  for  the  career  they  have  chosen.  Two  members, 
Mike  Haueisen  and  Dan  Lenoci,  completed  this  program  during  the  fiscal  year. 
Congratulations  to  both  members  and  welcome  aboard. 

As  in  the  past,  the  Massachusetts  Firefighting  Academy's  "Impact  Program"  was 
utilized  to  deliver  training  to  each  group  while  on  duty.  These  courses  are  taught  by 
an  academy  instructor  at  our  facility  at  no  cost  to  the  department.  Courses  presented 
this  year  included  "Firefighting  Foam"  and  "Rapid  Intervention  Crew". 

Members  of  the  department  receive  training  in  many  different  areas.  Firefighters  are 
expected  to  be  able  to  perform  many  functions  at  not  only  fire  emergencies,  but  also  at 
the  many  non-fire  emergencies.  These  emergencies  include  motor  vehicle  accidents, 
medical  emergencies,  hazardous  materials,  and  water  rescue  to  name  a  few.  Members 
participate  in  training  while  on  duty  and  also  attend  courses  at  various  outside 
agencies.  Most  of  the  outside  training  is  attended  without  compensation  and  is  a 
reflection  of  the  dedication  of  the  members.  Some  of  the  training  courses  attended  in 
the  past  year  include:

The  Fire  Alarm  Division  is  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  over  35 
miles  of  Fire  Alarm  cable  and  upwards  of  five  hundred  plus  Fire  Alarm  boxes,  both 
street  boxes  and  master/digitize  boxes  on  buildings..  We  are  constantly  changing  over 
"double  poles"  set  by  Nynex  in  their  effort  to  provide  fiber  optic  phone  service  in 
Town.  Mass.  Electric' s  upgrading  of  older,  smaller  poles,  also  keeps  the  Fire  Alarm 
Division  busy  doing  changeovers. 

The  Fire  Alarm  system  within  the  Town  of  Norton  continues  to  expand.  When 
a  builder  decides  to  put  in  a  sub-division  in  Town,  one  of  the  first  things  he  finds  out  is 
that  he  has  to  install  fire  alarm  boxes  at  the  entrance  to  and  with  in  the  proposed  sub- 
division. The  cost  of  any  equipment  and  related  installation  are  born  by  the  developer. 
In  this  way,  we  have  been  able  to  expand  in  the  areas  of  Town  affected  by  growth. 
There  are  over  seven  new  sub-divisions  currently  under  construction  within  the  Town. 

The  Fire  Alarm  Division,  in  addition  to  the  maintenance  of  the  Town's 
municipal  cable  network,  is  also  responsible  for  the  overseeing  and  inspection  of 
commercial  fire  alarm  installations  in  Norton.  As  new  buildings  are  built,  as  older 
buildings  are  modernized,  time  is  spent  meeting  with  the  architects,  engineers, 
electricians,  and  contractors.  The  fire  alarm  systems  that  they  lay  out  are  getting 
increasingly  more  sophisticated  and  complex,  requiring  additional  man-hours  for 
working  out  all  the  details.  Many  of  these  fire  alarm  systems  are  interfaced  with 
HVAC  systems  and  fire  suppression  systems.  Upon  completion,  these  systems  have  to 
be  completely  inspected.  The  personnel  in  the  Fire  Alarm  Division  are  continuing  to 
attend  seminars  and  training  conferences  to  stay  abreast  with  modern  technology. 

One  such  system  that  has  been  recently  completed  is  the  new  Polaroid  Facility. 
This  building  is  over  330,000  square  feet.  It  incorporates  12  sprinkler  zones  ,  a  fire 
pump,  numerous  beam  detectors,  as  well  as  other  alarm  devices.  This  building  is 
using  state  of  the  art  technology  in  the  design  of  their  fire  alarm  system,  including 
"addressable"  panels  and  "smart"  devices.  This  has  vastly  improved  both  the 
performance  of  the  system  with  regard  to  detection  and  notification,  as  well  as  in  the 
maintenance  and  trouble  shooting  of  the  systems.  These  detectors  actually 
communicate  with  the  fire  alarm  panel,  even  telling  the  panel  when  they  are  in  need  of 
a  "cleaning".  This  has  equated  to  less  "needless"  alarms  being  generated. 

We  currently  have  three  major  building  projects  underway,  The  largest  project 
is  the  Town's  new  Police  Station.  This  building  is  also  being  alarmed  with  the  latest 
technology.  It  is  also  going  to  house  the  Communications  Center  for  the  Town.  As  part 
of  this  move  to  the  new  Center,  the  Fire  Alarm  Receiving  equipment  is  being 
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upgraded.  This,  coupled  with  our  modern  cable  plant,  gives  us  an  extremely 
dependable  fire  alarm  system  to  be  proud  of!  The  second  building  under  construction 
is  a  new  Dunkin  Donuts/retail  building  on  the  Norton/ Attleboro  town  line.  The  third  is 
also  on  Old  Colony  Road,  a  building  being  built  to  relocate  an  existing  Chartley 
business  called  Co-operative  Productions. 

I  would  like  to  remind  you  that  these  Fire  Alarm  boxes  are  not  solely  for  the 
purpose  of  reporting  a  fire,  but  can  be  utilized  to  summons  help  in  any  real 
"emergency".  This  is  especially  important  to  remember  if  your  telephone  should 
become  inoperable  (i.e.;  Severe  Storms,  Accidents,  Etc.)  If  you  see  an  Emergency, 
don't  "assume"  that  help  is  on  the  way,  utilize  the  Boxes! !  Another  big  concern  of  the 
Fire  Alarm  Division  is  when  electrical  power  lines  are  down.  This  could  happen 
because  of  hurricanes,  snow  and  ice  storms,  car  accidents,  etc.  please  STAY  CLEAR 
OF  ANY  DOWNED  WIRES.  They  may  look  innocent  enough,  but  could,  and  should, 
be  considered  LIVE  and  ENERGIZED  and  not  touched  in  any  instance!!!

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BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


The  Board  of  Health  consists  of  three  members,  who  are  appointed  for  three-year 
terms.  The  Board  of  Health,  although  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  is  an 
autonomous  Board,  which  acts  under  the  authority  of  Chapter  III,  §  31  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws.  Current  members  are  Chairman,  Paul  Farrington,  Vice- 
Chairman,  Frederick  Watson,  and  Clerk,  Dr.  Elizabeth  Phalen.  Employed  by  the 
Board  is  one  full-time  Health  Agent,  Robert  Curry,  one  part-time  Assistant  Health 
Agent,  one  part-time  Public  Health  Nurse,  Colleen  Berg,  RN,  FNP,  and  one  full-time 
secretary,  Cynthia  Peters. 

The  Health  Agent  oversees  the  day-to-day  operations  of  all  matters  related  to  Public 
Health  and  is  directly  responsible  to  the  Board  of  Health.  Due  to  the  retirement  of 
Alex  Thompson,  Assistant  Health  Agent  the  Health  Agent  has  managed  all  licensing 
inspections  and  complaints.  The  Public  Health  Nurse  offers  and  manages  public 
clinics,  coordinates  with  regional  hospitals  and  medical  clinics  on  public  health  issues, 
and  investigates  communicable  diseases.  The  secretary  is  responsible  in  overseeing 
office  procedures,  assisting  the  public,  and  maintaining  the  appointments, 
correspondence,  and  schedules  for  each  of  the  members  of  the  Board,  Health  Agents, 
and  Public  Health  Nurse. 

The  Board  of  Health  has  issued  191  licenses  for  food  service  establishments,  348 
Disposal  Works  Construction  Permits,  138  licensed  Title  V  (Engineers,  Soil 
Evaluators,  Inspectors,  Installers).  Also  27  rubbish  disposal  companies,  35  septage 
hauling  companies,  3  mobile  home  parks,  3  piggeries,  23  stables,  6  massage 
establishments,  4  public  and  semi-private  swimming  pools,  1  pet  store,  22 
establishments  that  sale  tobacco  products,  4  temporary  trailers,  10  recreation  camps, 
125  potable  and  non-potable  wells,  and  2  tanning  salons.  The  Board  of  Health  has 
received  $97,878.68  in  fees  for  services  performed  in  year  1999. 

The  Assistant  Health  Agent  (performed  by  Health  Agent)  inspects  all  food  service 
establishments  at  least  twice  per  year,  which  include  supermarkets, 
restaurants/cafeterias,  nursing  homes,  and  mobile  food  servers.  This  year,  he  has 
inspected  more  than  100  food  service  establishments,  investigations  of  complaints  and 
issuing  of  Board  of  Health  orders  to  comply  with  the  public  health  rules  and 
regulations. 

This  year,  there  has  been  241  new  Disposal  Works  Construction  Permits  and  107 
repairs  issued  by  the  Board.  Each  system  requires  a  valid  percolation  test,  plans,  and 
application  for  review  and  approval,  and  a  minimum  of  three  inspections  by  the  Health 
Agent  during  installation  before  final  approval.  There  has  been  approximately  589 
percolation  tests  conducted  this  year.  All  new  wells  are  recorded  and  tested  for  safety 
and  capacity  before  they  are  approved  for  use  in  private  dwellings. 
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The  Public  Health  Nurse  has  had  an  active  year  administering  in  excess  of  700 
influenza  vaccinations,  and  over  400  other  immunizations  such  as  polio,  tetanus, 
measles/mumps/rubella,  hepatitis  B,  Hib,  and  DP  AT.  In  addition  she  has  performed  20 
lead  screening  test  and  has  conducted  300  mantoux  (TB)  test.  She  has  coordinated  and 
conducted  public,  institutional,  and  individual/private  clinics  such  as  blood  pressure 
clinics,  cholesterol  testing  clinics,  diabetic  screening  clinics,  lead  testing  clinics,  and 
tuberculosis  testing  clinics.  In  addition,  she  provides  the  State-sponsored  Hepatitis  B 
immunization  program  at  the  Norton  Middle  School  for  sixth  graders,  which  is  a  three- 
part  vaccination  per  participant.  Furthermore,  she  manages  newborn  baby  visits, 
performs  maternal/child  health  follow-ups,  provides  DARE  presentations,  and 
investigates  all  reported  communicable  diseases,  as  required  by  the  Commonwealth. 
She  coordinated  the  annual  Norton  Police  Department  Blood  Drive  held  in  March.  She 
is  also  required  to  attend  ongoing  Center  for  Disease  Control  conferences  for 
immunization  updates,  policy  changes,  and  information  on  newly  discovered  bacteria- 
resistant  communicable  diseases. 

The  Board  has  a  full-time  secretary,  Cynthia  Peters,  to  manage  the  office  and 
streamline  operational  procedures.  The  office  continues  to  update  all  applications  and 
procedures  for  licensing  and  has  computerized  all  pertinent  day-to-day  information  to 
make  records  easily  available.  In  addition  the  office  is  also  opened  Thursday  nights  to 
further  meet  the  needs  of  the  residents. 

The  Board  continues  to  implement  a  Title  V  Betterment  Loan  Program  for  the 
residents  to  upgrade  failed  disposal  systems.  We  are  currently  on  our  2n  $200,000.00 
grant.  The  first  $200,000.00  grant  repaired  35  failed  systems.  Town  meeting 
generously  voted  to  approve  up  to  $1  million  in  Title  V  system  upgrades.  Currently, 
the  program  has  approximately  15  participants,  and  appears  to  have  a  favorable  future.

HISTORY 


Serving  the  towns  of  Norton,  Mansfield,  and  Sharon,  the  Tobacco  Control  Program  is 
funded  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  from  a  $.25  tax  on  each 
pack  of  cigarettes  sold  in  Massachusetts.  The  program  staff  consists  of  one  full-time 
Program  Coordinator,  Karen  Doucette,  and  one  part-time  Health  Educator,  Gretchen 
Elliott.  The  staff  works  with  Boards  of  Health  and  their  agents  in  each  of  the  towns  to 
increase  public  awareness  about  the  numerous  issues  concerning  the  sale  and  use  of 
tobacco  products.  The  Program  Coordinator  has  been  given  the  authority  by  the  Board 
of  Health  to  ensure  each  business  establishment  in  the  Town  is  in  compliance  with  the 
regulations  pertaining  to  the  sale  and  distribution  of  tobacco  products. 

ACTIVITIES 


)      Merchant  awareness  and  education  forums  were  conducted  in  each  of  the  towns  to 
i      make  individual  retailers  conscious  of  state  and  municipal  regulations  regarding  the 
sale  and  use  of  tobacco  products.    Using  adult  and  youth  volunteers,  compliance 
checks  where  conducted  to  determine  if  merchants  were  selling  tobacco  products  to 
K  youths  under  18  years  of  age.   Spot  checks  were  repeated  with  violators,  warnings 
issued,  and,  where  applicable,  fines  imposed. 

In  September,  new  Federal  and  State  conforming  regulations  pertaining  to  the  sale  and 
distribution  of  tobacco  products  were  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Health.  These 
regulations  include,  but  are  not  limited  to,  the  positive  identification  of  individuals 
under  27  years  of  age  purchasing  tobacco  products,  the  prohibition  of  vending 
machines  in  establishments  which  allow  minors,  and  restriction  of  self  service  tobacco 
displays. 

Smoking  cessation  programs  were  also  held  within  the  three  towns.  The  various 
programs  were  well  attended  and  resulted  positively.  Residents  of  each  of  the  towns 

|     are  encouraged  to  utilize  the  wide  variety  of  information  and  resources  about  tobacco 

*     available  through  the  program. 
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INSPECTION  DEPARTMENT 


The  Town  of  Norton  experienced  significant  growth  in  residential  and  commercial 
construction  during  fiscal  year  1999.  The  past  year  saw  substantial  increases  in  the 
number  of  permits  issued  and  the  demand  for  inspections.  Once  again  the  value  of 
construction  projects  more  than  doubled  over  the  previous  year. 

It  is  the  Inspection  Department's  responsibility  to  oversee  construction  through 
the  enforcement  of  building,  electrical,  gas,  and  plumbing  codes,  as  well  as  the 
enforcement  of  Norton's  Zoning  By-laws.

5.  There  is  still  a  lot  of  vandalizing  of  street  signs  and  an  increased  amount  of 
tires,  paint,  batteries,  etc.  being  dumped  on  the  roadsides.  The  cost  of  fixing 
signs  and  disposal  of  rubbish  is  getting  increasingly  expensive. 

6.  Capital  outlay  budget  appropriated  by  the  June  1999  annual  town  meeting 
includes  $81,000  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  truck,  sander  and  10  ft.  power  angle 
plow  which  will  take  the  place  of  the  1972  truck  that  is  used  for  sanding  and 
plowing.  Still  need  to  replace  the  1 977  work  truck  as  it  is  starting  to  cost  more 
in  maintenance  than  it  is  worth. 

7.  The  Crane  Street  bridge  reconstruction  project  is  being  put  back  on  the 
Transportation  Improvement  Program. 

8.  The  Barrow  Street  bridge  is  still  under  construction.  If  the  construction  goes  as 
planned,  the  new  bridge  should  be  fully  opened  by  spring. 

9.  Overall,  it  was  a  very  mild  winter  and  as  a  result,  we  did  more  sanding  than 
plowing. 

10.  Carl  Jacobs  retired  in  November  1998  as  the  town's  Highway  Superintendent, 
after  40  years  of  service  to  the  Town.

CANOE  RIVER  AQUIFER  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 

The  Canoe  River  Aquifer  Advisory  Committee  (C.R.A.A.C.)  held  1 1  meetings 
during  the  year.  The  Committee  meets  on  the  first  Thursday  of  each  month,  in  the  five 
towns  on  the  Canoe  River  -  Easton,  Mansfield,  Norton,  Foxborough,  and  Sharon. 

Some  of  the  notable  accomplishments  and  actions  of  the  C.R.A.A.C.  included: 

•  Formally  thanking  former  Senator  William  Keating  for  all  of  the  work  he  has  done 
for  the  Committee.  Mr.  Keating  was  elected  District  Attorney  for  Norfolk  County 
after  many  years  as  a  State  Senator.  His  assistance  will  be  missed. 

•  Leonard  Flynn  continued  to  work  on  acquiring  the  1 87  acres  along  Rte.  495  in  Norton 
from  the  State  D.P.  W.  This  land  was  originally  taken  by  the  State  when  the  highway 
was  laid  out.  It  would  be  an  important  acquisition. 

•  After  receiving  a  $38,500  grant  from  the  Department  of  Environmental  Protection, 
the  C.R.A.A.C.  retained  the  services  of  Neil  Fennessey  and  students  from  Univ.  of 
Massachusetts/Dartmouth,  to  produce  a  GIS  map  of  the  river.  Kevin  Burlingame- 
Project  Manager,  Philip  Cordeiro,  and  James  Dyment,  presented  the  Committee  with 
the  GIS  Project,  containing  all  properties  along  the  Canoe  River  digitized.  Eight  CD 
ROM's  and  instructions  were  presented  to  the  Committee. 

•  Dr.  Phil  Barske,  an  Easton  representative  of  the  Committee,  donated  a  water  aquifer 
model  to  the  Committee  to  be  used  by  all  of  the  schools  in  the  five  towns.  Mr.  Barske 
attends  many  C.R.A.A.C.  meetings  and  has  been  a  strong  supporter 

•  Pat  Rogers,  Taunton  River  Basin  Team  Leader,  appeared  before  the  Committee  to 
discuss  an  Executive  Office  of  Environmental  Affairs  grant  for  a  river  gauging  station 
to  be  installed  on  the  Canoe  River  in  Norton. 

•  Bob  Jones  organized  the  12th  Annual  Awareness  Day,  which  was  held  at  the  Canoe 
River  Campground  in  Mansfield  on  Saturday,  May  15,  1999.  Kerry  Mackin, 
Executive  Director  of  Ipswich  River  Watershed  Association,  was  the  guest  speaker. 

•  Sharon  and  Easton  sponsored  a  Lawn  Care  Seminar  on  June  22,  1999  at  the  Sharon 
Community  Center  with  Mike  Walsh  of  Horticultural  Concepts.  This  was  a  result  of 
the  Committee's  interest  in  limiting  outdoor  water  use.  Future  seminars  can  be 
expected. 

•  The  Committee  reviewed  the  issue  of  rebuilding  the  Mill  Pond  Dam  in  Mansfield. 

•  Joan  Sozio  was  appointed  to  serve  on  the  Federal  Safe  Drinking  Water  Act  Fees 
Advisory  Committee  as  a  member  of  an  environmental  organization.

REPORT  TO  THE  TOWN  OF  NORTON 


During  the  program  year  ending  September  30,  1999,  Self  Help,  Inc.,  received  a  total 
funding  of  approximately  $13  . 9M  and  provided  direct  services  to  13,541  limited  income 
households  in  the  area. 

In  the  town  of  NORTON,  SHI  provided  services  totaling  $502,384  to  569  households 
during  program  year  1999. 

The  total  funding  of  $13,896,853  does  not  tell  the  real  value  of  human  services  delivered 
to  the  area  as  a  whole.  Self  Help's  funding  enabled  us  to  mobilize  an  additional 
$1,379,860  of  other  community  resources  such  as,  volunteers,  donations  of  space,  and 
private  donations  in  the  form  of  goods  and  services.  Therefore,  the  gross  value  of  Self 
Help,  Inc.,  during  the  past  program  year  was  $15,276,713. 

In  addition,  Self  Help  currently  employs  262  individuals,  many  who  are  of  limited 
income,  minorities,  and  who  reside  in  our  service  area. 

We  feel  that  October  1 ,  1 998  through  September  30,  1 999  was  a  successful  program  year 
for  us  because  we  were  able  to  assist  as  many  limited  income  individuals  and/or  families 
as  we  did,  regardless  of  the  challenges  of  being  a  human  service  provider. 

We  thank  all  the  volunteers,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  its  representative  to  our  Board, 
Mr.  James  Dinsel,  the  limited  income  representative,  Mr.  Jack  Bush,  and  the  private 
sector  representatives,  for  helping  to  make  Fiscal  Year  1999  a  successful  one.

The  Norton  Planning  Board  consists  of  the  following  members:  Nicholas  R. 
Tessitore,  Chairman,  Mary  Ellen  Paravalos,  Vice  Chairman,  Joanne  Haracz,  Clerk, 
Marshall  B.  Martin  III,  Kenneth  A.  Leroux,  Dorothy  A.  Freeman  and  Ronald  K.

The  year  July  1,  1998  to  June  30,  1999  was  again  a  busy  year  for  the  Planning 
Board. 

Perhaps  the  most  significant  development  before  the  Planning  Board  was  the 
proposed  Tournament  Players  Club  (TCP)  eighteen  hole  golf  course  with  adjacent 
commercial  development  of  up  to  1,000,000  square  feet.  On  March  17,  1999,  The 
Park  at  Great  Woods  applied  for  approval  of  a  definitive  subdivision  plan  and  a 
Special  Permit  to  build  a  championship  golf  course  in  the  area  known  as  The  Great 
Woods.  The  Planning  Board  held  public  hearings  on  the  proposal  and,  while 
generally  supportive  of  the  proposal,  tried  to  ascertain  the  impacts  such  a  large 
development  would  have  on  the  community.  It  was  generally  acknowledged  that  the 
project  would  be  a  prestigious  addition  to  the  community  and  that  the  commercial 
development  would  make  significant  contributions  to  the  tax  base  but  that  traffic, 
drainage,  wetlands  and  water  withdrawal  impacts  would  have  to  be  closely 
monitored. 

FY  1999  also  saw  the  first  major  implementation  of  the  recommendations  made  in 
the  recently  completed  Master  Plan.  At  the  Spring  1999  ATM  the  Planning  Board 
brought  before  Town  Meeting  a  comprehensive  revision  of  the  zoning  bylaw.  All  the 
old  zoning  districts  were  eliminated  and  six  new  districts  were  created:  Residential 
80,  Residential  60,  Residential  40,  Village  Commercial,  Commercial  and  Industrial. 
The  new  districts  closely  followed  recommended  changes  proposed  in  the  Master 
Plan.  The  minimum  lot  size  allowed  in  Town  was  increased  from  30,000  to  40,000 
square  feet  and  two  new  districts  were  created  where  lots  must  be  a  minimum  of 
either  60,000  or  80,000  square  feet.  Significant  changes  to  the  uses  allowed  in  Town 
were  not  made  although  the  Master  Plan  recommended  that  the  use  designations  be 
updated  to  better  reflect  work  classifications  in  the  contemporary  economy. 

Subdivision  development  remained  strong  in  FY  1999.  In  the  last  two  or  three  years 
Norton  has  experienced  rapidly  rising  housing  prices.  The  Planning  Board  often 
receives  calls  from  individuals  wanting  early  knowledge  about  proposed  subdivision 
because,  they  claim,  by  the  time  they  find  out  about  a  subdivision  the  lots/homes  are 
all  sold.  The  strong  economy  has,  however,  made  it  difficult  for  the  Planning  Board 
to  get  developers  to  wrap  up  their  projects.  With  lots  and  housing  prices  so  high, 
developers  are  often  inclined  to  fix  their  attention  on  to  a  new  project  before  they

completely  finish  their  last  project.  Unfortunately,  the  law  does  not  allow  the 
Planning  Board  to  require  a  developer  to  completely  finish  one  project  before 
starting  another.  The  Planning  Board,  like  the  residents  who  live  in  these  nearly 
finished  projects,  finds  the  situation  often  frustrating  and  will  continue  to  press 
developers  to  finish  their  projects  as  soon  as  possible. 

In  the  next  year  or  two,  the  Planning  Board  anticipates  continued  strong  residential 
development  and,  with  the  development  of  the  TPC  golf  course,  a  dramatic  increase 
in  upper  end  commercial  development.  As  Norton  continues  to  grow  and  develop  as 
a  suburban  community,  the  Planning  Board  will  work  to  revise  and  refine  the  zoning 
and  subdivision  regulations  to  attain  higher  quality  design  in  both  residential  and 
commercial  development.  The  Planning  Board  appreciates  the  interest  and  public 
participation  of  all  Norton  residents. 
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SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL 
SERVICES  GROUP 


The  seventeen  municipalities  that  are  members  of  the  Southeastern  Regional 
Services  Group  (SERSG)  participated  in  several  cooperative  procurements  run  by 
SERSG  that  resulted  in  significant  savings  on  DPW  supplies  and  services  and  office 
supplies. 

SERSG  members'  views  were  presented  to  the  Department  of  Telecommunications 
and  Energy  on  a  number  of  rule-makings  which  affect  local  governments:  DTE  98- 
109  (the  amended  Dig  Safe  regulations),  DTE  98-36  (the  amended  Pole  Attachment 
regulations)  and  DTE  98-22  (the  new  Standards  for  Restoration  of  Roadways 
following  Utility  cuts.)  The  Regional  Administrator  served  on  the  Technical 
Committee  which  DTE  formed  to  recommend  road  restoration  standards. 

The  SERSG  Academic  Luncheon  was  held  in  the  Spring  at  the  University  of 
Massachusetts  at  Boston,  the  annual  SERSG  Legislative  Breakfast  was  held  in  May 
at  Masassiot  Community  College,  and  a  joint  meeting  of  the  SERSG  Board  of 
Directors  and  the  South  Shore  Coalition  of  Managers  was  held  in  Hingham  in 
August  followed  by  a  luncheon  at  the  South  Shore  Country  Club. 

The  Regional  Administrator  was  asked  to  speak  at  the  Massachusetts  Town 
Counsel/City  Solicitor's  Association  in  January  about  the  SERSG  Model  Street 
Opening  By-Law,  at  DEP's  Buy  Recycled  Workshop  in  April  about  cooperative 
purchasing,  and  at  the  Lincoln  Institute  of  Land  Policy  in  October  about  local 
governments  charging  street  rental  fees  for  use  of  public  right-of-ways. 

SERSG  continues  to  successfully  administer  a  Massachusetts  Tobacco  Control 
Program  grant  on  behalf  of  the  Boards  of  Health  of  the  Towns  of  Easton,  East 
Bridgewater,  Raynham,  and  Stoughton.  The  City  of  Taunton's  Board  of  Health  has 
voted  to  join  this  tobacco  collaborative  and  will  be  included  in  the  grant  application 
for  the  next  three  year  funding  cycle. 

SERSG  continues  to  be  a  means  for  member  municipalities  to  obtain  information 
and  the  results  of  research  on  problems  of  common  concern  to  local  governments  as 
well  as  obtaining  competitive  prices  in  supplies  and  services.  It  also  provides  a 
mechanism  for  member  municipalities  to  share  grant  monies  and  to  receive  services. 
We  look  forward  to  new  and  additional  opportunities  to  serve  your  community  in  the 
up-coming  year.

REPORT  TO  THE  TOWN  OF  NORTON  FROM  THE  COMMISSIONERS 
OF  THE  SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL  PLANNING  AND  ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENT  DISTRICT  (SRPEDD) 

The  Town  of  Norton  is  a  member  of  the  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic 
Development  District.  SRPEDD  (pronounced  sir-ped)  is  the  regional  agency  serving 
twenty-seven  cities  and  towns  in  southeastern  Massachusetts  dealing  with  common  issues 
facing  our  region,  such  as  economic  development,  growth  and  land  development, 
transportation,  environment  and  general  planning  for  the  future.  SRPEDD  is  governed  by  a 
Commission  of  local  mayors,  selectmen,  planning  board  members  and  at  large  members. 
We  are  funded  by  federal  and  state  grants  and  local  assessments.  For  1999,  the  Town  of 
Norton  paid  $2,193.24  to  SRPEDD,  based  upon  an  assessment  of  15.375  cents  per  capita. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Town  of  Norton  was  represented  on  the  SRPEDD  Commission  by 
Heather  Graf  and  Mary  Ellen  Paravalos.  The  Joint  Transportation  Planning  Group 
representatives  were  Jan  Lemaire  and  Heather  Graf. 

Some  of  SRPEDD's  more  significant  accomplishments  during  1999  were: 

•The  Vision  2020  Task  Force  released  its  report  in  1999  -  Southeastern  Massachusetts:  An 
Agenda  for  the  Future.  It  addresses  the  issue  of  unplanned  growth  and  sprawl  in  the  region 
and  makes  specific  recommendations  for  change.  The  Vision  2020  Task  Force  was  a  panel 
of  regional  leaders  representing  various  interests  throughout  southeastern  Massachusetts.  It 
was  sponsored  by  SRPEDD  and  two  other  regional  planning  agencies  -  OCPC  and  MAPC. 

•Completion  and  certification  of  the  annual  Transportation  Improvement  Program  (TIP) 
which  set  regional  priorities  for  federal  transportation  funds.  The  TIP  sets  priorities  for  $92 
million  in  federal  and  state  dollars  for  regional  transportation  projects  over  the  next  3  years. 

•Building  Partnerships  for  Economic  Development  in  Southeastern  Massachusetts,  a 
regional  economic  development  strategy,  was  completed  and  certified  by  the  U.S. 
Economic  Development  Administration,  making  the  region  eligible  for  federal  economic 
development  grants  from  EDA. 

"The  100  Most  Dangerous  Intersections  in  Southeastern  Massachusetts"  was 
compiled  by  SRPEDD  utilizing  accident  information  for  the  1996-98  three  year 
period.  All  100  intersections  are  evaluated  and  ranked  according  to  level  of  danger, 
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and  traffic  volume,  and  the  report  is  used  to  identify  needed  safety  improvements  at 
these  intersections. 

SRPEDD  conducts  a  district-wide  traffic  counting  program  and  maintains  a 
computer  file  of  all  available  traffic  count  data  throughout  the  region.  SRPEDD 
undertook  counts  at  90  locations  this  year.  SRPEDD  also  compiled  computerized 
accident  records  for  Acushnet,  Fairhaven,  Norton,  Rehoboth,  Rochester,  Seekonk, 
and  Freetown. 

Southeastern  Massachusetts  is  represented  on  the  Internet  by  SRPEDD's  web  site  at 
hup    u  11  w.  srpedd.org.  The  site  contains  data  and  information  about  every  city  and 
town  in  the  region,  and  includes  the  Vision  2020  project,  transportation,  planning, 
zoning,  environmental  and  economic  development.  SRPEDD  also  operates  the 
Southeastern  Massachusetts  Data  Center,  which  maintains  the  Fact  Book  and 
provides  information  to  businesses,  cities  and  towns,  and  individuals.  We 
completed  population,  employment  and  housing  unit  projections  to  the  year  2025  for 
each  city  and  town. 

SRPEDD  continued  work  to  develop  commuter  rail  service  to  Taunton,  Fall  River 
and  New  Bedford,  and  is  continuing  to  monitor  MBTA  studies  of  alternative  routes. 
SRPEDD  reviewed  and  commented  on  the  MBTA's  Draft  Environmental  Impact 
Report  for  commuter  rail  service.  SRPEDD  conducted  a  public  informational 
meeting  on  the  technical  comments  on  the  DEIR  to  assist  other  interested  parties  in 
preparing  their  review  comment 

An  inventory  of  sensitive  environmental  areas  impacted  by  roadway  runoff  along 
federally  eligible  roads  is  being  prepared  by  SRPEDD  in  the  Buzzards  Bay  region. 
GRRIP  (Geographic  Roadway  Runoff  Inventory  Program),  funded  by  the 
Executive  Office  of  Transportation  and  Construction  (EOTC)  and  the 
Massachusetts  Highway  Department  (MHD). 

SRPEDD  approved  $1,437,000  in  grants  from  our  regional  transportation 
allocation  for  six  "enhancement"  projects.  Included  were:  Fall  River  Bike  Path 
Phase  1,  construction;  Wareham  Bike  Path  Phase  1,  construction;  Mattapoisett 
Bike  Path,  planning  and  design;  Fairhaven  Bike  Path,  planning  and  design; 
Seekonk  Stormwater  Mitigation,  installation  of  new  stormwater  drains;  and 
Buzzards  Bay  Stormwater  Runoff  Project,  inventory  and  ranking. 

An  extensive  Geographic  Information  System  (GIS)  mapping  program  is 
maintained  by  SRPEDD.  This  year,  new  computerized  "data  layers"  were  added  to 
the  system,  including  local  zoning  and  environmental  data.  The  GIS  staff  is 
working  on  EOEA-funded  buildout  analysis  for  19  communities  in  the  district. 
Information  provided  will  include  zoning,  wetlands,  floodplains,  waterbodies,  land 
use  and  new  subdivisions. 

SRPEDD  worked  with  the  two  regional  transit  authorities,  GATRA  and  SRTA,  on 
issues  such  as  route  evaluations,  marketing,  service  to  elderly  and  handicapped 
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persons  and  overall  data  compilation  and  analysis.  SRPEDD  also  continued  to  assist 
SRTA  and  GATRA  in  expanding  service  through  the  Welfare-to-Work,  Access  to 
Jobs  program. 

•  SRPEDD  continued  its  affiliation  with  the  South  Eastern  Economic  Development 
(SEED)  Corporation,  which  makes  loans  to  small  businesses  for  expansion.  In  1999 
SEED  approved  loans  to  149  small  businesses  in  the  amount  of  $26  million.  These 
loans  are  projected  to  create  963  new  jobs.  SEED  once  again  was  the  #1  Small 
Business  Administration  lender  of  SB  A  504  loans  in  Massachusetts. 

•  SRPEDD  reviewed  and  commented  on  major  transportation  related,  economic 
development  initiatives  in  the  region,  such  as:  the  Park  at  Great  Woods  in  Norton;  the 
Great  Waves  Park  in  Mansfield;  Route  44  improvements  in  Raynham  and 
Middleborough;  seaport  master  plans  in  Fall  River  and  New  Bedford;  the  Attleboro 
Industrial/Business  Park;  and,  commuter  rail  station  improvement  plans  in  Mansfield, 
Attleboro  and  Lakeville. 

•  SRPEDD  designed  and  developed  a  regional  economic  development  web  site 
identifying  over  100  "Priority  Development  Sites"  including  information  on  location, 
highway  access,  acreage  and/or  square  footage,  zoning,  permitted  use,  rail  lines,  transit, 
airports,  development  incentives  and  contact(s). 

In  addition,  municipal  assistance  was  provided  to  Norton  in  the  following  areas: 

SRPEDD  provided  zoning  assistance  to  the  Town  for  Site  Plan  Review 

•  SRPEDD  provided  assistance  for  GIS  Request  For  Proposal  review 
SRPEDD  provided  technical  assistance  to  the  Town  on  the  Open  Space  Plan 

•  SRPEDD  provided  technical  assistance  on  the  proposed  Mansfield-Norton  Multi-use 
Trail

governed  by  elected  and  appointed  officials  from  all  the  cities  and  towns.  We  look  forward  to 
serving  you  in  the  future.

Hurricane  season  -  14  named  storms  continue  the  trend  of  rising  activity  and  are 
monitored  very  closely  through  National  Weather-Taunton. 

Tornado  and  microburst  continue  to  be  a  threat  in  our  area  as  there  has  been 
occurrences  of  either  one  within  50  miles  of  Norton. 

Winter  storms  while  not  frequent,  in  this  weather  cycle,  tend  to  be  intense  and 
wet  or  icy  snow  tends  to  do  more  damage. 

With  new  Middle  school  opening  NEMA  has  designated  it  the  primary  shelter, 
as  it  can  be  powered  with  the  in-house  generator.  Space  allocations  and  areas  of  use 
have  been  coordinated  with  the  school  department. 

In  light  of  the  oxygen  tank  truck  explosion,  which  highlighted  the  hazardous 
materials  that  travel  through  our  community,  NEMA  coordinated  a  Hazmat  drill  in 
cooperation  with  the  Norton  Police  and  Fire/Rescue  that  simulated  a  similar  incident. 
The  hazardous  material  used  for  the  drill  was  taken  from  the  number  on  a  truck  placard 
travelling  route  495. 

Our  refurbishment  of  a  Field  Support  unit  to  help  victims  and  rescuers  at  an 
incident  site  is  complete.  As  is  the  mobile  Emergency  Power  &  Light  unit.  All  has 
been  done  through  volunteer  efforts  and  donations  of  equipment  and  labor. 

We  dedicate  this  report  to  the  memory  of  Corey  Anderson  whose  untimely 
death  brought  together  a  town  with  a  cadre  of  professional  rescuers  and  volunteers  alike 
-  who  still  feel  the  void  today.

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WATER&  SEWER  DEPARTMENT 


The  purpose  of  the  Water  Department  is  to  provide  the  Town  of  Norton  with  a 
safe,  dependable  water  supply.  All  residents  of  the  Town  of  Norton  received  their  first 
Consumer  Confidence  Report  as  mandated  by  the  EPA's  Safe  Drinking  Water  Act. 
This  report  is  intended  to  provide  valuable  information  about  their  drinking  water 
quality.  To  maintain  our  commitment  to  the  Town  our  staff  collects  and  tests  water 
samples  checking  purity  and  identifying  potential  problems  long  before  the  water 
reaches  your  home  or  business. 

The  residents  and  business  owners  of  Norton  are  to  be  commended  for  their 
support  during  the  water  moratorium  imposed  this  year.  Due  to  your  cooperation  we 
have  been  able  to  maintain  availability  of  quality  water  during  this  difficult  time. 

The  Norton  Water  Department  hopes  to  go  out  to  bid  for  the  3  million  gallon 
ground  storage  tank  and  pumping  station  with  construction  starting  in  the  year  2000. 
This  storage  tank  is  to  be  built  off  Mansfield  Avenue  on  land  adjacent  to  Polaroid 
Corporation.  Future  plans  call  for  additional  16"  water  main  to  be  extended  from  the 
tank  through  the  newly  proposed  Park  at  Great  Woods  Golf  Course. 

At  this  time  the  Norton  Water  Department  is  actively  pursuing  purchasing 
water,  to  augment  its  supply,  from  the  Taunton  River  Desalinization  Project  which  is 
slated  for  2002. 

The  'King  Philip-Plain  Street'  road  water  main  project  was  completed  as  part  of 
the  continuing  water  main  upgrade  replacing  aged  transite  pipe  with  larger  diameter 
ductile  iron  pipe  for  greater  carrying  capacity.  This  will  also  benefit  fire  flow  for  the 
larger  pumping  capacities  of  the  present  fire  apparatus. 

The  department  just  completed  its  first  complete  distribution  flushing  program. 
For  this  program  to  be  effective  it  will  be  conducted  every  Spring  and  every  Fall. 

SEWER 

Norton  and  Foxboro  continue  to  meet  to  discuss  future  expansion  of  the 
Mansfield  sewer  facility.  Collective  efforts  regarding  the  reuse  of  Mansfield's  "gray 
water"  to  irrigate  the  proposed  new  golf  course  in  Norton,  Tweeter  Center  and  Great 
Waves  continues. 
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The  Town  of  Norton  is  negotiating,  at  this  time,  with  the  Town  of  Taunton  to 
find  the  best  answer  to  the  Winnecunnet  sewer  issue.  As  previously  advised  by  the 
consultant's  report  tying  into  the  Taunton  sewer  system  is  the  most  economic  solution.

The  following  were  the  most  important  actions  of  the  Commission  during  the  year: 

1.  On  January  20  1999,  a  public  hearing  was  held  to  discuss  suggested  "improvements 
of  walkways  and  lights"  at  the  Common.  After  considerable  discussion  the  hearing 
was  continued,  but  since  the  proposal  was  later  withdrawn,  no  action  by  the 
Commission  was  taken. 

2.  A  public  hearing  was  held  on  April  7,  1999  to  consider  a  request  by  the  Trustees  of 
the  Norton  Public  Library  for  permission  to  construct  a  Library  Park  adjacent  to  the 
Library.  The  Commission  issued  to  the  Trustees  a  Certificate  of  Appropriateness. 

3.  On  May  12,  1999,  a  public  hearing  was  held  to  consider  a  request  by  Wheaton 
College  for  a  Certificate  of  Appropriateness  to  install  vinyl  siding  on  two  buildings, 
window  replacements  in  one  building,  installation  of  a  temporary  wooden  fence, 
and  carrying  out  several  general  maintenance  projects.  All  items  were  approved, 
and  an  inclusive  Certificate  of  Appropriateness  was  issued. 

The  Commission  as  a  whole  expresses  its  gratitude  to  the  Selectmen  for  their 
reappointment  of  very  valuable  members  of  the  Commission.

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RECREATION  DEPARTMENT 


In  fiscal  year  1999,  many  positive  and  exciting  changes  took  place  for  the  Park  and 
Recreation  Department. 

The  most  noticeable  improvement  made  to  the  Everett  Leonard  Complex  was  the 
addition  of  a  new  playground  structure  designed  for  ages  2  through  12.  With  this 
structure  and  the  addition  of  two  tot  swings  we  finally  have  a  playground  suitable  for 
preschool  children  to  use  during  school  hours  when  those  lots  are  closed  to  the  public. 
Other  improvements  that  occurred  at  the  complex  include:  much  needed  roof  repairs; 
new  walkways  from  the  pavilion  to  the  basketball  court  and  to  the  pool;  a  handicap 
accessible  parking  area  and  a  ramp  into  the  pool  area.  A  new  hydraulic  operated 
chairlift  for  the  pool  also  was  installed.  The  handicap  accessible  improvements  were 
funded  by  a  generous  donation  of  $7000  from  the  Atlantic  Development  Company  on 
the  sale  of  property  in  the  Norton  Great  Woods  to  the  Polaroid  Company.  We  are 
sincerely  grateful  for  all  the  work  performed  by  the  Bristol  County  Sheriffs  Office 
inmate  work  program.  Through  this  program,  the  inmates  scraped  about  7  or  8  layers 
of  peeling  paint  off  the  pavilion  then  repainted  it,  along  with  many  other  projects,  for  a 
significant  cost  savings  for  the  Town.  Various  Norton  volunteers  provided  numerous 
hours  of  labor;  a  community  service  day  with  over  20  students  and  instructors  from 
Personal  Best  Karate  Studio  also  contributed  greatly.  Much  work  is  still  needed,  but 
the  future  looks  bright  at  the  Everett  Leonard  Complex. 

The  Recreation  Department  was  also  the  recipient  of  financial  contributions  from 
corporate  sponsors,  private  donators  and  charity  foundations.  Many  other  local 
businesses  contributed  to  help  make  our  programs  a  success. 

Paul  Hawksley  directed  one  of  our  most  visible  programs,  the  1 998  Summer  Program. 
Approximately  70  children  attended  per  week.  Included  in  the  program's  structure 
were  two  sleepovers,  swim  lessons,  arts  and  crafts,  dress-up  days,  and  field  trips.  The 
Norton  Women  of  Today  contributed  funds  to  send  children  to  the  playground  program 
on  scholarships.  With  Daniel  Barone  heading  up  the  aquatics  program,  residents  were 
able  to  participate  in  swimming  lessons  and  enjoy  Public  Open  Swim  during  the 
evenings  and  weekends  at  the  town  pool. 

The  Adult  Recreational  Basketball  Program  continued  with  much  success  with  program 
offerings  for  the  fall,  winter  and  spring,  the  program  was  expanded  by  adding  an 
additional  night  during  the  winter  session.  Lisa  Varney  instructed  the  pre-school 
program,  Time  for  Tykes,  during  the  summer,  then  turned  over  the  program  to 
instructor  Suzanne  Lee  for  the  Fall  session.  Due  to  scheduling  conflicts  we  are  no 
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longer  able  to  use  St.  Mary's  Parish  Center,  so  the  Time  for  Tykes  program  has  been  on 
hold  until  a  new  site  can  be  located. 

The  Recreation  Department  once  again  administered  the  Youth  Basketball  League 
program  with  Larry  Taylor  and  Shaun  Kerrigan  leading  the  Youth  Basketball 
Association  of  volunteers.  Due  to  an  increase  in  girls  participating,  we  were  able  to 
restructure  the  program  into  leagues  with  a  2-year  age  span  instead  of  a  three  year  span. 
Not  only  did  the  girls'  program  expand,  but  we  also  were  able  to  add  two  more  teams  to 
the  9-10  boys  league.  In  addition  to  the  basketball  program,  this  year  we  had  a  coach's 
clinic  and  a  clinic  for  girls  in  the  basketball  program  run  by  Sarah  Behn,  a  college 
basketball  coach,  who  volunteered  her  time.  Approximately  75  girls  and  20  coaches 
attended  these  clinics.  The  Youth  Basketball  Instructional  Program  was  offered  for 
ages  6  to  8.  This  program  continued  to  be  a  huge  success  with  169  participants  in  its 
second  year  running.  Jack  Nicolas  volunteered  as  Program  Director  for  both  the  Adult 
Basketball  and  the  Instructional  Youth  Basketball. 

Volunteers  Ron  Almeida  and  Judy  Rubicine  led  the  ski  trip  program  by  putting  in 
extensive  time  registering  and  chaperoning  5  trips  this  year.  The  Spring  Egg  Hunt  was  a 
great  success  with  an  estimated  count  of  500  participants  and  their  parents.  The  annual 
Mother's  Day  weekend  road  race,  "Run  to  Fill  the  Pool",  had  to  be  postponed  due  to 
the  unavailability  of  St.  Mary's  Parish  Center  and  the  need  to  find  a  new  route  and 
facility  to  hold  the  event.  With  the  Barrows  Street  and  West  Main  Street  bridges  out, 
finding  a  new  6.2-mile  route  within  Town  limits  proved  to  be  difficult.  The  first  annual 
Youth  Fishing  Derby  was  held  May  1 st  at  Ann'  Place  Restaurant  on  Lake 
Winnecunnett.  45  children  and  their  families  participated  in  this  new  event.  A  big 
thank  you  goes  out  to  Boy  Scout  Troop  #12  for  their  assistance.  © 

Mary  Ann  Webberson  continued  working  as  Recreation  Office  Aide.  Office 
improvements  included  purchasing  a  second  computer. 

In  June,  town  meeting  approved  $15,000  as  our  match  for  a  grant  to  develop  the  Old 
Colony  Multipurpose  Trail.  This  trail  extends  from  Crane  Street  to  the  Mansfield  Train 
Station  and  will  include  a  paved  bike  path  paralleled  by  a  trail  for  equestrian  use.  This 
project  is  a  joint  effort  of  the  Norton  and  Mansfield  Recreation  Departments  and  the 
Mansfield  Planning  Department.  Vanasse  Hangen  Brustlin,  Inc.  was  hired  to  complete 
the  design  work  for  the  project. 

We  would  like  to  give  special  thanks  to  all  who  assisted  the  Park  and  Recreation 
Department  this  past  fiscal  year.  The  Recreation  Commission  welcomed  new  members 
Oce  Harrison,  William  Hebard,  Kenneth  LeRoux,  and  Dawn  Patterson  while  Robert 
LaConte,  Sr.  resigned  after  serving  a  great  number  of  years  on  the  Recreation 
Commission.  In  addition,  thanks  are  extended  to  our  program  participants  and 
volunteers,  the  Women  of  Today,  Wheaton  College,  Personal  Best  Karate  Studio,  the 
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Capital  Improvements  Committee,  and  the  Highway,  Communications,  Conservation, 
Police  and  Fire  Departments.

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LOCAL  HOUSING  PARTNERSHIP 


The  Local  Housing  Partnership  continued  to  look  into  various  ways  to  promote  and 
create  affordable  housing  for  town  residents.  Late  in  the  year  we  received  word  that  the 
local  chapter  of  Old  Colony  Habitat  for  Humanity  was  interested  in  speaking  to  us  to 
form  a  joint  venture  to  create  affordable  housing.  After  a  number  of  meetings  were 
held,  it  was  determined  that  our  interests  were  very  common  in  nature. 

At  this  time,  both  organizations  agreed  to  form  an  alliance.  We  agreed  to  transfer  the 
use  of  the  land  acquired  from  the  Town  on  the  Taunton  border  of  South  Worcester 
Street  to  Habitat.

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LIBRARY 


We've  been  very  busy  at  the  library  during  FY'99.  We  held  our  first  annual 
Holiday  Open  House,  two  visits  by  Norton  authors,  art  and  collector  displays  in  our 
case  and  in  the  community  room,  and  the  Ground  Breaking  for  the  Norton  Library 
Park.  One  of  the  highlights  of  the  year  was  Poetry  Day  in  Norton.  Held  in  conjunction 
with  Wheaton  College,  we  drew  crowds  at  both  the  college  and  here  at  the  library  to 
enjoy  poetry  readings. 

We  offer  many  programs  for  both  children  and  adults  at  the  library.  This  year, 
8555  people  attended  375  children's  programs.  We  increased  our  number  of  adult 
programs,  bringing  attendance  to  1085.  Besides  library  programs,  our  facility  provided 
space  for  665  additional  meetings  this  year. 

The  library  has  1 1 ,245  registered  borrowers  who  have  access  to  our  collection 
of  over  44,000  items  including  books,  periodicals,  CDs,  CD  ROMS,  videos, 
audiocassettes,  books  on  tape,  kits,  puppets,  and  museum  passes.  We  offer  2  Internet 
stations,  2  word-processing  stations,  a  CD  ROM  workstation  in  the  adult  room  and  a 
Little  Tikes  computer  for  preschoolers  in  the  children's  room. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  continued  to  support  us  throughout  the  year, 
supplementing  our  budget  with  their  various  fundraisers.  As  always,  their  financial 
assistance  in  providing  the  10  passes  that  we  offer  to  museums  and  zoos  is  a  boon  to 
our  patrons. 

We  were  fortunate  to  be  the  recipient  of  several  grants.  The  Norton  Cultural 
Council  and  Rodman  Ride  for  Kids  funded  1 8  programs  for  children  and  adults.  Thanks 
to  a  grant  from  CitiFinancial,  we  were  able  to  add  2  computers  to  the  library.  Dr. 
Barbara  Jackson  once  again  donated  100  books  to  the  Children's  Room  and  read  to  the 
children  at  Dr.  Jackson's  Reading  Club  in  March.  Hockomock  Community  Partnerships 
made  it  possible  for  us  to  add  many  new  books,  kits,  and  puppets  to  our  Children's 
Collection.  We  are  happy  to  be  a  partner  with  Wheaton  College  in  the  America  Reads 
program,  held  here  twice  a  week  during  the  school  year. 

Our  day  to  day  operations  are  carried  out  by  a  very  competent  staff.  I  thank 
them  for  their  dedication  to  the  library  and  friendly  service  to  our  patrons.

CONSERVATION 


The  Norton  Conservation  Commission  is  a  seven  member  board  of  volunteers  to 
administer  and  enforce  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act  (M.G.L.  Chapter  131,  Section  40) 
and  its  Regulations  (310  CMR  10.00).  Also,  the  Commission  also  oversees  the  DEP 
Policy  for  Stormwater  Management  within  the  100-foot  buffer  zone.  The  Conservation 
Commission  manages  over  340  acres  of  land  for  open  space  and  preservation  purposes 
as  well  as  over  600  acres  of  waterbodies.  During  the  last  year,  the  Commission 
reviewed  72  Requests  for  Determination  of  Applicability,  12  Notices  of  Intent,  5 
Extension  Permits  and  40  Certificates  of  Compliance.  The  Commission  did  not  issue 
any  Enforcement  Orders.  In  addition  to  reviewing  the  wetland  permits  for  compliance 
with  local,  state  and  federal  environmental  regulations,  the  Conservation  Agent  also 
inspects  the  wetland  boundary  at  each  location  for  which  a  permit  has  been  applied. 

The  Conservation  Agent  serves  as  the  CRS  Coordinator  for  the  FEMA  Community 
Rating  System  Program.  This  program  requires  the  Agent  to  perform  certain 
educational  and  informational  services  to  the  public  free  of  charge  in  order  to  achieve 
points  on  the  rating  scale.  Once  all  points  have  been  earned  each  year  the  town  then 
qualifies  for  a  5%  reduction  on  flood  insurance  premiums.  As  part  of  the  services 
provided,  the  Agent  can  make  floodplain  determinations  for  homeowners.  The 
Conservation  Commission  is  voluntarily  enrolled  in  this  program  and  hopes  to  further 
increase  the  percentage  of  savings  by  increasing  the  services  provided.  Anyone  may 
call  the  Conservation  Office  to  obtain  a  floodplain  determination. 

The  Open  Space  and  Recreation  Plan  has  been  updated  by  Carlos  Fragata  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Norton  Assessor,  Recreation  and  Planning  Departments;  Daylor 
Consulting  Group  Inc.;  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Development 
District;  Easton  DPW  and  Norton  Land  Preservation  Society.  The  Conservation 
Commission  would  also  like  to  acknowledge  the  efforts  of  the  Ad-Hoc  Open  Space  and 
Recreation  Plan  Update  Committee  whose  members  included  Jerry  Bishop,  Dan 
Callahan,  James  Chabot,  Curtis  Dahl,  Suzanne  Erikson,  Kenneth  LeRoux,  Kevin 
MacCaffrie,  Marshall  Martin,  Bob  Salvo,  Anne  Shoemaker,  and  Shirley  Wood.  With 
the  resignation  of  Carlos  Fragata,  Assistant  Town  to  the  Manager,  Robin  Leal  and 
Conservation  Agent,  Jennifer  Carlino  completed  the  additional  information  required  by 
the  Division  of  Conservation  Services.  The  Town  of  Norton  is  now  eligible  to  apply  for 
state  and  federal  grant  funds  which  require  the  completed  Open  Space  and  Recreation 
Plan. 

One  such  grant  is  the  Self-Help  grant  awarded  by  the  Division  of  Conservation 
Services.  The  Conservation  Commission  applied  for  a  Self-Help  Grant  to  purchase  the 
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54  acres  of  land  known  as  "Johnson  Acres"  located  at  North  Washington  Street.  At  the 
Spring  Town  Meeting,  residents  voted  to  appropriate  funding  for  the  purchase 
contingent  upon  receipt  of  the  grant.  The  joint  efforts  of  the  Commission,  Town  of 
Norton,  Land  Preservation  Society  and  the  land  owners  truly  demonstrates  Norton's 
commitment  to  preservation  of  open  space.  The  Commission  would  like  to  commend 
the  owners  for  their  dedication  to  conservation  and  recreation  efforts  and  thank  them 
for  their  patience.  The  owners  of  Johnson  Acres  are  Lyle  S.  Harlor,  Leslie  A.  Harlor, 
Mason  D.  Johnson,  David  B.  Johnson,  Laurie  A.  Greene  f7k/a  Laurie  A.  Thrasher, 
Arline  J.  Cox,  Carolyn  L.  Curry,  and  Bruce  W.  Church. 

The  Commission  also  added  to  the  open  space  inventory  three  parcels  of  land  totaling 
29.75  acres  at  the  Spring  Town  Meeting.  The  parcels  were  acquired  by  the  town  in  tax 
foreclosure  proceedings  and  transferred  to  the  Commission  for  preservation  of  open 
space  and  conservation  of  natural  areas.  In  addition,  the  Commission  continues  to  assist 
the  Canoe  River  Aquifer  Advisory  Committee  in  their  goals  to  create  a  Canoe  River 
Greenbelt.  The  Commission  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Land  Preservation  Society  and 
the  Mansfield  Natural  Resources  Trust  for  their  undying  dedication  in  working  to  return 
to  Norton  the  183.86  acres  of  land  taken  by  the  Massachusetts  Highway  Department  for 
the  construction  of  Route  495.  The  Commission  looks  forward  to  working  with  these 
and  other  conservation-minded  organizations  in  the  upcoming  year. 

Local  Girl  Scout,  Jennifer  Rego,  re-established  the  trails  and  connected  them  to  trails  at 
the  Norton  Historical  Society  land,  constructed  a  footbridge  and  redesigned  the 
pamphlet  for  the  Leo  G.  Yelle  Conservation  Area  at  Freeman  Street.  She  is  a  member 
of  Troop  1004  and  completed  this  as  part  of  her  Gold  Award  Project.  Congratulations 
to  Jennifer! 

The  Conservation  Commission  will  be  assisting  the  Town  Manager  in  writing  the 
Request  for  Proposals  to  complete  a  Hydraulics  and  Hydrology  study  and  further  to 
repair  the  Charley  Dam  and  the  Reservoir  Dam.  Both  dams  have  been  in  need  of  repair 
for  some  time  and  have  both  been  deemed  hydraulically  inadequate  by  the  Department 
of  Environmental  Management  Office  of  Dam  Safety.  The  Commission  will  be 
working  closely  with  the  Office  of  Dam  Safety  to  ensure  the  future  integrity  of  the 
dams.  Special  thanks  to  all  the  volunteers  and  Dive  Team  of  the  Fire  Department  for 
their  assistance  in  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  dams. 

The  Environmental  Impact  Report  has  been  completed  for  the  Norton  Reservoir 
Dredging  project.  The  participants  of  the  Spring  Town  Meeting  approved  an  article  to 
temporarily  transfer  jurisdiction  of  the  Rose  Farm  Conservation  Land  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  use  as  a  staging  area  for  the  dredged  material.  Both  the  House  of 
Representatives  and  the  Senate  must  approve  the  transfer.  The  next  stage  in  the  project 
is  to  prepare  a  Request  for  Proposals  for  obtaining  all  necessary  local,  state  and  federal 
permits.  It  will  be  necessary  for  the  Commission  to  secure  funding  at  the  next  town 
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meeting  for  this  purpose.  In  total  the  project  will  require  seven  permits  that  will  cost 
approximately  $26,000.00  plus  the  cost  of  administration  and  preparation.  In  order  to 
send  the  project  to  bid  an  additional  $63,000.00  will  be  needed.  The  minimum  project 
cost  would  be  $89,000.00.  The  purpose  of  the  dredging  project  is  to  restore  the 
Reservoir  for  recreational  uses  such  as  fishing,  contact  recreational  uses  and  boating; 
reduce  the  volume  of  sediments;  reduce  the  algal  growth  and  odors  resulting  from 
decomposition  of  vegetation;  and  to  control  future  aquatic  macrophyte  growth. 

The  Conservation  Commission  thanks  Carlos  Fragata  for  his  dedicated  service  as  the 
Conservation  Agent  and  wishes  him  well  in  his  new  position  at  the  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection.  The  Commission  also  welcomes  Mr.  Fragata's  replacement, 
Jennifer  Car  lino.  Thank  you  Phyllis  Bernard  for  all  your  work  with  the  Commission. 
Our  thanks  are  also  sent  to  all  the  Town  boards,  Commissions  and  department 
personnel  that  have  provided  assistance  to  this  Commission  on  a  day  to  day  basis 
throughout  the  year.

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SOUTHEASTERN  REG  VOC 
TECH  SCHOOL 


Southeastern  offers  21  high  school  technical  training  programs  and  seven 
technical  institute  post-secondary  programs.  On  October  1,  1999,  1,156  students  were 
enrolled  in  the  high  school  and  125  students  were  enrolled  in  the  technical  institute. 

Norton's  share  of  the  total  FY2000  $4,699,456  assessment  represents  74 
students  at  a  total  cost  of  $312,396. 

Southeastern  Regional  continues  to  receive  grants  from  a  variety  of  state  and 
federal  sources  that  augment  local  funds  to  improve  and  expand  the  education  services 
we  provide.  Southeastern  receives  funds  from  federal  programs  such  as  IDEA-Special 
Education  Entitlement,  Special  Education- Supporting  Access  to  the  Curriculum,  Title  I- 
Safe  and  Drug  Free  Schools,  Perkins-Occupational  Education  Vocational  Skills  and 
Tech  Prep.  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  grants  for  Health  Protection,  Essential 
Skills  and  Technical  Training  provides  for  improved  instruction.  Southeastern's 
collaboration  with  MY  TURN  provides  students  with  increased  school  to  career  and 
English  acquisition  activities. 

Twenty-one  new  faculty  were  appointed  this  year.  This  occurred  due  to 
retirements  and  some  teachers  returning  to  the  trades. 

Emphasis  was  placed  on  reading  and  writing  components  to  bolster  basics  in 
order  to  improve  on  MCAS  scores.  The  faculty  has  begun  work  on  revamping 
curriculum  for  better  alignment  with  Massachusetts  Frameworks.  The  director  and 
academic  supervisor  have  created  a  parent  focus  group  that  is  comprised  largely  of 
freshman  class  parents  to  discuss  issues  relative  to  how  students  adjust  to  high  school 
and  how  some  state  mandates  have  a  direct  affect  on  them.  These  meetings  are  held 
once  a  month  in  the  high  school. 

In  June  of  1999,  the  high  school  graduated  201  students.  Placement  records 
indicate  that  90%  of  the  Class  of  1999  were  placed  in  full-time  jobs  or  had  elected  to 
further  their  education. 

The  district  has  invested  heavily  in  new  textbooks  for  all  students  in  all 
programs.  World  History  is  being  taught  for  the  first  time  as  mandated  by  Education 
Reform. 
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Several  technical  programs  moved  into  newer  locations.  The  Electrical  Shop 
was  retrofitted  with  wiring  and  mock-up  posts  in  the  former  masonry  building.  A  new 
classroom  and  office  suite  was  constructed  in  the  Health  Service  shop.  A  state-of-the- 
art  security  system  has  been  installed  in  and  around  the  facility,  including  a  new 
reception  area  in  the  front  lobby.  Many  projects  around  the  district  are  currently  under 
way  with  the  extension  to  the  garage  at  the  D.P.W.  of  Easton,  and  extensive  work  to  the 
stage  at  Southeastern.  Students  and  faculty  of  the  House  Carpentry  and  Electrical 
programs  have  completed  most  of  these  jobs.  Sheet  Metal  Fabrication  was  added  to  the 
welding  program  to  encompass  all  aspects  of  metal  fabrication.  Enrollments  are 
expected  to  climb  this  year 

Enrollment  in  Skills  USA/VICA  (Vocational  Industrial  Clubs  of  America), 
DECA  (Distributive  Education  Clubs  of  America)  and  other  student  organizations  has 
increased  as  we  are  looking  for  a  very  competitive  year  ahead  where  Southeastern 
students  will  be  recognized  for  many  outstanding  achievements.  The  officers  of  the 
National  Honor  Society,  along  with  their  advisor,  attended  a  four-day  leadership 
conference  in  Washington,  DC,  in  October. 

Advisory  Committee  members  met  in  October  to  discuss  each  program  at 
Southeastern.  Additional  meetings  are  scheduled  for  the  early  spring. 

Southeastern  is  committed  to  opening  up  greater  communication  between  itself 
and  the  alumni. 

Several  new  buses  have  been  added  to  Southeastern^  bus  fleet.  More  diesel 
buses  will  be  required  over  the  next  several  years  to  replace  older  gas  models. 

This  year  twenty-one  exchange  students  from  Northern  and  Southern  Ireland 
participated  in  a  ten-week  program  with  Southeastern  students.  Many  of  the  Irish 
students  stayed  with  families  in  the  district  and  were  placed  in  trades  they  were  enrolled 
in  at  their  home  schools.  This  exchange  has  occurred  three  times  during  the  past  six 
years  with  the  "Wider  Horizons"  foundation  of  Ireland.  This  function  helps  promote 
learning  and  good  will  to  all  the  students  involved. 

The  Southeastern  Boys'  Soccer  team  was  ranked  #1  in  Mayflower  League 
standings  this  year. 

The  Southeastern  Technical  Institute  began  a  new  computer  course  for  seniors. 
This  course  met  with  such  great  success  that  a  second  course  was  added.  We  will 
continue  to  offer  this  course  as  long  as  there  is  an  interest.  Southeastern  is  committed 
to  expanding  its  evening  school  to  meet  the  educational  needs  of  the  community. 
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The  Technical  Institute  continues  to  work  with  area  businesses  to  develop 
customized  training  programs  that  will  address  the  training  issues  of  their  workers. 

Finally,  on  a  sad  note,  the  Southeastern  Regional  School  District  lost  long-time 
committee  member,  Thomas  W.  Devine,  of  Brockton.  Mr.  Devine  was  a  colorful 
member  of  the  school  committee  for  over  twenty-five  years.  He  will  be  missed.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
TO  THE  NORTON  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


This  is  the  104th  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Norton  and  my 

1st. 

The  1998-1999  school  year  passed  quickly.  During  that  time  I  realized  on  a 
personal  level  the  quality  educational  system  in  place  in  Norton.  Quality  just  doesn't 
happen.  It  is  a  result  of  hard  working,  committed  employees  working  together  for  the 
benefit  of  Norton  children.  School  opened  in  September  with  2,818  students  in  grades 
PK-12  entering  the  classrooms  of  our  five  schools. 

The  Superintendent's  Office  was  moved  from  the  front  of  the  elementary  school  to 
the  ground  level  in  order  to  accommodate  handicapped  individuals. 

On  October  25,  1998,  the  community  dedicated  the  new  Norton  Middle  School. 
Students  in  grades  6-8  entered  a  modern,  technologically,  advanced  building  designed  to 
challenge  students  to  reach  their  maximum  potential.  Class  size  in  Norton  ranged 
between  20-25  students. 

During  the  months  of  October  through  December,  the  Norton  School  Committee 
visited  each  school  to  review  with  parents,  teachers,  and  administrators,  the  various 
organizational  and  program  changes,  as  well  as  school  improvement  goals  for  the  school 
year. 

The  Massachusetts  Comprehensive  Assessment  System  (MCAS)  scores  received  in 
November  from  the  spring  of  1 998  testing  indicated  the  success  of  our  many  programs. 
Students  in  grades  4,  8,  and  10  scored  higher  than  the  state  average. 

In  February,  the  Norton  School  Committee  voted  to  update  its  policy  manual.  In  an 
effort  to  improve  the  academic  success  of  our  students,  the  committee  approved  the 
revision  to  the  attendance  policy.  Beginning  the  next  school  year  (1999-2000),  students 
in  grades  1-12  will  only  be  allowed  seven  unexcused  absences  per  semester,  or  fourteen 
unexcused  absences  per  year. 

In  March,  the  school  system  began  the  complicated  process  of  developing  a  five- 
year  strategic  plan.  Strategic  planning  will  provide  the  necessary  focus  and  direction  as 
we  enter  the  new  millennium.  It  will  ensure  that  everyone  is  going  in  the  same  direction. 
It  sets  priorities  when  resources  are  limited,  provides  a  foundation  for  decision-making, 
defines  responsibilities  and  increases  accountability,  improves  communications,  provides 
a  rationale  for  budget  decisions,  and  enhances  accomplishments. 

The  Annual  Town  Elections  were  held  on  Monday,  April  26th.  Mr.  John  Doherty 
was  reelected  to  the  Norton  School  Committee  for  another  three-year  term.  Mr.  Bradford 
Bramwell  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Norton  School  Committee  and  Mrs.  Christine 
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Cole,  Vice-chairman. 


The  Norton  School  Committee  entered  into  an  agreement  with  Morton  Hospital  to 
provide  the  services  of  an  athletic  trainer,  free  of  charge,  through  the  hospital's  Sports 
Medicine  Program. 

The  school  system,  in  conjunction  with  other  organizations,  sponsored  a 
community  forum  on  May  10th  to  discuss  the  issues  surrounding  youth  violence  and 
positive  ways  the  community  could  consider  addressing  potentially  violent  situations. 

The  following  per  pupil  cost  was  released  for  fiscal  1998:

The  following  are  the  reports  from  the  school  principals  detailing  the  numerous 
activities  that  take  place  in  our  schools  on  a  daily  basis: 

NORTON  HIGH  SCHOOL

On  Wednesday,  September  9,  1998,  we  welcomed  back  to  school  students  in 
grades  9-12.  This  was  the  second  year  of  our  hybrid  schedule,  and  it  went  very 
smoothly.  Thanks  to  the  collaborative  efforts  of  staff,  students,  parents,  and  community 
members,  the  year  was  a  most  successful  one  for  us. 

In  late  November,  results  from  the  MCAS  tests  were  received.  Norton  High 
School  scored  in  the  top  25  high  schools  in  the  state.  Grade  ten  students  took  the  MCAS 
tests  for  the  second  time  in  late  April  and  mid  May.  Results  will  be  available  in  the  late 
fall.  Also,  during  early  May,  Advanced  Placement  (AP)  examinations  were  administered 
as  well  as  senior  exams  later  in  the  month. 

Members  of  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  (NEASC) 
Follow-up  Committee  continue  their  work  on  the  five-year  report  due  in  March  2000. 

In  August,  we'll  bid  a  sad  farewell  to  Assistant  Principal  Mr.  Philip  Gorman.  We 
wish  Mr.  Gorman  a  most  healthy  and  happy  retirement.  His  presence  will  be  missed. 
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ATHLETIC  DEPARTMENT 

The  fall  athletic  season  concluded  with  the  girls'  team  winning  its  first  volleyball 
team  championship  in  14  years.  The  team  qualified  for  state  tournament  play  and  won 
its  first  match  against  Blue  Hills  Regional  before  losing  to  a  strong  Fairhaven  team. 

The  boys'  soccer  team  finished  with  its  best  regular  season  ever;  a  record  of  15-2- 
and  a  second  place  finish  in  the  South  Shore  League.  The  cross-country  team  finished 
an  excellent  year  with  only  one  loss.  Unfortunately,  that  loss  was  to  undefeated  league 
champion,  Norwell  High  School. 

The  winter  athletic  season  continued  to  show  promise  for  boys'  winter  track. 
They  ended  the  season  with  only  one  loss  and  a  second  place  finish  in  the  Pilgrim 
Conference.  The  boys'  and  girls'  basketball  teams  both  qualified  for  the  State 
Tournament.  Both  teams  provided  fans  with  exciting  games  throughout  the  season.  I 
would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  congratulate  Sara  Tomaso  for  scoring  her  1 ,000th 
point  this  year.  Her  final  total  of  1,087  points  makes  her  the  fourth  athlete  in  the 
school's  history  to  achieve  this  milestone. 

The  spring  season  is  once  again  upon  us,  and  once  again  our  baseball  team  finds 
itself  as  champions  of  the  South  Shore  League.  Their  record  is  18  and  1,  with  one  game  to 
play.  They  will  shortly  begin  a  quest  for  the  Division  II  State  Championship.  The  team 
had  two  very  impressive  wins  over  Division  I  teams  (St.  Peter-Marion  of  Worcester  and 
Weymouth  High  School). 

The  boys'  tennis  team  has  also  had  an  outstanding  season.  They  have  finished  in 
second  place  in  the  South  Shore  League  with  a  12  and  5  record  and  will  host 
Provincetown  in  the  first  round  of  the  State  Tennis  Tournament  at  Wheaton  College. 

BUSINESS  DEPARTMENT 

Business  Communications  was  offered  for  the  first  time  as  a  semester  course. 
Students  learned  about  many  aspects  of  communication  including  listening,  speaking, 
reading,  and  writing. 

Mrs.  Louise  D'Onofrio  attended  a  one-day  workshop  on  Microsoft  Access.  She 
also  attended  a  four-week  workshop  at  Norton  High  School  on  the  Internet  for  Teachers. 
Miss  Norma  Cloutier  attended  a  conference  on  Tech  Prep/School  to  Career.  Mrs. 
D'Onofrio  and  Miss  Cloutier  took  a  class  entitled  Strategies  for  School-to-Work 
Partnerships  offered  through  UMass  Boston.  Mrs.  D'Onofrio  developed  a  project  that 
will  be  used  in  the  accounting  classes,  and  Miss  Cloutier  developed  a  project  that  is  being 
used  in  the  Windows  classes. 

Chad  Foster,  author  of  the  best  selling  book,  Teenagers  -  Preparing  for  the  Real 
World,  spoke  to  the  entire  student  body  in  March.  Mr.  Foster  was  brought  to  Norton 
High  School  through  a  School-to-Work  Partnership  grant.  His  book  has  been  developed 
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into  an  integrated  curriculum  for  use  in  the  classroom.  This  curriculum  will  be  used  in 
September  of  1999. 

On  Tuesday,  June  1st,  awards  were  presented  to  seniors  at  Class  Night.  The 
following  students  were  honored:  Excel,  Tarn  Huynh;  Windows  95,  Kelli  Petersen;  and 
Business  Law,  Steven  Newcomb. 

ENGLISH  DEPARTMENT 

The  department  sponsored  a  "Poetry  Alive"  assembly  for  the  entire  student  body 
with  a  grant  from  the  Norton  Arts  Council.  The  department  took  seniors  to  see 
"Shakespeare's  Twelfth  Night"  at  the  North  Shore  Music  Theatre.  As  the  Drama  Club 
adviser,  Mr.  Stephen  Miller  was  instrumental  in  "Purple  Oranges  and  Silver  Months" 
issue  of  Local  Colour  1999.  Miss  Clancy  advised  the  "Wonder  Years"  production  of 
Sojourn,  the  1999  yearbook.  The  department  was  very  much  involved  in  MCAS 
preparation. 

The  following  awards  were  presented  at  an  academic  assembly  held  in  June: 

Twenty  First  Century  Book  Awards  for  Exceptional  Improvement  in  English 
were  awarded  to:  Grade  12,  Tarn  Huynh;  Grade  11,  Sherri  Enos;  Grade  10,  Amy 
McAlice;  and  Grade  9,  Robin  Luongo. 

Best  English  average:  Grade  12,  Cara  Janczunski;  Grade  11,  Patrick  Reardon; 
Grade  1 0,  Jacob  Crowe  and  Sarah  Cekanavich;  and  Grade  9,  Hortensia  Mitura. 

GUIDANCE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Guidance  Department  was  again  very  involved  with  the  organization  and 
administration  of  the  MCAS.  Results  from  the  first  testing  were  disseminated  in  early 
December  1998.  The  English  language  long  composition  was  administered  in  late  April 
with  the  remainder  of  the  tests  given  over  a  two- week  period  in  mid  May. 

During  the  week  of  May  10th,  juniors  and  seniors  in  Advanced  Placement  classes 
took  102  Advanced  Placement  tests. 

In  October,  we  administered  the  PSAT  (Preliminary  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test)  to 
112  juniors.  From  this  group,  Sarah  Armel  and  Daniel  Petrelli  were  commended  for  their 
high  scores  and  will  continue  in  the  National  Merit  Scholarship  competition.  From  the 
Class  of  1999,  Lindsey  Stares  and  Scott  Monaghan  were  named  as  National  Merit 
Finalists. 

We  hosted  a  mini-college  fair  in  October  at  which  over  40  colleges  and  branches  of 
the  military  were  represented. 

All  seniors  met  with  their  counselors  throughout  the  year,  and  85  percent  of  the 
class  plans  to  continue  its  education  next  year.  The  remaining  students  plan  to  work  or  j 
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have  joined  the  military.  Mrs.  Claire  Ford,  Guidance  Counselor,  taught  a  course  at 
Bridgewater  State  College  entitled  "Life  Span  Development".  Mr.  John  Kieser  was 
appointed  the  Tech-Prep  Coordinator  in  affiliation  with  Bristol  Community  College. 
Mrs.  Elaine  McLaughlin  continued  in  her  role  as  Sexual  Harassment  Coordinator.  Mr. 
Kieser  and  Mrs.  McLaughlin  again  participated  on  the  NEASC  Follow-up  Committee. 

HEALTH/SCHOOL  NURSE 

There  was  an  increase  in  health  room  visits  by  students  and  staff  to  15,832  in  the 
five  school  buildings.  We  have  a  total  of  77  students  on  daily  medications,  some  two  or 
three  times  a  day.  There  are  several  medically  involved  students  needing  assistance. 
Vision  and  hearing  screening  was  completed  on  all  students,  K-12,  with  physician 
referrals  as  needed,  as  well  as  scoliosis  screening  for  students  in  grades  5-9  and 
pediculosis  checks  as  needed.  We  assisted  with  routine  and  sports  physical  exams  given 
by  Dr.  Steven  Flood  and  Dr.  Philip  Stebbins.  Necessary  immunizations  were  given 
according  to  the  state  guidelines.  We  assisted  the  Public  Health  Department  with  a 
voluntary  Hepatitis  B  vaccine  clinic  for  grades  6,  1 1,  and  12.  The  nurses  coordinated  the 
free  and  reduced  lunch  and  breakfast  program  for  eligible  students.  Staff  members  were 
offered  influenza  vaccine,  and  new  employees  were  given  the  Mantoux  tuberculosis  test. 

LIBRARY 

The  library  has  concentrated  its  efforts  this  year  on  completing  the  conversion  to 
full  MARC  records  for  our  automated  circulation  so  that  the  card  catalog  would  be 
available  online.  The  library  is  open  four  days  a  week  after  school;  Monday  through 
Thursday  until  2:45  P.M.  Lastly,  a  revised  book  selection  policy,  first  written  in  1975, 
has  been  accepted  by  the  Norton  School  Committee  and  completes  the  recommendations 
requested  by  the  NEASC. 

Our  students  can  access  the  Internet  at  ten  locations  in  the  library  on  the  new 
Windows  NT  network  recently  installed. 

Automation  of  the  card  catalog  has  been  completed.  We  will  remove  the  physical 
card  catalog,  and  students  will  now  have  access  to  library  information  through  the 
library's  online  catalog.  A  shelf  list  of  all  library  records  will  be  maintained  as  the  paper 
documentation  for  the  library  collection. 

Because  of  our  membership  in  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Library  Regional 
System  (SEMLS),  our  students  have  online  access  to  three  very  important  databases: 

♦  Infotrac  SearchBank  -  the  database  purchased  brings  a  full  range  of  reference 
resources  including  full-text  periodicals  and  newspapers  updated  daily  and  with 
archives  of  ten  years.  There  are  five  databases  in  this  product,  a  general  reference 
site,  expanded  academic  site,  two  business  sites,  one  for  general  business 
information  and  one  for  company  information,  and  a  site  for  contemporary 
authors. 
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♦  SIRS  Knowledge  Source  which  includes  three  databases  of  information,  SIRS 
Researcher,  SIRS  Government  reporter,  and  SIRS  Renaissance.  SIRS  Researcher 
and  SIRS  Government  reporter  are  full-text  databases  in  the  areas  of  social, 
economic,  political,  and  global  issues.  Articles  are  from  1,200  newspapers, 
magazines,  U.S.  government  publications,  and  historic  government  documents. 
SIRS  Renaissance  covers  current  information  on  music,  literature,  film,  performing 
arts,  culture,  architecture,  philosophy,  religion,  and  visual  arts. 

♦  The  Boston  Globe  database  called  CARL  is  the  latest  addition  to  the  sources  \  U 
available  for  research  online.  It  contains  the  most  recent  information  that  wl 
appeared  in  full-text  articles  in  the  Boston  Globe  and  is  archived  since  1980. 

We  now  offer  our  students  many  databases  that  they  will  be  using  when  they 
matriculate  at  a  college.  ^

The  library  added  636  items  to  its  collection.  This  includes  books-on-tape  and  ;  cre 
videos.  We  have  added  these  formats  to  accommodate  different  student  learning  styles  rut 
and  disabilities.  The  collection  circulation  totaled  2,072  from  September  through  the  end  |  the 
of  May.  This  represents  a  35  percent  decrease  in  circulation  from  the  previous  year.  The 
1 86  eighth  grade  students  that  were  residents  in  the  high  school  for  two  years  now  have 
moved  to  the  new  middle  school  facility  and  would  account  for  the  decrease  in  circulation. 

During  the  year,  290  classes  visited  the  library  for  study  and  research  on  various 
topics  in  all  subject  areas.  In  the  months  of  April  and  May,  the  library  received  1,179 
individual  passes  for  research  in  the  library.  In  addition,  there  were  23  study  skills 
classes  during  a  seven  day  rotation  where  students  learned  Internet  research  strategies, 
how  to  access  Infotrac  77,  as  well  as  an  introduction  to  new  library  reference  materials. 
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The  Macintosh  computer  lab  served  a  total  of  2 1 5  classes  this  school  year  on  a 
daily  basis.  This  year  the  lab  was  wired  for  Internet  access,  and  more  computers  added 
preparation  for  the  Virtual  High  School  courses  that  will  take  place  in  the  next  school 
year.  Teachers  can  now  use  the  lab  for  Internet  research  as  well  as  take  advantage  of 
demonstrations  of  new  software  and  word  processing. 

MATHEMATICS  DEPARTMENT 

The  course  offerings  in  the  Mathematics  Department  changed  during  the  school 
year.  A  Discrete  Mathematics  course,  taught  by  Mrs.  Vital,  was  offered  during  the  first 
semester  and  was  well  subscribed.  A  Modified  Algebra  I  course,  Part  One,  was  offered 
this  year.  This  course,  which  included  introductory  work  in  Geometry,  will  continue  next 
year  with  two  sections  being  offered.  One  section  of  the  follow-up  course,  Modified 
Algebra  Part  Two,  will  also  be  offered.  A  new  course  in  C++  Computer  Programming 
was  offered  at  the  honors  level,  with  an  option  to  take  the  Advanced  Placement  Exam  in 
May.  Ten  students  have  elected  to  exercise  that  option. 
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Members  of  the  department  continued  to  take  advantage  of  professional 
development  opportunities  offered  in  Norton  as  well  as  outside  the  system.  Mrs.  Eileen 

1  Kieser,  Mrs.  Diane  Martin,  and  Mrs.  Dolores  Robbins  once  again  represented  Norton 
High  School  at  a  workshop  in  Hingham  designed  to  help  schools  interpret  the  results  of 
the  MCAS.  At  this  workshop,  samples  of  grade  eight  students'  work  were  distributed  on 
the  1998  MCAS  exam  and  explained  how  this  work  was  scored.   Mrs.  Vital  and  Mrs. 

i  Kieser  attended  a  MCAS  workshop  at  Bridgewater  State  College  on  interpreting  the

The  department  was  pleased  with  the  results  of  the  1998  MCAS  exam  scores, 
particularly  since  20  percent  of  the  students  taking  the  exam  placed  in  the  Advanced 
Category.  In  an  effort  to  maintain  and,  hopefully,  improve  the  scores,  the  department  has 
id  !  created  a  booklet  of  questions  to  be  used  in  all  grade  nine  and  ten  classes.  Performance 
2$  I  rubrics  on  a  departmental  level  have  been  established  and  are  used  to  grade  the  work  of 
i  the  students  on  all  MCAS  preparatory  work.  Every  member  of  the  department  has  been 
kl  instrumental  in  creating  this  material.  Revision  of  the  Algebra  I  and  Geometry  curricula 
h  has  been  completed.  These  curricula  are  now  aligned  with  the  Mathematics  Frameworks, 
n  1  All  other  curricula  are  in  the  revision  process. 

Students  who  did  not  score  well  on  the  1998  MCAS  exam  in  grade  eight  have  been 
71  |  identified,  and  strategies  are  now  in  place  to  work  with  those  students  in  their  grade  nine 
is    classes  to  remediate  some  of  their  weaknesses.  In  addition,  those  students  who  appear  to 
ia    need  additional  remediation  are  being  identified  and  will  be  assigned  to  a  remediation 
I  course  planned  for  the  school  year  1999  -  2000.

ami  I  February  27,  1999.    At  this  workshop,  Dr.  Judy  O'Neal,  Associate  Professor  of 
J  Mathematics  at  North  Georgia  College  and  State  University,  conducted  an  instructional 
presentation  of  Math  View,  a  software  package  designed  to  enhance  the  teaching  of 
mathematics  through  computer  based  laboratory  activities.   Mrs.  Karen  Boucher,  Mrs. 
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Mary  Taylor,  Mrs.  Kellie  Hansen,  Mrs.  Joan  Vital,  and  Mrs.  Kieser  attended  the 
workshop. 

Mrs.  Karen  Boucher  continued  to  serve  as  the  school's  liaison  with  Project  ERR, 
attending  numerous  meetings  and  workshops  during  the  year.  She  also  served  as  a 
member  of  the  Site  Council. 

Mrs.  Vital  and  Mrs.  Kieser  worked  on  the  NEASC  Follow-up  Committee  during 
this  school  year.  This  committee,  chaired  by  Miss  Susan  Carney,  began  work  on  the  five- 
year  report  which  will  be  submitted  to  the  Commission  in  March  2000.  They  also  met 
with  Joseph  Daisy  of  the  NEASC  and  finalized  a  special  report  requested  by  the 
Commission  in  conjunction  with  the  previously  submitted  two-year  report. 

Mrs.  Kieser  presented  a  six  part  graphing  calculator  workshop  in  the  fall  of  1998. 
The  focus  of  the  workshop  was  the  use  of  graphing  calculators  in  the  Algebra  classroom. 
In  addition,  activities  requiring  the  use  of  the  graphing  utility  to  interpret  data  and  make 
predictions  were  incorporated.  Mrs.  Boucher,  Mrs.  Taylor,  and  Mrs.  Hansen  attended 
the  workshop. 

The  Norton  High  School  Math  League  competed  in  both  the  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  Math  League  and  the  New  England  Math  League.  Coaches  Matthew 
Boutell  and  Kellie  Hansen  report  that  the  team  finished  second  overall  in  both  leagues. 
Despite  a  second  place  finish,  the  team  won  three  out  of  the  four  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  League  meets  held  during  this  year.  Shane  Almeida,  Mark  Bradwin,  and 
Mike  Thompson  were  the  high  scorers  for  the  team.  Four  students,  Shane  Almeida, 
Bryan  Smith,  Adam  Schepis,  and  Sean  Dashner,  competed  in  the  Computer  Programming 
contest  at  Providence  College  in  March,  where  the  students  placed  fourth  among  all 
schools  from  New  England  competing  that  day. 

MUSIC  DEPARTMENT 

The  Music  Department  has  participated  in  a  variety  of  concerts,  assemblies,  and 
other  musical  activities  during  the  past  school  year.  The  High  School  Marching  Band 
participated  in  the  home  football  games  with  halftime  shows  under  the  direction  of  Drum 
Major  Felicia  Leavitt,  with  assistance  from  Guard  Captain  Katie  Tornyai  and  Majorette 
Captain  Nina  DeAgrela.  The  Marching  Band  traveled  to  Amherst  once  again  to 
participate  in  the  UMASS  Band  Day,  where  it  performed  during  halftime  of  the  UMASS 
football  game  with  approximately  1,500  students  from  across  the  state.  They  also 
participated  in  the  Halloween  Parade,  as  well  as  the  town's  observances  of  Veterans'  Day 
and  Memorial  Day.  Members  of  the  6th  and  7th  grade  band  joined  the  high  school  band 
to  perform  in  the  Memorial  Day  Parade. 

There  were  many  outstanding  students  in  the  schools  who  participated  in  the 
District  and  SEMSBA  Music  Festivals  this  year.  After  auditioning  successfully  for  these 
festivals,  the  following  students  were  chosen  to  participate:

She  has 
completed  the  following  graduate  courses:  Integrating  the  Arts  into  the  Curriculum, 
Music  Workshop,  and  Arts  in  Learning. 

Mr.  Leddy  completed  course  work  in  the  Virtual  High  School  and  also  attended 
and  presented  at  the  NSTA  Conference  in  Boston.

♦  The  use  of  technology  has  increased  in  many  of  the  science  classes  -  laser  disc, 
computers,  graphing  calculators,  CD  ROM,  HyperStudio,  PowerPoint  projects  by 
students,  and  the  use  of  the  Flex  Cam.  In  addition,  students  are  being  encouraged 
to  do  projects  and  use  the  Internet  in  their  research. 

The  Science  Department  continues  to  address  changes  in  educational  strategies  by 
providing  many  hands-on  activities,  by  trying  to  assign  interdisciplinary  projects,  by 
trying  to  assign  projects  which  will  help  students  to  relate  the  science  disciplines  to  their 
daily  lives,  by  using  alternative  assessment  techniques,  and  by  trying  to  address  various 
learning  styles  through  creative  assignments.  Students  are  exposed  to  open-response 
questions,  rubrics,  inquiry,  critical  thinking  exercises,  etc.  to  prepare  them  for  MCAS 
testing.

♦  Addressing  the  NEASC  report  and  the  impending  new  standards  being  forwarded 
during  the  next  school  year. 
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SOCIAL  STUDIES  DEPARTMENT 

This  academic  year  has  witnessed  the  coming  online  of  the  new  social  studies 
curriculum  at  Norton  High  School.  The  new  curriculum  brings  the  school  into  conformity 
with  the  suggested  Statewide  Curriculum  Frameworks  for  history  and  the  social  sciences. 
These  changes  are  necessitated  by  the  Education  Reform  Act  and  the  realities  of  MCAS 
testing.  The  new  curriculum  now  dictates  that  World  History  is  taught  to  all  freshmen. 
This  class  covers  the  time  period  of  5  00 AD  to  the  end  of  the  French  Revolution  and 
downfall  of  Napoleon  in  1815.  All  sophomores  must  take  World  History  II.  This  class 
covers  the  period  1815  to  the  present.  All  juniors  are  required  to  successfully  complete 
an  American  History  class  that  covers  the  time  period  of  1877  (end  of  the  Reconstruction 
period)  to  the  present.  During  this  past  year,  Mr.  Hickey  and  Mr.  Bartek  attended 
meetings  conducted  by  Dr.  Richard  Zusman  intended  to  align  the  entire  social  science 
curriculum  K  through  12  with  the  State  Frameworks. 

Next  year  will  witness  an  expansion  of  the  Social  Studies  Department.  A  new 
teacher  will  be  hired  in  order  to  be  able  to  meet  the  demands  of  expanding  enrollment  and 
required  courses  that  must  be  taken  by  all  students.  Basically,  all  students  now  take  a 
social  studies  class  for  all  of  their  four  years  at  the  high  school.  Mr.  Stephen  Plasko  has 
ably  filled  in  for  Ms.  Kimberly  Honey  this  year. 

Students  have  participated  in  many  varied  programs  during  the  year.  Among 
these  were  Boys'  and  Girls'  State,  the  Memorial  Day  Program,  Voice  of  Democracy 
Contest,  and  State  Student  Government  Day.  Guest  speakers  were  utilized.  Class  trips 
were  taken  to  the  Freedom  Trail,  Norfolk  State  Prison,  and  several  other  areas. 

Department  members  continue  to  show  enthusiasm  for  the  rotating  and  block 
scheduling  implemented  last  year.  Flexibility  and  change  of  routine  are  cited  most  often 
as  the  positive  aspects  of  this  system.  The  department  continues  to  be  very  pleased  with 
the  number  of  enrollees  in  our  Advanced  Placement  classes.  This  year  found  47  students 
accepting  the  challenges  of  the  Advanced  Placement  exam  in  American  and  European 
History.  Norton  High  School  students  continue  to  lead  the  South  Shore  Alliance  with  the 
greatest  number  of  students  achieving  honor  status  in  these  advanced  placement  exams. 
The  extreme  number  of  students  wishing  to  enroll  in  the  American  History  Advanced 
Placement  class  for  next  year  has  necessitated  the  use  of  a  selection  process. 

STUDENT  COUNCIL 

Student  Council  leadership  for  the  1998-1999  school  year  consisted  of:  Eric 
Desrochers  as  the  student  member  to  the  Norton  School  Committee;  President  Dan 
Niedringhaus,  Vice-president,  Brian  Piccini,  Secretary  Heidi  Bramwell,  and  Treasurer 
Sarah  Sullivan. 

The  fall  conference  was  held  at  Carver  High  School  and  attended  by  the  officers. 
Spirit  Week  and  Homecoming  took  place  from  October  19th  through  October  24th. 
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During  this  year's  Santa  Drive  over  $1,000  was  raised  and  donated  to  the 
American  Red  Cross  to  help  the  victims  of  Hurricane  Mitch. 


WORLD  LANGUAGES  DEPARTMENT 

The  World  Languages  Department  continued  to  offer  four  years  of  study  in 
French,  four  in  Spanish  and  one  in  Latin.  The  Norton  High  School  Chapter  of  the 
National  French  Honor  Society  was  created  this  year.  The  student  inductees  were:

NORTON  MIDDLE  SCHOOL

Without  question,  this  year  was  an  historic  one  for  our  community.  On 
September  8,  1998,  the  first  classes  of  students  began  the  school  year  in  a  new,  state-of- 
the-art  middle  school,  the  first  middle  school  ever  constructed  in  Norton.  Our  school 
consists  of  145,000  square  feet  of  space  and  is  designed  specifically  to  meet  the 
educational  needs  of  early  adolescents.  Prior  to  design,  every  staff  member  met  with  the 
architects  to  offer  their  recommendations  as  to  how  to  design  a  building  to  facilitate  the 
instruction  of  students  at  this  level.  The  meetings  proved  invaluable.  They  resulted  in  a 
truly  beautiful  and  functional  building  consisting  of  55  classrooms,  an  auditorium  which 
seats  450,  a  library,  gymnasium,  cafeteria,  guidance,  and  administrative  offices.  The  arts 
wing  -  consisting  of  two  music,  two  art,  two  technology  education,  and  two  life  skills 
rooms  -  provides  students  with  a  wide  range  of  exploratory  studies  that  will  prepare 
them  for  the  21st  Century.  The  building  is  also  equipped  with  state-of-the-art  technology. 
Students  are  assigned  to  interdisciplinary  teams  of  teachers  whose  classrooms  are 
clustered  together  in  one  part  of  the  building  thereby  transforming  a  large  school  into 
smaller  more  familiar  units  for  the  students.  The  students  and  staff  have  ready  access  to 
over  240  computers,  which  are  located  in  the  two  computer  labs,  the  library,  and 
classrooms.   All  computers  are  connected  to  the  Internet.   The  building  will  meet  the 
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educational  needs  of  middle  school  students  for  many  decades.  It  reflects  the 
commitment  that  the  entire  Norton  community  has  for  its  young  citizens  and  represents  a 
solid  investment  in  their  futures.  We  are  grateful  to  the  voters  of  the  town  for  providing 
us  with  such  an  outstanding  facility  and  pledge  our  constant  efforts  to  provide  the  best  of 
instructional  services  and  opportunities  for  all  our  students. 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  students'  transition  to  our  new  building,  three  evening 
orientation  sessions  were  scheduled  in  August.  These  meetings  provided  an  opportunity 
for  students  and  parents  to  tour  the  building  before  school  officially  began.  After  a  brief 
program  in  the  auditorium,  students  and  parents  had  an  opportunity  to  visit  their  rooms 
followed  by  a  light  supper  of  hot  dogs  and  refreshments.  We  are  grateful  to  Sysco  Inc., 
Roche  Brothers'  Supermarket,  and  our  Parent  Advisory  Board  for  providing  these 
refreshments. 

Shortly  after  the  school  year  began,  an  official  dedication  ceremony  was  held  on 
Sunday,  October  25th.  This  event  filled  our  new  auditorium,  and  the  official  presentation 
of  keys  was  made  between  Mrs.  Margaret  F.  Myers,  Chairman  of  the  Norton  Middle 
School  Building  Committee,  and  Mr.  Ronald  J.  Almeida,  Chairman  of  the  Norton  Board 
of  Selectman.  In  addition,  Mrs.  Maureen  Gendrolius,  Chairman  of  the  Norton  School 
Committee,  spoke  to  the  gathering  congratulating  the  building  committee  and  thanking  the 
community  for  its  support.  The  afternoon  concluded  with  Mrs.  Myers  officially  naming 
our  auditorium  the  "Splaine  Auditorium"  in  honor  of  Dr.  Maurice  J.  Splaine,  Jr., 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  who  retired  on  October  30th.  This  is  a  fitting  tribute  to  Dr. 
Splaine  who  led  our  school  community  since  1970. 

The  school  year  began  with  an  enrollment  of  617  students.  By  the  month  of  June 
our  enrollment  increased  to  632,  and  we  anticipate  an  enrollment  of  670  students  this 
coming  September  which  was  expected  and  resulted  in  the  building  of  our  new  facility. 
With  the  additional  space,  new  programs  were  made  available  for  students,  and  new  staff 
members  were  appointed.  All  students  in  the  middle  school  now  study  either  Spanish  or 
French.  Miss  Melissa  Bridges  and  Mrs.  Jeanne  Conforti  were  appointed  to  teach  these 
languages.  All  students  are  also  now  taught  technology  education  and  life  skills.  Mr. 
Michael  Kramer  and  Mrs.  Arlyn  Bagge  were  appointed  to  teach  these  courses.  In 
addition,  social  studies  teachers  were  added  to  each  interdisciplinary  team  of  teachers. 
Mr.  Timothy  Blake  and  Mr.  William  Kuzmich  were  appointed  in  this  area.  Other  staff 
members  were  also  reassigned  to  teach  social  studies,  and  they  were  replaced  by:  Mrs. 
Kathryn  Donovan,  English;  Mrs.  Patricia  Leary,  reading;  and  Susan  Segaloff,  reading. 
Mrs.  Susan  McGinley  was  appointed  school  nurse,  and  Mrs.  Janet  Gracia  became  the 
new  assistant  secretary  replacing  Mrs.  Janice  Adams  who  became  head  secretary  at  the 
Norton  Elementary  School.  Denice  Ravinski  was  appointed  as  educational  assistant.  In 
November,  Mrs.  Joyce  Sherman,  grade  7  math  teacher,  retired  and  was  replaced  by  Mr. 
Robert  Perry,  who  had  done  his  student  teaching  in  our  building. 

With  all  the  new  computers  and  technology  available  to  our  staff  and  students  in 
our  new  school,  a  primary  goal  was  to  develop  appropriate  professional  development 
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activities  to  assist  the  staff  to  effectively  utilize  this  equipment.  Mrs.  Joan  Vital, 
technology  coordinator  for  the  system,  and  Mr.  Charles  Brown,  technology  teacher  in  the 
middle  school,  contributed  significantly  to  the  success  of  this  effort.  Teachers  were 
trained  in  Microsoft  word,  the  Internet,  computerizing  student  grades  and  attendance,  and 
in  a  new  voice  mail  system  which  enabled  us  to  develop  a  homework  hotline  that  parents 
may  call  to  receive  their  child's  nightly  homework  assignments.  Using  a  professional 
development  grant  from  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  numerous  other  technology  related 
workshops  were  made  available  to  our  staff  and  the  staff  of  the  system.  These  courses, 
workshops,  and  seminars  have  included  Graphing  Calculators  in  Math  and  Science, 
Adobe  PageMaker,  troubleshooting  PC's,  Accelerated  Reader,  Administrator's  Plus, 
Excel,  Access,  PowerPoint,  Multimedia  in  the  Classroom,  and  Assisting  Technology, 
among  others.  The  philosophy  of  the  Norton  Public  Schools  is  that  technology  is  a  tool 
which  can  be  utilized  to  support  the  curricula  under  the  guidance  of  technology 
knowledgeable  instructors. 

Internet  access  is  also  available  for  staff  and  students,  and  all  teachers  and 
administrators  have  Internet  email  accounts  as  well  as  internal  communication/file  sharing 
capabilities.  Our  library  computers  provide  electronic  circulation  and  card  catalog  access 
throughout  the  building. 

In  addition  to  professional  development  in  the  area  of  technology,  significant  time 
was  devoted  to  a  comprehensive  review  of  the  results  of  the  first  MCAS  tests 
administered  the  previous  spring  to  eighth  grade  students.  Regular  meetings  among 
teachers  were  held  to  analyze  the  results  of  these  tests  and  to  make  appropriate 
adjustments  to  our  curricula  along  with  teaching  strategies  to  effectively  prepare  students 
to  be  successful  taking  these  tests  in  future  years.  Our  present  grade  8  is  the  first  "high 
stakes"  class.  That  is,  under  the  Educational  Reform  Act  of  1993,  these  students  must 
pass  the  MCAS  tests  in  high  school  to  graduate.  During  the  year,  parents  were  also 
invited  to  informational  programs  in  which  the  test  results  were  reviewed  by 
Superintendent  Dr.  Lincoln  A.  DeMoura,  and  Coordinators  Dr.  Sandra  Robinson  and  Dr. 
Richard  Zusman,  giving  parents  the  opportunity  to  ask  questions  along  with  assisting 
them  to  better  understand  the  content  and  purpose  of  these  tests. 

The  school  system  also  sponsored  a  Summer  Professional  Development  Institute 
the  two  weeks  after  school  ended  in  June.  The  activities  and  program  content  of  this 
annual  institute  are  developed  after  surveying  the  staff  as  to  their  needs  and  priorities. 
These  programs  are  available  to  all  staff  members  in  the  school  system. 

During  the  school  year,  the  Southeast  Middle  School  Alliance,  of  which  our 
middle  school  is  a  charter  member,  also  offers  professional  development  activities  to 
middle  school  teachers  of  the  fifteen  middle  schools  belonging  to  this  alliance.  Day  long 
seminars  on  such  topics  as  "Writing  Across  the  Curriculum"  are  tied  into  the 
Massachusetts  Curriculum  Frameworks  and  assist  our  teachers  in  becoming  more  skilled 
in  implementing  these  standards. 
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The  Educational  Reform  Act  requires  all  staff  members  to  become  recertified  by 
June  of  1 999  and  every  five  years  thereafter.  This  ensures  that  the  professional  skills 
needed  to  implement  all  the  changes  required  by  this  act  are  maintained  and  continually 
developed. 

A  new  Teacher  Mentoring  program  was  also  developed  this  year  in  collaboration 
with  Dr.  Vicki  Bartellini  of  Wheaton  College.  The  program  was  established  to  provide 
support  for  teachers  new  to  the  district  and  profession.  All  new  teachers  in  the  middle 
school  took  part  in  this  program  and  met  regularly  with  their  mentors  throughout  the 
year. 

In  the  area  of  curriculum,  a  new  History/Social  Science  Curriculum  Guide  was 
developed  to  align  our  program  with  the  new  learning  standards  in  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Education's  History/Social  Science  Curriculum  Framework.  In 
mathematics,  two  new  texts  were  piloted  in  grade  6;  and  our  reading/language  arts 
curricula  were  also  aligned  with  the  new  standards  by  "mapping"  and  identifying  specific 
skills  and  core  literature  for  each  grade  level.  Along  with  these  revisions,  a  Summer 
Reading  program  was  also  developed. 

A  new  World  Language  program  was  implemented  in  grades  6  and  7  to  provide 
students  with  exploratory  opportunities  in  both  French  and  Spanish.  A  continuing 
program  was  planned  so  that  after  their  exploratory  courses,  students  would  choose  one 
language  to  study  throughout  their  middle  school  years.  Coordination  involved  the 
inclusion  of  Mrs.  Patricia  Penza,  Chairman  of  the  Norton  High  School  World  Language 
Department,  in  both  the  development  of  the  program  and  the  selection  of  textbooks. 

Finally,  two  additional  programs  of  studies  were  introduced  for  all  our  students  - 
Technology  Education  and  Family  and  Consumer  Science.  The  Technology  program  is 
taught  in  our  technology  lab  to  students  who,  under  the  direction  of  the  teacher,  work  in 
pairs  using  computerized  instructional  modules  studying  such  concepts  as  alternative 
energy,  aerodynamics,  and  robotics.  The  primary  outcomes  of  the  program  are 
technological  literacy  for  the  21st  Century  and  development  of  critical  thinking  skills. 
Next  year,  as  a  result  of  being  part  of  a  Bell  Atlantic  grant,  we  will  also  have  a  team  of 
grade  7  students  working  on  constructing,  wiring,  and  programming  three  robots  to 
perform  various  functions.  The  Family  and  Consumer  Science  program  enables  students 
to  learn  meaningful  nutritional  skills  and  life  skills  in  an  ever-changing  environment. 

Under  the  direction  of  Miss  Paula  Remick,  our  music  program,  including  band, 
chorus,  and  chimes,  became  more  and  more  successful.  Each  of  these  groups  performed 
admirably  at  our  school  dedication  and  was  an  important  part  of  the  day's  activities. 

This  year,  for  the  first  time  ever,  the  Norton  Middle  School  7th  and  8th  grade  band 
participated  in  the  Massachusetts  Instrumental  and  Choral  Conductors  Concert  Band 
festival,  where  we  were  proudly  awarded  a  bronze  medal.  This  group,  along  with  the  7th 
and  8th  grade  chorus,  also  participated  in  the  "Great  East"  festival,  followed  by  a  trip  to 
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Canobie  Lake  Park.  Both  groups  were  awarded  a  silver  medal  for  their  performance.  A 
jazz  band  was  also  started  at  the  middle  school,  involving  approximately  20  students, 
culminating  with  a  performance  at  the  Spring  Concert. 

Miss  Kimberly  Wheeler  was  added  to  the  faculty  of  the  choral  program,  and  with 
her  addition,  we  now  have  60  students  involved  with  the  choruses  at  the  middle  school. 
We  are  very  pleased  with  this  increase  and  hope  the  numbers  will  continue  to  grow. 

Our  chimes  group  performed  capably  under  the  continued  direction  of  Mrs.  Karen 
Schofield.  The  performers  meet  after  school  each  Monday  from  September  through  June. 
Members  of  the  ensemble  performed  at  the  Norton  Middle  School  Dedication,  the 
Holiday  Concert,  Holiday  assemblies,  Memorial  Day  assemblies,  and  the  Spring  Concert. 
These  students  have  been  outstanding  performers  focusing  on  the  most  advanced  music 
since  the  inception  of  the  ensemble. 

The  new  Keyboard  Lab  After  School  program,  fostered  by  Mrs.  Schofield,  has 
been  a  wonderful  asset  to  the  classroom  music  program.  Any  student  may  attend  the 
Thursday  afternoon  sessions  throughout  the  year  to  further  their  performing  ability  on 
the  keyboard.  In  class,  students  learn  to  read  music  and  perform  short  compositions  with 
attention  given  to  technique,  correct  fingering,  and  hand  position.  In  the  after  school 
program,  more  individual  attention,  assessment,  and  encouragement  are  given  to  each 
student.  Several  students  are  now  taking  private  keyboard  or  piano  lessons  from  area 
teachers  due  to  exposure  to  the  keyboard  during  classes  at  Norton  Middle  School. 

All  students  also  have  the  opportunity  to  participate  in  an  extensive 
extracurricular  program.  Three  days  each  week  students  can  participate  in  our  after 
school  intramural  programs  broken  into  three  segments  -  fall,  winter,  and  spring.  An 
extensive  list  of  clubs  is  also  available  for  students  to  participate.  They  include  art, 
drama,  computer,  writing,  TV/Media,  math,  spelling,  yearbook,  community  service, 
newspaper,  peer  leaders,  and  student  council.  Many  students  take  advantage  of  these 
opportunities  and,  as  a  result,  grow  in  many  different  dimensions.  For  example,  at  the 
end  of  the  year  approximately  40  students  presented  the  play  "Don't  Rock  The  Boat"  to 
the  entire  student  body  along  with  performing  an  evening  show  for  friends  and  relatives. 
The  Community  Service  Club  members  addressed  the  social  problems  of  people  in  need 
by  sponsoring  a  collection  of  money  for  the  victims  of  the  terrible  hurricane  in  Honduras. 
The  student  council  coordinated  donations  to  the  Santa  Fund,  Heart  Fund,  and  the 
Children's  Hospital  Research  Foundation.  These  activities  provide  an  excellent  extension 
of  our  daily  school  program  and  are  positive  outlets  for  the  enthusiasm  of  early 
adolescent  years. 

During  the  year,  parents  maintained  an  active  involvement  in  the  activities  of  the 
school  through  the  school  Site  Council  and  the  Parent  Advisory  Board.  The  Site  Council 
actively  investigated  Explore,  an  after  school  tuition  based  program,  which  provides 
activities  for  students  from  the  end  of  school  to  5:00  P.M.  each  evening  during  the  week. 
This  program  began  at  the  elementary  schools  recently,  and  the  council  wanted  to  make  it 
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available  to  these  students  when  they  entered  the  middle  school.  All  parents  of  grades  5, 
6,  and  7  were  surveyed,  and  a  special  program  was  made  available  for  them  to  learn  more 
about  this  activity.  Unfortunately,  there  was  minimal  interest,  and  this  program  will  not 
be  offered  in  1999-2000.  The  Site  Council  will  revolve  its  next  year's  activities  around 
the  concept  of  increasing  student  achievement  and  the  core  value  of  responsibility. 

The  Parent  Advisory  Board  once  again  had  a  very  successful  year.  Aided  by 
successful  fund-raising  activities,  the  parents  were  able  to  provide  many  additional 
opportunities  for  our  students.  The  board  contributed  approximately  $9,000  for  student 
field  trips,  continued  to  financially  support  enriching  summer  activities  for  deserving 
students,  and  supported  our  positive  student  recognition  programs,  such  as  the  student  of 
the  month  assemblies  and  our  annual  honors  program.  In  addition,  the  board  purchased 
welcome  banners  for  the  rotunda  area  of  our  school  along  with  a  respect  banner  that 
reinforced  this  value  emphasized  by  last  year's  Site  Council.  The  students  and  staff 
deeply  appreciate  the  unselfish  efforts  of  these  parents  whose  contributions  positively 
impact  the  daily  fabric  of  our  school. 

All  grade  6  students  took  a  field  trip  to  the  Museum  of  Natural  History  at  Roger 
Williams  State  Park  in  Rhode  Island  and  took  a  "walk  through  history,"  rated  as  one  of 
the  best  exhibits  in  the  country.  Under  the  direction  of  grade  6  math  teacher  Miss  Nicole 
Hairing,  school  drama  club  advisor,  many  sixth  grade  students  assisted  in  the  play  "Don't 
Rock  the  Boat"  presented  to  all  students  in  June.  The  Spanish  classes  celebrated  "El  Dia 
de  los  Muertos,"  a  very  special  holiday  in  Mexico.  Many  students  participated  in  an 
Earth  Day  contest  decorating  bags  provided  by  Roche  Brothers'  Supermarket  which  were 
then  displayed  at  the  store.  Through  Project  Re-Seed  at  Northeastern  University,  Mr. 
Daniel  Vasse,  a  retired  scientist  from  Raytheon,  volunteered  his  time  weekly  in  Mrs. 
Marilyn  Porell's  science  classes.  Some  other  interesting  grade  6  activities  included 
inventing  musical  instruments,  making  scale  drawings  of  their  homes  and  making  life  sized 
gods  and  goddesses  during  their  study  of  Greek  mythology. 

Grade  7  students  once  again  read  and  studied  The  Christmas  Carol  by  Charles 
Dickens  followed  by  a  trip  to  the  North  Shore  Musical  Theater  to  view  a  professional 
performance  of  this  story  complete  with  a  flying  ghost,  fog,  and  fire  on  stage.  Many 
students  obtained  and  corresponded  with  pen  pals  from  all  over  the  world.  As  a  result  of 
a  grant  awarded  to  Mrs.  Cheryl  Greeson  and  Mrs.  Patricia  Kalicki,  a  Disabilities 
Awareness  Day  was  held  in  April  following  the  reading  of  The  Miracle  Worker.  Students 
experienced  what  it  is  like  to  be  deaf,  visually  impaired,  or  confined  to  a  wheelchair. 
They  were  also  able  to  examine  Braille  materials  and  use  a  Braille  typewriter. 

Several  students  also  distinguished  themselves  in  local  contests.  Joseph  Knipper, 
Jessica  Haugh,  and  Seth  Farrell  placed  first,  second,  and  third,  respectively,  in  the 
Gettysburg  Address  Contest  sponsored  by  local  veterans'  group.  Patrick  Sejkora  won 
third  place  and  Carly  Bendzans  won  an  honorable  mention  in  the  Knights  of  Columbus 
Essay  Contest. 
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The  grade  8  students  culminated  their  year  with  a  special  trip  to  New  York  City. 
Leaving  at  4:30  A.M.  and  returning  at  midnight  made  a  long  and  memorable  day  for  them. 
They  visited  Ellis  Island,  the  Statue  of  Liberty,  and  various  other  sights  that  tied  in  nicely 
with  their  study  of  U.S.  History.  Every  student  in  Mrs.  Kendra  Hart's  classes  wrote  a 
children's  book  and  then  used  the  computers  in  our  labs  to  print  and  illustrate  their 
stories.  In  Mrs.  Lynne  Nivica's  English  classes,  several  students  had  their  poems  and 
essays  published  in  local  newspapers.  Mr.  William  Kuzmich  took  advantage  of  an 
opportunity  presented  by  the  Boston  Herald  and  used  its  newspaper  in  a  weekly  study 
of  current  events.  Mrs.  Jeanne  Conforti,  French  teacher,  arranged  for  an  exchange  student 
from  Ecuador  to  speak  to  students  about  South  America.  The  year  ended  with  our 
Annual  Awards  assembly  for  our  grade  8  students  followed  by  the  Annual  Grade  8 
Dinner  Dance  using  the  theme  "Under  the  Moonlight,"  an  event  that  caps  off  a  special 
year  for  them! 

Finally,  I  wish  to  thank  our  former  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Dr.  Maurice  J. 
Splaine,  Jr.,  for  the  leadership  he  provided  to  us  for  so  many  years,  along  with  Mr.  James 
Neveu,  Director  of  Facilities,  for  his  constant  flexibility  and  willingness  to  assist  our 
school  in  any  way.  We  wish  them  many  years  of  health  and  happiness  in  their 
retirements.  Both  of  these  men  will  be  missed.  We  look  forward  to  making  continued 
progress  working  with  our  new  Superintendent  Dr.  Lincoln  A.  DeMoura  and  our  new 
Director  of  Facilities  Mr.  Roy  Bain.

assistant  cooks  Margaret  Cummings  and  Nancy  Bramwell. 

This  year  has  been  unique  because  all  235  fifth  grade  students  were  housed  "under 
the  same  roof.  Mrs.  Thomasian  received  a  School  to  Work  grant  in  which  students 
organized  and  managed  a  school  store.  Since  this  has  been  so  successful,  she  plans  to 
continue  and  expand  on  this  project  for  the  coming  school  year.  A  career  week  was  also 
held,  which  exposed  students  to  a  variety  of  careers  held  by  parents  and  community 
members. 
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In  December,  Mrs.  Carter  organized  a  pet  food  drive  for  the  Norton  Animal 
Shelter.  Any  person  who  donated  to  this  worthwhile  cause  was  able  to  decorate  a  tree 
with  the  picture  of  their  special  family  pet.  Students  also  made  holiday  stockings  for  the 
Norton  Senior  Citizens.  During  a  Holiday  Stroll,  fifth  graders  did  their  holiday  shopping 
with  donated  and  recycled  items  from  home. 

The  Audubon  Society  donated  a  soil  tunnel  for  a  week  and  trained  students  to 
teach  their  classmates  about  the  physical  properties  of  our  earth.  They  also  participated 
in  an  Energy  Conference  where  alternate  energy  resources  were  investigated. 

All  fifth  grade  students  participated  in  our  "Invention  Convention"  during  the 
month  of  April.  Since  this  was  extremely  well  received,  we  plan  to  make  this  a  yearly 
event  for  grade  5.  Other  activities  enjoyed  were  guest  speakers  from  Plimoth  Plantation 
and  a  trip  to  the  Computer  Museum  in  Boston.  Both  of  these  activities  were  funded  by 
the  Arts  Lottery  Council  to  which  the  fifth  graders  wish  to  show  their  appreciation. 

The  students  also  visited  Jordan's  Furniture  Store  where  they  enjoyed  a 
presentation  in  the  Odyssey  Theater  and  participated  in  a  modified  "education"  program. 
They  also  toured  historic  Boston  on  the  Old  Time  Trolley.

NORTON  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  PARENT  BOARD 

In  September,  the  new  Norton  Elementary  School  opened  its  doors  to  all  fifth 
graders.

The  following  officers  were  elected:  co- 
chairpersons  Michael  Rose  and  Linda  Rose  (no  relation),  secretary  Cynthia  Brais, 
treasurer  Janet  Andreasen,  and  representative-at-large  Valerie  Stares.  Donations  to  start 
our  treasury  were  graciously  given  to  us  by  the  Norton  Middle  School,  Joseph  C. 
Solmonese  School  and  L.  G.  Nourse  School. 

The  Parent  Board's  goals  have  been  defined  as: 

♦  To  increase  parent  membership  and  expand  the  base  of  participation  in  the 
N.E.S.P.B.  activities. 

♦  To  provide  forums  for  the  exchange  and  discussion  of  ideas  on  issues  and  topics 
of  current  interest. 

♦  To  improve  communications  between  faculty,  parents,  and  students. 

♦  To  enhance  the  image  of  our  school  throughout  the  community  and  form  TEAM 
Partners. 

♦  To  provide  support  for  the  leadership  at  our  school  and  throughout  the  district. 

♦  To  establish  incentives  for  excellence  in  performance. 
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Throughout  the  year  the  N.E.S.P.B.  sponsored  many  successful  fund-raisers,  such 
as,  a  Magazine  Drive,  Harvest  Raffle,  Yankee  Candle  Drive,  Can  and  Bottle  Redemption 
Center,  Soup  Labels  and  Box  Tops,  and  a  May  Calendar  Raffle.  The  money  earned  was 
used  to  benefit  all  the  children.  It  helped  sponsor  field  trips,  provided  donations  to 
teachers  for  classroom  supplies,  purchased  indoor  and  outdoor  games  and  equipment, 
supported  scholarships,  and  most  importantly,  provided  funds  to  improve  the  library.  A 
fund  was  also  established  for  future  outdoor  recreation  equipment  for  incoming  students.

The  site  council  met  on  a  monthly  basis  and  posted  the  meeting  dates  at  the  town 
hall  and  in  the  monthly  newsletters.

The  last  full  year  in  the  20th  Century  began  for  397  children  in  grades  1-4  on 
September  8,  1998  and  59  Project  EARLY  children.  There  were  several  staff  additions. 
In  grade  1,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Hughes  replaced  Mrs.  Deanna  Gillooly  who  relocated.  In 
grade  2,  Mrs.  Nancy  Florentine  was  hired  to  replace  Mrs.  Doreen  Harlow,  who  retired. 
In  grade  3,  Miss  Jennifer  Carlson  filled  in  for  Mrs.  Berdos,  who  was  out  on  maternity 
leave.  In  addition  to  the  professional  staff,  several  instructional  assistants  were  assigned 
to  the  L.  G.  Nourse.  Mrs.  Diann  Crugnale  and  Mrs.  Susan  Moore  joined  Project  EARLY, 
and  Mrs.  Terri  MacLean  joined  the  Special  Needs  program.  In  September,  Mrs.  Eileen 
Woods,  a  20-year  employee  and  the  school's  library  media  technician,  left  for  a  new  home 
and  job  in  Falmouth.  Eileen  had  been  the  school  librarian  for  the  past  16  years.  Her  kind 
ways  and  encouragement  of  the  love  of  literature  were  always  appreciated.  Mrs.  Mary 
Lou  Brooks  was  assigned  from  Project  EARLY  to  the  library.  She  has  kept  the  library 
the  true  heart  of  our  school. 

Staff  members  continued  to  review  MCAS  results  and  make  adjustments  to  the 
core  curriculum.  Miss  Grant  in  grade  1,  Mrs.  Day  in  grade  2,  Mrs.  LaConte  in  grade  3 
and  Ms.  Gallagher  in  grade  4  worked  with  two  different  math  series  to  assist 
administration  in  a  textbook  change  for  the  1999-2000  school  year.  All  of  our  new 
teachers  were  assigned  to  veteran  teachers,  and  a  very  successful  mentor  program  was 
created.  The  faculty  also  conducted  four  "Family  Math  and  Science  Nights"  and 
"Literacy  Night"  to  bring  the  new  curriculum  changes  to  families  in  an  informal,  fun-filled 
evening.  Finally,  numerous  staff  members  took  the  "Math  and  Science  Nights"  into  the 
community  along  with  the  Parent  Involvement  Project  (P.I.P.)  and  held  activities  at 
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McDonald's  and  Roche  Brothers.  Numerous  curriculum  committees  met  all  year  to  refine 
report  cards,  rewrite  the  social  studies  curriculum,  develop  summer  reading  activities, 
design  summer  school  offerings  for  children,  and  deal  with  the  societal  issues  confronting 
elementary  education  today. 

Thanks  to  the  P.T.A.  and  the  Norton  Cultural  Council,  the  children  had  the 
opportunity  for  numerous  cultural  assemblies,  which  included  story  teller  Valerie  Tutson; 
Bill  Schontz  in  a  musical  review  on  ecology;  Week  of  Science  for  all  grade  4  students 
where  scientists  visited  and  discussed  their  careers;  SMARTS  Cabaret  "Heroes";  Taino,  a 
dance  troupe  that  focused  on  Caribbean  music;  grade  4  Artist  in  Residence;  juggler  Garry 
Krinsky,  who  demonstrated  science  as  an  art;  the  Annual  Memorial  Day  Assembly;  and 
Johnny  the  K,  who  did  a  comic  review  dealing  with  respect  and  friendship.  In  addition, 
safety  assemblies  were  presented  to  all  children  by  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  and 
the  Amtrack  Police.  The  Parent  Board  was  co-chaired  by  Mrs.  Valerie  Desmond  and 
Mrs.  Martha  Perry  and  continued  to  provide  parental  influence  in  the  school  to  advocate 
for  the  children  and  provide  many  extras,  making  the  LGN  a  special  place  every  day.  The 
PTA  continued  with  the  Holiday  Gift  Shoppe,  Breakfast  with  Santa,  Winter  Carnival,  the 
Ice  Cream  Social,  and  numerous  volunteer  hours.  They  also  organized  class  parties,  paid 
for  class  trips,  and  were  at  the  LGN  every  day  in  so  many  ways. 

The  Site  Council,  consisting  of  co-chair  Mrs.  Lynne  LaRochelle,  secretary  Mrs. 
Stacie  Schuko  and  members  Mrs.  Lynn  Wiegel,  Dr.  Paul  Kline,  Mrs.  Mae  Myers,  and 
Ms.  Nancy  Gallagher,  worked  on  numerous  projects  this  year.  Especially  noteworthy 
were  the  reviewing  of  the  new  attendance  policy,  monitoring  the  math  textbook  selection 
process,  reviewing  the  budget,  and  analyzing  the  MCAS  results.  They  provided  an 
insight  to  the  administration  in  the  community's  perception  of  the  schools. 

Staff  development  continues  to  be  an  immense  undertaking  for  the  entire  staff. 
Faculty  receiving  masters  degrees  this  year  were  Mrs.  Cashton  from  Leslie  College  and 
Ms.  Gallagher  from  Cambridge  College.  Professional  status  was  granted  to  Mrs.  Holly 
Butler  of  Project  EARLY  and  Mrs.  Carolyn  Putterman,  school  psychologist.  All  staff 
members  have  been  recertified  by  the  state  as  mandated  by  the  Education  Reform,  which 
means  they  have  all  added  120  credit  hours  to  their  education. 

The  school  continues  to  grow  with  the  addition  of  a  fifth  grade  2  classroom,  a 
third  Project  EARLY  classroom,  and  a  full  time  speech  therapist  in  Project  EARLY. 
Room  for  these  programs  will  be  made  by  relocating  the  SPOKE  collaborative  class  to  the 
J.  C.  Solmonese  and  Mrs.  Precourt's  SPED  program  to  the  Norton  Elementary  School. 

Unfortunately,  our  school  and  community  were  touched  by  the  tragic  death  of  one 
of  our  fourth  grade  students,  Corey  Anderson.  The  outpouring  of  support  shown  by  the 
Norton  community  in  the  search  and  surrounding  events  was  fantastic.  We  have  a  caring, 
loving  community  for  our  children  to  grow  up  in.  The  lesson  of  compassion  was  learned 
by  all  of  our  students.  Thank  you. 
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The  unit  leaders  report  the  following  for  their  grade  level: 

The  grade  1  unit  began  the  year  by  welcoming  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Hughes  and  Ms. 
Carolann  McCarron  as  full  time  teachers.  We  participated  in  many  activities  such  as 
D.A.R.E.,  the  Horribles  Parade,  the  Pilgrim-Indian  Breakfast,  the  multicultural  celebration 
in  December,  the  grades  1  and  4  Holiday  Sharing  party,  Hat  Day,  Chinese  New  Year,  and 
the  Buddy-up  for  Reading  Time  with  grades  2  and  3.  A  special  trip  was  made  to  the 
Roger  Williams  Zoo  in  May.  Special  guests  that  visited  grade  1  included  the  Norton 
Firefighter's  Scuba  Diving  Team  and  many  parents  who  shared  their  expertise  by  reading 
to  the  children  or  singing  songs  related  to  our  curriculum.  Our  stuffed  teddy  bears  were 
invited  to  a  picnic  in  June,  and  we  welcomed  our  live  pets  in  for  a  visit.  Several  mini- 
grants  were  funded  this  year:  "Leap  Ahead"  by  Nancy  Grant  and  Mae  Myers;  "Sharing 
Time"  by  Nancy  Grant  and  Elizabeth  Hughes.  "Nature  Trail  -  A  Multigrade  Approach" 
by  Nancy  Grant  and  Judy  LaConte.  "Bears  Everywhere"  by  Carolann  McCarron  and 
Joyce  Cody,  and  "Birds  and  Butterflies  In  Our  Schoolyard"  by  Joyce  Cody.  Grace 
Zeneski  helped  write  the  new  social  studies  curriculum,  and  Nancy  Grant  piloted  the  new 
math  program  by  Silver  Burdett. 

The  second  and  third  grade  unit  welcomed  Mrs.  Nancy  Florentine  to  the  second 
grade  and  Miss  Jennifer  Carlson  to  the  third  grade.  All  were  involved  in  Math/Science 
nights,  one  night  for  each  grade  level.  Also,  we  had  two  Literacy  nights  in  the  fall.  The 
response  from  families  was  terrific.  Two  new  math  programs,  Houghton  Mifflin  and 
Silver  Burdett,  were  piloted  by  Mrs.  Day  and  Mrs.  LaConte.  We  are  looking  forward  to 
the  new  program  next  year. 

Miss  Jane  Stewart  joined  the  second  grade  as  a  student  teacher  from  Wheaton 
College.  After  studying  habitats,  the  second  grade  culminated  their  ocean  unit  with  a  field 
trip  to  the  New  England  Aquarium. 

The  third  grade  was  busy  focusing  on  math  and  preparing  the  students  for  the 
Iowa  Basic  Skills  test.  The  emphasis  was  on  reading,  spelling,  and  vocabulary.  Once 
again,  the  local  History  of  Norton  was  a  major  topic  in  social  studies.  The  field  trip  took 
them  back  in  time  to  the  1830's  by  visiting  the  farming  community  of  Old  Sturbridge 
Village.  The  culminating  trip  was  the  historic  tour  of  Norton,  visiting  sites  studied  in  the 
classroom.  The  Annual  Science  Fair  was  an  educational  event  for  our  third  graders. 
Many  interesting  topics  and  experiments  were  investigated.  We  congratulate  all  the 
participants.  First  place  winners  were:  Lysa  Sim  and  Julia  Coleman  -  How  Do  Seeds 
Grow?  and  Kristina  Lantos  who  studied  Maple  Sugaring.  Brian  Bettencourt  won  second 
place  studying  Emperor  Penguins,  and  Christopher  Brooks  won  third  place  learning  about 
the  History  of  Ice  Cream  and  How  It  Is  Made.  How  many  pounds  did  he  gain  with  this 
project?  Reading  buddies  and  nature  trail  buddies  were  also  an  integral  part  of  the  second 
and  third  grade  unit.  The  first  graders  really  enjoyed  these  activities  throughout  the  year. 
The  third  graders  also  supported  the  American  Red  Cross  by  raising  $54.88  in  support  of 
the  International  Response  Fund  that  assisted  victims  of  Hurricane  Mitch. 
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Several  committees  met  this  year  -  Social  Studies/History  Frameworks,  the  Report 
Card  Committee,  the  Summer  Reading  Program,  and  the  Professional  Development 
Committee. 


Field  Day  was  a  culminating  activity  for  the  whole  school  and  was  enjoyed  by  all. 
Thank  you  parents  for  all  your  support  with  our  events  throughout  the  year. 

We  sadly  say  good-bye  to  Mrs.  Harlow  who  retired  in  January  after  20  years  and 
to  Mrs.  Day,  who  retired  in  June  after  23  years  of  educating  Norton's  children. 

The  fourth  grade  unit  had  a  productive  year.  Fall  passed  quickly  and  the  children 
raised  money  to  sponsor  a  boy  and  girl  in  the  "Christmas  Is  For  Kids"  program.  They 
also  participated  in  the  Annual  First  Grade  Holiday  Sharing  Party.  The  class  trip  was  to 
the  Science  Museum  in  Boston.  In  February,  the  fourth  graders  faced  the  tragic  death  of 
their  classmate,  Corey  Anderson.  Counseling  helped  the  students,  as  well  as  the  teachers, 
with  the  grief  process.

The  SPO  also  supplemented 
costs  for  two  field  trips  for  each  grade  level  by  providing  monies  for  bus  transportation, 
as  well  as  supplementing  entrance  fees.  Through  the  hard  work  of  the  Solmonese  Parent 
Organization,  a  clearly  visible  and  illuminated  sign  has  been  added  to  the  entrance  of  the 
school  -  making  the  Solmonese  School  more  easily  located  and  enabling  the  school  to  now 
post  events  or  messages.  We  are  especially  proud  to  recognize  and  extend  special  thanks 
to  Mrs.  Lynne  Ippoliti  and  Margaret  Pyron,  co-chairpersons,  Mrs.  Lisa  Varney, 
treasurer,  and  Mrs.  Laurie  Hannon,  secretary. 

The  J.  C.  S.  Site  Council  has  also  worked  diligently  this  year  to  establish  goals  and 
serve  as  an  advisory  group  for  the  school.  The  J.  C.  Solmonese  School  Site  Council 
members  are:  Mrs.  Candace  Shipley,  Mrs.  {Catherine  Petrullo-Heleen,  Mr.  Ronald 
Mollins,  Mrs.  Natalie  Gorczyca,  Mrs.  Linda  O'Connor,  and  Mrs.  Sandra  Ross.  Their 
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first  goal  was  to  establish  parent-training  workshops. 


The  J.C.S.  Site  Council  sponsored  a  series  of  (5)  beneficial  workshops  beginning 
on  November  10th.  These  workshops  were  presented  by  Miss  Linda  Gefis,  special  needs 
educator  at  the  Solmonese  School.  Miss  Gefis  presented  hints  and  techniques  to  provide 
parents  with  the  skills  needed  to  assist  their  students  with  writing,  reading,  studying,  and 
completing  homework  assignments.  The  council  also  worked  to  help  with  Math  and 
Science  Family  Nights. 

We  are  extremely  pleased  to  have  had  the  opportunity  as  the  training  site  for  12 
student  teachers  from  Stonehill  College,  Bridgewater  State  College,  and  Wheaton  College 
this  year.  These  students  have  enhanced  our  programs  with  their  initiative  and  creative 
ideas. 

T.D.  Brown,  Inc.  was  present  again  this  year  to  take  individual  pictures  on 
October  2nd.  Mr.  Steve  Brown  came  on  March  25th  to  take  candid  pictures  of  Science 
Fair  students.  The  studio  was  back  again  on  May  1 1th  to  take  group  pictures  of  students 
and  staff. 

The  Norton  Fire  Department  made  several  presentations  to  our  students:  October 
5th,  grades  one  through  four  attended  fire  prevention  assemblies,  October  1 5th,  two  fire 
prevention  assemblies  were  held  for  kindergarten  students,  January  5th,  the  Officer  Phil 
program  was  presented  in  three  time  slots.  The  Norton  Fire  Department  and  rescue  team 
also  gave  demonstrations  at  each  grade  level  field  days. 

The  Norton  Police  Department  enlightened  our  students  with  its  very  successful 
D.A.R.E.  program.  First  grade  students  learned  from  Officer  Jacob  Dennett,  and  third 
graders  were  instructed  by  Officer  Scott  Sweeting. 

Fall  parent  conferences  were  held  November  18th  and  19th.  Spring,  Kindergarten 
Parent  Conferences  were  held  on  April  7th  and  8th.  The  second  parent  conference  for 
grades  1-4  was  held  again  in  March.  Many  of  the  Solmonese  staff  members  have  been 
instrumental  in  the  revision  of  the  report  cards  and  assessment  portfolios  at  the 
elementary  level. 

Fourth  grade  Math  Night  was  a  huge  success.  Parents,  students  of  fourth  grade, 
siblings,  and  teachers  attended  to  participate  in  educational  and  engaging  problem  solving 
math  games.  Third  graders,  their  parents,  and  siblings  enjoyed  a  similarly  educationally 
enjoyable  Math  Night  on  April  8th. 

A  Family  Literacy  Night  was  held  from  6:30  -  8:00  P.M  in  March.  The  Teddy 
Bear  theme  cuddled  parents,  sibling,  and  students  of  the  Solmonese  School  for  an  evening 
of  reading  enjoyment.  Special  book  packets  were  given  to  students  attending,  and  awards 
were  presented. 
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Mr.  Arieta  presented  the  Christmas  Concert  to  students  and  parents  on  December 
21st.  The  presentation  featured  multicultural  songs  and  instrumental  presentations. 
Grade  four  had  the  following  guest  speakers  the  week  of  January  18th:  Mr.  Timothy 
Baker,  Mr.  Peter  Leddy,  Mrs.  Lynn  Ippoliti,  and  Mrs.  Ann  Pelz. 

The  Annual  J.  C.  Solmonese  Day,  coordinated  by  Mrs.  Karen  Monteiro,  was 
observed  on  March  9th.  This  meaningful  assembly  is  a  slide  presentation  with  various 
speakers  to  teach  all  grade  1  and  new  students  about  the  man  for  whom  the  school  is 
named.  The  Annual  J.  C.  Solmonese  Science  Fair  was  held  on  March  24th.  This  year's 
first  place  awards  were  presented  to  grade  4  students  Ishani  Choksi,  Stacy  Allen,  Rachael 
Staab,  and  Tomas  Kelleher,  and  grade  3  student  Emily  Eckart. 

Kindergarten  registration  was  held  on  April  1st,  and  the  Kindergarten  Screening 
Presentation  was  given  on  May  26th.  Grade  three  students  were  challenged  by  the  Iowa 
Tests  given  the  week  of  April  12th.  MCAS  testing  for  fourth  graders  began  on  April  26th 
with  the  English  Long  Composition  testing  being  administered.  MCAS  testing  for 
English,  math,  and  science  began  on  May  1 7th. 

The  Annual  J.  C.  Solmonese  Arts  Festival  took  place  on  May  7th.  This  year, 
Mrs.  Armel's  hard  work  culminated  in  a  spectacular  presentation  of  colorful  life  sized  and 
small  sculptures,  clay  work,  paintings,  and  drawings  that  were  coordinated  with  the 
language  arts,  science,  and  social  studies  curriculums.  Mr.  Arieta  and  his  chorus 
presented  a  stimulating  musical  history  of  the  railroad.  Solo  vocal  presentations  also 
highlighted  the  evening.  Miss  Donna  Archibald  choreographed  fourth  grade  line  and 
square  dancing  routines.  Mr.  Arieta  and  Miss  Archibald  also  presented  their  music  and 
dance  concert  to  students  in  two  performances  on  May  12th. 

Grade  four  students  attended  an  orientation  at  the  Norton  Elementary  School  on 
June  2nd.  The  kindergarten  students  attended  a  first  grade  visiting  day  at  the  Solmonese 
and  Nourse  Schools  on  June  8th. 

As  culminating  activities  for  grade  3  and  grade  4  students,  award  assemblies  were 
held  with  each  class  presenting  speeches  and  songs  to  commemorate  the  events.  The 
Solmonese  Award  for  Excellence  was  awarded  to  Stacy  Allen,  Paul  Anderson,  and  Mary 
Ann  Roche,  and  the  Most  Improved  student  awards  were  given  to  Melanie  Orphanos  and 
Justin  Huber.  Principal's  Awards,  Perfect  Attendance  Awards,  Presidential  Academic 
Fitness  Awards,  Art,  Music,  and  Physical  Education  Awards  were  also  given. 

The  closing  of  this  school  year  ended  with  difficulty  as  we  bid  farewell  to  not 
only  our  grade  4  students,  but  also  our  grade  3  students.  Grade  4  will  now  be  at  the 
Norton  Elementary  School.  All  grade  4  teachers  will  also  be  transferred.  Mrs.  Tarnopol, 
Mrs.  Pompei,  Mrs.  Soares,  and  Mrs.  Reinhart  have  been  an  integral  part  of  the  school  for 
the  past  21  years.  Mrs.  Morse  and  Mrs.  St.  John  joined  our  staff  in  recent  years.  We 
want  to  thank  them  for  their  dedication,  professionalism,  enthusiasm,  and  willingness  to 
go  above  and  beyond  for  the  students  at  JCS. 
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Numerous  other  activities  took  place  throughout  the  J.  C.  Solmonese  units  this 

year: 


Kindergarten  -  Minnows  Unit 
Unit  Leader  Mary  Christine  Dion 

The  kindergarten  has  been  a  very  busy  place  this  year.  Students  were  involved  in 
developing  social  and  emotional  skills,  as  well  as  their  cognitive  skills.  Volunteers  were 
successfully  recruited  from  those  parents  who  were  interested  in  helping.  Each  day, 
several  of  these  parents  could  be  seen  busily  working  in  the  volunteer  workroom  or 
classrooms. 

The  kindergarten  continued  to  work  within  the  Houghton-Mifflin  Reading 
program  and  the  Zaner-Bloser  Handwriting  program.  Two  new  math  programs  were  also 
piloted  in  kindergarten.  The  kindergarten  curriculum  of  social  studies  and  science  was 
enhanced  by  the  integration  with  the  Houghton  Mifflin  Reading  program.  Students 
learned  about  various  forms  of  transportation  and  created  interesting  follow-up  projects. 
Native  Indian  villages  were  created  in  each  classroom  in  November,  and  a  variety  of 
Native  Indian  activities  took  place  in  these  villages  including  Thanksgiving  feasts.  Units 
on  self-concept,  animals,  safety,  and  magnetism  were  explored.  Spring  brought  a  natural 
introduction  to  planting;  and  the  nutrition  unit  concluded  by  having  children  make  fruit 
salad  and  squeezing  orange  juice. 

As  the  kindergarten  students  learned  about  various  community  helpers,  they 
utilized  the  resources  within  the  town  by  holding  class  one  day  at  the  Police  Department, 
Fire  Department,  Norton  Public  Library,  and  the  Highway  Department.  The  buildings 
were  visited,  and  students  learned  about  the  duties  and  jobs  within  these  departments.  In 
May,  all  kindergarten  children  attended  a  field  trip  to  Capron  Park  Zoo  in  Attleboro  to 
reinforce  the  science  unit  on  animals. 

Grade  1  -  Seahorse  Unit  and  Starfish  Unit

(Starfish) 

This  year,  the  Seahorse  Unit  consisted  of  five  first  grade  classrooms  and  the 
Starfish  consisted  of  four  first  grade  classrooms.  In  the  fall,  the  Starfish  and  Seahorse 
students  learned  about  Pilgrims  and  Native  Americans,  enjoyed  a  feast,  and  culminated 
with  coordinating  activities.  Winter  months  brought  the  celebration  of  Christmas  Around 
the  World.  Each  teacher  developed  lessons  on  a  different  country's  customs  and 
celebrations.  The  100th  Day  of  School  was  celebrated  with  activities  involving  the  number 
100. 

Spring  brought  us  back  to  Earth!  The  week  of  Earth  Day  activities  involved  the 
children  donating  change  from  recycling  cans  and  bottles  so  that  each  class  could  adopt  a 
manatee  from  the  Save  the  Manatee  Club  of  Florida.  Students  and  teachers  traveled  to 
New  Bedford  to  see  "The  Three  Little  Pigs"  at  the  Zeiterion  Theater  and  to  Mendon  to 
the  Southwick  Zoo.  The  latter  tied  in  nicely  with  the  science  themes  involving  animals. 
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Seahorse  and  Starfish  students  also  made  art  projects  and  wrote  stories  to  display  at  the 
Arts  Festival.  The  Seahorses  ended  the  year  with  a  field  day  and  an  ice  cream  party,  and 
the  Starfish  ended  their  year  with  a  field  day  and  a  beach  and  sundae  day. 

Students  of  the  Seahorse  Unit  were  rewarded  monthly  for  outstanding  behavior 
and/or  effort  with  the  "Super  Seahorse"  awards.  Seahorses  also  enjoyed  a  new  monthly 
tradition  of  the  Seahorse  sing  along.

Grades  2  and  3  -  Dolphin  Unit

The  Dolphin  Unit  has  had  another  productive  and  enriching  academic  year.  The 
Dynamite  Dolphin  monthly  activities  that  reward  excellent  behavior  in  classes  were 
successful  again  this  year. 

The  Dolphins  conducted  many  holiday  activities  together;  such  as,  a  Halloween 
parade,  an  interdisciplinary  unit  on  popcorn  for  Thanksgiving,  with  mini  feasts  in  each 
classroom.

Grade  3  -  Seal  Unit

During  the  month  of  April,  grade  three  students  were  enthralled  with  the 
presentation  made  by  Fox  25  Meteorologist,  Kevin  Lemanowicz  on  April  6th,  and  a 
Kachina  Indian  Doll  presentation  given  by  Mr.  Lester  McClelland  on  April  13th.  The 
third  graders  from  the  Seal  and  Dolphin  Units  traveled  to  the  theater,  Mechanics  Hall  in 
Worcester,  to  view  the  play,  "Ramona  Quimby".  On  April  14th,  the  Seal  Unit  helped  to 
clean  up  the  schoolyard  as  part  of  an  Earth  Day  activity.  They  also  held  a  Book  Swap  on 
April  16th  as  part  of  a  recycling  activity.

Grade  4  -  Whale  Unit

The  six  classes  of  the  fourth  grade  Whale  Unit  have  worked  hard  to  meet  cognitive 
demands  and  to  enjoy  a  rewarding  and  exciting  year.  They  have  had  the  additional 
assistance  of  three  student  teachers  from  Bridgewater  State  College  and  Wheaton  College. 
The  Whales  have  continued  with  the  literacy  program.  Some  of  the  students  were  reading 
buddies  to  students  in  the  kindergarten,  first,  and  second  grades.  Students  also  read  to 
kindergarten  students  during  the  "Read  Across  America"  program. 

The  fourth  graders  again  participated  in  the  "Helper  Program"  throughout  the 
school  year.  Students  volunteered  to  give  up  one  recess  a  week  to  help  in  some  capacity 
within  the  school.  This  has  continued  to  be  a  special  project  for  the  students.  They  have 
taken  their  responsibilities  very  seriously. 

The  fourth  graders  of  the  Whale  Unit  continued  to  celebrate  holidays  such  as 
Halloween,  Christmas,  and  Valentine's  Day  with  classroom  parties.  A  Thanksgiving 
Feast  was  celebrated  together  as  a  unit.  The  students  learned  about  helping  others  during 
the  holiday  season  by  donating  food  to  others  less  fortunate.  The  students  also  donated 
money  to  victims  of  Hurricane  Mitch  during  this  season.  A  chorus  presentation  and 
holiday  skit  were  performed  by  many  of  the  fourth  grade  students. 

Many  families  attended  a  Family  Math  and  Science  night  and  participated  in 
hands-on  activities  similar  to  those  being  used  in  the  classrooms  each  day.  January 
always  marks  the  time  to  begin  preparation  for  the  Annual  Science  Fair.  This  year,  the 
Whales  started  a  week  of  scientists.  During  this  week,  students  learned  about  the  varied 
jobs  that  require  knowledge  of  science.  The  students  then  spent  time  in  class  learning 
about  the  scientific  method.  Fourth  grade  students  participated  in  the  Science  Fair  and 
again  participated  in  the  Math  League  contest. 

The  Whale  Unit  students  thoroughly  enjoyed  their  trip  to  the  Boston  Museum  of 
Science,  and  the  trip  to  the  Tidal  Pools  at  Cape  Cod.  The  fourth  graders  had  another 
successful  Rain  Forest  Hat  Day  and  were  able  to  adopt  two  acres  of  Rain  Forest.  Many 
fourth  grade  students  sang  and  square  danced  at  the  spring  Art  and  Music  Festival. 

TECHNOLOGY  DEPARTMENT 

Continuing  progress  has  been  made  in  providing  effective  technology  to  enhance 
the  educational  process  of  all  students  in  the  Norton  Public  Schools.  Expansion  of  a 
systemwide  infrastructure  provides  all  five  schools  and  central  administrative  offices  with 
network  capability  for  the  sharing  of  resources  as  well  as  faster  filtered  Internet  access  to 
the  World  Wide  Web  and  electronic  mail.  To  accomplish  this  goal  of  accessing  greater 
current  research  information,  networking  necessities,  such  as,  writing,  hubs,  switches,  and 
networking  interface  cards  (NIC's),have  been  acquired.  Additionally,  the  school  budget 
has  supported  the  purchase  of  new  multimedia  computers  and  effective  software  for  all 
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grade  levels,  thereby  providing  administrators,  teachers,  and  students'  classroom  access  to 
materials  with  appropriate  and  supportive  curriculum  emphasis.  All  classrooms  have  at 
least  one  computer  available,  and  all  schools'  computer  labs  are  equipped  for  large  group 
instruction. 

The  greatest  challenge  of  the  1998-1999  school  year  has  been  the  opening  of  our 
new  Norton  Middle  School.  A  technologically  up-to-date  facility  with  more  than  240 
computers  and  networked  access  to  software,  printers,  audio  visual  media,  and  online 
attendance/grade  reporting,  this  school  has  two  labs  for  instruction  and  project 
development.  In  addition,  there  exists  a  Technology  Education  facility  in  which  all 
students  in  grades  6  -  8  are  exposed  to  the  design  process  emphasized  in  the  Science  and 
Technology  standards  of  the  Massachusetts  Frameworks  and  assessed  through  the 
MCAS  testing  program.  This  same  program  continues  at  the  high  school  level  with  topic 
emphasis  placed  on  Computer  Aided  Publishing,  Electricity,  Digital  Photography  and 
Sound,  Multimedia  Applications,  and  Pneumatic  Technology. 

Districtwide  Networking 

Utilizing  building  and  systemwide  servers,  all  computers  on  the  building-wide 
LAN  at  the  high  school  are  connected  to  a  router  and  a  Tl  dedicated  line  for  simultaneous 
Internet  access  in  all  classrooms  and  in  the  media  center.  This  Tl  line  is  utilized  by  all 
five  buildings  in  the  district  as  well  as  the  central  administrative  offices  with  a  wide  area 
network  created  through  the  use  of  ISDN  lines.  Through  an  Internet  Service  Provider 
(ISP),  Internet  access  is  available  for  staff  and  students,  and  all  teachers  and 
administrators  have  Internet  email  accounts  as  well  as  internal  communication/file  sharing 
capabilities.  The  library  computers  in  both  the  high  school  and  the  middle  school  provide 
electronic  circulation  and  card  catalog  access  throughout  the  building.  Public  school 
Internet  homepages  are  in  continuous  revision  and  may  be  accessed  through  our  Internet 
address,  http://www.norton.mec.edu. 

At  the  Norton  Elementary,  the  J.C.  Solmonese,  and  the  L.G.  Nourse  Schools, 
emphasis  in  our  technology  classes  is  placed  on  project  development  which  support 
associated  class  curricula.  Some  projects  which  have  involved  word  processing  and 
computerized  drawing  techniques  include:  Where  They  Live,  Favorite  Creepy  Crawlies, 
Create  a  Machine,  Fishy  Facts,  Dinosaur  Pets,  Things  I  Like,  Ocean  Facts,  Bird  Habitats, 
Pets,  Alliterations,  Fairy  Tales,  Weather  Disasters,  Autobiographies,  Simple  Machines, 
Letters  to  NASA,  and  Examining  the  Earth's  Core.  Software  has  been  used  to  explore 
weather,  animal  habitats,  machines,  dinosaurs,  disasters,  and  to  fortify  mapping  and 
mathematical  skills.  Students  have  used  the  Internet  to  gather  information  about  states, 
science  fair  topics,  Greece,  and  disasters.  The  philosophy  of  the  Norton  Public  Schools 
is  that  technology  is  a  tool  which  can  be  utilized  to  support  the  curricula  under  the 
guidance  of  technology  knowledgeable  instructors. 

Professional  Development 

Particularly  in  the  ever-changing  world  of  technology,  professional  development  is 
an  essential,  active,  and  constant  process.  Every  effort  is  made  to  provide  the  teachers 
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and  staff  of  our  school  system  with  the  opportunity  to  update  the  knowledge  and  skills 
needed  to  effectively  guide  our  students  to  future  success.  As  a  result  of  a  $41,970 
Professional  Development  grant  from  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  numerous  Norton 
Public  School  administrators  and  staff  have  participated  in  technology  related  programs 
during  the  1998-99  academic  year.  These  courses,  workshops,  and  seminars  have 
included  Graphing  Calculators  in  Math  and  Science,  Grade  Quick  for  Attendance  and 
Grades,  Adobe  PageMaker,  Troubleshooting  PC's,  Troubleshooting  Macintosh, 
Accelerated  Reading,  Administrator's  Plus,  Microsoft  Word,  Excel,  Access,  and 
PowerPoint,  Lesley  College's  Windows  to  the  Internet,  Multimedia  in  the  Classroom, 
Assisted  Technology,  and  Designing  Technology-Integrated  Projects.  Norton  Public 
School  staff  members  also  have  participated  in  both  Macintosh  and  Windows-based 
workshops  which  were  conducted  at  the  Merrimack  Education  Center-Somerset 
Technology  facility  and  will  attend  summer  programs  in  both  Norton  and  other 
technology  education  facilities.  Most  of  these  programs  have  occurred  on  Saturdays  and 
outside  of  the  school  day,  further  demonstrating  the  dedication  and  interest  of  the  Norton 
Public  Schools'  staff  to  expand  its  knowledge  in  order  to  improve  the  education  of  all  our 
students. 


Coordinator  of  Elementary  Reading/Language  Arts 
Dr.  Sandra  Robinson 

During  the  1998-99  school  year,  major  efforts  were  focused  in  the  following  areas: 

Curriculum 

♦  The  local  K-12  English  language  arts  curriculum  which  had  been  completely 
aligned  with  the  state  Curriculum  Frameworks  was  distributed  to  teachers  and 
staff  in  September. 

♦  At  the  elementary  level,  a  new  Zaner-Bloser  handwriting  program  was 
implemented  with  appropriate  professional  development  provided,  and  Family 
Literacy  Nights  were  held  at  both  the  L.  G.  Nourse  and  the  J.  C.  Solmonese 
Elementary  Schools.  In  May,  the  Accelerated  Reader  software  was  obtained  for 
the  Norton  Elementary  School  to  promote  independent  reading  among  students 
and  professional  development  was  provided  for  the  teachers. 

♦  At  the  middle  school  level,  the  actual  curriculum  was  "mapped"  to  assure 
alignment  with  the  written  curriculum,  specific  skills,  and  core  literature  were 
identified  for  each  grade  level  for  both  English  and  reading,  and  all  middle  school 
faculty  was  provided  with  professional  development  in  "Writing  Across  the 
Curriculum".  The  Accelerated  Reader  software  was  installed  and  professional 
development  was  provided  to  promote  independent  reading  among  students. 

MCAS 

♦  Results  of  the  first  administration  of  the  MCAS  were  analyzed  and  presentations 
were  made  with  Dr.  DeMoura  and  Dr.  Zusman  to  both  the  staff  and  parents  at 
each  of  the  schools. 
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♦  Continued  workshops  were  provided  on  using  rubrics  for  both  scoring  and  self- 
evaluation  of  writing  and  on  teaching  students  to  respond  effectively  to  open- 
ended  questions. 

Title  I/Remedial  Reading 

♦  Title  I  parent  meetings  were  held  in  October,  February,  March,  and  May. 

♦  Approximately  150  at-risk  students  were  served  in  the  three  elementary  schools 
with  instruction  in  reading  and  language  arts. 

♦  Additional  reading  specialists  were  requested  for  the  coming  school  year. 

Summer  Reading  Programs 

♦  Collaboration  was  established  with  Lee  Parker,  Children's  Librarian  at  the  Norton 
Public  Library,  to  develop  summer  reading  programs  for  grades  1-5  in  conjunction 
with  the  library's  summer  reading  program. 

♦  A  middle  school  summer  reading  program  was  also  developed  with  the  middle 
school  English  and  reading  teachers. 

Mentoring  Program 

In  coordination  with  Dr.  Zusman,  and  with  Dr.  Vicki  Bartellini  of  Wheaton 
College,  a  mentoring  program  was  established  to  provide  support  for  teachers  new  to  the 
district  and  the  profession.  Approximately  20  new  staff  members  and  20  veteran 
teachers  who  served  as  their  mentors  met  regularly  during  the  year. 

Report  Card  Committee 

The  committee  developed  a  new  report  card  for  grades  1  -5  which  better  reflects 
current  instruction  and  communicates  effectively  with  parents. 

World  Languages 

♦  A  new  program  was  implemented  in  grades  6  and  7  to  provide  students  with 
exploratory  opportunities  in  both  French  and  Spanish. 

♦  A  continuing  program  was  planned  so  that  after  their  exploratory  course,  students 
would  choose  one  language  to  study  throughout  middle  school. 

♦  Coordination  involved  the  inclusion  of  Mrs.  Patricia  Penza,  Chairman  of  the 
Foreign  Languages  Department  at  the  high  school,  in  both  the  development  of  the 
program  and  the  selection  of  textbooks. 

Talented  and  Gifted  Program 

A  program  was  designed  to  serve  specifically  the  needs  of  students  with 
outstanding  academic  ability.  Project  CHALLENGE  will  begin  for  selected  students  in 
grades  4  and  5  in  the  fall  of  1999. 
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Coordinator  of  Elementary  Mathematics,  Science,  and  Social  Studies 

Dr.  Richard  Zusman 

The  1998-1999  school  year  has  been  highly  productive  with  several  new 
initiatives  and  many  activities  we  have  undertaken  in  the  past.  Overall,  these 
undertakings  have  provided  the  children  of  Norton  with  a  high  caliber  education. 

Several  of  these  new  initiatives  were  sparked  by  state  and  federal  grants  from  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Education.  The  Parent  Improvement  Project  (Project  PIP) 
was  a  direct  outgrowth  of  our  Project  PALMS  (Partnership  Advancing  Learning 
Mathematics  and  Science).  Working  closely  with  a  coalition  of  parents,  teachers,  and 
community  leaders,  we  developed  Mathematics  and  Science  Family  Nights  at 
McDonald's  Restaurant  and  Roche  Brothers'  Supermarket.  Over  300  people  attended 
these  two  activities.  Speaking  of  Project  PALMS,  using  our  Eisenhower  Mathematics 
and  Science  grant,  we  are  developing  an  Assessment  Manual.  Professor  George  Ladd  of 
Boston  College  is  assisting  our  leadership  team  in  putting  together  this  test  preparation 
handbook. 

The  reason  we  are  developing  this  assessment  manual  is  to  help  our  teachers 
prepare  their  students  for  the  MCAS  test.  Besides  preparing  this  assessment  manual,  the 
Curriculum  Coordinator  for  Elementary  Math,  Science,  and  Social  Studies  has  met  with 
various  parents  and  teacher  groups  to  review  the  aforementioned  tests  results.  He  also 
initiated  a  series  of  monthly  meetings  with  the  middle  school  mathematics,  science,  and 
social  studies  teachers  to  improve  the  students'  responses  to  the  open-ended  test 
questions. 

Another  worthwhile  initiative  developed  through  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Education  grants  has  been  our  Saturday  Morning  Tutorial  Program.  This  program  has 
helped  ninth  grade  students  who  failed  the  previous  year's  MCAS  test.  In  addition,  a 
Summer  Tutorial  program  was  also  initiated  to  serve  elementary  and  high  school  students 
who  failed  the  MCAS  tests. 

Working  with  the  District  Action  Reform  Team  (DART)  and  an  Organizational 
Development  consultant,  Ms.  Janice  A.  Williams,  we  are  undertaking  an  extensive 
strategic  planning  process.  Based  upon  a  series  of  surveys  of  parents,  community 
members,  and  staff,  as  well  as  a  special  two-day  Future  Planning  Conference,  the  DART 
is  developing  a  strategic  plan  for  the  school  system. 

Working  with  a  team  of  14  teachers,  the  Curriculum  Coordinator  for  Elementary 
Math,  Science  and  Social  Studies  also  organized  a  pilot  study  of  two  new  mathematics 
textbooks  namely,  Silver  Burdett  and  Houghton  Mifflin. 

During  the  school  year,  he  also  coordinated  a  committee  of  teachers  to  develop  a 
new  History/Social  Science  Curriculum  Guide.  This  new  curriculum  guide  is  aligned  with 
the  Learning  Standards  in  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education's  History/Social 
Science  Curriculum  Framework. 
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Besides  these  new  initiatives,  he  also  assisted  with  the  Annual  Science  Fairs  at  the 
three  elementary  schools  as  well  as  acted  as  a  mentor  for  16  students  at  the  Culture  Fair 
at  the  Norton  Middle  School.  Furthermore,  he  organized  the  Annual  Gettysburg  Address 
Recitation  contest  held  at  the  Norton  Middle  School . 

Last  but  not  least,  he  organized  the  Summer  Professional  Development  Institute. 
Again,  working  with  a  committee  of  teachers  a  series  of  graduate  courses,  in-service 
workshops,  and  daylong  presentations  were  organized. 

Mrs.  Irene  Stanovitch,  Cafeteria  Director 

It  has  been  a  year  of  new  changes  and  challenges  from  in-house  to  the  Department 
lucation  (DOE). 

The  opening  of  the  new  Norton  Middle  School  created  three  new  cafeteria  staff 
positions.  A  new  kitchen  is  difficult  to  function  properly  at  first.  Hat's  off  to  the  NMS 
cafeteria  staff  for  making  it  happen  this  year! 

Bimonthly  staff  meetings  have  been  implemented  for  consistency  and  to  keep  the 
cafeteria  staff  current.  Courses  with  computers,  food  nutrition,  and  sanitation  procedures 
have  been  initiated  and  will  continue. 

New  menu  items,  such  as,  nachos,  chili,  and  popcorn  chicken  have  been 
introduced  this  year  on  days  with  the  most  participation  and  received  many  positive 
remarks.  We  are  also  looking  forward  to  introducing  additional  items  during  the  new 
school  year. 

Some  days  we  feel  we  are  on  the  "Enterprise"  with  the  many  new  computer 
accessible  items.  We  can  speak  daily  with  the  DOE  through  email  and  receive  an 
immediate  response  for  assistance.  This  fall  it  will  be  mandatory  to  email  all  daily 
performance  forms,  etc.  This  year  has  just  begun  to  open  doors  for  the  many  changes 
ahead. 

Mr.  Roy  D.  Bain,  Director  of  Facilities 

The  1998-1999  school  year  has  been  extremely  busy  trying  to  maintain  four  aging 
school  facilities  and  bring  a  new  middle  school  online.  The  Norton  Public  School  System 
employs  28  custodians,  4  of  which  maintain  the  grounds.  The  number  of  major  repairs 
has  been  identified  below  by  school. 

Norton  High  School: 

♦  Made  extensive  repairs  to  heating  systems  to  include  replacing  many  hydraulic 
units  in  univents. 

♦  Replaced  coil  in  hot  water  heating  system. 

♦  Painted  handicap  parking  spaces  as  required  and  installed  specified  signage. 

♦  Moved  the  8th  grade  to  the  Norton  Middle  School. 
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Norton  Middle  School: 

♦  Moved  students'  supplies  and  teachers'  equipment  from  the  Norton  Elementary 
School. 

♦  Installed  all  dispensers  for  paper  products  throughout  school. 

♦  Built  and  installed  shelving  for  televisions  in  all  classrooms. 

♦  Gang  cleaned  entire  building  over  Labor  Day  weekend  to  be  ready  for  opening. 

Norton  Elementary  School: 

♦  Constructed  offices  for  Project  SPOKE  in  first  floor  of  main  building. 

♦  Replaced  hot  water  heater  in  kitchen. 

♦  Painted  handicap  parking  spaces  and  applied  signage  throughout  parking  lots. 

♦  Repaired  refrigeration  and  heating  units  as  necessary. 

♦  Replaced  the  original  ovens  and  cooking  equipment. 

♦  Painted  second  floor  classrooms  in  preparation  for  fourth  grade  arriving  in 
September. 

♦  Installed  conduit  and  cabling  for  Internet  capability. 

♦  Replaced  A/C  unit  in  Room  16. 

L.  G.  Nourse  Elementary  School: 

♦  Updated  main  water  supply  valves  within  the  building  to  include  main  line  valves 
and  shutoffs  which  were  failing  due  to  age  and  corrosion. 

♦  Replaced  faucets  in  B  wing  so  as  to  become  ADA  compliant. 

♦  Purchased  storage  unit  and  placed  in  back  of  school. 

♦  Replaced  steam  line  in  main  corridor  due  to  leak. 

♦  Installed  catch  basin  and  drain  line  in  parking  lot  to  divert  water  from  ballfield. 

♦  Replaced  emergency  lighting  throughout  building. 

♦  Installed  conduit  and  cabling  in  school  for  Internet  capability. 

J.  C.  Solmonese  Elementary  School: 

♦  Replaced  two  hot  water  heaters  that  failed. 

♦  Installed  new  window  shades  in  two  units. 

♦  Removed  deteriorated  windowsills  throughout  building  and  installed  new  sills. 

♦  Made  significant  repairs  to  heat  and  A/C  systems. 

♦  Moved  students'  and  teachers'  equipment  to  the  Norton  Elementary  School. 

♦  Installed  conduit  and  cabling  for  Internet  access.

Elizabeth  Ann  (Hellstrom)  Fogerty  was  born  October  10,  1935,  in  Boston.  Betty  has 
two  children  from  a  previous  marriage,  Betty  Lou  and  Frank.  Betty  married  Paul 
Fogerty  and  moved  to  Norton  in  1968.  Paul  has  six  children:  Danny,  Terry,  John, 
Tommy,  David,  and  Barbara.  Together,  Paul  and  Betty  had  one  child,  Randy.  Betty 
has  three  grandchildren:  John,  Laine,  and  Lacey. 

In  1985,  Betty  succeeded  Paul  as  the  Dog  Officer  and  served  the  Town  of  Norton  in 
this  position  for  sixteen  years.  Betty  allowed  the  Town  of  Norton  to  use  her  own 
private  kennels  to  keep  the  animals  that  she  had  to  care  for.  It  was  Betty's  idea  and 
hard  work  that  brought  about  the  construction  of  the  new  animal  shelter  on  Crane 
Street  and  Hill  Street. 


Elizabeth  Ann  Fogerty,  Dog  Officer 
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Malcolm  Haskins  grew  up  in  West  Bridgewater  and  graduated  with  a  Bachelor  of  Science  in 
pharmacy  from  Massachusetts  College  of  Pharmacy  in  1952.  Mr.  Haskins  was  married  to  his 
wife,  June,  in  September  of  1951 .  Following  college  graduation,  he  served  his  country  in  the 
United  States  Navy  and  was  stationed  in  Honolulu,  Hawaii,  at  Pearl  Harbor  where  his  wife 
joined  him.  In  the  summer  of  1954  they  returned  to  West  Bridgewater,  and  in  January,  1955, 
they  celebrated  the  birth  of  their  daughter,  Lynne. 

After  much  searching,  the  time  and  place  were  right  in  early  1956  when  he  purchased  "Sully's" 
in  Norton  center.  There,  they  sold  over-the-counter  medications,  cosmetics,  etc.,  and  they  had  a 
soda  fountain.  Mai  installed  a  prescription  bench,  and  Haskins  Pharmacy  was  open  for  business. 
Mai  and  his  family  soon  moved  to  a  house  adjacent  to  the  store.  The  business  thrived,  and  the 
family  grew.  In  February,  1958,  the  birth  of  their  son,  Mark,  was  celebrated.  Then,  in  October 
of  1961,  they  welcomed  their  daughter,  Melanie,  to  complete  the  family.    In  1988,  a  move  from 
the  original  site  of  Haskins  Pharmacy  became  necessary,  and  expansion  desirable.  So,  the 
homestead  was  taken  and  made  larger  to  become  the  new  building  as  it  stands  today. 

In  January,  2001,  Mai  celebrated  45  years  of  business  in  Norton.  It  has  been,  and  will  remain,  a 
family  owned  and  operated  enterprise,  with  Mai  at  the  helm.  Customers  often  comment  or 
"remember  when"  Mr.  Haskins  went  out  of  his  way  to  help  them.  He  stayed  open  a  few  minutes 
past  closing,  or  brought  medication  to  their  house,  or  even  opened  up  in  the  middle  of  the  night 
for  an  emergency  prescription.  Mai  has  always  insisted  on  providing  the  type  of  service  that  has 
kept  Haskins  Pharmacy  going  for  45  years,  and  has  helped  it  to  become  a  Norton  landmark. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  find  a  more  compassionate  individual  who  truly  cares  enough  to  go  the 
extra  mile  for  his  customers  and  patients.  Mai  has  been  an  active  member  of  the  Trinitarian 
Congregational  Church  since  moving  to  Norton.  Also,  he  has  always  supported  town  sports  by 
sponsoring  little  league  baseball  teams,  and  recently,  soccer  teams.  Mai  Haskins  is,  and  always 
has  been,  an  outstanding  Norton  resident  and  benefactor  to  his  community.

The  purpose  of  Article  XV-Site  Plan  Approval  is  to  ensure  the  impacts  of  proposed 
development,  whether  allowed  as  a  matter  of  right  or  by  Special  Permit,  are  in  accord 
with  the  purposes  of  the  Norton  Zoning  By-law;  that  proposed  development  preserve  and 
protect  the  natural  environment;  that  proposed  development  adequately  provide  in  its 
design  and  layout  for  the  transportation,  water  supply,  drainage,  sewerage,  open  space, 
recreation  and  amenity  needs  of  the  occupants;  that  proposed  development  minimize  to 
the  maximum  extent  feasible  any  adverse  off-site  impacts  to  public  facilities  and  services; 
and,  that  proposed  development  is  in  harmony  with  the  existing  neighborhood  character 
and  protect  against  adverse  impacts  to  adjoining  landowners. 

15.2  Compliance 

No  building  permit  shall  be  issued  for,  and  no  person  shall  undertake,  any  use,  alteration 
or  improvement  subject  to  Article  XV-  Site  Plan  Approval  unless  an  application  has  been

prepared  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  this  article  and  unless  such  application 
has  been  approved  by  the  Planning  Board. 


15.3  Applicability 

Certain  developments,  changes  in  use,  reconstruction,  alterations  or  extensions  of 
existing  uses  or  structures  shall  be  subject  to  Site  Plan  Approval  if  they  exceed  a  specific 
limit  in  any  one  of  the  following  categories: 

1  Residential  Use:  three  (3)  or  more  attached  residential  units  (detached  single 
family  subdivision  and  one  duplex  unit  are  exempt). 

2  Non-residential  Use:  two-thousand,  five-hundred  (2,500)  or  more  square  feet  of 
floor  space  (floor  space  requirements  apply  only  to  non-residential  uses,  however, 
this  category  includes  such  uses  as  nursing  homes,  assisted  living  facilities, 
hospices,  boarding  houses,  hotels,  tourist  homes,  etc.)  or  ten  (10)  or  more  parking 
spaces. 

15.4  Application 

Each  application  for  Site  Plan  Approval  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Planning  Board  on  a 
form  provided  by  the  Planning  Board.  The  applicant  shall  submit  to  the  Planning  Board 
one  copy  of  the  application,  eight  (8)  copies  of  the  proposed  site  plan  and  the  required 
fee.  The  Applicant  shall  also  file  one  copy  of  the  site  plan  with  the  following  Town 
departments:  Building  Inspector,  the  Police  Department,  the  Fire  Department,  the 
Conservation  Commission,  the  Board  of  Health,  the  Water  and  Sewer  Commission, 
Highway  Department  and  such  other  departments  or  boards  as  the  Planning  Board  may 
deem  appropriate  and  receipts  of  such  filing  shall  be  given  to  the  Planning  Board.  Such 
agencies  may,  at  their  discretion,  report  to  the  Planning  Board  the  results  of  their  review 
of  the  site  plan  and  may  recommend  conditions  or  remedial  measure  to  mitigate  the 
expected  impacts  of  the  proposed  development. 


15.5  Fees 

As  part  of  any  application  for  Site  Plan  Approval,  a  application  fee  shall  be  required  to 
offset  directly  expenses  the  Town  or  Planning  Board  may  incur  in  the  administration  and 
review  of  the  application.  The  application  fee  shall  be  applied  to  costs  associated  with  the 
administration  of  the  site  plan  application  and  may  include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  costs 
for  legal  notices,  advertising  costs,  and  public  hearing  costs.  For  site  plans  requiring  a 
Special  Permit,  the  Planning  Board  is  authorized  to  retain  professional  planners, 
registered  professional  engineers,  architects,  or  landscape  architects,  or  other  professional 
consultants  to  advise  the  Board  on  any  aspect  of  plan  review  or  construction  activity. 
Such  costs  shall  be  borne  by  the  Applicant.  Applicants  who  require  Site  Plan  Approval 
and  a  Special  Permit  shall  establish  a  review  account  at  the  time  the  application  is  filed 
with  the  Planning  Board.  The  Planning  Board  shall  establish  and  may  periodically  amend 
a  schedule  of  application  fees  and  review  deposits  for  all  applications  under  this  section. 
No  application  shall  be  considered  complete  unless  accompanied  by  the  required 
application  fees  and  review  deposits. 
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15.6  Objectives 

In  evaluating  and  rendering  a  decision  on  a  proposed  development  plan  which  requires 
Site  Plan  Approval  and/or  a  Special  Permit  the  Planning  Board  shall  consider  the  degree 
to  which  the  proposed  development  achieves  the  followings  objectives  and  may  require 
conditions  or  modification  to  the  proposed  site  plan  to  ensure  the  objectives  are  fulfilled: 

15.6.1  Natural  Environment : 

•  Minimize  tree,  vegetation  and  soil  removal;  minimize  the  volume  of  cut,  fill  and 
grade  changes;  minimize  the  use  of  wetlands,  steep  slopes  and  flood-plains;  reduce 
the  potential  for  erosion,  sedimentation  and  flooding;  and,  maximize  open  space 
retention. 

•  Provide  for  attenuation  of  runoff,  treatment  of  pollutants  and  groundwater  recharge; 
where  appropriate  the  site  plan  shall  utilizes  the  Department  of  Environmental 
Protection's  (DEP)  Best  Management  Practices  (BMP's). 

•  Reduce  to  the  maximum  extent  feasible  significant  emissions  of  noise,  dust,  fumes, 
noxious  gases,  radiation,  or  water  pollutants,  or  any  other  similar  significant  adverse 
environmental  impacts. 

•  minimize  obstruction  of  scenic  views  from  publicly  accessible  locations. 

15.6.2  Traffic,  Parking  and  Pedestrian  Circulation: 

•  Following  project  development  the  "level  of  service"  (LOS)  of  any  impacted 
intersections  and  streets  affected  by  the  proposed  project  shall  not  be  reduced  below 
LOS  "C"  or  the  existing  LOS,  whichever  is  lower,  for  local  or  collector  intersections 
or  streets  or  below  LOS  "D"  or  the  existing  LOS,  whichever  is  lower,  for  arterial 
intersections  or  streets.  For  the  purposes  of  this  standard  the  following  definitions 
apply: 

"level  of  service  "  (LOS)  shall  be  determined  according  to  criteria  set  forth  by  the 

transportation  Research  Board  of  the  National  Research  Council; 

"impacted"  means  intersections  projected  to  receive  at  least  ten  per  cent  (10%)  of 

the  anticipated  average  daily  or  peak  hour  traffic  generated  by  the  proposed 

development; 

"local,  collector  and  arterial"  streets  shall  be  identified/defined  by  the  Functional 
Classification  System. 

•  Driveways  shall  be  located  and  designed  to  discourage  the  routing  of  vehicular  traffic 
through  residential  areas. 

•  Vehicular  and  pedestrian  circulation  shall  be  designed  to  reduce  traffic  hazards  to 
pedestrians  and  vehicles  both  on  and  off  the  site. 

•  Street  layouts  shall  be  designed  to  minimize  through  traffic  movement,  excessive 
vehicular  travel  and  excessive  speed. 

•  Ingress  and  egress  points  shall  be  kept  to  a  minimum  along  major  abutting  streets. 

•  Sufficient  off-street  parking  shall  be  provided  to  minimize  curb  parking. 

•  Sidewalk  shall  ordinarily  be  provided  along  streets  used  for  pedestrian  access  to 
schools,  park  and  shopping  and  shall  be  separated  from  the  roadway  edge  by  a 
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vegetated  strip  of  sufficient  width  to  provide  for  pedestrian  safety;  sidewalk  ramps  for 
handicapped  accessibility  shall  be  provided. 

•  Parking  areas  shall  be  designed  to  allow  the  movement  of  fire,  emergency,  and  other 
public  service  vehicles  without  requiring  excessive  backing  distances  and  hazardous 
turning  movements. 

•  To  the  extent  feasible,  parking  areas  shall  be  located  to  the  side  or  rear  of  structures. 

•  Design  of  parking  areas  shall  minimize  the  visual  impact  from  adjacent  land  uses  and 
public  ways  by  the  use  of  vegetative  buffers,  berms,  screening  such  as  fences  or  a 
combination  of  the  above. 

•  Parking  areas  shall  provide  visual  relief  from  large  area  of  unbroken  pavement  by 
including  landscaped  islands  with  the  parking  area. 

15.6.3  Design 

The  proposed  development  should  be  designed  to  enhance  the  natural  and  aesthetic 
qualities  of  the  Town,  conserve  the  value  of  land  and  buildings,  and  protect  and  preserve 
the  historic  and  cultural  heritage  of  the  Town.  To  accomplish  these  objective,  the 
following  design  guidelines  should  be  observed: 

•  Design  Along  Main  Thoroughfares:  development  on  the  Town's  main  thoroughfares 
should  maintain  the  following  standards  when  possible  and  appropriate: 

Buildings:  the  height  and  scale  of  buildings  should  be  compatible  with  the 
architectural  style  and  character  of  the  surrounding  buildings;  architectural  details 
including  signs,  materials,  colors  and  textures  should  enhance  and  preserve  the 
character  of  the  surrounding  area; 

Roofline:  the  design  and  pitch  of  the  roof  should,  where  practicable,  be 
compatible  with  characteristics  of  New  England  style  architecture. 
Signs:  the  size,  location,  lighting  and  materials  of  all  permanent  signs  and  outdoor 
advertising  structures  or  features  should  not  detract  from  the  use  and  enjoyment  of 
the  proposed  buildings  and  structures  and  the  surrounding  properties. 
Windows:  the  proportions  and  relationships  between  doors  and  windows  should 
be  compatible  with  the  architectural  style  and  character  of  the  surrounding  area. 

•  Design  in  the  Village  Commercial  District:  development  within  the  Village 
Commercial  district  should  preserve  and  enhance  New  England  village  scale  and 
character.  To  accomplish  this  objective  the  following  design  guidelines  should  be 
observed: 

Buildings:  buildings  should  be  placed  close  to  the  road  and  sidewalk  to  encourage 
pedestrian  traffic;  parking  areas  should  be  placed  to  the  rear  of  buildings;  long 
horizontal  facades  should  be  avoided  by  change  in  the  vertical  plan;  entrance 
ways  should  be  emphasized  by  use  of  rooflines,  changes  in  materials,  landscape 
treatments  or  other  architectural  elements;  franchise  architecture  with  highly 
contrasting  color  scheme,  non-traditional  forms,  reflective  siding  and  roof 
materials  should  be  avoided;  drive-through  elements  should  be  architecturally 
incorporated  into  the  building;  drive-thorough  elements  generally  should  not  face 
the  street;  the  architecture  of  mixed  use  buildings  should  reflect  different  use  on 
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the  upper  floors  by  differences  in  facade  treatment;  the  material  used  for  additions 
should  complement  the  materials  of  the  original  structure. 
Rooflines:  the  use  of  mansard  and  A-frame  roofs  should  be  avoided;  flat  roofs 
should  not  be  greater  in  length  than  40  feet  without  a  break;  plastic  roofing 
material  should  not  be  used;  roof  colors  should  be  earth  tones  or  a  color  that  is 
darker  than  the  facade;  garish  roof  colors  should  not  be  used;  visible  roofing 
materials  should  complement  the  color  and  texture  of  the  building's  facade;  roof 
mounted  mechanical  equipment  should  be  screened  from  public  view  or  grouped 
at  the  rear  of  the  structure  where  visibility  is  limited. 

Signs:  simple  geometric  shapes  should  be  used  for  signs;  signs  should  be  limited 
to  two  or  three  contrasting  colors  that  complement  the  colors  on  the  building; 
garish  colors  should  be  avoided;  carved  wooded  signs  are  encouraged;  internally 
illuminated  signs  should  not  be  whole  panels  that  are  lit,  thus  constituting  light 
fixtures  in  their  own  right;  lighting  fixtures  illuminating  signs  should  be  located 
so  light  is  directed  only  onto  the  sign  facade. 

Windows:  commercial  buildings  should  provide  an  appropriate  proportion  of  the 
first  floor  front  facade  as  windows,  doors  or  other  treatments  sufficiently 
transparent  to  provide  view  to  the  interior  of  the  building;  awnings,  if  used, 
should  be  designed  as  an  integral  part  of  the  building  facade;  metal  awnings  are 
discouraged. 

15.6.4  Landscaping: 

•  Use  of  existing  woodlands  or  properly  vegetated  and  maintained  landscaping  should 
be  used  in  buffer  zones  to  reduce  visual  or  noise  impacts  on  abutting  properties; 

•  Appropriate  transition  and  screening  shall  protect  against  diminution  of  property 
values  due  to  adjacent  commercial  construction,  or  a  change  in  incompatible  land 
uses.  Exposed  machinery,  utility  structures,  areas  for  parking,  loading,  storage, 
service  and  disposal  should  be  screened  from  adjoining  properties  and  streets. 

•  Landscaping  should  be  used  to  separate  and  screen  incompatible  land  to  reduce 
potential  nuisances  such  as  dirt,  dust,  litter,  noise,  glare  from  motor  vehicle 
headlights,  the  intrusion  from  artificial  light  including  the  ambient  glow  therefrom, 
signs,  or  the  view  of  unsightly  buildings  and  parking  lots. 

15.7    Submission  Requirements 

Development  plans  submitted  for  Site  Plan  Approval  shall  be  prepared  by  a  Registered 
Architect,  Registered  Landscape  Architect,  or  Registered  Professional  Engineer.  The 
Planning  Board  may  by  majority  vote  waive  the  requirements  of  a  professionally 
prepared  plan  and,  by  majority  vote,  may  waive  any  of  the  information  required  in 
Section  15.7  when,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Planning  Board  it  is  appropriate.  Such  waiver(s) 
shall  be  issued  in  writing  with  supporting  reasons.  Copies  of  the  development  plan  shall 
be  submitted  at  a  scale  of  one  inch  equals  twenty  feet  (1"=20'),  or  such  scale  as  may  be 
approved  by  the  Planning  Board  and  shall  contain  the  following  information: 
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•  Developer's  name  address,  telephone  number;  property  owner  name,  address, 
telephone  number;  assessor's  map  and  parcel  numbers;  Registry  of  Deeds  book 
and  page  numbers. 

•  A  locus  plan  at  a  scale  of  one  (1)  inch  equals  four-hundred  (400)  feet;  the  location 
and  boundaries  of  the  lot;  the  location  and  owner  names  of  all  adjacent  property; 
adjacent  streets  or  ways;  zoning  and  overlay  districts. 

•  Existing  and  proposed  topography  including  contours,  general  soil  types,  the 
location  of  wetlands,  streams,  water  bodies,  drainage  swales,  areas  subject  to 
flooding  and  unique  natural  land  features. 

•  Existing  and  proposed  structures,  including  dimensions  and  elevations. 

•  The  location  of  parking  and  loading  areas,  driveways,  curbs,  gutters,  curb  cuts, 
walkways  and  access  and  egress  points. 

•  The  location  and  a  description  of  all  proposed  septic,  water  supply,  storm 
drainage,  utility  and  waste  disposal  systems. 

•  Proposed  landscaping  plan  including  size  and  type  of  plantings  and  any  proposed 
screening  or  fencing. 

•  The  location,  dimension,  height  and  characteristics  of  proposed  signs. 

•  The  location  and  description  of  proposed  open  space  or  recreation  areas. 

•  The  location  of  outdoor  lighting,  indicating  fixture  type,  height,  bulb  type  (e.g., 
fluorescent,  sodium  incandescent),  direction  of  illumination  and  methods  to 
eliminate  glare  on  adjacent  properties 

15.8  Decision 

The  Planning  Board  shall  review  site  plans  and  shall  file  a  decision  with  the  Town  Clerk 
within  60  days  of  the  date  such  application  was  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk  unless  a 
written  request  for  an  extension  has  been  received  and  granted  by  the  Planning  Board. 
Site  plans  which  require  a  Special  Permit  shall  be  governed  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  Massachusetts  General  Law,  Chapter  40 A,  Section  9-Special  Permits. 

15.8.1  Approval 

The  Planning  Board  shall  approve  an  application  based  on  its  review  of  the  projected 
development  impacts  and  the  proposed  methods  of  mitigating  such  impacts  upon  a 
finding  that  the  proposed  development  is  in  conformance  with  this  By-law.  The  Planning 
Board  may  impose  conditions  on  a  site  plan,  which  although  in  proper  form,  depicts  a  use 
or  structure  that  fails  to  comply  with  the  objectives  required  by  this  By-law  and  when,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Planning  Board,  such  conditions  will  render  the  site  plan  in  compliance 
with  the  objectives  of  this  By-law.  Such  conditions  may  include,  among  other  matters 
and  subjects,  the  following: 

•  Controls  on  the  location  and  type  of  access  to  the  site. 

•  Requirements  for  off-site  improvements  to  improve  the  capacity  and  safety  of  roads, 
intersections,  pedestrian  ways,  water,  sewer,  drainage,  and  other  public  facilities 
which  are  likely  to  be  affected  by  the  proposed  development. 
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•  Requirements  for  securing  the  performance  of  all  proposed  work,  including  proposed 
off-site  improvements,  by  deposit  with  the  Town's  Treasurer  of  a  performance  bond, 
negotiable  security,  cash,  or  bank  passbook  in  an  amount  determined  by  the  Planning 
Board  to  be  sufficient  to  cover  the  cost  of  all  or  any  part  of  the  improvements 
required  as  conditions  of  approval; 

•  Conditions  to  minimize  off-site  impacts  on  traffic  and  environmental  quality  during 
construction. 

•  Requirements  for  screening  parking  facilities  from  adjoining  premises  or  from  the 
street  by  walls,  fences,  plantings,  or  other  devices  to  mitigate  adverse  impacts. 

•  Conditions  to  mitigate  adverse  impacts  to  the  neighborhood  and  abutters,  including 
but  not  limited  to  adverse  impacts  cause  by  noise,  dust  fumes,  odors,  lighting, 
headlight  glare,  hours  of  operation 

Development  work  shall  conform  fully  to  the  approved  Site  Plan,  associated  conditions, 
limitations  and  safeguards.  Any  proposed  changes  to  the  approve  Site  Plan  must  be 
submitted  for  review  by  the  Planning  Board  before  such  change  is  made.  The  Planning 
Board  may  authorize  a  change  if  it  is  deemed  a  minor  change;  changes  deemed  major 
shall  require  resubmission  of  an  application.  An  order  of  Conditions  under  Chapter  131, 
Sec.  40  which  imposes  conditions  inconsistent  with  an  approved  site  plan  shall  require  a 
revision  of  the  Site  Plan.  The  final  approved  Site  Plan  shall  be  valid  for  two  years  form 
the  date  the  decision  is  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk.  Failure  to  actively  begin  construction 
within  that  time  period  and  proceed  continuously  to  completion,  except  for  good  cause  to 
be  determined  by  the  Planning  Board,  shall  require  a  new  submittal. 

15.8.2  Disapproval 

The  Planning  Board  may  reject  a  site  plan  that  fails  to  furnish  the  information  required  by 
this  section  of  the  By-law.  The  Planning  Board  may  reject  a  site  plan  only  if  the  subject 
plan  depicts  a  use  or  structure  that  does  not  conform  to  the  permissible  requirements  of 
this  By-law. 

15.9  Administration 

The  Planning  Board  shall  establish  and  may  periodically  amend  rules  and  regulations 
relating  to  the  administration  of  this  section.  The  Planning  Board  shall  be  responsible  for 
deciding  the  meaning  or  intent  of  any  provision  of  this  article  which  may  be  unclear  or  in 
dispute. 

15.10  Appeal 

Any  person  aggrieved  by  a  decision  of  the  Planning  Board  with  regard  to  Site  Plan 
Review  may  appeal  such  decision  to  a  court  having  jurisdiction  in  accordance  with 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  40A,  Section  17. 
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15.11  Separability 

The  invalidity  of  one  or  more  provisions  or  clause  of  this  section  shall  not  invalidate  or 
impair  the  section  as  a  whole  or  any  other  part  hereof. 

Planning  Board  recommends  Article  22.

The  Special  Town  Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Deputy  Moderator  Eugene  Boyle  at 
7:10  PM.  He  then  led  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance  to  the  Flag. 

ARTICLE  1:  Motion  was  made  by  James  Barrett,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
and  seconded  that  the  Town  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Water  and  Sewer 
Commission  under  the  provisions  of  MGL  C.40,  4a  and  MGL  C.83,1,  to  enter  into  an 
agreement  with  the  city  of  Taunton  for  the  collection  and  treatment  of  wastewater  from 
the  Lake  Winnecunnet  area  in  accordance  with  the  following  general  terms  and 
conditions: 

♦  Terms  of  agreement  shall  be  twenty-five  years; 

♦  Maximum  average  daily  flow:  52,000  gallons: 
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♦  Area  to  be  served  -  The  approximately  128  residential  existing  homes  and  two 
business  establishments  located  on: 

1 .  Bay  Road  (between  King  Philip  Road  and  Charlotte  Avenue); 

2.  King  Philip  Road; 

3.  Samoset  Street; 

4.  Charlotte  Avenue; 

5.  River  Road. 

♦  Annual  operation  and  maintenance  costs  and  capital  improvement  costs  shall  be 
based  on  percentage  of  total  flow; 

♦  The  seven  properties  in  Taunton  along  Bay  Street  will  be  allowed  to  connect  to 
Norton  Public  Water  Supply. 

♦  Norton  to  pay  $57,000  to  Taunton's  wastewater  treatment  facility's  infiltration  and 
inflow  program. 

The  town  of  Norton  will  construct  an  approximate  1 1,760  feet  of  6"  forced  sewer  main 
under  Bay  Street  in  Taunton. 

And  further  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Water  and  Sewer  Commission  to 
negotiate  the  final  terms  and  conditions  of  the  agreement  consistent  with  the  general 
scope  and  intent  of  this  authorization. 

After  much  discussion  motion  was  made  to  Move  the  Question  which  was  declared  voted 
by  the  Moderator. 

Article  1  DECLARED  VOTED  BY  THE  MODERATOR 


ARTICLE  2:  Motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Barrett  and  seconded  that  the  Town  appropriate 
$2,700,000  for  the  purpose  of  financing  the  design  and  construction  of  the  Lake 
Winnecunnet  area  wastewater  collection  facilities  project,  including  without  limitation  all 
costs  thereof  as  defined  in  Section  1  of  Chapter  29C  of  the  General  Laws;  that  to  meet 
this  appropriation  the  treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  is  authorized 
to  borrow  $2,700,000  and  issue  bonds  or  notes  therefore  under  section  7(1)  of  Chapter  44 
of  the  General  Laws  and/or  Chapter  29C  of  the  General  Laws:  that  such  bonds  or  notes 
shall  be  general  obligations  of  the  town  unless  the  treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the 
board  of  selectmen  determines  that  they  should  be  issued  as  limited  obligations  and  may 
be  secured  by  local  system  revenues  as  defined  in  section  1  of  Chapter  29C;  that  the 
treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  board  of  selectmen  is  authorized  to  borrow  all  or  a 
portion  of  such  amount  from  the  Massachusetts  Water  Pollution  Abatement  Trust 
established  pursuant  to  Chapter  29C  and  in  connection  therewith  to  enter  into  a  loan 
agreement  and/or  security  agreement  with  the  trust  and  otherwise  to  contract  with  the 
trust  and  the  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  with  respect  to  such  loan  and  for 
any  federal  or  state  aid  available  for  the  project  or  for  the  financing  thereof;  and  that  the 
board  of  water  and  sewer  commissioners  is  authorized  to  enter  into  a  project  regulatory 
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agreement  with  the  Department  of  Environmental  Protection,  to  expend  all  funds 
available  for  the  project  and  to  take  any  other  action  necessary  to  carry  out  the  project; 
and  further  that  the  Board  of  Water  and  Sewer  Commissioners  is  authorized  to  assess 
fifty  percent  of  the  cost  to  the  town  of  said  project  upon  the  property  that  benefits  from 
the  project,  such  assessment  to  be  made  according  to  frontage  of  land.

We  continue  to  work  with  the  water  and  sewer 
commissioners  to  investigate  all  and  any  issues  concerning  the  supply  of  water  and  the 
disposal  of  sewerage  at  all  levels. 

The  Professional  Golfers  Association  and  Tournament  Players  Club  golf  course  was 
started,  and  we  hope  that  this  will  prove  to  be  a  very  exciting  part  of  Norton's  history. 
We  are  in  the  study  stages  of  a  southbound  slip  ramp  off  Mansfield  Avenue  to  Route  495. 
Working  with  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  we  were  able  to  complete  a  new  bridge  on 
Barrows  Street.  We  are  looking  to  complete  the  entire  project  by  resurfacing  the  road. 

We  have  almost  completed,  with  the  help  of  the  Southeastern  Regional  Vocational 
School,  a  new  animal  shelter  located  on  Hill  Street. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  has  taken  the  initiative  to  try  to  locate  a  piece  of  property  to 
construct  a  new  Municipal  Center.  This  project's  reality  is  still  many  months  away. 

Our  new  Highway  Superintendent,  Mr.  Keith  Silver,  has  proven  to  be  a  great  asset  to  the 
Town  of  Norton  in  that  position. 

In  August  of  2000,  our  Town  Manager,  Mr.  McCabe,  completed  four  years  of  service  to 
the  Town.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  continue  to  work  very  closely  with  Mr.  McCabe  on 
the  many  projects  and  hard  decisions  that  it  takes  to  run  the  town. 

Financially,  the  Town  continued  to  prosper  and  improve  on  our  town  services  and  capital 
expenditures.  We  have  accomplished  some  major  projects,  kept  our  tax  rate  in  line,  set 
aside  money  for  future  needs  and  all  the  while  staying  under  our  tax  levy. 

We  will  continue  to  improve  our  infrastructure  through  solid  conservative  planning.  We 
are  proud  to  see  Norton  move  into  the  next  year  in  a  positive  and  progressive  way.  In 
closing,  we  would  like  to  thank  the  residents  of  Norton  for  their  continued  support.

For  fiscal  year  2001,  the  Town  of  Norton  has  a  total  taxable  valuation  of  $1,056,103,908 
composed  of: 

Residential  $  892,194,311 

Commercial  76,375,189 
Industrial  66,503,500 

Personal  Property  21.030.908 

Total  Taxable  Value       $  1 ,056, 1 03,908 

The  total  number  of  taxable  parcels  is  6518  and  622  exempt  properties.  Exempt 
properties  bear  a  value  of  $224,857,600.  The  total  value  of  Norton  for  Fiscal  2001  is 
$1,280,961,508. 

The  Town  is  84.48%  Residential  and  15.52%  commercial/industrial/personal  property 
with  one  tax  rate  of  $14.71  per  thousand  for  all  classes. 

Commencing  May  1,  2000  began  the  first  in  house  building  permit  and  record 
maintenance  of  the  Assessors  data  base.  One  hundred  and  forty  two  single  family  , 
fourteen  condominium  units,  and  six  commercial  permits  and  over  two  hundred 
additions,  renovations,  etc.,  plus  all  the  unfinished  from  last  year,  were  measured  and 
listed.  All  property  records  were  computer  maintained  in  this  office  for  compiling  the 
figures  for  the  Fiscal  2001  growth  and  tax  rate. 

$797,096  new  tax  dollars  based  on  a  new  growth  value  of  $55,897,316  was  approved 
by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Revenue  for  fy  2001. 

The  Fiscal  year  2001  tax  bill  generated  63  real  estate  and  personal  property 
abatement  applications  which  resulted  in  $10,669  in  overvaluation  abatements.  137 
statutory  exemptions  including  elderly,  widows,  veterans  and  blind  were  processed 
totaling  $43,506.  These  figures  represent  a  $54,229  deduction  from  the  Assessors 
approved  overlay  of  $145,130  leaving  a  balance  of  $90,901  for  Fiscal  2001. 

The  Assessors  office  processed  over  830  automobile  excise  tax  abatements  totaling 
$54,430  from  a  total  motor  vehicle  excise  tax  commitment  of  $1,620,000. 

The  Assessing  Department  is  currently  in  the  process  of  converting  our  current  computer 
appraisal  system  to  a  Windows  based  appraisal  and  administrative  system  that  will  allow 
a  digitized  photograph  and  sketch  of  each  property.  This  system  can  be  networked  to 
appropriate  departments  such  as  Health,  Building,  Tax  Collector,  Planning  as  well  as 
Police  and  Fire. 
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The  Assessors  would  like  to  express  their  appreciation  to  James  McCloskey,  Assistant 
Assessor,  Jean  Kantelis,  Assessing  Technician  and  Kathy  Petersen,  Department 
Secretary.  We  would  also  like  to  extend  our  appreciation  to  all  the  departments  that 
contribute  to  the  successful  operation  of  the  Assessors  office.

As  Chief  of  Police  for  the  Town  of  Norton  Police  Department  I  am  pleased  to  present  the 
following  report  for  Fiscal  Year  2000: 

The  year  2000  saw  our  department  settle  into  our  new  15,000  square  foot  state-of-the-art 
facility  at  82  East  Main  Street.  After  25  years  in  the  basement  of  Town  Hall  with  less 
than  5,000  square  feet,  it  was  a  welcome  move.  I  want  to  once  again  thank  the  citizens  of 
Norton  for  supporting  us  in  our  effort  to  build  a  modern  police  station  we  are  all  proud  of. 

Calls  for  service  continue  to  increase  as  our  town  grows.  We  handled  a  total  of  1 6,273 
calls  for  service  last  year,  up  6%  from  the  previous  year.  As  usual,  I  have  enclosed  the 
crime  statistics  from  the  previous  three  years  for  reference. 

As  a  progressive  department,  we  are  always  looking  for  new  ways  to  reach  out  to  the 
community  we  serve.  In  April  we  launched  our  web  site,  nortonpolice.com,  and  continue 
to  expand  and  update  it  on  a  regular  basis.  On  our  site  residents  can  learn  about  their 
department  and  the  various  services  we  offer,  see  pictures  of  our  new  facility,  and  get 
news  on  recent  and  upcoming  events. 

Our  Community  Policing  and  D.A.R.E.  programs  continue  to  run  smoothly.  We 
currently  have  1 8  officers  in  our  Bicycle  Unit  out  in  the  community  interacting  with  our 
residents  and  business  owners.  We  also  offer  a  Citizen's  Police  Academy  where 
residents  attend  ten  one-hour  classes  on  various  topics.  At  the  end  of  the  program 
residents  get  to  ride  with  an  officer  in  the  cruiser  for  a  shift.  We  also  started  a  self- 
defense  program  for  women  and  are  working  with  the  Norton  Senior  Center  on  a  program 
to  better  interact  and  communicate  with  our  growing  elderly  population.  Our  three 
D.A.R.E.  officers  worked  hard  last  year  to  teach  our  children  and  young  adults  the 
dangers  of  drug  abuse,  alcohol  abuse,  and  peer  pressure.  I  fully  support  the  D.A.R.E. 
program  and  intend  on  expanding  it  in  the  future  with  additional  grant  funding. 

I  want  to  wish  everyone  a  happy,  healthy  2001 .

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COMMUNICATIONS 


This  year  in  the  Communications  Center,  we  have  had  some  changes  in  our 
operation.  The  Fire  Department  has  changed  from  a  low-band  radio  system  to  a  safer, 
more  efficient  high-band  radio.  This  allows  us  to  talk  to  fire  personnel  for  farther 
distances  and  with  more  clarity.  We  also  re-located  the  police  antenna  to  improve  their 
radio  communications.  In  the  near  future,  we  will  implement  a  computer  system  to 
record  fuel  use  at  the  town  pumps  without  the  need  for  our  dispatchers  to  keep  manual 
records.  In  addition,  we  will  implement  Windows  NT  for  use  in  PoliceServer  and 
FireServer,  the  record-keeping  programs  we  employ  with  the  Police  and  Fire 
Departments. 

This  year  we  handled  over  15,000  police  incidents  and  approximately  4,000 
fire/rescue  incidents.  On  an  average,  the  dispatcher  answers  a  call  every  two  minutes  on 
the  town  business  lines,  whether  it  is  someone  asking  for  directions,  information  about 
the  area,  or  information  about  local  government. 

We  currently  have  six  full-time  dispatchers  that  work  a  four  and  two  shift.  This 
allows  us  to  have  two  dispatchers  on  some  shifts.  It  is  our  ultimate  goal  to  have  two 
dispatchers  on  every  shift  around  the  clock  to  maintain  an  appropriate  level  of  service  for 
a>Gfitoimunity  the  size  of  Norton. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  town  departments,  particularly  the  Fire 
and  Police  Departments,  with  whom  we  closely  work.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the 
townspeople  for  their  continued  support  and  last  but  not  least  the  dispatchers  for  their 
continued  co-operation  in  ensuring  that  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  Norton  receive  the 
level  of  service  that  they  deserve.

TOWN  REPORT  OF  THE 
NORTON  FIRE/RESCUE  SERVICE 
Chief  George  F.  Burgess 

The  Norton  Fire/Rescue  Service  ended  the  Fiscal  2000  year  and  embraced  the  21st. 
Century  with  an  aggressive  stance  to  prudently  meet  the  unknown  challenges  which  will 
face  the  fire/rescue  service. 

This  year  we  received  a  new  1 10'  Aerial  Ladder  Truck  which  replaced  a  1979  100' 
model.  This  new  truck  has  the  most  modern,  updated  equipment  in  order  to  meet  our 
continuing  needs. 

The  past  year  we  were  faced  with  the  problems  of  the  Norton  Reservoir.  We  lost  one 
person  in  1  incident  and  a  week  later  saved  3  people  in  the  middle  of  the  night.  The 
Reservoir  will  be  a  challenge  year  round  and  our  underwater  dive  team  will  continue  to 
meet  this  challenge  aggressively  as  we  now  have  an  eight  man,  well-trained  team. 

In  the  next  few  years  the  town  will  be  faced  with  major  fire  station  projects. 

#1 .  Refurbishing  and  adding  additional  bays  to  fire  headquarters  as  well  as  the 
appointing  of  an  administrative  officer.  The  present  building,  which  was  planned  for  in 
1971,  with  a  20-year  need  study,  is  in  desperate  need  of  additional  space. 

#2.  A  new  fire  station  in  the  Winnecunnet  area  to  replace  the  present  station  which  was 
built  in  1965  for  $20,000.00.  This  will  require  the  purchase  of  a  new  Pumper  and 
additional  firefighters. 

The  fire  department  is  very  concerned  about  the  present  building  going  on  in  our  town 
and  our  ability  to  properly  service  the  needs  with  both  fire  and  emergency  medical 
services.  I  guess  this  is  progress,  although  we  feel  this  is  like  running  down  a  hill  with  no 
control. 

An  addition  to  fire  headquarters  and  the  rebuilding  of  the  Winnecunnet  Fire  Station 
should  be  considered  a  high  priority  within  the  fire  rescue  service  of  the  town. 

The  Winnecunnet  station  should  also  consider  having  a  common  room  which  would  be 
utilized  by  the  residents  of  the  East  side  of  town  for  meetings,  etc.

The  Norton  Fire/Rescue  Service  saw  a  3%  increase  in  services  during  Fiscal 
2000.  The  increase  in  Emergency  Medical  Service  continues  to  increase  as  the 
population  continues  to  grow.  The  trend  in  the  country  relative  to  pre-hospital  treatment 
will  have  an  effect  on  this  service  as  the  responsibilities  and  advancement  of  medical 
services  increase. 

The  fire  loss  dropped  52%  this  year  and  hopefully  will  continue.  One  should 
realize  the  fire  department's  effect  on  reducing  the  amount  of  losses.  We  should  take  a 
good  look  at  the  amount  we  saved  from  destruction  from  fires. 

The  primary  cause  of  reduction  is  the  advance  methods  of  notification  of  a  fire 
with  smoke  detectors  and  in  case  of  a  fire  in  the  early  stages  extinguishment  via  fire 
sprinklers. 

TRAINING  DIVISION 
LIEUTENANT  KENT  D.  CAMPBELL 

The  Norton  Fire  Department  is  continually  training  in  order  to  provide  the  best 
possible  service  to  the  community.  Reinforcement  of  basic  techniques  along  with  new 
techniques  to  meet  present  challenges  is  the  focus  of  the  training.  Department  members 
and  outside  training  agencies  are  both  utilized  to  provide  instruction. 

The  department  requires  all  new  members  to  attend  the  Massachusetts 
Firefighting  Academy's  recruit  training  program.  This  program  is  an  extensive  1 1 -week 
program  covering  over  450  hours  of  training.  A  wide  variety  of  topics  are  taught  during 
this  program  which  prepares  the  recruits  for  the  career  they  have  chosen.  Firefighter 
Shawn  Simmons  attended  and  successfully  completed  the  recruit  program  graduating  at 
the  top  of  his  class  of  forty- four  members.  Congratulations  and  welcome  aboard. 

This  past  year  we  were  very  fortunate  to  acquire  a  structure  for  training  purposes. 
New  Testament  Church  donated  this  building.  Each  shift  participated  in  "rapid 
intervention  team"  (RIT)  training.  This  training  teaches  firefighters  how  to  rescue 
trapped  firefighters.  Self-rescue  skills  were  also  covered.  Live  fire  training  evolutions 
were  also  conducted  covering  all  phases  of  firefighting.  Especially  beneficial  was  being 
able  to  train  with  the  thermal  imaging  camera.  The  final  evolution  consisted  of  a 
complete  burn  down  of  the  structure.  Training  on  the  new  ladder  truck  was  conducted 
during  this  evolution.  The  Fire  Department  would  like  to  thank  the  surrounding 
neighbors  in  the  New  Taunton  Ave.  area  for  their  support  and  cooperation  during  these 
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drills.  Without  the  backing  of  the  residents,  this  training  would  not  have  been  possible. 
Also,  thank  you  to  Rehoboth  and  Attleboro  Fire  Departments  for  assisting.  A  special 
thanks  to  the  New  Testament  Church  for  making  this  training  possible. 

We  were  also  fortunate  to  acquire  another  structure  for  training.  Roof  operations 
were  the  primary  goal  on  a  dormitory  donated  by  Wheaton  College.  Many  members 
were  able  to  train  performing  roof  ventilation  using  power  saws.  Thank  you  to  Wheaton 
College  for  this  opportunity  and  good  luck  with  the  new  dorm. 

Department  members  were  trained  in  "Boating  Safety",  taught  by  members  of  the 
Massachusetts  Environmental  Police.  This  training  makes  it  possible  for  a  safe  operation 
during  water  rescue  calls  in  which  the  department's  watercraft  is  utilized. 

Members  of  the  department  receive  training  in  many  different  areas.  Firefighters 
are  expected  to  be  able  to  perform  many  functions  at  not  only  fire  emergencies,  but  also 
at  the  many  non-fire  emergencies.  These  emergencies  include  motor  vehicle  accidents, 
medical  emergencies,  hazardous  materials,  and  water  rescue  to  name  a  few.  Members 
participate  in  training  while  on  duty  and  also  attend  courses  at  various  outside  agencies. 
Most  of  the  outside  training  is  attended  without  compensation  and  is  a  reflection  of  the 
dedication  of  the  members.  Some  of  the  training  courses  attended  in  the  past  year 
include:

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the  Norton  Fire  Rescue 
Department  for  their  dedication,  professionalism,  and  assistance  towards  training  this  past 
year.  Also,  thank  you  to  the  other  town  departments  and  the  citizens  of  Norton.  Without 
your  support,  this  would  not  be  possible. 


The  Norton  Fire/Rescue  Service  still  remains  on  the  cutting  edge  of  EMS  in  this 
area.  This  year  we  saw  a  1 5%  increase  in  EMS  related  calls.  We  are  above  the  National 
average  of  Advanced  Life  Support  Calls  with  an  average  of  48%  of  our  calls  requiring 
this  advanced  care.  We  operate  3  Advanced  Life  Support  Rescues  staffing  them  with  14 
EMT's,  5  EMT-Intermediates  and  8  EMT-Paramedics.  We  supplement  this  with  5 
EMT's  from  the  Call  Department. 

All  members  of  the  department  are  Semi- Auto  Defib  qualified  and  we  currently  have 
5  SAD's  in  various  first  response  vehicles.  We  also  operate  a  Suburban  as  a  rapid 
response  unit  to  help  other  surrounding  towns  when  a  need  for  Advanced  Life  Support 
arises. 

Ongoing  EMS  training  is  mandatory  from  the  Commonwealth  and  each  level  of 
EMT  requires  a  certain  amount  of  training.  On  average,  every  EMT  trains  a  minimum  of 
80  hours  per  year.  This  translates  to  approximately  2400  man-hours  per  year  in  EMS 
training.  We  currently  have  two  EMT's  awaiting  State  testing  for  Certification  at  the 
Paramedic  level.  With  emergency  medical  calls  still  on  the  rise  Nationwide,  EMS

With  our  state  of  the  art  cardiac  monitor,  which  has  the  ability  to  provide  12-lead 
EKG's,  several  heart  attacks  have  been  diagnosed  in  the  field  by  the  Paramedic's  and 
outcomes  have  been  extremely  successful.  All  EMT  Paramedics  have  received  this 
advanced  training  and  are  able  to  detect  and  treat  heart  attack  victims  quicker  and  more 
efficiently  in  the  field.  Keep  in  mind  that  this  is  only  a  small  part  in  the  whole  system, 
which  begins  with  you,  the  bystander,  knowing  CPR  and  First  Aid,  and  being  able  to 
administer  this  care  prior  to  the  department's  arrival. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the  Norton  Fire/Rescue 
Department  for  their  loyalty  and  dedication  to  the  citizens  of  this  town,  and  also  thank  the 
citizens  for  their  past  and  future  support  to  the  EMS  Division.

The  Norton  Fire/Rescue  Department  once  again  was  awarded  a  grant  in  the 
amount  of  $4,538.00  to  support  the  SAFE  Program.  The  SAFE  Program  was  established 
in  1996  by  the  Fire  Marshals  office  to  educate  our  children  on  the  health  hazards 
associated  with  smoking  as  well  as  the  fire  danger  directly  related  to  smoking  materials. 
This  program  is  funded  by  a  tax  added  to  the  sale  of  tobacco  products  and  is  awarded  to 
each  participating  department  through  a  competitive  grant  process. 

The  Norton  Fire/Rescue  Department  is  going  on  it's  5th  year  involved  in  the  Safe 
Program  and  remains  committed  to  the  safety  of  our  children  and  the  overall  well  being 
of  the  citizens  of  Norton.  The  goal  of  the  SAFE  Program  is  to  give  every  citizen  of  the 
Town  of  Norton,  both  young  and  old,  the  proper  knowledge  to  prevent  fires  and  to  escape 
should  one  occur,  no  matter  where  they  are.  Because  children's  learning  habits  vary 
greatly  by  age,  all  firefighters  who  are  involved  in  the  education  in  the  schools  have  been 
trained  in  public  education  and  public  speaking.  This  year  we  have  been  extremely  busy 
with  many  new  programs  as  well  as  the  completion  of  the  SAFE  van.  The  van  was 
donated  by  Quality  Coach  Builders  of  Norton,  and  monetary  donations  were  made  by 
Wheaton  College  and  North  Easton  Savings  Bank.  The  van  was  lettered  by  Mansfield 
Sign  Co.  who  also  donated  all  of  his  labor  to  complete  the  van.  We  would  like  to  thank 
these  organizations  for  their  support  in  such  a  worthy  cause.  We  also  have  created  a 
program  unique  to  the  fire  service  titled  "The  Neighborhood  Fire  Safety  on  Wheels 
Program"  where  we  take  a  group  of  firefighters  and  different  apparatus  to  a  particular 
neighborhood  to  teach  fire  safety  lessons  and  give  the  public  a  chance  to  meet  their 
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firefighters  and  get  familiar  with  the  different  fire  apparatus  we  use  on  a  daily  basis.  This 
program  is  just  one  more  way  to  deliver  our  message  of  fire  safety.  Another  project  we 
will  be  working  on  in  the  future  is  a  fire  safety  house  which  will  take  many  more 
donations  and  support  from  our  community. 

The  Norton  Fire/Rescue  Departments  Safe  Program  continues  to  strive  to  be  the 
best  and  to  educate  our  children  on  the  many  dangers  of  fire  and  smoking  related  hazards, 
in  order  to  insure  a  safer  future  for  our  children.  We  must  start  now  to  educate  our 
children  at  an  early  age  to  make  sure  we  all  can  live  a  long,  prosperous,  safe  life.

FIRE  ALARM  DIVISION

The  Fire  Alarm  system  within  the  Town  of  Norton  continues  to  expand.  When  a 
builder  decides  to  put  in  a  sub-division  in  Town,  one  of  the  first  things  he  finds  out  is  that 
he  has  to  install  fire  alarm  boxes  at  the  entrance  to  and  with  in  the  proposed  sub-division. 
The  cost  of  any  equipment  and  related  installation  are  born  by  the  developer.  In  this  way, 
we  have  been  able  to  expand  in  the  areas  of  Town  affected  by  growth.  There  are  over 
seven  new  subdivisions  currently  under  construction  within  the  Town. 

The  Fire  Alarm  Division  is  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  over  35  miles  of 
Fire  Alarm  cable  and  upwards  of  five  hundred  plus  Fire  Alarm  boxes,  both  street  boxes 
and  master/digitize  boxes  on  buildings.  We  are  constantly  changing  over  "double  poles" 
set  by  Nynex  in  their  effort  to  provide  fiber  optic  phone  service  in  Town.  Mass.  Electric' s 
upgrading  of  older,  smaller  poles,  also  keeps  the  Fire  Alarm  Division  busy  doing 
changeovers. 

The  Fire  Alarm  Division,  in  addition  to  the  maintenance  of  the  Town's  municipal 
cable  network,  is  also  responsible  for  the  overseeing  and  inspection  of  commercial  fire 
alarm  installations  in  Norton.  As  new  buildings  are  built,  as  older  buildings  are 
modernized,  time  is  spent  meeting  with  the  architects,  engineers,  electricians,  and 
contractors.  The  fire  alarm  systems  that  they  lay  out  are  getting  increasingly  more 
sophisticated  and  complex,  requiring  additional  man-hours  for  working  out  all  the  details. 
Many  of  these  fire  alarm  systems  are  interfaced  with  HVAC  systems  and  fire  suppression 
systems.  Upon  completion,  these  systems  have  to  be  completely  inspected.  The  personnel 
in  the  Fire  Alarm  Division  are  continuing  to  attend  seminars  and  training  conferences  to 
stay  abreast  with  modern  technology. 
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One  of  the  big  advances  to  most  new  building  interior  fire  alarm  systems  is  the 
use  of  "addressable"  panels  and  "smart"  devices.  This  has  vastly  improved  both  the 
performance  of  the  system  with  regard  to  detection  and  notification,  as  well  as  in  the 
maintenance  and  trouble  shooting  of  the  systems.  These  detectors  actually  communicate 
with  the  fire  alarm  panel,  even  telling  the  panel  when  they  are  in  need  of  a  "cleaning". 
This  has  equated  to  less  "needless"  alarms  being  generated. 

One  such  system  that  has  been  recently  completed  is  in  the  new  Norton  Police 
Station.  This  building  has  incorporated  all  the  latest  alarm  technologies.  It  also  houses  the 
Town's  Communications  Center.  The  fire  alarm  receiving  equipment  was  all  upgraded 
when  it  was  moved  from  the  old  to  the  new  station.  This,  coupled  with  our  modern  cable 
plant,  gives  us  an  extremely  dependable  fire  alarm  system  that  we  can  all  be  proud  ofi 
This  past  year  saw  renovations  to  the  former  Country  Haven  Nursing  Home,  now  called 
the  Norton  Senior  Care  Center.  As  part  of  the  renovation  process,  they  too  upgraded  their 
interior  fire  alarm  system.  Bernie  and  Phil's  on  East  Main  Street  added  a  33,000  square 
foot  addition  to  their  facility  on  East  Main  Street.  With  the  other  projects  listed  below, 
that  end  of  East  Main  Street  is  certainly  losing  its  rural  character! 

We  currently  have  five  major  building  projects  underway  in  Town,  the  largest 
being  the  new  T.P.C.  golf  course.  This  project  will  have  a  large  clubhouse  as  well  as 
other  maintenance  buildings.  The  second  project  is  the  new  Gold's  Gym  being 
constructed  on  East  Main  Street  by  the  Easton  Line.  The  third  building  is  the  new 
Corporate  Fulfillment  Center  Building,  which  is  going  up  next  door  to  the  Gold's  Gym. 
The  fourth  big  project  underway  in  Town  is  Brookside  Village  off  of  Smith  Street.  It  is  a 
senior  housing  complex  of  over  1 00  units  that  will  be  fully  sprinkled  and  alarmed.  The 
final  large  scale  project  currently  undergoing  construction  is  a  new  dormitory  at  Wheaton 
College.  It  is  the  third  and  by  far  the  largest  being  built  on  the  upper  campus  near  the 
Science  Center  and  Everett  Dorm. 

I  would  like  to  remind  you  that  these  Fire  Alarm  boxes  are  not  solely  for  the 
purpose  of  reporting  a  fire,  but  can  be  utilized  to  summons  help  in  any  real  "emergency". 
This  is  especially  important  to  remember  if  your  telephone  should  become  inoperable 
(i.e.;  Severe  Storms,  Accidents,  Phone  system  overload,  Etc.)  If  you  see  an  Emergency, 
don't  "assume"  that  help  is  on  the  way,  utilize  the  Boxes! !  Another  big  concern  of  the 
Fire  Alarm  Division  is  when  electrical  power  lines  are  down.  This  could  happen  because 
of  hurricanes,  snow  and  ice  storms,  car  accidents,  etc.  Please  STAY  CLEAR  OF  ANY 
DOWNED  WIRES.  They  may  look  innocent  enough,  but  could,  and  should,  be 
considered  LIVE  and  ENERGIZED  and  not  touched  in  any  instance! ! ! 


FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

The  year  2000  was  relatively  quiet  in  regards  to  woods  and  brush  fires.  We  had 
many  small  fires,  but  fortunately  we  had  only  one  serious  fire  on  South  Worcester  Street 
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which  required  outside  aid  to  contain.  The  fire  department  issued  over  3000  permits  to 
residents  of  Norton  and,  as  usual,  they  were  all  conscientious. 

This  year  we  received  a  new  4  wheel  drive  truck,  with  a  slide  in  tank  and  pump, 
which  was  sorely  needed.  This  new  piece  of  apparatus  will  now  give  us  2  front  line 
brush  trucks  as  well  as  2  military  vehicles  in  reserve.  We  still  have  1  brush  truck  out  of 
service;  we  are  hoping  to  replace  this  piece  of  apparatus  this  year. 

A  message  to  residents  living  in  close  proximity  to  woods  or  brush,  keep  this  area 
clean  and  away  from  your  dwelling  or  out  buildings.

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BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


The  Board  of  Health  consists  of  three  members,  who  are  appointed  for  three-year  terms. 
The  Board  of  Health,  although  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  is  an  autonomous 
Board,  which  acts  under  the  authority  of  Chapter  III,  §  31  of  the  Massachusetts  General 
Laws.  Current  Board  of  Health  Board  members  are  Chairman,  Paul  Farrington,  Vice- 
Chairman,  Frederick  Watson,  and  a  Clerk,  that  has  not  been  appointed.  Employed  by  the 
Board  is  one  full-time  Health  Agent,  Robert  Curry,  one  part-time  Assistant  Health  Agent, 
one  part-time  Public  Health  Nurse,  Colleen  Berg,  RN,  MSN,  FNP-C,  and  one  full-time 
secretary,  Cynthia  Peters. 

The  Health  Agent  oversees  the  day-to-day  operations  of  all  matters  related  to  Public 
Health  and  is  directly  responsible  to  the  Board  of  Health.  Due  to  the  resignation  of  the 
part-time  Assistant  Health  Agent,  the  Health  Agent  has  managed  all  licensing, 
inspections,  complaints  ands  all  percolation  tests. 

The  Health  Agent  inspects  all  food  service  establishments  at  least  twice  per  year,  which 
include  supermarkets,  restaurants/cafeterias,  nursing  homes,  and  mobile  food  servers. 
This  year,  he  has  inspected  more  than  100  food  service  establishments,  investigations  of 
complaints  and  issuing  of  Board  of  Health  orders  to  comply  with  the  public  health  rules 
and  regulations.  This  year  the  Department  of  Public  Health  has  instituted  new  food  code 
regulations  that  will  increase  the  time  required  to  license  and  inspect  these 
establishments. 

This  year,  there  has  been  68  new  Disposal  Works  Construction  Permits  and  102  repairs 
issued  by  the  Board.  Each  system  requires  a  valid  percolation  test,  plans,  and  application 
for  review  and  approval,  and  a  minimum  of  three  inspections  by  the  Health  Agent  during 
installation  before  final  approval.  There  have  been  approximately  358  percolation  tests 
conducted  this  year.  All  new  wells  are  recorded  and  tested  for  safety  and  capacity  before 
they  are  approved  for  use  in  private  dwellings. 

The  Board  of  Health  has  issued  1 10  licenses  for  food  service  establishments,  136  licensed 
Title  V  (Engineers,  Soil  Evaluators,  Inspectors,  Installers).  Also,  37  rubbish  disposal 
company  trucks,  4  garbage  company  trucks,  39  septage  hauling  companies  and  trucks,  3 
mobile  home  parks,  3  piggeries,  22  stables,  6  massage  establishments,  4  public  and  semi- 
private  swimming  pools,  1  pet  store,  20  establishments  that  sale  tobacco  products,  4 
temporary  trailers,  10  recreation  camps,  125  potable  and  non-potable  wells,  12  pump 
installers  1  licensed  hypodermic  syringe  and  2  tanning  salons.  The  Board  of  Health  has 
received  $83,714.68  in  fees  for  services  performed  in  year  2000. 
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The  Public  Health  Nurse  offers  and  manages  public  clinics,  coordinates  with  regional 
hospitals  and  medical  clinics  on  public  health  issues,  and  investigates  communicable 
diseases. 

The  Public  Health  Nurse  has  had  an  active  year  administering  in  excess  of  735  influenza 
vaccinations,  and  over  200  other  immunizations  such  as  polio,  tetanus, 
measles/mumps/rubella,  hepatitis  B,  Hib,  and  DP  AT.  In  addition,  she  has  performed  2 
lead  screening  tests  and  has  conducted  156  mantoux  (TB)  test.  She  also  made  109  elderly 
visits.  She  has  coordinated  and  conducted  public,  institutional,  and  individual/private 
clinics  such  as  blood  pressure  clinics,  health  maintenance,  diabetic  screening  clinics,  lead 
testing  clinics,  osteoporosis  teaching  and  tuberculosis  testing  clinics.  In  addition,  she 
provides  the  State-sponsored  Hepatitis  B  immunization  program  at  the  Norton  Middle 
School  for  sixth  graders,  which  is  a  three-part  vaccination  per  participant.  Furthermore, 
she  manages  newborn  baby  visits,  performs  maternal/child  health  follow-ups,  provides 
DARE  presentations,  and  investigates  all  reported  communicable  diseases,  as  required  by 
the  Commonwealth.  In  addition,  she  provides  vaccine  to  nine  medical  providers.  She 
follows  strict  vaccine  storage  protocols.  The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health 
made  a  site  visit  to  the  Board  of  Health,  and  the  Town  of  Norton  received  a  mark  of 
100%  as  a  vaccine  distributor.  She  coordinated  the  annual  Norton  Police  Department 
Blood  Drive  held  in  March.  She  is  also  required  to  attend  ongoing  Center  for  Disease 
Control  conferences  for  immunization  updates,  policy  changes,  and  information  on  newly 
discovered  bacteria-resistant  communicable  diseases. 

The  Board  has  a  full-time  secretary,  Cynthia  Peters,  to  manage  the  office  and  streamline 
operational  procedures.  The  office  continues  to  update  all  applications  and  procedures  for 
licensing  and  has  computerized  all  pertinent  day-to-day  information  to  make  records 
easily  available.  In  addition,  the  office  is  also  opened  Thursday  nights  to  further  meet  the 
needs  of  the  residents. 

The  Board  continues  to  implement  a  Title  V  Betterment  Loan  Program  for  the  residents 
to  upgrade  failed  disposal  systems.  The  first  $200,000.00  grant  repaired  35  failed 
systems.  Recently  the  Board  of  Health  has  received  a  2nd  $200,000.00  and  has 
approximately  20  participants  ready  to  have  their  septic  systems  repaired  and  appears  to 
have  a  favorable  future.  We  will  continue  to  supply  services  for  the  upgrade  of  failed 
septic  systems  because  the  Town  meeting  generously  voted  to  approve  up  to  $1  million  in 
Title  V  system  upgrades.

History: 

Serving  the  towns  of  Norton,  Mansfield  and  Sharon,  the  Tobacco  Control  Program  is 
funded  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  from  a  $.25  tax  on  each  pack 
of  cigarettes  sold  in  Massachusetts.  The  program  staff  works  with  the  Boards  of  Health 
and  their  agents  in  each  of  its  towns  to  increase  public  awareness  about  the  numerous 
issues  regarding  the  sale  and  use  of  tobacco  products. 

Activities: 


Merchant  education  classes  were  conducted  in  Norton  to  make  individual  retailers  aware 
of  state  and  municipal  regulations  regarding  the  sale  and  use  of  tobacco  products.  Using 
adult  and  youth  volunteers,  compliance  checks  where  conducted  to  determine  if 
merchants  were  selling  tobacco  products  to  youths  under  18.  We  assisted  the  Norton 
Board  of  Health  with  enhancing  youth  access  to  tobacco  regulations  this  year;  this 
stiffened  the  penalties  for  selling  tobacco  to  children.  Smoking  Cessation  programs  were 
also  taught  at  the  new  Norton  Community  School  Program. 

In  addition  to  the  above  activities,  NMS  members  participate  in  a  number  of  community 
events  &  projects.  We  participated  with  the  Norton  Town  Hall  in  the  American  Cancer 
Society  Daffodil  Days  drive  in  March.  Donations  were  made  throughout  the  year  to 
different  community  organizations  such  as  the  Recreation  Department  and  the  Norton 
Public  Library.  NMS  Coordinated  with  the  High  School  to  facilitate  a  four-session 
voluntary  smoking  cessation  program  for  Norton  High  Students.  We  also  collaborated 
with  the  Norton  Middle  School  Peer  Leader  Club  for  "Kick  Butts  Day"  projects  in  April. 
NMS  staff  provided  tobacco  education  tables  at  a  number  of  community  events  over  the 
past  year.  You  may  have  seen  us  at  events  such  as  the  L.G.  Nourse  Winter  Carnival  or 
Community  Day  at  Wheaton  College. 

Residents  and  Health  Professionals  are  encouraged  to  use  the  wide  variety  of  information 
and  resources  about  tobacco  available  through  the  program. 
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INSPECTOR  OF  ANIMALS 


Massachusetts  State  Law  governs  this  position  and  falls  under  the  Board  of  Health.  The 
duties  of  the  Animal  Inspector  are  inspecting  the  keeping  of  all  animals,  census  of  all 
those  animals  and  the  health  of  those  animals,  which  consist  of  a  barn  and  or  a  farm 
inspection.  The  censuses  of  all  animals  are  then  reported  to  the  State.  In  addition,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Animal  Inspector,  the  following  is  a  summary  of  some  of  the  services 
Brian  Plante  has  performed:

During  the  year,  eighty-nine  dogs  were  picked  up.  Forty-seven  of  the  dogs  were  returned 
to  their  owners,  twenty-six  were  lucky  to  be  adopted,  and  sixteen  were  released  to  the 
MSPCA  in  Brockton  giving  them  another  chance  at  adoption.  We  even  had  a  rabbit  that 
was  adopted.  Fortunately,  we  have  "Nine  Lives  Cat  Shelter"  in  town  that  was  able  to 
shelter  the  stray  cats  that  were  not  adopted  through  us,  and  they  were  placed  in  homes 
from  there. 

We  had  our  annual  Rabies  Clinic  that  was  successful,  with  some  of  the  proceeds  being 
donated  to  the  "Animal  Welfare  and  Safety  Fund".  This  fund  is  used  to  help  the  sick 
and/or  injured  stray  animals. 

A  new  Animal  Shelter  is  finally  in  the  works.  Town  Meeting  voted  to  appropriate 
$150,000  to  build  this  shelter.  Southeastern  Regional  Vocational  Technical  School 
agreed  to  do  this  as  a  school  project  without  charging  for  labor.  They  will  start  the 
project  in  the  fall  of  2000  and  finish  by  the  end  of  the  school  year  2001 .

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PUBLIC  WORKS 


The  Highway  Department  reports  the  following  for  the  fiscal  year  2000. 
The  winter  of  1999-2000  was  a  mild  one. 

Blacktop  was  put  down  on  the  following  streets:

South  Washington  Street  was  cold  plained. 
Pine  Street  was  full  depth  reclamated. 

The  following  streets  were  overlaid  with  Nova  Chip: 

•  Newland  Street

•  Portion  of  Plain  Street 

With  the  Town  growing  rapidly,  we  are  finding  it  harder  to  keep  water  off  the  roads. 

Street  signs  are  getting  very  costly  due  to  vandalism,  and  this  department  is  finding  they 
are  picking  up  more  and  more  tires,  batteries,  oil,  rubbish,  etc.  by  the  day. 

The  Capital  Outlay  Budget  appropriated  by  the  May  8,  2000,  Annual  Town  Meeting 
includes  $68,000.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  4x4  pickup  with  an  8'  plow  which  will 
take  the  place  of  the  1989  pick  up  and  a  Jetta  was  purchased  to  clean  drainage  that  is 
plugged  with  roots  or  debris. 

Installed  250  feet  of  12-inch  aluminum  pipe  2  catch  basin  on  South  Worcester  Street. 

Replaced  40'  x  3  4  cross  culvert  on  Lincoln  Street. 

Installed  1 100  feet  of  12"  concrete  pipe  and  6  catch  basins  on  Dean  Street. 

Installed  40  feet  of  12"  aluminum  pipe  and  two  catch  basins  on  South  Washington  Street. 

The  Barrows  Street  Bridge  re-opened  in  June  2000. 

The  Highway  Department  still  needs  to  replace  a  1977  F700  sander  because  it  is  getting 
extremely  hard  to  find  parts  to  repair  it. 
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CANOE  RIVER  AQUIFER 
ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 


The  Canoe  River  Aquifer  Advisory  Committee  (C.R.A.A.C.)  held  1 1  meetings  during  the 
year.  The  Committee  rotates  its  meetings  in  one  of  the  five  towns  on  the  Canoe  River: 
Easton,  Mansfield,  Norton,  Foxborough,  and  Sharon.  The  meetings  are  held  on  the  first 
Thursday  of  each  month,  between  1 :00  P.M.  -  3:00  P.M. 

•  The  Committee  spent  a  good  portion  of  their  meetings  discussing  water  restrictions  in 
the  five  communities,  and  the  need  to  educate  homeowners  on  proper  lawn  care 
techniques. 

•  The  Committee  sponsored  a  Lawn  Care  Seminar  on  March  30,  2000,  at  the  Norton 
Middle  School,  with  Mike  Walsh  of  Horticultural  Concepts.  Over  750  brochures 
were  mailed  out  to  the  five  communities,  and  there  were  over  1 00  people  in 
attendance.  The  seminar  was  videotaped  and  copies  were  distributed  to  each 
community  to  be  shown  on  their  local  cable  station. 

•  Jennifer  Carlino,  Norton  Conservation  Agent,  applied  for  a  $3,000  grant  to  help  fund 
the  Lawn  Care  Seminar. 

•  The  Committee  had  window  decals  made  with  their  logo,  which  were  distributed  at 
all  events  throughout  the  year. 

•  The  Committee  held  its  Annual  Awareness  Day  on  Saturday,  May  13,  2000,  on 
Redmill  Road  at  the  Easton/Norton  town  line.  Linda  Marler,  from  the  Department  of 
Environmental  Management,  spoke  to  approximately  30  attendees  on  protecting  our 
river  resources  in  the  summer.  The  day  concluded  with  canoe  rides  on  the  river. 

•  Pat  Rogers,  Taunton  River  Basin  Team  Leader,  congratulated  the  Committee  on 
receiving  two  grants:  one  in  the  amount  of  $50,000  for  a  Water  Resource  Study  of 
the  Canoe  River,  and  the  second  grant  of  $44,360  for  a  Pesticide  Study. 

•  The  Committee  was  persistent  in  its  attempts  to  transfer  1 83.6  acres  of  land  along 
Route  #495  in  Norton  from  the  State  D.P.W.  to  the  Town  of  Norton. 

•  The  Town  of  Norton  approved  the  acquisition  of  the  57-acre  Johnson  Property  Parcel 
and  the  35-acre  Subon  Property  Parcel.  These  acquisitions  are  great  contributions  to 
our  Greenbelt  Project. 
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•    The  Committee  also  had  presentations  at  its  monthly  meetings:

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PLANNING  BOARD 


The  Norton  Planning  Board  is  a  seven  member  elected  board.  The  members  are  as 
follows:  Chairman:  Nicholas  R.  Tessitore;  ViceChair:  Joanne  Haracz;  Clerk:  Christine 
DaSilva;  Members;  Marshall  B.  Martin  III,  Mary  Ellen  Paravolos,  Dorothy  Freeman,  Jeff 
Houde.  The  Town  Planner  is  Charles  W.  Gabriel  and  the  Planning  Board's  secretary  is 
Kate  Disnard. 

The  Planning  Board  would  like  to  express  its  appreciation  to  Kenneth  Leroux  for  his 
many  years  of  service  to  the  Planning  Board.  His  knowledge  and  vigorous  dialogue  will 
be  missed. 

The  year  July  1,  1999  -  June  30,  2000  has  seen  residential  construction  remain  strong, 
although  most  of  the  construction  is  in  subdivisions  previously  approved  by  the  Planning 
Board.  As  is  evident  to  any  resident,  both  the  size  and  cost  of  the  new  homes  being 
constructed  in  Norton  has  risen  dramatically  in  recent  years.  As  subdivisions  are 
completed  that  have  been  approved  prior  to  FY  2000,  there  should  be  a  reduction  in 
subdivision  activity,  at  least  in  terms  of  the  number  of  lots.  During  the  period  July  1, 
1999-June  30,  2000,  the  Planning  Board  approved  the  following  single  family 
subdivisions: 

Crane  Estates  East  -  4  lots  off  Crane  Street 
Potter  Circle/Hidden  Acres  -  8  lots  off  Newcomb  Street 
Rolling  Pine  -  5  lots  off  Newcomb  Street 
Wildwood  Estates  -  5  lots  off  Maple  Street 

More  significant  that  the  new  single  family  residential  subdivisions  during  this  period 
were  the  approval  of  the  other  residential  and  commercial  projects: 

TPC  Golf  Course:  FY  2000  saw  one  of  the  most  significant  developments  in  Norton 
history.  Fleet  Bank  in  conjunction  with  the  Professional  Golfers  Associations  proposed 
and  had  approved  an  1 8  hole  Tournament  Players  Club  golf  course  for  the  land  know  as 
the  Great  Woods.  Along  with  the  golf  course  there  is  proposed  to  be  up  to  1,000,000 
square  feet  of  commercial  development.  The  Planning  Board  approved  both  a  Definitive 
Plan  and  a  Site  Plan  for  the  golf  course.  Although  the  Planning  Board  did  not  attempt  to 
regulate  the  layout  of  the  golf  course,  it  has  worked  closely  with  its  consulting  engineer, 
Walter  Amory,  to  ensure  oversight  of  the  impacts  of  surface  water  drainage  from  the 
construction  of  both  the  proposed  road  into  the  site  and  the  golf  course  itself.  No  plans 
for  commercial  development  have  yet  been  proposed  on  the  site. 

Great  Woods  Senior  Community:  The  Planning  Board  approved  a  revision  to  the  plan  for 
the  Great  Woods  Senior  Community  located  off  Smith  Street.  This  project  was  originally 
proposed  to  consist  of  three  large  buildings  -  independent  living,  assisted  living  and  an 
Alzheimer  unit  -was  changed  to  all  independent  units  (building  with  2-6  attached  units) 
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of  elderly  housing  (age  55).  The  Planning  Board  approved  a  modification  of  the  Site 
Plan  to  consist  of  88  independent  (condominium)  units  along  with  a  large  independent 
unit  building  (subsequent  to  FY  2000  this  building  was  also  changed  to  40  condominium 
units). 

CVS  Pharmacy:  The  Planning  Board  approved  the  Site  Plan  for  a  new  CVS  pharmacy 
located  adjacent  to  the  Ashmont  hardware  store  which  was  remodeled  as  part  of  the 
project.  The  Planning  Board  worked  diligently  to  get  CVS  to  build  a  structure  which 
would  conform  more  closely  with  the  traditional  architecture  found  near  the  center  of 
Town  and  to  remodel  Ashmont.  For  the  most  part,  the  Board  was  successful  in  this  effort 
although  the  size  of  CVS  sign  has  prompted  the  Board  to  consider  revision  of  the  sign 
bylaw. 

Zoning  Amendments:  The  Planning  Board  continues  to  make  changes  to  the  Zoning 


Bylaw  which  implement  recommendations  in  the  Master  Plan.  In  May  2000,  the  Planning 
Board  proposed  and  Town  Meeting  approved  changes  to  the  zoning  bylaw  which 
strengthened  the  requirements  of  Site  Plan  Approval  and  requires  that  development 
projects  with  over  10,000  square  feet  of  floor  area  or  more  than  25  parking  spaces  get  a 
Special  Permit.  This  is  an  important  change  and  should  result  in  better  designed,  better 
ooking  projects.  Encouraging  developers  to  construct  buildings  that  are  aesthetically 
appealing  as  well  as  functional  is  often  difficult  and  this  bylaw  should  significantly  assist 
that  goal.

The  year  2000  began  with  the  preparation  of  a  grant  application  that  was  filed  in 
February  on  behalf  of  the  Boards  of  Health  of  the  City  of  Taunton  and  Towns  of  Easton, 
East  Bridgewater,  Raynham,  and  Stoughton  with  the  Department  of  Public  Health  to 
secure  funding  under  the  Massachusetts  Tobacco  Control  Program.  Our  application  was 
successful  and  we  have  secured  funding  for  the  next  four  years  for  a  collaborative  Board 
of  Health  Tobacco  Control  Program  that  SERSG  will  administer  for  the  five 
municipalities. 

n  May  and  June,  the  Town  Meetings  of  Foxborough,  Sharon,  and  Easton  adopted  a 
Right-of-Way  By-Law  which  was  researched  and  drafted  by  the  SERSG  Regional 
Administrator.  This  By-Law  establishes  a  comprehensive  regulatory  scheme  to  manage 
he  public  ways  in  these  towns  and  protect  the  taxpayer's  investment  in  their  public 
|anfor  infrastructure.  The  By-Law  is  prospective  in  its  application,  but  requires  that  all  entities 
hat  wish  to  locate  a  facility  in  the  public  way  must  first  apply  for  a  permit  from  the 
Town.  The  By-Law  establishes  a  formula  for  determining  a  reasonable  rental,  an 
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application  procedure,  conditions  of  the  permit,  construction  requirements  and  a  license 
agreement  to  be  signed  by  the  applicant  of  the  Town.  The  By-Law  assures  that  the  Town 
can  collect  rental  payments  from  private  companies  that  wish  to  use  public  ways  in  order 
to  make  a  profit  for  their  business. 

Cooperative  Invitations  for  Bids  were  prepared  for  member  municipalities  in  April  for 
DPW  Supplies  and  in  October  for  DPW  Services.  These  cooperative  procurements 
resulted  once  again  in  significant  savings  for  SERSG  cities  and  towns. 


In  October  SERSG  sponsored  a  Public  Liability  Workshop  for  members  of  permit- 
granting  boards  such  as  Planning  Boards,  Conservation  Commissions,  Boards  of  Health, 
and  Zoning  Boards  of  Appeals.  The  Workshop  was  held  at  the  Howard  School  in  West 
Bridgewater.  The  first  presentation  focused  on  how  public  officials  should  discharge 
their  duties.  It  covered  topics  such  as  scope  of  authority,  exercising  your  discretion, 
procedural  due  process  and  the  mechanics  of  decision-making,  creating  a  proper  record 
of  Board  decisions  and  enforcement  of  those  decisions.  The  second  part  of  the  evening 
covered  the  topic  of  sovereign  immunity,  the  public  duty  rule  and  civil  rights  violations. 
Fifty-eight  individuals  attended  our  workshop. 

The  Southeastern  Regional  Services  Group  looks  forward  to  continuing  its  mission  of 
providing  procurement  services,  researching  and  analyzing  issues  of  common  municipal 
concern  and  administering  grants  for  its  seventeen  member  municipalities.  As  we  begin 
our  eighth  year  of  service,  we  are  pleased  with  the  on-going  support  of  our  Board  of 
Directors  and  the  achievements  that  we  have  made  together.

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EMERGENCY  MANAGEMENT 

AGENCY 


This  past  fiscal  year  has  been  a  year  of 
progress  for  your  Emergency 
Management  Agency.  The  hurricane 
season  again  showed  an  above  average 
number  of  watches  and  warnings  with 
1 5  storms  spawned.  Luckily,  only  two 
made  U.S.  landfall.  It  seems  our  largest 
local  threat  comes  from  Mother  Nature  in  the  form  of  hurricanes  or  tropical  storms, 
winter  storms  that  wreck  havoc  with  trees  and  electric  wires,  and  the  spring  thaw  and 
rains  that  produce  flooding.  We  must  not  forget,  however,  we  do  live  on  a  fault  line  and 
could  experience  some  earthquake  tremor  activity. 

On  our  initiative  and  with  the  cooperation  of  the  other  town  departments,  the  Local 
Emergency  Planning  Committee  (LEPC)  was  reformed.  This  State  mandated  committee, 
made  up  of  town  departments  and  members  of  the  industrial  and  business  community,  is 
designed  to  heighten  the  community's  awareness  as  to  what  Hazardous  Materials  are 
transported  thru,  used,  and  stored  in  our  neighborhoods.  The  committee  also  develops 
plans  of  action  and  response  should  an  accident  occur.  Another  facet  of  this  committee  is 
to  encompass  situations  that  could  occur  due  to  actions  of  vandals,  terrorists,  or  other 
agents. 

We  also  introduced  the  concept  of  Community-wide  Emergency  Notification  at  a 
meeting  of  all  Town  Boards  and  Committees.  This  system  provides  the  capability  for 
multiple  telephone  calls  to  be  placed  simultaneously  to  residents  in  an  affected  area  and 
deliver  a  recorded  message  advising  the  resident  of  the  nature  of  the  problem,  the  action 
to  take,  and  a  callback  number  if  they  wish  more  information.  This  system  could  be  used 
by  many  town  departments  such  as  Water/Sewer,  Police,  Fire,  Health,  Council  on  Aging, 
and  Schools  to  disseminate  information  pertaining  to  a  problem  or  potential  problem. 
We  participated  in  several  drills  during  the  course  of  the  year,  including  the  simulated 
emergency  test  held  every  fall.  The  most  interesting  drill  was  with  the  Bristol  County 
[Sheriffs  Department  where  several  towns'  EMA's  provided  lighting  units  at  the 
Dartmouth  Correctional  Facility  to  simulate  assistance  that  we  could  provide  in  case  of  a 
'jail  break". 

3ur  emergency  power  &  light  truck  as  well  as  our  field  support  truck  are  ready  to  provide 
upport  to  organizations  for  public  service  events  as  well  as  emergencies.  We  also 
ontinue  to  further  our  education  and  certification  by  attending  state  offered  courses  such 
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as  Incident  Command,  Emergency  Communications,  Shelter  Management  and  Hazardous 
Material  Response.  We  participate  in  the  monthly  drills  put  on  by  Massachusetts 
Emergency  Management  Agency  (MEMA)  and  are  members  in  good  standing  of  the 
Southeast  Massachusetts  Emergency  Management  Directors  Association. 

Any  member  of  the  community  who  would  like  to  help  us  in  our  endeavors,  please 
contact  us.  Volunteers  are  always  welcome.

The  purpose  of  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  is  to  grant,  upon  appeal,  a  variance  to  the 
Zoning  By-Laws  where,  owing  to  special  conditions  affecting  the  land,  a  literal 
enforcement  of  the  Zoning  By-Law  would  involve  substantial  hardship  and  where  the 
relief  would  not  substantially  derogate  from  the  intent  and  purpose  of  the  Zoning  By- 
Law. 

The  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  holds  hearings  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  the  month  as 
required  by  caseload.  Additional  meetings  are  scheduled  as  circumstances  require.

$300/comprehensive  permit  application).  The  Salary  expense  of  the  Board  for  Fiscal 
2000  totaled  $2,634.80  and  $402.84  was  spent  on  supplies  purchased.  The  Board  collects 
a  required  fee  at  application,  and  any  postage  and  publication  expenses  are  paid  by  the 
Applicant.

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WATER  &  SEWER  DEPARTMENT 


Water 

The  purpose  of  the  Water  Department  is  to  provide  the  Town  of  Norton  with  a 
safe,  dependable  water  supply.  All  residents  of  the  Town  of  Norton  received  their 
Consumer  Confidence  Report  as  mandated  by  the  EPA's  Safe  Drinking  Water  Act.  This 
report  is  intended  to  provide  valuable  information  about  your  drinking  water  quality.  To 
maintain  our  commitment  to  the  town,  our  staff  collects  and  tests  water  samples  checking 
purity  and  identifying  potential  problems  long  before  the  water  reaches  your  home  or 
business. 

The  residents  and  business  owners  of  Norton  are  to  be  commended  for  their 
continued  support  during  the  water  moratorium  imposed  last  year.  Due  to  your 
cooperation  we  have  been  able  to  maintain  availability  of  quality  water  during  this 
difficult  time. 

Construction  of  the  3  million-gallon  ground  storage  tank  has  been  completed. 
The  storage  tank  is  located  off  of  Mansfield  Avenue  on  land  adjacent  to  Polaroid 
Corporation.  It  is  not  scheduled  to  be  online  until  early  2001,  due  to  problems  with 
Massachusetts  Electric  installing  their  primary  cables. 

The  "Barrows  Street"  water  main  project  was  completed  as  part  of  the  continuing 
water  main  upgrade  replacing  aged  transite  pipe  with  larger  diameter  ductile  iron  pipe  for 
greater  carrying  capacity.  This  will  also  benefit  fire  flow  for  the  larger  pumping 
capacities  of  the  present  fire  apparatus. 

The  Norton  Water  Department  is  still  actively  pursuing  purchasing  water,  to 
augment  its  supply  from  the  Taunton  River  Desalinization  Projects,  which  is  slated  in 

2003. 

The  department  continues  with  its  leak  survey  program,  as  well  as  its  complete 
distribution-flushing  program,  conducted  every  spring  and  fall. 

Sewer 

The  Town  of  Norton  is  close  to  an  agreement  with  the  City  of  Taunton  regarding 
the  Winnecunnet  Sewer  Project.  It  involves  connecting  128  residential  homes  and  two 
business  establishments  to  the  Taunton  Wastewater  Treatment  Plant.  This  intermunicipal 
agreement  will  be  voted  on  at  the  town  meeting. 

The  department  has  purchased  a  sewer  jetter  and  video  equipment  in  2000.  The 
jetter  is  used  for  pipeline  cleaning,  and  the  video  equipment  checks  the  sewer  lines  to  see 
if  any  further  cleaning  is  required  and  also  is  able  to  see  it  there  are  any  other  problems 
that  may  require  repair. 
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RECREATION  DEPARTMENT 


In  the  Fiscal  Year  2000,  the  Norton  Park  and  Recreation  Commission,  which  is  a  multi- 
discipline  department  charged  with  the  creation  of  Recreational  Programs,  had  to  operate 
with  less  than  a  full  membership  for  the  major  part  of  the  year.  As  of  the  preparation  date 
of  this  report,  we  now  have  a  full  complement  of  seven  (7)  members.  The  Director, 
Kristen  L.  Parsons,  will  be  leaving  on  or  about  April  2,  2001.  The  new  Director  in  the 
year  2001  will  be  Michael  J.  Rodrigues  from  Taunton,  Massachusetts.

On  or  about  November,  2001,  the  commissioners  along  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
hired  Daylor  Consulting  Group,  Inc.,  from  Braintree,  Massachusetts.  Their  project  will 
be  to  formulate  the  update  and  completion  of  the  Everett  Leonard  Complex.

We  had  a  very  busy  and  exciting  year  for  the  LHP.  The  LHP  asked  the  town  meeting  in 
September  to  transfer  ownership  of  town  owned  land  located  on  S.  Worcester  Street  to 
the  Old  Colony  Chapter  of  Habitat  for  Humanity.  This  parcel  included  about  six  acres  of 
tax  foreclosure  land. 

As  soon  as  Habitat  took  possession  of  the  property,  the  project  really  took  off.  With  the 
assistance  of  local  contractors  the  land  was  surveyed,  cleared  and  the  project  finally  got 
under  way. 

The  Habitat  selection  committee  named  a  Norton  family  of  five  to  be  the  recipients  of  the 
first  home.  It  is  the  desire  of  Habitat  to  have  the  family  in  their  new  home  by 
Thanksgiving,  2001 .  The  LHP  will  assist  in  any  way  to  make  this  project  a  success. 

We  reviewed  two  Comprehensive  Plans  this  year  with  both  builders  desire  to  build  forty- 
four  houses  and  to  set  aside  25%  of  the  homes  as  affordable.  Although  receptive  to  the 
concept  of  affordable  housing,  the  recent  shortage  of  town  water  and  fire  protection 
concerned  the  members  of  the  LHP.  The  Partnership  decided  not  to  support  either  project 
until  the  water  issue  could  be  rectified. 

The  LHP  would  like  to  thank  the  residents  of  Norton  for  their  support  this  year.  We  look 
forward  to  the  year  2001-2002  and  will  continue  to  find  creative  ways  to  achieve  our  goal 
of  making  affordable  housing  available  in  Norton.

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LIBRARY 


Last  year,  one  of  the  Town  Report  dedicatees  was  our  own  Bette  Richmond.  At 
the  time,  Bette  was  a  30-year  employee  of  the  library.  We  were  so  happy  to  see  that  she 
was  being  recognized  for  her  longtime  dedication  to  the  Town  of  Norton.  Bette  has  been 
the  backbone  of  this  library  throughout  many  changes  in  administration,  technology,  and 
even  the  facility  itself. 

In  September,  we  finished  our  long-range  plan  with  the  help  of  a  committee  of 
townsfolk,  Board  of  Directors,  and  staff.  It  was  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Library 
Commissioners  and  is  updated  yearly.  We  see  the  library  as  a  place  where  all  ages  can 
come  for  cultural  and  intellectual  nourishment.  A  survey  showed  that  patrons  are  pleased 
with  our  service:  89%  of  respondents  rated  it  either  good  or  excellent. 

Our  holdings  have  increased  by  about  2000  items  each  year.  Our  collection  now 
totals  46,151.  Our  circulation  stands  at  1 1 1,574  for  FY2000,  an  increase  of  over  4000 
items.  Yes,  increased  circulation  keeps  us  busy,  and  so  do  our  programs.  Our  Youth 
Services  Department  offered  an  average  of  six  programs  each  week  for  a  wide  variety  of 
age  groups  from  babies  to  young  adults.  Our  monthly  morning  programs  for  adults  are 
well  attended,  and  our  monthly  book  discussions  are  quite  lively.  Other  adult  programs 
such  as  floral  arranging  classes  are  also  offered.  We  received  grants  from  CitiFinancial 
and  the  Norton  Cultural  Council  to  help  fund  some  of  the  programs.  Our  Friends  of  the 
Library  continued  to  support  us  throughout  the  year  by  funding  programs,  materials  not 
included  in  our  budget,  and  the  ever-popular  museum  passes.  Dr.  Barbara  Jackson 
donated  100  books  to  the  Children's  Room,  bringing  her  total  to  1000  books  in  10  years. 
Once  again,  she  read  to  the  children  at  Dr.  Jackson's  Reading  Club. 

All  of  the  festivities  surrounding  the  Library  Park  Opening  were  grand.  The  day 
was  perfectly  glorious  and  went  very  smoothly.  Jane  Ellison  and  her  park  committee  are 
to  be  commended  for  all  their  work.

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CONSERVATION 


The  Norton  Conservation  Commission  is  a  seven  member  board  of  volunteers  to 
administer  and  enforce  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act  (M.G.L.  Chapter  131,  Section  40) 
and  its  Regulations  (310  CMR  10.00),  and  the  DEP  Policy  for  Stormwater  Management. 
The  Conservation  Commission  manages  over  940  acres  of  land  and  waterbodies  for  open 
space  and  preservation  purposes.  During  the  last  year,  the  Commission  reviewed  3 1 
Requests  for  Determination  of  Applicability,  32  Notices  of  Intent,  3  Extension  Permits  1 
Modification,  2  Enforcement  Orders,  20  Certificates  of  Compliance,  8  Partial  Certificates 
of  Compliance  and  3  Duplicate  Certificates  of  Compliance.  The  Commission  members 
are  JefTHoude,  Bob  Medeiros,  Pat  Corcoran,  Julian  Kadish,  Dana  Rappaneau,  Ed  Brealt, 
and  Lenny  Silvia.  The  Commission  meets  every  second  and  fourth  Monday  in  the 
Municipal  Center  at  7:30PM.  All  are  invited  to  attend. 

The  Conservation  Agent  serves  as  the  volunteer  CRS  Coordinator  for  the  FEMA 
Community  Rating  System  Program.  This  program  requires  the  Agent  to  perform  certain 
educational  and  informational  services  to  the  public  free  of  charge  in  order  to  achieve 
points  on  the  rating  scale.  Once  all  points  have  been  earned  each  year  the  town  then 
qualifies  for  a  5%  reduction  on  flood  insurance  premiums.  As  part  of  the  services 
provided,  the  Agent  can  make  floodplain  determinations  for  homeowners.  Anyone  may 
call  the  Conservation  Office  to  obtain  a  floodplain  determination. 

The  Commission  continues  to  assist  the  Canoe  River  Aquifer  Advisory  Committee 
(CRAAC)  in  their  goals  of  aquifer  protection  and  to  create  a  Canoe  River  Greenbelt.  On 
behalf  of  CRAAC,  the  commission  received  a  grant  for  $3,025.00  from  the  Riverways 
Program  to  conduct  the  "Environmentally  Sound  Lawn  Care  and  Water  Conservation" 
seminar  and  create  the  demonstration  garden  at  the  Trinitarian  Congregational  Church. 
Mike  Walsh  of  Horticultural  Concepts  spoke  about  the  use  of  drought  resistant  plants  and 
using  compost  as  a  soil  amendment.  Taped  copies  of  the  seminar  are  available  at  the 
Library  and  Conservation  Office.  Cindy  Gouviea,  Skip  O'Dette,  Ron  Mollins,  Bakers 
Landscaping,  Earl  Wilcott  and  the  TCC  Standing  Committee  and  Congregation  deserve 
special  recognition  for  their  donations  and  hard  work. 

Norton  completed  the  Land  and  Water  Conservation  Fund  requirements  and  was 
reimbursed  $200,000.00  to  purchase  the  54  acres  of  land  known  as  "Johnson  Acres".  The 
sign  has  been  posted  at  the  corner  of  North  Washington  and  Newcomb  Streets.  There  is  a 
management  plan  to  effectively  manage  the  property  with  passive  recreation  and 
conservation  of  the  existing  habitat  types  of  the  property.  The  Dedication  Ceremony  was 
held  September  16th  to  thank  all  those  involved  with  the  purchase.  Representative  Hyland 
presented  the  former  owners  of  Johnson  Acres  with  a  certificate  from  the  House  of 
Representatives  recognizing  their  contributions  to  open  space  and  conservation.  The 
Commission  intends  to  create  the  parking  area  and  maintain  the  trails  this  summer. 
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Through  the  identification  of  the  Subon  Company  land,  located  in  the  rear  of  East  Main 
Street  (Map  5,  parcel  13)  by  the  Land  Acquisition  Committee,  Norton  applied  for  and 
was  granted  another  Land  and  Water  Conservation  Fund  grant.  Norton  will  be 
reimbursed  $176,500.00  to  purchase  43  acres  within  the  Canoe  River  Sole  Source 
Aquifer,  Canoe  River  ACEC,  Zone  II  Water  Resources  Protection  District,  Wetland 
Protection  District,  Floodplain  Protection  District  (FEMA  100-yr  floodplain),  and 
Estimated  Habitat  of  Rare  Wildlife  and  Priority  Habitat  as  listed  by  the  Natural  Heritage 
and  Endangered  Species  Program.  This  parcel  will  be  subdivided  into  two  lots.  Lot  1  will 
be  managed  by  the  Conservation  Commission  to  create  the  Canoe  River  Greenbelt.  Lot  2 
will  be  managed  by  the  Recreation  Commission  to  create  multi-use  fields. 

The  White  Street  Study  Committee  evaluated  nine  parcels  of  land  near  White  Street  and 
Newland  Street  for  preservation  issues.  At  the  Spring  Town  Meeting,  9.44  acres  were 
voted  to  be  under  the  management  of  the  Conservation  Commission  for  the  Greenbelt 
trail  and  wildlife  habitat  protection  (Map  11,  parcels  30-01,  50,  59).  The  Commission 
will  also  manage  1 8  acres  adjacent  to  the  Canoe  River.  The  Conservation  Commission 
wishes  to  recognize  the  members  of  the  Committee  who  diligently  worked  to  divide  the 
parcels  to  the  benefit  of  the  townspeople  and  natural  resources.  Members  included  Lenny 
Silvia,  Marshall  Martin,  Roger  Marsan,  Bill  Watson,  and  a  representative  of  the  IDC. 

The  Commission  acquired  two  parcels  of  land  through  tax  foreclosure  proceedings  and 
town  meeting.  One  parcel  totaled  1.85  acres  located  adjacent  to  the  Canoe  River  (Map  2, 
parcel  21).  The  second  parcel  located  off  East  Hodges  Street  (Map  36,  parcel  69), 
consisted  of  2.15  acres.  Both  parcels  conserve  wetland,  floodplain  and  wildlife  habitat. 
In  the  past  year,  three  Conservation  Restrictions  have  been  recorded  and  information 
about  another  six  restrictions  were  submitted  and  are  now  deemed  complete. 

In  the  first  ever,  state-wide  flora  and  fauna  inventory,  Norton  residents  identified  over 
550  species  of  plants  and  animals.  Biodiversity  Days  was  held  June  9-12,  2000.  Activities 
included  a  lecture  sponsored  by  the  Land  Preservation  Society  about  the  Canoe  River 
Greenbelt,  bird  walk,  vernal  pool  investigation,  canoe  trip,  and  photo  contest.  Conserva- 
tion Agent  Jennifer  Carlino  attended  nearly  every  science  class  at  the  Middle  School  for  a 
week  prior  to  Biodiversity  Days.  The  Commission  would  like  to  thank  the  Norton  Middle 
School,  science  teachers,  field  trip  leaders:  Ken  Sjkora,  Karen  Silvi,  Francis  Shirley, 
Heather  Graf,  Jennifer  Carlino,  Grace  Donnelly,  and  Vivian  Wilson.  The  commission 
would  also  like  to  thank  Arline  Cox,  Ruth  Church  and  all  local  business  who  contributed 
prizes  for  the  photo  contest  and  all  those  who  participated  in  this  event. 

Nineteen  vernal  pools  were  certified  by  the  Norton  Conservation  Agent  and  resident  Jack 
Carney  with  permission  by  the  owner  of  the  respective  properties.  An  additional  six  pools 
were  certified  by  the  Natural  Heritage  and  Endangered  Species  Program.  Five  locations 
were  identified  as  having  rare  species.  The  identification  and  documentation  of  vernal 
pools  and  rare  species  of  plants  and  animals  offers  protection  from  habitat  destruction, 
the  primary  cause  of  species  extinction.  Vernal  pools  are  the  only  breeding  habitat  for 
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i  certain  amphibians  and  reptiles.  Identification  of  rare  species  on  private  property  has  not 
resulted  in  any  prohibitions  to  construction  or  development. 

The  Conservation  Commission  wrote  the  Request  for  Proposals  to  complete  a  Hydraulic 
and  Hydro  logic  study  for  the  Chartley  and  the  Reservoir  Dams  at  the  approval  of  the 
capital  improvements  budget  at  the  Fall  Town  Meeting.  Pare  Engineering  has  been 
j  awarded  the  contract  and  should  complete  the  studies  by  April,  2001.  The  Commission 
will  be  working  closely  with  the  Office  of  Dam  Safety  and  Pare  Engineering  to  ensure 
the  future  integrity  of  the  dams.  Residents  should  not  initiate  any  operation  of  the  dams 
without  consent  of  the  Conservation  Commission. 

i  The  Commission  also  completed  the  Request  for  Proposals  for  the  permitting  aspects  of 
|  the  Norton  Reservoir  Dredging  project.  The  funds  to  hire  a  consultant  to  complete  the 
permitting  was  approved  at  the  Fall  Town  Meeting  through  the  capital  improvements 
budget.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  are  discussing  the  contact  award  and  are  expected  to 
award  the  contract  soon.  The  purpose  of  the  dredging  project  is  to  restore  the  Reservoir 
i  for  recreational  uses  such  as  fishing,  contact  recreational  uses  and  boating;  reduce  the 
volume  of  sediments;  reduce  the  algal  growth  and  odors  resulting  from  decomposition  of 
vegetation;  and  to  control  future  aquatic  macrophyte  growth. 

The  Commission  held  two  seminars  this  past  year.  One  seminar  for  residents  focused  on 
Agriculture  and  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act.  Dave  Foulis  of  the  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection  was  the  guest  speaker.  Mr.  Foulis  also  spoke  at  the  second 
lecture  and  field  trip  describing  the  changes  to  the  Riverfront  Area  section  of  the 
Wetlands  Protection  Act. 

The  Commission  would  like  to  thank  the  Land  Preservation  Society  and  the  Mansfield 
Natural  Resources  Trust  for  their  undying  dedication  in  working  to  return  to  Norton  the 
es  !  182.88  acres  of  land  taken  by  the  Massachusetts  Highway  Department  for  the 

construction  of  Route  495.  The  Commission  has  faith  that  the  land  will  be  returned  to 
Norton  by  deed  as  promised  within  the  upcoming  year.

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LAND  ACQUISITION  COMMITTEE 


The  Land  Acquisition  Committee  was  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  in  1 999  and  has  been 
working  to  prioritize  land  based  on  certain  environmental  criteria.  The  criteria  includes 
property  listed  in  the  Open  Space  and  Recreation  Plan,  land  located  within  the  ACEC  or 
sole  source  aquifer,  along  the  Canoe  River  Greenbelt,  within  a  rare  habitat  area,  abutting 
other  open  space  land,  land  that  is  greater  than  20  acres,  land  that  preserves  wetland, 
floodplain,  riparian  corridors,  or  within  a  Zone  I  or  II  of  the  Water  Resources  Protection 
District.  Land  is  rated  based  on  this  criteria.  The  Selectmen  appointed  the  committee  to 
create  a  list  of  land  that  the  town  should  prioritize  for  future  acquisition.  While  working 
on  the  list,  the  LAC  had  identified  the  Subon  property,  located  in  the  rear  of  East  Main 
Street  (Map  5,  parcel  13),  as  a  high  priority.  Since  the  parcel  was  for  sale  the  Selectmen 
granted  approval  to  negotiate  with  the  landowner.  As  a  result  the  Land  and  Water 
Conservation  Fund  grant  was  received. 

Norton  will  be  reimbursed  $176,500.00  to  purchase  the  43  acres  within  the  Canoe  River 
Sole  Source  Aquifer,  Canoe  River  Area  of  Critical  Environmental  Concern,  Zone  II 
Water  Resources  Protection  District,  Wetland  Protection  District,  Floodplain  Protection 
District  (FEMA  100-yr  floodplain),  and  Estimated  Habitat  of  Rare  Wildlife  and  Priority 
Habitat  as  listed  by  the  Natural  Heritage  and  Endangered  Species  Program.  This  parcel 
will  be  subdivided  into  two  lots.  Lot  1  will  be  managed  by  the  Conservation  Commission 
to  create  the  Canoe  River  Greenbelt.  Lot  2  will  be  managed  by  the  Recreation 
Commission  to  create  multi-use  fields.

REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

Charles  W.  McDonald,  School  Committee  Member 

The  Southeastern  Regional  School  District  offers  21  high  school  technical 
training  programs  and  seven  technical  institute  post-secondary  programs.  On 
October  1,  2000,  1,154  students  were  enrolled  in  the  high  school  and  125  students  were 
enrolled  in  the  technical  institute. 

Norton's  share  of  the  total  FY2001  $4,926,731  assessment  represents  79  students 
at  a  total  cost  of  $287,517. 

Southeastern  Regional  continues  to  receive  grants  from  a  variety  of  state  and 
federal  sources  that  augment  local  funds  to  improve  and  expand  the  education  services 
we  provide.  Southeastern  receives  funds  from  federal  programs  such  as  IDEA-Special 
Education  Entitlement,  Special  Education-Supporting  Access  to  the  Curriculum,  Title  I- 
Safe  and  Drug  Free  Schools,  Perkins-Occupational  Education  Vocational  Skills  and  Tech 
Prep.  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  grants  for  Health  Protection,  Essential  Skills  and 
Technical  Training  provides  for  improved  and  expanded  instructional  programs. 
Southeastern's  collaboration  with  MY  TURN,  a  private  non-profit  organization  based  in 
Brockton,  provides  students  with  school  to  career  activities. 

Southeastern  Regional  continues  to  align  the  English/Language  Arts  and 
mathematic  curricula  with  the  Massachusetts  Curriculum  Frameworks  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  Educational  Reform  and  the  Massachusetts  Comprehensive  Assessment 
System  (MCAS)  tests.  Southeastern  started  a  parent  focus  group  as  an  ongoing  forum  for 
parents  to  discuss  issues  concerning  MCAS  with  the  administration. 

In  June  of  2000,  the  high  school  graduated  204  students.  Placement  records 
indicate  that  90%  of  the  Class  of  2000  were  placed  in  full-time  jobs  or  had  elected  to 
further  their  education. 

Participation  in  Skills  USA/VICA  (Vocational  Industrial  Clubs  of  America), 
DECA  (Distributive  Education  Clubs  of  America)  and  other  student  organizations 
increased  as  we  are  looking  for  a  very  competitive  year  ahead  where  Southeastern 
students  will  be  recognized  for  many  outstanding  achievements.  Winners  of  the 
Massachusetts  Skills  USA/VICA  competition  in  the  Opening  and  Closing  Event 
competed  at  the  National  Skills  USA/VICA  Competition  in  Kansas  City,  Missouri. 
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The  officers  of  the  National  Honor  Society  attended  a  four-day  leadership 
conference  in  Washington,  D.C. 

Program  Advisory  Committees  for  every  program  offered  at  Southeastern,  met  in 
November  to  discuss  the  curriculum,  instruction  and  equipment  needed  to  allow  each 
program,  to  remain  at  industry  standards.  These  committees,  made  up  of  parents, 
students  and  industry  representatives,  met  again  in  April  to  discuss  their  deliberations  and 
make  recommendations  for  improvements  to  the  Southeastern  Regional  District  School 
Committee.  These  recommendations  are  the  basis  for  the  continuing  improvement  of 
programs  at  Southeastern  Regional. 

Southeastern  is  committed  to  opening  up  greater  communication  with  its  alumni. 
An  Alumni  Committee  started  contacting  former  graduates  to  increase  connections  with 
the  Southeastern  Regional  Alumni. 

The  Southeastern  Technical  Institute  has  had  a  very  successful  year.  While 
recruiting  was  somewhat  more  difficult,  we  began  with  a  strong  cadre  of  students.  We 
are  fortunate  to  continue  our  relationship  with  My  Turn  which  has  enabled  us  to  provide 
more  intensive  English  As  A  Second  Language  tutorials.  This  service  will  enable  more 
students  to  be  successful  in  the  technical  institute,  as  well  as  in  securing  solid 
employment. 

Last  year  was  the  first  time  technical  institute  students  participated  in  Skills 
USA/VICA.  We  were  the  proud  winners  of  ten  medals  including  two  gold  medals  at  the 
state  competition.  Those  winners  representing  Licensed  Practical  Nursing  and  Medical 
Assisting  went  on  to  the  national  competition  in  Kansas  City,  Missouri.  Ms.  Kelley 
Souleiman  won  a  bronze  medal  in  Medical  Assisting  and  Ms.  Marge  Cabral  placed  fifth. 
Faculty,  staff  and  fellow  students  were  all  proud  of  everyone's  performance.

^    On  June  30,  2000,  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  completed  forty-one 
years  of  service  to  the  cities  and  towns  of  Bristol  County. 

Is  i 

The  mosquito  control  project  works  year-round  in  its  efforts  to  reduce  mosquito  breeding 
ie    sites  and  adult  mosquito  populations.  The  Project  uses  several  different  measures  of 
a  j  control  in  its  never-ending  fight  against  mosquitos. 

k    Spring  and  Summer  Larviciding  -  To  reduce  the  emergency  of  adult  mosquitos  in  areas 
where  mosquito  larvae  is  present. 

I  Catch  Basin  Treatment  -  To  stop  mosquito  emergence  from  rain-filled  catch  basins  and 
j  storm  drains. 

Light  Trapping  Program  -  To  monitor  mosquito  populations  as  to  their  type  and  number 
-  a  program  necessary  in  encephalitis  surveillance.  Light  trapping  of  mosquitos  is  also 
b  useful  to  determine  what  areas  have  high  mosquito  populations  and  should  be  sprayed. 

Water  Management  -  A  year-round  endeavor  to  clean  and  construct  mosquito  drainage 
ditches  in  lowland  swamps  to  reduce  their  favorability  as  breeding  sites  for  mosquito 
larvae. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  to  use  pesticides  that  are 
/  environmentally  safe  so  that  the  safety  of  the  people  and  environment  are  not 
I  jeopardized.  We  use  many  of  the  biological  insecticides  as  are  practical  with  the 
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environmental  conditions  present  in  the  New  England  area.  We  are  presently  using  three 
different  formulations  of  B.T.I,  in  our  larviciding  program. 

All  of  our  spray  equipment  is  calibrated  periodically  in  order  to  insure  that  dosage  rates 
remain  at  safe  levels  but  are  adequate  to  reduce  mosquito  populations.  The  operators  of 
our  spray  equipment  are  state  certified  pesticide  applicators  that  are  required  to  attend 
classes  on  pesticide  safety  on  a  yearly  basis. 

The  Spring  2000  mosquito  season  was  far  from  normal  due  to  the  media  hype  on  West 
Nile  Virus.  Many  of  the  news  articles  were  inaccurate  which  caused  a  great  deal  of 
confusion  with  the  public. 

We  started  getting  calls  in  early  spring  from  residents  requesting  larval  treatments  of 
everything  from  small  woodland  pools  to  rivers,  ponds,  lakes,  and  streams.  Many  people 
thought  that  all  wet  areas  should  be  treated  to  prevent  West  Nile  Virus,  not  realizing  that 
mosquitos  only  breed  in  shallow  stagnant  water.  This  was  before  anyone  knew  if  the 
West  Nile  Virus  would  even  appear  in  this  state. 

Once  the  adult  mosquitos  were  on  the  wing  it  got  even  worse,  as  we  were  receiving  more 
calls  each  day  than  we  could  spray  in  a  week.  Some  of  the  callers  didn't  have  any 
mosquitos  but  thought  that  spraying  would  prevent  the  virus  from  appearing  in  their  area. 
When  the  first  birds  started  to  test  positive  for  the  WNV,  the  demand  for  spraying 
increased  even  more.  We  received  and  serviced  4,598  calls  this  year  compared  to  1,656 
in  the  1999  season. 

The  Project  was  involved  with  an  extensive  mosquito  surveillance  program  this  year  to 
assess  mosquito  species  and  their  numbers.  We  were  continually  moving  and  setting 
various  types  of  mosquito  traps  throughout  Bristol  County.  Our  mosquito  collections 
were  sent  to  the  State  Virus  Lab  to  be  tested  for  both  the  WNV  and  EEE. 

During  the  mosquito  season  we  spent  approximately  eight  weeks  studying  catch  basins  to 
gather  information  on  their  involvement  in  breeding  and  the  spread  of  the  West  Nile 
Virus.  We  also  tested  several  insecticides  to  determine  which  product  worked  the  best. 
We  found  the  most  effective  biological  larvicide  for  catch  basin  control  to  be  Vectolex 
WDG.  Our  studies  showed  total  control  within  24  hours  of  treatment,  which  lasted  for  21 
days.  The  only  one  disadvantage  is  that  this  meant  more  than  one  treatment  per  basin  per 
season. 

Although  both  the  West  Nile  Virus  and  Eastern  Equine  Encephalitis  were  present  this 
year,  there  were  no  human  cases  with  either  virus  in  Bristol  County. 

The  Project  sprayed  all  known  mosquito-infested  areas  and  answered  all  requests  for 
spraying,  for  a  total  of  4,074.8  sprayed  acres. 

During  the  spring  and  summer  months,  13.25  acres  of  breeding  wetlands  were  larvicided.

During  the  fall  and  winter  months,  a  total  of  3,500  feet  of  brush  was  cut  and  3,275  feet  of 
drainage  ditch  was  reclaimed. 

t  is  hard  to  make  any  predictions  at  this  time  as  to  what  will  happen  next  year  concerning 
the  West  Nile  Virus.  We  know  that  it  is  present  in  Massachusetts  and  could  very  well  be 
more  prevalent  next  year.  Hopefully  some  of  the  information  that  we  gathered  this  year 
will  allow  us  to  be  more  prepared  for  whatever  comes  our  way  in  2001 .  If  there  are  nay 
questions  or  concerns  regarding  West  Nile  Virus  and  how  it  might  impact  the  cities  and 
towns  of  Bristol  County  next  year,  please  feel  free  to  contact  our  office.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
TO  THE  NORTON  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

This  is  the  1 05th  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Norton  and  my 

2nd. 

The  1999-2000  school  year  began  September  8th,  with  3,025  students  in  grades  PK 
through  grade  twelve.  Special  recognition  is  extended  to  our  principals,  teachers,  and 
custodial  staff  for  making  our  buildings  extremely  attractive  to  our  incoming  students. 

The  following  four  initiatives  were  the  major  focus  of  this  school  year: 

1)  The  formation  of  the  Athletic  Complex  Committee  and  its  work  selecting  an 
architect/engineer  for  preparing  bid  specifications  and  seeking  private  funding  to  renovate 
the  athletic  fields  that  lie  behind  the  Henri  A.  Yelle  Elementary  School  and  Norton  High 
School. 

2)  The  completion  of  our  Strategic  Plan,  2000-2005.  This  had  been  an  ongoing 
effort  for  the  last  1 5  months. 

3)  The  revision  of  our  School  Committee  Policy  Manual. 

4)  Adoption  of  School  Safety  Plans  for  all  schools. 

On  September  28th,  the  Norton  School  Committee  began  its  visitation  to  all  schools. 

In  September,  the  committee  voted  to  rename  the  Norton  Elementary  School  the 
Henri  A.  Yelle  Elementary  School  in  honor  of  long  time  resident  and  public  school 
educator,  Henri  A.  Yelle. 

The  Gifted  and  Talented  Program  was  introduced  in  grades  four  and  five  to  address 
the  academic  needs  of  students  at  the  elementary  grades.  Also,  in  an  effort  to  reduce  the 
dropout  rate,  the  Alternative  Education  Program  for  at-risk  students  at  the  high  school 
was  implemented.  This  program  is  designed  to  improve  academic  performance  of  at-risk 
students,  improve  their  self-image,  and  create  in  them  a  positive  attitude  towards  school. 

The  STEP  Program  for  developmentally  delayed  students  was  initiated  at  Norton 
High  School.  The  focus  of  this  program  is  upon  daily  living  skills,  vocational  skills,  and 
community  awareness. 

The  Massachusetts  Comprehensive  Assessment  System  (MCAS)  scores  were 
received  in  November  from  the  spring  of  1999  testing.  These  scores  indicated  Norton 
scores  mirrored  statewide  trends.  Students  continue  to  score  above  the  state  average  in 
grades  four,  eight,  and  ten. 
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On  December  13th,  the  Norton  School  Department  held  its  first  professional 
development  day.  The  entire  teaching  and  supportive  staffs  were  in  attendance  at  various 
programs  to  improve  skills. 

In  January,  the  dedication  of  the  Henri  A.Yelle  Elementary  School  was  held  on 
Sunday,  January  23rd.  In  attendance  was  Congressman  Barney  Frank  with  a  special  letter 
of  commendation  to  Henri  A.  Yelle  from  President  William  Clinton. 

In  February,  Mrs.  Christine  Cole  announced  her  retirement  from  the  Norton  School 
Committee.  Mrs.  Cole  served  on  the  school  committee  since  April  of  1991.  Mrs.  Cole 
stated  she  was  proud  of  the  Norton  Public  School  System  and  thankful  she  had  the 
opportunity  to  work  with  so  many  fine  people. 

In  April,  the  Department  of  Education  conducted  a  Program  Audit  for  Title  I, 
special  education,  and  civil  rights  administration. 

On  April  24th,  the  Annual  Town  Elections  were  held.  Mr.  Bradford  Bramwell  was 
reelected  to  a  three-year  term,  as  well  as  newcomer  Mrs.  Jody  Graham. 

The  Norton  School  Committee  held  its  reorganizational  meeting  on  April  25th.  Mr. 
Bradford  Bramwell  was  elected  chairman,  Mr.  John  Doherty,  vice-chairman,  and  the 
egislative  representative  is  Mr.  Jonathan  O'Reilly. 

In  May,  the  task  of  teachers  tackling  Recertification  II  was  undertaken, 
decertification  II  requires  that  every  system  have  district  goals,  that  every  school  have 
school  improvement  goals,  and  that  every  professional  staff  member  have  individual  goals. 
Recertification  II  is  an  effort  to  have  individual  goals  tied  to  district  and  school 
improvement  goals.

On  Wednesday,  September  8,  1999,  we  welcomed  158  ninth  graders  to  Norton 
High  School,  increasing  our  total  school  population  to  606  students.  In  addition,  we 
welcomed  our  new  assistant  principal,  Mr.  Edward  Dunn  and  nine  new  faculty  members. 

In  late  November,  results  from  the  Massachusetts  Comprehensive  Assessment 
System  (MCAS)  tests  were  received.  Norton  High  School  scores  were  again  in  the  top 
twenty-five  in  the  state.  Grade  ten  students  took  the  MCAS  in  late  April  2000  and  in  early 
May.  A  record  number  of  Advanced  Placement  Tests  were  administered  in  May  as  well. 

Members  of  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  (NEASC) 
completed  their  work  on  the  five-year  accreditation  report,  which  was  submitted  in  March 
We  are  pleased  that  we  now  continue  with  full  accreditation. 

STUDENT  COUNCIL 

President  Mary  Beth  Lima,  Vice-President  Maria  Ferrara,  Secretary  Sarah 
Sullivan,  and  Treasurer  Michelle  Klein  provided  leadership  throughout  the  year  for  the 
Student  Council.  The  Student  Council  met  at  least  once  a  month  after  school  to  discuss 
the  quality  of  school  life  and  to  plan  activities. 

The  Student  Council  planned  the  homecoming  activities  that  occurred  on 
Saturday,  October  1 6th.  The  Council  chose  to  have  a  king  elected  this  year  as  well  as  the 
traditional  queen  and  her  court.  The  Council  also  sponsored  a  homecoming  dance  with 
close  to  two  hundred  students  attending. 

In  November,  the  Council  sponsored  a  food  drive  for  Thanksgiving.  Donated  food 
was  sent  to  the  fire  department  for  distribution  to  those  in  need.

The  use  of  technology  has  increased  in  many  of  the  science  classes  to  include  work 
with  laser  discs,  computers,  graphing  calculators,  CD-ROMs,  HyperStudio,  and 
Powerpoint  projects  by  students,  as  well  as  the  use  of  the  Flex  Cam.  In  addition,  students 
are  being  encouraged  to  do  projects  and  use  the  Internet  in  their  research. 

The  science  department  continues  to  try  to  address  changes  in  educational 
strategies  by  providing  many  hands-on  activities,  by  trying  to  assign  interdisciplinary 
projects,  by  trying  to  assign  projects  which  will  help  students  to  relate  science  disciplines 
to  their  daily  lives,  by  using  alternative  assessment  techniques,  and  by  trying  to  address 
various  learning  styles  through  creative  assignments.

MATHEMATICS  DEPARTMENT 

The  course  offerings  in  the  mathematics  department  changed  during  the  school 
year  1999-2000.  A  Modified  Algebra  I  course,  Part  Two,  was  offered  this  year.  This 
course,  which  includes  introductory  work  in  Geometry,  is  a  continuation  of  the  Modified 
Algebra  I,  Part  One,  which  began  last  year  and  has  been  expanded  to  two  sections  this 
year.  A  new  course,  Academic  Enrichment,  was  offered  for  the  first  time  this  year  to 
those  grade  ten  students  who  had  not  scored  well  on  the  MCAS  as  grade  eight  students. 
These  students  alternated  among  the  English,  science  and  mathematics  departments  to  do 
remedial  work  in  all  three  areas. 

Members  of  the  department  continued  their  quest  for  professional  development. 
Mrs.  Joan  Vital,  Mrs.  Eileen  Kieser  and  Mr.  Matthew  Boutell  attended  a  discrete  math 
workshop,  which  was  sponsored  by  McDougall  Littell.  Mrs.  Karen  Boucher,  Mrs.  Mary 
Taylor  and  Mrs.  Kellie  Hansen  attended  a  similar  workshop  on  writing  in  the  classroom. 
Mrs.  Boucher,  Mrs.  Taylor,  Mrs.  Hansen  and  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Gibson,  who  all  teach  the 
Modified  Algebra  program,  attended  two  MCAS  workshops  at  Bridgewater  State 
College.  These  workshops  addressed  the  probability  and  statistics  strand  of  the 
Frameworks  and  its  part  in  the  MCAS.  Mrs.  Boucher  and  Mrs.  Hansen  attended  a 
daylong  seminar  on  the  Interactive  Math  Program  which  Key  Curriculum  Press  espouses. 
Mrs.  Kieser  attended  a  workshop  on  Advanced  Placement  Calculus  held  at  Stonehill 
College  during  the  fall.  Mrs.  Taylor  completed  thirty  hours  of  training  in  Microsoft.  Mrs. 
Hansen  has  served  as  a  mentor  teacher  this  school  year. 

The  department  continues  to  analyze  the  results  of  the  MCAS  test  scores.  In  an 
effort  to  maintain  and  improve  the  scores,  the  department  has  expanded  the  booklet  of 
questions  to  be  used  in  all  grade  nine  and  ten  classes.  Problem-solving  activities  have  been 
developed  and  incorporated  into  the  algebra  and  geometry  curricula.  Every  member  of 
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the  department  has  been  instrumental  in  revising  the  curricula  and  developing  the 
resources  for  all  courses.  All  curricula  are  now  aligned  with  the  Mathematics  Frameworks 
but  remain  in  a  constant  state  of  revision. 

Students  who  did  not  score  well  on  the  1 999  MCAS  test  in  grade  eight  have  been 
identified,  and  strategies  are  now  in  place  to  work  with  those  students  in  their  grade  nine 
classes  to  remediate  their  weaknesses.  In  addition,  those  students  who  are  presently  in  the 
tenth  grade  continue  to  be  followed  and  their  progress  recorded  in  documents  which  detail 
their  areas  of  weakness  and  the  strategies  which  are  in  place  to  help  them.  The  most 
significant  means  of  remediating  those  tenth  grade  students  who  did  not  do  well  on  the 
grade  eight  MCAS  was  the  introduction  of  the  Academic  Enrichment  course. 

Mr.  Boutell  continues  to  be  involved  with  the  program  on  C++  which  the  National 
Science  Foundation  sponsors.  During  the  summer  of  1999  and  the  1999-2000  school 
year,  sixteen  teachers  from  Massachusetts  and  Rhode  Island  have  worked  at  Stonehill 
College  in  Easton.  The  culmination  of  this  work  was  a  workshop  which  they  produced  in 
May  of  2000  for  over  eighty  teachers  from  all  over  the  country.  This  workshop  featured 
nationally  recognized  teachers  of  C++  who  are  associated  with  the  college  board's 
Advanced  Placement  program.  Matt  was  chosen  to  organize  a  panel  of  teachers  to 
present  to  the  assembled  group.  He  also  presented  a  topic  himself  on  the  merits  of 
introducing  abstract  data  types  early  in  the  curriculum  through  a  full  software  package  he 
developed  that  handles  currency  formatting.  He  continues  to  teach  both  introductory  and 
intermediate  C++  at  Stonehill  during  the  school  year. 

Mrs.  Karen  Boucher  continued  to  serve  as  the  school's  liaison  with  Project  ERR, 
attending  numerous  meetings  and  workshops  during  the  year.  She  has  brought  the 
offerings  of  this  group  to  the  attention  of  the  staff  and  has  taken  advantage  of  those 
offerings  herself. 

Mrs.  Vital  and  Mrs.  Kieser  worked  on  the  NEASC  Follow  Up  Committee  during 
this  school  year.  This  committee,  chaired  by  Miss  Susan  Carney,  completed  work  on  the 
five  year  report  which  was  submitted  to  the  commission  in  March  of  2000.  They  also 
wrote  and  submitted  an  addendum  to  that  report  which  was  subsequently  accepted  by  the 
commission. 

The  Norton  High  School  Math  League  competed  in  both  the  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  Math  League  and  the  New  England  Math  League.  Coach  Matthew  Boutell 
reports  that  the  team  finished  second  overall  in  both  leagues.  Sean  Dashner,  Brenden 
Batchelder,  and  Justin  Ingersoll  competed  in  the  Computer  Programming  Contest  at 
Providence  College  in  March,  where  the  students  placed  fourth  among  over  twenty 
schools  from  New  England  which  competed  that  day. 

Miss  Patti  Morse,  a  continuing  education  student  at  Bridgewater  State  College, 
student-taught  mathematics  from  January  until  May.  Mr.  Boutell  and  Mrs.  Hansen  served 
as  cooperating  teachers.  Miss  Morse  taught  two  geometry  classes  and  one  algebra  class. 
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WORLD  LANGUAGES  DEPARTMENT

BUSINESS/TECHNOLOGY  DEPARTMENT 

Microsoft  Access  was  offered  for  the  first  time  as  a  semester  course.  Access  is  an 
interactive  relational  database  management  system  that  gives  students  visual  access  to  data 
and  simple  ways  to  view  and  work  with  this  information. 

District  Attorney  Roger  Ferris  visited  the  business  law  class  on  December  22nd 
and  spoke  about  juvenile  delinquency  and  the  legal  consequences.  The  law  students 
created  a  mock  trial  after  reading  the  booklet,  The  Apartment  House  Murder. 

During  the  first  semester,  the  accounting  class  played  the  Boston  Globe  stock 
market  game  where  they  competed  against  100  other  Massachusetts  schools. 

Louise  D'Onofrio  attended  an  accounting  workshop  at  Johnson  &  Wales 
University.  Norma  Cloutier  attended  a  tech  prep  mini  conference  at  Cape  Cod 
Community  College.  Norma  also  attended  the  Work-Based  Learning  "Train  the  Trainer" 
Connecting  Activities  Conference  at  Holy  Cross  College  in  October.  Several  Microsoft 
Word  workshops  were  offered  through  the  business  department  at  Norton  High  School. 
These  workshops  were  attended  by  teachers  and  support  staff  of  the  Norton  school  system 
and  were  taught  by  Norma  Cloutier  and  Louise  D'Onofrio. 

The  Katharine  Gibbs  School  presented  a  workshop  in  October  on  resume 
writing/job  interviewing.  Bay  State  College  presented  a  workshop  in  February  entitled 
Lost  at  Sea.  Mr.  Steven  Schreiber  spoke  to  the  retailing  class  on  all  aspects  of 
advertising. 

The  technology  department  has  integrated  a  modular  technology  lab  where 
students  have  the  opportunity  to  experience  ten  areas  of  technology.  The  modules  include 
computer  aided  design,  computer  aided  publishing,  digital  sound  technology,  computer 
applications,  multimedia  production,  graphics  and  animation,  digital  photography, 
electronic  communication,  video  production,  and  basic  electricity.    Students  are  also 
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encouraged  to  use  the  lab  for  extracurricular  activities. 

Mr.  Herbert  Angell  attended  a  New  England  technology  education  conference  in 
Vermont.  He  integrated  a  technical  education  format  into  the  woodworking  curriculum, 
designed  and  built  toys  for  a  children's  charity,  and  built  a  stage  prop  for  the  senior  class 
play.  A  full-year  course  entitled  Design  and  Problem  Solving  will  be  introduced  into  the 
technology  department  in  September,  2000. 

LIBRARY 

Through  membership  in  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Library  System 
(SEMLS),  the  library  now  has  free  access  to  a  number  of  new  electronic  databases  in 
addition  to  those  that  we  were  already  receiving.  Without  membership  in  SEMLS,  access 
to  these  databases  would  be  impossible  due  to  budgetary  constraints.  Databases  for 
current  events  and  general  information  include  Infotrac,  Sirs  Knowledge  Source,  Sirs 
Discoverer,  Electric  Library,  The  Boston  Globe,  and  The  Basic  Collection  from 
Dialog@CARU  which  is  a  database  of  148  full  text  newspapers  from  across  the  country. 
For  business  information,  students  and  staff  are  accessing  Hoover's  Company  Capsules 
and  Hoover's  Company  Profiles,  Infotrac 's  General  BusinessFile  ASAP,  and  Infotrac 's 
Predicasts  PROMT.  Books  in  Print  with  Reviews,  Books  Out  of  Print,  Contemporary 
Authors,  and  Contemporary  Literary  Criticism  are  available  for  literary  information. 
These  wonderful  resources  have  been  used  extensively  by  students  and  staff  for  academic 
and  personal  research. 

As  of  mid  May,  the  library  had  recorded  367  class  visits  for  research  or  instruction. 
Additionally,  freshmen  came  to  the  library  for  classes  in  study  skills,  research,  and 
database  searching.  These  classes  met  once  per  cycle  for  six  cycles  during  scheduled 
study  periods.  During  study  periods,  many  students  are  coming  to  the  library  individually 
for  research,  personal  reading,  and  to  work  on  school  projects.  The  library  is  open  after 
school  for  a  total  of  5.5  hours  per  week.  Many  students  are  taking  advantage  of  the 
extended  hours  to  study  or  begin  homework  before  practices  and  other  extracurricular 
activities  begin. 

The  library  added  807  new  books  to  the  collection  this  year.  Many  outdated 
materials,  particularly  in  the  sciences  and  social  sciences,  were  removed  from  the 
collection  and  new  acquisitions  were  selected  to  update  these  areas.  Collection 
development  has  also  focused  on  materials  to  support  the  Curriculum  Frameworks. 
Collection  circulation  from  September  through  mid  May  totaled  4,472. 

The  library  now  has  Internet  access  at  ten  computers.  Two  of  those  computers 
also  house  the  automated  card  catalog.  When  necessary,  students  may  also  use  the 
computers  in  the  Mac  lab.  As  of  mid  May,  there  have  been  310  class  visits  to  the  Mac  lab. 
During  these  sessions  students  have  done  Internet  research,  word  processing,  and  used 
various  software  packages.  Students  also  use  the  Mac  lab  for  these  activities  on  an 
individual  basis. 
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GUIDANCE  DEPARTMENT 

Standardized  testing  again  played  a  major  role  in  the  guidance  department  this 
year.  In  April,  the  long  composition  in  English/language  arts  was  administered  to  all  tenth 
graders.  In  May,  language  arts,  math,  science,  and  social  studies  were  given. 

In  October,  we  administered  the  Preliminary  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  (PSAT)  to 
77  juniors.  From  this  group,  two  were  commended  for  their  high  scores  and  will  continue 
in  the  National  Merit  Scholarship  competition.  The  recognized  students  were  Matthew 
Johnson  and  Stephen  Walasavage. 

In  May,  127  Advanced  Placement  exams  were  given  in  U.S.  History,  English 
Language,  English  Literature,  European  History,  Calculus,  Biology,  C++,  and  Studio  Art. 

We  hosted  a  mini-college  fair  in  October  at  which  over  forty  colleges  and  military 
branches  were  represented.  In  December,  a  financial  aid  program  was  offered,  and  in 
March,  a  Junior  Parents  Night  was  held  with  speakers  from  Bridgewater  State  College  and 
Stonehill  College. 

All  seniors  met  with  their  counselors  to  discuss  their  post-secondary  plans. 
Eighty-six  percent  of  the  Class  of  2000  indicated  an  intention  to  continue  their  education 
in  the  fall.  A  newsletter  was  mailed  home  to  parents  each  month. 

Juniors  began  their  post-secondary  planning  and  sophomores  were  given  an 
opportunity  to  take  a  career  interest  survey.  Freshman  met  with  their  counselors  to  review 
high  school  policies  and  procedures. 

SOCIAL  STUDIES  DEPARTMENT 

The  coming  of  the  new  millennium  has  brought  a  concerted  effort  on  the  part  of 
Norton  High  School  social  studies  department  to  continue  to  adjust  Curriculum 
Frameworks.  Department  members  have  thoroughly  studied  the  recent  results  of  MCAS 
tests.  We  have  concluded  that  in  spite  of  our  very  good  results,  as  compared  to 
surrounding  school  districts,  we  must  continue  to  emphasize  testing  techniques  and  work 
with  students  that  do  not  achieve  a  proficient  or  advanced  ranking.  The  department  has 
recognized  our  main  weakness  as  low  scores  on  the  free  response  sections  of  the  test. 
Consequently,  teachers  have  concentrated  on  incorporating  essay  writing  techniques  into 
their  daily  lessons.  They  have  also  made  essays  and  open  response  questions  an  integral 
part  of  their  class  tests. 

Two  new  teachers  became  a  part  of  the  social  studies  department  this  year.  Mr. 
Stephen  Plasko  was  elected  to  fill  a  new  teacher's  position  within  the  department,  and 
Miss  Janey  Cram  was  hired  to  replace  Mr.  John  Hickey  who  transferred  to  another  school 
district  after  ten  years  at  Norton  High  School. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  curricula  lessons  and  activities,  students  continue  to  be 
involved  in  special  Social  Studies  endeavors.  This  past  year  saw  students  participating  in 
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the  Massachusetts  State  Student  Government  Program,  Girls  and  Boys  State,  Law  Day, 
the  Voice  of  Democracy  Contest,  the  Century  Three  Leadership  Conference,  and  the 
Hugh  O'Brien  Leadership  Conference.  Field  trips  were  taken  to  live  theatrical 
performances  and  the  Norfolk  Prison.  Special  presentations,  such  as  the  Facing  the 
Nation  program,  involving  guest  speakers  interacting  with  curriculum  matters,  were 
brought  to  the  school.  Mrs.  Rena  Finder,  a  member  of  Schindler's  List  spoke  to  students 
about  her  actual  experiences  during  World  War  II  and  the  Holocaust.  The  Memorial  Day 
Program  was  well  done  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Joseph  Dery. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  fall  season  brought  continued  success  to  the  volleyball  team.  Coach  Peter 
Leddy  and  his  players  finished  the  season  in  second  place  behind  an  outstanding  Sacred 
Heart  squad.  Our  girls  had  high  expectations  going  into  the  state  sectional  tournament, 
but,  these  were  dashed  by  a  strong  Westport  High  team.  The  boys  and  girls  soccer  teams 
also  enjoyed  fine  seasons  as  both  qualified  for  tournament  play.  The  girls  lost  a  very  well- 
played  game  to  Medway  High  School  in  the  first  round,  and  the  boys  had  exciting  wins 
over  Medway,  Chatham,  and  Dover-Sherborn  Regional  before  losing  to  South  Shore 
League  rival  Hanover  in  the  south  sectional  final  game.  Coach  Ramsey  has  brought  a 
relatively  new  program  at  Norton  High  School  to  a  very  competitive  level.  Unfortunately, 
a  new  business  opportunity  will  force  him  to  give  up  his  coaching  duties.  He  will  be 
missed. 

The  winter  season  brought  success  to  our  boys  basketball  program,  and  they  once 
again  qualified  for  state  tournament  play.  Bishop  Stang  High  School  ended  our  dream  of 
a  sectional  title  in  spite  of  a  great  team  effort  by  our  Norton  squad.  Congratulations  to 
Sean  Ribeiro  for  scoring  in  excess  of  1,000  points  in  his  high  school  basketball  career. 
Sean  joins  Cliff  Reynolds,  Jon  Dunlap,  Rachael  Sayce,  and  Sarah  Tomaso  in  this  most 
exclusive  club.  The  girl's  competition  cheering  squad  finished  third  in  the  south  sectional 
tournament  and  as  such,  qualified  for  the  state  tournament  at  Lowell  High  School.  It  was 
our  first  state  tournament  appearance  and  although  not  placing,  the  girls  demonstrated  that 
they  definitely  belonged  at  this  level  of  competition.  Congratulations  to  Coach  Maddix 
and  the  cheering  squad  for  their  outstanding  season. 

Springtime  has  again  brought  with  it  a  successful  baseball  season.  Coach  Mollica 
has  his  team  playing  great  baseball.  Boy's  tennis  has  also  enjoyed  a  great  deal  of  success 
and  along  with  the  baseball  team  should  make  a  strong  showing  in  the  state  tournament. 

I  would  be  remiss  not  to  mention  the  efforts  made  by  members  of  the  Athletic 
Complex  Committee.  The  Norton  Town  Meeting  has  endorsed  the  committee's 
recommendation  to  have  Huntress  Associates  complete  plans  to  renovate  the  outdoor 
athletic  facility  at  the  Yelle  School  and  Norton  High  School.  Two  people  have  gone  the 
extra  mile  in  helping  to  make  this  effort:  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Dr.  Lincoln 
DeMoura  and  Selectman  James  Brown.  Thank  you  for  a  job  well  done. 

MUSIC  DEPARTMENT 

The  music  department  has  participated  in  a  variety  of  concerts,  assemblies,  and 
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other  musical  activities  during  the  past  school  year. 

The  high  school  marching  band  participated  in  the  home  football  games,  with 
halftime  shows  under  the  direction  of  drum  major  Felicia  Leavitt  with  assistance  from 
guard  captain,  Kathleen  Devlin  and  majorette  captain  Erin  Cinelli.  The  marching  band 
traveled  to  Amherst  once  again  to  participate  in  the  UMass  Band  Day,  where  they 
performed  during  halftime  with  approximately  1 ,200  other  band  students  from  across  the 
state.  They  also  performed  with  the  Attleboro  High  School  marching  band  in  the  Chartley 
Halloween  parade,  as  well  as  participating  in  the  town's  observances  of  Veterans  and 
Memorial  Day.  Members  of  the  6th,  7th,  and  8th  grade  band  joined  the  high  school  band 
to  perform  in  the  Memorial  Day  observances. 

The  high  school  concert  band  participated  in  the  National  Honor  Society  induction 
on  December  2nd,  dedication  ceremonies  for  the  Henri  Yelle  School  on  January  23rd,  as 
well  as  graduation  on  June  2nd.  As  always,  the  band  and  chorus  presented  a  holiday  and 
spring  concert.  The  high  school  concert  band  also  participated  in  the  MICCA  Concert 
Band  Evaluation  Festival  in  Hopkinton  this  year. 

Norton  High  School  Tri-M  Music  Honor  Society  inducted  fourteen  new  members 
during  the  Honor  Society  induction  held  Dec.  2,  1999.  The  Honor  Society  members 
worked  on  community  service  throughout  the  year,  as  well  as  hosting  the  first  Tri-M 
talent  show.

NURSE'S  REPORT 

The  health  room  visits  have  increased  every  year  with  16,037  visits  by  students  and 
staff  in  the  five  school  buildings.  We  have  seventy-one  students  on  daily  medications, 
some  on  two  or  three  times  a  day.  There  are  several  medically  involved  students  who 
need  assistance.  The  nurses  performed  vision,  hearing,  height,  and  weight  screening  on  all 
students  kindergarten  to  grade  twelve  with  physician  referrals  as  needed,  scoliosis 
screening  for  students  in  grades  five-nine,  and  pediculous  screening  as  needed.  We 
assisted  with  routine  and  sports  physicals  given  by  Dr.  Steven  Flood.  Necessary 
immunizations  were  given  according  to  the  state  guidelines.  The  nurses  coordinated  the 
free  and  reduced  lunch  and  breakfast  program  for  eligible  students.  Other  nurse's 
responsibilities  include  forwarding  free  health  care  information  to  students  without  health 
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insurance,  calling  absent  students  when  parents  did  not  call  in,  teaching  human 
development  in  grade  five  and  the  middle  school. 

The  nurses  have  attended  seminars,  workshops,  committees,  CET  meetings,  and 
have  acquired  their  necessary  CEUs  and  PDPs.  All  four  nurses  are  state  certified. 

Staff  members  were  offered  influenza  vaccines,  and  new  employees  were  given  the 
Mantoux  Tuberculosis  test. 

The  nursing  staff  accomplished  many  tasks  this  year  despite  the  increased 
enrollment. 

NORTON  MIDDLE  SCHOOL 
Mr.  Stanley  J.  Koss,  Principal 
Mr.  Brian  F.  Friary,  Assistant  Principal 

The  1999-2000  school  year  began  with  an  enrollment  of  693  students.  This  was  an 
increase  of  seventy  six  students  from  last  September  reflecting  the  growth  in  enrollment  in 
the  community.  New  staff  members  included  Miss  Christina  Aquilino,  health;  Miss  Julie 
Neilsen,  language  arts;  and  Mrs.  Barbara  Rossi,  assistant  secretary.  Orientation  for  these 
new  members  was  held  in  August  to  help  them  make  a  smooth  transition  to  their  new 
responsibilities.  A  mentoring  program  was  also  initiated  this  year  for  our  new  teachers 
coordinated  by  Dr.  Vicki  Bartellini  of  Wheaton  College,  Dr.  Sandra  Robinson,  and  Dr. 
Richard  Zusman  to  provide  additional  support  during  the  year.  New  teachers  were  paired 
with  mentors  (veteran  teachers)  and  met  during  the  year  with  them  to  review  various 
issues.  In  addition,  a  number  of  student  teachers  completed  their  practicum  at  our  school 
during  the  year.  They  included  Mrs.  Miriam  King,  Mrs.  Denise  Ryan,  Ms.  Susan  Remick 
and  Mr.  David  Vasilianskas.  They  all  completed  their  student  teaching  assignments  in 
English  except  Ms.  Remick  who  completed  her  assignment  in  art. 

Prior  to  the  start  of  the  school  year  staff  members  from  the  middle  school 
participated  in  the  development  of  a  five  year  system-wide  strategic  action  plan.  For  two 
days  in  August  members  from  the  community  convened  to  identify  areas  the  school  system 
should  address  during  the  next  five  years  to  insure  that  the  needs  of  the  students  would  be 
adequately  met.  Principal  Stanley  J.  Koss  and  teachers  Mrs.  Susanne  Benoit  and  Mrs. 
Jacqueline  Romaniecki  remained  active  members  throughout  the  year  as  this  plan  was 
developed  and  refined  with  many  other  school  department  representatives.  In  late  spring 
the  school  committee  accepted  this  plan,  and  implementation  will  begin  in  September  of 
2000. 

In  addition,  our  science  and  technology  curriculum  was  revised  during  the  year  to 
reflect  the  skills  and  concepts  emphasized  in  the  state  Curriculum  Frameworks.  Teachers 
Mrs.  Kathryn  Forrester,  Mrs.  Jacqueline  Romaniecki,  and  Miss  Karen  Silvi  met  with  Dr. 
Richard  Zusman,  science  coordinator,  and  other  school  system  representatives  on  a 
monthly  basis  on  this  effort.  The  revised  curriculum  guide  includes  a  scope  and  sequence 
chart  for  each  grade,  a  brief  narrative  describing  each  instructional  unit,  an  outline  of  the 
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topics  of  each  unit,  along  with  a  list  of  the  instructional  objectives  for  all  units  with  the 
specific  learning  standards  with  which  the  objectives  are  aligned. 

During  the  year  middle  school  staff  members  Mrs.  Cheryl  Greeson,  Mrs.  Patricia 
Olken,  Mr.  Robert  Perry,  Mrs.  Susan  Segaloff,  and  Mrs.  Eileen  Sejkora  met  with  Mr. 
Koss  and  Dr.  Robinson  to  develop  a  follow-up  program  to  the  gifted  and  talented 
program  initiated  this  past  school  year  in  grade  five.  As  a  result  of  these  meetings  our 
own  gifted  and  talented  program  for  next  year's  sixth  graders,  Project  Quest,  was 
developed.  It  is  designed  to  meet  the  specific  needs  of  students  with  superior  intellectual 
ability  (an  IQ  of  125  or  above)  and  will  be  implemented  in  the  fall  of  2000.  The  referral, 
testing,  and  selection  process  began  in  May  of  2000. 

To  more  adequately  align  Ancient  History  instruction  in  grade  seven  to  the 
Curriculum  Frameworks,  a  new  textbook  was  chosen.  Middle  school  Social  Studies 
teachers  met  during  the  year  to  evaluate  and  critique  textbooks  from  various  publishing 
companies.  In  early  June  after  narrowing  the  texts  to  two  choices,  sales  representatives 
from  Harcourt  and  Prentice  Hall  provided  extensive  presentations  on  their  textbooks  to 
the  selection  committee.  The  committee  chose  The  Ancient  World  from  Prentice  Hall 
which  was  recommended  to  the  school  committee  and  which  will  be  used  in  grade  seven 
starting  in  September  2000. 

Our  World  Languages  program  is  now  fully  integrated  for  all  students.  This 
program  is  completely  inclusive,  providing  all  students  the  opportunity  to  study  both 
French  and  Spanish.  Current  middle  school  appropriate  texts  were  provided  for  the  new 
program,  and  articulation  with  the  high  school  World  Language  program  continued  so 
that  the  middle  school  sequence  will  lead  logically  to  the  high  school  program.  In  the  fall 
of  2001,  the  first  students  to  go  through  the  entire  middle  school  program  will  enter  the 
high  school. 

The  Massachusetts  Comprehensive  Assessment  System  (MCAS)  continues  to  be  a 
driving  force  for  every  school  in  the  Commonwealth.  These  tests  measure  student 
performance  relative  to  the  updated  Curriculum  Frameworks  and  learning  standards.  In 
order  to  assist  our  students  with  these  tests,  an  after-school  tutorial  program  was 
established  during  the  year  to  strengthen  student  weaknesses.  Teachers  also  met  regularly 
to  analyze  the  results  of  the  tests  to  determine  what  areas  of  the  curriculum  need  more 
reinforcement  with  students  and/or  to  adjust  teaching  strategies  or  materials.  Evening 
meetings  to  which  all  parents  were  invited  were  also  held  to  review  the  tests  with  parents 
to  help  them  to  understand  the  material  on  which  students  are  being  tested.  Staff 
workshops  were  also  provided  to  teachers  to  increase  their  teaching  skills  and  to  align 
them  to  the  tests'  expectations.  A  series  of  resource  guides  was  also  prepared  and 
distributed  throughout  the  school  system,  and  informational  meetings  were  held  during  the 
year  to  discuss  the  content  of  these  resource  manuals. 

Technology  continues  to  impact  our  school  as  it  does  every  facet  of  society.  Our 
goal  is  to  integrate  technology  effectively  in  all  classrooms  and  offices.  Professional 
development  is  essential  to  insure  competence  and  effective  utilization  of  computer 
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software  and  hardware.  The  teachers  and  staff  of  the  middle  school  continue  to  update 
their  knowledge  and  skills  to  effectively  guide  our  students  to  further  success.  Teachers 
and  staff  have  participated  in  workshops  to  update  or  expand  their  understanding  of 
productivity  software,  assistive  technologies,  multimedia  development,  online  grading 
programs,  email  software,  searching  the  web,  IEP  software,  troubleshooting  hardware, 
and  mastering  curricula-specific  software. 

In  the  middle  school  students  have  constructed  webpages,  examined  living 
organisms,  voting  and  weather  patterns,  analyzed  and  graphed  statistical  data,  designed 
homes,  created  school  publications,  studied  computer  programming,  and  as  part  of  our 
technology  modular  program  taught  by  Mr.  Michael  Kramer  have  studied  electronics, 
aerodynamics,  CAD,  and  robotics  among  other  topics.  In  fact,  as  a  direct  result  of  our 
technology  program,  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Norton  Middle  School  we 
fielded  a  robotics  team  which  competed  in  a  robotics  competition  at  Bristol  Community 
College  in  Fall  River  during  the  early  spring.  Fifteen  seventh  grade  robotics  club  members 
put  their  own  programmed  robots  through  a  series  of  events  which  demonstrated  their 
programming  skills  in  a  very  real  sense.  The  "Buck  Rogers"  ideas  of  years  ago  are  fast 
becoming  a  reality  in  our  advanced  technological  world. 

All  computers  on  the  buildingwide  LANs  are  part  of  a  wide  area  network  created 
through  the  use  of  high  speed  lines.  Through  an  Internet  Service  Provider  (ISP),  filtered 
internet  access  is  available  in  all  classrooms  and  offices  of  all  staff  and  students. 
Additionally,  all  staff  have  access  to  Internet  email  accounts  as  well  as  internal 
communication/file  sharing  capabilities.  We  also  maintain  Internet  webpages  which  are  in 
continuous  revision  and  may  be  accessed  through  the  school  system's  Internet  address, 
http://www.norton.mec.edu. 

With  all  these  fast-paced  changes  in  technology,  skilled  personnel  are  needed  in 
order  to  stay  abreast.  Mrs.  Joan  Vital,  school  system  technology  coordinator,  and  Mr. 
Charles  Brown,  middle  school  technology  facilitator,  ably  assist  our  students  and  staff  to 
stay  current  in  this  area. 

Our  band  and  chorus  student  participation  continues  to  grow  with  approximately 
one  hundred  students  participating  in  chorus  and  the  same  number  in  band.  These  groups, 
along  with  our  chimes  group,  presented  holiday  concerts  as  well  as  spring  concerts.  In 
May  our  chorus  performed  in  the  Great  East  Festival  held  in  Methuen,  and  received  a 
silver  medal  for  their  performance.  Our  band  also  participated  and  received  the  first  gold 
medal  ever  won  by  a  Norton  performing  group. 

There  were  a  number  of  middle  school  students  chosen  for  select  ensembles 
including  the  following:  Kimberly  Bury,  grade  eight,  oboe,  orchestra;  Melissa  Costa,  grade 
eight,  clarinet,  band;  Daniel  Demers,  grade  seven,  trombone,  band;  William  Lippincott, 
grade  eight,  tenor,  chorus;  and  Caitlin  Orlando,  grade  seven,  French  horn,  band. 

Mrs.  Karen  Schofield,  music  teacher;  Mrs.  Sally  Greer,  art  teacher;  and  Mrs.  Arlyn 
Bagge,  Family  and  Consumer  Science  teacher,  developed  and  coordinated  the  Week  of  the 
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Pharaoh  interdisciplinary  program  for  our  grade  seven  students.  This  program  was  funded 
by  our  Parent  Advisory  Board.  The  program  included  art,  music,  and  foods  related  to 
ancient  Egypt,  which  was  being  studied  in  grade  seven.  An  assembly,  Innerhythms,  an  art 
display,  an  explanation  of  percussion,  and  an  Egyptian  food  feast  were  all  part  of  this 
special  program. 

Our  drama  advisor,  Nicole  Harring,  planned  and  directed  the  spring  play  Family 
Album.  Several  students  performed  scenes  from  this  play  at  the  Massachusetts  Middle 
School  Drama  Festival  held  in  Saugus  in  April.  Our  drama  club  won  third  place  out  of 
thirteen  schools  participating.  Joseph  Knipper  won  a  special  award  for  his  performance  as 
the  moderator  of  the  game  show  Name  Your  Stress. 

Our  Parent  Advisory  Board  continued  to  be  a  vibrant  part  of  our  school.  The 
members  of  this  Board  coordinated  a  fund-raiser  in  September  selling  magazines  from 
which  our  school  received  a  profit  of  over  $17,000.  The  proceeds  from  this  activity 
funded  a  wide  variety  of  activities  for  the  students.  Over  $10,000  was  used  to  assist  in 
funding  various  field  trips.  Funds  were  also  used  to  recognize  our  students  of  the  month 
and  honor  roll  students.  In  addition,  over  1,500  crocus,  daffodil,  and  tulip  bulbs  were 
purchased  to  beautify  the  grounds  of  our  school.  Every  staff  member  and  student  was 
given  the  opportunity  to  plant  a  bulb  on  the  school  grounds.  The  members  of  the  Chartley 
Garden  Club  advised  and  assisted  us  in  this  activity,  which  forever  will  make  the  early 
spring  a  special  time  of  year  for  our  school. 

Parents  also  played  an  integral  part  in  developing  our  school  improvement  plan  for 
2000-2001.  They  met  regularly  with  teachers  and  the  principal  to  design  a  plan  to  help 
students  maximize  their  achievements.  This  plan,  along  with  our  systemwide  strategic 
plan,  was  used  by  teachers  as  a  guide  to  developing  their  own  individual  professional 
development  plans  as  they  work  toward  recertifying  their  teaching  certificates.  Lifetime 
certificates  no  longer  exist  and  all  professional  staff  must  recertify  every  five  years.  These 
plans  help  them  reach  this  goal. 

In  areas  other  than  curriculum  a  comprehensive  school  safety  plan  was  developed 
during  the  year  in  response  to  the  acts  of  violence  that  have  occurred  in  schools 
throughout  the  country.  At  one  time  schools  were  considered  one  of  the  safest  places  in  a 
community.  With  the  rise  of  school-related  violence  that  has  occurred  in  Columbine, 
Colorado,  and  Jonesboro,  Arkansas  this  is  no  longer  taken  for  granted.  Rest  assured  that 
every  effort  and  precaution  has  always  been  taken  and  will  continue  to  be  taken  to  insure 
that  the  middle  school  is  a  sound  and  safe  environment  for  all.  Student  safety  has  been 
and  will  continue  to  be  a  top  priority  for  all  of  us. 

Our  student  council,  under  the  direction  of  assistant  principal  Brian  Friary  and 
English  teacher  Miss  Julie  Neilsen,  had  another  successful  and  productive  year.  A  major 
goal  of  the  council  is  to  provide  students  opportunities  to  learn  and  develop  leadership 
skills. 

Council  members  coordinated  schoolwide  drives  resulting  in  donations  to  the 
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Norton  Santa  Fund,  Jimmy  Fund,  New  Hope,  Canned  Goods  for  the  Needy,  and  the 
Multiple  Sclerosis  Society.  They  also  led  student  activities  such  as  the  Halloween  and 
Valentine's  socials,  Spirit  and  Pride  Week,  Turkey  Shoot,  and  the  daily  morning  snack 
cart.  In  May  the  Student  Council  coordinated  the  unearthing  of  the  Bicentennial  Time 
Capsule  buried  at  the  old  middle  school,  now  the  Henri  A.  Yelle  Elementary  School,  in 
May  of  1976  as  part  of  our  country's  200th  birthday.  A  number  of  students  from  1976 
from  as  far  away  as  Florida  returned  for  the  ceremonies  surrounding  this  activity.  A  new 
time  capsule  to  be  opened  in  the  year  2025  was  buried  in  front  of  the  flagpole  at  our 
school  with  many  items  depicting  life  in  the  year  2000.  We  also  included  a  memento  from 
the  1976  capsule  in  the  new  capsule.  Student  council  officers  included  Allison  Nolan, 
President;  Kyle  Potter,  Vice  President;  John  Sears,  Secretary;  and  Kaitlyn  Murphy, 
Treasurer. 

Our  extracurricular  opportunities  made  available  to  students  are  heavily 
subscribed.  Besides  the  band,  chorus,  and  chimes  groups  previously  mentioned  there  are 
many  other  activities  provided  to  students  to  enable  them  to  grow  in  different  ways. 
Students  may  join  club  activities  in  art,  drama,  computer,  TV  media,  newspaper,  math, 
spelling,  yearbook,  community  service,  and  peer  leaders  among  others.  These  clubs 
normally  meet  twice  monthly  after  school  from  2:15-3:15.  In  addition,  an  extensive 
intramural  program  provides  even  more  opportunities  for  students  to  be  part  of  their 
school  in  varied  ways.  Many  students  take  advantage  of  these  opportunities  each  year. 

Vignettes  of  various  team  activities  follow.  Students  on  team  6  Purple  took 
advantage  of  the  two  ponds  located  on  our  grounds  to  study  pond  life.  They  also  had  a 
representative  from  the  Massachusetts  Audubon  Society  meet  with  them  for  a  day  to  teach 
them  how  to  identify  trees  and  birds.  To  celebrate  Cinco  de  Mayo,  Miss  Holly  Stewart's 
Spanish  classes  made  God's  eyes  from  yarn  and  popsicle  sticks  as  they  studied  the  Spanish 
cultural  tradition  in  which  these  are  given  to  Spanish  children  on  their  birthdays  to  "ward 
off  evil  spirits."  Mrs.  Cynthia  Reardon's  English  classes  enjoyed  making  life-sized  gods 
and  goddesses  during  their  study  of  Greek  Mythology,  and  three  of  Norton's  selectmen, 
Patricia  Graney,  Clarence  Rich,  and  John  Sears  spoke  to  Mrs.  Pauline  Solmonese's  Social 
Studies  classes  about  town  government. 

Students  from  team  6  White  wrote  stories  in  Mrs.  Kathryn  Donovan's  English 
classes  that  were  made  into  children's  books.  She  also  led  the  community  service  club,  as 
members  raised  over  $2,000  for  Leukemia  research.  Mrs.  Marilyn  Porell's  science 
students  also  took  samples  from  the  ponds  on  our  property  and  examined  the 
microorganisms  in  class  with  their  microscopes  along  with  testing  the  water  for  acidity  and 
other  chemicals.  In  addition,  the  students  from  6  White  along  with  the  students  from  6 
Purple  visited  the  Providence  Performing  Arts  Center  to  attend  a  theatrical  performance 
entitled  Great  Scientists  Through  The  Ages  which  reinforced  many  of  their  lessons  in 
science  and  social  studies. 

Students  from  7  Purple  along  with  7  White  made  their  annual  trip  to  the  North 
Shore  Musical  Theatre  to  see  Charles  Dickens'  A  Christmas  Carol  after  studying  this 
work  in  their  classes.  They  also  completed  math  projects  in  Mr.  Robert  Perry's  classes 
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designed  to  research  the  volume  of  household  trash  and  its  impact  on  the  environment. 
Graphs  and  charts  helped  students  visualize  a  very  real  problem  in  our  "throw-away" 
society.  Two  English  classes  performed  a  courtroom  drama  based  on  The  True 
Confessions  of  Charlotte  Doyle.  Students  also  distinguished  themselves  outside  the 
classroom  as  well.  Stacy  Gomes  won  second  place  in  the  Knights  of  Columbus  essay 
contest  with  Jenalynn  Ingersoll  and  Daniel  Nagle  winning  honorable  mentions.  Frederick 
Fowler  won  first  place  in  the  Norton  Lions  Club  Peace  Poster  contest,  and  a  team  of 
students  won  an  honorable  mention  in  the  Robotics  Competition. 

Team  7  White  students  also  extended  their  activities  beyond  the  regular  classroom 
in  many  ways.  On  October  19,  after  a  couple  of  rain  delays,  they  were  able  to  plant  purple 
and  white  flower  bulbs  at  the  southern  end  of  the  bus  island  and  the  triangle  beneath  their 
windows.  They  actively  supported  student  council  and  community  service  activities 
benefiting  those  in  need.  In  fact,  Mr.  Paul  Chargin's  homeroom  class  raised  the  most 
money  in  the  school  for  the  Leukemia  drive.  For  two  terms  they  held  on  to  the  Lancer 
Trophy  representing  the  epitome  of  school  spirit.  The  students  distinguished  themselves 
both  in  and  out  of  the  classroom. 

Team  8  Purple  students  were  well  represented  on  our  spelling  team,  peer  leaders, 
student  council,  band,  chorus,  chimes,  and  our  school's  writing  club.  In  the  Knights  of 
Columbus  Essay  Contest  Shauna  Medeiros  won  first  place  with  Jessica  Jerrier  receiving 
honorable  mention.  Reading  teacher  Miss  Marie  Rapoza  was  also  the  school  yearbook 
advisor  and  led  many  students  in  developing  a  nice  yearbook  of  the  school  activities  of  the 
past  year.  Mrs.  Lynne  Nivica's  English  classes  presented  puppet  shows  on  fables  to  our 
grade  six  students  and  to  the  fifth  grade  students  at  the  Henri  A.  Yelle  Elementary  School. 
A  former  grade  eight  student,  Elizabeth  Charpentier,  now  in  college  came  back  in 
December  to  discuss  her  college  experiences.  The  team  won  first  place  in  the  academic 
bowl  competition  held  during  Spirit  and  Pride  week  and  ended  a  successful  year  by  going 
to  New  York  City  as  part  of  a  special  field  trip. 

Team  8  White  students  also  accomplished  themselves  in  many  ways.  They  had  a 
second  place  winner  in  the  Knights  of  Columbus  essay  contest  with  Catherine  Maginnis 
and  had  SEMSBA  participants  Kimberly  Bury  and  Melissa  Costa  on  their  team.  The  team 
won  the  bulletin  board  competition  during  Spirit  and  Pride  Week  with  their  bulletin  board 
display  entitled  "A  Rainbow  of  Kind  Thoughts"  which  reinforced  the  core  value  of 
kindness  emphasized  throughout  the  school  this  year.  Vinh  Phung  was  the  1st  place 
winner  in  the  anti-smoking  poster  contest  and  Colleen  Rose  won  a  day's  internship  at  the 
Attleboro  Sun  Chronicle  through  her  efforts  in  the  program  "A  President  Among  Us- 
Women  History  Changers."  As  did  the  8  Purple  team,  the  8  White  team  students  ended 
their  year  by  visiting  many  historic  sights  in  New  York  City  and  enjoying  the  annual  grade 
eight  buffet  dinner  dance  held  the  night  before  the  last  day  of  school. 

An  end-of-the-year  report  such  as  this  could  be  much  more  extensive.  It  reflects 
just  some  of  the  activities  that  take  place  on  a  daily  basis  in  our  school.  Teaching  and 
working  with  over  seven  hundred  young  adolescents  keeps  all  of  us  forever  young.  We 
look  forward  to  continuing  to  provide  the  best  of  experiences  and  opportunities  to  every 
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student  and  sincerely  appreciate  the  support  we  receive  from  the  community.

Yelle  served  the  children  of  Norton  for  thirty-eight  years,  beginning  as  a  teacher  in  1935  at 
the  Barrowsville  School.  He  retired  in  1973  as  the  principal  of  Norton  High  School,  a 
position  he  held  for  thirteen  years.

GRADE  5 

The  fifth  grade  has  had  a  very  successful  year  at  the  "new"  Henri  A.  Yelle 
Elementary  School.  Students  organized  and  managed  a  school  store,  which  has  been  very 
successful.  They  raised  money  that  benefited  fourth  and  fifth  graders  while  learning  about 
business. 

In  December,  Mrs.  Linda  Carter  organized  a  successful  pet  food  drive  for  the 
Norton  Animal  Shelter.  Numerous  students  made  holiday  stockings  for  Norton's  seniors 
and  distributed  them  to  Norton's  nursing  homes  and  the  Senior  Center. 

In  April,  students  took  part  in  their  annual  Invention  Convention  where  many  new 
inventions  were  displayed.  They  also  enjoyed  guest  speakers  from  Plimoth  Plantation. 

The  students  participated  in  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital's  Healthy  Choices  program. 
They  learned  about  nutrition,  fitness,  and  how  the  hospital  helps  people  stay  healthy. 
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In  March  and  April  all  students  participated  in  the  Jordan's  Furniture  Store 
"Aducation"  program  and  enjoyed  a  presentation  in  the  Motion  Odyssey  Theater. 

The  units  culminated  their  year  with  a  tour  of  historic  Boston  in  June  on  the  Old 
Time  Trolley.  This  trip  and  other  activities  the  fifth  graders  have  enjoyed  this  year  have 
been  financed  by  an  extremely  supportive  parent  organization  to  which  we  are  very 
grateful. 

GRADE  4 

The  fourth  grade  unit  has  had  an  extremely  busy,  productive,  and  eventful  year. 
After  settling  in  to  our  new  home,  many  events  and  much  learning  took  place.  Because  of 
our  relocation,  many  of  our  "buddy"  programs  were  changed  to  pen  pal  programs  with 
classes  at  Solmonese  or  with  other  towns. 

Our  year  started  with  participation  in  the  schoolwide  summer  reading  program. 
The  fourth  grade  had  quite  a  high  percentage  of  participants.  We  continued  to  celebrate 
holidays  such  as  Halloween,  Christmas,  and  Valentine's  Day  with  classroom  parties.  The 
students  also  learned  about  adversity  when  a  fellow  classmate's  family  had  losses  due  to  a 
fire.  The  students  made  monetary  donations,  as  well  as  household  donations  to  assist  the 
family. 

This  year  the  literacy  program  continued,  and  a  new  math  program  was  started. 
Both  teachers  and  students  were  excited  about  this. 

January  is  the  time  to  begin  preparing  for  the  Science  Fair.  This  event  is  started  by 
our  week  of  scientists.  Four  scientists  came  to  speak  about  their  varied  careers  and  why 
science  knowledge  is  so  important  to  their  jobs.  The  students  then  spent  time  in  class 
studying  the  scientific  method  and  how  to  write  a  research  report.  The  Science  Fair  was 
then  held  in  April  and  was  a  huge  success. 

This  year  we  had  many  students  from  Wheaton  College  as  guests.  Some  were  for 
pre-practicum  work,  and  one  student  stayed  on  to  complete  her  student  teaching 
experience. 

We  took  a  field  trip  to  the  Boston  Museum  of  Science.  We  also  held  our  annual 
Rain  Forest  Hat  Parade  and  raised  enough  funds  to  adopt  two  acres  of  rain  forest. 

Many  of  our  fourth  graders  were  involved  in  the  chorus.  They  performed  at  the 
school's  dedication,  Christmas  Concert,  Spring  Concert,  and  Memorial  Day  assembly. 

The  end  of  the  year  is  as  busy  as  the  start.  Our  students  were  busy  preparing  and 
taking  the  MCAS  tests.  The  culmination  of  the  year  was  our  Field  Day. 

TECHNOLOGY  NEWS 

This  was  a  very  busy  year  in  the  computer  lab.  Fifth  grade  students  began  the  year 
by  learning  computer  technology  terms  and  creating  their  own  "Computer  Dictionary"  for 
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use  at  home.  They  moved  on  to  learn  about  how  to  use  the  Internet  for  research.  This 
involved  learning  the  parts  of  the  browser  and  discussing  Internet  safety.  Students  worked 
on  their  keyboarding  skills  each  week  and  reinforced  their  basic  knowledge  of  word 
processing.  During  the  Invention  Convention,  students  learned  new  word  processing  and 
report  formatting  skills.  Teachers  touched  upon  the  use  of  spreadsheets  and  used  various 
software  programs  to  introduce  the  students  to  the  many  uses  of  the  computer.  I  started 
an  after-school  program  which  ran  for  about  eight  weeks.  In  this  program  I  worked  with 
a  number  of  fifth  grade  students  who  were  interested  in  learning  about  the  basics  of 
webpage  design.  This  group,  called  the  Web  Kids,  was  able  to  successfully  create  their 
own  website  dedicated  to  the  Henri  A.  Yelle  Elementary  School. 


ART  DEPARTMENT 

The  art  education  program  encompasses  much  more  than  learning  the  technical 
skills  necessary  to  produce  a  work  of  art.  It  addresses  the  physical,  intellectual,  and 
emotional  development  of  each  child  in  grades  four  and  five.  Our  art  program  is  a  success 
because  it  assists  our  children  in  the  development  of  technical  proficiencies  while 
cultivating  both  their  social  and  emotional  growth. 

While  exploring  art  history,  aesthetics,  art  production,  and  criticism,  our  students 
have  gained  a  better  understanding  and  appreciation  of  themselves,  their  world,  and  how 
they  impact  it. 

Our  art  program  teaches  children  to  communicate  their  feelings  and  ideas  in  a 
visual,  oral,  and  written  context.  It  also  exposes  children  to  important  identity-shaping 
concepts,  such  as  respect,  empathy,  cooperation,  responsibility,  and  sharing.  The  art 
classroom  provides  a  nurturing  environment  where  children  can  develop  important  life 
skills  while  engaged  in  challenging  and  exciting  art  experiences. 

PROJECT  CHALLENGE 

FY  1999-2000  saw  the  beginning  of  Project  CHALLENGE,  a  program  to  develop 
the  exceptionally  high  abilities  of  academically  talented  students  as  fully  as  possible. 
Twice  a  week,  approximately  twenty  grade  four  and  five  students  worked  for  extended 
periods  of  time  with  Miss  Lauren  Uccello  on  challenging  projects  and  activities  extending 
from  the  Language  Arts  curriculum.  A  Math  Challenge  Club  was  offered  once  a  week  for 
advanced  math  students.  Miss  Uccello  also  co-taught  with  the  regular  classroom  teachers 
for  a  four-week  block  of  time  in  each  unit  offering  creative  and  challenging  enrichment 
activities  for  all  students. 

SCHOOL  SITE  COUNCIL 

The  Yelle  School  Site  Council  members  are  Mrs.  Leanne  Cobb,  Mrs.  Candace 
Shipley,  Mrs.  Cheryl  Schuster,  Mrs.  Dorolee  Helmreich,  Mrs.  Marjorie  Scotti,  and  Mrs. 
Kathleen  Stejakoski.  The  members  spent  a  good  portion  of  the  time  diligently  preparing  a 
School  Improvement  Plan.  They  also  reviewed  various  capital  improvement  issues  and  set 
them  according  to  priority.    Environmental  issues  have  been  addressed,  as  well  as  a 
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proposed  list  of  addressing  the  special  needs  staffing  for  the  next  fiscal  year.  The  council 
will  continue  ongoing  discussions  and  help  implement  the  Five-year  Strategic  Plan. 


PARENT  BOARD 

The  Parent  Board  officers  are:  Co-chairs  Mrs.  Valerie  Staab  and  Mrs.  Valerie 
Desmond;  secretary  Mrs.  Linda  Bettencourt  and  treasurer  Mrs.  Patricia  Morrissey. 

As  the  Parent  Board,  our  focus  remains  clear:  to  continue  to  supplement  the 
educational  experiences  of  our  children  in  a  variety  of  ways.  At  the  Henri  A.  Yelle  School 
we  are  fortunate  to  have  administrators,  faculty,  support  staff,  and  parent  volunteers  who 
work  together  as  a  team  to  accomplish  our  goals. 

Our  objective  is  to  establish  a  firm  base  of  support  for  the  school,  staff,  and 
students.  The  activities  that  we  accomplished  are  the  following:  summer  reading  picnic, 
two  schoolwide  assemblies,  guest  speakers  from  Plimoth  Plantation,  holiday  parties, 
recess  equipment,  field  day,  and  field  trips. 

The  challenge  of  fund-raising  to  meet  the  financial  needs  of  our  school  is  well  on 
its  way  to  being  firmly  established.  Our  fall  fund-raiser,  a  candy  bar  sale,  was  a  huge 
success,  and  we  plan  to  continue  this  fund-raiser  in  the  2000-2001  year.  This  spring  we 
held  a  Yankee  Candle  sale.  This  will  also  be  on  the  agenda  for  next  year.  These  two 
successful  sales  helped  establish  a  firm  balance  in  our  account. 

Our  biggest  concern  is  the  lack  of  playground  equipment.  "Nortonopoly"  is  well 
on  its  way  to  helping  us  to  reach  our  playground  goal.  "Nortonopoly"  is  available  for  sale 
at  our  school.  When  we  sell  all  the  games  that  were  printed,  our  expected  profit  for  our 
playground  will  be  around  $20,000.  A  reprint  option  is  available  to  our  school  on  an 
indefinite  basis. 

In  trying  to  provide  a  unique  "personality"  to  our  school,  we  formed  a  family  event 
committee  to  put  together  a  "Family  Event  Night."

The  millennium  year  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  began  on  September  8th  with  427 
children  returning  from  a  fiin-filled  summer.  Greeting  the  children  were  new  staff 
members  Mrs.  Diane  Goulder  in  grade  one  replacing  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Hughes,  who 
relocated  out  of  state,  and  Mrs.  Kristen  Walsh  in  grade  two,  replacing  Mrs.  Patricia  Day. 
Returning  from  maternity  leave  were  Mrs.  Amy  Berdos  and  Mrs.  Sharon  Roberts.  The 
Project  EARLY  preschool  program  expanded  from  two  to  three  classes,  and  Mrs.  Monica 
Allen  joined  the  program  along  with  instructional  assistants  Mrs.  Mary  Ledbetter  and  Mrs. 
Roberta  Sanphy.  Finally,  Mrs.  Denise  George  was  added  to  Project  EARLY  as  the  full 
time  speech  therapist. 

The  children  and  staff  quickly  became  immersed  in  refinements  made  to  the 
curriculum  to  continue  to  match  our  curricula  to  the  State  Frameworks.  A  new  math 
series  from  Silver  Burdett  publishing  was  implemented  in  all  grades.  The  results  of  the 
MCAS  showed  excellent  academic  growth  by  the  children  and  mastery  of  this  challenging 
yet  worthwhile  educational  test.  Through  numerous  inservice  activities,  teachers 
continued  to  provide  interdisciplinary  academic  activities  that  brought  meaning  to  related 
subjects  in  several  curriculum  areas.

Miss  Nancy  Grant  in  grade  one  was  recognized  by 
the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental  Affairs  for  her  exemplary  work  in 
environmental  instruction  at  the  school.  Mrs.  LaConte,  Miss  Grant,  and  Mrs.  Mae  Myers, 
our  Title  I  teacher,  completed  the  portfolios  for  documenting  their  work  and  assessment 
exercises  to  be  National  Board  Certified  Teachers.  If  successful,  they  will  be  the  first 
recognized  National  Board  Certified  Teachers  in  Norton.  Mrs.  Amy  Wasnewsky 
completed  work  on  her  master's  degree,  and  professional  status  was  granted  to  her,  Mrs. 
Amy  Berdos,  and  Mrs.  Deirdre  Greene-Beaupre.  The  LGN  faculty  is  to  be  commended 
for  the  exemplary  efforts  to  increase  their  knowledge  base  and  refine  their  teaching  skills.

A  great  deal  of  staff  energy  was  utilized  to  create  a  strategic  plan  for  the  school 
system  for  the  next  five  years.  This  plan  will  set  the  system  on  a  proactive  direction  to 
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meet  the  educational  changes  forthcoming  for  our  children.  The  system  will  be  well 
served  with  this  road  map  of  the  future. 

Finally,  it  is  with  great  pleasure  that  the  LGN  staff  is  privileged  to  work  with  the 
future  of  our  community.  We  thank  you  for  your  financial  and  emotional  support  as  we 
enter  the  twenty-first  century. 

Now  a  brief  summary  of  each  unit's  activities. 

The  grade  one  unit  began  the  year  by  welcoming  Mrs.  Diane  Goulder  and  Mrs. 
Sharon  Roberts  as  full-time  teachers.  We  participated  in  many  activities  such  as  D.A.R.E., 
S.A.F.E.,  The  Horrible's  Parade,  the  Pilgrim-Indian  breakfast,  the  multicultural  celebration 
in  December,  the  grades  one  -  four  Sharing  Party,  Hat  Day,  Chinese  New  Year,  and  the 
Buddy-Up  for  Reading  Time  with  grades  two  and  three.  We  also  had  a  special  all-day 
millennium  celebration  with  math,  language  arts,  social  studies,  and  science  activities.  A 
special  trip  was  made  to  the  Roger  Williams  Zoo  in  May.  Special  guests  visiting  grade 
one  included  the  Norton  firefighter's  scuba  diving  team  and  many  parents  who  shared  their 
expertise  by  reading  to  the  children  or  singing  songs  related  to  our  curriculum.  We  had 
many  unexpected  guests  visit,  doing  a  variety  of  activities  with  the  children.  In  the  spring, 
we  celebrated  our  pets  through  video,  photos,  and  drawings  and  our  stuffed  teddy  bears 
were  invited  to  a  picnic. 

Due  to  restructuring  of  grade  level  classrooms  and  increased  student  population, 
the  second  grade  became  a  separate  unit  this  year.  The  team  welcomed  Mrs.  Kristen 
Walsh  as  a  full-time  teacher  and  Mrs.  Judy  LaConte  as  unit  leader.  The  children  had  a 
very  interesting  and  productive  year,  focusing  on  standards-based  curriculum.  The 
children  began  their  academic  year  by  sharing  their  independent  summer  reading  projects 
with  their  classmates,  culminating  in  a  popcorn  party  celebration.  Reading  Buddies, 
Science  (Nature  Trail)  Buddies,  and  Problem-Solving  Buddies  were  developed  among  the 
first,  second,  and  third  grade  students.  These  year-long  relationships  were  enriching  to  all 
involved.  Fall/winter  activities  included  holiday  projects  and  parties  that  emphasized 
cultural  appreciation  and  understanding.  The  children  and  their  families  once  again 
donated  canned  goods  to  the  Norton  Santa  Fund.  This  was  a  highly  successful  community 
endeavor.  The  new  millennium  was  ushered  in  with  the  children  enjoying  thematic 
activities  across  the  curriculum.  They  also  participated  in  educational  activities  centering 
on  the  Census  2000  campaign.  These  reinforced  mapping  skills  as  well  as  the  importance 
of  collecting  and  analyzing  data.  The  children  studied  Native  American  tribes  and  learned 
tribal  chants,  songs,  stories,  and  poems.  They  also  created  totem  poles,  rain  sticks,  and 
performed  Native  American  dances.  The  grade  two  classes  visited  the  Norton 
Communication  Center,  the  police  station,  and  the  fire  station.  The  Norton  Fire 
Department's  SCUBA  diving  team,  under  the  leadership  of  Dive  Master  Ed  Burgess, 
visited  the  children  in  June.  In  order  to  promote  awareness,  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Environmental  Protection  provided  an  interactive  assembly  during  National 
Water  Conservation  Week.  The  second  graders  studied  various  habitats  and  man's  effects 
on  nature.  This  culminated  in  a  field  study  to  the  New  England  Aquarium  in  Boston, 
where  the  children  could  gain  first-hand  understanding  of  ocean  and  coral  reef  habitats. 
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Our  field  day  in  June  was  thoroughly  enjoyable  for  all.  The  day's  events  culminated  with  a 
visit  by  Master  Christopher  Rappold,  owner  of  Personal  Best  Karate  Studios.

The  1999-2000  school  year  has  been  a  very  busy  and  educationally  productive 
twenty-second  year  at  the  J.  C.  Solmonese  Elementary  School.  Despite  the  loss  of  fourth 
graders  from  our  enrollment,  our  school  population  has  continued  to  grow.  Full  and  part- 
time  staff  members  of  the  Solmonese  School  this  year  consisted  of  eighty-four  members, 
and  the  student  population,  kindergarten  through  third  grade,  grew  to  an  enrollment  of 
over  830  students.  This  year,  an  additional  kindergarten  classroom  was  added  to 
accommodate  its  continually  increasing  enrollment.  We  were  happy  to  welcome  the  new 
members  of  our  staff.  The  Kindergarten  Unit  enthusiastically  welcomed  Mrs.  Jennifer 
Branco.  In  Special  Education,  Mrs.  Paula  Sullivan  was  hired  as  a  small  classroom  teacher, 
and  an  instructional  assistant  vacancy  was  filled  by  Mrs  Judith  Consentino.  Mrs.  Diane 
Barrette  was  hired  as  a  Title  I  reading  assistant.  Mrs.  Lisa  Varney  capably  filled  the 
office's  ten-month  secretarial  position.  Mr.  James  Durocher  was  hired  as  head  custodian, 
taking  the  place  of  retiree  Mr.  Edmund  Perry.  The  Solmonese  School  also  had  the 
pleasure  of  housing  Mrs.  Tessier's  Project  SPOKE  classroom  this  year. 

It  was  a  very  busy  beginning  of  the  school  year.  The  kindergarten  students  and 
parents  attended  screening  and  orientation  during  the  first  two  weeks  of  September. 
Parents  of  students  in  grades  two  and  three  attended  Open  House  in  September,  and 
parents  and  students  enthusiastically  met  their  respective  first  grade  teachers  at  their  Open 
House.  Parents  of  kindergarten  students  visited  their  children's  classrooms  and  obtained 
screening  results  in  October. 

Staff  and  students  have  been  very  fortunate  to  have  had  the  assistance  and  support 
of  the  outstanding,  hardworking  members  of  the  Solmonese  Parent  Organization  (SPO). 
This  group  of  dedicated  individuals  has  made  an  outstanding  effort  for  the  students  at 
Solmonese.  The  SPO  promoted  numerous  educational  performances  and  activities  such 
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as  Lou  Del  Bianco's  Around  the  World  multi-cultural  program;  New  England  Percussion 
Ensemble's  Language  of  the  Ancients  cultural  program;  Opera  To  Go's  Introduction  to 
Opera;  Jim  Vetter  of  Growth  Works'  presentation  of  Talk  It  Out,  a  program  that  provides 
steps  to  encourage  the  process  of  making  healthy  and  non-violent  choices;  Food  Play,  a 
health  and  nutrition  program  presented  in  collaboration  with  Ms.  Joan  Cardoza  through  a 
health  grant;  and  the  magically  talented  Leland  Faulkner's  presentation  of  World  of 
Wonder. 

The  SPO  has  also  helped  sponsor  activities  such  as  a  book  fair,  the  Giving  Tree,  a 
February  Community  Skating  Night  in  conjunction  with  the  L.G.  Nourse  Parent  Board,  a 
Pancake  Breakfast  with  the  Easter  Bunny,  and  provided  popsicles  and  beverages  for  each 
grade  level's  Field  Day.

The  J.  C.  S.  Site  Council  has  also  worked  diligently  this  year  to  establish  goals  and 
serve  as  an  advisory  group  for  the  school.  The  J.C.S.  Site  Council  members  are  Mrs. 
Virginia  Peel,  Mrs.  Linda  Geib,  Mr.  Ron  Mollins,  Mrs.  Marge  Werner,  Mrs.  Linda 
O'Connor,  Mrs.  Sandra  Ross,  and  Mrs.  Mary  Brown,  principal. 

We  are  also  extremely  pleased  to  have  had  the  opportunity  to  have  been  the 
training  site  for  over  fourteen  student  teachers  from  Stonehill  College,  Bridgewater  State 
College,  and  Wheaton  College  this  year.  These  students  have  enhanced  our  programs  with 
their  enthusiasm  and  creative  ideas. 

The  Norton  Fire  Department  made  several  presentations  to  our  students.  In 
October^  grades  kindergarten  through  three  attended  fire  prevention  assemblies.  Rob 
Crowley  of  the  Norton  Fire  Department  presented  a  series  of  half-hour  safety  lessons  to 
each  kindergarten  and  first  grade  class  during  the  months  of  March  and  April.  The 
firefighters  also  demonstrated  equipment  during  the  kindergarten  and  the  third  grade  field 
days  in  June.  The  Norton  Police  Department  enlightened  our  first  and  third  grade  students 
with  a  very  successful  DARE  program.  Officer  Sweeting  and  Officer  Dennett  provided 
the  DARE  training  program. 

Parent  Conferences  were  held  in  November  for  grades  one  through  three.  Spring 
Parent  Conferences  for  grades  one  through  three  were  held  in  March,  and  kindergarten 
conferences  were  held  in  April. 

Mr.  Thomas  Arieta  presented  the  Christmas  Concert  to  students  and  parents  in 
December.  The  presentation  featured  multicultural  songs  and  instrumental  presentations. 
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Third  grade  Math  Night  was  a  very  successful  event  this  year.  Parents,  students, 
siblings,  and  teachers  participated  in  educational  and  engaging  problem-solving  math 
games  and  activities.  A  second  grade  Family  Literacy  Night  was  held  in  March.  The 
teddy  bear  theme  snuggled  parents,  siblings,  and  students  of  the  Solmonese  School 
together  for  an  evening  of  reading  enjoyment  and  educational  activities.  Mr.  Brendan 
Walsh  also  made  an  evening  presentation  about  literacy.  Giles  Laroche,  an  illustrator  of 
children's  books,  enthralled  students  with  his  work  in  April  in  the  Solmonese  library. 

The  annual  J.C.  Solmonese  Science  Fair  was  held  on  March  22nd.  This  year's  top 
third  grade  award  was  presented  to  Darren  Martins.  Also  in  March,  staff  of  the 
Solmonese  School  hosted  the  annual  J.C.S.  Day  presentation  to  new  students,  staff,  and 
first  grade  students.  This  meaningful  assembly  was  arranged  by  Mrs.  Karen  Monteiro. 

Kindergarten  registration  was  held  in  April.  A  kindergarten  screening  presentation 
and  orientation  were  given  on  May  26th. 

The  annual  J.C.  Solmonese  Arts  Festival  took  place  in  May.  This  year,  Mrs. 
Sondra  Armel's  hard  work  culminated  in  a  spectacularly  illuminated  display  of  colorful 
large  sculptures,  clay  work,  paintings,  and  drawings  based  on  the  theme  "Millennium 
Madness."  The  solar  system,  iUuminated  park,  and  the  dinosaur  exhibits  enchanted  all 
who  attended.  Mr.  Arieta,  his  chorus,  and  many  soloists  presented  a  stimulating  musical 
medley  of  works  from  The  Sound  of  Music  and  Mary  Poppins. 

The  Marlin  Unit  proudly  presented  a  medley  of  songs  and  poems  to  students  and 
invited  guests  in  two  Memorial  Day  assemblies  in  May. 

June  culminated  in  Field  Day  activities  for  all  grades.  The  school  year  closed  with 
a  third  grade  talent  show  and  a  third  grade  awards  assembly. 

Numerous  activities  and  events  enhanced  the  educational  experiences  of  each  of 
the  grade  level  units  of  the  Solmonese  School  this  year.  They  are  described  as  follows: 

KINDERGARTEN  -  MINNOWS  UNIT 
Unit  leader  Mrs.  Mary  Christine  Dion 

The  kindergarten  has  had  a  very  busy  and  successful  year.  During  the  1999-2000 
school  year,  the  J.  C.  Solmonese  kindergarten  staff  needed  to  add  a  seventh  teacher  due  to 
very  large  class  sizes.  Fortunately,  one  of  the  kindergarten  aides,  Jennifer  Branco,  a 
certified  teacher,  was  appointed  to  the  new  position  greatly  benefiting  both  the  children 
and  the  current  staff.  Under  the  capable  supervision  of  seven  teachers  and  three 
instructional  assistants,  almost  three  hundred  kindergarten  children  enjoyed  a  very  busy 
and  successful  year.  One  hundred  thirteen  kindergarten  parents  volunteered  their  time  by 
helping  out  in  the  classroom  or  by  acting  as  homeroom  parents  from  home. 

A  great  deal  of  learning  is  fit  into  approximately  two  and  one-half  hours  of  a 
typical  kindergarten  day.  Kindergarten  students  participate  in  opening  exercises,  teacher- 
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directed  hands-on  lessons  with  follow-up  projects,  snack,  recess,  story  time,  and  free  play 
before  it  is  time  to  get  ready  for  the  bus  ride  home!  On  some  days  there  might  be  a  music 
or  art  project  or  a  physical  education  activity. 

The  kindergarten  integrates  readiness  activities  from  the  Houghton-Mifflin  reading 
program,  the  Silver  Burdett  math  program,  the  Zaner-Bloser  handwriting  program,  as  well 
as  topics  pertaining  to  areas  in  science  and  social  studies.  Units  covered  in  the 
kindergarten  curriculum  include  Self-image,  Five  Senses,  Transportation,  Holidays, 
Planting,  Nutrition,  Magnetism,  Animals,  Safety,  Community  Helpers,  and  Seasons. 
Spring  highlights  of  kindergartners  included  making  fruit  salad  and  orange  juice  and  an  ice 
cream  sundae  day  as  the  culmination  of  the  Nutrition  unit;  a  day  of  outdoor  field  day 
events  to  enhance  gross  motor  skills;  and  a  field  trip  to  Capron  Park  Zoo.  Kindergarten 
students  visited  the  first  grade  as  an  orientation  to  the  following  year  on  May  3 1st. 

GRADE  1  -  SEAHORSE  UNIT  &  STARFISH  UNIT

Unit  Leader  Mrs.  Karen  Monteiro  (Starfish) 

This  year,  the  Seahorse  Unit  consisted  of  four  first  grade  classrooms  and  the 
Starfish  consisted  of  five.  All  first  graders  participated  in  many  thematic  units  and  holiday 
activities  throughout  the  course  of  the  year.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  students 
celebrated  the  Summer  Readers,  and  enjoyed  bringing  their  parents  into  Open  House. 
Students  in  the  Seahorse  Unit  also  celebrated  a  "Teddy  Bear  Day." 

In  the  fall,  the  Starfish  and  Seahorse  students  learned  about  Pilgrims  and  Native 
Americans,  and  as  a  culmination  activity,  enjoyed  cooking  and  feasting  activities.  The 
Seahorse  children  also  participated  in  activities  taught  by  unit  teachers  as  they  circulated 
through  the  classes.  At  this  time,  the  Starfish  Unit  also  enjoyed  learning  math  through 
activities  with  their  "Crazy  for  Cranberries"  Day. 

The  holiday  season  in  the  Starfish  Unit  was  a  busy  time  with  the  collection  of  food 
and  money  for  the  needy  and  collection  for  the  "Pet  Tree"  for  the  animal  shelters.  The 
Seahorse  Unit's  children  celebrated  Christmas  Around  the  World.  Each  teacher 
developed  lessons  on  a  different  country's  customs  and  celebrations,  and  then  the  teachers 
rotated  through  each  classroom  in  the  unit.  A  "Polar  Express"  Day  was  also  celebrated  by 
the  Seahorse  Unit. 

In  the  new  millennium,  Martin  Luther  King  Day  was  the  center  of  stories  and 
discussion  in  the  Starfish  Unit.  The  Seahorse  Unit  celebrated  the  100th  Day  of  School 
with  many  activities  involving  the  number  one  hundred. 

In  the  spring,  the  first  grade  children  celebrated  Earth  Day  with  a  week  of 
activities.  Students  donated  change  from  recycling  cans  and  bottles  to  adopt  a  manatee 
from  the  Save  the  Manatee  Club  of  Florida.  Students,  teachers,  and  chaperones  traveled 
to  Roger  Williams  Park/  Zoo  as  their  first  field  trip,  and  then  to  DeMarest  Lloyd  State 
Park  as  their  second  trip.  The  former  field  trip  tied  in  nicely  with  the  science  theme 
involving  animals,  and  the  latter  with  the  science  theme  involving  the  ocean.

GRADE  2  -  MARLIN  UNIT

In  September,  the  Marlins  welcomed  a  new  teacher  into  the  unit,  Mrs.  Paula 
Sullivan.  Students  began  their  year  working  with  the  new  Silver  Burdett  Ginn  math 
program.  On  October  22nd,  the  Marlins  thoroughly  enjoyed  their  field  trip  to  an  apple 
orchard.  Students  enjoyed  picking  apples,  pumpkins,  a  hayride,  and  learned  how  to  make 
apple  cider.  Halloween  parties  and  a  costume  parade  ended  the  month  of  October.

TECHNOLOGY  EDUCATION 
Mrs.  Joan  Vital,  Supervisor  of  Technology 

The  integration  of  technology  in  the  classrooms  and  offices  of  the  Norton  Public 
Schools  is  founded  on  the  following  goals:

To  facilitate  the  attainment  of  these  goals,  essential  progress  continues  in  the 
following  areas: 

Districtwide  Networking 

All  computers  on  the  building-wide  Local  Area  Networks  are  part  of  a  wide  area 
network  created  through  the  use  of  high-speed  lines.  Through  an  Internet  Service  Provider 
(ISP),  filtered  Internet  access  is  available  in  all  classrooms  and  offices  for  all  staff  and 
students.  Additionally,  all  administrators,  teachers,  and  staff  have  access  to  Internet  email 
accounts  as  well  as  internal  communication/file  sharing  capabilities.  The  public  schools 
maintain  Internet  webpages  which  are  in  continuous  revision  and  may  be  accessed  through 
our  Internet  address,  http://www.norton.mec.edu. 

Curriculum  Integration 

The  philosophy  of  the  Norton  Public  Schools  is  that  technology  is  a  tool  which  can 
and  should  be  used  to  support  the  curricula  under  the  guidance  of  technology-proficient 
instructors.  Students  are  encouraged  to  use  the  Internet  and  software  to  gather 
information  to  support  learning  in  the  classrooms  and  to  communicate  that  acquisition  of 
knowledge  effectively.  Multimedia,  including  the  use  of  digital  photography,  scanners, 
and  video,  in  conjunction  with  presentation  programs  such  as  "Kid  Pix  Studio," 
"HyperStudio,"  and  "PowerPoint,"  assist  students  in  presenting  this  information  in  a  clear 
and  creative  manner.  At  the  elementary  level,  students  have  researched  and  cooperatively 
completed  projects  on  the  rainforest,  oceans,  weather,  sea  animals,  simple  machines, 
science  fair  topics,  inventions,  and  the  community  among  many  others.  Math  activities 
supplemented  by  technology  have  included  cooking  and  the  use  of  the  "Widget 
Workshop."  All  projects  support  and  expand  on  classroom  thematic  units. 

In  grades  five  through  twelve,  students  have  constructed  webpages,  examined 
living  organisms,  compared  cultures  and  ancient  civilizations,  examined  voting  and 
weather  patterns,  analyzed  and  graphed  statistical  data,  investigated  historical  time 
periods,  examined  geological  topology,  interpolated  and  extrapolated  information  from 
graphical  models,  designed  homes,  created  timelines,  created  school  publications,  studied 
computer  programming,  and,  as  part  of  our  technology  modular  programs,  studied 
electricity,  robotics,  computer  aided  design,  and  pneumatic  technology.  Additionally, 
students  at  the  high  school  level  have  also  participated  in  the  Virtual  High  School  program 
through  which  more  than  one  hundred  courses,  conducted  by  instructors  from  throughout

the  world,  were  available  by  using  a  web  interface. 

Professional  Development 

Technology  professional  development  is  an  essential  and  continual  process.  The 
teachers  and  staff  of  our  school  system  continue  to  update  the  knowledge  and  skills 
needed  to  effectively  guide  our  students  to  future  success  both  academically  and 
professionally.  Teachers  and  staff  have  participated  in  workshops  to  update  or  expand 
their  knowledge  of  productivity  software,  assistive  technologies,  multimedia  development, 
online  grading  programs,  email  software,  searching  the  web,  IEP  software, 
troubleshooting  hardware,  and  mastering  curricula-specific  software.  Most  of  these 
programs  have  occurred  outside  of  the  school  day,  further  demonstrating  the  dedication  of 
the  staff  of  the  Norton  Public  Schools  to  expand  its  own  knowledge  in  order  to  improve 
the  education  of  all  our  students. 

COORDINATOR  OF  ELEMENTARY  READING/LANGUAGE  ARTS 

Dr.  Sandra  Robinson 

During  the  1 999-2000  school  year,  major  efforts  were  focused  in  the  following  areas: 

Curriculum 

•  The  K-5  Reading/Language  Arts  program  was  supplemented  with  additional  materials 
and  professional  development  in  phonics  instruction  and  guided  reading. 

•  New  authentic  assessment  instruments  (running  records  and  retellings)  were 
introduced  with  the  expectation  that  they  would  be  required  for  grades  one  through 
three  next  year. 

•  Literacy  Leadership  Teams  were  instituted  at  the  three  elementary  schools  to  facilitate 
communication  and  building-based  decision-making. 

MCAS 

•  Results  of  the  second  administration  of  the  MCAS  were  analyzed  and  presentations 
were  made  with  Dr.  Lincoln  DeMoura  and  Dr.  Richard  Zusman  to  both  the  staff  and 
parents  at  each  of  the  schools. 

•  The  analysis  of  the  results  indicated  a  weakness  throughout  the  district  in  student 
responses  to  open-ended  questions  in  all  subject  areas.  Workshops  were  presented  in 
each  school  with  concrete  suggestions  for  teachers  to  better  prepare  students  for 
responding  to  this  kind  of  question. 

Professional  Development 

•  The  first  all-school  professional  development  day  was  presented  in  December  with 
presentations  and  workshops  addressing  the  topic  "Meeting  the  Needs  of  Diverse 
Learners." 

•  The  mentoring  program  provided  support  for  teachers  new  to  the  district  and  to  the 
profession  continued  in  coordination  with  Dr.  Richard  Zusman  and  Dr.  Vicki  Bartellini 
of  Wheaton  College.    Approximately  thirty  new  staff  members  and  thirty  veteran 
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teachers  met  regularly  throughout  the  year.  An  orientation  meeting  for  new  teachers, 
complete  with  a  bus  tour  of  Norton,  was  held  in  August. 

English  and  reading  teachers  at  the  middle  school  instituted  a  Teachers  As  Readers 
study  group  to  familiarize  themselves  with  outstanding  and  current  adolescent 
literature. 

itle  I/Remedial  Reading 

Title  I  parent  meetings  were  held  in  October,  February,  and  April.  Dr.  Brendan  Walsh 
presented  the  April  meeting,  which  was  open  to  all  parents  in  the  district,  with  the 
topic  "  The  Wonders  of  Reading  Aloud." 

The  Title  I  program  underwent  a  program  review  by  the  Department  of  Education. 
All  aspects  of  the  program  were  found  to  be  acceptable.  Areas  of  commendation  for 
exceptional  quality  included  outstanding  staff. 

A  full-time  reading  specialist  and  a  Title  I  educational  assistant  were  added  to  the  staff 
at  the  Henri  A.  Yelle  Elementary  School  to  replace  the  part-time  tutor. 
Approximately  two  hundred  at-risk  students  were  served  in  three  elementary  schools 
with  instruction  in  reading  and  language  arts. 

Summer  Reading 

In  collaboration  with  Ms.  Lee  Parker,  children's  librarian  at  the  Norton  Public  Library, 
summer  reading  programs  were  developed  for  grades  one  through  five  that  coordinate 
with  the  library's  summer  reading  program. 

The  middle  school  summer  reading  program  continued  with  refinements  to  the 
previous  year's  program. 

Talented  and  Gifted  Programs 

Project  CHALLENGE,  a  program  designed  to  serve  the  specific  needs  of  students  in 
grades  four  and  five  with  outstanding  academic  ability,  was  implemented  at  the  Henri 
A.  Yelle  Elementary  School.  Approximately  twenty  students  received  expanded 
instruction  in  reading  and  language  arts  that  extended  the  themes  in  the  regular 
curriculum. 

Approximately  fifteen  students  participated  in  an  additional  Math  Challenge  Club  in 
grades  four  and  five. 

Ms.  Lauren  Uccello,  the  Project  CHALLENGE  teacher,  also  provided  enrichment  to 
all  students  within  the  regular  classrooms  during  four-week  instructional  blocks 
throughout  the  year. 

This  spring  the  referral,  testing,  and  selection  process  was  completed  for  the  2000- 
2001  school  year  so  that  instruction  can  begin  earlier  in  the  year  next  year. 
Project  QUEST,  a  program  designed  to  serve  the  specific  needs  of  students  in  grade 
six  with  superior  intellectual  ability  (an  IQ  of  125  or  above),  will  be  implemented  at 
Norton  Middle  School  in  the  fall  of  2000.  The  referral,  testing,  and  selection  process 
is  expected  to  be  completed  this  spring.

World  Languages 

•  The  World  Languages  program  has  now  become  fully  integrated  into  the  middle 
school  curriculum  for  all  students. 

•  Current  middle  school  appropriate  texts  were  provided  for  the  new  programs. 

•  Articulation  with  the  high  school  foreign  languages  department  continued  so  that  the 
middle  school  curriculum  will  lead  logically  to  the  high  school  program.  In  the  fall  of 
2001,  the  first  students  to  go  through  the  entire  middle  school  program  will  enter  the 
high  school.

The  1999-2000  school  year  was  highly  productive.  Several  new  initiatives  were 
undertaken,  and  several  past  practices  were  continued.  Below  is  a  description  of  these 
various  activities. 

Starting  in  September,  I  organized  and  coordinated  the  Science,  Technology  and 
Engineering  Curriculum  Committee.  Working  with  a  team  of  teachers  from  each  grade 
level,  parent  representatives,  and  two  college  professors,  we  met  on  a  monthly  basis  and 
revised  the  Science,  Technology  and  Engineering  Curriculum.  The  curriculum  guide 
includes  a  scope  and  sequence  chart  for  each  grade,  a  brief  narrative  describing  each 
instructional  unit,  an  outline  of  the  topics  for  each  unit  number,  and  a  list  of  the 
instructional  objectives  for  each  unit  with  the  specific  learning  standards  with  which  the 
objectives  are  aligned.  Another  important  activity  this  school  year  was  the  development 
of  the  school  department's  Strategic  Plan.  I  actively  participated  in  the  strategic  planning 
process  and  assisted  Mrs.  Janice  Williams  in  implementing  the  development  of  the  plan. 

Once  again,  the  Parent  Involvement  Project  (PIP)  had  a  series  of  successful 
"happenings."  There  were  two  events  at  McDonald's  restaurant  and  Roche  Brothers 
supermarket.  According  to  the  evaluation  forms  collected  at  these  events,  more  than  six 
hundred  families  participated  in  these  math  and  science  events. 

In  order  to  assist  our  students  with  the  Massachusetts  Comprehensive  Assessment 
System  (MCAS)  tests,  a  series  of  resource  guides  were  prepared  and  distributed 
throughout  the  school  system.  During  the  school  year,  a  series  of  informational  meetings 
was  held  to  discuss  the  contents  of  these  resource  manuals.  I  also  met  with  the  elementary 
and  middle  school  teachers  to  discuss  ways  to  help  improve  our  students'  performance  on 
the  2000  MCAS.  In  order  to  improve  my  analytical  skills,  I  attended  several  workshops 
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on  how  to  analyze  our  MCAS  results.  These  workshops  included  using  Excel  software 
and  different  item  analysis  procedures. 


Another  important  initiative  was  the  selection  of  new  fourth  grade  World  History 
instructional  materials.  Since  there  are  no  textbooks  which  meet  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Education's  Curriculum  Framework,  a  series  of  four  small  books  were 
selected  from  the  Heinmann  Press.  These  four  books  will  be  bound  together  during  the 
summer  and  distributed  to  all  fourth  grade  students  next  school  year. 

In  grade  seven,  a  new  Ancient  History  textbook  is  being  selected  for  the  2001 
school  year.  On  June  7th  two  sales  representatives,  one  from  Harcourt  and  the  other  from 
Prentice  Hall,  presented  their  respective  textbooks  to  our  committee  members.  After 
these  presentations,  the  committee  will  finalize  their  decision  about  which  textbook  will  be 
used  next  year. 

During  the  course  of  the  school  year,  Dr.  Sandra  Robinson  and  I  coordinated  the 
Professional  Development  Committee.  Working  with  the  committee,  we  developed  an 
extensive  full-day  professional  development  experience  for  the  entire  staff.  This  event  was 
held  on  December  13th,  and  it  was  the  first  time  our  school  district  ever  held  such  an 
event.  We  also  organized  a  couple  of  graduate  courses,  such  as  "Pathways  to 
Mathematics  Success"  and  "Math  and  Science  in  the  Schoolyard."  Currently,  we  are 
developing  plans  for  our  upcoming  Summer  Institute. 

The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  awarded  Norton  Public  Schools  a 
competitive  Goals  2000  grant  which  provided  an  after-school  tutorial  program  for 
students  who  failed  the  MCAS  test.  On  Tuesday  and  Thursday  afternoons,  a  sizeable 
number  of  students  received  extra  help  in  preparing  for  this  high- stakes  test. 

This  year,  working  with  a  consultant,  the  District  Action  Reform  Team  (DART) 
helped  to  prepare  an  informational  brochure  on  our  school  system.  I  worked  closely  with 
the  consultant  to  prepare  the  content  of  the  brochure.  I  also  arranged  each  DART 
meeting  to  discuss  the  brochure. 


In  addition,  I  nominated  several  teachers  for  awards  from  outside  agencies.  Ms. 
Nancy  Grant,  from  the  L.G.  Nourse  Elementary  School,  won  second  prize  from  the 
^ers  I  Environmental  Education  Agency,  and  Ms.  Karen  Silvi  was  awarded  an  honorable 
mention  in  this  competition.  Mrs.  Bonnie  Tarnopol  won  an  honorable  mention  from  the 
Bristol  County  Savings  Bank  for  Teacher  of  the  Year. 

As  in  the  past,  I  participated  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  School- 
to- Work  program.   I  also  organized  the  Gettysburg  Address  Recitation  contest.  This 
WIcontest  is  held  every  year  prior  to  Memorial  Day.   Over  thirty  seventh  grade  students 

^[participated  in  this  patriotic  contest.
